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INTRODUCTION. 

TH  E  object  of  the  Editor  of  this  Work  has  been  to  co 
left  all  State  Papers  illuftrative  of  the  femiments,  action: 
and  views,  of  the  European  Powers,  in  the  prcfent  War  again 
France,  and  alfo  of  the  United  States  of  America,  who,  thoug 
fituated  in  another  quarter  of  the  globe,  are,  notwithftandinj 
by  language,  cuftoms,  and  connexions,  fo  intimately  intei 
woven  with  the  European  fyftem,  that  their  conduct  is  moi 
important  to  it  than  that  of  many  European  States  then.felve: 
It  muft  therefore  be  particularly  underftood,  that  thrfe  Papei 
relate  only  to  the  French  War,  and  the  difpofitions  of  th 
different  Powers  on  that  fubject. 

At  a  time  when  fo  many  various  opinions  are  formed  an 
maintained  refpecting  the  motives  of  Princes  and  States  fc 
commencing  hoftilities  or  remaining  neuter,  it  feems  prop* 
to  lay  before  the  Public  authentic  Documents  by  which  tln:i 
motives  may  be  inveftigated  and  afcertained,  as  far  as  poffibh 
on  the  Declarations  of  the  Parties  themfclves.  It  is  prefume 
that  the  utility  of  this  volume  therefore  muft  be  evident.  Th 
want  of  fome  perfect  collection  of  this  kind  has  of  late  bee 
regretted  not  only  by  Members  of  both  Houfes  of  Parliamen 
but  by  many  other  eminent  characters,  to  whom  the  deficienc 
was  obvious ;  and  it  was  a  knowledge  of  the  embarrafimei: 
occasioned  by  fuch  a  want,  that  firft  induced  the  Editor  t 
X  collect  the  following  Papers,  to  clafs  them  under  their  refpec

d.  An  Appendix,  made  up  folely  from  the  London  Gazcttesi 
containing  all  the  Accounts  of  the  War  which  have  been  pub- 
lifhed in  that  Official  Paper. 

The  Treaties  arc  copies  of  thofe  recently  laid  before  both 
Houfes  of  Parliament,  the  Partition  Treaty  and  the  Conven- 
tion at  Pilnitz  alone  excepted,  Thofe  with  Spain,  Naples,  &c, 
would  have  been  firft  publifhed  in  this  Work,  had  it  made  its 
appearance,  as  was  intended,  before  the  meeting  of  Parliament. 
The  latenefs  of  the  time  in  which  the  Editor's  attention  was 
firft  called  to  it,  and  the  extent  to  which  it  has  gone,  has,  how* 
ever,  delayed  its  publication;  and,  taking  advantage  of  the 
Treaties  lately  laid  before  the  Houfes  of  Lords  and  Commons, 
thofe  firft  printed  have  been  cancelled,  purpofely  to  give  then) 
in  the  very  words  of  the  Official  Tranflations. 

The  Proclamations  and  Manifeftoes  have  been  felecled  with 
great  care.  It  is  almoft  unnecefTary  to  obferve,  that  the  largeft 
part  of  thofe  publiflied  by  the  French,  relative  to  their  own 
internal  concerns,  are  excluded :  But  fuch  as  are  of  import- 
ance in  explaining  the  conduct  of  other  Powers  are  prefer ved, 
and  a  few  material  Decrees  placed  among  them. 

The  Official  Correfpondence  commences  with  the  Anfwers 
of  the  European  Powers  to  the  Trench  King's  Notification  o 
his  acceptance  of  the  Confutation  in  September,  1 791,  whir 
is  thought  the  proper  sera  from  whence  to  trace  and  difel 
the  conduct  and  difpoGtions  of  the  different  States : — It  is  p

fovereign.

HIS  Majefty  the  Emperor,  and  his  Majefty  the' King  of  Pruflia, 
having  heard  the  wifhes  and  reprefentations  of  Monfieur 
(the  French  King's  brother),  and  the  Count  d'Artois,  do  jointly 
declare,  that<hey  look  upon  the  actual  fituat ion  of  His  Majefty 
the  King  of  France  as  an  object  of  common  concern  to  all  the 
Sovereigns  of  Europe.  They  hope  that  this  concern  will,  doubt- 
lefs,  be  acknowledged  by  all  the  Powers,  from  whom  afliftance 
is  required  5  and  that,  in  confequence,  they  will  not  refufe  em- 
ploying, in  conjunction  with  Their  faid  Majefties,  the  moft  effi- 
cacious means,  relative  to  their  forces,  in  order  to  enable  the 
King  of  France  to  confolidate,  in  the  moft  perfect  liberty,  the 
bails  of  a  Monarchical  Government,  fuitable  both  to  the  rights 
of  Sovereigns,  and  the  welfare  of  the  French  Nation — Then, 
and  ii>  this  cafe,  their  faid  Majefties  the  Emperor  and  the  King

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of  Pruffia  arc  determined  to  aft  fpeedily,  with  mutual  coftcord 
and  with  neceflfary  forces,  to  obtain  the  propofed  end  in  common* 
Mean-while  they  will  give  to  their  troops  neceflary  orders  that 
they  may  be  ready  for  putting  thqmfclves  in  a  ftate  of  activity.

Convention  between  his  Britannic  Majefty  and  the  Emprefs  of  Rttjfta. 
Signed  at  London,  the  25/A  of  March,  1793. 

THE  perfons  who  have  exercifed  the  power  of  Government 
in  France,  after  having  plunged  their  own  country  into  the 
moft  dreadful  miferies,  having  adopted  towards  the  other  powers 
of  Europe  meafures  equally  unjuft  and  offenfive,  conducting 
themfclves  in  that  refpect  by  principles  incompatible  with  the 
fecurity  and  tranquillity  of .  all  independent  dates,  and  even  with 
the  exiftence  of  all  focial  order ;  and  having  actually  rendered 
themfelves  guilty  of  the  moft  unjuft  and  injurious  aggreflion,  by 
laying  an  embargo  on  all  the  Britifh  and  Ruffian  fhips  which  were 
in  the  ports  of  France  :  an  aggreflion  followed  by  a  declaration 
of  war  againft  his  Britannic  Majefty,  and  his  ally  the  republic  of 
the  United  Provinces;  their  Majefties  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
and  the  Emprefs  of  all  the  Ruffias,  have  thought  proper  to  con* 
cert  together  upon  the  means  of  oppofing  a  barrier  to  the  dangers 
which  threaten  all  Europe,  in  confequence  of  fuch  principles, 
views  and  conduct. 

Their  Majefties  have  therefore  authorifed  their  refpective  Mi» 
nifters,  to  wit,  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  moft  illuftrious  and 
moft  excellent  Lord  William  Wyndham,  Baron  Grenville  of 
Wotton,  one  of  his  Majeft/s  Privy  Council,  and  his  principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  department  of  foreign  affairs;  and  her 
Majefty  the  Emprefs  of  all  the  Ruffias,  the  moft  illuftrious  and 
moft  excellent  Lord  Count  Simon  de  Woronzow,  Lieutenant* 
general  of  her  Imperial  Majefty's  armies,  her  Envoy  Extraordi- 
nary and  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
and  Knight  of  the  orders  of  St,  Alexander  Newfky,  of  the  milU 
tary  order  of  St.  George  of  the  third  clafs,  and  of  St.  Vladimir, 
grand  Crofs  of  the  firft  clafs  ;  who,  after  having  communicated 
to  each  other  their  refpective  full  powers,  have  agreed  to  the 
following  articles. 

Article  L  Their  Majefties,  in  conformity  to  tht  ancient  ties  of 

JJ  %  friendfhip 
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friend/hip  by  which  they  and  their  auguft  predeceflbrs  have  been 
united,  and  which  they  are  defirous  of  cultivating  and  extending 
as  much  as  poflible,  will  exert  all  their  endeavours,  and  will  con- 
cert together  ultimately  for  affifting  and  fuccouring  each  other  - 
mutually,  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  war,  in  order  to  procure 
for  themfelves,  at  the  peace,  that  fatisfadtion  and  fecurity  which 
they  have  a  right  to  expect,  and  to  guaranty  for  the  future  the 
public  tranquillity  and  fecurity  of  Europe. 

II.  For  this  end,  their  Majefties  engage  to  employ  their  re- 
fpeftive  forces,  as  far  as  the  ciroimftances  in  which  they  may 
find  themfelves  {hall  permit,  in  carrying  on  the  juft  and  neceflary 
war  in  which  they  are  engaged  againft  France  ;  and  they  reci- 
procally promife  not  to  lay  down  their  arms,  but  by  common  con-  • 
fent,  without  having  obtained  reftitution  of  all  the  conquefts  which 
France  may  have  made  upon  either  of  their  faid  Majefties,  or 
upon  fuch  other  of  the  powers,  friends,  or  allies  of  their  faid 
Majefties,  to  whom  they  fhall  judge  proper  to  extend  this  gua- 
rantee, by  common  confent.  * 

III.  Their  faid  Majefties  reciprocally  engage  to  fhut  all  their 
ports  againft  French*  fhips,  not  to  permit  the  exportation,  in  any 
cafe,  from  their  faid  ports  for  France,  of  any  military  or  naval 
ftores,  or  corn,  grain,  fait  meat,  or  other  provifions ;  and  to 
take  all  other  meafures  in  their  power  for  injuring  the  commerce 
of  France,  and  for  bringing  her,  by  fuch  means,  to  juft  con- 
ditions of  peace. 

IV.  Their  Majefties  engage  to  unite  all  their  efforts  to  prevent 
other  powers,* not  implicated  in  this  war,  from  giving,  on  this 
occafion  of  common  concern  to  every  civilifed  ftate,  any  pro- 
tection whatever,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  confequence  of  their 
neutrality,  to  the-  commerce  or  property  of  the  French,  on  the 
f  ea,  or  in  the  ports  of  France. 

V.  Their  Majefties,  defiring  mutually  and  ardently  to  confirm 
and  coniblidate,  as  much  as  pofliblc,  the  friendfhip  and  union 
now  fubfifting  between  them,  and  to  protect  and  extend  thf 
commerce  between  their  refpective  fubjects,  will  authorife  thei 
Miniftcrs  to  proceed,  without  delay,  to  the  formation  of  a  de 
finitive  arrangement  for  the  treaty  of  alliance  and  commerce.    I' 
the  mean  time,  and  until  that  happy  work  can  be  effected,  th' 
have   agreed  to  renew,  provifionaiiy,  the  treaty  of  1766, 

a  preliminary  agreement  of  the  fame  date  with  this  Convent' 
and  exchanged  in  like  manner  between  the  above-mentir 
Minifters. 

VI.  His  Britannic  Majefty,  and  her  Imperial  Majefty  c 
the  Ruffias,  engage  to  ratify  .the  prefent  convention ;  and 
ratifications  thereof  fhall  be  exchanged  in.  the  fpace  of 
months,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done,  to  be  computed  fir* 
day  of  the  fignature. 
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In  wltncfs  whereof  we,  the  underfigned  Plenipotentiariei 
their  Majefties  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Emprefs  of 
the  Ruflias,  have  figned  the  prefent  Convention,  and  hate  cat 
the  feals  of  our  arms  to  be  affixed  thereto.

BE  it  known  to  thofe  whom  it  may  concern,  that  his  1 
jefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  his  Serene  Highi 
the  Landgrave  of  Heffe  Caflel,  in  confideration  of  the  ftrift 
which  unite  the  intereft  of  their  refpeftive  Houfes,  and  hav 
judged  that,  in  the  prefent  fituation  of  affairs,  it  would  con 
bute  to  the  reciprocal  welfare  of  Great  Britain  and  of  Heffe, 
cement  and  ftrengthen,  by  a  new  treaty  of  alliance,  the  conn 
tion  which  fubfifte  between  them,  his  Britannic  Majefty,  in  or 
to  regulate  the  objefts  relative  to  this  alliance,  has  thought  p 
per  to  fend  to  Caflel  the  Right  Honourable  Thomas  Earl 
Elgin  and  of  Kinkardine,  Baron  Bruce  of  Kinrofs,  his  Minii 
Plenipotentiary;  and  his  Serene  Highnefs  has  nominated, 
his  part,  for  the  fame  purpofe,  the  Baron  Maurice  Frederick, 
Munchaufen,  his  a&ual  Minifter  of  State,  Privy  Counfellor,  ; 
Knight  of  the  Order  of  the  Golden  Lion,  and  his  Direftor  of 
College  and  Treafury  of  War ;  and  John  Francis  Kunckel,  Pr 
Counfellor  of  War :  who,  being  furnifhed  with  the  neceflary  j 
powers,  have  agreed  to  take  for  bafis  of  the  prefent  treaty, 
treaties  which  were  formerly  concluded  between  Great  Britain  s 
Heffe,  to  adopt  fuch  parts  of  them  as  may  be  applicable  to 
prefent  circumftances,  or  to  fettle  by  new  articles  thofe  poi 
which  it  may  be  neceflary  to  regulate  otherwife.  Every  thi 
which  (hall  not  otherwife  be  fettled,  fhall  be  deemed  fubfift 
in  full  force,  in  the  manner  exprefled  in  the  above-mentioi 
treaties ;  and  as  it  is  not  poflible  to  rpecify  each  particular  cs 
every  thing  which  fliall  not  appear  to  be  determined  in  a  pre< 
manner,  either  in  the  prefent  treaty,,  or  in  the  former  treat!

His  Majcfty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  dcfirin 
for  his  fervice  in  Europe  a  body  of  the  troops  of  the  Se 
grave,  and  his  Serene  Highnefs,  wifhing  for  nothing 
to  give  his  Majefty  real  proofs  of  his  ftrong  attachme 
engages,  by  virtue  of  this  article,  to  keep  in  readin 
purpofe,  during  the  fpace  of  three  fucceflive  years, 
from  the  day  of  the  fignature  of  the  prefent  treaty 
eight  thoufand  men,  as  well  infantry  as  cavalry,  or  cl 
eluding  officers.  This  corps  fhall  be  completely  equ 
fiifhed  with  tents,  and  all  neceflary  equipage,  in  a  wo: 
put  upon  the  beft  poffible  footing,  and  nobody  fhall  I 
into  it  but  men  capable  of  ferving,  acknowledged  as  3 
Commiffary  of  his  Britannic  Majefty.

VI.  Befides  what  is  ftipulatcd  in  the  preceding  article,  his 
jefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain  engages  to  caufe  to  be  paid  a 
ally,  during  the  three  years  that  this  treaty  (hall  lad,  a  nibfidy 
an  half,  fixing  the  fum  according  to  the  cuftom  eftabliflied  fa 
fubfidies  in  the  former  treaties.  This  fubfidy  (hall  commence  i 
the  day  of  the  fignature  of  this  treaty,  and  it  (hall  be  paid  ai 
rate  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  thoufand  crowns  banc 
annum^  the  crown  being  reckoned  at  fifty-three  fols  of  '. 
land,  or  at  four  Ihillings  and  nine-pence  three  farthings  En 
money. 

When  the  faid  troops  fliall  be  fent  back  by  his  Britannic 
iefty,  from  the  day  of  the  return  into  the  territories  of  his  Sc 
Highnefs,  till  the  expiration  of  the  treaty,  the  fubfidy  (hall  be 
tinued  upon  the  fame  footing  of  two  hundred  and  twenty 
thoufand  crowns  banco  per  annum.  The  payment  of  this  fut 
(hail  be  regularly  made  without  any  deduction,  and  quarter!]

grave  authorifed  to  receive  it  \  and  in  cafe,  on  either  fid< 
(hould  be  judged  expedient  that  the  number  of  the  corps  of  tr 
(hould  exceed  eight  thoufand,  the  fubfidy  (hall  be  proportion 
augmented,  unlefs  it  fliall  be  otherwife  agreed  upon.  His 
jefly  (hall  continue  equally  to  this  corps  the  pay  and  other  em 
ments  during  the  remainder  of  the  month  in  which  it  (hall  re 
the  frontiers  of  Helfe,  and  arrive  in  the  territories  of  his  Se:

VII.  With  regard  to  what  relates  to  the  pay  and  allowar 
both  ordinary  and  extraordinary,  of  the  faid  troops,  during 
time  that  they  (hall  be  actually  in  the  pay  of  Great  Britain, 
agreed,  that,  as  long  as  they  fliall  ferve  in  the  empire,  they  i 
enjoy  the  fame  advantages  and  emoluments  which  his  Maj 
grants  to  his  German  troops,  according  to  the  effective  eftabJ 
ment  of  the  faid  corps  of  troops  at  the  time  of  their  being  < 
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iicfs  the  Landgrave  of  HeiTe  Caflel,  their  fucccflbrs  and  heirs, 
ftrict  friendfhip,  and  a  fincere,  firm,  and  conftant  union,  fo  tha 
the  one  fhall  confider  the  interefts  of  the  other  as  his  own,  an- 
fhall  ftrive  to  promote  them  with  good  faith,  as  much  as  poilibk 
and  mutually  to  prevent  and  remove  all  difturbance  and  injury. 

II.  With  this  view,  it  is  agreed,  that  all  the  former  treaties 
efpedally  thofc  of  guarantee,  fhall  be  deemed  to  be  renewed  an< 
confirmed  by  the  prefent  treaty,  in  all  their  points,  articles,  am 
claufes,  and  fhall  have  the  fame  force,  as  if  they  were  herein  in 
ferted  word  for  word,  in  as  much  as  the  fame  is  not  dcrogatci 
fi-Qna  by  the  prefent  treaty. 

III.  His  Majcfty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  defiring  to  fecur 
for  his  fervice  in  Europe  a  body  of  the  troops  of  the  Serene  Land 
grave,  and  his  Serene  Highnefs,  wifhing  for  nothing  more  tha 
to  give  his  Majefty  real  proofs  of  his  ftrong  attachment  for  him 
engages,  by  virtue  of  this  article,  to  keep  in  readinefs  for  thi 
purpofe,  during  the  fpace  of  three  fucceflive  years,  rcckonin 
from  the  day  of  the  fignature  of  the  prefent  treaty,  a  body  c 
eight  thoufand  men,  as  well  infantry  as  cavalry,  or  chafiirurs,  in 
eluding  officers.  This  corps  fhall  be  completely  equipped,  fui 
nifhed  with  tents,  and  all  necefTary  equipage,  in  a  word,  fhall  b 
put  upon  the  befl  poflible  footing,  and  nobody  fhall  be  admitte 
into  it  but  men  capable  of  ferving,  acknowledged  as  fuch  by  th 
CommbTary  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  This  corps  fhall  march  i 
two  divifions :  the  firft,  confiding  of  four  thoufand  men,  fhall  b 
compofed  of  a  corps  of  infantry  with  the  artillery  men,  and  of 
regiment  of  cavalry.

The  fecond  divifion,  coniifting  alfo  of  four  thoufand  mei 
and  compofed  of  a  corps  of  infantry,  of  a  battalion  of  chafieur 
and  of  two  regiments  of  cavalry,  fhall  be  in  readinefs  to  pafs  i 
review  the  5th  of  June,  and  fhall  be  ready  to  march  in  eigl 
weeks  from  the  day  of  the  conclufion  of  the  prefent  treaty,  c 
even  fooner,  if  it  is  poflible.

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IV.  Each  battalion  of  infantry  of  this  corps  of  troops  fhall  be 
provided  with  two  field  pieces,  and  the  officers,  cannoneers,  and 
other  men  and  equipage  attached  to  them. 

V.  In  order  to  defray  the  expences  to  which  the  Serene  Land- 
grave fhall  be  put,  by  equipping  the  above-mentioned  corps  of 
eight  thoufand  men,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain  pro- 
mifes  to  pay  to  his  Serene  Highnefs,  for  each  horfeman  or  dragoon 
properly  armed  and  mounted,  eighty  crowns  banco,  and  for  each 
foot  foldier  thirty  crowns  banco.  This  levy-money  for  the  firfk 
divifion  fhall  be  paid  fifteen  days  after  the  fignature  of  the  prefent 
treaty.  With  regard  to  the  levy-money  for  the  fecond  divifion, 
one  half  thereof  fhall  be  paid  on  the  8th  of  next  month,  and  the 
other  half  on  the  day  on  which  the  fecond  divifion  fhall  begin  its 
march.  The  levy-money  fhall  be  paid  for  the  fame  defcription  of 
perfons  for  whom  it  was  given  in  the  former  alliances. 

VI.  Befides  what  is  ftipulatcd  in  the  preceding  article,  his  Ma- 
jefty the  King  of  Great  Britain  engages  to  caufe  to  be  paid  annu- 
ally, during  the  three  years  that  this  treaty  fhall  laft,  a  fubfidy  and 
an  half,  fixing  the  fuin  according  to  the  cuftom  eftablifhed  for  the 
fubfidies  in  the  former  treaties.  This  fubildy  fliall  commence  from 
the  day  of  the  fignature  of  this  treaty,  and  it  fhall  be  paid  at  the 
rate  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  thoufand  crowns  banco  per 
annum,  the  crown  being  reckoned  at  fifty-three  fols  of  Hoi- 
land,  or  at  four  Ihillings  and  nine-pence  three  farthings  Englifh 
money. 

When  the  faid  troops  fliall  be  fent  back  by  his  Britannic  Ma-# 
ieftyy  from  the  day  of  the  return  into  the  territories  of  his  Serene 
Highnefs,  till  the  expiration  of  the  treaty,  the  fubfidy  fliall  be  con- 
tinued upon  the  fame  footing  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-five 
thoufand  crowns  banco  per  annum.  The  payment  of  this  fubfidy 
fhall  be  regularly  made  without  any  deduction,  and  quarterly,  in 
the  town  of  Caffel,  into  the  military  treafury  of  the  Serene  Land- 
grave authorifed  to  receive  it ;  and  in  cafe,  on  either  fide,  it 
ihould  be  judged  expedient  that  the  number  of  the  corps  of  troops 
fhould  exceed  eight  thoufand,  the  fubfidy  fhall  be  proportionably 
augmented,  unlefs  it  fliall  be  otherwile  agreed  upon.  His  Ma- 
jefty fhall  continue  equally  to  this  corps  the  pay  and  other  emolu- 
ments during  the  remainder  of  the  month  in  which  it  fhall  repafs 
the  frontiers  of  Hciie,  and  arrive  in  the  territories  of  his  Serene 
Highnefs,  that  is  to  fay,  Hefle  properly  fo  called. 

VII.  With  regard  to  what  relates  to  the  pay  and  allowances, 
both  ordinary  and  extraordinary,  of  the  faid  troops,  during  the 
time  that  they  fliall  be  actually  in  the  pay  of  Great  Britain,  it  is 
agreed,  that,  as  long  as  they  fhall  ferve  in  the  empire,  they  fhall 
enjoy  the  fame  advantages  and  emoluments  which  his  Majefty 
grants  to  his  German  troops,  according  to  the  effective  eftablifh- 
ment  of  the  faid  corps  of  troops  at  the  time  of  their  being  deli- 
vered^ 
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vered,  which  (hall  be  verified  by  a  lift  figned  by  the  refpeftive 
Minifters  of  the  high  contracting  parties,  which1  {hall  have  the 
fame  force  as  if  it  were  inferted  word  for  word  in  the  prefent 
treaty*  During  the  time  that  they  fhall  be  employed  in  the  Low 
Countries,  they  fhall  be  treated  ,in  the  above-mentioned  refpeft, 
upon  the  footing  of  Dutch  treops ;  it  being  underftood  that  in 
both  cafes,  that  is  to  fay,  in  that  of  the  German  pay,  as  well  as  in 
that  of  the  Dutch,  the  allowances  fhall  not  be  inferior  to  what 
was  granted  in  former  wars ;  and,  if  the  nature  of  the  war  mould 
require  that  thofe  troops  mould  ferve  in  different  countries  upon 
the  continent  of  Europe  from  thofe  above-mentioned,  they  fhall, 
in  that  cafe,  be  put  in  every  refpeft  on  the  fame  footing  with  the 
moft  favoured  of  his  Majefty's  auxiliary  troops. 

If  it  fhall  happen  that  they  fhould  be  employed  in  Great  Bri- 
tain, or  in  Ireland,  as  foon  as  the  notification  in  fuch  cafe  fhall  be 
made  to  the  Serene  Landgrave,  they  (hall  be  put  on  the  fame 
footing,  in  every  refpeft,  as  the  national  Britifh  troops. 

All  thefe  allowances  for  thofe  troops  fhall  be  paid  into  the  mi- 
litary treafury  of  his  Serene  Highnefs,  without  any  abatement  or 
diminution,  in  order  to  be  diftributed. 

VIII.  If  it  fhould  unfortunately  happen  that  fomc  regiments  or 
companies  of  the  corps  above-mentioned  fhould,  by  any  accidents, 
lie  wholly  or  partially  ruined  or  deftroyed,  or  that  the  pieces  of 
artillery  or  other  effects,  with  which  it  may  be  provided,  fhould 
be  taken  by  the  enemy,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain  will 
.pay  the  expences  of  the  neceflary  recruits  and  remounting,  as  ajf 

the  value  of  the  faid  field  artillery  and  effects,  in  order  fpeed: 
to  reftore  the  artillery,  regiments  or  companies  to  their  forn 
ftate ;  and  thofe  recruits  fhall  likewife  be  put  upon  the  fame  fc 
ing  as  thofe  which  were  furnifhed  to  the  Heflian  officers,  in  vir 
of  the  fifth  article  of  the  treaty  of  1702,  in  order  that  the  cc 
may  be  always  preferved  and  fent  back  hereafter  in  as  good  fl 
as  that  in  which  it  was  delivered;  and  the  recruits  annually 
ceffary  fhall  be  delivered  to  the  Englifh  Commiflary  diicipli 
and  completely  equipped,  at  the  place  of  their  deftination,  at 
time  which  his  Britannic  Majefty  fhall  appoint. 

IX.  It  will  depend  upon  his  Britannic  Majefty  to  retain 
corps  of  troops  in  his  fervice  all  the  time  of  the  duration  of 
treaty,  to  make  ufe  of  them  in  any  part  of  Europe  where  he 
have  occafion  for  them,  provided  it  be  not  on  board  the  f 
from  the  time  of  its  quitting  the  territories  of  the  Serene  L 
grave;  and  when  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain 
think  proper  to  fend  back  the  faid  troops,  he  fhall  give  t 
months  previous  notice  to  his  Serene  Highnefs,  and  fhall  1 
him  an  allowance  of  a  month's  pay  for  their  return,  furnii 
them  alfo  with  the  neceflary  means  of  tranfport  gratis. 

X.  His  Britannic  Majefty  promifes  to  attend,  as  much  af 
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flhle,  to  the  fafety  of  the  dominions  and  pofleffions  of  his  Serene 
Highnefs,  and  to  direct  the  military  operations)  as  much  as  cir«, 
ounftances  may  permit,  in  fuch  manner  that  the  country  of  his 
Serene  Highnefs  may  be  covered  and  fpared  as  much  as  pofiiblc. 
If,  however,  notwithstanding  the  precautions  which  fhall  be  taken 
that  view,  the  country  of  his  Serene  Highnefs  fhould  ba 
by  the  enemy,  on  account  of  this  alliance,  and  the  pre* 
fent  treaty,  his  Britannic  Majefty  fhall  endeavour  to  procure  to 
the  country  of  his  Highnefs  the  Landgrave  an  indemnification 
proportionable  to  the  lofs  occafioned  thereby,  according  to  what 
has  been  formerly  done  on  fimilar  occafions. 

XL  The  fick  of  the  Hcffian  corps  fhall  remain  under  the  cart 
of  their  own  phyficians,  furgeons,  and  other  perfons  appointed 
far  that  purpofe,  under  the  command  of  the  General  command* 
ing  the  corps  of  thofe  troops,  and  every  thing  fhall  be  granted  to 
them  which  is  granted  to  his  Majefty's  own  troops. 

XIL  All  Hcffian  deferters  fhall  be  faithfully  reftored,  as  ofteu 
as  they  fhall  be  difcovered  in  places  dependant  upon  his  Britannic 
Majefty. 

XIII.  In  confideration  that  the  article  of  recruiting  becomes 
daily  more  expenfive  in  Germany,  on  account  of  the  numerous 
armies  which  are  there  kept  on  foot,  and  that  the  vacant  pay  is 
regarded  as  the  principal  fund  to  defray  that  expence,  it  is  agreed* 
that  at  the  review  to  be  made  in  fpring,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
campaign,  by  the  CommiiTary  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  the  corps 
ought  to  be  complete,  or  the  pay  of  thofe  wanting  to  complete 
fhall  be  retained ;  on  the  other  hand,  the  pay  of  thofe  who  may 
be  wanting  from  one  fpring  review  to  the  next  fhall  not  be  re- 
tained, but  fhall  be  allowed  without  abatement,  as  if  they  were 
complete  ;  and,  inftead  of  what  was  formerly  paid  for  recruiting, 
in  the  room  of  one  killed  or  three  wounded,  it  is  agreed  that, 
without  diftinction,  each  man  furniflied  fhall  be  fupplied  at  the 
rate  of  twelve  crowns  banco  a  head,  under  the  exprefs  condition, 
however,  that  what  is  here  agreed  on  fhall  only  regard  the  re- 
cruiting, which  is  the  object  in  this  article. 

XIV.  All  the  expences  of  tranfport  for  the  troops,  as  well  for 
the  men  as  for  their  effc&s,  fhall  be  defrayed  by  his  Britannic 
Majefty. 

XV.  The  fituation  of  affairs  having  entirely  changed  its  afpe& 
fince  the  commencement  of  this  negotiation,  it  is  ftipulated,  that 
if  his  Britannic  Majefty  fhould  find  that  he  has  not,  in  the  pre- 
lent  moment,  occasion  for  the  above-mentioned  corps  of  troops, 
and  that  his  Majefty  fhould  countermand  their  march  before  the 
term  fixed  for  the  review  of  the  firft  divifion ;  in  that  cafe,  his 
Majefty  fhall  be  bound  to  pay  to  his  Serene  Highnefs  the  levy- 
money  for  the  whole  corps  of  eight  thoufand  men,  and  a  double 
fiibfidy,  for  one  year  only ;  that  is  to  fay,  three  hundred  thoufan4 

C  crown* 
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erowns  banco,  which  (hall  be  inftead  of  the  different  ftipiriation* 
contained  in  the  above  fourteen  articles.  The  payment  of  the 
levy-money  (hall,  in  fuch  cafe,  be  made  on  the  8th  of  next 
month,  and  that  of  the  fubfidy  in  quarterly  payments,  in  on* 
year,  reckoning  from  the  date  of,  the  fignature  of  the  prefenf 
treaty.  But  it  is  exprefsly  agreed,  that,  in  the  mean  time,  this 
article  (hall  in  no  degree  fufpend  either  the  preparations  or  the 
payments,  which  it  has  been  agreed  on  each  fide  to  make. 

XVI.  This  treaty  {hall  be  ratified  by  the  high  contra&ing  par* 
ties,  and  the  ratifications  thereof  {hall  be  exchanged  as  foon  as 
poffible.  In  witnefs  whereof  we,  the  underfigned,  authorifed  by 
the  full  power  of  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  on  one 
fide,  and  of  his  Serene  Highnefs  the  reigning  Landgrave  of  Hcfle- 
Caficl,  on  the  other,  have  figned  the  pceient  treaty,  and  have ' 
thereto  put  the  feals  of  our  arms

Treaty  Between  his  Britannic  Majefty  and  the  King  of  Sardinia. 
Signed  at  London,  the  1$th  of  April>  1793, 

THEIR  Majcfties,  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  the  King  of 
Sardinia,   finding  themselves  engaged   in  a  war  againft 
France,  in  confequence  of  the  moil  injurious  afts  of  violence  and 
aggreffion  which  they  have  refpe&iveiy  experienced  from  th? 
country,  their  above-mentioned  Majefties  have  agreed  to  make 
common  caufe  in  this  war,  and  to  concert  together  on  the  meax 
of  providing  for  their  mutual  defence  and  tafety,  as  well-as  fc 
the  general  interefis  of  Europe. 

Their  above-mentioned  Majefties,.  in  confequence,  have  name 
and  conftituted  for  this  purpofe,  to  wit,  his  Britannic  Majeft; 
the  moft  illuftrious  and  moft  excellent  Lord  William  Wyndhao 
Baron -Grenvillc  of  Wotton,  Privy  Counfellor  of  his  before-namc 
Majefty,  and  his  principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Foreign  D 
Jtartment;  and  his  Sardinian  Majefty,  the  moft  illuftrious  at 
moft  excellent  Lord  Philip  de  St.  Martin,  Count  de  Front,  Go 
tleman  of  the  Chamber  to  his  faid  Majefty,  Colonel  of  cava* 
and  dragoons,  and  his  Envoy  Extraordinary  to  his  Britannic  T 
jefty;  who,  after  having  duly  communicated  their  refpeftive 
powers,  have  agreed  upon  the  following  articles. 
*    Article- 1.  His  Sardinian  Majefty  engages  to  keep  on  foot, 
Ing  the  whole  courfe  of  the  prefent  war,  an  army  of  fifty  tl 
fend  men,  to  be  employed  for  the  defence  of  his  dominion! 
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veil  as  to  aft  againft  the  common  enemy :  his  Britannic  Majefty 
engaging,  on  his  iide,  to  fend  into  the  Mediterranean  a  refpe&able 
II err  of  fliips  of  war,  to  be  employed,  accordingly  as  circumftances 
{hall  permit,  againft  the  naval  forces  which  the  enemy  may  have 
in  chat  part  of  the  world.  Their  before-named  Majefties  wilt 
ultimately  concert  as  to  the  deftination  and  employment  of  the 
refpeftive  forces  above-mentioned. 

II.  His  Britannic  Majefty  engages  to  fumifh  to  his  Sardinian 
Majefty;  during  the  whole  courfe  of  the  war,  a  fubfidy  of  two 
hundred  thoufand  pounds  fterling/ter  annum  >  to  be  reckoned  from 
the  day  of  the  fignature  of  the  prefent  treaty;  which  fubfidy 
fhall  be  paid  to  him  punctually  every  three  months  in  advance, 
to  be  reckoned  from  the  above  day. 

UL  His  Britannic  Majefty  engages  not  to  conclude  a  peace 
with  the  enemy,  without  comprehending  in  it  the  entire  refuta- 
tion to  his  Sardinian  Majefty,  of  all  the  parts  of  his  dominions 
which  belonged  to  him  at  the  commencement  of  the  war,  and  of 
which  the  aforefaid  enemy  has  obtained  pofleffion,  or  of  which  it 
may  hereafter  obtain  pofiefiion  during  the  courfe  of  hoftilities.  In 
return,  his  Sardinian  Majefty  will  continue  firmly  and  infcparably 
united  and  attached  to  the  common  caufe,  and  to  the  interefts  of 
his  Britannic  Majefty  in  this  war,  not  only  for  fo  long  a  time  as 
the  war  may  laft  in  Italy,  or  in  the  fouthern  parts  of  Europe,  but 
until  the  concluiion  of  peace  between 'Great  Britain  and  France. 

IV.  If  one  or  other  of  the  two  high  contracting  parties  fhall . 
happen  to  be  attacked,  molcftcd,  or  difturbed,  in  any  of  his 
eftates,  rights,  pofleflions,  or  interefts,  at  any  time,  or  in  what- 
ever manner  it  may  be,  by  fea  or  by  land,  in  consequence  or  in 
refentment  of  the  articles  or  ftipulations  contained  in  the  prefent 
treaty,  or  of  the  meafures  to  be  taken  by  the  faid  contracting  par- 
ties by  virtue  of  this  treaty,  the  other  contracting  party  engages 
to  fuccour  him,  and  to  make  common  caufe  with  him,  in  the 
manner  which  is  iiipulatcd  by  the  above  articles. 

V.  T^c  prefent  treaty  fhall  be  ratified  by  both  parties,  and  the 
exchange  of  the  ratifications  fhall  take  place  hi  the  ipacc  of  two 
months,  or  fooncr  if  poflible. 

In  faith  of  which,  \\  c,  the  underfigncd  Miniftcr  Plenipotentiary 
of  their  Majefties  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  the  King  of 
Sardinia,  have  figncd  this  prefent  treaty,  and  have  caufed  to  be 
affixed  thereto  the  fcal  of  our  arms.

HIS  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  his  Sere**  High* 
ncfs  the  Landgrave  of  Heffe  Caflel,  having  judged  it  mu* 
tually  advantageous  to  ftrengthen  and  confolidate  the  ancient 
bonds  of  friendship  which  fo  happily  unite  the  two  Sovereigns, 
ky  a  Treaty  o£  Sufrfidy,  concluded  at  Cartel  the  icth  day  of  the 
month  of  April,  1793  *  an<*  *"s  Britannic  Majefty  having  thought 
fit,  in  the  prefent  fituation  of  affairs,  further  to  augment  the 
iOorpsof  troops  employed  againft  the  common  enemy,  has  charged, 
on  his  part,  the  Earl  of  Yarmouth,  one  of  his  Majefty's  moft 
honourable  Privy  Council,  to  negotiate  and  conclude,  with  Baron 
Frederic  Sigifmond  Waitz  de  Efchen,  President  of  the  College  of 
Trade,  and  Privy  Councillor,  and  with  the  Director  of  the  Trea- 
fttry  of  War,  John  Francis  Kunckell,  Privy  Councillor  of  War, 
in  the  name  and  on  the  part  of  his  Serene  Iiighnefs  the  Land* 
grave  of  Hefle  Cafiel,  an  Additional  Article  to  the  Treaty  oi 
Subfidy,  concluded  the  roth  of  the  month  of  April,  1793 :  Which 
Minifters  Plenipotentiary,  after  having  communicated  to  eagt

His  Serene  Highnefs  the  Landgrave  of  Hefle  Caflel,  in  orde:

weeks,  at  the  difpofal  of  Great  Britain,  a  new  corps  of  his  troop 
of  four  thoufand  men,  viz.  one  regiment  of  dragoons,  one  regi 
xnent  of  grenadiers,  and  two  regiments  of  infantry :  which  corp 
of  troops,  whether  for  the  duration  of  the  engagement,  or  th 
fubfidy,  or  pay,  is  ceded  to  his  Britannick  Majefty  by  his  Serer 
Highnefs  abfolutely  upon  the  fame  conditions  which  have  be 
ftipulated  for  the  corps  of  eight  thoufand  fjefiiaps,  which  are 
ready  in  the  fervice  and  pay  of  Great  Britain,  in  virtue  of 
treaty  of  fubfidy  of  the  10th  of  April,  1793.

Signed 
at  Aranjuez  [in  Englijb  and  Spanijb]  the  l^th  of  May  f  1793* 

THEIR  Britannick  and  Catholick  Majefties  hating  refolved, 
on  confideration  of  the  prefent  circumftances  of  Europe,  to 
fubftantiate  their  mutual  confidence,  friend  fhip,  and  good  corre- 
fpondence,  by  means  of  a  provisional  convention,  in  the  interim 
of  their  entirely  completing  the  folid  fyftem  of  alliance  and  com- 
merce, which  they  are  fo  defirous  of  eftabli(hing  between  them- 
fdves  and  their  refpedive  fubjecls,  have  named  and  authorized 
for  that  pUrpofe,  viz.  on  the  part  of  his  Britannick  Majefly,  the 
Moft  IUoftrions  and  Moft  Excellent  Lord  Alleyne,  Baron  St.  He- 
len's, Member  of  his  faid  Majefty's  Privy  Council,  and  his  Am- 
baflador  Extraordinary  and  Plenipotentiary  to  his  Catholick  Ma- 
jefty;  and,  on  the  part  of  his  Catholick  Majefty,  the  Moft  IlIuP 
trious  and  Moft  Excellent  Lord  Don  Manuel  de  Godoy  and  Alvarez* 
de  Faria,  Rios,  Sanchez,  Zarrofa,  Duke  de  la  Alcudia,  Grandee 
of  Spain  of  the  Fir  ft  Ctafs,  Perpetual  Regidor  of  the  city  of 
Santiago,  Knight  of  the  Illuftrious  Order  of  the  Golden  Fleece, 
and  of  the  Royal  and  Diftinguifhed  Spanifh  Order  of  Charles  IIL 
Commander  of  Valencia  del  Vcntofo,  in  that  of  Santiago,  Coun- 
fellor  of  State,  Firft  Secretary  of  State  and  Defpacho,  Secretary

Article  I.  The  two  Moft  Serene  Kings  will  employ  their  titmoft 
attention,  and  all  the  means  which  are  in  their  power,  to  re-efta- 
MHh  the  publick  tranquillity,  and  to  maintain  their  common  in- 
texefts }  and  they  promife  and  engage  to  aft  in  perfect  concert, 
and  in  the  moft  intimate  confidence,  for  the  accomplishment  of 
thofe  falutary  ends. 

IL  Their  faid  Majefties,  having  perceived  juft  grounds  of  jea- 
lonfy,  and  of  uncafoefs,  for  the  fafqty  of  their  refpec"tive  domi- 
nions, 
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jrtons,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  general  fyftem  of  Europe, 
in  the  meafures  which  have  been  for  forae  time  paft  adopted  in 
France,  they  had  already  agreed  to  eftablifli  between  them  an 
intimate  and  entire  concert  upon  the  means  of  oppofing  a  fuffi- 
cient  barrier  to  thofe.  dangerous  views  of  aggreffion  and  aggran-  * 
dizement;  and  France  having  declared  an  unjuft  and  aggref- 
fivc  war,  as  well  again  ft  his  Britannick  Majefty  as  againft  his  Ca- 
tholick  Majefty/  their  faid  Maje flies  engage  to  make  common 
caufe  in  the  faid  war.  The  faid  high  contracting  parties  will 
mutually  concert  together  every  thing  that  may  be  relative  to  the 
fuccours  to  be  afforded  by  the  one  to  the  other,  as  alfo  to  the" 
employment  of  their  forces,  for  their  refpective  fafety  and  defence, 
and  for  the  good  of  the  common  caufe. 

III.  In  confcqucnce  of  what  is  ftipulated  in  the  preceding  ar- 
ticle, and  in  order  that  the  Britifh  and  Spanifh  veffels  may  he 
mutually  protected  and  fuccourcd  during  the  prefent  war,  as  well 
in  their  navigation  as  in  the  ports  of  the  two  high  contracting 
parties,  their  Britannick  and  Catholick  Majefties  have  agreed, 
and  agree,  that  their  fquadrons  and  (hips  of  war  (hall  convoy, 
without  diftinction,  the  trading  veiTcls  of  the  twe  nations  in  the 
fame  manner  that  each  convoys  its  own,  as  far  as  circumftances

V.  Their  faid  Majefties  alfo  engage,  the  prefent  war  being  ge- 
nerally interefting  to  every  civilized  State,  to  unite  all  their  effort' 
In  order  to  preveiit  thofe  powers,  which  do  not  take  part  in  th 
faid  war,  from  affording,  in  confequence  of  their  neutrality,  ? 
protection,  direct  or  indirect,  on  the  feas  or  in  the  ports 
France,  to  the  commerce  and  property  of  the  French. 

VI.  Their  Britannick  and  Catholick  Majefties  promife  recip 
cally  not  to  lay  down  their  arms  (unlefs  it  (hould  be  by  comir 
agreement)  without  having  obtained  the  reftitution  of  all  the  < 
minions,  territories,  cities  or  places,  which  may  have  belonj 
to  either  of  them  before  the  commencement  of  the  war,  ant* 
which  the  enemy  may  have  taken  poffeflion  during  the  cour 
hoftilities. 

VII.  If  either  of  the  two  high  contracting  parties  (hou 
attacked,  molefted  or  disturbed  in  any  of  his  dominions,  ri 
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poScflions  or  interefts,  at  whatever  time  or  in  whatever  manner 
it  might  be,  by  fea  or  by  land,  in  confequence  and  in  hatred  of

THEIR  Britannick  and  Sicilian  Majefties  being  convinced  of 
the  danger  which  threatens  Europe,  in  confequence  of  the 
conduit  of  thofe  who  now  exercife  the  powers  of  government 
in  France,  of  the  views  which  they  have  manifefted,  and  of  the 
principles  which  they  ft  rive  to  propagate  in  all  parts;  and  the 
faid  perfons  having  actually  declared  againft  his  Britannick  Ma- 

.  jefty,  as  well  as  again  ft  fcveral  other  Powers,  an  unjuft  and  un- 
provoked war,  their  faid  Majefties  have  judged  proper  to  concert 
together  upon  the  means  of  oppofing  a  ban  ier  to,  the  dangers 

#  above  mentioned,  and  to  provide  for  the  future  fecurity  and  tran- 
quillity of  their  dominions,  as  well  as  for  the  general  interefts  of 
Europe. 

Their  Majefties  have  therefore  authorized  their  refpeftive  Ple- 
nipotentiaries, to  wit,  His  Britannick  Majefty,  the  Moft  Illuftrious

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liord,  Marquis  Charles  Demarco,  his  Councillor  and  Secretary 
of  State  for  the  Department  of  the  Royal  Houfchold,  and  Knight 
of  his  Order  of  St.  Januarius ;  the  Moft  Illuftrious  and  Moft  Ex* 
cellent  Lord,  Thomas  de  Somme,  of  the  Princes  del  Colle,  Nar~ 
quis  of  Circcllo,  his  Gentleman  of  the  Chamber,  Brigadier  of 
his  Armies,  and  Knight  of  his  Order  of  St*  Januarius :  who,  after 
having  communicated  to  each  other  their  refpe&ive  full  powers, 
have  agreed  to  the  following  Articles. 

Article  I.  Their  Britarmick  and  Sicilian  Majefties,  from  the 
motives  above  explained,  will  make  common  caufe  in  the  prefent 
war  againft  France,  and  will  concert  together  upon  the  military 
and  naval  operations,  efpecially  in  the  Mediterranean  fea. 

II.  The  high  contracting  parties  reciprocally  guarantee  to  each 
other  their  dominions  againft  the  common  enemy,  and.  engage 
not  to  lay  down  their  arms,  unlefs  by  common  confent,  without 
having  obtained  the  entire  and  full  reftitution  of  all  places,  towns 
and  territories,  which  refpettively  belonged  to  them  before  the 
commencement  of  the  prefent  war,  and  which  the  enemy  may 
have  taken  during  the  courfe  of  the  war. 

III.  His  Sicilian  Majefty  promifes  to  unite  to  the  forces  of  his 
Britannick  Majefty,  in  order  that  he  may  employ  them  in  the 
Mediterannean,  either  conjointly  or  in  concert  with  his  own  mi- 
litary and  naval  forces,  a  body  of  fix  thoufand  land  troops,  as 
well  as  four  {hips  of  the  line,  four  frigates,  and  four  fmall  {hips 
of  war.     His  Majefty  the  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies  offers  to  con- 
tribute the  contingent  above  fpecified  from  the  prefent  time,  and 
to  augment  it  hereafter,  if  circumftances  will  permit  him. — His 
Britannick  Majefty  will  defray  the  expence  of  the  veflels  for  trans- 
porting the  faid  body  of  troops  to  the  places  where  it  fhall  br 
required  to  ferve ;  and  as  foon  as  the  faid  corps  {hall  have  quittei 
the  dominions  of  his  Sicilian  Majefty  for  that  purpofe,  his  Britar 
nick  Majefty  fhall  be  obliged  to  provide  it  with  the  fubfiftenc 
and  forage  which  may  be  neceflary. 

IV.  His  Pritannick  Majefty  {hall  keep  a  refpe&able  fleet  c 
fhips  of  the  line  in  the  Mediterranean,  as  long  as  the  danger  < 
the  Two  Sicilies,  and  the  operations  which  they  fhall  undertal' 
againft  the  common  enemy,  {hall  require;  and  his  faid  Maje 
engages  to  take  fuch  arrangements  as  fhall  be  moft  proper 
maintaining,  either  by  his  own  forces,  or  in  concert  with 
other  maritime  powers  engaged  in  this  war,  a  decifivc  fuperic 
in  that  fea,  and  to  provide  by  this  means  for  the  fecurity  of 
Sicilian  Majefty's  dominions. 

V.  His  Sicilian  Majefty  will  prohibit  his  fubje&s  from  all  c 
xnerce  with  France,  of  what  nature  foever ;  and  will  not  t 
permit  the  {hips  of  other  nations  to  export  from  the  ports  of 
Two  Sicilies  to  the  ports  of  France  any  fort  of  provifior 
viUitary  or  naval  ftores.

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VL  His  Sicilian  Majefty  promifes  to  open  the  ports  of  the  Two 
giriiw—j  without  referve  or  reftri&ion,  to  the  Englifli  fquadrons» 
and  to  (urnifh  them  with  all  the  fuccour  and  provifions  which 
they  may  be  in  want  of,  at  the  current  prices!  and  in  the  manner 
ynQifed  in  fimilar  cafes.  His  faid  Sicilian  Majefty  will  fhut  his 
ports  agalnft  all  French  vefiels,  whether  merchantmen  or  {hips  of 


VB.  The  {hips  of  war  of  his  Britannick  Majefty,  which  {hall 
be  employed  in  the  Mediterranean  to  ferve  as  convoy  to  the 
merchantmen  belonging  to  the  fubjefts  of  his  faid  Majefty,  {hall 
alio  take  under  their  convpy  the  vefiels  of  his  Sicilian  Majefty 
which  may  have  the  fame  deftinatkm.  A  fimilar  conduit  fhatf 
be  obferved  on  the  part  of  his  Sicilian  Majefty ;  and  to  this  end 
the  neceflary  and  proper  orders  {hall  be  rcfpe&ively  given  to  thofa 
whom  it  may  concern.

THEIR  Majefties  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  the  King  of 
Pruflia,  in  confequence  of  the  ties  of  friendship  and  of  al- 
liance by  which  they  are  now  fo  happily  united,  and  animated  by 
the  deiire  of  eftablifhing  with  each  other  a  more  direct  and  a 
more  confidential  communication  upon  every  thing  which  relates 
to  the  unjuft  and  cruel  war,  which  the  perfons  who  exercife  the 
powers  of  government  in  France  have  commenced  again  ft  feveral 
great  Powers  in  Europe,  adopting  towards  others  mealures  equally 
unjuft  and  offenfive,  and  conducting  themfelves  towards  them  by 
principles  incompatible  with  the  iecurity  and  the  tranquillity  of 
all  independent  States,  and  even  with  the  exiftence  of  all  fociai 
efder  \  their  faid  Majefties  have  thought  proper  to  concert  toge- 
ther upon  the  means  of  oppofing  a  Sufficient  barrier  to  the  dan- 
gers which  threaten  all  Europe,  in  confequence  of  fiich  principles, 
views  and  conduct.  Their  Majefties  have  therefore  authorized 
their  refpedtive  Minifters  Plenipotentiary,  to  wit,  his  Majefty  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  the  Earl  of  Beauchamp,  one  of  his  faid 
Majcft/s  Privy  Council;  and  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Pruflia, 
the  Marquis  Jerome  de  Lucchefini,  his  Actual  Chamberlain,  Knight 
of  the  Orders  of  the  Black  Eagle  and  of  the  Red  Eagle ;  who, 
having  communicated  to  each  other  their  refpeftive  full  powers, 
have  agreed  to  the  following  Articles. 

Article  I.  Their  Britannick  and  Pruflian  Majefties  will  exert  aF 
their  endeavours  to  eftablifh  and  to  maintain  with  each  other  thf 
rooft  perfect  concert,  and  the  moft  intimate  confidence,  upoA  a? 
the  objects  relative  to  the  prefent  war.     The  two  high  contract 
ing  parties,  feeing  in  the  fame  point  of  view  the  indifpenfab 
neceffity  of  -continuing  their  plans  and  operations  for  the  accor 
plilhmcnt  of  the  juft  and  lawful  object  of  a  peace,  in  which 
Europe  may  find  tranquillity  and  fecurity,  will  continue  to  emp] 
their  refpective  forces,  as  far  as  their  circumftanccs  will  pern 
in  carrying  on  a  war  equally  juft  and  neceflary. 
*   II.  Their  Majefties  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Kin/ 
Pruflia  reciprocally  promife  not  to  lay  down  their  arms  but 
common  confent,  without  having  obtained  reftitution  of  all 
coqquefts  which  France  may  have  made  upon  either  of  the 
high  contracting  parties,   or  upon  fuch  other  of  the  Po 
friends  or  allies  of  their  laid  Majefties,  to  whom  they  fhall 
proper  to  extend  this  guaranty,  by  common  confenr. 

III.  The  high  contracting  parties  having  already  taken  tl 
folution  to  {hut  all  their  ports  again  ft  French  {hips,  and 
permit  the  exportation,  in  any  cafe,  from  their  faid  po 
France,  of  any  military  or  naval  ftores,  or  corn,  grain,  lal 
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of  other4  provisions,  they  reciprocally  engage  to  continue  thdfc 
meafurcs,  and  promife  to  employ  all  other  means  which  fhall-  be 
in  their  power  for  injuring  the  commerce  of  France,  and  for 
bringing  her,  by  fuch  means,  to  juft  conditions  of  peace. 

IV.  Their  Majefties  engage  to  unite  all  their  efforts  to  prevent, 
on  this  occafion  of  common  concern  to  €very  civilized  State, 
other  Powers,  hot  implicated  in  this  war,  from  giving,  in  confe- 
qpence  of  their  neutrality,  any  protection  whatever,  dire&y  or 
mdlre£Uy9  to  the  commerce  or  property  of  the  trench,  on  the 
lea,  or  in  the  ports  of  France* 

V.  Their  Britannick  and  Pruf&an  Majefties  engage  to  ratify 
the  prcfent  Convention;  and  the  ratifications  thereof  (hall  be 
eichanged  in  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks,  or  fooper,  if  it  can  be 
done,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  fignature  of  the  prc- 
fent Convention, 

In  witnefi  whereof,  we*  the  underfigned  Plenipotentiaries  of 
his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  of  his  Majefty 
the  King  of  Pruffia,  have  figried  the  prcfent  Convention, 
and  have  caufed  the  feals  of  our  arms  to  be  affixed  thereto.

HIS  Majefty  the  Emperor  and  His  Majefty  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  finding  themfelves  equally  engaged  in  a  war  with 
France,  and  defiring  to  afl  conjointly  and  with  vigour,  in  order 
to  provide,  by  that  means,  for  the  common  interefts  of  their 
dominions,  as  well  as  for  the  general  tranquillity  of  Europe, 
have  determined  to  eftablifh  with  each  other  a  perfect  and  con- 
fidential concert  and  co-operation  in  every  thing  which  may  re- 
late to  that  war.  Their  Majefties  have  therefore  named  for  that 
purp0fe  their  refpeftive  Miniftefs*  to  wit,  His  Majefty  the  Em- 
peror, the  mofy  llluftrious  and  moft  Excellent  Lord,  Lewis 
Count  >pf  Starbemberg,  Count  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire;  his 
a&nal  chamberlain,  and  his  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minifter 
Plenipotentiary  to  His  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain ;  and 
His  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  Moft  llluftrious  and 
Mo£  Excellent  Lord  William  Wyndham,  Baron  Grenville  of 
\totton,  one  of  His  Majefty's  Moft  Honourable  Privy  Council, 
and  His  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Department  of  Fo- 
reign Affair*:  who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  refpe&ive  fuH  power*,  have  agreed  upot*  the  following  arti* 

Art.  L  There  (hall  be,  upon  all  points  relative  to  the-prefent 


war,  the  moft  perfi*&  concent  and  the  moil  intimate  confidence 
bet  wren  the  two  high  contsaftins:  parties;  and  they  mutually 
engage  to  employ  their  forces,  as  far  as  circumliances  fliall  per- 
mit, in  the  moft  efficacious  manner,  and  to  concert  together 
upon  ill  military  operations,  in  order  to  annoy  the  enemy  and 
to  contribute  to  the  advantage  of  the  common  caufc. 

II.  Their  faid  M  ijefties  reciprocally  engage  to  (hut  their  ports 
again  ft  French  veflels;  not  to  permit,  in  any  inftance,  warlike  of 
naval  (lores,  corn,  grain,  falted  meat,  or  other  provifions,  to  be 
exported  from  their  faid  ports  for  France,  and  to  take  all  other 
means  in  their  power  to  annoy  the  commerce  of  France,  an! 
thereby  to  reduce  her  to  juft  conditions  of  peace* 

III.  Their  Majefties  engage  to  unite  all  their  efforts  to  pro* 
vent  other  powers,  who  (hall  not  take  part  in  this  war,  from 
giving,  on  this  occafion  of  common  intereft  to  every  civilized 
ftate,  any  prote&ion  whatever,  direft  or  indirect,  in  confequence 
of  their  neutrality,  to  the  commerce  or  to  the  property  of  th* 
French,  at  fea,  or  in  the  ports  of  France* 

IV.  Their  Imperial  and  Britannic  Majefties  reciprocally  pro* 
mife  not  to  lay  down  their  arms  (unlefs  by  common  content) 
without  having  obtained  the  reftirution  of  alt  the  dominions, 
territories,  towns  or  places,  which  mav  have  belonged  to  either 
of  them,  before  the  commencement  of  the  war,  and  which  tho 
enemv  mav  have  taken  during  the  courfe  of  hoftilities,  or  which 
may  likewife  have  belonged  to  fuch  of  the  powers,  friends  or 
allies  of  their  faid  Majefties,  to  whom  they  fhall  judge  proper; 
by  common  confent,  to  extend  this  guaranty. 

V.  If  either  of  the  two  high  contra&ing  parties  ihould  be  at 
tacked,  molefted  or  difturbed  in  his  dominions,  rights,  pofleffion 
or  intends,  at  any  time  or  in  any  manner  whatever,  by  lar 
or  by  fea,  in  confequence  and  in  hatred  of  the  articles  or  ftipu! 
tions  contained  in  the  prefent  convention,  or  of  the  meafures 
be  taken  by  the  faid  high  contra&ing  parties,  in  virtue  of  t' 
convention,  the  other  contra&ing  party  engager  to  affift  h' 
and  to  make  common  caufe  with  him,  in  the  manner  itipub 
in  the  preceding  articles. 

VI.  His  Majefty  the  Emperor  and  His  Majefty  the  Km/ 
preat  Britain  engage  to  ratify  the  prefent  convention  ;  anr 
ratifications 'thereof  (hall  be  exchanged  in  the  fpace  of  fix  w 
or  fooner,  if  it  can  be  done,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  < 
flgnature.

BE  it  known  to  thofe  whom  it  may  concern,  that  His  Ma« 
jefty' the  King  of  Great  Britain,  being  defirous  of  taking' 
into  his  fervice  a  corps  of  the  troops  of  His  Serene  Highnefs 
the  Margrave  of  Baden,  to  he  employed  in  the  prefent  war 
againft  Francef  and  His  Serene  Highnefs  being  difpofed,  as  a 
proof  of  his  attachment  to  his  faid  Majefly,  to  furnifh  a  corps 
of  his  faid  troops,  His  Britannic  Majefty  has  thought  proper  to 
nominate,  on  his  part,  as  his  Minifter  Plenipotentiary,  Francis 
Earl  of  Yarmouth,  one  of  His  faid  Majefty's  Mo  ft  Honourable 
Privy  Council;  and  His  Serene  Highnefs  has  nominated,  on  his 
fide,  for  the  fame  purpofe,  the  Baron  of  Galling,  Minifter  of 
State,  and  Pre  fide  nt  of  the  Chamber  of  Finance:  who,  being' 
faroifhed  with  the  neceflary  full  powers,  have  agreed  to  take  for 
bafis  of  the  prefent  treaty,  the  treaty  concluded  at  CafTel,  the 
10th  of  April  laft,  between  his  Britannic  M.ijefly  and  the  Land- 
grave  of  Hefle  CafleV.  In  confluence,  it  is  agreed  that  His 
Highnefs  the  Margrave  of  Baden  ihal)  enjoy,  proportionally,  for 
his  corps  of  troops,  all  the  advantages  granted  to  His  Highnefs 
the  Landgrave  of  Hefle  Caflel,  as  well  in  the  faid  treaty  as  in  the 
fecret  articles,  in  cafe  there  fhould  be  any ;  that  every  thing 
which  fhall  not  be  determined  by  the  following  articles,  in  a. 
pxecifc  manner,  fhall  be  regulated,  in  future,  according  to  the 
principles  of  equity  and  good  faith,  which  have  conduced  the' 
whole  of  the  prefent  negotiation  ;  and  the  faid  Plenipotentiaries, 
have  agreed,  accordingly,  upon  the  following  articles. 

Art.  1.  There  fhall  he  therefore  in  virtue  of  this  treaty,  he- 
reen  His  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  His  Serene* 
Highnefs  the  Margrave  of  Baden,  their  fucctflbrs  and  heirs,  a 
ftri£t  friendfhip,  and  a  fincere,  firm,  and  conlt  ant  union,  fo  that 
the  one  fhall  confider  the  interefts  of  the  other  as  his  own,  and 
(hall  ftrive  to  promote  them  with  good  faith,  as  much  as  poffible, 
and  mutually  to  prevent  and  remo\e  all  difturbance  and  injury. 
II.  His  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  defiring  to  I  ecu  re 
for  his  fervice  a  body  of  the  troops  of  the  Serene  Margrave,  and 
His  Serene  Highnefs,  wifhing  for  nothing  more  than  to  give  the 
King  real  proofs  of  his  ftrong  attachment  for  His  Majefty,  and 
of  his  defire  to  co-operate,  as  much  as  lies  in  his  power,  towards 
the  common  objefl  of  the  prefent  war  againft  France,  engages,  ' 
by  virtue  of  this  article,  to  keep  in  readinefs  for  this  purpofe,  ' 
daring  the  fpace  of  three  fucceffive  years,  reckoning  from  the  day 
to  the  figndture  of  the  present  treaty,  a  body  of  feven  hundred' 
and  fifty-four  men,  including  officers  according  to  the  fpecitica* 
tion  hereunto  annexed.    [  his  corps  fhall  be  compleatly  equipped, 
fuxniihed  with  tents,  and  all  neceflary  equipage,  and  fhall  be  put 
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upon  the  beft  poflible  footing;  and  none  fhall  be  admitted  into 
it  bufdifciplined  men,  and  capable  of  ferving  immediately,  ac- 
knowledged as  fuch  by  thecommiffary  of  His  Britannic  Majefty. 
As  in  the  prefent  circumftances  there  is  no  time  to  be  loft,  the 
^bovcmentioned  Plenipotentiaries  have  agreed  that  the  day  of 
the  fignature  of  the  prefent  treaty  fhall  be  deemed  to  be  alfo  the 
period  of  the  requifitiou  for  the  march  of  the  troops  abovemeo* 
tioned ;  and  that  the  faid  troops  fhall  be  in  readinefs  to  pafs  in 
review  before  the  commiflarY  of  His  Britannic  Majefty  on  the 
tenth  of  the  month  of  OftoDer,  1793,  and  (hall  be  ready  to  be- 
gin their  march  on  the  following  day  for  the  place  of  their  def- 
tination.  Thefe  troops  fhall  not  be  feparated,  unlcfs  the  courfe 
of  the  war  fhould  require  it,  but  fhall  continue  under  the  orders 
of  their  Baden  chief,  under  the  command,  however,  of  the  Gene- 
ral to  whom  His  Britannic  Majefty  fhall  entruft  that  of  his 
whole  army. 

III.  Each  battalion  of  infantry  of  this  corps  of  troops  fliall 
be  provided  with  two  field  pieces,  and  the  officers,  cannon  iers, 
4nd  other  men  and  equipage  attached  to  them. 

IV.  In  order  to  defray  the  expences  to  which  the  Serene  Mar- 
grave fhall  be  put,  by  equipping  the  abovementioned  corps  of 
ieven  hundred  and  fifty-four  men,  His  Majefty  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  promifes  to  pay  to  His  Serene  Highnefs  for  each 
horfeman  or  dragoon,  properly  armed  and  mounted,  eighty 
crowns  banco,  and  for  each  foot  foldier  thirty  crowns  banco* 
This  levy  money  fhall  be  paid  in  fifteen  days  after  the  fignature 
of  the  prefent  t  reaty. 

V.  Befides  what  is  ftipulated  in  the  preceding  article,  His  Ma 
jefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain  engages  to  caufe  to  be  paid  to  th 
Serene  Margrave,  an  annual  fubfuly  during  the  three  years  th; 
his  treaty   fhall  laft.    This  fubfuly  fhall  commence  from  t! 
day  of  the  fignature  of  this  treaty,  and  it  fhall  be  paid  at  the  re 
of  twenty-one  thou  fan  d  two  hundred  and  fixteen  crowns  ban 
per  annum,  the  crown  being  reckoned  at  fifty-three  fols  of  H 
land,  or  at  four  {hillings  and  nine  pence  three  farthings  Ehg' 
money. 

When  the  faid  troops  fhall  be  fent  back  by  His  Britai 
Majefty,  from  the  day  of  their  return  into  the  Margravial 
Baden,  till  the  expiration  of  the  treaty,  the  fublidy  fhall  be 
tinued  upon1  the  iame  footing  of  twenty-one  thoufand  two 
dreit  and  (ix?*en  crowns  banco  per  annum.     The  paym< 
this  fuhfidy  fhall  be  regularly  made  without  any  dedu&io 
Quarterly,  in  the  town-of  Carlfruhe,  into  the  military  tr 
of  the  Serene  Margrave  authorized  to  receive  it ;  and 
that*' on 'either  fide,  it  fhould  be  judged  expedient  that  t) 
ber  of  the  corps  of  troops  fhould  exceed  feven  hundred  a 
four,  the  fubfidy  fhall  be'  proportionably  augmented,  1 
#ttU  be  otberwife  agreed  upon.     His  Majefty  fhall  ' 
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equally  to  this  corps  the  pay  and  other  emoluments,  during  the 
remainder  of  the  month  in  which  it  (hall  repafs  the  frontiers  of 
the  Margraviate  of  Baden,  and  arrive  in  the  territories  of  His 
Serene  Highnefs. 

VI.  With  regard  to  what  relates  to  the  pay  and  allowances, 
both  ordinary  and  extraordinary,  of  the  fa  id  troops,  during  the 
time  that  th-^y  (hall  be  actually  in  the  pay  of  Great  Britain,  it 
is  agreed,  that,  as  long  as  they  (hall  ferve  in  the  Empire,  they 
fliall  enjoy  the  fame  advantages  and  emoluments  which  His  Ma* 
jefty  grants  to  his  German  troops,  according  to  the  effe&ive 
eflalililhment  of  the  faid  corps  ot  troops  at  the  time  of  their 
being  delivered,  which  (hall  he  verified  by  a  Hit  figned  by  the 
rtfpedive  Miniflers  of  the  high  contracting  parties,  which  mall 
have  the  fame  force,  a*  if  it  were  inferred  word  for  word  in  the 
prcfent  treaty.  During  the  time  that  they  fhall  he  employed  in 
the  Low  Countries,  they  (hall  be  treated  in  the  above-mentioned 
refped*  upon  the  footing  of  Dutch  troops ;  it  being  underftood 
that  in  both  cafes,  that  is  to  fay,  in  that  of  the  German  pay,  as 
well  as  in  that  of  the  Dutch,  the  allowances  fhall  not  be  inferior 
to  what  was  granted  in  former  wars  to  the  Heflian  troops ;  andt 
if  the  nature  of  the  war  mould  require  that  thole  troops  mould 
ferve  in  different  countries  upon  the  Continent  of  Europe  from 
thofe  above  mentioned,  they  (hall,  in  that  cafe,  be  put,  in  every 
refpeft,  on  the  fame  footing  with  the  moft  favoured  of  his  Ma- 
jelly's  auxiliary  troops. 

All  thefe  allowances  for  thofe  troops  (hall  be  paid  into  the 
military  treafury  of  His  Serene  Highnefs,  without  any  abate- 
ment or  diminution,  in  order  to  be  diltributed. 

VII.  If  it  fhould  unfortunately  happen  that  fome  companies 
of  the  corps  abovementioned  mould,  by  any  accidents,  be  wholly 
or  partially  ruined  or  deftroyed,  or  that  the  pieces  of  artillery  or 
other  effects,  with  which  it  may  be  provided,  mould  be  taken  by 
the  ememy,  His  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain  will  pay  the 
efcpences  of  the  neceflary  recruits  and  remounting,  as  alfo  the 
value  of  the  faid  field  pieces  and  effect s,  in  order  fpeedily  to  re* 
ftore  the  artillery,  regiments  or  companies  to  their  former  ftate: 
and  thofe  recruits  fhall  likewife  be  put  upon  the  fame  footing  at 
thofe  of  the  troops  furnifhed  to  His  Majeity  by  His  Serene  High- 
nefs the  Landgrave  of  HefTe  Caflel,  by  the  treaty  of  fubfidy, 
figned  at  Caflel  the  ioth  of  the  month  of  April  of  the  prefent 
year;  fo  that  the  corps  of  His  Serene  High  nefs  the  Margrave 
of  Baden  may  be  always  preferved  and  fent  back  hereafter  in  as 
good. a  ftateas  that  in  which  it  was  delivered;  and  the  recruit* 
annually  neceflary  fhall  be  delivered  to  the  Engltfh  commifTary* 
4ifciplined  and  compleatly  equipped,  at  the  place  of  their  defti* 
oatipn,  at  the  time  which  His  Britannic  Majefty  fhall  appoint. 

'  V1U.  It  will  depend  upon  His  Britannic  Majefty  to  retain 
»his  corps  of  troops  in  his  fervice  all  the  time  of  the  duration  of 
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t)iis  treaty*  to  make  ufe  of  them  in  any  pnrt  of  Europe  where  he 
may  have  occafion  for  them,  provided  it  he  not  on  hoard  the 
fleet,  from  the  time  of  its  quitting  the  territories  of  the  Serene 
Margrave;  and  when  His  Majafty  the  King  of  Great  Britain. 
fhall  think  proper  to  fend  back  the  faid  troops,  he  (hall  five 
three  months  previous  notice  to  His  Serene  Highnefs,  and  /hall 
make  him  an  allowance  of  a  month's  pay  for  their  return,  furnish- 
ing them  alfo  with  the  neoflary  means  of  tranfport  gratis. 

IX.  His  Britannic  Majefty  promifes  to  attend,-  as  much  as 
poffible,  to  the  fafetv  of  the  dominions  and  pofleffions  of  His 
Serene  Highnefs,  and  to  diredi  the  military  operations  as  much 
a.s  circumltances  may  permit,  in  fuch  manner  that  the  country 
of  His  Serene  Highnefs  may  he  covered  and  fpared  as  much  as 
poffible.  If,  however,  notwithstanding  the  precautions  which 
fhall  he  taken  with  that  view,  the  country  of  His  Serene  High- 
nefs fhould  he  invaded  by  the  enemy,  on  account  of  the  prefent 
treaty,  His  Britannic  Majefty  (hall  endeavour  to  procure  to  the 
country  of  His  Highnefs  the  Margrave  ati  indemnification  pro* 
portionahle  to  the  lois  occafioned  by  the  invafion. 

X.  The  fick  of  the  faid  Baden  corps  (hall  remain  under  the 
care  of  their  own  phyficians,  lurgeons,  and  other  perfons  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpofe,  under  the  command  of  the  colonel 
commanding  the  corps  of  troops,  and  every  thing  (hall  be  grant* 
«d  to  them  which  His  Majefty  grants  to  his  own  troops* 

XI.  All  deferters  from  the  faid  Baden  corps  (hall  be  faithfully 
reftored,  as  often  as  they  fhall  be  di(covered,Sn  places  dependent 
upon  His  Britannic  Majefty. 

XII.  It  is  agreed,  that,  at  the  review  to  be  made  in  fpring,  at, 
the  beginning  of  a  campaign,  by  the  com  miliary  of  His  Britannic 
Majefty,  the  corps  ought  to  be  compleat,  or  the  pay  of  thqfe . 
wanting  to  compleat  (hall  be  retained ;  on  the  other  hand,  fh$ . 
pay  of  thofe  who  may  be  wanting  from  one  fpring  review  to  th$ 
next  (hall  .not  be  retained,  but  (hall  be  allowed  without  abate* 
inept,  as  if  they  were  compleat;   and,   inftead  of  what  was 
formerly  paid  for  recruiting,  in  the  room  of  one  killed  or  three 
wounded,  it  is  agreed,  that  each  man  furnidied  (hall  be  paid  fory 
without  diftin&ion,  at  the  fate  of  twelve  crowns  banco  a  headf . 
under  the  exprefs  condition,  however,  that  what  is  here  agreed- 
on  (hall  only  regard  the  recruiting,  which  is  referred  to  in  tbift. 
article.  *    - 

XIII.  All  the  expences  of  tranfport  for  the  troops,  as  welt* 
for  the  men  as  for  their  efftfls,  (hall  be  defrayed  by  His  Britan* , 
njc  Majefty.

Treaty  httwetn  His  Britannick  Majeflj  and  the  Queen  of  Portugal^ 
Signed  in  London^  [in  Englijb  and  Portugutfi]  the  26th  of  S*p- 
Umker%  1 793. 

THEIR  Britannick  and  Moft  Faithful  Majefties  having  re-' 
folved,  in  confideration  of  the  prefent  circumftances  of 
Europe,  to  fubflantiate,  by  means  of  a  treaty  adapted  to  thofe 
circumftances  their  intimate  and  mutual  confidence,  as  well  at 
(he  friend/hip  and  good  under  Handing  which  have  been  fo  hap- 
pily eftablifhed  between  their  auguft  predeceflbrs,  and  which 
they  are  always  defirous  more  and  more  to  confirm  and  improve, 
have  named  for  that  purpofe,  viz.  his  Britannick  Majefty,  the 
moft  illuftrious  and  moll  excellent  Lord  William  Wyndham, 
Baron  Urenville  of  Wotton,  one  of  his  Majefty's  moft  honour- 
able Privy  Council,  and  his  principal  Secretary  of  State  for 
the  department  of  Foreign  Affairs ;  and  her  Moft  Faithful  Ma* 
jefty,  the  moft  Illuftrious  and  moft  excellent  Lord  Don  John  d' 
Almeida  de  Mello  e  Caftro,  member  of  the  Council  of  her  Moft 
Faithful  Majefty,  and  Councillor  in  her  Council  of  Finances, 
Knight  of  the  order  of  Ch rift,  Commander  of  port  Ancho,  in  the 
order  of  St.  James*  and  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minifter  Ple- 
nipotentiary from  her  faid  moft  Faithful  Majcfty  to  his  Britan- 
nic Majefty:  Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other  their 
refpeAive  foil  powers,  have  agreed  upon  the  following  ai  tides* 

AmYTm  I.  Their  Britannick  and  moft  Faithful  Majefties  will 
employ  their  utmoft  attention  to  re-eft abli/h  the  public  tran- 
quillity upon  folid  and  permanent  foundations,  and  to  maintain 
their  common  interefts  and  the  fecurity  of  their  refpediive 
dominions.  And  their  Majefties  engage  to  acl  in  concert,  and 
in  the  moft  intimate  confidence,  for  the  accompliihment  of  thefe 
falntary  ends. 

II.  The  perfons  who  have  exercifed  the  powers  of  government 
in  France,  having  declared  againft  his  Britannick  Majefty  an 
MJnft  and  unprovoked  war,  her  Moft  Faithful  Majefty  con* 
arms  the  obligation  which  Portugal  has  contracted  by  for- 
treaties  for  concurring  in  mutual  defence,  and  engages  tq 
""  *  fturnUh 
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furnifli,  as  an  auxiliary  power,  and  an  ally  of  his  Britannick  Ma- 
jefty,  all  the  fuccours  which  (hall  be  compatible  with  her  own 
Situation  and  fecurity,  in  order  that  they  may  act  at  the  abfolutc 
difpofal  of  bis  Britannick  Majefty. 

III.  In  confequence  of  what  isiftipnlated  in  the  preceding  arti* 
cle,  and  in  order  that  the  Britifh  and  Portuguefe  veflels  may  be 
mutually  protected  during  the  prefent  war,  as  well  in  their 
navigation  as  in  the  ports  of  the  Two  High  Contracting  parties* 
Their  Britannick  and  Moft  Faithful  Majefties  have  stipulated 
and  agreed  with  each  other,  that  their  fquadrons  and  (hips  of 
war  mall  convoy,  without  diftincHon,  the  trading  veflels  of  the 
two  nations,  in  the  fame  mannner  as  is  eftablifhed  for  thofe  of 
their  own  nations,  as  far  as  circumftances  may  permit ;  and  that 
both  their  (hips  of  war  and  trading  veflels  (hall  be  admitted  and 
protected  in  their  refpective  ports,  and  (hall  be  furnifhed  with 
all  the  fuccours  of  which  they  may  ftand  in  need,  at  the  current 
prices  of  the  country. 

IV.  Her  Moft  Faithful  Majefty  promifes  to  (hut  all  her  porta 
againft  the  French  fhips  of  war  and  privateers,  during  all  the  time 
that  France  (hall  beat  war  with  his  Britannick  Majefty  ;  Her 
Moft  Faithful  Majefty  will  prohibit  her  fubjedts  from  exporting 
from'her  faid  ports  for  thofe  of  France,  or  from  carrying  to  the 
ports  of  France,  or  from  any  other  port  whatfover  any  military 
or  naval  (lores,  or  even  corn,  l'alted  meat,  or  any  other  provifions  % 
Her  (aidf  Majefty  alfo  engages  not  to  give,  nor  to  permit  herfub- 
jects  to  give,  any  protection  whatfoever,  either  directly  or  in- 
directly, to  the  trade  or  property  of  the  French,  on  the  fea,  or  in 
the  ports  oi!France  ;  and  will  take,  in  confequence  of  what  is  de- 
clared in  this  article,  the  moft  fevere  meafurcs,  in  order  to  main- 
tain the  above-mentioned  prohibition  in  its  full  force. 

V.  If  either  of  the  high  contracting  parties  (hould  be  attack- 
ed,  molefted,  or  difturbed  in  any  of  their  dominions,  rights,  pof- 
feffions  or  interefts,  at  any  time  or  in  any  manner  whatfoever* 
by  fea  or  land  in  confequence  or  in  hatred  of  the  articles  or 
ftipulations  contained  in  the  prefent  treaty,  or  of  the  meafure* 
to  be  taken  by  the  faid  contracting  parties  in  virtue  of  this 
treaty*  the  other  contracting  party  engages  to  aflift  and  ta 
make  common  caufe  in  the  manner  (Updated  by  the  aforefaid 
articles. 

VI.  Their  Majefties,  in  confequence  of  the  ftipulations  of 
the  treaties  now  fubfifting  between  them>  as  well  as  of  tho' 
contained  in  this  treaty,  mutually  engage,  that  in  cafe,  durii 
the  prefent  war,  either  for  the  reafon  above  mentioned,  or  i 
any  other  caufe,  France  (hould   attack  the  dominions  of  V 
Moft  Faithful  Majefty,  or  her  (hips  of  wan,  or  trading  v«T 

or  (hould  commit   any  hoftilities  whatever,  they  will  nol 
make  common  caufe  in  the  faid  war,  and  afford  to  each  c 
qtH  poJ&ble  fuccours,  conformably  to  th*  faid  treaties, 
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alfo  that,  during  the  faid  war,  they  will  (hut  their  ports  to  all 
French  fhips  whatfoever;  and  that  they  will  not  lay  down 
their  arms  (unlefs  by  common  confent)  without  having  obtain* 
cd  aduefatisfadtion,  as  well  as  reltitution  of  all  the  dominions, 
territories,  iflands,  or  pofleflions,  which  (hall  have  belonged  to 
cither  power  before  the  commencement  of  the  war,  and  of 
which  the  enemy  may  have  taken  poffeffion  during  the  courfe 
of  hoftilities, 

VII.  Their  Brkanmck  and  Mod  Faithful  Majeflies  engage  to 
ratity  the  prefent  treaty,  and  the  ratifications  thereof  (hail  be 
exchanged  in  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks,  to  be  computed  fioin  the 
day  of  the  figiature,  or  fooner,  if  it  can  be  done. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we,  the  under  figned  Minifters  Plenipo- 
tentiary of  their  Britannick  and  Moll  Faithful  Majeflies, 
have  figned  the  prefent  Treaty,  and  have  caul'ed  to  be 
affixed  thereto  the  feals  of  our  arms.

Treaty  between  His  Britannick  Mayefly  and  the  Landgrave  of  Htfli 
Darmfladt.     Signed  at  La  igen  Candti,  the  $tb  cf  OdUber^   1 793. 

BE  it  known  to  thofe  whom  it  may  concern,  that  His  Ma- 
jefty'the  King  of  Great  Britain,  being  defirous  of  taking 
into  his  fervice  a  corps  of  the  troops  of  His  Serene  Highnels 
the  Landgrave  of  Hefle  Darmftadt,  to  be  employed  in  the  pre- 
fent war  againft  France:  and  His  Serene  Highnefs  being  dif- 
pofed,  as  a  proof  of  his  attachment  to  His  fa  id  Majcfty,  to  fur- 
nifli  a  ccrps  of  his  fa  id  troops,  His  Britannick  Majtily  has 
thought  proper  to  nominate,  on  his  part,  as  his  Mini  iter  Pleni- 

Gtentiary,  Francis  Earl  of  Yarmouth,  one  of  His  laid  Majefty's 
oft  Honourable  Privy  Council  ;  and  His  Serene  Highnefs 
has  nominated,  on  his  fide,  for  the  fame  purpofc.  Count  Francis 
de  Jenifon  Walworth,  Knight  of  Malta,  Marfhal  of  His  Court, 
and  Colonel  of  Cavalry,  and  George  William  Vanztrbieter, 
His  Counfellor  of  the  Chamber  :  Who,  being  furnifhed  with 
the  neceflary  full  powers,  have  agreed  to  take  for  bails  of  the 
prefent  Treaty,  the  Treaty  concluded  at  Caflel,  the  10th  of 
April  laft,  between  His  Britannick  Majefty  and  the  Land- 
grave of  Hefle  Caflel ;  and  the  faid  Plenipotentiaries  have  a- 
greed,  in  confluence,  upon  the  following  Articles. 

Art.  L  There  fhall  be  therefore  in  virtue  of  this  Treaty, 
tojreen  His  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  His  Serene' 

*  S  Highnefs 
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Highnefs  the  Langrave  of  Hefle  Darmftadt,  their  (uccefior* 
and  heirs,  a  ftrift  friendfhip,  and  a  fincere,  firm,  and  con  ft  ant 
union,  fo  that  the  one  (hall  confider  the  interefts  of  the  other 
as  his  own,  and  (hall  drive  to  promote  them  with  good  faith,  at 
much  as  poflible,  and  mutually  to  prevent  and  remove  all  dif* 
turbance  and  injury. 

II.  His  Majefty  the  King  pfGreat  Britain,  defiring  to  fecure  for 
his  fervice  in  Europe  a  body  of  the  troops  of  the  Serene  Land* 
grave,  and  His  Serene  Highnefs  wifhing  for* nothing  more  than 
to  give  the  King  real  proofs  of  his  ftrong  attachment  for  Hi's 
Majefly,  engages,  by  virtue  of  this  Article,  to  keep  in  readinefs 
for  this  purpofe,  during  the  fpace  of  three  fucceffive  years,  reck- 
oning from  the  day  of  the  fignature  of  the  prefent  Treaty,  a  body 
of  three  thoufana  men,  including  officers,  according  to  the 
fpecification  hereunto  annexed.  '1  his  corps  (hall  be  complete- 
ly equipped,  furnifhed  with  tents,  and  all  neceflary  equipage, 
and  ihall  be  put  upon  the  bed  poflible  footing,  and  none  (hall 
be  admitted  into  it  but  disciplined  men,  and  capable  of  ferving 
immediately,  acknowledged  as  fuch  by  the  Commiflary  of  His 
Britannick  Majefty.  As  in  the  prefent  circumftances  there 
is  no  time  to  be  loft,  the  abovementioned  Plenipotentiaries  have 
agreed  that  the  day  of  the  fignature  of  the  prefent  Treaty  (hall 
he  deemed  to  be  alfo  the  period  of  the  requiiition  for  the  march 
of  the  Troops  abovementioned  ;  and  that  the  faid  Troops  (hill 
he  in  readinefs  to  pafs  in  Review  before  the  commiflary  of  His 
Britannick  Majefty  on  the  feventeenth  of  O&ober  of  the  pr^ 
fent  year,  and  to  begin  its  march  the  following  day  for  the 
place  of  its  deftination.  Thefe  troops  fhall  not  be  feparated* 
unlefs  the  courfe  of  the  war  mould  require  it,  but  mail  continue 
under  the  orders  of  their  H=flian  Chief,  under  the  command* 
however,  of -the  General  to  whom  His  Britannick  Majefiy  (hall 
entruft  that  of  his  whole  army. 

III.  Each  battallion  of  infantry  of  this  corps  of  troops  (hall 
be  provided  with  two  field  peices,  and  the  officers,  cannonneers, 
and  other  men  and  equipage  attached  to  them. 

IV.  In  order  to  defray  the  expences  to  which  the  Serene 
Landgrave  fhall  be  put,  by  cauipping  the  abovementioned  corps 
of  three  thoufand  men,    His  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britair 
promifes  to  pay  to  His  Serene    -'ighnefs,  for  each  h  or  fern  an 
dragoon,  properly  armed  and  mounted,   eighty  crowns  bam 
and  for  each  foot   foldier  thirty  crowns  banco.     This  levy  nc 
ney  fhall  be  paid  in  fifteen  days  after  the  fignature  of  the  pref 
Treaty. 

V.  Bcfules  what  is  ftipulared  in  the  preceedmg  Artich 
Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain  engages  to  caufe  to  b 
to  the  berene  LanJgrave,  an   annual  fuhiidv   during  the 
years  that  this  7^eaty  (hall  laft.    This  fubddy  (hall  coir 
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from  the  day  of  the  fignature  of  this  TreatVjand.it  flial!  be 
piid  at  the  rate  of  eighty- four  thoufand  three  hundred  and  fc- 
vnty-five  crowns  hanco  per  annum,  the  crown  being  reckoned 
at  fifty -three  fols  of  Holland,  or  at  four  (hillings  and  ninepcnce 
three  farthings  Englifh  money. 

When  the  faid  troops  fhall  be  fent  back  by  His  Britannick 
Majefty,  from  the  day  of  their  leturn  into  the  territories  of  the 
Sw-ne  Landgrave,  till  the  expiration  of  the  Treaty,  the  fubfidy 
fhall  he  continued  upon  the  fame  footing  of  eighty-four  thoufand 
three  hundred  and  feventy  crowns  banco  |>er  annum.  The 
payment  of  this  fubfidy  mall  be  regularly  rrade  without  any 
deduction,  and  quarterly,  in  the  town  of  Darmftadt,  into  the 
general  treafury  of  the  Serene  Landgrave  authorized  to  receive 
k ;  and  in  cafe  that  on  eirher  fide,  it  fhould  be  judged  expedient 
that  the  number  of  the  corps  of  troops  fhould  exceed  three  thou- 
fand, the  fubfidy  fhall  be  proportion  ably  augmented,  unlefs  it 
/hall  be  other  wife  agreed  upon.  His  Majefty  fhall  continue  to 
this  corps,  equally  the  pay  and  other  emoluments,  during  the  re- 
mainder of  the  month  ii\  which  it  (hall  re  pa  fs  the  frontiers  of 
Darmftadt,  and  arrive  in  the  territories  of  His  Serene  Highnefs. 

VI.  With  regard  to  what  relates  to  the  pay  and  alowances, 
both   ordinary  and  extraordinary,  of  the  faid  troops,  during  the 
time  that  they  fhall  be  a&ually  in  the  pay  of  Great  Britain,  it  is 
agreed,  that,  as  long  as  they  fervein  the  Km  pi  re,  they  fhall  enjoy 
tfeefame  advantages  and  emoluments  which  His  Majefty  grants 
to  his  German  troops,  according  to  the  effective eftablifliement  of 
the  faid  corps  at  the  time  of  their  being  delivered,  which  fhall 
be  verified  by  a  lift  figned  by  the.refpedtive  Minifters   of  the 
high   contracting  parties,  which  fhall   have  the  fame  force  as 
if  it  were  inferted  word  for  word  in  the  prefent  Treaty.     Du- 
ring the  time  that  they  fhall  be  employed  in  the  Low  Countries, 
they  fhall  he  treated  in  the  above-mentioned  refpe6t,  upon  the 
footing,  of  Dutch  troops ;    it  being  underftood    that   in   both 
cafes,  that  is  to  fay,  in  that  of  the  German  pay,  as  well  as   in 
th.it  of  the  Dutch,  the  allowances  fhall  not  be  inferior  to  what 
was  granted  in  former  wars  to  the  troops  of  Hefle  Caflel ;  and, 
if  the  nature  of  the  war  fhould  require  that  ihofe  troops  mould 
ferve  in  different  countries  upon  the  Continent  of  Europe  from 
thofe  above-mentioned,  they  fhall,  in  that  cafe,  be  put,  in  eve- 
ry refpecSt,  on  the  fame  footing  with  the  moft  favoured  of  His 
Majefty's  auxiliary  troops. 

If  it  fhall  happen  that  they  fhould  be  employed  in  Great 
Britain,  or  in  Ireland,  as  foon  as  the  notification,  in  fuch  caic, 
fhall  be  made  to  the  Serene  Landgrave,  they  fhall  he  put  on  the 
fame  footing  in  every  refpe£t,  as  his  Majefty's  Britifh  troops. 

All  thefe  allowances  for  thofe  troops  fhall  be  paid  into  the 
general  treafury  of  his  Serene  Highnefs,  without  any  abatement 
or  diminution,  in  order  to  be  diftributed.

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VII.  If  it  (hould  unfortunately  happen  that  fome  regiment$  or 
companies  of  the  corps  abovementioned  (hould,  by  any  accidents, 
be  wholly  or  partially  ruined  or  deftroyed,  or  that  the  pieces  of* 
artillery  or  other  effefts,  with  which  it  may  be  provided,  ihould 
be  taken  by  the  enemy,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain 
will  pay  the  expences  of  the  neceflary  recruits  and  remounting, 
as  alfo  the  value  of  the  faid  field-pieces  and  effects,  in  order 
fpecdily  to  reftorc  the  artillery,  regiments  or  companies,  to  their 
former  ftate :  And  thofe  recruits  (hall  be  put  upon  the  fame  foot-

IX.  His  Britannick  Majefty  promifes  to  attend,  as  much  as  pof- 
fible,  to  the  fafety  of  the  dominions  and  poflefllons  of  his  Serene 
Highnefs,  and  to  direft  the  military  operations,  as  much  as  cir- 
cumftances  may  permit,  in  fuch  manner  that  the  country  of  his 
Serene  Highnefs  may  be  covered  and  fpared  as  much  as  poflible. 
If,  however,  notwithftanding  the  precautions  which  fhall  be  taken 
with  that  view,  the  country  of  his  Serene  Highnefs  fhould  be  in- 
raded  by  the  enemy,  on  account  of  the  prqfent  treaty,  his  Bri- 
tinnick  Majefty  fhall  endeavour  to  procure  to  the  country  of  his 
Highnefs  the  Landgrave  an  indemnication  proportionable  to  the 
Jo  ft  occaSoncl  bv  the  invaiion. 

-I.  The  ikk  of  the  faid  Hefiian  Corps  fhall  remain  under  the 
car?  of  their  own  phylicians,  furgcons,  and  other  perfons  ap* 
pointed  for  that  purpofe,  under  the  command  of  the  Gener 
comman-Jing  the  corps  of  troops,  and  every  thing  fhall  be  grant 
to  them  which  his  Majefty  grants  to  his  own  troops.

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XII.  It  Is  agreed,  that,  at  the  review  to  be  made  in  fpring,  at 
die  beginning  of  a  campaign,  by  the  Commiffary  of  his  Britan— 
tick  Majefty,  the  corps  ought  to  be  compleat,  or  the  pay  of  thofe 
wanting  to  compleat  fliall  be  retained ;  on  the  other  hand,  the 
pay  of  thofe  who  may  be  wanting  from  one  fpring  review  to  the 
next  (hall  not  be  retained,  but  fhall  be  allowed  without  abate- 
ment, as  if  they  were  compleat ;  and,  inftead  of  what  was  for- 
merly paid  in  iimilar  cafes  for  recruiting,  in  the  room  of  one 
killed  or  three  wounded,  it  is  agreed,  that  each  man  furnifhed 
fliall  be  paid  for,  without  diftin&ion,  at  the  rate  of  twelve  crowns 
banco  a  head,  under  the  exprefs  condition,  however,  that  what  is 
here  agreed  on  (hall  only  regard  the  recruiting  which  is  referred 
to  in  this  article. 

XHL  All  the  expences  of  tranfport  for  the  troops,  as  well  for 
the  men  as  for  their  effects,  fhall  be  defrayed  by  his  Brkannick- 
Majefty. 

XIV.  This  Treaty  fhall  be  ratified  by  the  high  contracting  par- 
ties, and  the  ratifications  thereof  fhall  be  exchanged  as  loon  as 
poffible. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we,  the  undcrfigned,  authorized  by  full 
powers  from  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  on  one 
fide,  and  of  his  Serene  Highneis  the  Reigning  Landgrave 
of  Hcfle  Darmftadt,  on  the  other,  have  figned  the  prefect 
treaty,  and  have  thereto  put  the  feals  of  our  arms.

which  are  to  be  taken  into  the  Pay  of  Great  Britain,  and  employed 
upon  the  Continent,  on  fuch  Service  as  the  Exigency  of  Affairs  may 
require. 

L  *TpHESE  troops  are  to  ferve  and  to  be  employed  in  Europe

II.  The  extent  of  their  pay,  and  of  all  other  allowances,  pri- 
vileges, and  advantages,  being  dependent  upon  the  particular 
country  in  which  they  may  be  employed,  is  to  be  governed  by 
eftabliihed  precedent ;  and  the  fixed  tariff,  or  ordonnance  declared, 
and  confirmed  by  his  Majefty,  for  the  ufe  of  his  Electoral  troops, 
on  emergencies  fimilar  to  the  prefent ;  and  on  all  occafions  where 
they  are  called  upon  to  ferve  out  of  their  own  country.

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III.  Their  faid  pay  is  to  commence  from  the  22d  day  of  Febru- 
ary* 1793>  being  the  day  on  which  the  orders  for  their  march 
■were  given  $  and  is  to  be  continued  to  them  for  the  fpace  of 
three  months  after  their  return  to  their  own  country. 

During  the  time  they  fhall  be  employed  on  this  fervice  they 
are  to  perform  ail  duties  in  common  with  the  other  troops  with 
which  they  may  occafionally  ferve,  in  proportion  to  their  num- 
bers j  and  their  officers  are  to  take  rank,  on  all  duties  and  com- 
mands, according  to  feniority  of  commiflion,  in  conformity  to 
the  general  rules  eftablifhed  in  all  armies. 

They  are  to  have  their  own  chaplains,  and  to  be  allowed 
the  free  excrcife  of  their  religion  according  to  the  rites  and  efta- 
blifhed modes  of  worfhip  of  the  German  church. 

V.  In  all  cafes  of  military  delinquency  the  offenders  are  to  be 
tried,  judged,  and  punifhed,  by  their  own  martial  law,  and  arti- 
cles of  war*,  and  the  officers  commanding  the  different  regi- 
ments, as  well  as  the  commanding  officer  of  the  whole  corps, 
fhall  be  enjoined  to  adhere  ftrittly  to  the  faid  martial  law,  and 
articles  of  war ;  and  to  take  care  that  the  fame  be,  on  all  occa- 
ffbns,  duly  obferved  by  the  officers  and  lbldiers  under  their  com- 
mand. 

VI.  It  being  very  remote  from  his  Majcfty's  intention  to  fuffer 
his  Eleftorial  military  cheft  to  reap  any  pecuniary  profit  or  advan-

due  proviiion  fhall  alfo  be  made  for  recruiting  and  keeping 
complete,  fo  long  as  it  remains  on  that  fervice,  and  for  makii 
good  fuch'lofies  as  it  may  fuftain  in  a&ion,  according  to  the  pr 
fent  practice  in  other  armies. 

VII.  It  is  ftipulated  further,  that  fuch  non-commiflioncd  off 
and  private  men  as  may  become  difabled  by  wounus  or  < 
cafualtics  happening  to  them,  while  actually  in  the  Britifh  fex 
fhall  be  allowed  the  ufual  penfions,  at  the  expence  of  Grea' 
tain ;  which  faid  peniions  are  moreover  to  be  paid  to  th 
their  own  country,  upon  authentic  and  fatisfaftory  certifi 
their  exiftence  and  identity  being  from  time  to  time  prodi 
his  Majcfty's  Hanoverian  Chancery  of  War.

Such  is  the  text  of  their  conftitution ;  fuch  is  the  facrcd  vow 
upon  which  they  have  connected  their  own  happinefs  with  the 
happinefs  of  every  other  people,  and  they  will  be  faithful  to  them. 

"  But  who  can  conlider  that  a  friendly  territory,  in  which 
cxifts  an-  army  waiting  only  the  profpect  of  fuccefs  for  the  mo* 
merit  of  attack  ? 

"  Is  it  not  equivalent  to  a  declaration  of  war,  to  give  places 
of  ftrength  not  only  to  enemies  who  have  already  declared,  but  to 
confpirators  who  have  long  fince  commenced  it  ?  Every  thing, 
therefore,  impofes  upon  the  powers  eitablifiied  by  the  conftitu- 
tion for  maintaining  the  peace  and  the  fafety  of  the  public,  the 
imperious  law  of  employing  force  againft  rebels,  who,  from  the 
bofom  of  a  foreign  land,  threaten  to  tear  their  country  in  pieces. 

"  The  right  of  nations  violated— the  dignity  of  the  French 
people  infulted— the  criminal  abufe  of  the  King's  name  em- 
ployed by  inipoftors  to  veil  their  difaftrous  projects— their  dif- 
truir  kept  up  by  iinifter  rumours  through  the  whole  empire— 
the  obftacles  occasioned  by  this  diftruft  to  the  execution  of  the 
laws,  and  the  re-eitablimment  of  credit — tiie  means  of  corrup- 
tion exerted  to  dt-lude  and  feduce  the  citizens—the  difquiets 
which  agitate  the  inhabitants  of  the  frontiers— the  evils  to 
which  attempts  the  moft  vain  and  the  moft  fpcedily  rcpulfed  may 
expofc  them— the  outrages,  always  unpuniflied,  which  they  have 
experienced  on  the  territories  where  the  revolted  French 
find  an  afyluin— the  neceflity  of  not  allowing  the  rebels  time 
to  complete  their  preparations,  or  raiie  up  more  dangerous 
againft  their  countrv — fuch  arc  our  motives     Never  dii  more 
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Joft  or  more  urgent  exift.  And  in  the  pi&ure  which  we  hay* 
drawn,  we  have  rather  foftened  than  over-charged  our  injuries* 
We  have  no  occafion  to  roufe  the  indignation  of  citizens  in  or- 
Jer  to  inflame  their  courage* 

"  The  French  nation,  however,  will  never  ceafe  to  confider 
*s  a  friendly  people,  the  inhabitants  of  the  territory  occupied  by 
the  rebels,  and  governed  by  princes  who  offer  them  protec- 
tion. The  peaceful  citizens  whofe  country  armies  may 
occupy,  ihall  not  be  treated  by  her  as  enemies,  nor  even 
as  fbbje&s.  The  public  force  of  which  ihe  may  become  the 
.depository,  (hall  not  be  employed  but  tofecure  their  tranquillity 
and  maintain  their  laws.  Proud  of  having  regained  the  rights 
of  nature,  fhe  will  never  outrage  them  in  other  men.  Jealous 
of  her  independence,  determined  to  bury  herfelf  in  her  own 
mint,  rather  than  fuffer  laws  to  be  taken  from  her,  or  die* 
.tiled  to  her,  or  even  an  infulting  guaranty  of  thofe  flie  has 
.framed  for  herfelf,  ihe  will  never  infringe  the  independence  of 
<other  nations.  Her  foldiers  will  condu&  themfelvcs  on  a  fo- 
jeign  territory  as  they  would  on  their  own,  if  forced  to  combat 
on  iu  The  involuntary  evils  which  her  troops  may  occafion  ihall 
be  repaired..  The  afylum  which  flie  offers  to  ftrangers  fhall  net 
,be  Quit  againft  the  inhabitants  of  countries  whofe  princes  ihall 
Jnve  forced  her  to  attack  them ;  they  ihall  find  a  fure  refuge  in 
her  holbm.  Faithful  to  the  engagements  made  in  her  name, 
flie  will  fulfil  them  with  a  generous  exa&nefs ;  but  no  danger 
.ihall  he  capable  of  making  her  forget  that  the  foil  of  France 
belongs  wholly  to. liberty,  and  that  the  laws  of  equality  ought  to 
lie  univer&l.  She  willprefent  to  the  world  the  now  fpedacle  of 
a  jntion  truly  free,  fubmiffive  to  the  laws  of  juftice  amid  the 
.ftorms  of  war*  and  refpe&ing  every  where,  on  every  occafion, 
Cowards  mil.  men,  the  rights  which  are  the  fame  to  all. 

"  Peace,  which  impofture,  intrigue,  and  treafon,  have  banilh- 
ed,  will  never  ceafe  to  be  the  firft  of  our  wifhes.  France 
will  take  up  arms,  compelled  to  do  fo,  for  her  fafety  and  her 
internal  peace,  and  we  will  be  feen  to  lay  them  down  with  joy 
the  moment  ihe  is  allured  that  there  it  nothing  to  fear  for  that 
liberty— for  that  equality,  which  is  now  the  onlv  element  in 
which  Frenchmen  can  live.  She  dreads  not  war,  but  ihe  loves 
peaee ;  ihe  feds  that  ihe  has  need  of  it ;  and  ihe  is  too  confeious 
of  her  ftrength  to  fear  making  the  avowal.  When,  in  requiring 
other  nations  to  refped  her  repofe,  ihe  took  an  eternal  engage- 
ment not  to  trouble  others,  ihe  might  have  thought  that  (he  de- 
ferred to  be  liftened  to,  and  that  this  folemn  declaration,  the 
pledge  of  tranquillity,  and  the  happinefs  of  other  nations,  might 
have  merited  the  affc&ion  of  the  princes  who  govern  them  ; 
but  fuch  of  thofe  princes  as  apprehend  that  France  would  en- 
deavor to  excite  internal  agitations  in  -other  countries,  ihall 
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learn  that  the  cruel  right  of  reprifal,  juftified  by  ufage,  con* 
demned  by  nature,  will  not  make  her  refort  to  tne  means  em- 
ployed againft  her  own  repofe;  that  flie  will  be  juft  to  thofe 
who  have  not  been  fo  to  her;  that  flie  will  every  where  pay 
as  much  refpefl  to  peace  as  to  libery ;  and  that  the  men  who 
ftill  prefume  to  call  themfelves  the  mailers  of  other  men,  will 
have  nothing  to  dread  from  her  but  the  influence  of  her  exam- 
ple* 

«c  The  French  nation  is  free ;  and,  what  is  more  than  to  bo 
fee,  4he  has  the  fentiment  of  freedom.  She  is  free;  (he  is 
armed ;  flie  can  never  be  reduced  to  flavery.  In  vain  are  in- 
inteftine  difcords  counted  on  ;  (he  has  pafled  the  dangerous  mo- 
ment of  the  reformation  of  her  political  laws ;  and  flie  is  too 
wife  to  anticipate  the  leflbn  of  experience ;  flie  wifhes  only  to 
maintain  her  conftitution,  and  to  defend  it. 

•'  The  divifion  of  two  powers  proceeding  from  the  fame 
fource,  and  diredted  to  the  fame  end,  the  lafl  hope  of  our  ene- 
mies, has  vanifhed  at  the  voice  of  our  country  in  danger ;  and 
the  King,  by  thcfolemnity  of  his  proceedings,  by  the  franknefs 
of  his  meafures,  fliews  to  Europe  the  French  nation  firong  in 
ber  means  of  defence  and  profperity. 

"  Reflgned  to  the  evils  which  the  enemies  of  the  human  race 
united  againft  her,  may  make  her  fuffer,  flie  will  triumph  over 
them  by  her  patience  and  her  courage ;  victorious,  flie  will  feek 
neither  indemnification  nor  vengeance. 

<c  Such  are  the  fentiments  of  a  generous  people,  which  their 
reprefentatives  do  themfelves  honour  in  expreffing.  Such  are  the 
proje£ts  of  the  new  political  fyftem  which  they  have  adopted— 
to  repel  force,  to  refift  oppremon,  to  forget  all  when  they  have 
nothing  more  to  fear ;  and  to  adverfaries,  if  vanquished,  as  bro- 
thers ;  if  reconciled,  as  friends.  Thefe  are  the  wifhes  of  all 
the  French,  and  this  is  the  war  which  they  declare  againft  their 
enemies." 


Decree  of  War  againft  the  King  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia* 

April  ao,  1792. 

€i  rTH  HE  National  Aflembly,  deliberating  on  the  formal  pro- 
JL  pofition  of  the  King*  confidering  that  the  court  of  Vienna, 
in  contempt  of  treaties,  has  continued  to  grant  an  open  protedlion 
to  the  French  rebels  5  that  it  has  excited  and  for  iked  a  concert 
with  feveral  powers  of  Europe  againit  the  independence  and  fe- 
curity  of  the  French  nation  : 

«*  That  Frauds  1.  King  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  has  by 
his  notes  of  the  iSth  of  March  and  7th  of  April  laft,  refufed  to 
renounce  this  concert. 

"  That 
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*  That  not  with/landing  the  proportion  made  to  him  by  thai 
note  of  nth  March  17929  to  reduce,  on  both  fides,  to  a  peace 
eilablifhment  the  troops  on  the  frontiers,  he  has  continued  and 
iocreafed  the  hoftile  preparation. 

**  That  he  has  formally  infringed  the  fovereignty  of  the 
French  nation,  by  declaring  that  he  would  fupport  the  preten- 
fions  of  the  German  Princes,  pofleffionaries  in  France,  to  whom 
the  French  nation  have  continued  to  hold  out  indemnifications. 
"  That  he  has  attempted  to  divide  the  French  citizens,  and  to 
lrm  them  againft  one  another,  by  holding  out  fupport  to  the  mal- 
contents in  the  concert  of  the  powers ;  con&dering  in  fine,  that 
the  refufal  of  an  anfwer  to  the  laft  difpatches  of  the  King  of  the 
French,  leaves  no  longer  any  hope  to  obtain,  by  the  means  of 
aAicable  negociation,  the  reorefs  of  thofe  different  grievances, 
and  amounts  to  a  declaration  of  war,  decrees  that  there  exifls 
•  cafe  of  urgency. 

w  The  National  Aflembly  declares,  that  the  French  nation, 
faithful  to  the  principles  confecrated  by  the  Conflitution, 
itot  to  undertake  any  war  with  the  view  of  making  con- 
qoeftsj  and  never  to  employ  its  force  againft  the ?  liberty  of 
iny  people,  only  take  up  arms  in  defence  of  their  liberty  and 
their  independence ;  that  the  war  into  which  they  are  compel- 
led to  enter,  is  not  a  war  of  nation  againft  nation,  but  the  juft 
defence  of  a  free  people,  againft  the  unjuft  oppreflion  of  a  mo* 
narcTu  That  the  French  will  never  confound  their  brothers 
with  their  enemies ;  that  they  will  neglect  nothing  to  foften  the 
rigours  of  war;  to  preferve  their  property,  and  prevent  it  from 
firihining  any  injury,  and  to  bring  down  upon  the  heads  of  thofe 
alone,  who  league  tnemfelves  againft  liberty,  all  the  evils  insepa- 
rable from  war. 

"  That  it  adopts  all  thofe  foreigners  who,  abjuring  the  caufe 
of  its  enemies,  fliall  join  its  ftandard  and  confecrate  their  efforts 
to  the  defence  of  freedom ;  that  it  will  even  favour,  by  all  the 
means  in  its  power,  their  eftablilhment  in  France. 

"  Deliberating  on  the  formal  propofitions  of  the  King,  and 
after  having  decreed  the  cafe  of  urgency,  decrees  war  againft 
the  King  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia. 
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Proclamation  of  the  Government  at  Bruffels,  in  Anfwer  to  the  Be* 
claration  of  War  on  the  Part  of  franco* 

"  Marie  Christikb,  cc  Al*ert-C  as  imir, Trine* 
Princefs  Royal  of  Hungary  Royal  of  Poland  and  Lithtfa- 
and  Bohemia,  Archducbefs  of  nia,  Duke  of  Saxe-Tefchen9

"  A  FACTJON  b7  which  the  kingdom  of  France,  has  fat 
Xjl  four  years,  been  torn  afnnder,  has  juft  prevailed  mi  hit 
Moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  to  fenfiion  a  declaration  of  war  agamflf 
his  Apoftolical  Majefty,  our  moft  honoured  lord  and  nephew* 
The  nrft  afts  of  hoftinty  feem  to  be  dire&ed  agatnft  thefe  pro- 
vinces ;  and  the  enemies  of  all  order  and  power,  who  are  medi- 
tating on  aggreffion  fo  unjuft,  found  their  hopes  of  fuccefs  oa 
the  fpirit  of  party  which  was  unfortunately  difleminated  during 
the  late  troubles. 

"  We  will  carefully  attend  to  the  defence  of  thofe  provinces 
with  the  government  of  which  we  are  entrufted,  relying  with 
confidence  on  the  protection  of  the  Lord  of  Hofts,  who  it 
pleafed  to  manifeft  the  effects  of  his  Omnipotence  in  favour  of 
thofe  who  are  infpired  with  a  facred  refpe&  for  the  lavy's,  and 
for  all  powers  by  him  ordained  on  the  earth  for  the  gov^rnmeitt 
of  human  focieties. 

"  We  flatter  ourfelves  that  every  clafs  of  citizens  will  be  ani- 
mated with  one  fpirit,  and  that  they  will  vigilantly  attend  to 
the  maintenance  of  internal  tranquillity,  and  the  preservation  of 
property,  while  we  order  to  the  frontiers  part  of  his  Majefty'a 
troops,  full  of  glory,  and  crowned  by  vi&ory  under  the  two 
laft  reigns,  Until  the  league,  formed  between  feveral  great  pow- 
ers, fliall  oppofe  a  mound  to  the  torrent  of  finifter  proje£U 
which  menace  the  overthrow  of  Europe. 

"  We  owe  it  to  the  faithful  fubje&s  of  his  Majefty,  to  inform 
them  of  the  meafures  which  we  have  adopted,  during  a  whole 
year,  in  hopes  of  remaining  at  peace  with  France ;  and  to  warn 
them  of  the  innumerable  calamities  which  our  enemies  art 
eager  to  fpread  and  perpetuate,  under  the  fpecious  veil  of  a  chi- 
merical liberty,  offered  to  a  credulous  multitude^  by  an  impir 
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ODS  fefi  of  innovators,  Jhi  difant  philofophers,  as  the  infallible 
refult  of  their  mad  proje&s.  Their1  s  is  not  to  war  with  the 
princes  of  the  earth*  but  again  ft  the  religion  of  our  anceftors, 
againft  fecial  order,  againft  profperity,  and  againft  all  the  com- 
fort* which  naturally  flow  from  it.  They  have  already,  \>y 
the  adoption  of  their  abfurd  fyftems,  plunged  their  country 
into  all  the  horrors  of  anarchy.  Jealous  of  the  profperity  of 
thofe  nations  who  ftill  enjoy  the  fruits  of  facial  order,  they  have 
famed,  for  their  own  protection,  the  barbarous  project  of  in- 
fpiring  them  with  a  fimilar  delirium  of  propagating  their  errors, 
and  with  them  all  the  calamities  with  which  the  kingdom  of 
France  is  at  this  time  afflicted. 

*  They  have  been  during  a  whole  year  meditating  and  invent- 
ing pretexts  for  the  aggrefiion  on  which  they  had  refolved* 
Having  driven  away  from  the  bofom  of  France,  by  dint  of  per* 
fccations,  all  thofe  citizens  who  were  attached  to  the  eftabliihed 
religion,  and  to  the  prerogative,  hitherto  held  facred  by  the 
fundamental  laws  of  the  kingdom,  they  have  attempted  to  pre- 
lent  them  from  enjoying  in  any  part  of  the  world,  the  fweets 
eMiofpitality  which  men  reciprocally  owe  to  each  other.  We 
have  been  extremely  careful  not  to  afford  the  flighteft  grounds 
Of  complaint,  refolved  not  to  meddle,  in  the  leaft  degree,  with 
the  political  government  of  any  neighbouring  ftates.  We  have 
taken  care  to  prevent  that  any  thing  mould  be  attempted,  or 
even  written  in  thofe  provinces,  againft  the  Constitution  juft 
eflablifhed  in  France;  and,  as  a  reward  for  our  ftrict  attention 
to  the  laws  of  good  neighbourhood,  a  horde  of  factious  vaga- 
bonds has  been  aflembled  on  our  frontiers,  refolved  on  the  exe- 
cution of  the  moft  infernal  plots.  The  moft  infamous  writing* 
againft  religion,  and  againft  the  constitutional  authority  of  the 
Sovereign,  have  been  dilperfed  in  thefe  provinces.  Thefe  writ- 
ings were  fubftantially  the  fame  as  the  fpeeches  delivered  in  the 
midft  of  authorifed  focieties,  in  which  the  moft  atrrocious 
crimes  have  been  recommended  as  virtues,  with  a  view  to 
latter  the  criminal  propenfities  of  a  fct  of  men,  in  ho;)es  of 
reconciling  them  to  a  fyftem,  which  inPhiitory  will  be  the 
difgrace  of  the  prefent  generation. 

"  All  our  remonftrances  on  this  fubject  have  been  made  in 
Vain ;  and  whilft  we  paid  the  greateft  attention  to  complaints 
relative  to  armaments  which  had  no  exiftence,  and  to  pretended 
infults  offered  to  Frenchmen,  all  kinds  of  exceffes  have  been 
multiplied  againft  the  fubjedts  of  his  Majefty,  and  committed 
on  his  territories,  and  we  have  never  obtained  on  fo  many 
obje&s  of  complaint,  any  thing  more  than  promifes  of  fatis- 
fa&ion,  which  have  in  no  inftance  been  performed ;  and  when 
We  have,  on  our  part,  exercifed  that  vigilance,  which  was  be- 
come neceflary  on  the  conduit  of  emiflaries,  who  it  was  boafted 
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openly,  were  fent  into  thofe  provinces  on  pnrpofe  to  excita 
infurreclions  and  to  create  anarchy,  we  hare  been  infulted  rot 
having  taken  thofe  precautions  which  were  conftrued  into  at- 
tempts againft  the  fafety  and  the  liberty  of  the  French  travel- 
lers* On  the  other  hand,  we  were  applauded  for  having  given 
orders  to  prevent  the  aflembling  of  the  unfortunate  French 
gentlemen  who  had  emigrated  from  the  kingdom,  and  to  oblige 
them  to  conform  moft  ftri&ly  to  the  laws  of  fimple  hofpitality* 
in  order  to  preclude  the  poflibility  of  their  arming  and  forming 
themfelves  into  a  military  corps. 

<c  Thefe  meafures,  which  France  feems  now  to  have  forgot- 
ten, were  quoted  to  the  princes  of  the  empire  as  an  example? 
proper  for  them  to  imitate  in  the  refpe&ive  ftates,  and  with 
which  the  defpotic  agents  of  the  French  government  would  bo 
fatisfied. 

"  We  (hall  avoid  taking  notice  of  all  the  calamities  with 
which  France  is  afflicted — we  mould  leave  to  time  the  dif- 
clofure  of  the  machinations  perpetually  recommended  by  a  let 
of  infidious  writers  in  their  dangerous  publications,  were  it  not 
evident  that,  at  the  moment  or  the  intended  aggreffion  againft 
thefe  provinces,  a  refolution  is  taken  to  fpread  the  poifon  of  a 
fedu&ive  illufion  on  the  pretended  advantages  of  the  French 
Conititution,  with  a  view  to  make  thofe  partakers  of  it  who 
may  be  deluded  by  this  means ;  but  it  is  neceffary  that  the 
people  who  are  confided  to  our  government  be  reminded  and 
informed  that  the  kingdom  of  France  groans  at  this  time,  in 
the  name  of  liberty,  under  the  moft  hateful  flavery,  every 
fpecies  of  vice,  or  the  moft  unbridled  paflions,  and  of  a 
fpecies  of  anarchy  which  is  without  example ;  that  rights  and 
property  are  abolifhed ;  that  the  holy  religion  which  we  profeff 
is  there  trodden  under  foot ;  that  altars  are  profaned  and  pol- 
luted; that  their  true  minifters  are  deprived  of  their  juft  rights, 
ill-treated,  perfecuted  even  in  their  retreats  among  foreign 
nations,  and  replaced  by  intruders  who  have  no  million  from 
the  hierarchy  of  the  church ;  that  the  paftors  of  the  people 
have  even  been  depAred  of  the  diftindtive  veftments  by  which 
they  were  known  to  their  flocks ;  that  in  a  monftrous  code, 
rights  have  been  extolled  which  man  cannot  enjoy  in  fociety, 
and  to  which  he  tacitly  renounces,  by  being  born  in  civilized 
aflbciatians  ;  that,  purfuant  to  thofe  cnimerical  rights,  attempt! 
have  been  made  to  abolifh,  overturn,  and  confound  thofe  real 
rights  which  have  been  tranfmitted  under  the  protection  of  the 
fundamental  laws  of  the  kingdom,  from  generation  to  genera- 
tion, to  thofe  venerable  clafles  to  which  the  French  nation  bad, 
i:i  every  refpeft,  the  higheft  obligations;  that  real  property  has 
given  way  to  the  name,  by  feizing  the  eftates  of  thofe  who.  had 
been  folemnly  in  veiled  with  them  by  time,  by  the  laws,  and  by

an  uninterrupted  pofleffion,  a  hundred  times  renewed  and  con* 
firmed  by  the  true  reprefentarives  of  the  nation ;  and  all  this 
under  the  deceitful  colour  of  an  equality  of  chimerical  rights, 
not  ezifting  in  fait,  and  annihilated,  if  it  could  for  a  moment 
exift,  by  that  variety  of  character,  imprefled  on  all  mankind  at 
their  birth,  by  which  they  (hare,  in  very  unequal  proportions, 
moral  faculties,  the  very  difproportion  of  which  has  always 
determined  and  will  ever  determine  the  afcendancy  of  genius, 
flrength,  patience,  induflry,  and  economy,  over  the  oppffite 
qualities,  together  with  all  the  advantages  which  may  lawfully 
wife  from  them,  and  which  may  be  transferred  like  every  other 
fpecies  of  property. 

*  Finally,  it  is  neceflary  that  the  faithful  fuhjedts  of  his 
Majefty  be  informed  that,  whilft  pains  are  taken  to  extol  the 
pretended  glory  and  profperity  of  the  kingdom  of  France,  lately 
the  moft  llourifhing  in  Europe,  there  is  now  no  commerce, 
DO  circulation  of  fpecie  or  goods,  no  public  force,  no  juftice, 
po  police,  and  that  the  philolophical  perlecutor>  ot  all  thole  who 
are  not  of  their  feci,  know  no  hounds  to  their  excefles,  which 
they  excite  their  people  to  commit,  except  a  latiety  of  crimes. 

u  Who,  after  this,  could  be  fo  blind  or  ftupid  as  to  place  the 
kaft  confidence  in  the  promifes,  and  in  the  infidious  ailurances 
made  by  thefe  tyrants  to  thofe  nations  whom  they  wifli  to  fuhdue 
that  they  will  refpeft  their  property,  their  religion,  their  rights, 
their  privileges,  and  their  constitution;  tyrants,  who,  fince  they 
have  ufurped  the  public  power  and  force  in  France,  have  trodden 
under  foot,  with  an  effrontery  and  audacity  hitherto  unheard  of, 
the  moft  folemn  public  treaties,  all  rights,  human  and  divine, 
and  every  thing  which  is  held  moil  lac  red  over  all  the  world  ; 
who,  the  moment  they  fhould  become  matters  of  one  province, 
would  feize,  as  they  have  in  their  own  country,  the  eiiates  of 
the  clergy  and  the  nobility,  and  the  property  of  the  citizens. 

*'  Once  more,  having  never  had  any  inclination  to  mecidle 
with  the  internal  government  of  any   neigh  homing  liate,  we 
fhould  not  have  entered  on  thefe  afflicting  details,  relative  to  ob- 
jects which  are  foreign  to  the  government  with  which  we  are 
entrafted,  were  it  not  that  French  writings  and  r  rench  emiira- 
ries,  and  even  the  recent  acls  of  the  new  legiil-iture  of  t  ranee, 
have  a  tendency  to  render  univerfal  a  fvliem  of  innovation,  whe- 
thergood  or  bad  for  the  French  nation,  certainly  and  decidedly 
ruinous  to  the  people  under  our  government ;  her.iufe  it  i *  fub- 
wfive  of  all  that  political  organization  delineated  by  a  conili- 
tntion,  which  the  love,  which  the  Sovereign  has  eng.i^ed  .to 
maintain,  and  on  which  the  happiuefs  of  Belgium  has  tor  ages 
beenfouiided. 

41  It  was  our  duty  to  warn  the  people  of  the  imminent  dan- 
pr»  with  which  they  are  threatened.    We  have  laid  before  th  ?:: 
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troths  which  all  well  meaning  perfons  will  acknowledge  to  be 
ftriking;  and  they  will,  of  courfe,  ufe  their  utmoft  endeavours 
to  maintain  peace  and  public  tranquillity  within  thefe  province^ 
and  we  fhall  confider  thofe  as  enemies  to  the  date,  and  treat 
them  as  fuch,  who  fliall  attempt  to  difturb  them.

Counter  Declaration  of  the  Court  of  Vienna  againft  Franca. 

««  •TPHE  refult  confirms  what  the  Court  of  Vienna  has  fore- 
X  feen  and  foreboded,  that  thofe  who  a&ually  reign  in 
France,  being  willing  firft  to  provoke  the  nation  to  arm,  and 
then  to  a  rupture  with  the  late  Emperor,  after  having  availed 
themfelves  of  the  aflemblies  in  the  States  of  Treves,  for  pm- 
tences  for  the  firft- mentioned,  fought  pretences  for  a  war  in  the 
anfwers  whith  they  compelled  his  Imperial  Majefty  to  give. 
It  was  in  vain  that  the  Court  of  Vienna  attempted  to  divert 
the  effe&s  of  their  inimical  views,  by  unmaiking,  through  re- 
peated elucidations,  the  unlawful  nets  of  all  thefe  accounts 
which  fucceffively  followed  one  another  in  proportion  as  their 
deceitfulnefs  was  dete&ed.  Thefe  very  pretences,  thefe  rttf 
endeavours  of  the  Court  of  Vienna  for  preventing  a  rupture, 
are  alledged  as  motives  for  the  war  which  is  declared  againft 
the  king  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia  in  the  name  of  bis  Juloft 
Chriftian  Majefty  and  the  French  nation. 

"  The  firft  of  thefe  motives,  is  the  public  prote&ton  granted 
to  the  French  emigrants.  When  this  protection  was  alledged, 
in  order  to  give  an  appearance  to  the  preparations  of  France  In 
December  la  ft,  it  was  only  infomuch  as  it  extended  to  foitte 
States  of  the  Empire,  to  the  armed  affemblies  of  the  emigrants, 
and  far  from  attributing  thefe  grievances  to  the  Court  of  Vien- 
na, its  con d uft  had  acquired,  in  this  refpeft,  public  thanks  on 
the  part  of  the  French  Government.  The  prefent  change  of 
a  motive  for  thanks  into  a  motive  for  an  attack,  offers  fo  great 
a  contraft,  that  it  faves  the  trouble  of  making  any  further 
obfervations. 

"  The  Court  of  Vienna  even  ufed  its  beft  endeavours  for 
caufing  the  other  German  Princes,  neighbours  of  France,  to 
adopt  a  fimilar  behaviour.  By  this  means,  the  apparent  mo- 
tives of  its  menacing  preparations  difappeared.  In  order  to 
continue  them,  a  frefli  pretence  of  grievance  and  reproach  was 
required.  It  was  found  in  the  exiftencc  of  a  concert  between 
the  late  Emperor  and  feveral  powers,  for  maintaining  the  public 
tranquillity  and  honour  of  the  Crowns. 
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"  The  real  ctrcumftances  of  that  concert  were  completely 
known  to  all  Europe.  All  the  world  knew  that  it  was  caufed 
through  the  violences  offered  to  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty, 
followed  by  the  imprifonment  of  that  Monarch;  that,  on  the 
firft  hopes  of  hit  having  recovered  the  effential  degree  of  liberty, 
fcfety,  and  command,  which  is  requifite  for  putting  the  feal  of 
legality  on  the  conftitutional  laws  of  a  Monarchical  State,  the 
laid  concert,  from  an  a&ive  one,  fuch  as  it  was,  was,  through 
the  representation  of  the  Court  of  Vienna,  changed  into  a 
palfive  one,  which  was  no  longer  to  he  put  into  activity  by 
meafores,  unlefs  France  fhould  fall  again  into  the  fame  ftate  of 
diforder  and  popular  violence,  which,  according  to  the  notions 
of  all  Hates  from  time  immemorial,  reprefent  a  ftate  of  anarchy* 
The  moderation  of  the  powers  that  formed  this  concert,  was 
thus  conformable  to  the  equity  of  their  principles.  The  moft 
fimple  ideas  of  a  Monarchical  Government  entitled  them  to  an 
anion  for  affifting  the  lawful  King  of  France,  and  fecuring 
from  its  utter  ruin  a  form  of  government,  whofe  bails  being 
acknowledged  and  confirmed  as  inviolable  by  the  new  conftitu* 
tioo  itfelf,  could  not  be  hurt  without  the  event  of  a  manifeft 
hforreftion  taking  place. 

"On  the  other  hand,  thefe  powers  were  obliged,  for  their  own 
bfety,  to  oppofe  the  introdu&ion  of  a  fyftem  of  anarchy  to 
propagate  the  pernicious  principles  of  which,  in  all  the  ftates 
of  Europe,  the  moft  dangerous  means  were  then  employing. 
In  ihort,  the  maintenance  of  public  tranquillity  required  their 
eventual  union,  in  cafe  one  or  other  of  them  fhould  be  attack- 
ed ;  and  it  was  chiefly  relative  to  thefe  laft  motives  of  the  con- 
cert of  powers,  that  the  Court  of  Vienna,  being  attentive  with 
good  reafen  to  the  French  warlike  preparations  and  threats  of 
an  invafion,  thought  proper  to  remind  France  of  the  eziftence 
of  fuch  concert  *  in  order  to  exhort  it,  not  to  provoke  all  the 
fovereign  foreign  Princes,  by  violences  againft  one  or  the  other 
of  them. 

"  Nothing,  therefore,  is  plainer  than  the  injuftice  of  the  re- 
proach of  attacking  the  independency  and  fafety  of  the  French 
nation  ;  whereby  this  concert  of  the  moft  conuderable  powers 
of  Europe  was  injured,  and  which  they  do  not  frar  of  pro- 
ducing anew,  although  the  very  (hade  of  mifunderftanding 
and  error  concerning  the  nature  of  this  concert  has  been  dif- 
peried  by  the  declarations  of  the  Court  of  Vienna,  t  men- 
tioned in  it  the  very  terms  of  the  remon  (trances  which  were 
determined  by  its  attual  opening  in  the  month  of  July,  1791, 
and  the  eventual  adjournment  till  the  month  of  November 
following. 

"From  this  it  appeared  in  the  moft  convincing  manner  that 
it  merely   depended  on  thofe  who  at  prefent  reign  over  Fiancr, 
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te  jnake  this  concert  ceafe  immediately*  by  refpefling  the  tran- 
quillity and  the  rights  of  other  powers,  and  to  guarantee  the 
eflential  bads  of  the  French  monarchical  form  of  government 
agalnft  the  infringements  of  violence  and  anarchy.  Every 
caufe  of  uneafmefs  would  have  ceafed,  if  fuch  difpofitions  had 
prevailed  in  France;  and  the  whole  conduct  of  the  Court  of 
Viennat  far  from  juftifying  any  blame  of  its  views,  would  have 
evinced  its  ingenioufnefs  and  moderation 

"  Upon  the  invitation  of  the  French  Miniftry,  it  had  entirely 
withdrawn  from  the  faid  declaration  the  claims  of  the  German 
Princes  having  dominions  in  Alface.  And  if  the  deceafed  So* 
vereign  of  Auftria  was  unable  to  avoid  fulfilling  his  duties  as 
-Emperor  in  this  refpedr,  nothing  in  the  world  ftiewed  that  he 
fhould  prevent  any  conciliatory  method  which  was  indeed  Ef- 
ficient and  compatible  with  the  conftitution  of  the  empire,  on 
objects  in  which  Auftria  never  was  concerned  itfelf  in  a  direct 
manner,  and  for  which  reafon  it  is  the  more  unjuft,  actually 
to  draw  from  this  a  particular  motive  for  a  war  againft  her, 
whereas  her  prefent  Sovereign  has  no  greater  concern  in  it 
than  the  other  members  of  the  German  body. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Court  of  Vienna  has  given  the 
cleared  proofs  of  the  good  faith  of  its  difpofitions,  by  refrain- 
ing from  accompanying  its  declarations  by  armaments  adequate 
to  the  greatnefs  of  thofe  that  France  fupported  her  questions 
withal ;  whilft  the  latter  aflembled  130,000  men  on  the  fron- 
tiers of  the  Low  Countries  and  Germany,  the  Court  of 
Vienna  did  not  fend  a  battalion  more  to  its  Belgian  troops, 
whofe  reinforcements  ever  fmce  1790,  have  generally  not  ex* 
ceeded  3  or  4000  men.  All  its  meafures  were  confined  to 
augment  its  anterior  Auftrian  troops  with  4000  men,  who,  by 
this  reinforcement  were  carried  to  10,000  men;  and  it  was 
not  till  after  the  14th  of  April  that  difpofitions  were  made  for 
fending  more  troops,  when  the  offenfive  interpretation  which 
the  well-meaning  declarations  of  the  Court  of  Vienna  met 
with,  and  the  events  which  foon  after  happened  in  France,left 
no  more  doubt  of  the  fpeedy  explofion  of  an  attack. 

"  The  propofal  reciprocally  to  difarm,  delivered  on  the  nth 
of  March,  by  the  French  Amdaflador  at  Vienna,  at  a  time 
when  France  alone  had  armed  for  a  war,  accompanied  with  a 
demand  of  quitting  the  concert  of  powers,  in  a  moment  when 
the  pofition  of  that  kingdom  daily  gave  more  and  more  uneafi- 
nefs,  could  not  in  any  refpedt  be  confidered  otherways  than 
as  an  ultimate  pretence  for  engaging  the  French  nation  in  this 
attack,  to  which  all  the  preceding  fteps  had  led,  and  the  execu- 
tion of  which  happened  a! moil  at  the  fame  period  when  thfl 
AmbaiVudor  dciivcied  the  declaration  of  war* 
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f  C  Thus  none  of  the  grievances  accumulated  in  the  French  de- 
claration of  war,  without  a  fmgle  proof,  has  the  leaft  appear- 
ance of  foundation  and  good  faith,  and  of  which  the  nullity 
was  not  already  proved,  except  indeed,  the  new  grievance 
which  is  added  to  it  as  an  overplus  of  injuftice,  by  upbraiding 
die  Court  of  Vienna  with  the  hopes  it  had  entertained  that  the 
irafon,  the  honour,  and  equity  of  the  more  found  and  greater 
part  of  the  nation  would  ultimately  triumph,  and  the  pains 
the  Court  of  Vienna  had  taken  to  difpel  prejudices  unjuftly  ex- 
cited, concerning  the  nature  of  the  concert, 

fl  The  complaints  alledged  againft  the  Court  of  Vienna,  not 
only  do  not  furnifli  the  fmalleft  apparent  motive  for  an  attack, 
but  it  is  evident  that  they  are  fo  many  objeds  of  provocation 
md  aggreffion  committed  by  thofe  who  reign  in  France. 

"  Tjiey  prefume  to  blame  the  Court  of  Vienna  for  the  pro* 
teftion  it  lias  refufed  at  home,  and  caufed  to  be  denied  elfe- 
where  to  the  enterprises  and  affairs  of  the  French  emigrants; 
they  who  did  protedt  and  foment  the  confpiracies  for  a  rebel- 
lion in  the  Auftrian  Netherlands !  Their  confeflions  and  public 
meafures  fince  the  attack  prove,  that  in  the  hope  of  fucaeedirig 
in  thefe  treacherous  adtions  and  praftices  of  the  fame  kind, 
tending  to  (educe  the  faithful  Auftrian  troops,  their  chief 
confidence  was  placed. 

*  It  is  they  who  excited  a  difpute  between  France  and  the 
German  Empire,  by  depriving  feveral  German  Princes  of  rights 
2iA  enjoyments  allured  by  a  poffeflion  of  a  century  and  a  half, 
grounded  on  folemn  treaties.  'J 'heir  excufe  againft  the  obli- 
gatory force  of  thefe  treaties,  derived  from  a  pretended  incoi  - 
nftency  with  later  and  fpontaneous  laws  of  one  of  the  contraA- 
ing  parties,  is  grounded  on  a  principle  that  overthrows  all 
treaties.  And  that  decree  of  the  14th  of  Januarv,  by  which 
the  National  Aflerobly,  fetting  up  at  the  fame  tune  for  judge 
and  party,  has  aflumed  the  power  of  paffing  an  arbitrary  fen- 
fence  on  the  manner  and  fufficiency  of  a  difpofition  which 
oojjht  to  be  free  among  independent  States,  and  is  nothing 
elfc  but  one  more  attempt  on  the  public   right  of  nations. 

u  They,  who  for  fix  months  paft  were  occupied  in  making 
preparations  for  war  and  attack  on  the  frontiers  of  the  Aus- 
trian Netherlands  and  Germany,  complain  of  the  very  mode- 
rate precaution  of  the  Court  of  Vienna  for  the  fafety  of  pro- 
vinces that  are  upwards  of  200  leagues  diftant  from  ti  e 
centre  of  its  dominions. 

a  «  They  pretend  that  the  Sovereignty  of  the  French  nation  is 
injured  by  the  eftabliihment  of  a  concert,  whofe  firft  view  h.  s 
b«n  to  fave  the  only  lawful  Sovereign  of  France,  whilft  they, 
in  the  mean  while,  daily  attack  and  provoke  all  the  Sovereigns 
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of  Europe  in  the  mod  inconfidcrate  manner,  and  with  the  bit* 
tereft  inve&ives.  In  fiiort,  they  difpute  with  the  crowns  the 
participation  and  the  right  of  interfering  in,  or  being  concerned 
about  the  confequences  of  their  new  Conflitution,  wbilft  they, 
with  all  their  might,  endeavour  to  fubvert  all  governments 
by  fpreading  all  over  Europe  the  bane  of  fedu&ion  and  infur- 
re&ion. 

€i  The  King  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia  is  thus  entitled  to  call 
in  the  fupport  of  all  Europe,  in  a  caufe  that  concerns  the  honour 
and  fafety  of  all  governments,  and  he  arraigns  the  abettors  of 
fp  unjuft  and  heinous  an  attack  before  the  tribunal' of  the  uni- 
verfe  and  pofterity,  as  being  anfwerable  for  all  the  evils  that  are 
tfre  unavoidable  confequences  of  war.

Concifi  Expofttion  $ftbe  Rtafons  which  have  determined  his  Afajefy 
tbt  King  rfPruffia  to  take  up  arms  ogainft  France. 

*'TT1S  Pruffian  Majefty  flatters  himfelf,  that  the  Powers  of 
XJL  Europe,  and  the  public  in  general,  did  not  wait  for  this  ex- 
pofition  to  fix  their  opinion  on  the  juftice  of  the  caufe  they  are 
going  to  defend* 

"  In  effefi,  unlefs  the  obligation  which  the  engagements 
the  King  and  his  political  connexions  require  of  him  be  willingly 
denied,  or  fads  defigned  eftabliflied ;  and  unlefs  people  (hut  their 
eyes  on  the  conduct  of  the  prefent  government  of  France,  there 
cannot  remain  a  doubt,  but  every  perfon  may  difcover,  that 
the  warlike  meafures  which  the  King,  with  regret,  has  refolved 
upon,  are  only  the  natural  confequences  of  the  violent  refolu- 
tions  which  the  fury  of  the  party  who  reign  in  that  kingdon> 
has  made  him  adopt,  and  of  which  it  is  eafy  to  perceive  the  fa- 
tal confequences. 

"  Not  content  with  having  openly  violated,  by  notorious 
fuppreflion,  the  rights  and  poileffions  of  the  German  Princes  in 
Alface  and  Lorraine,  and  the  treaties  which  unite  France  tq 
the  German -empire ;  with  having  given  courfe  to  the  fubverfive 
principles  of  all  focial  fuhordination,  and  thereby  affefted  the 
repofe  and  felicity  of  other  nations,  and  with  having  fought  tq 
ipread  in  other  countries,  by  the  propagation  of  thefe  principles, 
the  feeds  of  the  licentiouuiefs  and  anarchy  which  have  over- 
thrown France;  with  havjng  tolerated,  received,  and  fold9 
even  the  moft  outrageous  writings  and  fpeeches  again  il:  the  fa- 
cred  perfons  and  legal  authority  of  Sovereigns;  thofe  who  have 
feized  the  reins  of  the  French  adminiftration  have,  at  length 
idled  the  meafurp  of  their  guilt  by  declaring  an  unjuft  war 
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jgainfl  his  Majeftv  the  King  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  and 
hare  immediately  followed  this  declaration  with  eiFe&ive  hoftt- 
lities  committed  again  ft  the  Belgic  provinces  of  this  Monarch. 

«  The  German  empire,  of  which  the  Auftrian  Pays  Bas  if 
part,  as  the  circle  of  Bourgogne,  is  necefiarily  found  included 
in  this  aggreflion.  But  other  fails  ftill  but  too  much  juftify 
the  fear  of  hoftile  invafions,  which  the  menacing  preparations 
of  the  French  on  the  frontiers  have  for  a  long  time  given  birth 
to  in  Germany.  The  territories  of  the  Bifhop  of  Rale,  an  in- 
coateftible  part  of  the  empire,  have  been  occupied  by  a  detach* 
ment  of  the  French  army,  and  are  remaining  in  its  power,  and 
at  its  difcretion. 

««  Incarfions  of  the  troops  of  the  fame  nation,  or  of  rebel 
corps  aflembled  undes  their  aufpices,  have  laid  wafte  the 
country  of  Leige.  It  is  to  be  forefeen  with  certainty,  that,  as 
loon  as  the  conveniences  of  war  appear  to  advife  them,  tlio 
other  provinces  of  Germany  will  experience  the  fame  effe&s  ; 
and  it  fuffices  to  know  their  local  pofition,  to  feel  for  the  im- 
minent danger  to  which  they  are  conftantly  expofed. 

"  It  would  be  fuperfluous  to  enter  into  a  detail  of  the  fafts 
which  are  now  alledged.  They  are  notorious,  and  the  whole 
empire  has  been,  and  is  ftill,  daily  witnefles  thereof. 

«  It  will  alfo  equally  be  difpenfed  with  to  diicufs  here1  the 
evident  injuftice  of  the  aggreffion  of  the  French. 

w  If  it  were  poffible  that  any  doubts  could  remain  on  this 
fabjeA  in  the  mind  of  amy  perfon  whatever,  they  would  be 
entirely  removed  by  weighing  with  impartiality  the  unanfwerabla 
aiguments  contained  on  this  point  in  the  diplomatic  pieces 
publiflied  by  the  cabinet  of  Vienna. 

"  His  Pruflian  Majcfty  has  with  pleafure  entertained  hopes, 
that  at  length,  after  fo  many  agitations  and  inconfequential 
proceedings,  the  perfons  who  direct  the  French  Adminiltration 
would  return  back  to  the  principles  of  moderation  and  wifdom, 
and  thereby  avoid  the  extremities  to  which  things  are  unfortu- 
nately come*  It  was  with  this  falutary  view,  that  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  military  preparations  of  France  on  the  fron- 
tiers, founded  on  the  afylum  granted  by  forae  States  to  the 
French  emigrants,  that  he  charged  Cointe  de  Glotz,  his  Mi- 
nifter  at  Paris*  to  declare  to  the  Miniftry  of  his  Molt  Chriflian 
Majefiy  (as  the  Charge  des  Affaires  of  his  Majefty,  the  then 
reigning  Emperor  had  alfo  orders  to  do),  *  That  he  looked 
upon  an  invafion  of  French  troops  on  the  territories  ot  the 
German  empire  as  a  declaration  ot  war,  and  would  oppofe  it 
with  all  his  forces. 

w  The  lame    Minifter,  after  receiving  orders,    found    the 
Charge  des  Affaires  of  bis  Majefty  the  Emperor,  in  a  number 
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of  reprefentations,  making  known  in  the  mod  exprefs  mnnner, 
that  the  King  was  invariably  purfuing  the  fame  line  with  his 
Apoftolic  Majefty  refpeSing  the  affairs  of  France.  The  event 
has  /hewn  how  little  the  hope  of  the  King,  as  to  the  etfeA  he 
promifed  from  thefe  energetic  declarations,  was  well  founded  ; 
but  at  leaft  the  party  whofe  furious  determinations  have 
brought  on  hoftilities,  can  never  have  any  pretence  on  account 
of  their  ignorance  of  his  Majefty's  intentions.  And  it  is  parti- 
cularly the  general  principles  publicly  manifefted  by  the  two 
National  Aflembfies — principles  which  attack  all  governments* 
and  endeavour  to  {hake  them  in  their  bafis,  that  F  ranee  has  to 
blame  for  the  effufion  of  human  blood,  and  the  evils  which  pre* 
fent  circumftances  have  already  brought,  and  may  in  future 
bring  upon  her. 

€i  United  with  his  Apoftolic  Majefty  by  the  ties  of  a  clofe 
and  defenfive  alliance,  his  Pruffian  Majefty  cannot  act  contrary 
to  his  engagements,  and  remain  a  quiet  fpedtator  of  the  war 
declared  againft  this  Sovereign.  He  has  not  then  hefitated  to 
recal  his  Minifter  from  Paris,  and  to  aft  with  vigour  in  de- 
fence of  his  ally. 

€€  As  a  principal  member  of  the  Germanic  corps,  he  is  fur* 
ther  obligated  by  his  relations  in  this  quality  to  march  to  the 
fuccour  of  his  co-eftates  againft  the  attacks  they  have  already 
experienced,  and  with  which  they  are  daily  threatened.  It  it 
thus,  under  the  double  connection  of  ally  of  his  Apoftolic  Ma- 
jefty, and  a  powerful  State  of  the  empire,  that  his  Majefty  take* 
up  arms;  and  it  is  the  defence  of  the  States  of  this  monarch 
and  of  Germany  which  forms  the  firft  aim  of  thefe  arma- 
ments. 

u  But  the  King  would  but  imperfectly  fulfil  the  principlei 
he  hereby  proffefles,  if  he  did  not  extend  the  efforts  of  his  arms 
to  another  fort  of  defence,  which  his  patriotic  fent i men ti 
equally  impofe  on  him  as  a  duty. 

4t  Every  body  knows  how  the  National  Aflembly  of  France 
contrary  to  the  moft  facred  laws  of  the  Droit  dts  Gens,  and 
againft  the  exprefs  tenor  of  treaties,  have  deprived  the  German 
Princes  of  their  inconteftible  right  and  puifeflions  in  Alfact 
and  Lorraine,  and  the  reclamations  which  a  number  of  thefe 
Princes  themfelves  have  puhlifhed ;  the  deliberations  and  arrets 
of  the  Diet  of  Ratfbon  on  this  important  matter,  will  alfo  ferve 
to  furnifh  all  thofe  who  vvifli  to  be  informed,  with  the  moil 
convincing  proofs,  of  the  injuftice  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
French  government,  in  this  refpeel,  which  has  not  hitherto 
propofed  to  grant  a  full  indemnity  to  the  aggrieved  parties; 
but  adopting  a  peremptory  language  and  threatening  men  fu  res, 
only  offered  indemnities  entirely  infufficiem  and  inadiniftible. 
It    is  worthy  of  the  King  and  hiraugufh  ally,  to  have  ju  ft  ice 
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rendered  to  thofe  opprefled  Princes,  and  thereby  to  maintain 
the  faith  of  treaties,  the  fole  bafis  of  union  and  reciprocal  con* 
fidence  between  people,  and  the  efTential  foundation  of  their 
tranquillity  and  welfare. 

.  "  It  is,  in  (hort,  a  laft  defign  of  the  armament  of  the  King9 
more  extenfive  ftill  than  the  former,  and  not  lefs  worthy  of  the 
fage  and  well- intended  views  of  the  allied  courts.  It  tends  to 
prevent  the  incurable  evils  which  Aill  refult  to  France,  to  Eu- 
rope, to  all  mankind,  from  this  fatal  fpirit  of  general  incoor- 
dination, of  fubverting  nil  the  powers,  of  licence,  (liberty  trop 
grande),  and  of  anarchy,  of  which  it  might  have  been  ex  peeled 
that  an  unhappy  experience  fliould  have  already  flopped  the 
progrefs. 

"  There  is  not  any  power  interested  to  maintain  the  balance 
of  Europe,  to  whom  it  can  be  indifferent  to  fee  the  kingdom  of 
France,  which  hitherto  formed  fo  coniiderable  a  weight  in  this 
great  balance,  given  up  any  longer  to  the  interior  agitations, 
and  the  horrors  of  diforder  and  anarchy,  which,  it  may  be  faid, 
have  deiiroyed  its  political  exigence  :  there  cannot  be  any 
Frenchman,  truly  loving  his  country,  who  does  not  ardently 
defire  to  fee  thefe  terminated  ;  in  fhort,  no  man,  fincerely  a 
friend  to  humanity,  who  cannot  but  afpire  to  fee  limits  put,  as 
well  to  the  progrefs  of  a  mtjicke".  liberty^  a  dazzling  phantom, 
which  leads  the  people  far  from  the  road  of  their  true  welfare, 
in  altering  the  happy  ties  of  attachment  and  confidence,  which 
ought  to  unite  them  to  their  Princes,  their  fathers,  and  their 
defenders  ;  or  efpecially  to  the  unbridled  furies  of  the  wicked, 
who  only  feek  to  deflroy  the  rt-fpect  due  to  govenments,  for 
thepurpofe  of  facrificing,  on  the  ruins  of  thrones,  to  the  idol  of 
their  infatiable  ambition,  or  to  a  vile  cupidity. 

"  To  put  an  end  to  anarchy  in  France,  to  efrablifh  for  this 
purpofe  a  legal  power,  on  the  eflential  balls  of  a  monarchical 
form,  and  by  this  giving  fecurity  toother  governments  againlc 
the  incendiary  attempts  and  efForrs  of  a  frantic  troop  ;  fiich  is 
the  grand  object  which  the  King,  conjointly  with  his  ally,  fiill 
propofes,  being  aflured  in  this  noble  enterpiife,  not  only  of 
the  wi flies  of  all  the  powers  of  Europe,  who  acknowledge  its 
juitice  and  neceflity.  but  in  general  of  the  fufFragcj,  and  the 
Tvilhes  of  every  perfon,  who  fincerely  wii'lies  the  welfare  of 
mankind, 

41  His  Majefty  is  far  from  thowing  the  bl;me  of  th«fe  faults, 
which  have  forced  him  to  take  up  arm*,  on  the  whole  French 
nation — he  is  perfuaded  that  a  part,  and,  without  doubt,  the 
moft  numerous  cf  this  eiteemed  nation,  abhor  the  excefiesof  a 
faction  but  too  powerful ;  and,  feeing  the  dangers  to  which 
the  intrigues  lead,  ftronglv  defire  the  return  cf  iuilice,  ot 
•rder,  and  of  peace.     Unibrtuxxatelv  cxpir  euce  has  {hewn  that 
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the  powerful  influence  of  this  party  is  ftill  but  too  real,  although 
the  event  has  already  demon  ft  rated  the  nullity  of  thefe  culpable 
proje&s,  founded  on  infurre&ions,  which  it  only  feeks  to  fo- 
ment. The  difference  of  fentiments  of  perfons  well-inten- 
tioned, however  certain  they  are,  are  thereby  only  for  the  mo- 
ment little  felt  in  their  effects  But  his  Majefty  hopes,  that,  in 
opening  at  laft  their  eyes  to  the  dreadful  fituation  of  their  coun- 
try, they  will  difplay  all  the  energy  which  fuch  a  juft  caufe 
ought  to  infprre,  and  that  they  will  look  on  the  allied  troops 
aflembled  on  the  frontiers  as  their  protesters  and  true  friends, 
of  whom  Providence  will  favour  the  arms  ;  and  they  will  know 
how  to  reduce  to  their  juft  value  the  factious  who  have  put 
France  in  a  ftate  of  fermentation,  and  who  alone  will  be  re- 
fponfible  for  the  blood  which  their  criminal  enterprifes  may 
caufe  to  be  fhcd.w

Declaration  addrejfed  by  his  Mojt  Serene  Highnefs  the  Reigning  Duli 
of  Brunfwick  Lunenburg%  commanding  the  Combined  Armies  of 
their  Majefties  the  Emperor  and  King  of  Prujftat  addrejfed  to  toe 
Inhabitants  of  France* 

"  r~pHEIR  Majefties  the  Emperor  and  the  King  of  Pfuffia, 
X  having  entrufted  me  with  the  command  of  the  combined 
armies,  aflembled  on  the  frontiers  of  France,  I  think  it  my  duty 
to  inform  the  inhabitants  of  that  kingdom  of  the  motives  which 
have  influenced  the  cohduft  of  the  two  fovereigns,  and  of  the 
principles  by  which  they  are  guided* 

"  After  arbitrarily  fupprefling  the  rights,  and  invading  the  pot 
feflions  of  the  German  Princes  ia  Alface  and  Lorraine }  after 
having  difturbed  and  overthrown,  in  the  interior  part  of  the 
kindom,  all  order  and  lawful  government 5  after  having  been 
guilty  of  the  molt  daring  attacks,  and  having  had  recourfe  to  the 
lvoft  violent  meafures,  which  are  ftill  daily  renewed  againft  the 
facred  perfon  of  the  King,  and  againft  his  auguft  family — thole 
who  have  feized  on  the  reins  of  government  have,  at  length, 
filled  the  meafure  of  their  gnilt,  by  declaring  an  unjuft  war  againft 
his  Majefty  the  Emperor,  and  by  invading  his  provinces  of  the 
Low  Countries.  Some  of  the  pofleflions  belonging  to  the  Ger- 
man empire  have  been  equally  expofed  to  the  fame  oppreflion, 
and  many  others  have  only  avoided  the  danger,  by  yielding  to 
the  imperious  threats  of  the  domineering  party,  and  their 
emiffiiries. 

"  His  Majefty  the  King  of  Pruflia,  united  with  his  Imperial 
Majefty  in  the  bands  of  the  ftritteft  defenfive  alliance,  and  as 
preponderant  member  himfelf  of  the  Germanic  Body,  could  not 
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terufe  marching  to  the  affiftance  of  his  ally  and  his  co-eftates. 
It  is  under  this  double  relation  that  he  undertakes  the  defence  of 
that  Monarch  and  of  Germany. 

.  "  To  thcfe  high  interefts  is  added  another  important  object, 
md  which  both  Sovereigns  have  mod  cordially  in  view,  which  is  - 
to  put  an  end  to  that  anarchy  which  prevails  in  the  interior  parts 
of  France,  to  put  a  ftop  to  the  attacks  made  on  the  throne  and 
the  altar,  to  reftore  the  King  to  his  legitimate  power,  to  liberty, 
and  to  fafety,  of  which  he  is  now  deprived,  and  to  place  bim  in 
fiich  a  fituation  that  he  may  exercife  that  legitimate  authority  to 
which  he  is  entitled. 

"  Convinced  that  the  fbber  part  of  the  nation  deteft  the  ex- 
cefles  of  a  faction  which  has  enflaved  them,  and  that  the  majority 
of  the  inhabitants  wait  with  impatience  the  moment  when  fuc- 
cours  fhall  arrive,  to  declare  thcmfelves  openly  againft  the  odious 
cnterprifes  of  their  opprcflbrs ;  his  Majefty  the  Emperor,  and 
his  Majefty  the  King  of  Pruffia,  earneftly  invite  them  to  return 
without  delay,  into  the  paths  of  reafon  and  juftice,  of  order  and 
peace.  It  is  with  this  view  that  I,  the  underwritten,  General 
Commandant  in  Chief  of  the  two  armies,  do  declare — 

IC  i  ft,  That,  drawn  into  the  prefent  war  by  irrefiftible  cir- 
cuniftances,  the  two  allied  Courts  have  no  other  object  in  view 
than  the  welfare  of  France,  without  any  pretence  to  enrich  them- 
felres  by  making  conquefts. 

"  adly,  That  they  do  not  mean  to  meddle  with  the  internal 
government  of  France,  but  that  they  Amply  intend  to  deliver 
the  King,  the  Queen,  and  the  Royal  Family,  from  their  captivity, 
and  to  enfure  to  his  Mod  Chriflian  Majefty  that  fafety  which  is 
neceflary  for  his  making,  without  danger  and  without  obftacles, 
fuch  convocations  as  he  ihaiL  judge  proper,  and  for  endeavouring 
to  enfure  the  welfare  of  his  fubjects,  according  to  his  promifes, 
and  to  the  utmoft  of  his  power. 

"  i^Iy,  That  the  combined  armies  fhall  protect  the  towns, 
bourgs,  and  villages,  as  well  as  the  perfons  and  property  of  all 
thofe  who  (hall  lubmit  to  the  King;  and  that  they  will  concur  in 
the  reiteration  of  order  and  police  throughout  ail  France. 

"  4thlv,  That  the  national  guards  are  called  upon  to  prefer  ve, 
provifionally,  tranquillity  in  towns  and  in  the  country,  to  pro- 
vide for  the  peribnal  fafety  and  property  of  all  Frenchmen  fintil 
the  arrival  of  the  troops  belonging  to  their  Imperial  and  Royal 
Majeftics,  or  until  orders  be  given  to  the  contrary — on  pain  of 
being  perfonally  refponftble  :  That,  on  the  contrary,  fuch  national 
guards  as  fhall  fight  againft  the  troops  of  the  two  allied  Courts, 
and  who  (ball  be  taken  with  arms  in  their  hands,  (hall  be  treated 
as  enemies,  and  punifhed  as  rebels  to  their  King,  and  as  difturb- 
OT  of  the  public  peace. 
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«  5thly,  That  thc  General  Officers,  the  fubalternsi  and  foU 
diers,  of  the  regular  French  troops,  are  equally  called  upon  to 
return  to  their  former  allegiance,  and  to  fubmit  immediately  to 
the  King,  their  leigitimate  Sovereign. 

«  6thly,  That  the  members  of  departments,  diftrifts,  and  mil* 
nicipalities,  {hall  he  equally  refponfible,  on  pain  of  lofing  their 
heads  and  their  eftates,  for  all  the  crimes,  all  the  conflagrations! 
all  the  murders  and  the  pillage  which  they  {hall  fuffer  to  take 
place,  and  which  they  {hall  not  have,  in  a  public  manner,  at? 
tempted  to  prevent  within  their  refpeftive  territories  -,  that  they 
lhall  alio  be  obliged  to  continue  their  functions,  until  his  moft 
Chriftian  Majefty,  when  fet  at  full  liberty,  {hall  make  farther  ar- 
rangements, or  until  further  orders  be  given  in  his  name. 

"  7thly,  That  the  inhabitants  of  towns,  bourgsj  and  villages, 
who,  {hall  dare  to  defend  themfelves  againft  the  troops  of  their 
Imperial  and  Royal  Majefties,  and  to  fire  upon  them,  either  in 
open  country,  or  through  half  open  dotrs,  or  windows  of  their 
boufes,  {hall  be  punifhed  inftantly,  according  to  the  rigorous 
rules  of  war,  or  their  houfes  {hall  be  demoliftied  or  burned.  On 
the  contrary,  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid  towns,  bourgs,  an4 
Tillages,  who  {hall  readily  fubmit  to  their  King,  by  opening  their 
gates  to  the  troops  belonging  to  their  Majeftics,  {hall  be  imme- 
diately under  their  fafeguard  and  protection  $  their  eftates,  their 
property,  and  their  perfons,  {hall  be  fecured  by  the  laws,  and  each 
and  all  of  them  {hall  be  in  full  fafety. 

"  8thlyyThe  city  of  Paris,  and  all  its  inhabitants,  without 
diftin&ion,  {hail  be  called  upon  to  fubmit  inftantly  ajid  without 
delay  to  the  King,  to  fet  that  Prince  at  full  liberty,  and  to  enfure 
to  his  and  to  all  royal  perfons  that  inviolability  and  refpeft  which 
are  due,  by  the  laws  of  nature  and  of  nations,  to  Sovereigns  : 
Their  Imperial  and  Royal  Majefties  making  perfonally  refponiible 
for  all  events,  on  pain  of  lofing  their  heads,  purfuant  to  military 
trials,  without  hopes  of  pardon,  all  the  Members  of  the  National 
.Aflembly,  of  the  department,  of  the  diftrift,  of  the  municipality, 
and  of  the  national  guards  of  Paris,  juftices  of  peace,  and  others 
whom  it  may  concern ;  and  their  Imperial  and  Royal  Majefties 
further  declare,  on  their  faith  and  word  of  Emperor  and  King, 
that  if  the  palace  of  the  Thuilleries  be  forced  or  infulted—  if  the 
leaft  violence  be  offered,  the  leaft  outrage  done  to  their  Majefties, 
the  King,  the  Queen,  and  the  Royal  Family — if  they  be  not  im- 
mediately placed  in  fafety,  and  fet  at  liberty,  they  will  inflift  on 
thofe  who  {hall  defcrve  it  the  moft  exemplary  and  ever  memor- 
able avenging  puniftiments,  by  giving  up  the  city  of  Paris  to  mi- 
litary execution,  and  expofing  it  to  total  deftm&ion,  and  the  re* 
feels  who  {hall  be  guilty  of  illegal  refiftance,  {hall  fuffer  the  pu- 
pHhments  which  they  {hall  have  deferved :  Their  Imperial  and 
Royal  Majefties  promifc,  on  the  contrary,  to  all  the  inhabitants

of  the  city  of  Paris,  to  employ  their  good  offices  with  his  Moft 
Chriftian  Majefty,  to  obtain  for  them  a  pardon  for  their  infults 
and  errors,  and  to  adopt  the  moil  vigorous  xneafures  for  the  fecu- 
rity  of  their  perfons  and  property,  provided  they  fpeedily  and 
ftrictly  conform  to  the  above  injunctions. 

"  Finally,  their  Majefties  not  being  at  liberty  to  acknowledge 
iny  other  laws  in  France,  except  thofe  which  {hall  be  derived  from 
the  King,  when  at  full  liberty,  proteft  beforehand  again  ft  the  au- 
thenticity of  all  kinds  of  declarations  which  may  be  iflued  in  the 
name  of  the  King,  fo  long  as  his  facrcd  pcrfon,  and  that  of  the 
Queen  and  the  Princes  of  the  whole  Royal  Family,  (hall  not  be 
in  full  fafety :  And,  with  this  view,  their  Imperial  and  Royal  Ma- 
jefties invite  and  intreat  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  to  name  a 
town  in  his  kingdom,  neareft  to  the  frontiers,  to  which  he  would 
wifh  to  remove,  together  with  the  Queen  and  the  Royal  Family, 
under  a  ftrong  and  fafe  efcort,  whica  (hall  be  fent  for  that  pur- 
pofej  fb  that  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  may,  in  perfect  fafety, 
fend  for  fuch  Minifters  and  Counfellors  as  he  {hall  be  pleafed  to 
name,  order  fuch  convocations  as  he  (hall  think  proper,  and  pro- 
vide for  the  reftoration  of  order  and  the  regular  adininiftration 
of  his  kingdom. 

"  In  fine,  I  declare  and  promife  in  my  own  individual  name, 
and  in  my  above  quality,  to  caufe  to  be  obferved  every  where  by 
the  troops  under  my  command,  good  and  ftricl  discipline,  pro- 
mifing  to  treat  with  mildnefs  and  moderation  thofe  well-difpofed 
fubjects  who  (hail  fubmit  peaceably  and  quietly,  and  to  employ 
forces  againft  thofe  only  who  (hall  be  guilty  of  refiftance  or  of  ma* 
nifeft  evil  intentions. 

"  I  therefore  call  upon  and  expect  all  the  inhabitants  of  the 
kingdom,  in  the  moft  earneft  and  forcible  manner,  not  to  make 
any  oppofition  to  the  troops  under  my  command,  but  rather  to 
fufier  them  every  where  to  enter  the  kingdom  freely,  and  to 
afford  them  all  the  afliftance,  and  {hew  them  all  the  benevolence 
which  circumftances  may  require.

jefties  the  Emperor  and  the  King  of  Pruffia,  when  they  entrufted 
me  with  the  command  of  their  combined  armies. 

u  The  liberty  and  the  fafety  of  the  facred  perfons  of  the  King, 
of  the  Queenf  and  of  the  Royal  Family,  being  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal motives  which  have  determined  their  Imperial  and  Royal 
Majefties  to  act  in  concert,  I  have  made  known  by  my  faid  de- 
claration to  the  inhabitants  of  Paris,  my  refolve  to  inflict  on  them 
the  moft  terrible  punifhments,  if  the  lead  infult  fliould  be  offered 
to  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  for  whom  the  city  of  Paris  is  par- 
ticularly refponfible. 

"  Without  making  the  leaft  alteration  to  the  8th  article  of 
the  faid  declaration  of  the  25th  inftant,  I  declare,  beiides,  that 
if,  contrary  to  all  expectation,  by  the  perfidy  or  bafenefs  of  fome 
inhabitants  of  Paris,  the  King,  the  Queen,  or  any  other  perfon  of 
the  Royal  Family,  fhould  be  carried  off  from  that  city,  all  the 
places,  and  towns  whatfoever,  which  fhall  not  have  oppofed  their 
*  paflage,  and  (hall  not  have  flopped  their  proceeding,  fhall  incur 
the  fame  punifhment  as  thofe  inflicted  on  the  inhabitants  of  Paris, 
and  the  route  which  (hall  be  taken  by  thofe  who  carry  off  the 
King,  and  the  Royal  Family,  fhall  be  marked  with  a  feries  of 
exemplary  punifhment,  juftly  due  to  the  authors  and  abettors  of 
crimes  for  which  there  is  no  remiflion. 

"  All  the  inhabitants  of  France  in  general  are  to  take  warning 
of  the  dangers  with  which  they  are  threatened,  and  which  it  will 
be  impoffible  for  them  to  avoid  unlefs  they,  with  all  their  might, 
and  by  every  means  in  their  power,  oppofe  the  paflage  of  the 
King  and  the  Royal  Family,  to  whatever  place  the  factious  may 
•ttempt  to  carry  them.  Their  Imperial  and  Royal  Majefties  will 
not  allow  any  place  of  retreat  to  be  the  free  choice  of  his  Moft 
Chriftian  Majefty,  (in  cafe  he  fhould  comply  with  the  invitation 
which  has  been  made  him,)  unlefs  that  retreat  be  effected  under 
the  elcort  which  has  been  offered. 

«  All  declarations,  whatfoever,  in  the  name  of  his  Moft  Chris- 
tian Msjefty,  which  fhall  be  contrary  to  the  object  which  their 
Imperial  and  Royal  Majefties  have  in  view,  fhall  confequently  bfc 
confidered  as  null  and  without  effect.

Revolution.    Augup  4th,  1792. 

"JT^HEIR  Majefties  the  Emperor  an<l  King  of  Pruflia,  in 
JL  commencing  a  war,  occafioncd  by  the  moft  unjuft  and 
moft  imperious  circumftances,  have  fucceflivcly  and  fcparately 
published  the  particular  motives  of  their  conduct.  Animated, 
however,  by  a  regard  for  the  facred  interefts  of  humanity,  their 
Imperial  and  Royal  Majefties  thinking  it  not  fufneient  to  have 
'communicated  to  the  different  Courts  of  Europe  the  circum- 
fbnees  which  oblige  them  to  have  recourfe  to  arms,  coniider  it  as 
of  importance  to  their  glory,  and  the  happinefs  of  their  faithful 
fobjefls,  to  enlighten  all  nations  refpe&ing  the  caufes  and  effects 
of  the  late  deplorable  revolution  in  France,  and,  in  a  manifefto, 
toby  open  to  the  prefent  generation,  as  well  as  to  potter  ity,  their 
motives,  their  intentions,  and  the  difintercftednefs  of  their  per* 
ional  views. 

*  Taking  up  arms  for  the  purpofe  of  preferving  focial  and  po- 
litical order  among  all  poll  died  nations,  and  to  fecure  to  each 
State  its  religion,  happinefs,  independence,  territories,  and  real 
confutation,  it  is  to  be  prefumed  the  ufe  which  their  Imperial 
and  Royal  Majcfties  are  about  to  make,  for  the  general  fafety  of 
the  faces  committed  by  Providence  to  their  difpofal,  will  con- 
fole  mankind,  if  pofiible,  for  the  evils  to  which  war  hr.?  already 
expofedthem,  and  for  that  blood  which  the  diilurlx-rs  of  public 
tranquillity  may  yet  caufe  to  be  fhed.     In  this  hope  their  Ma- 
jcfties have  not  hefitated  to  give  to  all  nations,  and  to  all  indivi- 
duals, the  great  example  of  forgetting,  on  the  appearance  of 
'Common  danger,  their  ancient  divifions,   <;nd  their  private  con- 
cerns, that  they  may  attend  only  to  the  public  good,  in  a  criiis  fo 
important,  of  which  no  inltance  is  to  be  found  in  hi  (lory.    They 
think,  and  with  juftice,  that,  on  this  occafion,  nil  empires,  sr.d 
all  nates,  ought  to  be  unanimous,  and  that  all  fovercigns,  be- 
coming the  firm  guardians  of  the  huppind*  of  mankind,  cannot 
fail  to  unite  their  efforts,  in  order  to  ivfcne  a  numerous  naticn 
from  it  own  fury ;  to  prefcrve  Europe  from  the  return  of  barba- 
rity, and  the  univerfe  from  that  fubverfion  ai:d  anarchy  with 
which  it  is  threatened. 

w  However  celebrated  the  French  revolution  may  unhappily 
have  been,  a  manifefto  againft  it  011:4! it  to  exhibit  a  true  picture 
of  it;  and  it  is  by  facts  alone  that  the  public  can  be  enabled  to 
judge  of  this  grand  cauie  of  all  nations,  aclinic  faction  and  re- 
bellion- 

11  For  four  years  paft,  Europe  has  viewed  with  attention,  and 
beheld  with  increasing  indignation,    the  revolution   which  has 
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opprefled  France*  and  which  detains  in  captivity  an  augaft  mo* 
narch,  worthy  of  the  love  of  his  fubjecls,  and  entitled  to  tb€ 
efteem,  friendfhip,  and  fupport  of  all  fovercigns. 

"  Since  his  acceffion  to  the  throne,  it  is  well  known  that  his 
Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  has  teftified,  in  every  poflible  manner, 
his  affection  for  his  fubjects,  his  love  of  juftice,  his  conftanl 
and  fincere  defire  to  eftablifli  order  and  oeconomy  in  the  admin* 
ftration  of  his  finances,  and  his  honefty  towards  the  creditors  d 
the  nation.  To  make  perfonal  facrificcs  was  his  higheft  enjoy- 
ment, and  a  defire  of  complying  with  public  opinion  has  always 
determined  him  in  the  choice  of  his  meafures  :  Continually  era 
ployed  in  devifing  means  for  relieving  his  people,  and  for  know 
ing  and  gratifying  the  public  wimes,  he  has  erred  with  them  aix 
for  them;  obeyed  the  dictates  of  humanity  rather  than  thofe  0 
juftice ;  and  overlooked  their  faults,  in  hopes  that  they  would  re 
pair  them  without  rendering  it  necefiary  for  him  to  have  recoorf 
to  punifhment :  Calumny  itfelf  has,  however,  alwavs  refpecta 
his  intentions,  and  the  moft  criminal  and  audacious  fa£tioni 
while  attacking  his  foyereign  authority,  and  infulting  his  facro 
perfon,  ftruck  by  his  private  virtues,  have  neither  been  able,  no 
dared  to  deny  them. 

"  After  trying  in  vain  every  method  that  occured  to  him  o 
promoting  the  welfare  of  his  fubjefts,  of  difcharging  the  publi 
debt  of  the  nation— unfortunately  in  his  choice  of  his  meafura 
deceived  in  his  hopes,  and  difappointed  by  various  events— yc 
ftill  firm  in  his  benevolent  intentions,  and  encouraged,  thougl 
there  was  no  occafion  for  his  being  fo,  by  the  Queen  and  all  tb 
Royal  Family,  to  inceflantly  purfue  the  object  ot  his  wifhes,  th 
darling  paffion  of  his  heart,  the  happinefs  of  his  people,  Loui 
XVI.  not  finding  the  fuccour  which  he  fought  in  the  afiembl 
of  the  notables,  convoked  the  ftates-general  of  the  kingdon 
He  was  defirous  of  collecting  around  him,  in  the  three  orders  c 
the  monarchy,  all  his  fubjects,  and  to  afk  theinfelves  by  whs 
means  he  could  at  length  render  them  happy.  Scrupulous  eve 
in  the  form,  and  fearing  to  take  any  thing  upon  himfelf,  he  en 
deavoured  to  learn,  in  every  manner  pofiible,  the  public  opinio 
refpc&ing  the  calling  together  of  the  ftates-general ;  he  foun 
himfelf  compelled,  by  circumftances  which  his  goodnefs  and  maf. 
nanimous  loyalty  could  not  avoid,  to  change,  in  this  convocatioi 
the  ancient  form  followed  by  his  predecefibrs  * ;  he  figned,  witt 
out  diftruft,  orders,  iniidioufly  and  artfully  drawn  up,  which  ei 
dangercd  his  fovcreign  authority,  tended  to  excite  difcord,  an 
infinuatcd  difobedience  to  his  commands.  Under  thefe  fad 
aufpices,  the  ftates-general  met ;  and  one  of  the  beft  Kings

minal, aUeinbly,  thefe  valuable  words,  which  fovercigns,  who 
might  have  found  them  in  their  own  fentimcnts,  ftiil  take  a  plea- 
fiire  in  repeating : 

f  Every  thing  that  can  be  expe&ed  from  the  tenderefl  intereft 
in  the  happinefs  of  the  public — every  thing  that  can  be  required 
of  a  fovereign,  the  beft  friend  of  his  people,  you  may  and  ought 
to  hope  for  from  my  f  entiments  *.' 

*  Thefe  memorable  expreflions,  which  might  have  recovered 
die  xnoft  eftranged  hearts,  and  the  mod  alienated  minds,  and 
vhich  ought,  in  a  peculiar  manner,  to  have  infpircd  with  the  moft 
IWdy  gratitude,  a  people  loaded  with  kindnefs  by  their  King, 
vere  fcarcely  pronounced,  when  the  flgnal  of  revolt  was  given  on 
ill  fides.  One  of  the  three  orders,  converting  a  momentary 
cooceilion  into  right,  and  abullng  a  double  reprefentation,  the 
obje&of  vhich,  on  the  part  of  the  monarch,  was  to  increafe  h:s 
information,  without  increafing  his  preponderance,  wifhed,  by 
taking  the  lead,  to  fwallow  up  the  other  two,  and  to  bear  them 
down  by  its  weight.  In  vain  did  the  laws  of  the  monarchy,  the 
authority  of  precedent,  the  nature  of  things,  and  the  facred  and 
imprefcriptible  rights  of  each  order,  oppofe  this  ambitious,  unjuft, 
and  illegical  coniufion.  The  refiftance  of  the  two  firft  orders  w^re 
foon  overcome,  by  turning  againft  them  their  love  for  the  King; 
pppofing  the  danger  of  the  monarch  to  that  of  the  monarchy, 
pnd  exciting  a  revolt,  which  threatened  in  an  imminent  decree 
the  life  of  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majcfty.     On  the  report  of  a  dan- 

Er,  which  the  refiftance  of  the  two  fir  ft  orders  might  doubt  leis 
ve  defpifed,  had  it  threatened  only  them,  conltcruation  put  an 
txA  to  reafoning — there  was  no  longer  room  for  deliberation — it 
vas  neceflary  to  act.  The  nobility  and  clergy  rufhed  into  the 
riTembly,  with  the  third  eftate,  to  fave  France  from  the  moft  hor- 
rid of  crimes;  and  from  that  moment  the  ftates-gencral,  in  ceafing 
U  be  fncj  ceafed  to  cxift. 

u  The  monarchy  was  overturned  by  a  rm.d  and  tumultuous 
aflembly;  rebellious  fubjefts,  deputed  towards  the  i">vereigTi  to 
learn  his  decifions,  and  to  receive  his  laws,  dared  to  dict^e  to  him 
Others,  which  in  every  rcipeft  were  intolerable,  ai;«l  violently 
polled  down  that  throne  vhich  they  were  called  to  lupport* 
They  commenced  their  iacrilegious  ufurpition  by  violating  the 
oath  ihey  took  when  they  received  their  powers.  They  had  the 
audacity  to  ftile  themfelvcs  the  national  conjlitutut  ajfimbly,  as  if 
they  had  poflefied  a  right  to  couiutute  themil-ivcb  what  tiny 
Were  not  eftablifhed,  and  when  they  were  only  the  dt .-putie s  of 
the  aflemblies  of  the  bailiwicks,  the  r^al  renrcfentatives  of  the 
nation.    Perjured  in  refpeft  to  the  oath  of  iiJclity,  which  they

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rwore  to  the  King,  as  well  as  in  refpect  to  that  which  they  fwore 
to  their  constituents  ;  and  fubitituting  the  individual  will  of  their 
criminal  majority  to  the  imperative  letter  of  their  inftructionsp 
the  national  will,  expreiTed  in  all  the  bailiwicks,  they  rendered 
all  their  fubfequent  operations  abiblutely  null,  by  making  them* 
felves  fuperiour  to  theV  powers,  by  rendering  themfelves  indc* 
pendent  of  them,  and  by  alTuming  authorities  to  which  they  had 
no  title ;  they  treated  France  as  a  country  net  fubjeft  to  a  monar- 
chical form  of  government,  without  monarch,  and  without  laps» 
and  leagued  together  to  plunge  it  into  all  the  errors  of  nations 
almoin  yet  favage,  and  to  form  a  government   after  the  rude 
Sketches  of  infant  ftatcs,  making  their  firft  advances  towards  ci- 
vilization, and  which  at  prefent  would  mark  the  lad  ftage  of  their 
decline.     Like  all  ufurpers,  they  flattered  the  people,  in  order 
that  they  might  fubjett  them  to  obedience  \  afiigned  to  thein  a 
fovercignty,  with  a  view  of  converting  it  to  their  own  purpofes  } 
fpoke  to  them  of  the  rights  of  man,  while  they  were  filent  re- 
fpefting  their  duty,  and  employing,  according  to  the  dictates  ot 
their  turbulent  and  deftructive  ambition,  the  poinards  of  aflat 
fins,  and  the  flames  of  revolt  ;  and  taking  advantage  of  the  pre- 
judices and  paflions  of  the  multitude,  they  fucceflively  called  to 
their  affiitance  famine  and  abundance  to  incenfe  the  populace. 
that  they  might  afterwards  feduce  and  govern  them ;  and  to  ada 
to  the  horror  of  their  proceedings,  they  caufed  the  virtuous  mo- 
narch, who  had  convoked  them,  to  be  accuicd  of  thole  very 
crimes  which  they  themfelves  had  committed. 

"  Alarmed  at  the  dangers  which  furrounded  him,  and  fore- 
feeing  the  afflicting  evils  which  were  preparing  for  his  peoplfj 
bis  Sloft  Chriflian  Majefty  in  vain  endeavouring  to  avert  them.-* 
Conceilions,  rendered  prudent  by  ncceflity  *,  and  the  urgency  ol 
circumftanccs,  which  were  fully  approved  by  the  inftructions  ol 
all  the  bailiwicks,  and  confequently  by  all  Frenchmen,  encreafed 
that  third  for  reigning  witii  which  the  ufurping  aflembly  was 
inflamed. 

"  All  France,  deceived  and  mi  fled  by  the  mod  infamous  im- 
pofturcs,  was  the  feme  day  inltantly  in  armsf.  The  people 
imagined  that  they  were  taking  them  up  to  oppofe  robbers,  anc 
thole  robbers  turned  them  againft  the  King.  From  that  moincnl 
the  fovereign  authority  was  annihilated ;  and  the  inconteftiblc  right 
of  the  two  iirft  orders  J  were  lacririced  to  nourilh  the  deftruo 
tive  ardour  of  the  confpirators.

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teftors  had  brought  to  the  cro^n  on  dv  !r  acceflion  to  the  throne. 
The  parliaments,  the  ft, •.;.;•.  ,rn  court-  rh:  *r.tcs  of  the  provinces* 
and  all  the  political  bjditi,  uluioir  as  ancient  as  the  monarchy, 
which  in  turns  fupportcd  and  moderated  its  power,  which  were 
feurities  to  the  people  for  the  juftice  of  the  monarch,  and  fecu* 
tides  to  the  monarch  for  the  fidelity  of  his  fubjefts,  were  buried 
tader  the  ruins  of  the  throne.  Religion  alfo  was  involved  in 
the  fame  general  wreck.  Its  property  was  fcized ;  its  altars  were 
Dterturned ;  its  temples  profaned,  fold,  or  dcmolifhed ;  and  its 
minifters  perfecuted,  and  continually  placed  in  fuch  a  fituation, 
that  they  mull  either  violate  the  dictates  of  their  confciencesa 
or  fubmit  to  death,  commit  perjury,  or  fuffer  punifhment,  often 
itfigned  themfelves  as  victims,  in  order  that  they  might  avoid 
die  commiflion  of  a  crime. 

u  Thus  attacking  Heaven  itfelf,  an  impious  fell  vilified  all  re- 
Hnons,  under  a  pretence  of  toleration,  and  permitted  all  modes 
of  worship  in  fufFering  them  all  to  be  oppreffed,  and  offering 
equal  violations  to  them  all.  In  their  room,  they  fubftituted 
political  irreligion,  without  comfort  for  the  unfortunate,  without 
morality  for  the  vicious,  and  without  any  check  for  crimes. 
Nay,  crimes  themfelves  were  every  where  tolerated,  encouraged, 
rewarded.  Infurreftion  was  confecrated*  as  the  moft  facred 
duties.  Solemn  and  public  fcflivals  were  decreed  in  honour  of 
the  bafeft  and  greateft  criminals-f .  Every  fpecits  of  villainy  was 
permitted  under  the  name  of  patriotifm.  France  was  inundated 
with  blood — flames  covered  it  with  ruins — and  ftrangers  beheld 
with  horror  and  conftcrnation  that  country,  whofelaws,  man- 
ners, politenefs,  profperity,  and,  above  all,  its  fidelity  to  its  kings, 
were  fo  much  boafted  of;  and  which,  by  a  frightful  revolution, 
Was  fuddenly  converted  into  a  land  of  difcord,  profcription,  exile, 
conflagration,  and  carnage,  and  where  every  violence  was  per- 
mitted with  impunity.  Inflamed  with  an  infatiable  ardour  of 
exercifing  this  pretended  fovereignty  of  the  people,  each  wifhed 
to  govern,  and  to  divide  the  bloody  remnants  of  the  fupreme 
wthority.  Hence  arofe  innumerable  aflemblies  of  electors,  muni- 
cipalities, cantons,  diftrifts,  and  departments.  Hence  thofe  fatal 
tins  from  which  intrigue  fcandaloufly  procured  the  moft  fhame- 
fid  elections ;  that  general  lottery  of  all  places,  all  public  func- 
tions, of  the  epifcopacy  itfelf,  and  other  church  dignities,  in  which 
violence,  deception,  and  dcifm,  obtained  almoft  the  whole  prizes. 
Hence  focieties  of  confpirators  and  enthuiiafts,  ftifling  and  fup- 
prtffing,  by  persecution  and  popular  punifhmenr,  the  voice  and 
Opinion  of  honeft  men.    Hence  the  galleries,  domineering  over

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the  ufurplng  aflembly;  and  the  delirium  of  the  aflembly  itfel& 
which  thought  it  enjoyed  authority,  when  it  only  fervilely  otttyed 
the  impulfe  of  fanatics  and  madmen  without  doors,  and  was  fub- 
je&ed  to  the  fickle  pafiions  of  the  people. 

"  In  this  general  and  fyftematic  anarchy,  created  by  the  molt 
execrable  and  profound  art,  thoufands  of  victims  were  facrificed 
in  all  quarters,  and  provinces  and  whole  towns  were  given  up 
without  mercy  to  the  mod  ihocking  barbarities. — Every  one  who 
was  fufpe&ed,  was  configned  to  dcltru&ion. — Every  one  who  was 
moderate,  was  confidercd  as  criminal. — All  thofe  who  had  pro- 
perty to  make  them  objects  of  plunder,  were  denounced  as  ene- 
mies of  the  public  good ;  and,  in  a  word,  amidft  accufations 
commanded,  folicited,  and  paid  for ;  in  the  midft  of  committees 
of  refearch,  clubs,  aflemblics  of  all  kinds,  and  national  prifons, 
into  which  tyranny  arbitrarily  crowded  faithful  fubje&s,  whom 
judges,  even  chofen  by  the  factious,  could  not  condemn,  and 
dared  not  acquit ;  amidft  the  agitation  of  ail  paflions,  excited  at 
the  fame  time,  virtue  alone  was  a  crime,  eftablifhcd  right  was 
ufurpation,  and  every  one  was  a  fovereign,  except  the  fovereign 
himfelf. 

"  The  organ  of  the  factious,  the  mayor  of  Paris,  had  the 
impudence  infolently  to  tell  his  King  and  matter,  that  the  people 
had  conquered  him.  The  people,  indeed,  detained  their  monarch 
a  captive  in  their  kingdom;  and  his  days,  perhaps,  would  not 
have  been  prolonged,  but  by  the  forced  and  falutary  efcape  of 
one  of  his  brothers,  and  Princes  of  the  blood. 

"  The  monarch  and  monarchy,  however,  ftill,  in  appearance, 
fubiiftcd ;  odious  and  intolerable  decrees  having  taken  place  to 
the  Ample  obfervations  of  his  mod  Chriftian  Majefty.  The 
revolters  were  irritated  at  this  refource  of  juftice  and  reafon. 
The  moft  criminal  attempts  were  projected.  A  number  of  fedi- 
tious  perfons  hurried  to  Verfaillcs ;  the  caftle  was  forced.  The 
King,  expofed,  as  well  as  the  Queen  and  Royal  Family,  to  every 
outrage,  every  crime,  and  unheard-of  attacks,  thought  only  of 
{paring  the  blood  of  his  people ;  and  the  tears  which  he  would 
not  have  fhed  for  himfelf,  moiftcned  the  bodies  of  the  generous 
and  faithful  guards  who  had  been  inhumanly  butchered  on  the 
fteps  of  the  throne.  Providence,  whicli  watches  over  the  deftiny 
of  kings  and  nations,  faved  at  length  his  Majefty,  with  the  Queen 
and  auguft  Family,  from  this  horrible  confpiracy ;  and  if  the  cri- 
minals who  were  the  authors  of  the  execrable  atrocities  committed 
on  the  night  between  the  5th  and  6th  of  Oftober,  1789,  have 
hitherto  enjoyed  an  odious  impunity,  the  Divine  Juftice  has  doubt- 
lefs  deferred  their  punifhment,  in  order  to  referve  to  all  fovereignSt 
offended  againft  in  the  perfons  of  their  moft  Chriftian  Majeftics, 
the  inflicting  of  the  moft  ftriking  and  exemplary  vengeance  on 
the  guilty. 

«  Efcaped 
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*  Efcaped  from  the  mod  imminent  dangers,  his  moll  Chriftian 
Najefty  at  length  thought  of  freeing  himfelf  from  that  captivity 
in  which  he  was  detained,  and  of  placing  his  facred  perfon  in  a 
place  of  fafety,  by  retiring  to  the  frontiers  of  France.  He  hoped 
that  he  ftiouid  then  be  able  to  exert  himfelf  with  more  effect  in 
bringing  back  his  fubje&s  to  a  fenfe  of  duty,  and  in  faving  the 
monarchy ;  and  by  yielding  to  the  moft  imperious  of  all  laws, 
filffrefirrvaiiox,  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  meant  folcmnly  to  have 
protefted  againft  all  thofe  a&s  to  which  he  had  confented  during 
his  captivity. — But  Providence,  which  in  its  wifdom  often  de- 
ranges, for  the  inftruftion  of  mankind,  the  beft  concerted  plans, 
did  not  permit  a  refolution  fo  juft,  fo  lawful,  and  fo  neccflary  to 
the  happinefs  of  France,  to  be  fuccefsfully  executed.     An  infa- 
mous town,  the  name  of  which  pofterity  will  never  pronounce 
lot  with  horror,  the  juft  and  terrible  punifhment  of  which  will 
fore  as  an  example  to  all  rebellious  and  facrilegious  towns  that 
nay  ever  have  the  criminal  madnefs  to  wifh  to  imitate  it,  and  to 
attempt  the  liberty  of  their  fovereign— this  town  had  the  auda- 
city to  arreft  their  King.     By  a  fignal  he  wight  have  overcome 
this  obiiacle,  but  in  that  cafe  it  would  have  been  neceflary  to  (lied 
blood ;  and  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  has  proved,  upon  all  oc- 
casions, that  he  would  rather  fuller  dc.it h  himfelf  than  expofe 
the  lives  of  his  fubjefts.     The  return  made  to  this  generoiity, 
goodnefs,  and  fignal  magnanimity,  was,  that  he  was  con  due*  ted, 
amidft  a  thoufand  dangers,  and  a  thouland  outrages  continually 
renewed,  back  to  his  capital,  to  be  there  imprifoncd  in  his  palace, 
in  virtue  of  a  decree  pafled  by  the  ulurping  aflcmbiy ;  to  be  there 
fnfpcnded  from  his  authority,  as  if  any  power  upon  earth  had  a 
right  of  palling  fo  infamous  and  odious  a  fentence,  and  at  length 
to  be  reduced  to  the  alternative  of  forfeiting  the  throne,  or  fub- 
mitting  to  the  moft  pitiable  conceflions,  that  is  to  fay,  the  alter* 
native  of  a  civil  war,  which  would  have  converted  France  into  an 
jmmenfe  grave,  or  the  acceptance  of  a  conftitution,  dictated  by 
the  mean  populace  to   perjured  wretches  without  legal  power, 
and  deprived  themfelves  of  their  liberty,  when  furrounded  by 
poignards,  conflagrations,  and  all  thofe  convulfions  which  are 
natural  confequences  of  anarchy  and  revolt. 

*  The  King  of  France,  had  he  enjoyed  perfeft  freedom,  would 
doabtlefs  have  confulted  only  the  honour  of  his  crown,  the  in- 
tereft  of  his  people,  his  proteftation  of  the  20th  of  June,  1791* 
and  his  religion,  which  they  endeavoured  to  make  him  renounce. 
Had  he  enjoyed  freedom,  by  making  a  generous  facrifice,  he  would 
certainly  have  refigned  life,  had  it  been  neceflary,  to  refcue  his 
people  from  that  pretended  conftitution,  with  which  they  were 
loaded ;  but  all  Europe  knows,  that  his  refilling  to  accept  it  would 
have  caufed  the  three  faithful  guards  who  were  arrefted  with  him 
II  Varennes  to  be  maflacrcd  before  his  eyes ;  that  a  famine 
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created  on  purpofe  already  prefaged  the  «ioft  horrid  attempts } 
that  the  murder  of  all  the  Royal  Family  was  refolved  on  by  the 
eonfpirators ;  that  fuch  of  the  nobility  and  clergy  as  in  France 
remained  faithful  to  their  God  and  to  their  King,  would  have 
been  inftantly  butchered,  and  that  foreign  powers  would  havo 
had  to  punifli  thoufands  of  criminals  and  regicide  monfters. 

"  A  ray  of  hope,  which  ftili  Teemed  to  beam  forth  in  the 
heart  of  his  mod  Chriftian  Majefty,  made  him  doubtlefs  enter* 
tain  an  idea  that  the  factious  would  foon  repent ;  and  he  probably 
flattered  himfelf,  that  by  this  laft  act  of  condefcenfion  he  fhould 
be  able  to  difarm  their  fury,  and  diflipate  that  fatal  cloud  of 
error  by  which  they  were  blinded.  The  nullity  of  his  accepti 
ance,  fully  demonftratcd  by  thofc  rigorous  circumftanccs  which 
imperioufly  commanded  it,  fufficiently  deftroyed  the  inconve* 
niences  of  it.  He  wifhed,  as  he  himfelf  declared*,  that  the 
conftitution  might  be  judged  by  experience.  In  a  word,  he  was 
obliged  either  to  accept  it,  or  condemn  France  to  commit  exe* 
crable  crimes,  to  abandon  it  to  all  the  horrors  of  civil  war,  and 
to  bury  it  entirely  under  its  own  rums. 

"  The  King  figned  it,  but  his  hand  at  that  time  was  in  chains. 
The  aft  which  he  performed  was  invalid.  The  proteAation  of  the 
20th  of  June  had  previoufly  annulled  it.  A  prifoner  can  enter 
into  no  engagement,  can  fancTion  nothing,  nor  accept  of  any 
thing ;  and  a  monarch,  who  is  reduced  to  the  necefllty  of  writing 
that  he  is  free,  is  not  fo  in  reality.  All  powers,  filled  with  indig- 
nation at  this  horrid  fpeftacie,  had  already  concerted  meafures 
for  avenging  the  honour  of  the" diadem. — His  late  Imperial  Ma* 
jefty,  by  his  circular  letter,  written  from  Padua-|*,  invited  all  the 
powers  of  Europe  to  form  a  confederation  for  this  purpofe.  The 
convention  of  Filnitz  determined  thofe  circumftanccs  which  made 
their  Imperial  and  Prufiian  Majefties  to  have  recourfe  to  arms; 
but  the  acceptation  of  his  mod  Chriftian  Majefty,  though  forced, 
and  confequently  null,  feemed  to  promife  a  new  order  of  things : 
it  rendered  the  danger  lefs  threatening^ ,  and  the  latter  events 
feemed  to  afford  hopes  refpefting  the  future.  It  appeared  that 
the  greater  part  of  the  French  nation,  ftruck  with  the  evils  which 
they  liad  prepared  for  themfelves,  were  returning  to  more  mode- 
rate principles,  began  to  acknowledge  the  neceflity  of  maintaining 
that  form  of  government  which  was  alone  proper  for  a  great  ftate, 
and  to  teftify  a  defire  of  reftoring  to  the  throne  that  dignity  and 
influence  which  belong  to  monarchical  governments.  His  Impe- 
rial Majefty  was  not  completely  fatisfied  with  thefe  appearances  } 
but  he  wifhed,  as  well  as  the  other  powers  united  with  him,  to

try  the  effefts  of  a  little  longer  delay,  to  avoid,  if  poflible,  that 
difagreeable  extremity,  to  which  all  powers  feel  themfelves  now 
obliged  to  have  recourfe.  A  prodigious  number,  however,  of 
furiifuf  Frenchmen,  banifhed  from  their  country  by  crimes  which 
they  had  feen,  and  of  which  they  were  the  objects,  imploring  ia 
rain  at  home  timid  or  corrupt  judges,  and  laws,  which,  in  order 
to  opprefs  them,  were  made  to  fpeak,  or  be  filcnt,  as  might  be 
moft  favourable  to  the  revolution,  ranged  themfelves  under  the 
fanner  of  honour,  duty,  and  fidelity,  with  Monfieur  the  Count 
d'Artois,  and  other  princes  of  the  blood,  who,  like  them,  had 
been  forced  to  exile  themfelves  from  their  country. 

u  A  new  ufurping  aflembly,  which  feemed  to  pride  itfelf  in 
fnrpafiing  the  excefles  of  the  preceding,  dared  to  treat  the  royal 
Majcfty  with  ftill  greater  infults*,  added  weight  to  his  chains, 
encouraged  more  than  ever  the  effervefcence  of  thofe  popular 
focieties  which  domineered  over  him,  multiplied  the  dangers 
around  his  throne,  were  incenfed  at  the  hofpitable  reception 
granted  by  foreign  Princes  to  the  French  emigrants-}-,  and  in- 
tuited, with  intolerable  licentioufnefs,  all  the  fovereigns  of  Europe* 
In  violation  of  their  own  laws,  and  contrary  to  their  pretended 
renunciation  of  making  conquefls,  they  invaded  the  Compte  of 
Avignon,  the  Bifhopric  of  Bale,  pretended  to  fet  an  arbitrary 
pecuniary  valuation  on  the  facred  property  which  they  had,  in 
Lorrain  and  Alface,  forcibly  taken  from  fcveral  princes  and  States 
of  the  empire,  and  were  offended  becaufe  the  police  in  all  the 
neighbouring  countries  fupprefled  thofe  inflammatory  writings 
which  they  induftrioufly  circulated,  and  punifhed  thofe  miflio- 
fiaries  of  revolt  whom  they  every  where  difperfed  to  corrupt  the 
people,  and  to  incite  them  to  attack  private  property,  to  dethrone 
Ungs,  and  abolifh  all  religions.  Their  audacity  encreafing,  by 
remaining  hitherto  unpunifhed,  and  rendered  more  violent  by 
the  moderation  of  neighbouring  princes,  this  aflembly,  in  their 
delirium,  conceived  the  project  of  extending  their  usurpation, 
and  the  licentious  principles  of  the  French  to  the  Germanic  em- 
pire, and,  without  doubt,  to  the  whole  world  A  miniftry,  whom 
they  obliged  his  moft  Chriftian  Majcfty  to  accept,  became  the 
organ  of  their  fecret  views,  and  of  views  well  known  to  all 
popular  focieties. 

«  Explanations  were  required  from  the  court  of  Vienna,  and 
given  with  that  clearnefs,  preciflon,  and  minutenefs,  which  be- 
came the  candour  and  dignity  of  his  Apoftolic  Majefty,  the  King 
pf  Bohemia  and  Hungary:  Being  in  every  refpeft  fatisfa&ory, 


of  Monday,  February  6>  1791,  which  determines,  that,  in  writing  to  the 
Xing,  the  prefident  Hull  follow  the  formula  adopted  by  the  King  in  writing  to  the 
•frmbiy. 
f  Diinatrhai  of  Prise*  de  Kianitt  to  If.  dc  Flumeodorfij  February  17,  179s* 
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they  could  difplcafe  only  an  aflembly  and  lociefties  who  wiflied  to 
difturb  the  public  peace,  and  who,  by  intrigues  and  criminal 
manoeuvres,  obliged  the  King  to  yield  to  the  violent  impulfe  of 
his  miniftry  and  the  aflembly,  and,  contrary  to  all  juftice,  con- 
trary to  all  reafon,  and  contrary  to  the  evident  intereft  of  France* 
to  declare  war  again  A:  his  neighbour,  his  relation,  and  his  gooc( 
and  faithful  ally  the  King  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia.  The  tilurp-. 
ing  afTembly  flattered  themfelves  that  they  could  fubdue  Europe* 
as  they  had  fubdued  France,  by  corrupting  their  troops,  feducing 
their  fubje&s,  and  rendering  odious  the  paternal  authority  of 
fovereigns  •,  by  commanding  crimes ;  by  giving  rewards  to  thole 
who  committed  them  ;  by  irritating  and  flattering  the  paflions  of 
the  people ;  and,  in  a  word,  by  diflblving  all  the  bonds  of  moral 
and  political  fociety.  They  flattered  themfelves,  above  all,  that 
they  fhould  revive  and  propagate  that  error  which  had  milled  the 
provinces  of  the  Auftrian  Netherlands ;  they  trufted  they  fhould 
carry  thither  the  flames  of  infurreclion ;  And  there  a  number  of 
partizans ;  devour  the  rich  patrimony  of  the  churches ;  feize  on 
the  property  of  the  nobility  j  abolifh  the  lawful  authorities  of 
the  States ;  and,  as  they  caufed  to  be  repeated  with  complaifancc 
by  the  miniftry  of  their  will",  they  wilhed  to  carry  away  the 
fpecie  of  the  Low  Countries,  and  to  replace  it  with  that  paper 
rnonev  which  circulates  on  the  credit  of  violence ;  which  is  ft- 
cured  only  by  ufurped  property  •,  and  which,  by  its  difcredit  at 
home,  is  fufficiently  proved  to  be  illegal.  They  thus  trufted  that 
they  fhould  be  able  to  reward  the  crimes  of  their  fatellites,  and 
the  activity  of  their  patriotic  agents,  with  the  fpoiis  of  their 
neighbours,  and  the  riches  of  a  peaceful  and  induftrious  people* 
On  this  criminal  balls,  deteftable  in  the  eyes  of  all  nations,  they 
founded  their  wifh  for  war,  as  well  as  their  plan  for  executing  it  | 
and  they  congratulated  themfelves  for  having  extorted  this  pro* 
pofal  from  a  juft  monarch,  whofe  whole  live  has  attefted  his  love 
*  for  juftice,  his  fidelity  towards  his  allies,  and  his  ardent  defire 
for  preferving  the  tranquillity  cf  Europe* 

"  The  triumph  of  the  aflembly,  however,  was  not  of  long 

duration.     Providence,  in  blefling  the  arms  of  a  fovereign,  un- 

juftly  attacked,  defervedly  punifhed  thofe  rebellious  troops  to 

their  King,  who,  detaining  him  prifoner  in  Paris,  came,  in  hb 

'  name,  to  make  war  on  his  allies. 

"  The  army  of  the  French  revolters,  beat  at  Tournay  and 
Mons,  and  defeated  at  Florenne  and  Grifnille,  attempted  an  invat- 
lion  of  Flanders,  an  open  and  defencelefs  country  ;  but  being  foon 
after  obliged  to  retire,  the  ufurping  afTembly-^  were  taught  that 
his  Apoftolic  Majefty  had  none  but  courageous  foldiers,  as  well  aa

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faithful  fubje&s,  and  that  nothing  of  their  projects  remained  to 
that  rebellious  army,  but  the  fhame  of  having  conceivd  th?m  *,  the 
ignominy  of  having  maflacred,  with  a  civic  joy,  the  unfortunate 
prifoners  who  had  done  their  duty ;  and  the  opprobrium  of  hav- 
ing burnt  at  Courtray,  without  advantage,  without  object,  and 
Cfen  without  military  pretence,  the  habitations  and  property  of 
three  hundred  families,  againft  whom  they  had  no  caufc  of  com- 
plaint. But  other  enjoyments  recompenced  the  ulurping  aflembly 
for  thefe  checks.  Contrary  to  the  exprefs  letter  of  their  own 
(  bws,  without  procefs,  and  without  previous  accufation ;  without 
i  hearing  him,  or  any  perfon  for  him,  the  aflembly  had  unjuftly 
1  dUmified,  and  removed  from  the  King's  perfon,  an  irreproachable 
guard ;  and  invited  banditti  from  all  the  provinces  to  their  afiift- 
ittce.  Thefe  famous  banditti,  whole  names  muft  be  handed  down 
with  infamy  to  the  remotcft  ages,  as  if  they  wifhed  to  try  the 
firength  and  energy  of  the  villainy  of  their  agents,  caufed  the  afy- 
Inm  of  the  King  to  be  violated  on  the  2cth  of  June  1792 ;  and  the 
moft  atrocious  crimes  would  have  been  then  committed,  had  not 
the  majefty  of  the  monarch,  his  virtues  and  his  firmnefs,  over- 
awed a  hand  of  regicides,  whofe  arms  were  evidently  paid  and 
directed.  All  France,  who  in  juftice  ought  to  be  feparated  from 
the  factious,  turned  alide  with  horror  from  that  execrable  day, 
and  demanded  that  punifhment  might  be  inflicted  on  the  guilty. 
Bat  he  who  refufes  to  punifh  crimes  is  alone  criminal  *,  and 
Europe  cannot  be  miftaken  rdpecting  the  authors  of  thefe  out- 
rages- 
"  Such  then  is  the  French  revolution,  unjuft  and  illegal  in  its 

principle,  horrid  in  the  means  by  which  it  was  effected,  and  dif- 
aftrous  in  its  confequences. 

u  Their  Imperial  and  Royal  Majefties,  who  can  no  longer  de- 
lay to  fulfil  their  mutual  engagements,  to  deliver  mankind  from 
lb  many  excefles,  have  conlidered  this  revolution  under  the  fol- 
lowing points  of  view : 

"  1.  As  it  perfonally  regards  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty. 

M  2.  As  it  refpects  the  French  nation. 

w  3.  As  it  refpects  the  Princes  of  Germany  who  have  poflef- 
fiens  in  France. 

«  4.  As  it  refpects  the  tranquillity  of  Europe,  and  the  happi- 
ndk  of  all  nations. 

L  On  the  Revolution,  as  it  perfonally  regards  his  moft  Chriftian 

Majefty. 
"  The  whole  world  knows,  that  it  was  eflential  to  the  French 
monarchy,  and  the  unanimous  wifh  expreffed  in  the  inftructions 
of  the  bailiwicks,  that  the  King  of  France  fhould  be  legislator  ; 
that  he  fhould  have  the  full  and  entire  difpofal  of  the  army ;  that 
^fhould caufe  juftice  to  be  adminiftered  to  his  iubjects ;  that  he 

fhould 
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ftould  have  the  right  of  making  peace  and  war ;  and,  in  a  Word 
that  plenitude  of  power  which  belongs  to  fovereignty.  But  it  \ 
alfo  known,  that  an  ufurping  affembly,  leaving  him  the  title  a 
King,  which  they  confidered  as  a  gratification,  deprived  him  ab 
folutely  of  royal  authority ;  that,  reduced  to  be  the  executor  o 
their  will  *,  their  fervile  and  paflive  orga/i,  he  had  not  even  thj 
right  of  propofing  the  moft  neceflary  lawsf;  that  he  had  ni 
longer  any  authority  over  the  fca  and  land  forces  { ;  that  the  rigb 
of  making  peace  and  war  was  taken  from  him  § ;  that  he  was  d# 
prived  of  the  power  of  electing  mngiftrates  |l;  and  that  not  enjoy 
ing  even  the  power  of  going  wherever  be  pleafed^  which  the  confii 
tution  fecures  to  all  citizens,  his  moil  Chriftian  Majefty  was  fbrcef 
to  refide  near  the  pretended  lcgiflative  body  **•,  and  that  the  chaii 
which  detained  him  could  not  be  extended  farther  than  the  dtf 
tance  of  twenty  miles. 

"  The  fupreme  authority  in  France  being  never-ceafing  and 
indivifible,  the  King  could  neither  be  deprived,  nor  voluntaril] 
diveft  himfelf  of  any  of  the  prerogatives  of  royalty,  becaufe  1m 
is  obliged  to  tranfmit  them  entire  with  his  crown  to  his  fac 
ceflbrs. 

«c  He  could  be  dethroned  only  by  an  abdication  }  but  the  aft 
which  he  committed  cannot  even  be  confidered  as  a  partial  abd* 
cation,  becaufe  he  could  not  diveft  himfelf  of  the  crown,  but  tc 
inveft  the  prefumptive  heir,  and  becaufe  the  efiential  condition  gl 
the  validity  of  fuch  an  act  would  be  a  full  and  entire  liberty  whicl 
did  not  exift,  and  this  it  is  perfectly  notorious  that  his  moll 
Chriftian  Majefty  never  enjoyed.  It  is  well  known  that  the  vk>i 
lence,  outrages,  and  dangers  with  which  his  people  were  threat 
cned,  and  on  account  of  which  he  was  continually  harafled,  nevq 
futFered  him  to  be  in  freedom  a  moment.  How  then  could  the 
fovereigns  of  Europe  acknowledge  a  revolution  which,  to  tbc 
fcandal  of  the  whole  world,  dethrones  a  puiflant  and  juft  monarch; 
continualy  deftroys  his  liberty,  endangers  his  life  as  well  as  tip 
lives  of  the  Queen  and  Royal  Family  ;  and  which,  by  an  univer- 
fal  fyftem  of  anarchy,  would  force  all  fovereigns,  though  the  ho- 
nour of  their  diadems  did  not  render  it  a  duty,  to  confidcr  ai 
perfonal  outrages  to  each  of  them  individually,  all  thofc  whi<£] 
have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be,  offered  to  their  moft  Chriftian 
Majcfties  ?  Warned  by  the  examples  of  the  paft ;  by  the  dayij 
above  all,  of  July  13th,  14th,  and  17th;  by  thofe  of  October  5tt

by  the  oath  of  liberty  taken  by  a  captive  monarch  on  the  4th  of 
February,  1790;  by  the  fcandalous  atrocities  committed  even  in 
the  apartment  of  the  King,  February  28th,  1791,  on  his  moil 
faithful  fervants,  by  the  ferocious  infults  of  a  hired  mob  and  licen- 
tious foldiery,  offered  for  three  hours  fucceffively  on  his  mod 
jQ&riftun  Majefty  and  family,  in  his  palace  on  the  18th  of  April, 
1791ft  by  the  unpardonable  detention  of  Mefdames,  the  King's 
jmnts,  in  the  town  of  Arnay-le-Duc,  though  they  had  conde- 
fcended  to  provide  thcmiclves  with  pafTports  which  the  new  laws 
did  not  even  then  require  from  private  individuals ;  by  the  dif- 
rfrous  events  of  the  month  of  June  1791 ;  by  the  fufpenfion  of 
the  royal  guard,  and  the  attempts  of  the  20th  of  June,  1792  ;  by 
the  odious  decree  of  accufation  againft  the  King's  brothers,  the 
forced  fan&ioning  of  which  was  an  equal  outrage  to  nature,  juilice, 
and  fupreme  authority ;  warned,  in  fhort,  by  the  impunity  of  fo 
many  crimes,  their  Imperial  and  Royal  Majeures  have  already 
protefted,  and  now  proteil  againft  all  a<fts,  declarations,  and  let- 
ters which  his  molt  ChrilHan  Majefly  may  fuffer  to  be  furprifed  or 
extorted  from  him,  until  he  {hall  be  placed  in  full  liberty  with  his 
whole  family,  under  a  guard  of  their  Imperial  and  Royal  Majeft 
tics'  troops,  in  fuch  a  frontier  city  of  his  kingdom  as  he  (hall 
think  proper  to  choofc,  and  be  enabled  in  iafety  to  make  known 
his  fupreme  and  definitive  intentions,  and  to  realize  the  vows 
which  he  has  always  exprefled  for  their  happinefs,  liberty,  and 
profperity. 

II.  Of  the  Revolution  of  it  refyetls  the  French  Nation, 

M  The  revolution  conlidercd,  as  it  refpects  the  French  nation, 
bfiead  of  being  its  work,  is  evidently  its  fcourge ;  the  object  of 
its  grief  and  regret  j  the  fource  of  all  its  evils;  and  would  be  eter- 
nally its  fhame  and  difyrace,  were  it  not  proved,  in  a  thoufand 
different  manners,  that  this  illuftrious  nation  itfelf  abhors  the 
fcftions  by  which  it  is  torn  ;  that  it  loves  its  King  ;  that  it  wiihes 
to  preferve  its  religion  by  favouring  toleration  ;  that  it  fifths  after 
the  moment  when  it  (hall  be  delivered  from  the  vilifying  yoke 
trader  which  it  groans^  and  that  if  foreign  powers  did  not  coma 
to  its  afiiftance,  abandoned  to  its  fatal  deftiny,  its  confequence

H  would 
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would  vanifh,its  commerce  would  be  annihilated,  its  arts  forgott 
its  induftry  rendered  ufelefs,  its  credit  fubverted,  and  mat 
whole  furface  would  become  a  prey  to  more  atrocities,  m< 
ravages,  and  more  deftru&ion  than  its  fuperb  and  unfortnfc 
colonies,  than  its  unfortunate  cities  of  Nifmes,  Montpellier,  Arl 
Avignon,  and  others.  It  is  far  then  from  the  thoughts  of  th 
Imperial  and  Royal  Majefties  to  be  at  war  with  the  French : 
tion,  and  to  feparate  it  from  its  King,  with  whfch  it  ought 
make  only  one,  the  intention  of  their  Imperial  and  Royal  Maj 
ties  is  evidently,  on  the  contrary,  to  come  to  its  afliftance,  and 
combat  in  the  middle  of  thofe  unnatural  children  who  tear  its  1 
fom,  who  outrage  its  King,  and  pcrfecute  its  religion.  The  pi 
tive  right  of  all  countries  entitles  them  to  difarm  all  thofe  rnadn 
who  attempt  to  deftroy  their  own  live3.  The  rights  of  nature  enji 
all  men  to  give  each  other  mutual  afliftance*  The  rights  of  natic 
requires  in  a  much  ftronger  manner  among  all  civilized  peoj 
that  neighbouring  States  fhould  unite  to  refcue  a  great  nati 
from  its  own  fury,  from  the  fatal  and  difaftrous  conicquences 
that  political  phrenzy,  which  undermines,  diffolves,  and  deftroy* 

f  *  However  little  one  may  have  obferved  the  frightful  events 
the  cataftrophes  which  have  defolated  France ;  however  little  c 
may  have  reflected  on  their  caufe  and  effe&s,  or  calculated  t 
emigration  of  French  property,  of  which  no  age  affords  an  eqi 
example,  and  may  have  followed,  in  their  firm  and  couragec 
refiftance,  the  faithful  and  enlightened  minority  of  the  Stat 
general,  or  will  be  convinced  that  a  fmall  number  of  villains  ha 
excited  all  thefe  troubles,  and  that  by  the  afliftance  of  obfeure  i 
dividuals,  people  banifhed  from  all  countries,  criminals  efcap 
from  prifon  or  punifhment,  and  of  the  error  into  which  they  ha 
hurried  weak  and  enthufiaftic  minds,  they  have  brought  attf 
their  fatal  revolution,  which  is  equally  an  attack  upon  the  xtttfe 
as  well  as  his  royal  Majefty.  V 

"  Has  not  the  rebellious  majority  of  the  deputies  to  the  State 
general,  declared  them  1  elves  to  be  fuperror  to  its  powers  ?  Ha 
they  not  ufurped  its  rights,  by  fubftituting  for  the  national  wi 
their  own  paflions,  and  to  the  paternal  government  of  a  wi 
monarch,  their  own  tyranny  ? 

"  With  regard  to  thpir  inftruftions,  when  all  the  baiiiwic 
unanimoufly,  or  almoft  unanimously,  requeftcd  the  fame  thin 
had  this  criminal  majority  the  right  to  determine  another  ?  ai 
once  freed  by  itfclf  from  the  obfervance  of  iy  oath,  who  cou 
check  .he  courfe  of  its  abufes,  and  rnoderatc  the  arbitrary  defpc 
ifm  of  its  power  ? 

"  To  miflead  the  people,  and  fafbinate  their  eyes  by  falfe  ill 
fions,  this  affembly  fpeak  of  equality,  when  they  make  all  Fram 
tremble  ;  they  fpeak  oijuJHte,  and  they  have  not  yet  punifhed 
#ngle  crime,  nor  a  fingle  atrocity  \  on  the  contrary,  they  applauds 
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the  moft  deteftable  crimes*  and  admitted  into  their  bofom  crimi- 
nals abhorred  by  all  nations  *.     They  fpeak  of  public  fafity,  yet 
the  afylum  of  the  King  is  daily  violated  by  committees  of  re- 
forth,  which  defolate  France;   aflaffinations  are  every  where 
committed,  and  the  magiftrates  of  the  people  are  themfelves 
naflacred  with  impunity  f  j  they  fpeak  of  toleration,  yet  all  the 
temples  of  the  eftabliflied  religion  are  {hut ;  all  its  minifters,  im- 
mured in  prifons  throughout  whole  provinces.;,  are  condemned 
by  the  aflembly  to  be  entirely  baniflied  from  the  kingdom;  the 
Roman  Catholics  cannot  profefs  their  religion,  but  at  the  rifque 
of  their  lives,  and  wretches  have  been  excited  to  perfecute  and 
ponifh  their  worfhip,  even  in  nunneries  §,  confecratcd  by  religion 
hfelf  to  the  ufe  of  the  poor ;  they  fpeak  of  liberty^  yet  the  King 
k  not  free ;  every  avenue  from  the  kingdom  is  fhut ;  more  than 
50,000  municipalities  or  adminiftrativc  bodies  have  a  right  to  ar- 
rcft  and  actually  caufe  to  be  arretted  in  an  arbitrary  manner, 
peaceful  and  innocent  citizens.    There  is  not  a  member  of  the 

K  ufurping  aflembly  who  cannot  by  an  order  from  his  hand,  by  a 
mere  word,  caufe  to  put  in  irons,  as  was  the  cafe  at  Befor  || ,  and 
other  parts  of  France,  flrangers  flying  from  the  melancholy  fpeo 

[    tack  of  a  people  in  a  ft  ate  of  anarchy ;  and  the  aflembly  itfelf 

iccufer,  witnefs,   party,  judge,  and  executioner,    crowds  daily 

into  prifon,  as  its  caprice  directs,  every  perfon  who  difpleafes  or 

oppofes  it. 

a  No — the  French  nation  is  not  ftaincd  with  the  crimes  of 

> 

which  it  is  itfelf  the  victim.  It  knows  that  unbridled  liberty  is  a 
general  evil,  and  that  liberty  without  happinefs  is  a  benefit  to  no 
one.  It  was  always  free  ;  it  is  worthy  of  being,  and  ftill  will  be 
free}  but  it  will  always  be  fubject  to  the  empire  of  laws,  which 
promoted  its  happinefs  and  glory  for  fo  many  ages  *,  and  by  re* 
faring  its  lawful  fovereign,  a  fovereign  worthy  of  its  love  and 
confidence,  their  Imperial  and  Royal  Majcfties  will  do  an  equal 
iervice  to  the  fovereign  and  to  his  fubjefts.  As  this  is  the  fole 
object  of  their  wifhes,  the  only  motive  which  has  induced  them 
to  take  up  arms,  they  will  caufe  their  armies  to  protect  all  the 
faithful  fubjects  of  his  moft  Chriftian  Majcfty,  who  fhall  give  an 
example  of  obedience;  and  all  good  Frenchmen  who,  in  the  de- 
partments, diftrict?,  and  municipalities,  fhall  concur  in  imihedi*

ately  re-cftablifhing  the  authority  o(  the  King,  as  well  as  piiMic 
order,  fhall  know  no  other  enemies  than  the  enemies  of  their 
King  and  country,  and  thofe  fa&ious  men,  who;  with  arms  in 
their  hands,  wifh  ftill  to  fupport  the  caufc  of  revolt. 

"  God  forbid  that  their  Imperial  and  Royal  Majeftics  fhould 
have  any  intention  of  employing  their  forces  to  introduce  defpot- 
ifm  into  France,  to  ferve  the  caufe  of  private  hatred  or  vengeance,  • 
which  the  honour  of  Frenchmen  ought  to  facrifice  to  the  public 
good,  or  to  facilitate  an  odious  bankruptcy  to  the  prejudice  of 
the  lawful  creditors  of  the  State.  There  is  no  reafon  for  appre- 
hending any  evils  of  rhat  nature — the  candour  and  probity  of  his 
moll  Chriftian  Majefty  will  fecure  his  fubjeeb ;  but  they  have  not 
a  moment  to  Infc  in  choofing  between  popular  tyranny,  and  laws 
which  will  gratify  the  general  wiflies  \  between  obedience  and  re- 
volt j  between  the  forgetfulnefs  of  errors,  and  the  punifhment  of 
unpardonable  refiftance.  They  have  it  in  their  own  power  to  re- 
gulate their  deftiny — the  deftiny  of  France  is  in  their  hands— 
they  alone  can  decide  whether  it  (hall  be  ftill  a  flourifhing  mo? 
narchy,  or  an  immenfe  defart. 

"  In  fhort,  their  Imperial  and  Royal  Majefties  cannot  better 
recal  the  French  to  their  duty,  to  the  laws  of  humanity,  and  to 
thofe  of  honour,  which  were  formerly  fo  dear  to  them,  and  to 
their  ancient  love  for  their  King,  than  by  bringing  to  their  re« 
membra  nee  the  laft  words  of  the  proteftation  of  his  moft  Chrif- 
tian Atfajefty,  made  on  the  20th  of  June,  1791. 

w  Frenchmen !  and  you  Parifians  above  all,  beware  of  giving 
credit  to  the  fuggeftions  and  calumnies  of  your  falfe  friends;  re- 
turn to  your  King ;  he  will  always  be  your  father,  your  beft  friend*. 
What  pleafure  it  will  give  him  to  forget  all  the  perfonal  injuries 
he  has  fuffered,  and  to  fee  himfdf  in  the  midft  of  you— when 
religion  fhall  be  refpefted,  and  government  eitablifhed  on  a  ftable 
balis  —when  the  property  and  pcrfons  of  individuals  fhall  be  no 
longer  molefted— when  the  laws  ihall  not  be  infringed  with  im- 
punity, and,  in  fhort,  when  liberty  fhall  be  placed  on  a  folid  and 
lal'ting  foundation." 

Ill,  Of  the  Revolution)  as  it  rcfpeEls  foreign  Princes,  who  have  Pcf> 

fffi'MS  in  France. 

u  Confidered  under  the  third  point  of  view,  the  French  revo- 
lution, fo  fatal  to  France,  becomes  ftill  more  fo  by  the  violence- 
and  intolerable  injufticc  offered  to  foreign  princes,  who  have  pofl- 
fciTions  within  the  territories  of  the  kingdom,  and  by  the 
rigorous  means  which  muft  neccfiirily  be  employed  to  do  them 
juilice. 

"  The  Comtat  of  Avignon  belonged  to  the  Holy  See.  The 
fovereignty  of  the  Pope  over  this  domain  was  founded  on  an  in- 
controvertible title  of  acquiJition,  on  poflcflion,  which  among  all 

nations 
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nations  is  equal  to  a  title.  The  ufarpmg  afiembly  united  it  to 
their  territories  by  the  fanguinary  right  of  utility  and  neceflity  ; 
and  compounding  afterwards  with  them  (elves,  and  with  juftice, 
they  offered  an  indemnity  to  the  Holy  See.  1W  if  the  fovereignry 
of  the  Pope  was  legal,  they  had  no  right  to  deprive  him  of  it; 
and  if  they  had  a  right  to  deprive  him  of  it,  why  did  they  offer 
him  an  indemnification  ? 

«  The  Prince  Bifliop  of  Bade,  a  State  of  the  empire,  poffcflrs 
hits  fovereignty  defiles,  which  tempted  the  ambirinn  of  the  Na- 
tional Ailemblv.  It  caufed  them  to  be  forcibly  feized,  and  re- 
moved  a  detachment  of  troops,  which  the  Emperor  had  fent 
thither,  on  the  requififion  of  the  French  ]>ifhop,  for  the  fafety 
rf  the  country,  a^recablv  to  the  Germanic  comrirution.  The 
treaties  of  Weftphalia,  the  Pyrenees,  Breda,  Aix-la-Chapellc, 
Nimeguen,  Ryfwick,  Utrecht,  Bnde:i,  and  Vicuna,  gave  to 
France  the  provinces  of  the  three  bishopries,  and  of  Alf.icc  and 
tranche  Compte,  by  cxprcfsly  reveriing  the  right.;  and  property 
|  of  the  Princes  and  States  of  the  empire  in  tlicic  provinces,  and 
by  ftipulating  that  no  innovation  could  be  made  in  them,  cither 
with  regard  to  ecclcfiaftical  or  political  matters. 

u  It  is  evident  that  thefe  treaties  cannot  be  infringed  at  the 
will  of  the  ufurping  aflcmbly,  and  th.it  by  calling  for  the  execution 
of  thofe  clanfes  which  ierves  their  views,  they  have  no  right  to 
rtjeft  thole  which  difpleaie  them.  It  is  perfectly  clear,  that  they 
ought  to  renounce  provinces  which  have  been  ceded  to  the  crown 
of  France,  or  punctually  execute  the  condition  of  the  cefiions 
made  to  it. 

n  But  their  decrees  refpefting  the  difinemberment  of  diocefes, 
and  of  the  right  of  metropolitans  ;  the  abolition  of  feudality,  the 
fupprefiion  of  feveral  privileges,  or  the  annihilation  of  territorial 
jurifdi&ion,  without  indemnification,  and  the  fale  of  the  poflef- 
fions  of  the  clergy,  are  a  direct  infringement  of  the  treaty  of 
Weftphalia,  as  well  as  of  fubfequent  treaties.  Thefe  decrees  have 
violated  political  and  ecclcfiaftical  rights  fecured  in  perpetuity  by 
the  treaties  of  ceffion.  Thefe  cefiions  confequently,  which  arc 
fynallagmatic  acts,  which  muft  be  executed  in  all  their  parts,  or 
rejefted  in  toto>  being  infringed  by  the  ufurping  aflcmbly,  would 
bcatprefent  annulled,  were  not  the  proceedings  of  the  afferably 
radically  null  themfelves,  and  if  it  were  not  neceflary  that  their 
decrees  fliould  difappear,  before  the  grand  intereft  which  France 
has  in  being  juft,  in  not  violating  the  facred  rights  of  the  empire* 
and  in  not  wounding  the  dignity  of  any  of  its  members. 

11  But  their  Imperial  and  Royal  Majefties  are  fully  perfuaded9 
that  t).z  firfl  ufe  which  his  molt  Chriftian  Majefty  will  make  of 
this  authority  when  he  has  recovered  it,  will  be  to  reftore  to  the 
injured  princes  all  their  rights  and  privileges,  to  indemnify  then*, 
ibr  what  they  may  have  fuSered  in  refpecl  to  degradation,  or  be- 
ing 
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ing  deprived  of  their  privileges;  and  to  cement  more  and  mor^ 
by  this  aft  of  juftice,  the  harmony  which  has  for  a  long  time  fub- 
fiited  between  the  Germanic  body  and  his  molt  Chriftian  Majefty. 
The  injury  offered  to  the  German  princes,  who  have  pofiHGoni 
in  France,  is  not  confidered  as  a  reafon  for  making  war  on  his 
mod  Chriftian  Majefty,  but  for  placing  him  upon  the  throne  in 
order  to  obtain  juftice. 

IV.  On  the  Revolution^  as  it  concerns  all  Nations. 

"  But  the  moft  general  point  of  view,  under  which  their  Im- 
perial and  Royal  Majefties  ought  to  conflder  the  French  revolu- 
tion, is,  as  it  refpefts  the  intereft  of  all  nations,  and  the  tranquillity 
of  Europe. 

"  In  vain  would  the  affembly,  which  ufurps  the  name  of  the 
French  nation,  have  renounced  conqueft,  if  it  wiihed  to  fubjeft 
to  its  pretended  liberty  the  States  of  their  neighbours.  Of  all  the 
methods  of  making  war  on  peaceful,  virtuous,  and  fortunate  peo- 
ple, the  moft  fatal,  doubtlefs,  would  be  to  preach  up  rebellion,  to 
miflead  their  minds,  to  corrupt  their  morals,  to  form  them  to 
crimes  by  example  and  feduftion,  and  to  draw  down  upon  them 
the  wrath  of  Heaven,  and  punifhment  from  their  fovcreigns,  un- 
der the  pretence  of  rendering  them  happy. 

"  The  ambition  of  a  conqueror  has  its  bounds,  and  his  views, 
when  known,  ceafe  to  be  dangerous ;  but  a  planned  fyftem  of 
anarchy,  which  tends  to  diflblve  all  political  fociety,  abounds  with 
inexprcflible  danger,  and  all  fovercigns,  for  the  intereft  of  their 
fubjefts,  cannot  ufe  too  much  expedition  to  check  its  progress, 
and  to  itifle  the  evil  in  its  birth.  People  would  pay  too  dearly  for 
the  fatal  error  of  believing  that  their  interefts  can  be  feparated 
from  thofe  of  their  fovereigns.  It  is  therefore  neccflary  to  deftroy 
this  error  as  foon  as  poffible,  and  to  chaftife,  as  foon  as  they  ap- 
pear, thofe  factious  men  who  confpire  againft  the  happinefs  of  all 
countries.  Had  any  doubts  cxifted  In  this  refpeci,  they  would 
have  been  already  removed  by  the  attack  and  invafion  of  the  Pays 
I4js  ;  by  the  plan  of  the  ufurping  afiembly,  divulged  by  the  popular 
minifter,  of  Jpreading  every  where  the  flames  of  revolt  j  a  barbarous 
maxim,  which  attcfts  views  of  cowardly  ambition,  and  which  is 
an  infult  to  all  nations,  and  a  fignal  of  alarm  againft  all  kings. 
Bolides,  a  numerous  and  powerful  nation  cannot  difappear  from 
the  political  hemilphere  of  Europe  without  the  greatcft  inconve- 
nience. The  balance  of  power  among  fovcreigns,  the  work  of 
their  wifdom,  purchafed  by  their  trcafurcs  and  the  blood  of  their 
fubjefts,  which  regulates  the  ambition  of  one  by  the  intereft  of  all). 
which  maintains  harmony  amidlt  contending  paifions  and  jarring 
interefts ;  and  which  almoft  always  terminates  by  well-conduftea 
negotiation,  fuch  difpules  as  may  be  exacted  by  bloody  wars,  re- 
quires for  the  general  intereft  of  Europe,  that  fo  considerable  a 

State 
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State  as  France  fliould  not  bediflblvcd  or  withdrawn  from  its  po- 
litical engagements ;  and  yet  this  would  be  the  cafe,  fhould  the 
prefent  revolution  be  eftablifhed.    The  decrees  *  which  have  de- 
prived the  King  of  the  right  of  making  peace  and  war,  have  at 
oncediiTolved  all  thofe  treaties  which  connected  his  mod  Chriftian 
Majefty  with  all  the  neighbouring  princes.    The  revolution  gives 
to  the  ufurping  aflembly  the  right  of  renouncing  fuch  treaties  as 
are  contrary  to  its  views,  while  it  takes  from  his  Majefty  the 
means  of  fupporting  thofe  which  might  be  beneficial  to  him. 
According  to  thefe  principles,  it  has  no  more  political  ties  than 
thofe  which  if  choofes  to  approve,  and  it  is  confequently  not 
bound  to  any  of  its  allies,  though  all  are  obliged  to  be  faithful  to 
it.    Thus  the  King  without  power,  and  the  nation  without  an 
army,  or  what  amounts  to  the  fame  thing,  having  no  army  pro- 
perly difciplined,  and  fubjett  to  authority,  exhibit  to  their  neigh- 
boors,  and,  above  all,  to  their  allies,  nothing  but  the  ihadow  of 
power.    The  tranquillity  of  Europe,  however,  depends  abfolutely 
in  the  execution  of  the  treaties  now  fubfifting  between  the  dif- 
ferent fovereigns ;  and  thofe  treaties  themfelvcs  depend  on  the 
(lability  of  the  conflitution  of  thofe  States  which  contracted  them. 
The  difplacing,  and  much  more  the  annihilation  of  the  counter- 
poife  of  the  political  balance,  would  tend  then  to  difturb  the 
peace  of  Europe,  and  to  revive  ancient  difputes  and  pretentions, 
now  fettled,  the  difcuflion  of  which  again  renewed  would  occafion 
the  Ipfs  of  much  blood,  and  excite  the  tears  and  regrets  of  hu- 
manity.    It  belongs  to  the  wifdom  of  fovereigns  to  avert  fuch 
dreadful  misfortunes ;  and  it  is  with  this  view  that  their  Imperial 
and  Royal  Majeftics  think  themfelvcs  obliged,  for  the  general 
tranquillity  and  fiifety,  and  for  the  individual  happinefs  of  their 
refpeftive  fubje&s,  as  much  as  for  the  real  intereft  of  France  it- 
fdf,  to  have  recourfe  to  arms,  in  order  to  prevent  the  annihila- 
tion of  the  French  monarchy,  and  to  deftroy  there  every  fpark  of 
infurre&ion,  which  might  continually  threaten  and  endanger  the 
Welfare  of  all  fovereigns,  and  of  all  nations. 

M  But  yielding  to  what  the  honour  of  all  crowns  and  the  real 
intereft  of  all  people  requires,  their  Majcfties  declare  to  Europe, 
that,  in  the  juft  war  which  they  have  undertaken,  they  entertain 
no  views  of  perfonal  aggrandizement,  which  they  exprefsly  re- 
nounce ;  and  to  France,  that  they  mean  not  to  interfere  with  its 
internal  adminiftration,  but  that  they  are  firmly  and  fully  re* 
folred, 

n  To  re-eftablifh  in  it  order  and  public  fecurity  : 
M  To  caufe  the  perfons  and  property  of  all  thofe  who  {hall 
fajfliit  to  the  King,  their  lawful  fovereign,  to  be  protected  :

«  To 
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"  To  puniih,  in  a  ftr iking  manner,  all  refiflance  to  their 

arms : 

«  To  give  up  the  city  of  Paris  to  the  moft  dreadful  and  terv 
rJble  jufticc  from  which  nuthing  can  fare  it,  as  well  as  all  the 
other  cities  which  may  render  themfdves  its  accomplices,  if  the 
leait  infult,  or  the  leaft  outrage  is  offered  to  the  King,  the  Queen, 
.or  the  Royal  Family  ;  and  if  that  city  docs  not. er devour  to  ex- 
piate its  errors,  and  to  merit  the  interroiitiosi  and  good  offices  of 
their  Imperial  and  Royal  Mijefties,  to  obta'n  pardon,  by  immedi- 
ately rciioricg  libjr^y,  and  paying  every  due  lionour  and  refpeft 
to  their  nioit  Chrhtian  Majcfties  : 

u  In  fhort,  to  procure  to  the  King  perfect  fecurity  in  form 
frontier  town  of  his  kingdom,  and  the  means  of  collecting  there 
his  family,  and  the  Princes  hi*  brothers,  until  his  moft  Chriftian 
Majcfty  can  enter  his  capital  with  honour,  and  enjoy  there  the 
fatisfadtion  of  feeing  his  fubjects  repent  5  cf  conferring  new  fa- 
vours upon  them  ;  of  granting  them  leal  liber  :y,  and  consequently 
of  finding  them  fubinillivc  to  his  fuprciue  authority." 


The  Declaration  of  1  he  Pr rices,  his  inojl  Chri/lian  Mcjejlfs  Brothers^ 
and  the  Princes  ef  the  Blood  >>  nit '«/  with  thtm.  dddrejfed  to  Franct 
and  to  all  Europe,  and  containing  their  Sentimen  j  and  Intentions* 

«  A  LTHOUGH  it  is  evidently  mnnifeft  that  the  confederated 
IJL  powers,  whofe  troops  are  allcmbled  on  the  frontiers  df 
Fnance,  neither  wage  war  again  ft  the  King  nor  the  nation,  but 
folely  again (t  the  factious,  who  opprefs  both  5  and,  notwith- 
standing the  declaration  publiflicd  in  the  names  cf  their  Ma- 
jcfties the  Emperor  and  the  King  of  Pruflla,  by  the  reigning  Dake 
of  Brunfwick,  fufficiently  demonftrates  the  motives  and  views  of 
this  formidable  coalition,  the  Princes,  his  molt  Chriftian  Maje  fly's 
brothers,  the  Princes  of  the  Blood  united  with  them,  valiant 
nobility  marching  in  their  train,  and  the  flower  of  the  nation 
ranged  under  their  fiandard,  cannot  make  a  junction  with  fo- 
rdjiii  armies,  which  a  declaration  of  war.  made  in  the  name  of 
France,  lias  brought  into  their  country,  without  explaining  to 
his  Majefly,  and  to  all  Europe,  their  motives,  their  fentiments, 
and  their  i mentions. 

w  When  we,  tirlt  took  rSc  rcfolution  of  leavipg  the  kingdom, 
it  was  not  fo  much  from  a  d:  Cr:  for  our  own  perlbnal  fafety,  as 
for  that  of  the  King  •,  by  frufirating  the  mifchiefs  wh'ch  threaten- 
ed us  and  to  folicit  for  him  that  aliiftance  which  his  fituation  did 
not  allow  him  to  afk  for  hiinfeif. 

"  And  now  that  wc  are  on  the  point  of  returning  into  our 
country,  it  is  with  the  fatisfaction  of  having  accomplifhed  thefe 
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htf  great  objects ;  arid  finding  ou^felves  oh  the  eve  of  eajoying 
the  advantages  of  oar  fuccefs. 

**  The  emigration  from  our  country,  vas  to  make  ourfelvci 
thefafeguard  of  his  Majcfty :  Our  return  prefents  the  profpeft  of 
his  approaching  emancipation,  as  well  as  that  of  his  people*. 

u  The  former,  the  effect  of  violence,  has  prevented  its  being 
earned  to  the  greatcit  extremity :  The  latter,  protected  by  the 
inoft  formidable  armies,  makes  the  guilty  faction,  whom  Provi- 
dence has,  in  a  manner,  infpired  to  provoke  them,  tremble  at 
their  approach. 

11  To  recapitulate  the  almofl  incredible  occurrences  which  have 
filled  up  the  interval  of  thefe  two  periods,  would  be  to  recal  the 
remembrance  of  the  molt  horrible  crimes,  and  the  mod  afflicting 
forrows :  But  at  this  moment,  when  the  attention  of  the  whole 
univerfc  is  fixtd  upon  us*  and  all  Europe  is  in  motion  for  the  re- 
covery of  its  tranquillity  j  at  this  moment,  in  which  thofe  who 
fupport  the  throne  are  declared  rebels  by  thofe  who  arc  overfct- 
ting  it*  it  becomes  an  indefpenfible  duty  to  make  known  to  the 
nations,  and  to  hand  down  to  pofterity,  a  detail  of  that  chain 
of  principal  events,  which  at  once  juftify  what  wc  have  done,  what 
We  are  doing*  and  what  is  doing  fpr  us* 

u  Three  years  have  lapfed  fincc  a  confpiracy  bf  atrocious  minds 
conceived  the  project  of  fubftituting,  inftead  of  the  ancient  ftruc- 
toreof  our  monarchy,  the  fhapelefs  form  of  an  indefinable  govcrn- 
inent,  the  incoherence  of  which  could  only,  and,  indeed,  has 
produced  the  moft  barbarous  anarchy* 

a  It  was  from  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates-gencral  that  this  mon- 
ftrous  fyftem  fprung,  unnatural  in  its  principle,  encouraging  re- 
volt, overturning  all  authority,  and  breaking  the  bonds  of  focial 
order.  On  convoking  it,  the  King  had  faid  to  his  people,  €  What 
mnft  I  do  to  make  you  happy  V  And,  by  the  blackeft  ingratitude, 
this  ilgnal  markof  good  will  became  thefourceof  all  hismisfortunes* 
w  In  their  firft  fitting,  the  tiers  itat,  abufing  the  preponderance 
Which  a  treacherous  minifter  had  obtained  for  it,  attacked  the 
toher  two  orders :    They  were  facrificed)   and  very  fhortly  after, 
the  Aflembly,  governed  by  a  licentious  democracy  refractory  to 
hi  mandates,  perjured  in  its  oaths,  and  trampling  under  foot  the 
conditions  of  its  exiftence,  erected  itfelf  into  a  conftitueni  aflera- 
Hy,  and  feized  poffeffion  of  the  whole  legiQative  power,  an  ufur- 
pation  which,   in  its    principle,    has  deftroyed,    and  rendered 
effectually  null  and  void  all  that  they  hay?  fincc  done. 

11  Pofterity  will  be  fcarccly  able  to  believe  the  abominable  ex- 
cefles  which  have  been  the  confequence  of  that  firft  departure 
bom  order !  It  will  hardly  be  able  to  conceive  that,  in  three* 
nbnths  time,  the  horrible  artifices  which  were  made  ufc  of,  could 
tat  produced  &ch  dclufion  as  to  extirpate  a  mild  people,  attach* 


fcd  to  its  Kitij,  and  fubflitute  in  its  place  nothing  bat  hords  of 
ro'jbcrs,  cannibal.*,  and  regicides  ! 

u  Oh  !  that  wc  could,  at  the  price  of  our  lives,  efface  the  me* 
ttvry  of  thofe  lhock'mg  days,  which  will  for  ever  fully  the  annals 
of  our  hiftory;  in  which  the  afy in  111  of  Kings  was  violated  by  a 
frantic  populace,  the  Queen's  life  threatened,  his  Majefty's  guards 
butchered  before  his  eyes,  and  triumphant  ufurpatxon  leading 
t-aptivc,  after  having  loaded  him  with  infult*,  a  virtuous  Monarch, 
who  was  ever  the  father  of  his  peop'e. 

"  One  would  have  thought,  that  the  general  cries  of  indigna- 
tion, excited  by  the  crimes  of  the  ;th  and  6th  of  October,  178^ 
preceded  by  the  fcandalous  fcene  of  the  14th  of  July,  would  have 
made  the  city  of  Paris  bhifli  for  ever,  at  the  mad  excefles  into 
which  they  fuffercd  themfelvcs  to  be  drawn,  and  preferved  tht 
French  name  from  a  frcfli  ft.iin  of  the  fame  nature:  But  the  vio- 
lences committed  on  the  1 8th  of  April,  x  791,  in  the  palace  of  the 
ThuilUries,  and  the  infults  then  offered  to  royal  Majefty,  pro- 
longed that  train  of  horrors,  the  meafure  of  which  was  tilled  up 
by  the  arrelt  at  Varennes  on  the  2  ill  of  June  following,  and  by 
the  ignominious  circumltanccs  which  attended  it. 

"  The  anti-monarchic  faction,'  irritated  at  feeing  that  their 
Monarch  had  attempted  to  efcape  from  the  difgrace  and  torment 
of  his  captivity ;  irritated  ftill  more  that  he  had  feized  the  firtt 
moment  of  liberty  which  he  had  enjoyed  for  near  two  years,  to 
proteft  againft  all  the  alts,  confents,  fpeeches,  and  factions, 
which  conftraint  had  forced  from  him— dared  to  interrogate  him; 
they  again  put  fetters  on  him,  as  well  as  on  the  Queen,  and  deli- 
berated whether  they  ihould  not  drag  them  both  as  criminals  be- 
fore their  tribunal.  They  did  it  not;  but  by  a  refinement  in  villainy, 
not  Iefs  cruel,  though  more  advantageous  to  their  views,  they 
made  ule  of,  at  one  and  the  fame  time,  the  mod  favage  menaces^ 
and  the  mod  treacherous  illuflon,  to  compel  the  unfortunate 
Monarch  himfelf  to  fubkribc  to  the  degradation  of  his  throne» 
and  the  ruin  of  his  people. 

"  No  perfonal  danger,  if  it  hai  threatened  him  only,  could 
have  moved  his  foul.  He  has  recently  proved  it;  but  they  exhi- 
bited to  him  the  poiguard  uplifted  againft  what  he  held  moil 
dear ;  they  told  him  that  his  refulal  would  lead  to  the  maflacre  of 
his  moil  faithful  fervants ;  and,  at  the  fame  time,  they  held  up 
to  him  the  hopes  of  repentance  on  the  part  of  his  people,  and  the 
return  of  tranquillity  :  He  signld. 

"  What  has  been  the  fruit  of  all  this  ?  Tranquillity  has  not 
been  reftored ;  and  the  momentary  releafe  of  the  King  from  cap* 
tivity,  (which  was  done  with  no  other  view  than  to  impofc  on 
foreign  nations),  was  foon  after  fuccceded  by  renewed  fcenea  of 
violence.  Can  there  be  a  ftronger  charafteniiic  mark  of  it,  tfata 
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enforcing  him  wantonly  to  declare  again  ft  his  ally,  again  ft  his  ne- 
phew, and  againft  a  fovcreign  whofe  protection  he  could  not  but 
deiirc?  Had  he  been  free,  this  King,  who  had  made  fuch  re- 
peated facrifices  from  the  fear  of  doing  an  injury  to  his  people, 
would  he  have  drawn  on  them  this  terrible  fcourge,  greater  than 
anv  other  calamity  which  they  have  brought  headlong  on  them* 
felves  ? 

"  The  gteateft  condefcenfions  will  never  ftop  the  impetuofity 
rf feditious  villainy,  nor  the  combined  manoeuvres  of  an  ul'urping 
b&loa ;  its  audacity  nouriihes  itfelf,  by  the  terror  which  it  in* 
Jpires,  and  yields  only  to  the  apprehenfions  which  it  creates. 

M  Whatever  the  King  has  fu  tiered,  whatever  he  has  done,  faid, 
er  written,  againft  his  well-known  will,  has  not  prevented  theft? 
barbarous  libellers  from  continuing  to  load  him  with  the  moft  dif- 
graceful  opprobrium,  to  expofe  his  auguft  confbrt  to  the  outrages 
of  an  hired  populace,  who  have  anlwert-d  her  complaints  by  the 
moft  ferocious  invective,  and  have  even  difputed  with  her  the 
privilege  of  claiming  the  pity  of  her  people.  In  thefe  fcveral 
triumphs,  they  have  exhibited  the  iuvereign  as  chained  to  their 
defigns.  In  the  different  progrefles  of  his  continued  detention, 
they  have  made  ufe  of  him  as  an  organ  to  pcrfuade  Europe  of  hif 
pretended  liberty  ;  but  though  no  one  has  been  impofed  on  by 
this  cruel  derifion,  they  continue  impudently  to  pcrftft  in  it,  and 
force  him  to  declare  himfelf  at  liberty,  at  the  very  moment  they 
are  difpofing  of  his  council,  and  imprifoning  and  maflacring  hif 
miniftert *  at  the  moment  they  are  fuppreffing  his  guard,  and  arm 
refting  the  faithful  captain  of  it  \  at  the  moment  that  they  arf 
fuffering  hisMajefty  to  be  denounced,  menaced,  and  publicly  in- 
fnlted ;  and  that  the  moft  villainous  canaille,  breaking  open  the 
floors  of  his  palace,  come  with  pikes  in  their  hands  (as  it  bad  donf 
on  the  aothof  June  preceding),  tofignify  to  him,  with  unbluihing 
effrontery,  its  will,  and  pollute  his  facred  head  with  the  moft  dif- 
graceful  fymbols  of  revolt.  That  fuch  horrible  iniquity  fhould 
pals  unpunifhed,  makes  nature  ihudder.  But  fo  far  from  pur 
nifhing  thefe  guilty  perfons,  the  reigning  faction  multiplies  them, 
jgnd  invites  to  the  capital  the  moft  determined  afiaffins  frpm  all 
ports  of  the  country,  as  if  it  wiihed  to  announce^  in  the  face  of  aty 
Europe,  armed  againft  fuch  crimes,  that,  at  the  laft  hour  of  the 
revolution!  its  atrocity  furpafles  even  the  horrible  e*cefies  whicl* 
parked  its  firft  progrefs, 
u  This  affecting  review  of  the  attempts  committed  againft  the 

Efon  of  the  King,  grieves  our  foul  too  poignantly,  that  we 
uld  reflect  on  it  any  longer.  It  therefore  remains  with  us  only 
rapidly  to  expofe  the  other  attempts,  which  have  violated  all  the 
laws  of  the  kingdom,  and  deftroyed  public  order  to  its  very 
foundation. 

"The  force  and  the  dignity  of  the  throne  being  annihilated, 
*U  the  powers  of  it  have  been  accumulated  in  the  jrafo  of  a  fac- 
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tlous  majority,  gorerned  by  incendiary  clubs ;  and  which  (being 
fupported  within  by  hired  auditors,  and  without  by  feditious  gangs 
of  people),  has  exercifed,  without  fhamc,  the  mod  arbitrary  def- 
potifm,  againft  which  it  has  never  ccafed  to  declaim. 

"  We  have  feen  it  profcribirtg  indiftinctly  abufes  and  privileges) 
confounding  deftrucYion  with  reform,  oppoling  an  intemperate  H- 
centioufnefs  to  the  wife  liberty  which  a  bcnetjciciit  monarch  had 
offered  to  his  people,  occupied  only  hi  defcroyir.g  it,  encompaffing 
it  I  elf  with  ruins,  undermining  all  kinds  of  property,  attacking  all 
the  revenues,  particubrly  that  which  was  appropriated  to  the 
dignity  of  the  throne ;  fu pprelling  the  infeparable  diftin&ion  of 
monarchical  government,  held  ftcred  from  immemorial  pofTeffionj 
dripping  the  crown  of  prerogative?  which  the  whole  nation,  with 
the  unanimous  con  font  cf  its  different  parts,  had  commanded  to 
be  refpefted  *  and  reducing  the  royal  power  even  to  lefs  thaq 
fhadow. 

"  They  deftroyed  the  adminiftration  of  juftice,  by  trufting 
fortunes,  privileges,  and  pcrfons,  to  the  incapacity  of  fubalten* 
judges,  removable  at  plcalurc ;  placed  out  of  the  reach  the  of  ob- 
fervation  of  the  fuprejiie  head  of  the  State,  and  dependant  on 
the  caprices  of  a  mob,  maftcrs  of  their  choice  and  of  their  fate. 

"  They  invaded  tli&to£operty  of  the  clergy,  at  the  moment  in 
which  they  were  oSbrftfg  to  the  finances  of  the  State,  facrifices 
capable  of  reftoring  them  ;  they  changed  and  confounded  the 
limits  of  ecclefiaftical  jurifdiclion ;  exacted  from  the  pallors  an 
oath  inconfiftent  with  their  conferences,  offered  them  the  alterna* 
tivc   of  apoftacy  or  deprivation. 

«  The  clergy  of  France  having  remained  unshaken  in  their  du- 
ties, excepting  a  very  fmall  number  of  rencgadoes,  who  did  them- 
felves  juftice  by  feparating  from  a  body  worthy  of  public  veneration^ 
the  afTcmbly  not  only  dared  to  declare  the  cpifcopal  fees  vacant, 
interdict  the  apoftolic  functions  to  thofe  who  held  them  by  divine 
mifiion,  and  replace  them  by  falfe  titularies,  deilitute  of  all  ca- 
nonical appointment;  but  add  all  the  horrors  of  perfecution,  de- 
liver over  the  minifters  of  religion  to  the  unbridled  fury  of  a  mad 
populace  j  put  fetters  on  them,  banifh  them,  and  ifttied  decrees 
againft  them,  dictated  by  the  moft  inhuman  fanaticifm. 

"  They  even  aim  to  overthrow  religion  itfelf  by  ill-treating  its 
minifters  in  the  cruel  left  manner.  Enemies  to  all  authority  know 
that  religion  is  the  fur  eft  pledge  for  the  obedience  of  the  people  | 
That  there  is  no  religion  without  form  of  worfhip,  and  no  form 
of  woriliip  without  minifters  ;  no  minifters  without  a  regular  in- 
ftitution  j  and  no  regard  for  eftablifhed  minifters,  if  their  income 
is  uncertain  and  precarious. 

"  It  is,  therefore,  in  confcqusncc  of  their  fyflem  of  abfolute  in- 
dependence, that  they  wifli  to  deftroy  religion,  by  deftroying  at 
once  itsworOiip,  its  minifters,  the  laws  of  their  inftitution,  am} 
the  reflect  due  to  their  condition. 
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u  Their  oviiler*,  publicly  profcfEng  Athcifm  and  immobility, 
labour  inceilantly  to  take  away  from  the  people  th**  confutation 
ind  the  filutaxy  rcftrnint  of  religious  ideas  :  Encouragements  and 
CTcn  rewards  ;irc  folemnly  decreed  in  the  favour  of  fcandal  an4 
impiety  5  the  churches  prophaned  and  Ihut  againft  the  catholics; 
theprieits  purflicd  to  the  f->ot  of  the  altar;  and  aged  paitors  ia- 
erificed  without  pity .  Infults  which  put  modefty  to  the  bluih, 
multiplied,  tolerated,  and  authorifed,  even  in  the  moll  facred 
fan&uaries :  Complaints  made,  for  no  other  purpofc  but  to  pro* 
voice  frcfli  violences ;  and  the  adminiilrators  of  juftice  fiand- 
"g  by,  cither  as  taine  fpectators  or  accomplices  in  all  thole 
enormities. 

"  Such  has  been  the  confluence  of  the  fatal  combination  of 
the  fpirit  of  revolt  and  philofophir.il  fanaticifin. 

"The  moft  execrable  means  have  been  employed  for  three 
jars  pad  to  form,  fupport,  and  propagate  this  fatal  coafpiracy 
againft  all  laws  human  and  divine.  Its  authors  began  their  reign 
bf  corruption,  by  artifice,  and  popular  hypocrily :  They  have 
maintained  it  hy  fire  and  the  fword.  Their  daggers  and  their 
incendiary  torches  threatenes!  whoever  dared  to  avow  th&nfclves 
attached  to  lawful  authority.  Thefe  novel  factious  innovators 
have  employed  in  the  compieft  and  the  progrefs  of  the  ufurpa- 
tfons,  all  the  poifon  of  calumny,  the  inquifition  of  odious  enquiry, 
the  tyrant  of  oppreiTive  means,  the  feduction  of  influence  over 
credulity,  and  the  terror  of  power  over  wcaknefs. 

«  Such  are  the  arms  with  which  they  have  dared  to  declare 
war  againft  all  empires,  to  openly  proclaim  their  led  it  ions  doc* 
trincs,  and  to  effect  it  by  means  of  emitiaries,  difturbers  of  the 
people,  preachers  of  regicide,  and  inftigators  to  infurrcctions, 
which  they  have  not  blufhed  to  call  the  moft  facred  of  duties. 

"  One  would  think  that  the  remedy  for  fuch  diabolical 
phrenzy  would  be  found  in  the  exceffes  which  it  has  promoted  ; 
in  the  indignation' which  it  excites;  in  the  contempt  which  it 
deferves. 

u  But  its  progrefs  has  pointed  out  to  fovereigns  that  it  is  high 
time  to  unite  their  forces;  to  check  the  contagion  in  its  birth; 
to  bring  thofe  to  reafon  again  by  force,  who  no  longer  liiten  to 
its  gentle  voice ;  and  ftrike  with  falutary  terror  thofe  whom  an 
unaccountable  delirium  renders  infenfible  to  the  calamities  they 
ire  fuffering. 

u  Who  is  there  that  would  not  be  affected  to  fee  that  once  fo 
flourifhing  kingdom,  to  which  nature  has  bcenlavifh  in  the  means 
of  making  it  fuch  ?  That  kingdom  fo  rich  in  population;  fo  fruit- 
ful in  its  productions,  and  which  once  abounded  in  money ;  fo 
opulent  from  its  refources  and  its  commerce ;  from  the  induftry 
tf  its  inhabitants,  and  the  advantages  of  its  colonies :  That  king* 
4om  provided  with  fo  many  ufeful  iuftitutions,  and  whofe  happy 
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glbcdes  have  been  univerfally  courted,  prefcnting  at  this  moment 
nothing  but  the  appearance  of  a  barbarous  country,  given  up  to 
rapine,  ftaincd  with  bloody  ruins,  and  deferted  by  its  principal 
inhabitants;  an  unorganized  empire,  torn  with  inteftine  diftrac* 
tion,  ftripped  of  all  irs  riches,  threatened  with  every  fpecies  of 
fcarcity,  enervated  from  three  years  internal  diforders,  and  oft 
the  brink  of  difiblution  through  anarchy  :  A  nation  without 
manners,  police,  or  government  *,  as  little  to  be  known  again 
by  its  moral  character,  as  by  its  political  iituation — having  neither 
circulation  of  money,  public  revenue,  credit,  commerce,  anriyj 
or  jufticc,  or  any  energy  in  the  public  ftrength.  Mad  wickedneft 
lias  fwept  them  all  a^fty. 

"  How  is  it  poi'iUIc  that  the  fad  imprcfiion  of  fo  many  ills 
jhould  not  have  altered  opinions,  even  thole  of  the  people  them? 
{elves?  Is  there  a  pcrlbn  who  can  full  {hut  his  eyes  againft  the 
difaftrous  effects  of  the  revolution  *,  or  one  who  does*  not  feqlp 
land,  in  fome  meafure,  furler  more  or  lcf*  from  it  ? 

«  The  hufbaudm;m,  whom  they  had  intoxicated  with  thf 
deceitful  hope  of  paying  no  more  taxes,  beholds  himfclf  pvevr 
whelmed  with  contributions,  and  pays  double  what  he  44 
before. 

"  The  artificer  groans  under  the  languor  of  labour,  and  thf 
clearnefs  of  provifions. 

"  The  tradefman  is  ruined  by  the  removal  of  his  beft  cuftoor 
ers.  The  merchant  by  the  devaftation  of  our  beft  colonic*! 
fmd  both  by  the  evil  of  paper  currency  and  a  general  want  of 
credit, 

"  The  proprietor  of  property  facrificed  to  a  multitude  deJHr 
tute  of  property,  and  ftripped  with  impunity  by  authorifed  ra- 
pine, is  continually  expofed  to  the  fury  of  that  mob  of  plunderer* 
whom  the  factious  have  made  their  tools,  their  allies,  and  their 
protectors. 

"  The  ftockholder,  although  lefs  to  be  pitie£  than  others, 
{hares  in  like  manner  the  public  misfortunes.  He  trembles  fqr 
his  flock,  and  that  bankruptcy  which  the  authors  of  our  trouble! 
have  fo  perfidioufly  and  flanderoufly  imputed  the  intention  of 
to  the  King  and  the  government :  That  bankruptcy  which  in  f 
kingdom  like  France,  can  never  be  a  matter  of  neceffityj  an4 
which  an  enlightened  administration  will  always  confider  as  a  falfr 
refource.  He  perceives  it  operating  fince  the  revolution,  by  thf 
fufpenfion  of  legal  exactions  j  by  the  breach  of  a  multitude*  of 
public  engagements  ;  by  the  delays  and  formalities  to  which  thf 
acquittal  of  rents  is  fubjeft ;  by  the  great  depreciation  of  affigr 
nats ;  finally,  from  the  impoffibility  of  fulfilling  engagement' 
fo  long  as  France  (hall  be  without  a  government,  and  taxes  dft* 
xnanded  of  armed  contributors  in  the  owe  of  a  defpicahle  ad* 
ftiniftratioa, 
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*  Tlius  has  a  general  calamity  extended  for  three  years  pad. 
liter  all  ranks  of  people.  Thus  the  very  fourccs  of  power  and 
profperty  have  difappeared;  and  thus  have  both  its  military  force 
and  its  political  consequence  fallen. 

*  Thus  has  vanifhed  the  eighty  millions  which  St.  Domingo 
produced;  the  refources  which  the  pons  of  France  derived  from 
ihis  commerce  ;  the  fale  that  this  grand  eftabhfhment  yielded  to 
bcr  commodities  and  to  her  manufactures ;  the  nurfcry  it  was 
At  feamen  ;  in  a  word,  the  fortunes  »f  20,000  families,  and  the 
employment  of  feveral  millions  of  men,  are  loft. 

«  To  purchafe  liberty  at  the  price  of  fo  many  loffes,  fo  many  mis- 
fortunes, both  public  and  private,  is  doubtlefs  paying  very  dear 
for  it :  But  what  Ubttty  is  it  ?  Can  any  cxift  without  a  protecting 
itathority  ?  And  was  there  ever  a  time  that  this  people,  whofe  li- 
berty, and  even  Sovereignty  are  fo  cried  up,  were  lefs  free  and 
left  mailers  of  their  actions  than  now  ? 

11  Were  individuals  ever  lcls  certain  of  preferving  their  pro- 
ptrty,  their  lives,  and  their  honour  ?  Was  there  ever  leen,  even 
in  Nero's  days,  fuch  devaluation,  fuch  inquititorial  examinations, 
*fo  many  oppreflive  {hackles*  fo  many  violations  of  the  mod  fa- 
cred  Janftuaries,  fo  many  maffacres  of  citizens  ?  Arc  the  30,000 
afaffihs  who  have  fignalizcd  the  reign  of  democratic  tyranny, 
proofs  of  the  reign  of  liberty  ? 

•  *  Oh!  too  credulous  Frenchmen !  Oh  !  too  unhappy  country ! 

*  While  we  are  defirous  of  aboliihing  the  caufe  of  the  evils  which 
Oferwhelm  you ;  when  we  are  marching  againft  the  bafe  faction 
which  has  given  rife  to  them ;  when  we  unite  our  armies 
with  the  forces  of  powers  whofe  affiftancc  we  have  implored 
againft  your  tyrannical  opprefibrs,  can  you  look  upon  us  as  your 
enemies? 

"  No,  no : — you  behold  in  us  fellow  countrymen,  who  wifh  to 
become  your  deliverers. 

*  The  two  fovereigns,  with  whofe  affiftance  wc  are  advancing 
:  towards  you,  have  declared  through  their  hero,  the  commander 

io  chief  of  their  armies— «  That  they  have  no  other  object  in  view 

hat  the  welfare  of  France,  without  meaning  to  enrich  themfelvcs 

'  tt  her  expence  by  conqueft :  They  do  not  mean  to  interfere  in 

flie  internal  government  of  the  kingdom ;  but  that  they  wifh 

'  fokly  to  liberate  the  King,  the  Queen,  and  the  Royal  Family 

'  from  their  captivity,  and  prefer ve  to  his  Mod  Chriftian  Majefty 

ttot  fecurity  necefiary  to  enable  him  to  do,  without  danger  and 

%khout  obftacle,  what  he  may  think  fit  for  fecuring  the  happtnefi 

>Ttf  his  fubjefts  according  to  his  promifes.9 

M  Thefe  generous,  thefe  magnanimous  declarations,  in  which 
flfe  kings  of  the  houfe  of  Bourbon,  our  auguft  coufins ;  our 
inutfa^honoured  father-m-law,  the  Neftor  of  fovereigns j  the  he* 
of  the  north,  our  fublime  proteftref*  I  and  the  young  heir 
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•f1  the  unfortunate  Guftvaus,  whofe  bloody  toaib  We  alt  bathfl 
with  our  tears,  equally  participate,  enfure  to  thtrfc  illuftriootf 
confederate*  the  immortal  palm  due  to  the  defenders  of  a  caufe* 
which  is  at  the  fame  time  the  caufe  of  kings,  of  good  order  and 
humanity  ;  and  at  the  fame  time  fhew  you,  O  Frenchmen !  that 
the  forces  which  wc  join,  are  for  you  rather  than  ourfclves  ;  that 
they  are  only  formidable  to  guilt,  that  they  will  attack  nothing 
but  obflinate  rebellion,  and  that  by  coming  over  to  us,  rather 
than  refill  their  fuperiority,  you  will  only  return  to  your  reafoa 
and  to  your  dutv,  your  dearefts  intcrcfts  inviting  you  to  it.  • 

u  It  is  in  full  afllirancc  of  this,  that  we  think  curfelvcs  jufti* 
fisd  in  joining  our  ftandard  to  thofc  foreign  power 3*  By  publiflt* 
ing  their  intentions,  they  have  ilicvvn  the  propriety  or  the  ftep 
we  are  taking*,  and  our  wimes  for  their  luccels  are  mixed  with 
thofe  which  wc  art  conilamiy  entertaining  for  the  welfare  of  our 
country. 

«c  The  factious,  your  real  enemies  as  well  as  ours,  hate  told 
you  that  wc  were  animated  with  violent  and  implacable  rcfent- 
ments ;  that  we  breathed  nothing  but  vengeance,  carnage,  and 
profcription;  and  tha:  there  was  no  mercy  to  be  expe&ed  from  a 
nobility  too  juftly  offended  not  to  be  deaf  to  the  calls  of  it* 

c<  Thofc  who  tell  you  this,  Frenchmen,  arc  the  men  who  for 
three  years  pail  have  been  in  the  habit  of  deceiring  you,  who 
have  made  it  their  principal  ftudy,  who  have  eftablifhed  {hops 
for  lies  and  falfe  news,  which  the  orators  of  the  tribunes  pro* 
mulgate,  the  clubs  believe,  and  the  revolution  libellifts  fprcad  fat 
and  wide. 

«  Interested  in  alienating  you  from  thofe  with  whofe  pure  and 
unalterable  attachment  of  the  King,  and  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  monarchy,  they  arc  acquainted ;  they  ftrive  to  raifc 
your  hatred  again  It  your  emigrated  countrymen ;  the  abttfe  not 
being  able  ffeducc  us  ;  and  to  deftroy  the  fondnefs  you  have  for 
the  heirs  of  a  name,  dear  to  you  for  many  ages  back,  they  endea- 
vour to  terrify  you  with  the  intentions,  with  which,  they  fay,  we 
arfe  coming  into  the  kingdom. 

"  But  be  no  longer  the  dupes  of  their  guilty  arts :  We  folemnly 
declare  to  you,  a::d  all  Europe  is  witncf>  to  what  we  declare,  ail 
well  in  our  name,  as  in  thole  of  all  the  French  who  are  marching 
with  us,  and  who  are  of  our  way  of  thinking,  that  united  to  de- 
liver the  King  and  the  people  from  the  defpotifm  of  ufurpers,  we 
do  not  feparate  ourfclves  from  thofe  who  have  the  fame  intention! 
That  no  fpirjt  of  particular  vengeance  guides  our  ftcps  :  That  yrt 
are  very  far  from  confounding  the  nation  with  the  perverfe  in- 
ducers who  have  led  it  aftray;  and  that  leaving  to  juftice  the  care 
of  punifhing  the  guilty,  we  come  to  hold  out  our  hands  to  all 
thofc  who,  renouncing  their  errors!  Avail  immediately  return  to 
their  duty. 
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W  The  emigrated  French  have  not  taken  arms  to  recover  by 
i  the  fword  the  rights  which  violence  has  wrefted  from  them ;  it 
r  wfll  belong  to  the  King,  when  liberated,  to  rcftore  them ;  they 
[  will  willingly  lay  at  the  foot  of  his  unihaclcled  throne  the  care  of 
L  their  own  interefts ;  and  wc,  the  fir  ft  citizens  of  the  State,  will 
\     gi?e  to  all  an  example  of  fubmilfion  to  juftice  and  his  Majefty's 

u  But  being  born  hereditary  defenders  of  the  throne  of  our 
anceftors,  faithful  to  the  religion  of  our  forefathers,  attached 
to  the  fundamental  maxims  of  monarchy,  we  will  rather  fhed 
the  lift  drop  of  our  blood  than  abandon  any  of  thefe  high  inte- 
refts. Our  fentiments  already  expreffed  in  our  letter  of  the  loth 
of  hft  December,  and  recapitulated  in  a  few  words  in  our  publi- 
cation of  the  30th  of  Oftober,  are  unchangeable.  The  protefta- 
tuns  we  made  then,  we  now  repeat  again ;  infpired  by  honour, 
engraven  on  our  hearts  from  duty,  nothing  (hall  ever  be  able  to 
move  us. 

"  We  will  not  go  a  point  beyond  that ;  and  the  fupport  of  the 
courts  whofe  formidable  armies  furround  France  on  every  fide, 
adds  nothing  to  our  fzrft  wifhes  and  intentions. 

u  Adhering  fully  to  the  fpirit  of  moderation,  with  which  their 
Imperial  and  Pruflian  Majefties  have  juft  publifhed  a  folemn  de- 
claration of,  which  does  honour  to,  and  will  immortalize  the  ufe 
they  make  of  their  power, 

n  We  declare  moreover  again,  under  their  aufpices,  c  That 
our  only  object  is  to  re-demand  from  the  ufurpers — the  monarch, 
and  the  monarchy — the  freedom  of  the  auguft  head  of  the  State, 
and  that  of  his  people — public  order,  and  the  protective  power 
of  individual  right — our  ancient  laws— our  manners,  our  religion, 
national  honour,  juftice,  peace,  and  fecurity.' 

"  Is  there  a  rational  Frenchman  who  does  not  agree  with  us 
in  thefe  views  ?  Is  there  one  who  does  not  join  with  us  in  de- 
manding an  end  of  the  frightful  chaos,  into  which  the  factious 
have  plunged  all  the  branches  of  adminiftration ;  the  eftablifh- 
ment  of  the  finances  devoured  by  the  vileft  depredations;  the 
xe-conftitution  of  the  public  revenue  deftroyed  through  unfkilfui 
adminiftration  of  it  j  a  permanent  and  regular  order  of  things 
which  may  clofe  the  pit  that  has  fwallowed  up  three  thou/and  mil- 
Ems  rfjlock ;  the  fecurity  of  State  creditors,  and  the  reftoration 
of  credit,  which  may,  and  ought  to  operate  by  a  ftrift  reform 
m  the  expenditure,  and  by  the  fuppreifion  (which  the  King  has 
always  had  in  view)  of  abufes,  which  were  long  ago  introduced 
into  the  conftitution ;  abufes  which  it  is  not  eafy  to  wipe  away, 
but  which  thofe  who  have  overturned  every  thing,  even  fo  as  to 
change  the  ideas  and  fentiments  of  men,  have  affefted  to  con- 
found with  the  government  itfelf. 

K  "to 
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cc  In  thus  exprefllng  our  wifties,  which  arc  no  otherwife  guided 
than  bv  that  common  intercft  which  the  whole  nation,  bv  its 
rcprefentatives,  pronounced  to  be  ow,  we  have  reafon  to  hope 
that  all  thofe  who  are  not  feditioutly  inclined — all  that  arc  not 
inimical  to  loyalty,  inimical  to  legitimate  authority  and  public 
tranquillity,  will  not  heiitate  a  moment  to  join  us ;  and  that  a 
very  great  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  kingdom,  hitherto 
reftraincd  by  the  terror  of  popular  tyranny,  or  uncafinefs  about 
what  will  become  of  them  at  la  It,  having  now  the  profpect  of 
being  protected  againft  both,  will  foon  ilock  to  the  royal  ltandard 
which  we  are  following. 

«  Full  of  this  confidence,  and  convinced  that  in  France  there 
can  be  buc  two  parties ;  the  King's,  of  which  we  are  the  head 
during  his  captivity ;  and  that  of  tht  factious  y  which  comprehends 
all  the  different  innovators,  fomc  of  whom  have  undertaken  to 
overfct  the  throne,  and  others  to  degrade  it ;  we  exhort  all  thofe 
who  have  not  partaken  of  the  crimes  of  the  factious,  all  thofe 
who  have  been  mcrclv  Jed  aflrav;  do  not  wifh  to  be  the  accoxn- 
pliccs  of  furious  udirpcrs  in  deftroying  or  perverting  the  French  , 

iTOvernmcnt ;  all  thofe  who  abhor  that  atrocious  doctrine  which 

*■'  » 

tends  to  difturb  the  peace  of  all  nations ;  we  beiecch  them  to  be 
of  one  and  the  dime  mind  with  us,  not  to  difputc  on  the  mode 
of  regulating  the  State,  when  the  queftion  is  to  light  together 
ugainlc  thofe  who  wifh  to  deftroy  it ;  and  to  acknowledge  that  if  . 
it  is  neccitary  to  correct  the  abufes  which  time  introduces  into 
the  beft  inititutions,  all  innovations  in  the  primeval  principles  of 
a  government,  which  antiquity  renders  refpectable,  is  always  dan- 
pcrcus,  and  alinoll  always  fatal.     We  have  no  doubt  but  the 
bifiiops,  eipccially  thofe  in  the  frontier  provinces,  will  redouble 
their  zeal  at  this  moment  to  ftrengthen  the  courage  of  the  pallors 
whom  the  flight  of  the  intruders  will  foon  put  into  pofleflion  of  « 
the  exercifes  of  their  duties,  and  to  excite  their  dioccfans  to  avert,  - 
by  a  fpeedy  fubmifiion,  the  ftorm  that  is  ready  to  burft  upon  their 
heads. 

"  We  give  to  the  King's  troops  the  moft  prcfling  invitations, 
and  even  orders  (which  the  ftatc  of  captivity  in  which  his  Majcfty 
is  authorifes  us  to  give  in  his  name),  that,  conformably  to  the 
fummons  contained  in  the  3d  article  of  the  Declaration  of  his 
Serene  Highnefs  the  reigning  Duke  of  Brunfwick,  and  without 
looking  upon  themfclvcs  as  bound  by  an  illufory  oath  which  they  • 
could  not  willingly  take  to  the  prejudice  of  their  fupreme  chief,  : 
they  will  lofe  no  time  in  returning  to  their  ancient  fidelity  to  their 
lawful  fovereign  5  that,  after  the  example  of  the  greater  part  of 
their  officers,  they  will  join  the  troops,  which  we,  his  Majefty's 
brothers,  command  for  him;  that  they  will  give  us  free  pafTage  to 
march  to  his  affiftance ;  and  that  they  give  him,  in  conjunction 
with  us}  proofs  of  an  inviolable  attachment  to  his  fcrvice. 

«  We 
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fc  TTc  cxprefsly  require,  in  the  King's  name,  as  bc'ng  at  this 
moment  the  necelTary  medium  through  which  his  will  is  to  he 
made  known,  all  commanders  of  towns,  citadels,  and  fortrefles, 
throughout  the  kingdom,  to  open  their  gates  and  deliver  up  the 
keys,  on  the  firft  fummons  which  fhall  be  given  by  us,  or  by  the 
general  officers  who  may  be  the  bearers  of  our  orders  to  that 
edeft;  as  alfo  to  give  free  adniiflion  to  the  troops  which  fliall 
prcfent  themfelves  to  afliir.  us  in  taking  poire/lion  in  the  name  of 
the  King,  our  brother.  If,  contrary  to  our  expectation,  any  of 
thefc  commanders  fliall  refuie  it,  they  fliall  be  perfonally  anfwer- 
ablc  for  the  confequenccs ;  tried  for  difobedience  to  the  King, 
and  treated  as  rebels. 

M  The  inhabitants  of  places  and  forts,  as  well  as  the  troops  in 
prrifons,  who  fhall  oppole  and  diibbcy  the  chiefs  and  com- 
manders who  would  bring  them  back  to  their  duty,  fliall  be 
panifhed  as  traitors,  and  have  neither  favour  nor  mercy  to 
cxpeft. 

<c  The  voice  of  Henry  the  Fourth's  defendants  will  not  be 
difowned  by  the  French  army ;  we  are  already  informed  in  part 
of  its  good  will ;  and  we  know  that,  blulhing  to  follow  the  chiefs 
of  a  confpiracy  whom  it  defpifes,  it  only  waits  a  favourable  mo- 
ment to  make  its  juft  indignation  bur  it  upon  thofe  corruptors 
who  diflionour  it. 

11  That  moment  is  at  hand,  and  we  have  pood  ground  to  believe. 
that,  as  foon  as  the  troops  of  the  line  advance  towards  them, 
the  corps  of  French  cavaliers,  led  by  the  Bourbons,  and  preceded, 
by  that  ancient  banner  which  was  always  the  figna!  of  honour  to 
our  army,  the  voice  of  the  public  opinion  for  fourteen  centuries 
pad  will  make  itfelf  be  heard  in  their  ranks,  as  well  as  in  our 
own;  that  they  will  flock  to  their  ancient  colours,  and  at  the 
fight  of  the  antarniflied  and  immortal  purity  of  the  Fleurs-de- 
Lys  they  will  quit  with  horror  the  difgraceful  colours  adopted 
by  fenaticifm. 

K  Oh !  may  wc  thus  terminate,  without  fpilling  the  blood  of 
our  fellow  citizens,  a  war  which  is  only  directed  againft  criminal 
and  obftinate  refinance !  May  the  feditious  inhabitants  of  the 
capital  be  retrained  by  the  fear  of  the  moft  juft  and  the  mod 
terrible  vengeance,  with  which  their  Imperial  and  Prufllan  Ma- 
jetties  have  declared  they  will  overwhelm  that  guilty  city,  in  cafe 
f  the  leaft  violence  or  infult  (hall  be  offered  to  the  King,  the 
Qjieen,  and  the  Royal  Family ;  or  in  cafe  their  fecurity,  their 
Jffefervation,  and  their  liberty,  is  not  immediately  provided  for/  • 
"  God  forbid  that  infamous  villainy  fhould  dare  to  brave  thefe 
threats  1  If  fuch  atrocity — our  very  blood  boils  and  fliudders  at 
the  thought  I  Let  us  hope,  rather  hope,  that  chimeras  are  near 
a  conclunon ;  that  the  bandage  will  drop  from  all  eyes,  and  that 
tea/on  will  refume  its  reign.    It  is  our  moft  earned  wiih,  and  we 
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pray  to  the  God  of  Jufticc  and  Peace,  that  the  fubmiflion  of  the 
fa&ious  may  fpare  us  the  neceffity  of  fighting  them.  But  if  that 
neceflity  fhould  be  inevitable,  if  we  muft  fight  the  enemies  of  the* 
altar  and  the  throne,  nve  will  invoke  with  confidence  the  afftftanatf 
the  God  of  Armies  !

Proclamation.     By  the  King  of  the  French. 

u  Frenchmen !  Auguft  7. 

cc  "T7TTHILE  numerous  armies  advance  upon  our  frontiers, 
VV    and  are  preceded  by  declarations  which  menace  the 
independence  of  the  nation,  indignation  againft  their  language, . 
and  the  defire  of  defending  the  country,  fhould  leave  in  our 
hearts  only  one  fentiment,  one  refolution.    Union  is  now  the'-. 
firft  of  neceffities,  and  thofe  who  endeavour  to  difturb  it,  thofe  * 
who  would  break  the  bond,  the  firft  force  of  empires,  thofe  who  , 
eftrange  minds  by  diftruft,  and  agitate  them  by  calumnies,  thofe  : 
who  endeavour  to  feparate  the  Nation  from  the  King,  they  are . , 
the  true  public  enemies,  and  afford  to  the  powers,  who  attack/ 
us,  the  only  fupport  which  can  give  them  triumph.  ,- 

"  Can  it  be  poffiblc,  that  the  ambition  of  certain  individual^ 
who  have  afpired  to  fhare  among  themfelves  the  fupreme  Execift**'. 
tive  Power,  is  able  to  ftrike  the  French  nation  in  an  inftant  with  : 

*  ft 

fuch  dreadful  blindnefs,  that  it  fhall  lofe  the  view  of  its  deare&y. 
intcrefts,  to  become  itfelf  the  viOim  and  the  price  of  their  plots  I  '  * 
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«  Is  it  not  then  eafy  to  (hatch  the  mafk  of  patriotifm  from  a 
few  confpirators,  who,  to  remedy  the  fmallncfs  of  their  number, 
think  to  multiply  themfelves  by  agitation,  overwhelm  the  national 
opinion  by  their  cries,  infpire  terror  by  their  enterprifes,  and, 
trampling  upon  the  laws  and  juftice,  dictate  proudly  their  wills 
to  the  French  people. 

a  To  thefe  fanatical  efforts,  the  King  ought  to  oppofe  modera- 
tion •,  his  Majefty  ought  to  ihew  the  truth  to  minds  borne  away 
from  it  —  recal  the  confidence  which  is  endeavoured  to  be 
eftranged— approach  the  people  from  whofe  caufe  his  is  vainly 
endeavoured  to  be  divided  ;  for  the  interefts  of  the  King  are  the 
interefts  of  the  People ;  he  can  only  be  happy  in  their  happinefs, 
powerful  in  their  force ;  while  thofe  who  do  not  ceafe  to  excite 
them  againft  his  Majcfty,  torment  them  at  prefent  by  diftruftf 
aggravate  their  evils  by  concealing  from  them  their  caufe  and 
their  remedy,  and  prepare  for  them  great  unhappinefs  and  long 
repentance,  by  impelling  them  to  violent  and  criminal  refolutions. 

u  The  King  does  not  fear  to  commit  the  majefty  of  the  throne, 
for  which  he  is  refponfible  to  the  nation,  when  he  repels  the 
calumnies  accumulated  againft  his  perfon  *,  for  he  does  not  ad- 
drefs  himfelf  to  thofe  who  are  the  authors,  but  he  would  fpeak  to 
the  hearts  of  all  the  French,  inform  them  of  their  interefts, 
caution  thofe  who  might  be  led  away,  undeceive  thofe  already 
feduced,  and  fhew  to  all  the  dangers  of  the  projects  of  the  am- 
bitious, the  wickednefs  of  their  impoftures,  and  the  indignity  of 
their  means, 

"  Since  the  inftant  when  the  King  accepted  the  Conftitution, 
he  cannot  be  reproached,  we  will  not  fay,  with  an  infraction,  but 
with  the  flighteft  attempt  againft  the  law,  which  he  has  fworn  to 
maintain.  He  has  considered  it  as  the  exprcflion  of  the  general 
will,  and  has  had  no  other  than  to  caufe  its  obfervance  in  all 
points.  The  King  has  notified  it  to  foreign  powers;  he  has 
recalled  all  his  agents,  who  refufed  to  fubmit  to  it  by  taking  the 
oath ;  he  has  fubftituted  for  them  others,  known  for  their  at- 
tachment to  the  Conftitution. 

u  Since  his  Majefty  has  known  the  defigns  of  the  powers 
coalefced  againft  France,  he  has  ufed  every  endeavour  to  reftrain 
them  by  means  of  negociations,  and  to  divert  them  from  a  plan 
as  contrary  to  their  interefts,  when  properly  underftood,  as  to 
that  of  this  empire*  To  duTolve  this  league  he  has  employed 
not  only  all  the  official  means  which  belong  to  the  King  of  the 
French,  but  alfo  all  the  credit  which  his  Majefty  could  have  by 
the  ties  of  blood  and  the  intereft  of  his  perfonal  fituation. 
When  the  feverity  of  the  laws  required  from  the  King  a  rigorous 
conduct  againft  the  French  Princes  of  his  family  and  his  blood, 
unhappily  as  the  moment  was  for  his  heart,  did  he  hefitatc  be- 
tween the  voice  of  nature  and  the  duties  of  royalty  i 
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u  The  King  has  doubtlefs  ufcd  every  endeavour  to  avoid  the 
war  •,  and  it  was  alfo  in  fpite  of  himfelf,  and  when  he  could  no 
longer  with-hold  from  it,  that  he  determined  upon  this  cruel 
meafurc,  of  which  the  people  fupport  all  the  weight.  What 
man  is  there  fo  barbarous  as  to  blame  this  refiftance  ?  What 
enemy  of  humanity  and  of  France  can  call  this  a  crime  in  his 
ftlajefty  ?  He  might  rather  be  reproached  for  having  confented 
to  the  war,  if  the  agreement  of  the  National  Aflembly,  and  of 
the  Miniftrrs  who  then  occupied  the  feats  of  his  Council,  had 
not  made  this  determination  neccflary  for  him. 

"  His  Majefty  has  yielded  to  this  re-union,  and,  the  war  be- 
ing once  declared,  he  has  fparcd  nothing  to  fupport  the  glory  of 
the  French  arms.  As  the  iSupreme  Chief  of  the  army,  the  King 
-was  too  much  connected  with  this  glory  not  to  maintain  it  in  all 
its  fplendour.  The  choice  of  Generals  at  the  head  of  the  armies 
has  received  the  plaudits  of  the  nation,  and  he  has  endeavoured 
to  cncrcafc  their  zeal  by  the  molt  eminent  rank,  with  which  he 
propofed  to  the  National  Afiembly  to  invert  thofe  who  were 
capable  of  it. 

"  If  the  preparations  have  not  equalled  the  promptitude  of 
the  declaration  of  war,  if  the  fyftem  of  the  campaign  unanimoufly 
adopted  by  the  Minifters  has  produced  falfe  combinations ;  if 
their  flights,  after  having  drawn  upon  our  arms  afflicting  circum- 
ftanccs,  have  excited  the  murmurs  of  the  army,  the  complaints 
of  the  Generals,  and  univerfal  difcontent,  it  muft  be  evidently 
unjuft  to  impute  to  his  Majefty  a  perfonal  wrong  in  the  errors  of 
his  Minifters,  for  which  they  are  rcfponfible.  Strong  in  the 
tcftimony  of  his  confeience,  the  King  has  always  appealed  from 
the  apparent  or  temporary  opinion  to  the  real  and  more  certain 
opinion  of  the  nation.  By  the  exercife  of  his  conftitutional 
rights,  he  has  fliewn  more  liberty,  in  the  eyes  of  Europe,  than 
he  could  have  done  bv  the  ftronseil  declarations. 

<#  What  orders  has  he  not  given  for  the  provifioning  and  in« 
creafe  of  the  armies  ?  The  King  oppofed  the  forming  a  camp  in 
the  interior  of  the  kingdom,  and  almoft  under  the  walls  of  Paris, 
but  to  propofe  a  formation  of  volunteer  battalions,  more  nume* 
rous,  and  collected  in  a  manner  more  ufeful.  The  whole  of  our 
forces,  amounting  to  more  than  300,000  men,  has  been  led  to 
the  frontiers,  and  diftributed,  partly  in  places  of  war,  which  h 
is  important  to  defend,  partly  in  the  different  camps,  according 
to  the  difpofitions  adopted  by  the  Generals  of  the  army,  to 
whom  his  Majefty  has  given  every  confidence  and  every  power  tC 
do  good. 

"  Can  he  unite  his  interefts  with  thofe  of  the  nation  mors 
intimately  ?  Can  he  accomplish  more  fcrupuloufly  what  the  Coxh 
ftitution  impofes  upon  him,  than  in  exhaufting  all  the  meaUf 
of  negociation  to  proteft  France  from  the  fcourge  of  war  j  than 
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b  (hewing  himfelf  parfimonious  of  French  blooJ,  an  oeconomift 
of  their  trenfures,  a  religious  obferver  of  the  pacific  principles  of 
the  Conftitution  ?  And  when  the  King  could  not  avoid  this  evil, 
what  other  duties  remained  for  him  to  fulfil,  than  to  employ  all 
the  national  forces,  and  to  excite,  as  he  has  done,  the  French 
honour  and  the  love  of  the  country  to  defend  energetically  the 
□nfe  of  liberty. 

a  Foreign  armies  menace  you.  French !  it  is  for  you  to  daunt 
them  by  your  countenance,  and  cfpecialiy  by  your  union.  They 
infult  your  independence ;  renew,  with  the  King,  the  oath  to 
defend  it.  They  ufurp  his  name  to  invade  the  French  territory. 
His  he  not  before-hand  denied  this  injury  by  refufing  himfelf  as 
much  as  poflible  to  a  war,  which  is  &id  to  be  undertaken  for  his 
interefts  r  Has  he  not  denied  it  already  by  aifcmbling  armies  to 
tooppofe  the  effort  of  the  enemies'  armies?  Has  he  not  lince 
denied  it,  by  a  formal  act,  conformably  to  the  Conftitution,  as 
foon  as  he  faw  it  in  a  declaration  attributed  to  the  General  of  the 
combined  armies  ? 

*  Frenchmen!  can  your  King  be  refponfible  for  the  language 
which  your  enemies  hold  ?  Can  it  be  in  their  power  to  break 
the  bonds,  which  fubfift  between  you  and  him ;  and  by  mani- 
festos more  dreadful,  perhaps,  than  their  arms,  can  they  fcattcr 
divifion  amongft  us,  when  they  cannot  infpire  terror  ? 

"  Frenchmen  1  all  your  enemies  arc  not  in  the  armies  which. 
tttack  your  frontiers  °,  know  them  by  their  project  to  difunite 
JOB,  and  believe  that  thole  arc  not  far  from  having  a  common 
intereft  who  accord  fo  well  in  the  ideas  which  they  wiih  to  fprcad. 

44  Thofe  who  would  conquer  France,  announce,  that  they 
have  taken  up  arms  for  the  interefts  of  the  King;  and  thofe, 
who  agitate  it  within,  dare  equally  to  fay,  that  it  is  for  his  in- 
terefts they  ftruggle  againft , himfelf.  His  Majefty  gives  to  the 
aflertions  of  both  parties  the  moft  formal  difavowal.  It  is  to*  all 
food  Frenchmen,  to  all  thofe  who  have  the  national  honour  at 
heart,  the  intereft  of  liberty,  the  fafety  of  the  country,  to  reject 
fall  perfidious  infmuations,  oppofing  to  the  arms  of  the  iirft  an 
nrincible  courage!  to  the  plots  of  the  latter  an  inflexions  attach- 
rat  to  the  law. 

M  On  thefe  cohfiderations, 

*  The  King,  thinking  it  his  duty  to  recall  the  execution  of 
the  laws,  the  refpect  due  to  the  conftituted  authorities,  and  to 
pre  to  the  national  force  all  the  energy  of  which  it  is  fufceptible, 
bjimprening  upon  all  thoughts,  upon  all  wills,  upon  all  efforts, 
l  common  direction  towards  the  fafety  of  the  State. 

"  His  Majefty  enjoins  to  the  councils  general  and  directories 
of  the  department  and  diftrifts,  as  alfo  to  the  councils  general 
of  communities  and  municipalities,  to  redouble  their  zeal  and 
*flmty  for  the  maintenance  of  public  order,  the  collection  of 
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taxes,  the  fafety  of  perfons  and  property,  and  generally  to  fulfil 
all  the  duties  entrufted  to  their  vigilance. 

"'  His  Majefty  orders,  alio,  to  the  civil  and  criminal  tribunals, 
juftices  of  the  peace,  and  officers  of  the  police,  to  watch  indifw 
dually  over  the  objects  which  concern  them,  fo  that  the  laws, 
the  depoiit  of  which  is  particularly  entrufted  to  their  vigilance, 
may  be  exerted  according  to  their  form  and  tenour. 

"  His  Majefty  reminds  all  Frenchmen,  that  the  law,  as-  to  the 
dangers  of  the  country,  having  placed  all  the  public  functionaries, 
civil  and  military,  in  a  fcate  of  permanent  requifition,  impofcs 
upon  them  the  obligation  of  fulfilling  their  duties,  as  citizens, 
with  new  zeal. 

"  In  confequence,  he  invites  all  active  citizens  to  repair  with 
punctuality  to  the  legal  aflemblies,  to  which  they  are  called  to 
cxprefs  their  will,  and  to  pay  to  their  country  the  tribute  of  their 
under  1  landings. 

"  Jiis  Majefty  invites  them  equally  to  ferve  perfbnally  in  the 
national  guard,  to  give  force  to  the  law,  to  maintain  the  execu- 
tion of  judgments,  to  defend  the  peace  and  public  tranquillity, 
and  exhorts  them  efpecially  to  an  inviolable  attachment  to  the 
conftitution,  to  which  they  have  fworn  to  be  faithful.

Memorial  to  the  King  t>f  Prujfta. 

Sept.  26,  .1792. 

THE  French  nation  has  undoubtedly  decided  its  fate,  and 
foreign  powers  cannot  refufe  to  acknowledge  the  truth 
of  this  affertion.  They  no  longer  fee  the  National  AfiemMy, 
whofe  powers  were  confined  ;  whofc  acts  required  to  be  either 
confirmed  or  abrogated,  to  have  the  force  of  laws ;  who  poflefled 
only  a  con te (led  authority,  which  might  have  been  confidered  as 
ufurped  •,  and  who  had  the  wifdom  to  appeal  to  the  whole  nation* 
and  to  requeft  of  themfelves  the  83  departments  to  put  an  end 
to  their  exiftence,  and  to  fupply  their  place  by  a  reprefentation 
inverted  with  all  the  powers  and  complete  (Sovereignty  of  the 
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trench  people,  authorised  by  the  conftitution  itfelf,  under  tht 
name  of  the  National  Convention. 

"  This  Aflembly,  the  firft  day  of  its  fitting,  actuated  by  a 
Jpontaneous  movement,  which  is  the  fame  throughout  the  whole 
empiref  decreed  the  abolition  of  royalty.  This  decree  was  every 
where  received  with  great  joy ;  it  was  every  where  expelled  with 
the  utmoft  impatience ;  it  every  where  augments  the  energy  of 
the  people  9  and  at  prtfent  it  would  be  impoflible  to  make  the 
nation  re-eftablifh  a  throne  overturned  by  the  crimes  which  fur- 
romded  it.  France  then  muft  neceflarily  be  confidered  as  a 
Republic,  fince  the  whole  nation  has  declared  the  abolition  of 
monarchy.  This  Republic  muft  either  be  acknowledged  or  com* 
bated. 

M  Hie  powers  armed  againft  France  had  no  right  to  inter- 
meddle in  the  debates  of  the  National  Aflembly  on  the  form  of 
its  government.  No  power  has  a  right  to  impofe  laws  on  fo 
great  a  nation  j  they  therefore  refolved  to  employ  the  right  of 
the  ftrongeft.— But  what  has  been  the  refult  ? — The  nation  has 
been  more  incenfed  \  they  have  oppofed  force  to  force,  and  the 
advantages  certainly  which  the  numerous  troops  of  the  King  of 
Fmffia  and  his  allies  have  gained  are  of  very  little  confequence. 
The  refiftance  which  he  meets  with,  and  which  increafes  as  he 
advances,  is  too  great  not  to  prove  that  the  conqueft  of  France, 
reprefented  to  him  as  very  eafy,  is  abfolutely  impoflible.  What- 
ever difference  of  principles  may  cxift  between  the  refpe&able 
monarch  who  has  been  milled,  and  the  French  people,  neither 
he  nor  his  generals  can  any  longer  conflder  that  people,  or  the 
amies  which  oppofe  him,  as  a  collection  of  rebels. 

"  The  rebels  are  thofe  infatuated  nobility,  who,  after  having 
fo  long  opprefled  the  people  in  the  name  of  monarchs,  wliofe 
throne  they  themfelves  ihook,  have  completed  the  difgrace  of 
Louis  XVI.  by  taking  up  arms  againft  their  own  country,  by 
filling  Europe  with  their  falfchoods  and  their  calumnies,  and  by 
becoming,  by  a  conduit  as  foolifh  as  it  is  criminal,  the  moft 
dangerous  enemies  of  Louis  XVI.  and  of  their  country.  I  have 
often  myfelf  heard  Louis  XVI.  lament  their  crimes  and  their 
chimeras. 

"  I  fhall  leave  the  King  of  Pruffia  and  his  whole  army  to  judge 
of  the  conduit  of  thefe  dangerous  rebels— are  they  efteemed  or 
defpifed  ?  I  do  not  require  an  anfwer  to  that  queftion ;  I  already 
know  it — yet  thefe  men  are  fuffered  to  remain  in  the  Prufllan 
army,  and  to  form  the  advanced  guard  of  it,  with  a  fmall  num- 
ber of  Auftrians,  as  barbarous  as  themfelves. 

"  Let  us  now  come  to  the  Auftrians.  Since  the  fatal  treaty  of 
17569  France,  after  facrificing  its  natural  allies,  became  a  prey 
to  the  ambition  of  the  Court  of  Vienna.  All  our  treafures  ferved 
to  fatiatc  the  avarice  of  the  Auftrians.  In  the  beginning  therefore 
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of  our  revolution — at  the  opening  of  the  National  Aflembly,  un- 
der the  name  of  the  States  General,  the  intrigues  of  the  Court 
of  Vienna  were  multiplied  to  deceive  the  nation  refpecting  its 
real  interefts  ;  to  miflead  an  unfortunate  King,  furrounded  by  bad 
advifers,  and  laftly  to  reader  him  perjured. 

"  It  is  the  Court  of  Vienna  that  has  occafioned  the  downfid 
of  Louis  XVI.  What  has  been  done  by  that  court,  the  crooked 
politics  of  which  are  too  fubtle  to  difplay  a  bold  and  open  con-: 
dud  ?  It  reprefented  the  French  as  monfters,  while  it,  and  the 
criminal  Emigrants,  paid  emuTaries  and  confpirators,  and  kept  up 
by  every  poffible  means  the  moft  frightful  difcord. 

"  This  power,  more  formidable  to  its  allies  than  its  enemies, 
has  engaged  us  in  a  war  againft  a  great  King,  whom  we  efteem; 
againft  a  nation  which  we  love  and  which  loves  us.  This  rever- 
fion  of  all  political  and  moral  principles  cannot  long  continue. 

"  The  King  of  Pruffia  will  know  one  day  the  crimes  of  Auftria, 
of  which  we  have  proofs,  and  will  abandon  it  to  our  vengeance. 
I  can  declare  to  the  whole  world,  that  the  armies  united  againft 
the  forces  which  now  invade  us  cannot  be  induced  to  look  upon 
the  Pruffians  as  their  enemies,  nor  the  King  of  Pruffia  as  the 
inftrument  of  the  perfidy  and  vengeance  of  the  Auftrians  and  the 
Emigrants.  They  entertain  a  nobler  idea  of  that  courageous 
nation,  and  of  a  King  whom  they  wifh  to  confider  a  juft  and  an 
honeft  man. 

"  The  King,  fay  they,  cannot  abandon  his  allies — Are  they 
worthy  of  him  ?  Has  a  man  who  has  aflbciated  with  robbers  a 
right  to  fay  that  he  cannot  quit  that  fociety  ?  He  cannot,  it  is 
faid,  break  his  alliance — Upon  what  is  it  founded  ?— On  perfidy 
and  projects  of  invafion. 

"  Such  are  the  principles  upon  which  the  King  of  Pruffia  and 
the  French  nation  ought  to  reafon,  in  order  to  undcrftand  each 
other* 

€t  The  Pruffians  love  royalty,  becaufe,  fince  the  great  Elector, 
they  have  had  good  Kings,  and  becaufe  he  who  now  conducts 
them  is  doubtlels  worthy  of  their  affection. 

u  The  French  have  abolifhed  royalty,  becaufe,  fince  the  im«* 
mortal  Henry  IV.  they  have  always  had  weak,  proud,  or  timid 
Kings,  governed  by  miftrefies,  confeflbrs,  infolent  or  ignorant 
minifters,  bafe  and  abject  courtiers,  who  have  afflicted,  with 
every  kind  of  calamity,  the  moft  beautiful  empire  in  the  uni* 
verfe. 

"  The  King  of  Pruffia  has  too  pure  a  foul  not  to  be  (truck  with\ 
thefe  truths,  t  prefent  them  to  him  for  the  intereft  of  his  ownt 
glory,  and  above  all  for  the  intereft  of  two  magnanimous  nations, 
the  happinefs  or  mifery  of  which  he  can  fecure  by  one  word } 
for,  as  it  is  certain  that  his  arms  will  be  refifted,  and  that  no 
power  can  fubdue  France,  I  fhudder  when  I  think  on  the  dread- 
ful 
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fcl  misfortune  of  feeing  our  plains  ftrewed  with  the  dead  boditt 
of  two  refpectable  nations,  from  a  vain  idea  of  a  point  of  ho- 
nour, for  which  the  King  himfelf  will  one  day  blufh,  when  he 
fees  his  army  and  his  treafure  facrificed  to  a  fyftem  of  perfidy 
and  ambition,  in  which  he  has  no  (hare,  and  to  which  he  is  ren- 
dered the  dupe. 

"  In  the  fame  degree  that  the  French  nation,  become  a  Re* 
public,  is  violent  and  capable  of  making  every  effort  againft  its 
enemies,  in  the  fame  degree  it  is  generous  and  affectionate  towards 
its  friends.  Incapable  of  bending  its  head  before  armed  men, 
it  will  give  every  fuccour,  and  even  expend  its  blood  for  a  gene- 
rous ally }  and  if  ever  there  was  an  epoch  when  the  affection  of 
a  nation  could  be  depended  on,  it  is  that  when  the  general  will 
forms  the  invariable  principles  of  a  government :  it  is  that  when 
treaties  are  no  longer  fubjected  to  the  infidious  politics  of  minifters 
and  courtiers.  If  the  King  of  Pruffia  will  confent  to  treat  with 
the  French  nation,  it  will  become  a  generous,  powerful,  and  un- 
changeable ally ;  but  if  the  illufion  of  a  point  of  honour  prevails 
over  his  virtues,  his  humanity,  and  his  real  interefts,  he  will  then 
find  enemies  worthy  of  him,  who  will  combat  him  with  regret, 
but  to  the  utmoft,  and  who  will  be  continually  fucceeded  by 
avengers,  whofe  number  daily  increafes,  and  whom  no  human 
efforts  will  prevent  from  living  or  dying  free. 

"  Is  it  pofllble  that  the  King  of  Pruffia,  contrary  to  the  rules  of 
true  policy,  immutable  juftice,  and  humanity,  fhould  confent  to  be 
the  inftrument  of  the  will  of  the  perfidious  Court  of  Vienna ;  fhould 
facrificc  iiis  brave  army  and  his  treafures  to  the  ambition  of  that 
court,  which,  in  a  war  it  has  been  directed  to  undertake,  has  the 
finefle  to  expofe  its  allies,  and  to  furnifh  only  a  fmall  contingency, 
while  it  alone,  were  it  brave  and  generous,  ought  to  fupport  the 
whole  burthen  ?  The  King  of  Pruffia  at  prefent  can  act  the 
nobleft  part  that  any  King  ever  acted.  His  operations  alone  have 
been  attended  with  fuccefs ;  he  took  two  towns }  but  this  fuccefs 
was  owing  to  treachery  and  cowardice.  Since  that  he  has  found 
free  and  brave  men,  from  whom  he  cannot  withhold  his  efteexn* 
He  will  ftill  find  a  greater  number  j  for  the  army  which  flops  his 
march  increafes  every  day ;  it  is  in  excellent  discipline,  and  ani- 
mated by  the  fame  fpirit.  It  has  been  freed  from  traitors  and 
cowards,  who  might  have  excited  an  idea  that  France  could  be 
eafily  conquered  5  and  inftead  of  defending,  it  will  foon  attack, 
anlefs  a  reafonable  negotiation  make  a  distinction  between  the 
King  and  his  army,  whom  we  efteem,  and  the  Auflrians  and  the 
Emigrants,  whom  we  defpife.  It  is  time  that  an  open  and  iincere 
explanation  fhould  terminate  our  difcufSons,  or  confirm  them, 
aid  enable  us  to  know  our  real  enemies.  We  will  combat  them 
with  courage;  we  are  upon  our  own  foil ;  we  have  to  avenge  the 
exceffes  committed  in  our  fields  \  and  it  may  be  readily  believed 
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that  a  war  againft  republicans  proud  of  their  liberty  muft  be  % 
bloody  war,  which  can. never  end  but  rfith  the  entire  deftru£tu»i 
of  the  oppreflbrs  or  the  opprefled. 

"  This  dreadful  reflexion  ought  to  agitate  the  heart  of  a  jnft 
and  humane  Bang.  He  ought  to  confider  that  inftead  of  proj 
tefting  by  his  arms  Louis  XVI.  and  his  family,  the  more  he  can? 
tinues  our  enemy,  the  more  he  will  aggravate  their  calamities. 

"  I  hope,  for  my  part,  that  the  King,  whofe'  virtues  I  refpeft, 
and  who  has  fhewn  me  marks  of  efteem  which  do  me  honour,! 
will  be  pleafed  to  read  with  attention  this  note,  dictated  by  the 
love  of  humanity  and  of  my  country.  He  will  pardon  the  hurry 
and  incorre&nefs  of  the  ftyle  of  thefe  truths  from  an  old  foldien 
occupied  ftill  more  eflentially  with  military  operations,  which  muft 
decide  the  fate  of  the  war.

Memorial  of  the  Duke  of  Brunfwich. 

WHEN  their  Majefties,  the  Emperor  and  the  King  of 
Pruffia,  in  entrufting  me  with  the  command  of  the  armies 
which  thefe  two  allied  fovereigns  caufed  to  march  into  France, 
rendered  me  the  agent  of  their  intentions,  publifhed  in  the  two 
declarations  of  the  25th  and  27th  of  July,  1792,  their  ^lajefties 
were  far  from  fuppofing  that  fuch  fcenes  of  horror  could  take 
place,  as  thofe  which  preceded  and  paved  the  way  for  the  impri* 
ibnment  of  their  Majefties  the  King  and  Queen  of  France,  and 
the  royal  family.  Such  crimes,  an  example  of  which  can  fcarcely 
be  found  in  the  hiftory  of  lefs  poliflied  nations,  were  not  the 
utmoft  boundary  which  the  audacity  of  fome  factious  men,  who 
had  rendered  the  people  of  Paris  the  blind  iuftruments  of  then? 
wills,  prefrribed  to  their  criminal  ambition.  The  fufpenfion  of 
the  King,  and  of  all  the  functions  which  had  been  referred  to 
him  by  that  very  conftitution  which  has  fo  long  been  declared  to 
t>e  the  will  of  the  whole  nation,  was  the  laft  crim£  of  the  Natio- 
nal Aflcmbly,  which  brought  upon  France  the  two  terrible  fcourgea 
of  war  and  anarchy.  There  is  one  ftep  more  only  to  be  taken, 
in  order  to  perpetuate  them ;  and  the  fpirit  of  infatuation,  the 
fatal  forerunner  of  the  fall  of  empires,  will  foon  precipitate  thoft; 
who  aflume  to  themfelvcs  the  title  of  Deputies  chofen  by  the  na- 
tion to  fecurc  its  rights  and  its  happinefs  upon  the  moil  folid 
bafis.  The  firft  d  ere*:,  vhich  their  aflembly  palled  was  the  abo- 
lition of  royalty  in  France  *  and  the  voice  of  a  frriall  number  of 
individuals,  fome  of  whom  even  were  foreigners,  aflumed  to  them* 
fclves  the  right  of  balancing  the  opinion  of  fourteen  generations,

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who  have  filled  the  fourteen  centuries  of  the  exiftence  of  the 
French  monarchy.  This  ftep,  at  which  the  real  enemies  of 
L  France  ought  to  rejoice,  if  they  could  fuppofe  that  it  would  have 
I  i  hfting  effeft,  is  direttly  oppofite  to  the  firm  rcfolution  which 
I  their  Majefties  the  Emperor  and  the  King  of  Pruflia  have  taken, 
"  aid  from  which  thefe  two  allied  fovereigns  will  never  depart,  of 
r  rcftoring  to  his  mod  Chriftian  Majefty  liberty,  fafety,  and  royal 
r  dignity,  or  of  exercifing  juft  and  exemplary,  vengeance  againft 
I    ihofe  who  fliall  longer  dare  to  infringe  them. 

Far  thefe  reafons  the  underfigned  declares  to  the  French  nation 
fa  general,  and  to  each  individual  in  particular,  that  their  Majef- 
ties the  Emperor  and  the  King  of  Pruflia,  invariably  attached  to 
\  the  principle  of  not  intermeddling  with  the  interior  government 
*  of  France,  neverthelefs  perlift  in  requiring  that  his  mod  Chriftian 
r  Majefty,  as  well  as  the  whole  royal  family,  {hall  be  immediately 
L    fa  at  liberty  by  thofe  who  detain  them  prisoners. 

Their  Majefties  infill  alfo,  that  the  royal  dignity  in  France 
{hall  be  immediately  re-eftablifhed  in  the  pcrfon  of  Louis  XVI. 
and  of  his  fuccefTors  ;  and  that  fuch  meafures  may  be  purfued  as 
may  fecure  that  dignity  from  infults  (imilar  to  thofe  to  which  it 
has  been  lately  expofed.  If  the  French  nation  has  not  entirely 
loft  fight  of  its  true  interefts,  and,  if  free  in  its  rcfolutions,  it 
riflies  to  put  a  fpeedy  end  to  the  calamities  of  a  war,  which  fub- 
jeftfe  many  provinces  to  all  the  evils  that  follow  in  the  train  of 
armies,  it  will  not  delay  a  moment  to  declare  its  opinion  in  favour 
of  the  peremptory  demand  I  now  addrefs  to  it  in  the  name  of 
their  Majefties  tfce  Emperor  ai)d  the  King  of  Pruflia ;  and  which, 
if  refafed,  'will  immediately  bring  upon  a  once  flourifliing  king* 
[    dom  new  and  more  terrible  difafters. 

The  courfe  which  the  French  nation  may  adopt  in  confer 
.  -(pence  of  this  declaration,  will  either  extend  and  perpetuate  the 
ml  effete  of  an  unhappy  war,  by  deftroying,  in  the  iuppreflion 
of  royalty,  the  means  of  re-eftablifhing  and  maintaining  the  an- 
cient connections  between  France  and  the  fovereigns  of  Europe— 
or  wiH  open  negotiations  for  the  eftabliihment  of  peace,  order, 
and  tranquillity,  which  thofe  who  afliimc  to  themfclvcs  the  title 
of  depofitories  of  the  will  of  the  nation  are  the  mod  interefted 
to  reftore  as  fpeedily  as  they  are  neceffary  to  that  kingdom.

CONVINCED  that  our  faithful  fubjefts  of  the  Netherlands  -m 
will  not  be  happy  unlcfs  they  enjoy  the  rights  and  privfc  " 
leges  granted  to  them  by  our  anceftors,  and  wiflung  to  reign  diet 
them  only  as  a  tender  father  reigns  over  his  family,  we  publicly  ) 
declare  that  our  intention  is,  that  they  lhall  enjoy  thefe  rights  md  i 
privileges  in  their  full  extent :  and  that  we  will  exert  all  08f  ' 
Arength  to  prevent  the  leaft  infringement  of  them,  as  well  as  tft  » 
re-eftablifh  all  things  on  the  fame  footing  as  that  on  which  thep  ! 
were  under  our  great  grandfather  Charles  VI.    It  is  agreeable  to  \ 
our  way  of  thinking,  to  a£t  with  kindnefs  and  clemency  even  to*  -; 
wards  the  enemies  of  the  Belgic  provinces,  and  others.    For  thia  • 
reafon  we  grant  a  general  amncfty,  and  without  exception  prtfc1  - 
mifing  that  every  thing  which  has  hitherto  palled  fhall  be  boned 
in  the  moil  profound  oblivion,  and  we  defire  that  thofe  who  at 
prefent  bear  arms  againft  their  country,  and  who  are  commit* 
hended  under  the  name  of  Belgians,  will  peaceably  return  to  their 
families,  fince  they  are  not  excepted  from  the  prefent  general 
amnefty.    As  fome  words  liable  to   mifconftru&ion  may  haw- 
flipped  into  this  declaration,  we  promife  to  repair  in  perfon  to  thfl 
Netherlands,  to  deliberate  jointly  with  the  Three  Eftates  united* ': 
on  every  thing  that  may  remain  to  be  fettled,  in  order  to  eftablifltf-' 
the  rcpole  and  tranquillity  of  thefe  provinces,  and  to  effect  thdf 
happinefs.

Declaration  of  the  Regent  of  France  %  £jV. 


Louis  Staniflaus  Xaviery  of  Franc e>  Son  of  France^  Uncle  of  the  pre- 
fent  King,  and  Regent  of  the  Kingdom— 7 0  all  thofe  who  maf 
perufe  thefe  Prefents%  Greeting : 

WHEREAS  the  moft  criminal  of  men  have,  by  the  perpe- 
tration of  the  moft  atrocious  crimes,  completed  the  weight 
of  their  iniquities :  We,  ftruck  with  horror  on  receiving  the  inv 
formation,  have  invoked  the  Almighty  to  enable  us,  by  his  gra-, 
cious  affiftance,  to  fupprefs  the  emotion  of  our  juft  indignation* 
caufed  by  the  fentiments  of  the  profound  grief  which  had  over- 
whelmed us ;  to  the  end,  that  we  might  the  better  fulfil  thofe 
eilcntial  duties  that  arc,  in  circumftanccs  lb  weighty,  the  firft  in- 
order  among  thofe  obligations,  which  the  unchangeable  laws  of 
the  French  monarchy  impofe  upon  us. 

The 
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9  The  fierce  ufurpers  of  the  Ibvereign  authority  in  France,  hav- 
ing on  the  2lft  day  of  the  prclcnt  month  of  January,  laid  violent 
\  hands  on,  and  barbaroufly  murdered,  our  dearly  beloved  and 
highly  honoured  brother  and  fovercign,  the  King,  Louis  the 
XYIth  by  came — We  declare  that  the  Dauphin,  Louis  Charles, 
bom  the  27th  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1785,  is 
King  of  France  and  Navarre,  under  the  name  of  Louis  the 
XVIIth.— We  furthermore  declare,  in  virtue  of  our  birth-right, 
and  the  fundamental  laws  of  the  kingdom  of  France  that  we  are, 
and  will  aft  as  Regent  of  France,  during  the  minority  or  the 
King,  our  nephew  and  fovercign  lord. 

l&usinveftedwith  theexercife  of  the  rights  and  powers  of  the 
fixMreignty  in  France,  and  of  the  fuprcme  adminiftration  of  royal 
joffice  throughout  the  laid  kingdom,  we  in  conference  of  our 
obligations  and  duties  fo  to  do,  take  upon  ouriclvcs  the  faid 
charge  of  Regent. 

We  are  therefore  determined,  with  the  aflifrnncc  of  Divine 
Providence,  and  that  of  our  good  and  loyal  fubjecls  of  all  ranks 
and  orders,  aided  by  the  powerful  fuccours  of  the  allied  fovc- 
rognsfor  the  fame  purpofe,  to  do  our  utmoft  cr.d-avours  to  re* 
cover  the  liberty  of  our  Royal  Nephew,  King,  Louis  the  XVIIth; 
of  herMajefty,  his  auguft  mother  and  guardian  ;  of  the  Princefs 
Royal,  Maria  Thercfa,  his  fiftcr  and  our  niece  ;  and  of  our  Royal 
Highnef*  die  Princefs  Elizabeth,  his  aunt  air!  our  dcarcft  filter; 
all  held  in  the  fevered  captivity  by  the  chiefs  of  a  fact  inn. 

We  are  likewife  determined  and  reiolved  to  td»-u  the  re-efta- 
Uiflunent  of  the  French  monarch  von  the  inalterable  batis  of  the 
French  conftitution,  with  a  reform  of  thofe  abufes  that  may  have 
been  introduced  in  the  public  ad;n:ni:tra:icn.  Y/e  will  likewife 
exert  ourfelves  in  the  reitorution  of  the  religion  of  our  forefathers 
to  its  original  purity,  according  to  the  canonical  I'ill'iplinc  of  the 
church.  We  will,  moreover,  re-eftabliih  the  mag'.lirature,  fo 
efitmial  to  the  revival  of  good  order,  and  the  due  and  regular 
idminiftration  of  juftice  :  we  alfo  promife  to  rein  date  all  and 
CTery  defer ipt ion  of  perfons  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  their  pro- 
perty, now  ufurped;  and  in  the  free  exercife  of  their  lawful 
rights,  of  which  they  may  have  been  illegally  deprived.  In  order 
to  enforce  the  law,  we  fh.ill  puniih  crimes  with  feverity,  and  in 
an  exemplary  manner. 

In  fine,  for  the  fulfilling  of  this  folcmn  engagement,  we  have 
thought  proper  to  afllime  the  reins  of  government,  in.  conjunction 
with  our  deareft  brother,  Charles  Philip  of  France,  Count  ot  Ar- 
tobj  to  whom  arc  united  our  deareft  nephews,  graudfons  of 
France,  their  Royal  Highncius  Louis  Anthony,  Duke  of  Angou- 
fcme,  and  Charles  Ferdinand,  Duke  of  Berry,  and  our  couiins, 
their  Royal  Highneflcs  Louis  Henry  or  Bourbon,  Prince  of  Condc; 
Louis  Henry  Jofeph  of  Bourbon,  Duke  of  Bourbon,  and  Louis 
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that  the  Cabinet  of  St.  Jame&'s,  at  the  fame  epoch,  difconti- 
nued  its  correfpondence  with  the  Ambaillidor  of  France  at  Lon- 
don, on  pretext  of  the  fufpenfion  of  the  ci-devant  King  of  the 
French : 

That  fince  the  opening  of  the  National  Convention,  it  has 
refufed  to  anfwer  to  the  accuftomed  correfpondence  between 
the  two  States,  as  alfo  to  acknowledge  the  powers  of  that  Con- 
vention : 

That  it  has  refufed  to  acknowledge  the  Ambaffador  of  the 
French  Republic,  although  holding  credentials  from  it : 

That  it  has  endeavoured  to  obftruft  tfce  different  purchafes  of 
corn,  arms,  and  other  mcrchandife,  made  either  by  French  citi- 
zens, or  by  the  agents  of  the  French  Republic  : 

That  it  has  laid  an  embargo  upon  divers  veffels  and  boats  laden 
with  corn  for  France,  whilft,  contrary  to  the  treaty  of  17861  the 
exportation  of  corn  was  permitted  to  other  countries : 

That,  in  order  more  etfcftually  to  obftruft  the  commercial 
operations  of  the  Republic  in  England,  it  hds,  by  means  of  an  aft 
of  parliament,  prohibited  the  circulation  of  aftignats : 

That,  in  violation  of  the  4th  article  of  the  treaty  of  1786,  it 
alfo  has  caufed,  in  the  courfe  of  the  month  of  January  laft,  an  aft 
to  pafs,  by  which  all  French  citizens,  redding  in  or  coming  to 
ling! and,  are  fubje&cd  to  the  moft  inquilltorial  vexations  and  dan- 
gerous formalities : 

That,  at  the  fame  time,  and  contrary  to  the  tenor  of  the  ift 
article  of  the  treaty  of  peace  of  1783,  it  has  granted  protection 
and  pecuniary  fuccours  to  the  emigrants,  and  even  to  the  chiefs  of 
thofe  rebels  who  have  borne  arms  againft  France  ;  that  it  keeps 
with  them  a  daily  correfpondence,  and  evidently  direfted  againft 
the  French  revolution  ;  and  that  it  alfo  receives  the  chiefs  of  the 
rebels  of  the  French  Weft  India  colonies : 

That,  in  the  fame  hoftile  fpirit,  and  without  provocation,  and 
whilft  all  maritime  powers  were  at  peace  with  England,  the-Ca«» 
binet  of  St.  James's  has  given  orders  for  a  confiderable  armament 
by  fea,  as  well  as  an  augmentation  of  its  land  forces  : 

That,  that  armament  was  inftituted  at  the  very  moment  when 
the  Englifh  Minifter  perfecutcd  with  inveteracy  thofe  who  fup- 
rorted,  in  England,  the  principles  of  the  French  revolution,  and 
employed  all  poffible  mean?,  both  in  and  out  of  Parliament,  to 
cover  the  French  Republic  with  ignominy,  and  to  draw  upon  it 
the  execration  both  of  England  and  of  all  Europe  : 

That  the  object  of  that  armament,  deftined  againft  France,  has 
not  even  been  difiembled  in  the  Parliament  of  England  : 

That  although  the  Provifional  Executive  Council  has  employed 
every  neccllary  meafure  to  prelcrve  peace  and  fraternity  with  the 
Englifii  nation,  and  has  given  no  other  anfwer  to  calumnies  and 
violations  of  treaties,  than  remonftrances  founded  on  principles 

of 
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of  juftice,  and  exprefTed  with  the  dignity  of  freemen,  the  Eng- 
li/h  Minifter  has  nevertheless  perfevered  in  his  fyirem  of  malevo- 
lence and  hoftility,  continued  his  armaments,  and  fent  a  fquadron 
to  the  Scheldt,  to  interrupt  the  operations  of  France  in  the  Low 
Countries : 

That  on  the  news  of  the  execution  of  Louis,  he  has  carried  his 
outrages  againft  the  French  Republic  to  iuch  a  pitch,  as  to  order 
the  Ambafiador  of  France  to  quit,  within  eight  days,  the  territory 
of  Great  Britain: 

That  the  King  of  England,  at  that  epocha,  took  an  opportunity 
of  appointing  different  Generals  to  his  land  forces,  as  alfo  to  de- 
mand of  the  Parliament  of  England  a  confiderable  addition  to 
both  his  fca  and  land  forces,  and  to  give  orders  for  the  fitting  out 
of  gun-boats : 

That  the  intelligence  of  the  King  of  England  with  the  enemies 
of  France,  and  particularly  with  the  Emperor  and  with  Pruflia, 
has  been  confirmed  by  a  treaty  concluded  on  with  the  former,  in 
the  month  of  January  laft : 

That  he,  the  King  of  England,  has  drawn  into  the  fame  league, 
the  Stadtholder  of  the  United  Provinces,  who  has,  in  the  courfe 
of  the  French  revolution,  and  notwithftanding  his  profeflbd  neu- 
trality, treated  with  contempt  the  agents  of  France,  welcomed 
the  emigrants,  vexatioufly  treated  the  French  patriots,  interrupted 
their  bufinefs,  fet  at  liberty,  contrary  to  known  cuftom,  and  to 
the  requifition  of  the  French  Minilrry,  the  forgers  of  affignats  ; 
and  that  lately,  to  concur  with  the  hoitile  defigns  of  the  Court  of 
London,  he  has  commanded  an  armament  by  fea,  named  an  Ad- 
miral, ordered  the  Dutch  vefTels  to  join  the  Englifh  fquadron, 
opened  a  loan  to  fupply  the  expenecs  of  the  war,  obftructed  the 
exportation  for  France,  whilft  he  favoured  the  fupply  of  the 
Anffian  and  Auftrian  magazines ;  and  laftly,  confidering  that  all 
thefe  circumftances  leave  no  longer  a  hope  to  the  French  Re- 
'  public  of  obtaining,  by  amicable  negotiation,  a  rcdrefs  for  thefe 
injuries ;  and  that  all  the  acts  of  the  Britifh  Court,  and  of  Hol- 
land, are  acts  of  hoftility,  and  equivalent  to  a  declaration  of 
war: 
The  National  Convention  decrees  as  follows : 
Article  I.  The  National  Convention  declares,  in  the  name  of 
die  French  nation,  that  by  reafon  of  the  multiplied  acts  of  hofti- 
lity and  aggreffion  above-mentioned,  the  French  Republic  is  at 
war  with  the  Bang  of  England  and  the  Stadtholder  of  the  United 
Provinces* 

H.  The  National  Convention  charges  the  Provifional  Executive 
Council,  to  employ  fuch  forces  as  it  may  deem  neceflary,  to  re- 
pnMe  all  attack,  and  to  fupport  the  independence,  dignity,  and 
mtcrcfts  of  the  French  Republic. 

M  2  III.  The 
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III.  The  National  Convention  authoriles  the  Executive  Provi- 
fional  Council  to  difpofe  of  the  naval  forces  of  the  Republic,  as 
the  intereft  of  the  State  ihall  fcem  to  require,  and  revokes  all 
preceding  difpofal  of  the  fiiine,  by  any  former  decree.

WHEREAS  divers  injurious  proceedings  have  lately  been- 
had  in  France  in  derogation  of  the  honour  of  his  Majcfty's 
crown,  and  of  the  juft  rights  of  his  fubjects :  and  whereas  fevcral 
unjuft  fcizurcs  have  been  there  made  of  the  fliips  and  goods  of  hit 
Majeity*s  fubjects,  contrary  to  the  law  of  nations,  and  to  the  faith 
of  treaties :  and  whereas  the  faid  acts  of  unprovoked  hoftility 
have  been  followed  by  an  open  declaration  of  war  againft  his  Ma- 
jefly,  and  his  ally  the  Republic  of  the  United  Provinces ;  his  Ma* 
jefty  therefore  being  determined  to  take  fuch  mcafures  as  are  ne- 
c^iT.iry  for  vindicating!;  the  honour  of  his  crown,  and  for  procuring 
reparation  and  fat  is  faction  for  his  injured  fubjccls,  is  pleafcd,  by 
a:id  with  the  advice  of  his  Privy-Council,  to  order,  and  it  is 
h-.Tcby  ordered,  that  general  reprisals  be  granted  againft  the  fhips, 
^oocls,  and  iubjetts  of  France,  fo  that  as  well  his  Majcfty's  fleet 
and  ihips,  as  alio  all  other  (hips  and  vefTels  that  (hall  be  commit 
fionatcd  by  letters  of  marque  or  general  reprifals,  or  otherwire,  by 
h's  Majcfty's  Commiflioftcrs  for  executing  the  office  of  Lord  High 
Admiral  of  Great  Britain,  ihall  and  may  lawfully  feize  all  fliips, 
voiK'Is,  and  goods  bclMTging  to  France,  or  to  any  perfons  being 
fiibjefcs  of  France,  or  inhabiting  within  any  of  the  territories  of 
France,  and  bring  the  fame  to  judgment  in  any  of  the  Courts  of 
Admiralty  within  his  Majcfty's  dominions ;  and  to  that  end  his 
Majefty's  Advocate-General,  with  the  Advocate  of  the  Admiralty, 
are  forthwith  to  prepare  the  draught  of  a  commifllon,  and  prefent 
the  fame  to  his  Majefty  at  this  board,  authoring  the  Commif- 
ftoners  for  executing  the  office  of  Lord  High  Admiral,  or  any 
perfnn  or  perfons  by  them  empowered  and  appointed,  to  ifliie 
forth  and  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal  to  any  of  his  Ma- 
jcfty's fubjects,  or  others  whom  the  faid  Commiilioners  fliall  deem 
iitly  quali iied  in  that  behalf,  for  the  apprehending,  feizing,  and 
taking  the  lhips,  vc  fie  Is,  and  goods  belonging  to  France,  or  to  any 
perfons  being  fubjech  of  France,  or  inhabiting  within  any  of  the 
territories  of  France  *,  and  that  fuch  powers  and  claufes  be  infertod 
in  the  faid  com  million  as  have  been  ufual  and  are  according  to 
former  precedents ;  and  his  Majefty's  faid  Avocatc-Gcneral,  with 
the  Advocate  of  the  Admiralty,  arc  alfo  forthwith  to  prepare  the

1  rf  her  Majefty  the  Emprefs  of  all  the  Rujfias,  addrejfed  to  her 
Senate  on  the  dth  of  February,  1793, 

HE  troubles  which  have  prevailed  in  France  fince  the  year 
1789,  cannot  fail  to  have  excited  the  attention  of  every 
ar  government.  As  long  as  there  remained  any  hope  that 
ana  circumftances  would  contribute  to  bring  to  a  fenfe  of 
duty  the  minds  of  thofe  that  were  milled,  and  that  order  and 
mate  authority  would  there  recover  their  ancient  ^s>our,  we 
ited  the  refidence  of  the  French  in  our  territories,  and  ^sr- 
d  our  fubjefts  to  communicate  with  them.  But  havv-  v«h- 
&  in  their  country  a  itill  greater  and  greater  piv.-vr:-;.s  of 
reftion  and  diibbcuiencc  towards  their  lbvercign,   ;iccoiii~ 
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panied  by  an  obftinate  intention,  not  only  to  onfolidate  among 
them  the  principles  of  impiety,  of  anarchy,  and  of  every  defcrip^ 
tion  of  immorality,  but  alio  to  prcpugate  them  over  the  whole 
extent  of  the  globe  :  we  have  interrupted  our  political  correfpond-, 
ence  with  France,  by  recalling  our  Minifter  with  his  Ante,  as  well  « 
as  by  difmifling  from  our  Court  the  Charge  d' Affaires  of  thatt  - 
Power ;  a  mealure  to  which  wc  are  determined  by  this  new  con-    i 
fideration,  that  the  refpeclive  millions  having  been  eftabliflicd 
between  us*  and  the  King,  it  was  incompatible  with  our  dignity* ' 
after  the  latter  had  been  deprived  of  his  authority,  and  kept* 
under  a  fcandalous  conftraint,  in  continual  apprehenfions,  to  have? 
'in  any  manner  whatever  the  appearance  of  wifhing  to  treat  with 
the  ufurpers  of  his  rights  and  government.     Now  that  the  mca-'    * 
furc  of  the  atrocities  which  have  foiled  that  unhappy  land,  and  thrf 
univerfal  horror  they  have  infpired,  are  at  their  height — now  that    [ 
more  than  feven  hundred  monfters  have  been  found,  who  have 
abufed  the  power  they  had  arrogated  to  themftlvcs  by  the  moft 
criminal  means,  and  that  to  fuch  an  extent  as  to  lay  their  parrU.   - 
cidal  hands  on  the  life  of  the  Lord's  Anointed,  of  their  lawful' 
nufter,  cruelly  and  inhumanly  immolated  on  the  2 lit  of  January 
laft,  wc  think  ourfelves  bound  by  God  and  our  confidence,  until   ' 
the  juftice  of  the  Moft  High  fhall  have  confounded  the  authors  of . 
ib  horrible  a  crime,  and  it  fhall  have  pleafed  his  holy  will  to  ter- 
minate the  calamities  by  which  France  is  now  affiic*ted,  not  to  per- 
mit, between  our  empire  and  that  kingdom,  any  of  the  relations 
which  iubfift  between  civilized  and  legitimately  conftituted  State* 
We,  in  confequence,  order  as  follows  : 

The  fufpenfion  of  the  effects  of  the  treaty  of  commerce  con- 
cluded on  the  30th  of  December  1786,  between  us  and  the  de- 
funct King  of  France,  Louis  the  Sixteenth,  until  the  above  cited" 
period  of  the  re-cftablifhment  of  order  and  legitimate  authority  in  •. 
that  kingdom. 

The  prohibition,  until  the  fame  epoch,  of  the  entry  of  French 
vcflels,  under  their  own  flag  or  any  other,  into  our  port 
fituated  on  different  feas;  equally  prohibiting  our  merchants 
and  fliip-mafters  from  lending  their  veflcls  into  the  ports  of 
France. 

The  difmiffal  of  the  heretofore  French  Confuls,  Vice-Con^ 
fuls,  Agents,  and  thofe  attached  to  their  fervicc,  from  our  two 
capitals,  and  other  places  where  they  may  re  fide — announcing  to 
each  of  them,  that  he  is  allowed  the  term  of  three  weeks  to  ar> « ■ 
range  his  affairs,  at  the  end  of  which  time  he  is  bound  infallibly  '* 
to  quit  the  place  of  his  prefent  reiidence,  and  to  quit  the  RuffiaH' 
frontiers  by  the  time  expreffed  in  his  paffport.  As  to  thofe  among 
them,  who  having  been  merchants  in  Ruflia,  have  been  inveftca  . 
with  confular  titles  or  functions,  and  who  lhall  wiih  to  remain  to 
employ  themfclvcs  folely  in  commercial  affairs,  the  procedures 

witk 
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with  refp'ft  to  them  (hall  be  regulated  as  is  expreJTed  below  in 
the  fixth  article. 

It  is  equally  enjoined  to  our  Confuls,  Vice-Con  ruls,  to  thofe 
who  are  attached  to  their  iirvice,  and  in  general  to  all  the  Ruf- 
fians of  both  fexes  in  that  king  lorn,  innSmtly  to  quit  France  on 
the  receipt  of  the  orders  which  ihal!  to  that  erFeft  be  forwarded 
to  them.  As  thefe  orders,  however,  from  the  prcfent  interruj)- 
toon  of  sill  direct  correfpondence,  mav  not  reach  the  hands  of  our 
Conhils,  they  (hall  nevertheless  be  equally  bound  to  conform  to 
them,  as  foon  as  they  (hall  be  poflefled  of  their  purport,  by  the, 
medium  of  the  Foreign  Gazettes,  in  which  they  (hall  be  faithfully 
and  literally  inferted. 

We  order  that  the  French  of  both  fexes,  without  any  excep- 
tion, (hall  not  be  frittered  in  our  empire,  and  fhall  be  -.'riven  from 
thence,  whether  theyexercife  commerce  or  any  other  induflrious 
calling,  fuch  as  artifts,  workmen,  domeftics  in  the  fervi-e  of  in- 
dividuals (here  are  comprehended  teachers  and  governed)— -all, 
ufltort,  who  acknowledge  and  fubmit  to  the  prefent  government 
of  their  country  •  allowing  to  each  the  term  of  three  weeks  to 
arrange  their  domeftic  affairs,  with  an  injunction  to  quit  the  Ruf- 
fian frontiers  within  the  fpace  determined  in  their  paflport,  and 
not  to  enter  them  again  in  future  under  penalty  of  inevitably  in- 
curring the  puntfhmcnt  provided  by  the  law. 

We  except  from  this  regulation  all  the  French  of  both  fexes, 
who  being  called  by  the  government  from  the  place  where  they 
arc  fettled,  to  hear  the  notification  of  our  prcfent  will,  (hall  ma- 
nifcft  their  intention  and  Qneere  ddi-e  of  abjuring,  by  the  oath, 
Ac  form  of  which  is  annexed,  the  principles  of  impiety  and  (edi- 
tion at  this  time  profefTcd  in  their  country,  and  which  have  been 
introduced  by  the  ufurpers  of  the  government  and  legitimate  au- 
thorities— that  they  regard  the  crime  thefe  monitors  have  recently 
committed  againft  the  perfun  of  their  King,  with  the  averfion  and 
honor  it  infpires  in  the  brcift  of  every  lbund-th'nking  man  and 
firry  good  citizen—  and  who,  tcftifying  a  fincere  zeal  for  the 
Chriftian  religion  in  which  they  have  been  bred,  and  a  fimilar  wifli 
to  be  faithful  and  fubmiflive  to  the  King,  to  whom  the  crown  de- 
f  iotas  by  right  of  fucceflion,  fhall  engage  in  furure  to  break, 
'  during  the  whole  of  their  (lay  in  Ruilia,  and  until  the  re-efhblifh- 
nent  of  good  order  in  their  country,  all  correfpondence  with 
tbofe  of  their  countrymen  who  have  fubmitted  to  the  ufurpatory 
and  monftrous  government  which  now  fubfifts  in  France.  All 
thefe  French  of  both  fexes  may  freely  refide  in  Ruilia  under  the 
fifcgnard  of  our  laws,  and  there  exercife,  without  any  dread, 
their  commerce,  profeflion,  trade,  or  indudrious  calling,  the 
(he  following  of  which  is  not  prohibited.  To  the  end,  however, 
dot  no  one  among  them  may  fancy  he  can  make  an  hypocritical 
and  illuibry  abjuration,  with  the  hope  of  concealing  it  from  the 
'"  '  '  knov?\ev\u 
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knowledge  of  his  countrymen,  it  fhould  be  declared  to  them,  that 
this  abjuration  (hall  be  published  in  the  Ruilinn  and  Foreign  Ga- 
zettes, with  the  names  of  thofe  who  fhr.il  have  figncd  it. 

This  abjuration  is  to  be  made  in  a  Catholic  church,  where 
any  fuch  is  to  be  found,  and  in  thcprclcnce  of  the  magi  ft  rates,  of 
the  place.  After  having  pronounced  the  oath,  each  is  to  confirm 
it  by  killing  the  crofs,  and  iigning  his  name.  He  fhall  then  re* 
ceive  a  certificate  from  the  hands  of  the  Governor  of  the  place, 
having  annexed  to  it  the  fignature  of  the  prieiis  who  ihall  havp 
nfliftcd  at  this  pious  act.  la  the  places  where  there  is  no  church, 
in  which  the  Roman  rites  arc  cxcrcifcd,  the  laid  oath  ihall  be 
taken  in  the  hall  of  the  nugiftracy,  in  the  prefence  of  thofe  who*. 
compofe  it.  This  ccrtiiii  ate  will  entitle  liim  who  fhall  receive  it 
to  a  free  refute  nee  in  Ruflxa,  there  freely  to  manage  his  aifair* 
conformably  to  the  laws.  Thole  of  the  above-mentioned  French- 
men who  profefs  the  Protectant  religion,  fhall  make  th?  fame  ab- 
juration in  tin:  churches  oi  their  worfliip,  and,  where  there  are 
none,  in  the  hall  of  the  magistracy  belonging  to  the  place  where 
they  rcfidc. 

This  ordinance  is  to  be  put  hi  execution  immediately  after 
its  publication  in  our  two  capitals ;  and,  in  confequcnec,  a  fum- 
mons  ihall  be  made  at  the  Hotel  of  Police,  to  all  the  French  who 
reilde  in  the  different  quarters  of  the  city.  After  our  will  fluA 
have  been  iignilied  to  them,  the  day  and  the  hour  in  which  thef 
fliall  take  the  oath  (hall  be  fixed  for  thofe  who  wifh  to  make  the 
prefcribed  abjuration.  Thofe  who  fliall  rcfufe  it,  fliall  be  forth* 
with  pointed  out,  to  the  end  that  the  ncceiTary  meafurcs  for  their 
transportation  may  be  taken  in  time,  conformably  to  the  fifth 
article  of  this  ordinance.  Our  College  of  Foreign  Affairs  fhall  fop 
the  occaiion  furnifh,  on  the  requifition  of  government,  thofe 
whom  this  College,  as  well  as  the  Police,  may  need  to  fervc  af 
interpreters  to  the  French. 

The  term  of  three  weeks  allowed  to  the  aforefaid  refraftarj 
French,  for  the  arrangement  of  their  domeftic  affairs,  agreeably 
to  the  tenor  of  the  third  and  fifth  articles  of  this  ordinance,  ilpl} 
be  reckoned  from  the  day  when  it  ihall  be  notified  to  them  to 
quit  our  frontiers.  It  fliall  be  efpecially  exprefled  in  their  paft 
ports,  by  what  route,  and  in  what  fpace  of  time  they  fhall  pafil 
the  Rulllan  frontiers*,  and  the  term  fixed  fliall  be  calculated  ip 
proportion  to  their  diftances,  and  agreeably  to  a  regulation  gf 
ftricr.  poffibility. 

All  our  fubje&s  are  prohibited  from  travelling  in  France,  of 
from  having  the  lea  ft  communication  with  the  French,  either  iqi 
their  own  country,  or  in  the  territories  into  which  they  have  car* 
ried  their  arms  until  we  fliall  grant  permiflion  to  that  efFeA,  aftef 
the  re-eAablilhuicnt,  in  that  kingdom,  of  order  and  legitimate 
authority. 
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The  introduction  into  RulTin,  of  Gazettes,  Journals,  and  other 
periodical  works  published  in  France,  is  prohibited. 

Laftly,  We  forbid,  in  rhe  in  oft  ftrict  ;md  fevere  manner,  the 
permiffion  of  entry  into  our  empire,  cither  by  land  or  by  fea,  to 
any  French  native — to  him  or  to  her  excepted,  who,  abhorring  the 
furious  delirium  of  their  guilty  fcllow-coiintrymcn,  ihall  wifh  to 
live  under  the  protection  of  our  laws,  and  in  the  profefGon  of  the 
Chriftian  religion  in  which  they  were  bred.  They  cannot,  how- 
ever, be  received,  without  producing  a  certificate  from  the  French 
Princes  a*id  efpccially  from  Monfieur  the  Count  of  Provence, 
and  the  Count  d'Artois,  brothers  of  the  deceafed  King,  and  alfo 
from  the  Prince  de  Conde — and  after  having,  through  the  me- 
dium of  our  Minifters  rcfiding  nearcft  to  the  place  of  their  refi- 
dence,  folicited  before-hand  our  permiffion  to  come  into  Ruffia, 
there  to  enter  on  fcrvice,  or  to  exercife  fome  art  or  trade ;  it  be- 
ing well  underftood,  that  on  reaching  our  frontiers,  they  ihall  be 
obliged  to  make  the  abjuration  mentioned  in  the  fixth  article  of 
the  prefent  edict. 

Form  of  ike  Oath. 
I,  the  underfigncd,  fwear  before  Almighty  God,  and  on  his 
Holy  Evangelifts,  that  having  never  adhered,  cither  in  deed  or 
WiH,  to  the  impious  and  feditious  principles  introduced  and  now 
pro&fled  in  France,  I  regard  the  government  eftablifhed  there  as 
in  ufurpation  and  a  violation  of  every  law,  and  the  death  of  his 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty  Louis  the  Sixteenth  as  an  aft  of  abomi- 
nable wickednefs  and  fcandalous  treafon  againft  their  legitimate 
fcrereign,  which  devotes  all  its  authors  to  the  execration  they 
Ought  to  infpire  in  the  bread  of  every  reflecting  man  :  that  my 
confeience  is  intimately  penetrated  by  the  holinefs  of  the  - 

ttligion,  which  I  have  inherited  from  my  ancestors,  and  by  my 
obligation  of  fidelity  and  obedience  to  the  King,  to  whom,  accord- 
ing to  the  rights  of  fucceflion,  the  crown  of  France  (hall  have 
devolved  $  and  that  confequently,  enjoying  the  affured  afylum  her 
Majefty  the  Emprefs  of  all  the  Ruflias  deigns  to  grant  me  in  her 
territories,  I  promife  and  engage  to  live  there  in  the  obfervancc, 
is  afbrefaid,  of  the  — —  religion  in  which  I  have  been  bred, 
tad  m  a  profound  ftibmiffion  to  the  laws  and  adminiftration  efla- 
bCfhed  by  her  Imperial  Majefty — to  ceafc  all  correfpondence  in 
my  own  country  with  the  French  who  acknowledge  the  prefent 
moftftrous  government  in  France— and  not  to  re  fume  it,  until, 
'  after  the  rc-eftablifhmcnt  of  legitimate  authority,  tranquillity,  and 
'  food  order  in  that  kingdom,  1  (hall  have  received  to  that  effect 
-theexprefs  pennifBon  of  lier  Imperial  Majefty.    In  cafe  of  any 
jncednres  of  mine  contrary  to  this  prefent  oath,  I  bow  fubmif- 
fively  to  all  the  rigours  of  the  law  in  this  life,  and  in  the  other  to 
the  terrible  judgment  of  God ;  and  to  feal  this  oath,  I  kifs  the

Pczple  of  Batavia, 

THE  Stadtholder,   who,  conformable  to  true  Republi 
principles,  ought  to  be  only  your  Captain  General, 
ought  to  exercife  for  your  welfare  only  that  power  with  whii 
you  have  inverted  him,  fubordinatcly  to  the  will  and  decisions 
your  Republic,  is  holding  you  under  oppreffion  and  in  flavery. 

cc  You  know  perfectly  your  rights,  and  in  the  year  1787  y 
attempted   to  reconquer  them   from   the    ambitious   Houfe 
Orange ;  and  you  called  for  the  fuccour  of  the  French  nation,— 
But  as  ihe  hcrfelf  was  groaning  under  the  defpotifm  of  a  perfi* 
dious  court,  you  were  but  the  tool  and  the  fport  of  thofe  bafe> 
caballers,  who   at  time  were  the  rulers  of  France.     A  han 
of  Pruflians  commanded  by  the  fame  Duke  of  Brunfwick,  whom.  1 
fince  I  chafed  from  Champagne,  were  found  fufficient  to  bend  ai_ 
your  necks,  under  the  yoke  you  had  thrown  off.     Many  of  y«r 
became  the  victims  of  the  revenge  of  your  defpot ;  many  others 
fled  for  refuge  into  France,  and  from  that  time,  all  hope  of  li- 
berty was  loll  for  you,  until  that  unprecedented  revolution  fU£» 
tained  by  the  moft  glorious  fuccefs,  gave  you  the  French  for  pow- 
erful, generous,  and  free  allies,  who  will  fecond  your  efforts  for  \ 
freedom,  or  will  perifh  with  you. 

People  of  Batavia,  it  is  not  againft  you  that  the  French  Re-' 
public  has  declared  war  mf  {he,  a  friend  of  all  nations,  is  hoftilc 
only  to  defpots.

The  more  enemies  we  have,  the  more  our  principles  will  be  pro- 
pagated ;  perfuafion  and  victory  will  fuftain  the  imprefcriptiMe 
rights  of  man;  and  nations  will  be  weary  of  wafting  their  blood 
and  their  treasures  for  a  trifling  number  of  individuals,  who  but 
keep  up  the  ball  of  difcord,  in  order  the  more  eafily  to  deceive 
and  enJlavc  the  people. 

Wc  enter  into  Holland  as  friends  of  the  Batavians,  and  as  ir-  < 
reconcileable  enemies  of  the  Houfe  of  Orange.     Its  yoke  mnft  < 
appear  to  you  to  be  infupportable  to  leave  the  leaft  doubt  of  : 
your  choice.     Sec  you  not,  that  this  half  defpot,  who  tyrannize*  j 
over  you,  is  facrificing  to  his   perfonal  intereft,  the  moft  folid  ; 
interefts  of  your  republic.     Did  he  not,  in  the  year  1782,  engage  ' 
you  to  break,  with  dilhonourable  perfidity,  that  treaty  of  alliance  1 
which  you  had  concluded  with  us  ?  Since  that  time,  did  he  not  \ 
favour  the  commerce  of  the  Englifh  at   the  expence  of  your  ] 
own  ?  Did  he  not,  at  the  fame  time,  wifh  to  deliver  up  to  then   ; 
the  moft  important  of  your  eitabli  foments,  the  Cape  of  Good    ' 
Hope,  and  the  ifland  of  Ceylon,  and  all  your  Eaft-India  com- 
merce) 
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■erce,  to  that  only  nation,  whofc  inceflant  rivalry  could  be  for- 
midable to  you  ?  Do  you  believe  that  the  Englifh,  infatiate  of 
power  and  gold,  will  ever  reftore  to  you  thofe  important  places 
which  allure  to  them  the  empire  of  India  ?  No,  Batavians,  never 
till  you  recover  your  rank  amongft  the  firft  maritime  nations, 
ntil  you  fhall  be  free.  Send  back  to  Germany  that  ambitious 
tally,  which  for  a  century  paft,  has  facriiiccd  you  to  its  pride. 
Send  back  that  fitter  of  Frederic  William,  who  holds  at  com- 
mand thofe  ferocious  PruOians,  each  time  that  you  dare  to  (hake 
jour  chains.  That  continued  appeal  to  the  Prufllans  is  an  infult 
to  the  ftandard  of  your  brave  troops :  The  Houfe  of  Orange 
dreads,  with  good  reafon,  leaft  they  fhould  be  infpired  with  the 
Iprit  of  liberty  ;  for  a  republican  army  cannot  long  ferve  under 
1  tyrant.  Soon  the  Dutch  foldiers,  loon  the  heroes  of  the  Dog- 
ger Bank  will  join  to  France  both  their  ftandards  and  their 
fleets. 

The  firft  who  fhall  re-unite  thcmfclves  under  the  ftandard  of 
Liberty,  fhali  not  only  receive  full  afiiirance  of  the  enjoyment  of 
thofe  places,  which  they  now  hold  in  the  fervicc  of  the  republic, 
hntalfoof  further  advancement  at  the  expence  of  the  Haves  of 
die  Houfe  of  Orange. 

I  enter  into  your  country,  furrounded  with  the  generous  mar- 
tyrs of  the  Revolution  of  ^787.  Their  perfeverance  and  their 
fccrifices  merit  both  your  confidence  and  union.  They  form  a 
committee,  the  number  of  which  will  foon  be  augmented. 

That  committee  will  be  highly  ufeful  in  the  firft  moments  of 
the  Revolution,  and  all  the  members  of  it,  who  have  no  other 
ambition  than  that  of  being  the  deliverers  of  their  country,  will 
the  inftant  your  National  Convention  fhall  be  aflembled,  fall  back 
into  the  different  claffes  of  the  focial  order, 

I  enter  into  your  country  at  the  head  of  fixty  thoufand  free 
and  vi&orious  Frenchmen;  fixty  thoufand  more  will  defend  Bel- 
pom,  and  they  alfo  will  be  ready  to  follow  me,  fhould  I  meet 
Wh  any  refiftance.  We  are  not  the  aggreflbrs ;  for  a  long  time 
face  the  Orange  faftion  has  waged  a  perfidious  and  underhanded 
war  againft  us.  It  is  from  the  Hague  that  thofe  confpiracies  againft 
•ur  liberties  originated,  and  at  the  Hague  will  we  look  for  the 
authors  of  thefe  evils.  To  them,  and  them  only,  we  referve 
the  whole  of  our  indignation,  the  whole  torrent  of  our.  venge* 
aace.  As  brothers  and  friends,  we  fhall  pafs  through  your  fer- 
tile country ;  you  fhall  feel  the  difference  between  the  conduit  of 
feee  men,  who  ftretch  out  the  hand  of  peace  towards  you,  and 
of  thofe  tyrants  who  inundate  and  lay  wafte  your  native  foil. 

I  promife  hereby  to  deliver  into,  your  hands  the  perfons  of 
thole  cowardly  adminiftrators,  magi  Urates,  or  military  command* 
CH,  who  (hall  give  orders  for  fuch  inundations.  Nevcrthelefs, 
10  avoid  tbc  devaluation  they  muft  ncceflarily  occafion,  I  exhort 
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the  inhabitants  of  the  country,  if  they  chcrifti  the  fmalleft  (part 
of  liberty,  to  oppoie  them.  I  will  follow  clofe  upon  my  Proclama- 
tion, to  fupport  the  brave  and  punifh  the  cowardly. 

People  of  Batavia,  place  conlidence  in  a  man  whofe  name  il 
not  unknown  to  you,  who  never  failed  to  perform  (hat  whidi 
he  promifed,  and  who  leads  to  combat  more  free  men,  before 
whom,  the  Pruffians,  the  iatcllites  of  your  tyrant,  have  already 
fled,  and  again  will  fly. 

The  Belgians  already  call  me  their  deliverer ;  I  hope  foon  yw» 

will  call  me  vour's  alio.

IF  we  lately  heard  with  the  greateft  furprife,  and  the  mod 
lively  ind'gnation,  of  the  decree  by  which  the  National  Con* 
vention  of  France  declared,  in  a  manner  the  inoft  unexpected* 
and  without  the  fmalleft  colouring  of  juftice  or  of  reafon,  that 
ihe  was  in  a  ftate  of  war  with  the  Stadtholdcr  of  the  United 
Provinces,  that  is  to  fay,  in  fact,  with  the  Republic ;  with  wha| 
ientiments  ought  we  not  to  be  penetrated  at  the  receipt  of  th< 
following  letter  : 

[Here  i  be  whole  of  General  Dumourkr's  Proclamation  Is  printed* 
after  which  the  Dutch  Manifeflo  prcceeds.] 

The  tenor  of  this  paper,  printed  at  Antwerp  in  the  Dutch 
and  French  languages,  leads  to  a  prcfumption  that  it  has  beeq 
deftined  by  General  Dumouricr  to  announce  and  precede  the  it- 
tack  with  which  he  has  long  threatened  this  Republic )  to  tx- 
pofe  to  the  view  of  Europe,  and,  in  particular,  to  that  of  the  in- 
habitants of  thefe  provinces,  the  aim  of  this  cnterprize  \  andj 
if  it  were  poflible  to  juftify  his  motives. 

A  writing,  however,  fo  tilled  with  the  grofleft  falfehoods  am| 
abfurdities,  as  well  as  the  moft  atrocious  calumnies,  has  nevd 
perhaps  been  publiflied  in  a  fimilar  conjuncture.  On  examinin| 
with  attention  the  contents  of  this  proclamation,  every  attentive 
reader  will,  like  ourfelves,  find  it  difficult  to  perfuade  himfel^ 
that  it  can  in  reality  be  afcribed  to  him  whofe  name  it  carries] 
to  a  man  who  has  the  reputation  of  being  enlightened  and  intck 
ligent,  and  who  makes  a  profeffion  of  uprightnefs  and  morality 
Thus  do  we  feel  no  repugnance  in  abandoning  the  examination 
of  the  offenfive  fophifms  and  facts  alleged  in  it,  to  the  good  fasti 
of  all  the  well-difpofed  inhabitants  of  this  country;  and  wkb 
this  view  we  have  not  hcliuted  to  contribute!  ourfelves,  to  the 
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publicity  of  this  piece,  by  inferring  it  in  the  prcfent  manifcilo. 
We  think  it,  however,  a  duty  we  owe  to  our  honour,  to  the 
whole  nation,  to  the  prciVnt  age,  and  to  portent  v,  not  to  leave 
without  a  reply,  at  a  time  when  thefe  pacific  it-.it es  arc  threatened 
by  a  molt  unjuft  invafion,  all  the  falfe  hoods  advanced  again  it  us  j 
and  certainly,  had  v.*c  fought  an  occaliun  to  difcufs  the  prcfent 
fubjett,  we  could  never  have  found  one  presenting  more  advan- 
tages. 

The  author  of  the  Proclamation  lets  out  by  reprcfenting  Mon- 
feigneur the  Prince  Hereditary  Stadtholder  as  a  tyrant,  who 
holds  the  good  peoph:  of  thefe  provinces  in  oppreflion,  and  as 
one  who  poiielics  iio  other  power  than  that  of  Captain- General. 
It  is  h:ipuJ::hlc  to  difphy  a  more  profound  ignorance  of  our  con- 
ftinsfion,  according  to  which  the  illuftxious  charge  of  Captain- 
General,  and  that  of  the  Hereditary  Stadtholder,  are  two  abfo- 
Jutely  diitinct  dignities.     As  to  what  regards  the  manner  in  which 
Monfeigneur  the  Hereditary  Prince  .Stadtholder,  excrcifes  thefe 
functions,  which  arc  confided  to  him  under  thefe  two  diftinft  re- 
lation*, we  appeal  to  the  teftimony  of  all  our  countrymen — who 
among  them  will  honcttly  maintain,    that   the  nature  of  the? 
Stadtholderfhip  gives  to  him  who  is  invefted  with  it,  the  power  of 
pppreffing  and  luhjugating  the  citizens  ?  Is  there,  beiides,  any  one 
inhabitant  of  thefe  provinces,  unlefs  he  is  entirely  blinded  by  a  party 
fpirit,  who  forbears  to  do  justice  to  the  amiable  and  benevolent 
difpofition  of  a  prince,  whofe  perfonal  character  and  ad  mini  ft  ra- 
tion have  conftantly  been  markeJ  with  the  (lamp  of  benevolence, 
moderation,  and  the  moil  icrupulous  cxaclncfs  in  the  fulfilment 
of  his  duties  ? 

The  other  heads  of  the  charge  levelled  againft  him,  are  not 
Jefs  abfnrd  and  ridiculous  :  How  c^n  Monfeigneur  the  Prince  of 
Orange  have  broken  in  1782  a  treaty  of  alliance  which  was  not 
concluded  till  1785?  Who  has  ever  faid  or  thought  ferioufly, 
that  he  either  has  or  could  have  wiihed  to  favour  the  trade  of 
the  Engliih  nation  at  the  expence  of  our  own  ?  Is  not  every  mer- 
cantile influence  abfolutely  foreign  to  his  powers  ;  and  does  not 
'commerce  open  a  fufficiently  extenfivc  field  to  employ  the  induf- 
trious  activity  of  two  friendly  and  allied  nations  ?  Who  among 
us,  laftly,  has  ever  heard  mention  of  the  conceffion  to  the  Englifh 
of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  or  of  the  Iiland  of  Ceylon  ?  Who, 
therefore,  does  not  fee  that  all  thefe  reproaches  are  mere  fictions; 
and  how  is  it  poffible  to  alledge  them  in  a  paper  deftined  to  con- 
vey to  the  whole  univerfe  an  account  of  the  motives  which  have 
engaged  zfii-difatite  Republic  to  declare  a  moft  unjuft  war  againft 
a  free  and  independent  (late? 

With  equal  falsehood  does  the  paper  now  before  us  fpeak  of 
the  Revolution  of  1787,  an  event  which  foreigners,  or,  if  you 
will,  the  enemies  of  our  conftitution,  mistakenly  reprefent  as  an 
1  ■   '  ■  *& 
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aft  of  violence  and  oppreflion.  Every  one  knows/ that  the  pur- 
port of  all  which  was  then  done,  was  merely  to  re-eftablifh  and 
confolidate  the  ancient  and  legitimate  conftitution,  upon  which 
this  Republic  was  founded,  has  increafed  from  fmall  beginnings, 
has  fo  long  been  flourishing  and  happy,  and  which  the  efforts  of  a 
few  ambitious  men  threatened  with  a  total  fubverfion. 

"  It  is  not  againft  the  Batavian  nation  (fays  the  Proclamation 
in  continuation )  that  France  has  declared  war ;  a  friend  to  all  na- 
tions, flic  has  for  her  enemies  defpots  only." — Let  not  our  fellow- 
citizens  allow  themfelvcs  to  be  dazzled  by  thefc  lying  expreffions; 
let  them  not  lofe  fight  of  the  fignal  abufe,  now  become  fo  com- 
mon, of  the  words  Liberty,  Slavery,  and  Oppreflion.  Thofe 
who  at  prefent  govern  France,  and  who  think  they  have  a  right 
to  difpofe,  in  fo  arbitrary  a  way,  of  the  lot  and  well-beings  of 
nations,  have  but  too  clearly  proved  in  what  the  friendihip  con- 
fifts,  which  they  profefs  to  other  nations,  and  what  they  mean 
by  tyranny  and  defpotifm.  They  teftify  their  friendihip  to  thefc 
nations,  by  fowmg  among  them  divifion  and  difcord,  and  by 
violently  (tripping  them  of  the  privileges  eflcntial  to  focial  order* 
and  fanftioned  by  their  antiquity — privileges,  the  remembrance 
of  which  they  even  feck  to  efface,  by  deftroying  the  charters  on 
which  they  are  founded.  The  gifts  they  offer  under  the  fine 
titles  of  Fraternity  and  Liberty,  are  no  other  than  the  very  un- 
bridled licence,  the  felf-fame  irreligious  fpirit  in  which  they  glory 
io  openly,  and  thefc,  accompanied  by  all  the  evils  which  refult 
from  them,  and  under  which  they  themfelves  groan;  fuch  at 
anarchy,  murder,  pillage,  mifery,  and  famine.  They  blacken 
with  the  names  of  Defpotifm  and  Slavery,  all  thofe  civil  and  re- 
ligious inlVitutions  which  have  hitherto  been  refpefted  by  man, 
becaufe  they  are  indifpenfable  to  his  happinefs,  and  to  the  exifti 
eruce  of  civil  fociety.  Men  cannot  live  in  fociety  without  a  go- 
vernment to  fuperintend  their  well-being;  and  the  principles 
which  the  French,  with  their  arms  in  their  hands,  now  labour 
to  fpread  abroad,  are  calculated  to  overturn  all  governments,  and 
to  fubftitute  for  fafety,  repofe,  and  good  order,  anarchy,  and  all 
the  evils  which  fpring  from  it. 

Among  the  numerous  fubje&s  of  aftonifhment  with  which 
the  Proclamation  furni flies  us,  and  the  abfurdity  of  which  we  are 
more  particularly  called  on  to  demonftate  to  our  countrymen,  wo 
cannot  filently  pafs  over  what  is  faid  on  the  fubjeft  of  the  few 
unknown  and  defpicable  men,  who,  under  tne  title  of  the  Bata- 
vian Committee,  ufarp  an  imaginary  power,  and  who  are  de- 
ferred to  us  as  being  charged  with  the  Provisional  Adminiftra^ 
tion,  until  we  alfo,  we  ourfelves,  {hall,  after  the  example  o| 
wretched  France,  have  formed  our  National  Convention.  Shall 
we  then  be  obliged  to  renounce  the  mild  authority  which  governs 
us,  tp  fubmit  our  property,  every  thing  that  is  dear  w,  our  lffci 

thenj^ 
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themfelves,  to  the  caprice  of  ;i  few  unknown,  contemptible,  ig- 
norant individuals,  who  will  difpofe  of  us  and  ours  at  their  plea- 
fore,  until  the  adminiftration  {hall  pafs  from  their  hands  into 
thofe  of  the  foi-difante  Convention,  blindly  devoted  to  France,  of 
a  complexion  with  the  one  we  now  fee  in  our  neighbourhood, 
and  whofe  authority  will  neceflarily  be  attended  by  the  fame 
difaftrous  confequenccs  to  us,  as  thofe  which  have  taken  place 
in  France  ?  How  can  it  have  been  conceived,  that  fuch  ideas 
would  be  cheriihed  by  a  wife  and  fenfible  people,  little  inclined 
by  its  character  to  adopt  thefe  difaftrous  inventions  of  our  times, 
and  accuftomed  to  a  juft  and  moderate  adminiftration. 

We  alfo  perfuade  ourfelves,  that  it  is  not  neceflary  to  caution 
the  good  inhabitants  of  this  country  againft  paying  any  attention 
to  the  invitation  and  promifes  made  to  them,  to  engage  them  to 
range  themfelves  beneath  the  ftandard  of  this  pretended  liberty; 
or  to  the  infignificant  threats  employed  to  intimidate  them  from 
praclifirig  the  means  of  defence  with  which  nature  has  fupplied 
us.  It  is  impoflible  that  there  can  be  found  among  them  men 
fo  bafe  and  fo  degenerate  as  to  form  an  union  with  the  enemies 
of  their  country,  and,  conjointly  with  them,  to  fpread  among 
their  fellow-citizens,  defolation,  defpair,  and  the  long  chain  of 
irreparable  evils  which  are  a  neceflary  effect  of  a  molt  cruel  ra- 
pacity, and  which  fo  many  countries,  fubdued  by  the  French, 
now  experience. 

We  rather  expect  that  all  citizens,  laying  afidc  any  party  fpirit 
which  disunites  them,  will  unite  their  efforts  to  ours,  and  to  thofe 
of  all  the  true  friends  of  the  country,  to  defend  and  prcfervc, 
under  the  divine  protection,  the  territory  which  has  given  them 
birth,  and  in  which  they  have  been  bred  \  that  they  will  fnatch 
religion  and  true  liberty,  thofe  guarantees  of  our  happinefs,  from 
the  tnfupportable  yoke  of  foreign  and  barbarous  hordes.   We  ex- 
pect every  thing  from  their  courage  and  bravery,  and  we  are 
perfuaded  that  they  will  not  fuffer  themfelves  to  be  intimidated 
by  the  exaggerated  ftatement  of  the  forces  which  arc  rcprefentcd 
as  advancing  againft:  them.     We  perfuade  ourfclves  that  they  will 
neither  forget  the  invincible  valour  with  which  our  immortal  ances- 
tors refitted  fuceefsfully  thefe  very  Frenchmen,  at  a  time  when  the 
greateft  powers  in  Europe  did  not,  as  at  this  day,  combat  with  us, 
but  on  the  other  hand,  were  leagued  with  our  enemies  ;  nor  the 
fituation  of  our  country,  which,  more  efpccially  in  this  fcafon, 
oppofes  infurmountable  obftacles  to  an  hoftile  invafion ;  nor  the 
diligence  and  energetic  activity  of  the  government,  which  will 
'  neglect  nothing  to  fecure  the  fuccefs  of  our  common  efforts ; 
nor,  laftly,  the  efficacious  fuccours  we  expect  in  a  little  time  from 
our  faithful  allies.     If  after  fo  many  important  coniideratioHs, 
they  may  ftill  need  a  motive  to  confirm  them  in  their  rcfolution 
to  facrifice  every  thing  to  the  defence  of  their  dear  country,  we 
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will  place  before  their  view  the  example  of  our  fteighbmtn  die 
inhabitants  of  the  Auftrian  Netherlands,  who  hive  called  oh  and 
welcomed  as  friends,  the  very  General  who  dares  to  call  himfelf 
their  deliverer,  and  thofe  very  Frenchmen  he  commands : — theftf  'jj 
Belgians  now  reap  the  bittereft  fruits  of  their  heedlefs  credulity.     ] 

Deign,  thou  fupreme  and  all  puiflant  Being  !  who  has  fo  o&'j 
ten  extricated  this  Republic  from  the  mod  imminent  dangers—1 1 
deign  to  preferve  it,  at  this  day,  from  fuch  a  deliverance,  and (] 
from  fuch  friends !

Declaration  of  his  Mojl  Serene  Highnefs  the  Prince  of  Orange  m4\ 
Najfau,  made  to  the  Aflembly  of  their  High  Alight  wefts,  on  MOM 
ftonof  tbeprefeiit  circumjiances* 

High  and  mighty  Lords  ! 

THE  very  principal  part  of  the  public  administration  whkfc 
has  been  confided  to  me,  in  my  different  capacities,  as  weB 
political  as  military,  by  your  High  Mightinefles,  and  the  lords 
cftatcs  of  the  refpedtive  provinces,  forbids  my  preferving  afilenct 
under  the  immediate  circumftances  of  the  general  caufe  of 
country. 

Your  High  Mightinefles  certainly  did  juftice  to  my  fentimentl 
and  my  conduct,  when,  in  your  letter  to  the  dates  of  the  pro*" 
vinces,  and  in  your  declaration  relative  to  the  manifefto  of 
ncral  Dumourier  you  defended  this  conduct  and  thefe  fentimestt 
againft  the  calumnies  and  falfehoods  of  my  enemies.  But  I  owetff 
your  High  Mightinefles,  to  the  dates  of  the  provinces,  to  the  DnttfcJ 
nation,  for  which  my  anccftors  flied  their  blood— I  owe  to  tht 
faithful  allies  of  the  (late,  who,  at  fo  critical  a  moment,  hffti 
flown  to  our  fuccour  to  fight  with  us  for  the  Republic— I  owe 
all  Europe,  whofe  attention  is  fixed  on  fo  injurious  an  atta< 
I  owe  it  not  lefs  to  myfelf,  to  make  known,  not  only  my 
but  likewife  the  foundations  of  my  confidence. 

The  ftate  is  mod  unjuftly  attacked 5  the  territory  of  the  ge- 
nerality is  invaded  ;  and  the  arms  of  the  enemy  have  unexpeA* 
edly  met  with  a  fuccefs  which  might  extend  to  the  cities  having' 
voices  in  the  ftate,  and  the  conferences  of  which  would  be  fa»» 
calculable. 

Such 
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Such,  High  and  Mighty  Lords,  are  the  dangers  which  either 
karafs  us  already,  or  which  dill  menace  us.  It  is  not  my  wifh  to 
lifiemble-  them  j  1  do  not  even  wifh  to  flatter  myfelf,  that  the 
loflb  we  have  already  fuftained  will  be  the  laft.  It  is  not  fur- 
prifing  that  this  Republic  fhould  experience  great  checks  at  the 
commencement  of  a  war ;  but  in  the  xnidft  ofthefe  difafters  {he 
derates  herfelf,  as  if  her  lofles  awaken  her  a&ivity,  fupport  her 
enrage,  and  multiply  her  ftrengih. 

As  little  as  the  dangers  of  the  ftate  fhould  be  diflembled,  fo 
little  oaght  her  advantages  and  fuccours  f o  be  mifunderftood.— 
The  fituation  of  the  country,  interfered  by  rivers,  canals,  and 
fakes,  holds  out  advantages  capable  of  difputing  the  ground  with 
the  enemy,  even  were  their  fuccefles  ftill  more  confiderable.  The 
fidelity  of  the  citizens,  their  love  for  their  country,  is  equally 
efficacious  in  a  republican  ftate.  The  troops  of  the  Republic  are 
fcD  of  courage,  and  burn  with  a  zeal  to  try  their  ftrcngth  in  the 
defence  of  their  altars  and  fire  fides.  The  feamen  are  animated 
bf  the  very  fpirit  that  has  never  failed  To  honourably  to  diftinguifh 
the  Dutch,  on  an  element  which  is  natural  to  them,  and  on  which 
they  have  fo  often  confounded  the  pride  of  their  enemies.  I 
tBght,  finally,  to  allure  myfelf,  that  not  only  the  allies  of  the 
Bate,  but  alfo  the  formidable  powers,  which,  equally  with  the 
Republic,  have  but  one  intcreft  and  one  common  enemy,  will 
unite  their  efforts  to  •  ours,  to  repel  from  the  frontiers  of  this 
Republic  violence  and  injuftice. 

But,  High  and  Mighty  Lords,  I  found  my  confidence  more 
Specially  in  the  Sovereign  Arbiter  of  the  world,  who,  out  of 
nthing,  has  caufed  this  country  to  attain  its  prefent  ftrength,  and 
iho  has  preferyed  it  by  miracles,  and  fupported  the  arm  of  my 
Dungeons  predeceflbrs. — This  God  is  eternal :  his  all-puifTance, 
ufagacity  are  equally  fo  ;  and  he  is  ftill  defirous  of  fupporting 
hofe  who  repofe  their  truft  in  him. 

Upon  thefe  foundations  it  is  that  I  declare,  in  the  face  of  the 
fbole  oniyerfe?  that,  far  from  being  difcouraged,  I  will  watch  till 
ay  laft  moment  in  'the  defence  of  the  .ftate  ;  and  that*  notwith- 
bnding  a  part  of  my  pofleffions  and  domains  is  already  occupied 
f  the  enemy,  what  continues  to  be  mine,  as  well  as  my  blood 
fed  my  life,  is  ftill  for  the  fervice  of  the  ftate.  With  thefe  fen- 
ments  I  have  been  educated ;  thev  are  thofe  which  have  diftin* 
nulled  my  anceftors 5  and  thefe  illuftrious  examples  have  been 
mdeated  by  myfelf,  and  the  princefs,  my  dear  eonfort,  to  our 
hfldren — they  already  pant  tp  diftinguifh  themfclves  in  fo  ho- 
purable  a  career. 

Let  the  nation  roufe  itfelf ;  let  it  form  an  union  with  me  again  ft 
Bi  enemy  defirous  of  feizing  on  its  liberty,  its  property,  and  its  in- 
cpcndeftcc*    I  truft  to  be  unceafingly  found  in  the  career  of 
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honour,  and  the  love  of  my  country  $  and  fince  I  neither  fee] 
nor  know  any  other  grandeur  than  that  of  the  country,  I  flul 
efteem  myfelf  happy,  provided  heaven  (hail  deign  to  direft  vk 
blefs  my  efforts  to  that  end.

THE  National  Convention',  after  having  heard  the  report  '4 
its  Committee  of  General  Defence  with  rcfpeQ  to  thf 
conduft  of  Spain  towards  France,  con(idering9 

That  the  King  of  Spain,  ever  fince  the  19th  of  July  1792th 
all  communications  with  his  own  Government,  has  conftami) 
fpoken  with  difrefpe&  of  the  fovereignty  of  the  French  peoph 
and  has  alwavs  perfifted  in  confjdering  Louis  Capet  as  Sow 
reign  of  the  Nation  :  "'  / 

That  by  an  Edi&  of  the  20th  of  July  1791,  he  ha?  expofN 
the  French  in  his  dominions  to  infinite  vexations;  has  ap« 
demned  them  to  arbitrary  imprifonment  and  unjuft  exile;  p 
fubje&ed  them  to  injuries  and  perfecution,  for  which  they  bail 
in  vain  fought  redrefs,  and  by  the  fame  Edift  has  compellnj 
them  folemnly  to  renounce  their  country.  That  his  Governo^ 
and  his  troops  have  unremittingly  favoured  the  revolt  of  th 
negroes  in  St.  Domingo,  by  furni  filing  them  with  neceflariei 
and  exchanging  with  them  victuals,  arms,  and  ammunition,  bj 
refufing  an  afylum  to  the  French  who  fled,  and  even  in  mafl| 
in  fiances  giving  up  Frenchmen  who  had  claimed  their  hofpitj 
lity,  to  the  negroes,  by  whom  they  were  immediately  maiEj 
cred : 

That  immediately  on  the  10th  of  Auguft  1792,  he  ordered  hi 
Ambaflador  to  withdraw  from  Paris,  choofing  not  to'  acknon 
ledge  the  Provifionary  Executive  Council  appointed  by  tjie  Li 
giflative  Affembly : 

That  he  has  not  thought  fit  to  renew  the  cuftomary  corn 
fpondence  between  the  two  Courts,  ever  fince  the  appointing 
of  the  National  Convention : 

That  he  has  refufed  to  acknowledge  the  Ambaflador  of  tl 
French  Republic,  though  confirmed  by  letters  of  credence  fro! 
the  National  Convention : 

That  inftead  of  furnifliing  to  France  the  contingent  of  fai 
cours  ftipulated  by  the  feveral  treaties,  he  has  caufed  the  raififl 
of  armaments  l>oth  by  fea  and  land,  which  can  have  no  otb< 
deftination  than  to  combat  the  independence  of  that  nation*  an 
join  the  Powers  combined  againft  her  : 
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[  That  while  he  was  mod  eagerly  preparing  thit  naval  arma- 
tient9  he  hypocritically  reprefented  it  as  only  a  neceflary  pre- 
caution with  a  view  to  England,  whofe  perfidy  he  pretended  to 
fofped,  though  he  was  at  the  fame  time,  in  contempt  of  all 
treaties,  making  an  alliance  with  her.  That  while  he  was 
arming  his  frontiers,  he  gave  open  protedtion  as  well  as  fuc- 
cours  in  money  to  the  emigrants  and  the  chiefs  of  the  armies  in 
rebellion  againft  France : 

That,  in  fpite  of  a  con  (Ian  t  endeavour  on  the  part  of  the 
French  Provifionary  Council,  to  preferve,  by  every  means  in  their 
power,  confident  with  the  dignity  of  Republicans,  peace  and 
Mornity  with  the  Spanifh  nation,  the  Spanifh  Minifter,  on  the 
contnry,  has  purfued  one  fyftem  of  diffimulation,  malevolence, 
and  hoftility,  has  continued  arming  both  by  fea  and  land,  and 
las  fent  a  numerous  artillery  to  both  the  extremities  of  the  Spa- 
iHh  frontiers  towards  France  : 

That  when  required  to  explain  the  precife  objed  of  his 
moments,  his  anfwers  have  conftantly  been  evafiYe  and 
dilatory: 

That  he  has  uniformly  manifefted  an  attachment  to  the  caufe 
ff  Louis,  and  a  defign  to  fupport  it  by  arms,  if  he  could  effe6t 
nothing  by  his  mediation  : 

That  upon  the  news  of  the  death  of  Louis,  he  took  every 

rtunity  to  infult  the  French  Republic,  refufing  its  Ambai- 
any  anfwer,  and  inftantly  breaking  off  all  communication 
with  him : 

That  he  pofitively  refufed  to  receive  two  official  notes  from 
die  Executive  Council  of  the  4th  of  January,  in  anfwer  to  his 
wra  of  the  17th  of  December,  thereby  refuting  to  bind  himfelf 
to  the  obfervance  of  a  ftrift  neutrality  towards  France,  to  dif- 
ra,  and  to  name  Commiffioners  to  concert  together  about  the 
fifinnding  the  refpeftive  forces : 

That  mice  his  refufai  he  has  collected  together  the  chiefs  of 
As  emigrants;  has  connected  himfelf  more  clofely  than  ever 
Vrth  the  Court  of  England,  a&ually  at  war  with  the  French 
Republic :  And  that  he  ftirred  up,  and  now  countenances  pub- 
lic preachings,  and  perfections  againft  the  French  in  his  do- 
minions. 

Cbnfidering,  finally,  that  all  thefe  circumftances  taken  to- 
gether, leave  the  Republic  no  longer  any  hope  of  obtaining,  by 
tteans  of  friendly  negotiations,  the  redrefs  of  thofe  grievances, 
Slid  that  all  the  a&s  of  the  Court  of  Madrid  are  true  ads  of 
hoftility  in  concert  with  the  coalefced  powers ;  which  adts  are

French  nation,  that  in  confequence  of  the  multiplied  acta  of*

The  French  Republic  is  at  war  with  the  King  of  Spain. 

II.  The    Convention    charge    the  ,  Provifionary    Executive 
Council  to  provide  as  many  forces  as  (hall  appear  neceflary  to 
repulfe  thefe  aggreflions,  and  to  fupport  the  independence,  the  , 
dignity,  and  the  interefts  of'  the  French  Republic ;  they  are  re-  ^ 
quired,  therefore,  to  take  the  inoft  fpeedy  meafures  to  fend  inte* j 
the  department  of  the  Pyrenees,  fuch  objects  which  are  mate- 
rially neceflary  for  an  army  of  1 00,000  men. 

III.  The  Convention  authorize  the  Provifionary  Executive 
Council  to  difpofe  of  the  forces  of  the  Republic,  both  of  the 
army  and  navy,  for  the  defence  of  the  Republic  agalnft  tbo 
King  of  Spain.

AMONG  the  'obje&s  to  which  I  have  principally  attended* 
fince  my  exaltation  to  the  throne,  is  the  prefervation  of 
peace  and  tranquillity  in  Europe,  in  which,  by  contributing  to 
the  general  good  of  humanity,  I  have  given  my  fubjedts  a  parti- 
cular proof  of  the  paternal  vigilance  with  which  1  attend 
to  every  thin?  conductive  to  the  happinefs  I  fincerely  wifh  them, 
and  to  which,  they  have  every  claim  from  their  diftinguifhed 
loyalty,  and  their  noble  and  generous  chara&er. 

Notorious  as  is  the  moderation  with  which  I  have  pro- 
ceeded  in  refpe&  to  France,  fince  the  developement  of  thole 
principles  of  impiety  and  anarchy,  which  are  now  convulfihg 
and  annihilating  that  unhappy  kingdom,  it  is  almoft  fuperfluout 
to  mention  it.  I  fliall  only  advert  to  the  occurrences  there 
within  t!i«fe  lad  months,  without  enumerating  the  horrid  and 
multiplied  crimes  of  the  French,  and  one  of  all  the  moft  atro- 
cious, and  the  moft  painful  to  my  refle&ion.  My  principal 
views  in  regard  to  the  French,  only  went  to  difcover  if  there 
was  any  poffibility  of  bringing  them  to  aft  on  a  rational  fyftem, 
capable  of  retraining  their  boundlefs  ambition,  and  preventing 

the 
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the  calamities  of  a  general  war  throughout  Europe,  and  like- 
wife  to  obtain  the  liberty  of  their  King,  Louis  XVI.  and  that 
of  his  family*  prifoners  in  a  tower,  and  daily  expo  fed  to  the 
repetition  of  the  moft  fhoeking  inlults  and  dangers.  Imprelled 
with  thefe  fentiments,  and  ib!icitous  to  compafs  any  views  fo 
neceflary  to  univerfal  tranquillity,  and  not  lrfs  agreeable  to  the 
laws  of  humanity  than  correfpondent  to  the  ties  of  blood,  and 
'  the  luftre  of  my  crown,  I  ceded  to  the  reiterated  inftances  of 
the  French  Minifiry,  and  ordered  the  engroffrnent  of  two  note»> 
in  the  one  of  which  a  neutrality  was  ftipul.-rted,  and  in  the 
other,  the  retiring  of  the  troops  from  the  refpe\5Vive  frontiers. 
When  it  was  necefTary,  as  a  confequence  of  agreement,  that 
both  notes  fhould  be  admitted,  they  did  not  attend  to  the  one 
relative  to  the  retiring  of  their  troops,  and  propofed  leaving 
a  part  of  theirs  in  the  vicinity  of  Bayonne,  under  the  fpecioug 
pretext  of  their  dreading  an  invafion  from  the  Engl'rJh,  but  iii 
reality  more  for  the  purpofe  of  awing  us  into  an  acquiefcence 
with  their  meafures,  obliging  us  thereby  to  maintain  an  equal 
ind  ex  pen  five  armament  on  our  frontiers,  to  prevent  the  pillage 
and  infult  of  an  undifciplined  and  mutinous  Ibldicry.  An  the 
fame  note  they  were  ftudious  to  (peak  affe&cdly,  often  in  the 
name  of  the  French  Republic,  meaning  thereby  to  oblige  us  to 
acknowledge  it,  by  the  very  act  of  admitting  that  document. 
Having  inftruclcd  tny  Charge  d'  Affaires  in  Pari?,  to  make  the 
moft  efficacious  interference  in  behalf  of  the  King  and  his 
unhappy  family,  on  preferring  the  notes  drawn  up  here,  I  did 
not  ftipulate  their  enlargenunt  as  an  exprefs  condition,  fearing 
to  injure  thereby  a  caufe,  in  the  illbe  of  which  1  took  fudi  a 
lively  and  natural  witerelt;  and  b^ing  moreover  convinced,  that 
without  a  confammate  bad  faith  in  the  French  Miniftry,  that 
an  eameft  recommendation  and  interference  on  delivering  the 
notes,  had  with  them  the  moft  intimate  though  tacit  connexion, 
and  that  they  muft  have  known  it  were  impofliMe  to  feparate 
the  one  from  the  other,  and  that  the  not  ex  pi  effing  it  was  a 
pare  effe&  of  delicacy  and  attention  to  them,  that  they  miglrt 
have  an  opportunity  of  availing  of  it,  with  the  various  factions 
in  which  France  was  and  is  deceived,  and  give  them  the  merit 
of  effectuating  a  good  to  which  we  ought  to  think  them  pro- 
pitious; but  their  treachery  fuon  became  manifeft,  for  wlrlft 
they  difregarded  the  recommendation  and  interference  of  the 
ibvereign  of  a  great  and  generous  nation,  they  urged  the  ad- 
miffion  of  the  notes  they  had  uttered,  accompanying  every 
inftance  wirh  threats,  that  if  not  admitted,  their  Charge 
d' Affaires  fhould  have  orders  to  retire.  Whilft  they  continued 
their  folicitations,  mixed  with  threats,  they  were  proceeding  in 
the  moft  cruel  and  outrageous  of  their  crimes,  tbt  ajfajfmatim 
rf  tbtlr  Scvtreign;  and  when  my  heart  and  that  of  all  my  fub- 
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je&s  was  wrung  with  anguifh  and  horror  at  thift  atrocious  a&j 
they  ft  ill  pretended  to  continue  their  negociations,  not  that  they 
thought  them  admiffible,  but  in  •rder  to  outrage  the  more  my 
honour,  and  that  of  my  vaflTals,  for  they  well  knew,  that  under 
luch  circumftances,  every  new  in  fiance  on  their  part,  was  but 
an  ironic  mockery  ;  to  which,  I  could  not  give  leave  without 
forgetting  my  own  dignity  and  decorum.  Their  Chargb 
d'  Affaires  afked  for  and  received  his  paflport ;  at  the  fame  time 
a  French  veflel  captured  a  Spanifli  one,  on  the  coaft  of  Cale- 
donia, on  which  account  the  Commandant  General  ordered 
reprifals,  and  contemporary  with  this,  received  the  news  of 
their  having  made  other  prizes ;  and  that  in  Marfeilles  and  the 
other  ports  of  France,  they  have  detained  and  embargoed 
feveral  of  our  veflels.  Finally,  on  the  7th  current,  they  de- 
clared War,  which  they  were  already  waging  again  ft  us  fince 
the  26th  of  February,  by  the  date  of  Letters  of  Marque, 
found  aboard  their  privateer  Le  Renuard,  Capt.  J.  B.  La  Latin, 
captured  by  our  iloop  of  war  the  Ligero,  Captain  De  Juan 
De  Dios  Copete. 

In  confequence  of  which  conduft,  and  the  hoftilities  com- 
menced by  the  French,  even  prior  to  any  declaration  of  war,  I 
have  given  the  neceflary  orders  to  detain,  repulfe,  and  attack 
the  enemy  by  Tea  and  land  as  occafion  requires ;  and  I  have  re- 
folved,  and  order  that  war  be  forthwith  declared  in  this  Court, 
againft  France,  its  pofTeffions  and  inhabitants,  and  that  in  all 
parts  of  my  dominions,  provifions  and  preparations  be  made 
conducive  to  the  defence  of  them,  and  of  my  fubjedts*  and  to 
the  offence  of  my  enemy."

Proclamation  of  Gentral  Ricardos,  Commanding  tht  Spanijb  Army 

againft  Franc/. 

THE  army  of  which  it  has  pleafed  his  Majefty  to  intruft  me 
with  the  command,  does  not  enter  the  French  territory 
with  hoftile  views.  His  Majefty,  a  conftant  friend  to  Monar- 
chy and  the  French  nation,  intends  on  the  contrary,  to  deliver 
it  from  the  horrid  defpotifm,  by  which  it  is  at  prefent  opprefled, 
by  an  illegal  Aflemhly  of  defparate  ufurpers,  who,  after  havihe 
fubverted  and  trampled  under  foot,  religion,  law,  fecurity,  and 
property,  public  as  well  as  private;  after  having  abetted  and 
committed  in  cool  blood,  the  aflaffination  of  the  moft  inno- 
cent and  refpe&able  perfons,  have  filled  up  the  meafure  of 
their  crimes,  by  fliedding  the  blood  of  their  legitimate  and  mer- 
ciful Sovereign, 

.  "  For  thefe  reafons,  the  King  has  directed  me  to  declare, 

which 
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phicb  I  now  do  in  his  name,  that  all  good  Frenchmen,  -who, 
enemies  to  the  erroneous  and  abfurd  maxims,  which  have  pro- 
duced, and  are  ftill  producing  the  fubverfion  of  order,  as  wicked 
n  it  is  difaftrous,  will  declare  themfelves  the  friends  of  their 
Monarch,  may  firmly  rely  on  his  Majefty  for  protection  and  fup- 
port;  that  the  troops  which  1  have  the  honour  to  command 
/hall  obferve  the  moft  Ariel  difcipline,  and  on  no  ac .  .unt  violate 
thefecurity  or  property  of  any  one;  that  the  moft  ample  juftice, 
full  be  rendered  to  all  Frenchmen  who  (hall  have  any  caufe  of 
complaint  againft  any  individual  of  the  Spanifh  army  ;  and  that 
the  troops  wall  pay  in  money  for  all  articles  fold  to  them,  or 
with  which  they  may  be  provided. 

"  On  the  other  hand,  all  thofe  who,  imbibing  falfe  principles, 
and  feduced  by  the  appearance  of  a  deluiive  liberty,  fhall  be 
found  to  be  the  partizans  of  the  pretended  National  Convention, 
and  to  a&  againft  the  c;ood  caufe,  be  it  by  open  hoftilities,  or 
by  private  advice  and  afiiltance  only,  will  be  proceeded  again  ft, 
and  treated  as  rebels  and  traitors  again  ft  religion,  their  Sove- 
reign, and  their  country.

COMPANIONS !  Four  Commifiioners-f*,  accompanied  by 
the  Minifter  at  war,  from  the  National  Convention  are  come 
to  arreft  me,  and  conduct  me  to  the  bar.  1  remember  what  you 
havepromifed :  that  you  will  not  fuffcr  to  be  carried  away  your 
father,  who  has  feveral  times  faved  his  country,  who  has  led 
you  on  in  the  road  to  victory,  and  who  at  la  ft  has  ili  11  made  an 
honourable  retreat  at  your  head.  I  have  out  them  in  a  place 
of  (afety  to  ferve  as  hoftiges.  It  is  time  for  cur  army  to  dis- 
charge its  vow,  to  purge  France  of  its  affaflins  ami  difturbers, 
.and  to  reftore  to  our  unhappy  country  the  repofe  which  fhe  has 
loft  by  the  crimes  of  her  reprefentatives.  It  is  time  to  regain  a 
Conftitution  to  which  we  fwore  three  years  fucceflively,  which 
gave  us  liberty,  and  which  alone  can  preferve  us  from  the  licen- 
fionfnefs  and  anarchy  in  which  we  are  plunged.    I  declare  to

Addrefs  by  Gtncral  Dumourier  to  the  French  Nation. 

SINCE  the  commencement  of  the  Revolution,  I  have  devoted 
myfelf  to  the  maintenance  of  the  liberty  and  honour  of  the 
nation* 

The  fervices  I  rendered  in  the  year  1792,  are  the  moil 
memorable.  Minifter  of  Foreign  Affairs  during  three  months^ 
I  elevated  and  fuftained  the  dignity  of  the  French  name  through- 
out  all  Europe*  I  was  calumniated  by  an  odious  cabal,  by 
whom  I  was  charged  with  having  plundered  fix  millions  of 
livres  deftined  to  fee  ret  fervices.  1  have  proved  that  of  this  funt 
1  did  not  expend  half  a  million. 

Having  quitted  the  career  of  politics  towards  the  clofe  of 
the  month  of  June,  I  commanded  a  fmall  army  in  the  Depart? 
ment  of  the  North.  This  Department  I  was  ordered  to  quit 
with  my  troops  at  the  very  time  the  Auftrians  entered  in  forcp 
that  part  of  the  Republic.  I  difobcyed  the  order,  faved  the 
Department,  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  come  on  me  by  fur- 
prife,  for  the  purpofe  of  conveying  me  to  the  citadel  of  Metz, 
where  I  was  to  be  condemned  by  a  council  of  war  to  fuffer 
death. 

On  the  28th  of  Auguft,  I  took  upon  me,  in  Charnpaigne, 
the  command  of  an  army  of  twenty  thoufand  men,  weak,  and 
Without  either  difcipline  or  organization.  I  awefted  the  progrefs 
of  eighty  thoufand  Pruffians  ar.d  Medians,  and  forced  them  to 
retreat,  after  they  had  facrific<-d  the  one  half  of  their  army.  1 
was  then  the  faviour  of  France;  and  then  it  was  that  the  moft 
wicked  of  men,  the  opprobrium  of  Frenchmen — in  a  word, 
Marat  began  to  calumniate  me  without  any  mercy.  With 
a  part  of  the  victorious  army  of  Charnpaigne,  and  lome 
other  troops,  1  entered,  on  thr  5th  of  November,  the  Belgic 
Provinces,  where  I  gained  the  «evcr  memorable  battle  of 
Jemappe;  and,  after  a  fucccflicn  of  advantages,  entered  Liege 
and  Aix-la-Chapelle,  towards  the  clofe  of  that  month.  From 
that  moment  my  deliruction  was  refolved  on;  and  I  have  been 
arc u fed  of  afpiring  now  to  tin;  title  of  Duke  of  Brabant,  now 
to  the  StaJlholdftrfhip)  and  now  to  the  Didlatorfhip.  To  retard 
arid  crufh  my  fuccelTcs,  the  Minifter  Pachc,  lupporttd  by  the 
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criminal  fadlion  to  whom  all  our  evils  are  to  be  afcribfed,  ftfffered 
the  viftoriouJ  array  to  want  every  thing,  and  fucceeded  in  dif- 
i  handing  it  by  famine  and  naked  nefs.  The  confeouence  was, 
that  more  than  fifteen  thoufand  men  were  in  the  holpitals,  more 
than  twenty-five  thoufand  deferted  through  mifery  and  difguft, 
and  upwards  of  ten  thoufand  horfes  died  of  hunger ! ! ! 

I  tranfmitted  tft  the  National  Convention  very  ftrenuous 
remonftrances,  which,  I  followed  Up  by  repairing  to  Paris  in 
perfo,  to  engage  the  Legiflators  to  apply  a  remedy  to  the  evil ; 
they  did  not  even  condefcend  to  read  the  four  memorials  I  deli* 
rcred  in;  During  the  twenty-ii*  hours  I  fpeht  at  Parir,  I  heard 
aimdft  every  night  bands  of  pretended  federates  demand  my 
head ;  and  calumnies  of  every  description*  as  well  as  menaces 
and  infults,  followed  ihe  even  into  the  country-houfe  to  which 
I  retired. 

Hiving  delivered  in  my  refignatibh,  I  was  fetained  in  Ifce 
fervice  of  my  fcountry,  becaufe  it  was  proriofed  to  me,  to  nego- 
tiate the  fufpenfion  of  the  war  againft  England  and  Holland, 
which  I  had  conceived  as  indifpenfahle  to  the  fafefcy  of  the  Ne- 
therlands. Whilft  I  negotiated,  and  that  fuccefsfullyj  the 
National  Convention  itfelf  battened  to  declare  war,  without 
making  any  preparations,  and  without  either  power  or  means 
for  its  fupporr. 

I  was  not  even  advifed  of  this  declaration,  and  learned  it 

through  the  medium  of  the  Gazettes  only.    I  flattened  to  form 

a  (mail  army  of  new  trbopfc,  who  had  never  fought ;  and  with 

thefe    troops,   whom    confidence  rendered  invincible,    I  made 

myfelf  matter  of  the  ftrongeft  places,  and  was  ready  to  penetrate 

into  the  middle  of  Holland,  when  I  learned  the  difafter  of  Aix- 

ia-Chapelle,  the  raifirtg  of  the  (lege  of  Maieftricht,  and  the  fad 

letreat  of  the  army.    By  this  army  I  was  loudly  fummoned— I 

abandoned  my  conqucfts  to  fly  to  its  fuccour;  and  confidered 

that  we  could' be  extricated  from  our  difficulties  by  a  Tpeedy  fuc- 

cefsonlyt    1  led  my  companions  in  arms  to  the  enemy.     On 

the  16th  of  March,  I  had  a  con fider able  advantage  at  Tirle* 

mortt.    On  the  I8th»  I  brought  the  enemy  to  a  general  adtion  : 

and  the  centre  and  right  Wing  under  my  charge  were  victorious. 

The  left  wing,  after  having  attacked  imprudently,  fled.    On  the 

19th  wie  retreated  honourably  with  the  brave  men  that  were  left 

together}  for  a  part  of  the  army  difbanded  itfelf*    Oh  the  21ft 

and  aid,  we  fought  with  the  fame  courage ;  and  to  our  firm* 

neft  was  owing   the  prefervation  of  the  remains  of  an  army 

which  breathes  folely  for  trufe  liberty,  for  the  reign  of  the  laws, 

and  for  the  ejctin&ion  of  anarchy. 

It  was  thien  that  the  Marats,  the  Roberfpierres,  and  the  crimi- 
nal feds  of  Jacobins  of  Paris,  plotted  the  fall  of  the  Generals, 
Itndwrtre  especially  of  mine.  Thefe  villians  bribed  with  the  gold 
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©f  foreign  powers  to  complete  the  di (organization  of  the  armies* 
eaufed  almoft  all  the  Generals  to  he  arretted.  They  keep  thetfl 
in  the  jails  of  Paris  to  Septemberize  them;  for  thus  it  is  that 
thefe  monfters  have  coined  a  word  to  hand  down  to  pofterity  the 
remembrance  of  the  horrid  maflacres  of  the  firft  fix  days  of 
September. 

Whilft  I  was  employed  in  recompofing  the  army,  in  which 
employment  I  laboured  night  and  day,  on  the  firft  of  April 
(yefterday)  four  commiffioners  of  the  National  Convention 
reached  me  with  a  Decree,  purporting  that  I  (hould  be  brought 
to  the  bar  of  the  Convention  itfelf.  The  War  Minifter, 
Bournonville,  my  pupil,  was  weak  enough  to  accompany  them9 
to  fucceed  me  in  my  command.  The  perfons  who  were  in 
the  fuite  of  thefe  perfidious  emiflaries,  informed  me  themfelves, 
that  different  groups  of  aflaffins,  either  fugitives  from  or  driven 
out  of  my  army,  were  difperfed  on  the  road  to  kill  me  before  I 
coujjl  reach  Paris.  I  fpent  feveral  hours  in  endeavouring  to 
convince  the  Commiffioners  of  the  imprudence  of  this  aired 
— Nothing  could  (hake  their  pride,  and  I  therefore  arretted  the 
whole  of  them,  to  ferve  me  as  hoftages  againft  the  crimes  of 
Paris.  I  inftantly  arranged  with  the  Imperialifts  a  fufpenfioa 
of  arms,  and  marched  towards  the  capital,  to  extinguifh  as  fpee- 
dily  ars  poflible  the  lighted  embers  of  civil  war. 

My  dear  Countrymen !  it  is  expedient  that  a  true  and  brave 
man  remove  for  you  the  veil  which  covers  all  our  crimes  and 
misfortunes*  In  1789,  we  made  great  efforts  to  obtain  Liberty, 
Equality,  and  the  Sovereignty  of  the  People.  Our  principles 
were  con  fee  rated  in  the  Declaration  of  the  Rights  of  Man: 
and  there  have  refulted  from  the  labours  of  our  legiflators-—  ift. 
the  Declaration  which  fays  that  Fraace  is,  and  mail  remain  a 
Monarchy — adly,  a  Constitution  to  which  we  fwore  fealty  in 
1789,  90,  and  91. 

This  Constitution  might,  and  indeed  muft  have  been  imper- 
fe& ;  but  it  might  and  ought  to  have  been  believed,  that  with 
time  and  experience  its  errors  would  be  rectified,  and  that  the 
neceflary  ftrife  between  the  Legiflative  and  Executive  Powers 
would  eftabhfti  a  wife  equilibrium,  which  would  prevent  either 
of  thefe  powers  from  feizing  the  whole  of  the  authority  and 
attaining  defpotifm.  If  the  defpotifm  of  a  (ingle  individual  it 
dangerous  to  liberty,  how  much  more  odious  muft  be  that  «f 
feven  hundred  men,  many  of  whom  are  void  of  principles* 
without  morals,  and  who  nave  been  able  to  reach  that  fupre* 
macy  by  cabals  or  crimes  alone ! 

Licentioufnefs  and  excefs  foon  rendered  it  impoflible  to  fup- 
port  the  yoke  of  a  Conftitution  that  gave  laws.  The  Tribune! 
influenced  the  Affembly  of  Reprefentatives,  and  were  themfelves 
•wed  by  the  dangerous  club  of  the  Jacobins  of  Paris.    The  ftrife 
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between  the  two  powers  became  at  length  a  deadly  com  oar. 

Then  was  the  equilibrium  deftroyed.     France  ceafed  to  have  a 

King;  and  the  ri&ory  of  the  loch  of  Auguft  was  foiled  by  the 

atrocious  crimes  of  the  firft  days  of  September. 

All  the  Departments,  but  more  efpecially  the  wretched 
city  of  Paris,  were  delivered  up  to  pillage,  to  denunciation^ 
profcriptions,  and  maflacres.  No  Frenchman,  the  aflaflins  an  I 
their  accomplices  excepted,  had  either  his  life  or  his  property 
in  fecurity  ?  The  confirmation  of  flavery  was  augmented  by 
the  clamorous  orgies  of  villains;  bands  of  pretended  federates 
ran  through  and  laid  wafte  the  Departments ;  and  of  the  feven 
hundred  individuals  who  compofed  this  defpotic  and  anarchial 
body,  four  or  five  hundred  groaned  and  decreed,  and  decreed 
and  groaned,  expofed  to  the  exterminating  fword  of  the  Ma  rats 
and  Roberfpierres.  It  is  thus  that  the  unfortunate  Louis  the 
Sixteenth  perifhed,  without  a  judicial  trial,  and  without  a  tribu- 
nal; and  it  is  thus  that  the  decree  of  the  19th  of  November  has 
provoked  all  Nations,  by  holding  out  to  them  our  aid,  provided 
they  will  confent  to  diforganize  themfelves.  It  is  thus  that  the 
traiuft  and  impolitic  decroe  of  the  15th  of  December  has  aliena- 
ted from  us  the  hearts  of  the  Belgians,  has  driven  us  from  the 
Netherlands,  and  would  have  brought  about  the  maffacre  of  our 
whole  army  by  this  nation,  provoked  at  our  outrages  and  our 
crimesj  if  1  had  not  faved  that  very  army  by  my  proclamations. 
It  is  thus  that  a  decree  eftabliflied  the  bloody  tribunal  which 
places  the  lives  of  the  citizens  at  the  mercy  of  a  fmall  number 
of  iniquitous  Judges,  without  refource  or  appeal  to  any  other 
tribunal.  It  is  thusvthat  during  the  laft  month  all  the  de- 
crees have  been  marked  by  the  ftamp  of  infatiable  avarice,  by 
the  blinded  pride,  and  more  efpecially  by  the  defire  of  main- 
taining power,  by  calling  to  the  molt  important  ports  of  the 
State  no  other  than  daring,  incapable,  and  criminal  men.;  by 
driving  away  or  murdering  men  enlightened  and  of  a  high 
chara&er,  and  by  fupporting  a  phantom  of  a  Republic,  which 
their  errors  in  adminiftration  and  in  policy,  as  well  as  their 
crimes,  had  rendered  impradiicable.  Thefe  feven  hundred  in- 
dividuals defpife,  deteft,  calumniate,  and  revile  eapfc  other ;  and 
have  already,  and  frequently,  thought  of  poniarding  the  one 
the  other.  At  this  moment  their  blind  ambition  has  obliged 
them  to  coalefce  afirefli;  and  bold  criminality  allies  itfelf  to  tee- 
bie  virtue,  to  preferve  a  power  as  unjuft  as  it  is  unfteady.  In 
the  mean  time,  their  Committees  devour  every  thing,  that  of  the 
national  treafury  abforbing  the  public  funds,  without  being 
able  to  render  any  account  of  the  expenditure. 

What    has   this    Convention    done  to  maintain  the  war  it 
has  provoked  again  ft  all  the  powers  in  Europe  ? 

It  hat   diforganiztd  the  armies,  inftead  of  reinforcing    and 
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recruiting  the  troops  of  the  line,  and  the  ancient  battalliont  of 
national  volunteer*,  which  would  have  fonpaed  a  refpe&able  ar- 
my. Indeed  of  recompenfing  thefe  brave  warriors  by  promo- 
tion, and  praifes,  thefe  legislators  have  left  the  battalions  incom- 
plete, naked,  difarmed,  and  difcontented.  In  the  fame  way 
have  they  treated  the  excellent  cavalry ;  and  the  brave  French 
artillery  is  in  the  fame  manner  exhaufted,  abandoned,  and  in 
want  of  every  neceflary.  They  notwithstanding  create  new 
corps,  compo  fed  of  the  fatel]itesof  the  fecond  of  September,  and 
commanded  by  men  who  have  never  ferved,  and  who  are  in  no 
other  way  to  be  dreaded  unlefs  by  the  armies  they  furcbarge  and 
diforganize.  The  Convention  facrifices  every  thing  to  thefe 
fatellites  of  tyranny,  to  thefe  cowardly  head-loppers.  The 
choice  of  officers,  and  that  of  adminiftrators,  are  in  every  parti* 
cular  the  fame;  we  fee  throughout  the  tyranny  which  flattery 
the  wicked,  becaufethe  wicked  alone  can  fupport  tyranny  :  and, 
in  its  pride  and  its  ignorance,  this  Convention  orders  the  con* 
queft  and  diforginization  of  the  whole  uniyerfe:  It  fayt  to  one 
of  its  generals,  Go  and  take  Rome — and  to  another,  Sally 
forth  and  fubdue  Spain— to  the  end  that  defpoiling  Commiffion- 
ers,  fimilar  to  thofe  horrid  Roman  Proconfuls  againft  whom 
Cicero  difel  aimed,  may  be  fent  thither.  In  the  worft  feafon  of 
the  year,  it  fends  the  only  fleet  it  poffefles  into  the  Mideterra-. 
nean,  to  fplit  and  founder  on  the  rocks  of  Sardinia ;  whilft  it 
expofes  the  fleets  of  Breft  to  the  fury  of  the  ftorms,  by  lending 
them,  in  cjueft  of  an  Englifh  fleet  that  has  not  yet  left  its 
port. 

In  the  mean  time  a  civil  war  fp reads  through  all  the  De- 
partments. Some  of  the  infurgents  are  excited  by  fanaticifra, 
the  neceflary  effect  of  perfecution ;  others,  by  an  indignation 
at  the  tragical  and  fiuitleis  end  of  Louis  the  Sixteenth  ;  and 
others,  finally,  by  the  natural  principle  of  redding  perfecution. 

Arms  are  every  where  taken  up;  murders  every  where 
committed ;  and  every  where  are  pecuniary  fupplies  and  previ- 
fiont  intercepted  The  Englifh  foment  thefe  troubles ;  and  will " 
by  their  fuccours,  fupply  fuel  to  them  at  their  pleafure.  Soon* 
will  every  one  of  our  corfairs  difappear  on  the  ocean  ;  foon 
will  the  Southern  department  ceafe  to  receive  fupplies  of  corn 
from  Italy  and  Africa ;  and  already  have  thofe  from  the  North 
and  from  America  been  intercepted  by  the  fquadrons  of  the 
enemies. — Famine  will  annex  itfelf  to  all  our  other  fpourges  : 
and  the  ferocity  of  our  cannibals  will  but  increafe  with  out 
calamities. 

"  Frenhmen !  we  have  a  rallying-point  which  can  ftiflet 
the  monfter  of  anarchy ;  it  is  the  Conftitution  we  fwore  tq 
maintain  io  1789,  909  and  91 :  it  ii  the  work  of  a  free  people  ; 
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and  «re  Ihall  remain  free,  and  fliall  recover  our  glory,  by  re- 
fuming  our  Constitution* 

Let  us  difplay  our  virtues,  more  efpecially  that  of  mildnefs  ; 

too  much  blood  has  already  been  fpilled.     If  the  monfters  by 

whom  we  have  been  diforganized  chcfe  to  fly,  let  us  leave 

I     them  to  meet  their  punifhment  elfewhere,  if  they  do  not  And 

it  in  their  own  corrupted  hearts;  but  if  they  wi(n  to  fupport 

poarchy  with  new  crimes,  then  {hall  the  army  punifh  them. 

In  the  generofity  of  the  enemies  we  have  io  grievoufly  otit- 
nged,  1  have  found  the  fecurity  of  external  peace*  Not  only 
do  they  treat  humanely  and  attentively  our  wounded,  fick,  and 
priioners,  who  fall  into  their  hands — and  all  this  in  defpight  of 
the  calumnies  fpread  by  our  agitators  to  render  us  ferocious— 
but  they  engage  to  fufpend  their  march,  not  to  pafs  our  fron- 
tiers, and  leave  to  our  brave  army  the  termination  of  all  our 
internal  diflentions. 

Let  the  facred  torch  of  the  love  of  our  country  awaken  in  us 
our  virtue  and  our  courage !  At  the  hare  name  of  the  confiitu- 
tion,  civil  war  will  ceafe,  or  can  no  longer  exiii,  unlefs  again  ft 
certain  malevolent  men  who  will  no  longer  he  fuppcrted  by  fo- 
reign powers*  Thefe  have  no  hatred  to  any  others  among  ut. 
except  our  fadtious  criminals,  and  delire  nothing  more  fervently 
than  to  reftore  their  efteem  and  friendihip  to  a  nation  whoie 
errors  and  anarchy  diftuib  and  trouble  all  Europe.  Peace  will 
be  the  fruit  of  this  refolution;  and  the  troops  of  the  line,  at 
well  as  the  brave  national  volunteers,  who,  for  the  fpace  of  a 
year,  have  offered  themfelvesas  willing  f'acrifices  to  liberty,  and 
who  abhor  anarchy,  will  repofe  in  the  bofom  of  their  families, 
after  having  accompli (hed  this  noble  work* 

As  to  myfelf,  I  have  already  made  an  oath,  and  I  repeat 
it  before  the  whole  nation,  and  in  the  prefence  of  all  Europe, 
that,  immediately  after  having  effe&ed  the  fafety  of  my  coun- 
try* by  the  re-eflabliihment  of  the  Conftitution,  of  peace  and 
good  order,  I  ihall  abandon  every  public  fun&ion  and  fhall 
Seek  in  folitude  the  enjoyment  of  the  happinefs  of  my  fellow- 
Citizens.

THE  General  in  Chief,  Dumourier,  lias  communicated  to  me 
his  declaration  to  the  French  nation.  I  find  in  it  the  fenti* 
ments  and  principles  of  a  virtuous  man,  who  truly  loves  hit 
country,  who  is  defirous  of  putting  an  end  to  the  anarchy  and 
calamities  that  tear  it  afunder,  and  of  procuring  it  the  happinefi 
of  a  Conilitution,  and  of  a  wife  and  (olid  government.

\  know  alio  that  this  view  is  that  of  all  the  honelr,  feniible, 
and  virtuous  part  of  the  French,  who  are  profoundly  penetrated 
with  thc-fe  ftrrat  truths,  and  who  are  defirous  only  of  the  prof- 
pcrity  and  glory  nt  a  country,  torn  by  fomany  convulfions  and 
w ir fort unos.  1  declare  by  iheprclVut  Proclamation,  that  I  will 
fupport  by  all  llie  force  which  is  .intruded  to  me,  the  generous 
and  beneficent  intentions  of  General  Dumouiier  and  his  brav6 
army. 

I  declare  he  (ides,  that  coming  recently,  and  after  feveral  en- 
counters, from  fighting  with  an  enemy  valiant,  intrepid,  and 
generous,  I  ihall  join,  if  General  Diunouiier  ihall  defire  it,  a 
part  of  my  troops>  or  nil  my  army,  to  the  French  army,  to  co-* 
operate  as  friends  and  brothers  in  arms,  worthy  of  reciprocal 
eJtt.em  ;  to  give  to  France  her  conftitutional  King,  the  Cwjrifu- 
Umuh.chjhehcdfrnzctifor  berftf9  and  ofcourlethe  means  of 
rectifying,  if  tht  iut;o»j  ihall  rind  it  imperfect;  and  revive  in

Proclamation*  The  Marefchal  Prince  of  $axe-C$hmrg9  General  am 
Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Armies  of  bis  Majejly  the  Emperor  em 
of  the  Empire,  to  the  French. 

TH  E  declaration  which  I  made  from  my  head-quarters  i 
Mons,  dated  the  5th  of  April,  17931  is  a  public  teftimoij 
of  my  pergonal  femiments  to  reftore,  as  foon  as  pof&ble,  peaa 
and  tranquillity  to  Europe*  In  it  I  manifested,  in  a  fincere  att 
open  manner,  my  particular  defire  that  the  French  nation  inigjb 
have  a  folid  and  durable  government!  founded  on  the  unfluka 
bafis  of  juftice  and  humanity,  which  might  enfure  peace  to  Kb 
tope,  and  happinefs  to  France. 

Now  that  the  refult  of  this  declaration  is  lb  oppofit6>  to  th 
effects  it  ought  to  have  produced,  and  which  proves  but  ta 
plainly  that  the  fentiments  which  have  dictated  it  have  been  mil 
imderftood,  it  only  remains  for  me  to  revoke  it  entirely,  and  ft 
declare  formally,  that  the  ftaie  of  war  which  fubfifts  between  tb 
Court  of  Vienna  and  the  Combined  Powers,  and  France,  is  firoi 
this  moment  unhappily  renewed. 

I  find  myfelf  therefore  forced,  by  the  predominating  inflnene 
of  the  circumftances  which  the  moft  guilty  men  perfift  in  direfl 
ing  to  the  overthrow  and  deftructioti  of  their  country,  to  annt 
entirely  my  former  declaration,  and  to  make  known,  that  a  ftat 
of  war  fo  unfortunate  being  renewed,  I  have  given  the  nrccflfar 
orders  for  commencing  it,  in  concert  with  the  Allied  Powen 
with  all  the  energy  and  vigour  of  which  victorious  armies  tt 
capable. 

The  ceffation  of  the  armiftice  is  the  firft  hoftile  ftep  that  tb 
unfortunate  combination  of  events  has  forced  me  to  take.  Thep 
will,  therefore,  only  fubfift,  of  my  former  declaration,  the  invioIaU 
engagement,  which  I  again  renew  with  pleafure,  that  the  md 
exact  difcipline  will  be  obicrved  and  maintained  by  my  army  opal 
the  French  territory,  and  that  every  breach  thereof  will  be  pi 
nifhed  with  the  utmoft  rigour. 

The  finccrity  and  loyalty  which  at  all  times  have  been  the  prfa 
ciple  of  my  actions,  oblige  me  to  give  to  this  new  addrefs  to  tb 
French  nation  all  the  publicity  of  which  it  is  fufceptible,  to  leal 
no  doubt  of  the  confequences  that  may  refult  from  it.

without  efcort,  as  a  father  in  the  mid  ft  of  his  children,  (for  fuch 
was  the  tender  name  the  whole  army  had  beftowed  on  me).  I 
had,  at  the  moft,  fifteen  or  eighteen  perfons  with  me  on  horfe- 
back  —when  thefe  battalions  were  fo  daftardly  as  to  aflail  me  with 
a  ditch arge  of  mufquetry.  They  killed  fever al  of  my  fuite,  as 
well  asfeveral  horfes.  *    . 

They  cut  off  the  road  to  the  camp,  to  which  I  wifhed  toitfc 
treat ;  and  I  was  forced  to  lave  myfelf,  with  a  part  of  the  officer! 
who  accompanied  me,  by  crofting  the  Scheldt  in  a  boat,  to  re- 
pair to  the  firft  Imperial  poft.  As  it  was  not  our  intention  to 
emigrate,  and  as  we  were  afTured  that  the  army  expreffed  a  ftrong 
indignation  againft  tticfe  aflaffins,  as  well  as  an  attachment  to  the 
re-eftablifhment  of  peace  and  good  order,  we  repaired  at  day- 
break to  tl)e  camp.  There,  however,  amidft  reiterated  protefb» 
tions  of  attachment  to  the  principles  that  determined  us,  we  re- 
marked a  mute  and  fulled  agitation,  which  made  us  judge  that 
ftrong  duTentions  in  opinion  prevailed.  I  addrcfTed  each  corps, 
r.nd  from  each  corps  received  a  reply  tantamount  to  that  made  on 
the  preceding  days. 

Wifhing,  however,  after  the  remark  we  had  made,  to  repair  to 
the  head-quarters  at  St.  Amand,  we  learned  that  the  corps  of  ar- 
tillery had  formed  the  defign  of  conveying  their  great  park  to 
Valenciennes ;  and  that  the  plot  of  the  factious  men  who  miflead 
them,  was  to  feizc  on  us,  to  convey  us  thither,  and  to  make  a 
merit  of  facrificing  us  to  the  vengeance  of  our  tyrants.  We  had 
then  one  expedient  only  left,  that  of  repairing  to  the  Imperial 
army,  which  we  ought  to  regard  as  our  ally,  after  the  frank  and 
noble  proclamation  of  the  general  in  chief,  by  whom  it  is  com- 
manded. Several  corps  of  cavalry  have  already  joined  us ;  feveral 
bands  of  infantry  have  done  the  fame  ;  and  as  foon  as  the  Im- 
perialifts  (hall  have  entered  the  territory  of  France,  not  as  van* 
qui  (hers,  and  as  wifhing  to  dictate  laws,  but  as  generous  allies, 
who  come  to  aid  us  in  re-cftabliihing  the  Conftitution,  which  can 
alone  ftay  the  progrefs  of  the  crimes  and  calamities  that  menace 
France,  many  other  corps  will  repair  to  unite  themfelves  to  their 
brothers  in  arms. 

I  know  the  difpefition  of  the  army,  and  more  efpeciaUy  that " 
of  the  troops  of  the  line.  Their  principles  are  at  the  bottom 
pure.  They  may  for  a  moment  allow  themfelves  to  be  hurried 
away  by  the  exaggerated  opinions  inculcated  to  them  ;  but  as  the 
invincible  courage  they  have  difphtyed  during  the  prefent  war, 
muft  ncccflarily  be  accompanied  by  the  defirc  of  pofleffing  the 
laws  they  cannot  find,  unlcfs  in  the  Conftitution,  which  will  de- 
ftroy  the  odious  tyranny  of  anarchifts,  they  will  be  jealous  of  the 
public  cftecm.  They  will  blufh  at  having,  even  for  a  moment, 
been  capable  of  annexing  their  colours  to  thofe  of  criminal  B- 
centioufnefs.    They  will  rally  betide  the  brave  troops  who  have

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only  accompanied  me  in  my  momentary  retreat,  to  re-enter  France 
within  two  days  at  furtheft,  and  to  put  an  end  to  the  vile  difordcrs 
which  cover  all  France  with  mourning  and  terror. 

I  fwear,  in  the  name  of  my  companions,  that  we  will  not  lay

and  our  lble  deilgn  is  to  re-eftablifh  the  Conftitution,  and  con  ft  i- 
Jntional  royalty  y  that  no  refentment,  no  thirft  after  vengeance, 
oo  ambitious  motive  fways  our  purpofes  ;  that  no  foreign  power 
(hall  influence  our  opinion ;  that  wherever  anarchy  fliall  ceafe  at 
the  appearance  of  our  arms  and  thofe  of  the  combined  armies, 
we  will  conduct  ourfelves  as  friends  and  brothers;  that  wherever 
we  fliall  meet  with  refinance,  we  fliall  know  how  to  felect  the 
plpable,  and  fpare  the  peaceable  inhabitants,  the  victims  of  the 
infamous  wiles  of  the  Jacobins  of  Paris,  from  whom  have  arifen 
the  horrors  and  calamities  of  the  war ;  that  we  (hall  in  no  way 
dread  the  poniards  of  Marat  and  the  Jacobins ;  that  we  will  de«- 
ftroy  the  manufacture  of  thefe  poniards,  as  well  as  that  of  the 
1  fcandalous  writings,  by  which  an  attempt  is  made  to  pervert  the 
!  noble  and  generous  character  of  the  French  nation  ;  and,  finally, 
;*  in  the  name  of  my  companions  in  arms,  I  repeat  the  oath,  "  That 
we  will  live  and  die  free."

Proclamation*     By  the  Emperor  and  King* 

WE  the  underfigned,  appointed  for  the  Provifional  Admini- 
ftration  of  the  conquered  countries,  declare,  firft,  that  all 
authorities  conftituted  fince  the  Revolution  of  1789,  are  abolish- 
ed; and  confequently,  the  magiftraties  of  the  conquered  cities, 
towns,  and  villages,  are  re-eftabliflied,  fuch  as  they  were  before  the 
revolution  :  it  being  provided,  however,  that  the  individuals,  who 
then  compofed  thefe  magiftracies,  cannot  again  enter  into  office 
until  they  have  been  fpecially  re-admitted  by  the  underfigned : 
and  on  account  of  the  impoflibility  of  immediately  knowing  the 
conduct  obferved  fince  the  revolution  by  thefe  individuals,  provi- 
sional magiftrafes  fliall  be  appointed,  without  violating  the  rights 
of  the  respective  Lords,  and  in  concert  with  them,  as  far  as  can 
bp  done,  until  it  can  be  judged  how  far  fuch  individuals  can  be 
re-eftabliflied. 

The  Lords  of  different  places  or  their  officers,  fliall  confe- 
quently deliver  in,  as  foon  as  poflible,  to  the  underfigned,  lifts 
of  thofe  perfons  of  whom  magiftrates,  bodies  of  juftice  and  po- 
lice, pay  be  provifionally  compofed. 

Qjt  Second% 
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recruiting  the  troops  of  the  line,  and  the  ancient  battallsont  of 
national  volunteer*,  which  would  have  forped  a  refpe&able  ar-? 
my.  Indeed  of  recompensing  thefe  brave  warriors  by  promo- 
tion, and  praifes,  thefe  legiflators  have  left  the  battalions  incom- 
plete, naked,  difarmed,  and  difcontented.  In  the  fame  way 
have  they  treated  the  excellent  cavalry;  and  the  brave  French 
artillery  is  in  the  fame  manner  exhaufted,  abandoned,  and  in 
want  of  every  neceffary.  They  notwithstanding  create  new 
corps,  compofed  of  the  fatellitesof  the  fecond  of  September,  and 
commanded  by  men  who  have  never  ferved,  and  who  are  in  no 
other  way  to  be  dreaded  uqlefs  by  the  armies  they  furcbarge  and 
di (organize.  The  Convention  facrifices  every  thing  to  thefe 
fatellites  of  tyranny,  to  thefe  cowardly  head-loppers*  The 
choice  of  officers,  and  that  of  ariminiflrators,  are  in  every  parti* 
cular  the  fame;  we  fee  throughout  the  tyranny  which  flattery 
the  wicked,  becaufethe  wicked  alone  can  fupport  tyranny  :  and, 
in  its  pride  and  its  ignorance,  this  Convention  orders  the  con* 
queft  and  diforginization  of  the  whole  univerfe :  It  fayt  to  one 
of  its  generals,  Go  and  take  Rome — and  to  another,  Sally 
forth  and  fubdue  Spain-r-to  the  end  that  defpoiling  Coramiffion- 
ers,  fimilar  to  thofe  horrid  Roman  Proconfuls  againft  whom 
Cicero  disclaimed,  may  be  fent  thither.  In  the  worft  feafon  ot 
the  year,  it  fends  the  only  fleet  it  poffeffes  into  the  Mideterra* 
nean,  to  fplit  and  founder  on  the  rocks  of  Sardinia ;  whilft  it 
expofes  the  fleets  of  Breft  to  the  fury  of  the  dorms,  by  fending 
them,  in  quell  of  an  Englifh  fleet  that  has  not  yet  left  its 
port. 

In  the  mean  time  a  civil  war  fpreads  through  all  the  De- 
partments. Some  of  the  infurgents  are  excited  by  fanaticifm, 
the  neceffary  effect  of  perfecution ;  others,  by  an  indignation 
at  the  tragical  and  fruitless  end  of  Louis  the  Sixteenth  ;  and 
others*  finally,  by  the  natural  principle  of  refitting  perfecution. 

Arms  are  every  where  taken  up ;  murders  every  where 
committed  ;  and  every  where  are  pecuniary  fupplies  and  provi- 
fiont  intercepted  The  Englifh  foment  thefe  troubles ;  and  will" 
by  their  fuccours,  fupply  fuel  to  them  at  their  plea fu re.  Sooq 
will  every  one  of  our  corfairs  difappear  on  the  ocean  ;  foon 
will  the  Southern  department  ceafe  to  receive  fupplies  of  corn 
from  Italy  and  Africa  j  and  already  have  thofe  from  the  North 
and  from  America  been  intercepted  by  the  fquadrons  of  the 
enemies. — Famine  will  annex  itfelf  to  all  our  other  fcourges : 
and  the  ferocity  of  our  cannibals  will  but  increafe  with  out. 
calamities. 

"  Frenhmen !  we  have  a  rallying-point  which  can  ftifle 
the  monfter  of  anarchy ;  it  is  the  Conftitution  we  fwore  tQ 
maintain  io  1789,  90,  and  91 :  it  ii  the  work  of  a  free  people  ; 
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and  we  Ihall  remain  free,  and  fliall  recover  our  glory,  by  re- 

fuming  our  Constitution* 
Let  us  difplay  our  virtues,  more  efpecially  that  of  mildnefs  $ 

too  much  blood  has  already  beep  fpilled.     If  the  monfters  by 

whom  we  have  been  disorganized  chcfe  to  fly,  let  us  leave 
fhem  Co  meet  their  punifhment  el  few  here,  if  they  do  not  And 
it  in  their  own  corrupted  hearts ;  but  if  they  wilh  to  fupport 
jmarchy  with  new  crimes,  then  (hall  the  army  punifh  them. 

In  the  generofity  of  the  enemies  we  have  to  grievoufly  out- 
raged, 1  have  found  the  fecurity  of  external  peace.  Not  only 
Jo  they  treat  humanely  and  attentively  our  wounded,  fick,  and 
prisoners,  who  fall  into  their  hands— and  all  this  in  defpight  of 
the  calumnies  fpread  by  our  agitators  to  render  us  ferocious— 
but  they  engage  to  fufpend  their  march,  not  to  pafs  our  froiv* 
tiers,  and  leave  to  our  brave  army  the  termination  of  all  our 
internal  duTentions. 

Let  the  facred  totch  of  the  love  of  our  country  awaken  in  as 
our  virtue  and  our  courage !  At  the  bare  name  of  the  conftitu- 
tion9  civil  war  will  ceafe,  or  can  no  longer  exift,  unlefs  again  ft 
certain  malevolent  men  who  will  no  longer  he  fupported  by  fa- 
feign  powers*  Thefe  have  no  hatred  to  any  others  among  ui 
except  our  fadtious  criminals,  and  deli  re  nothing  more  fervently 
than  to  reftore  their  efteem  and  friendihip  to  a  nation  whoie 
errors  and  anarchy  difturb  and  trouble  all  Europe.  Peace  will 
be  the  fruit  of  this  refolution;  and  the  troops  of  the  line,  at 
well  as  the  brave  national  volunteers,  who,  for  the  fpace  of  a 
year,  have  offered  them fe Ives  as  willing  facrifices  to  liberty,  and 
who  abhor  anarchy,  will  repofe  in  the  bofom  of  their  families, 
after  having  accompli fhed  this  noble  work. 

As  to  myfelf,  1  have  already  made  an  oath,  and  I  repeat 
it  before  the  whole  nation,  and  in  the  prefence  of  all  Europe, 
that,  immediately  after  having  effe&ed  the  fafety  of  my  coun- 
try* by  the  re-eftabli(hment  of  the  Conftitution,  of  peace  and 
good  order,  I  ihall  abandon  every  public  fun&ion  and  fhall 
fcek  in  folitude  the  enjoyment  of  the  happinefs  of  my  fellow- 
citizens.

THE  General  in  Chief,  Dumourier,  has  communicated  to  me 
his  declaration  to  the  French  nation*  I  find  in  it  the  fenti* 
ments  and  principles  of  a  virtuous  man,  who  truly  loves  hit 
country,  who  is  defirous  of  putting  an  end  to  the  anarchy  and 
calamities  that  tear  it  afunder,  and  of  procuring  it  the  happinefi 
of  a  Conltitution,  and  of  a  wile  and  folid  government. 

I  know  that  it  is  the  unanimous  wifh  of  all  the  fovereigni 
whom  the  fa&ious  have  armed  again  ft  France,  and  principally 
that  of  their  Imperial  and  Pruflian  Majefties,  who  are  yet  filled 
with  cfteem  for  the  French  nation,  fo  great  and  fo  generous^ 
amonz  whom  the  immutable  principles  of  juftice  and  honour 
were  formerly  facred,  before  the  effeft  of  the  general  overthrow 
of  all  order  had  deluded  and  corrupted  that  part  of  the  people 
who,  under  a  mafk  of  humanity  and  patriotifm,  have  no  other 
language  in  their  mnuths,  than  that  of  aflaffi nation  and  poinard*. 
\  know  alio  that  this  view  is  that  of  all  the  honelr,  feniible, 
and  virtuous  part  of  the  French,  who  are  profoundly  |tenetrated 
with  thefe  gr*Mt  truths,  ant!  who  are  defirous  only  of  the  pros- 
perity and  glory  ot  a  country,  torn  by  fo  many  con vul (ions  and 
niirfortuncs.  1  declare  by  the  prck-nt  Proclamation,  that  I  will 
fupport  by  all  the  force  which  is  ,ii it rulled  to  me,  the  generous 
and  beneficent  intentions  of  General  Dumourier  and  his  brave 
army.

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Stand  Addrefs  cf  General  Dumcurier  to  the  French  Nation. 

AT  the  time  I  published  my  firft  proclamation,  I  had  founded 
the  fentiments  of  all  the  corps  of  the  army  under  my  com- 
mand, and  all  of  them  feemed  penetrated  with  the  miferies  which 
an  anarchical  tyranny,  exercifed  in  the  name  of  the  National 
Convention,  had  entailed  on  our  country.  All  of  them  acknow- 
ledged unequivocally  that  we  could  not  live  without  laws;  and  ap- 
peared to  me  to  agree  in  opinion,  that  the  re-eftablifhment  of  the 
conftitution  would  rcftore  to  us  peace  and  good  order,  without 
which  it  was  impoftible  for  us  longer  to  exift.

whom  they  made  repeated  affurances  that  they  entertained  the 
fame  principles  with  ourfelvcs.

TH  E  declaration  which  I  made  from  my  head-quarters  it , 
Mons,  dated  the  5th  of  April,  17931  is  a  public  teftimonf  • 
of  my  perfbnal  fentimehts  to  reftore,  as  foon  as  poffible,  peacs  >  ] 
and  tranquillity  to  Europe.    In  it  I  manifested,  in  a  fincere  and  r  j 
open  manner,  my  particular  defire  that  the  French  nation  inight  ,  j 
have  a  folid  and  durable  government,  founded  on  the  unfhaken  . ! 
bails  of  juftice  and  humanity,  which  might  enfure  peace  to  En*  ; 
tope,  and  happinefs  to  France. 

Now  that  the  refult  of  this  declaration  is  fo  oppofite1  to  the  • 
effects  it  ought  to  have  prodnced,  and  which  proves  but  too  . 
plainly  that  the  fentiments  which  have  dictated  it  have  been  mifc  i 
underftood,  it  only  remains  for  me  to  revoke  it  entirely,  and  to  j 
declare  formally,  that  the  ftale  of  war  which  fubfifts  between  the  ! 
Court  of  Vienna  and  the  Combined  Powers,  and  France,  is  from  > 
this  moment  unhappily  renewed.  * 

I  find  myfelf  therefore  forced,  by  the  predominating  influence    ' 
of  the  circumftances  which  the  moft  guilty  men  perfift  in  direct 
ing  to  the  overthrow  and  deftructioh  of  their  country,  to  annul 
entirely  my  former  declaration,  and  to  make  known,  that  a  ftate 
of  war  fo  unfortunate  being  renewed,  I  have  given  the  necefiary 
orders  for  commencing  it,  in  concert  with  the  Allied  Powers*  * 
With  all  the  energy  and  vigour  of  which  victorious  armies  tirt '  j 
capable. 

The  ccflation  of  the  armiftice  is  the  firft  hoftile  ftep  that  tb*  * 
unfortunate  combination  of  events  has  forced  me  to  take.  Thert  j 
will,  therefore,  only  fubiift,  of  my  former  declaration,  the  inviolable  1 
engagement,  which  I  again  renew  with  pleafure,  that  the  moft  i 
exact  difcipline  will  be  obferved  and  maintained  by  my  army  npert 
the  French  territory,  and  that  every  breach  thereof  will  be  pa* 
nifhed  with  the  utmoft  rigour. 

The  finccrity  and  loyalty  which  at  all  times  have  been  the  prin* 
ciple  of  my  actions,  oblige  me  to  give  to  this  new  addreis  to  the 
French  nation  all  the  publicity  of  which  it  is  fufceptible,  to  IcavO 
no  doubt  of  the  confequences  that  may  refult  from  it.

I 
had,  at  fhc  moil,  fifteen  or  eighteen  perfons  with  me  on  horfc- 
back  —when  thefe  battalions  were  fo  daftardly  as  to  affail  me  with 
a  diteharge  of  nuifquetry.  They  killed  fever al  of  my  (trite,  as 
well  as  feveral  horfes.  * 

They  cut  off  the  road  to  the  camp,  to  which  I  wifhed  to  re- 
treat -,  and  I  was  forced  to  lave  myfelf,  with  a  part  of  the  officers 
who  accompanied  me,  by  eroding  the  Scheldt  in  a  boat,  to  re- 
pair to  the  firft  Imperial  poft.  As  it  was  not  our  intention  to 
emigrate,  and  as  we  were  allured  that  the  army  expreffed  a  ftrong 
indignation  again  ft  thefe  affaflins,  as  well  as  an  attachment  to  the 
re-eftablifhment  of  "peace  and  good  order,  we  repaired  at  day- 
break to  tlje  camp.  There,  however,  amidft  reiterated  protefta* 
tions  of  attachment  to  the  principles  that  determined  us,  we  re- 
marked a  mute  and  fulled  agitation,  which  made  us  judge  that 
ftrong  diflentions  in  opinion  prevailed.  I  addrefled  each  corps, 
and  from  each  corps  received  a  reply  tantamount  to  that  made  on 
the  preceding  days. 

Wifhing,  however,  after  the  remark  we  had  made,  to  repair  to 
the  head-quarters  at  St.  Amand,  we  learned  that  the  corps  of  ar- 
tillery had  formed  the  defign  of  conveying  their  great  park  to 
Valenciennes ;  and  that  the  plot  of  the  factious  men  who  miflead 
them,  was  to  feizc  on  us,  to  convey  us  thither,  and  to  make  a 
merit  of  facrificing  us  to  the  vengeance  of  our  tyrants.  We  had 
then  one  expedient  only  left,  that  of  repairing  to  the  Imperial 
army,  which  we  ought  to  regard  as  our  ally,  after  the  frank  and 
noble  proclamation  of  the  general  in  chief,  by  whom  it  is  com- 
manded. Several  corps  of  cavalry  have  already  joined  us ;  feveral 
bands  of  infantry  have  done  the  fame  ;  and  as  foon  as  the  Im- 
perialifts  lhall  have  entered  the  territory  of  France,  not  as  van- 
quifhers,  and  as  wifhing  to  dictate  laws,  but  as  generous  allies, 
who  come  to  aid  us  in  re-cftablilhing  the  Conftitution,  which  can 
alone  ftay  the  progrefs  of  the  crimes  and  calamities  that  menace 
France,  many  other  corps  will  repair  to  unite  themfelves  to  their 
brothers  in  arms. 

I  know  the  difpofition  of  the  army,  and  more  efpecially  that ' 
of  the  troops  of  the  line.  Their  principles  are  at  the  bottom 
pure.  They  may  for  a  moment  allow  themfelves  to  be  hurried 
away  by  the  exaggerated  opinions  inculcated  to  them  ;  but  as  the 
invincible  courage  they  have  difphyed  during  the  prefent  war, 
muft  neccfiarily  be  accompanied  by  the  defire  of  pofleffing  the 
laws  they  cannot  find,  unlcfs  in  the  Conftitution,  which  will  de- 
ftroy  the  odious  tyranny  of  anarchifts,  they  will  be  jealous  of  the 
public  cfteem.  They  will  blufh  at  having,  even  for  a  moment, 
been  capable  of  annexing  their  colours  to  thofe  of  criminal  K- 
centioufnefs.    They  will  rally  befidc  the  brave  troops  who  have 

only 
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only  accompanied  me  in  my  momentary  retreat,  to  re-enter  France 
within  two  days  at  furtheft,  and  to  put  an  end  to  the  vile  difordcrs 
which  cover  all  France  with  mourning  and  terror. 

I  fwear,  in  the  name  of  my  companions,  that  we  will  not  lay 
(down  our  arms  until  we  Shall  have  iucceeded  in  our  cnterprize  ; 
;rod  our  fole  deilgn  is  to  re-eStablifh  the  Constitution,  and  consti- 
tutional royalty  y  that  no  refentment,  no  third  after  vengeance, 
no  ambitious  motive  fways  our  purpofes  ;  that  no  foreign  power 
fhall  influence  our  opinion  \  thac  wherever  anarchy  fhall  ceafe  at 
die  appearance  of  our  arms  and  thofe  of  the  combined  armies, 
we  will  conduit  ourfelves  as  friends  and  brothers;  that  wherever 
we  (hall  meet  with  refinance,  we  fhall  know  how  to  Select  the 
fulpable,  and  fpare  the  peaceable  inhabitants,  the  victims  of  the 
infamous  wiles  of  the  Jacobins  of  Paris,  from  whom  have  arifen 
the  horrors  and  calamities  of  the  war ;  that  we  fhall  in  no  way 
dread  the  poniards  of  Marat  and  the  Jacobins ;  that  we  will  de- 
firoy  the  manufacture  of  thefe  poniards,  as  well  as  that  of  the 
fcandalous  writings,  by  which  an  attempt  is  made  to  pervert  the 
noble  and  generous  character  of  the  French  nation ;  an  J,  finally, 
in  the  name  of  my  companions  in  arms,  I  repeat  the  oath,  "  That 
ye  will  liye  and  die  free."

WE  the  underfigned,  appointed  for  the  Proviflonal  Admini- 
stration of  the  conquered  countries,  declare,  firSt,  that  ajl 
authorities  constituted  Since  the  Revolution  of  1789,  are  abolish- 
ed; and  confequently,  the  magistrates  of  the  conquered  cities, 
towns,  and  villages,  are  re-eStablifhed,  fuch  as  they  were  before  the 
revolution  :  it  being  provided,  however,  that  the  individuals,  who 
then  compofed  thefe  magistracies,  cannot  again  enter  into  office 
until  they  have  been  fpecially  re-admitted  by  the  underfigned : 
and  on  account  of  the  impoffibility  of  immediately  knowing  the 
conduit  obferved  fince  the  revolution  by  thefe  individuals,  provi- 
flonal magistrates  fhall  be  appointed,  without  violating  the  rights 
of  the  respective  Lords,  and  in  concert  with  them,  as  far  as  can 
be  done,  until  it  can  be  judged  how  far  fuch  individuals  can  be 
re-eftabiifhed. 

The  Lords  of  different  places  or  their  officers,  fhall  confe- 
quently deliver  in,  as  foon  as  poffible,  to  the  underfigned,  lifts 
of  thofe  perfons  of  whom  magistrates,  bodies  of  juftice  and  po- 
lice! paay  be  provisionally  compofed. 

Qjt  Second* 
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to  re-efiablifli  a  regular  government  in  France,  and  thereby 
maintain  peace  and  tranquillity  in  Europe.  Decide,  therefore, 
definitively,  and  with  precifion.  Trufi  your  hopes  to  the  ge- 
nerofity  of  a  loyal  and  free  nation.  In  its  name  I  have  juft  gi- 
ven an  unequivocal  ttftimony  to  the  well-difpofed  inhabitants 
of  Marfeilles,  by  granting  to  the  Commiflloners  fent  on  board 
the  fleet  under  my  command  a  pafTport  for  procuring  a  quantity 
of  grain,  of  which  this  great  town  new  ftands  fo  much  in  need. 
Be  explicit,  and  1  fly  to  your  fuccour,  in  order  to  break  the , 
chain  which  furrounds  you,  and  to  be  the  inflruiuent  of  making 
many  years  of  happinefs  fucceed  to  four  years  of  mi fery  and 
anarchy,  in  which  your  deluded  country  has  been  involved.

THE  General  Commiteeof  the  Sedlionsof  Toulon  having 
read  the  Proclamation  of  Admiral  Lord  Hood,  Command* 
der  in  Chief  of  his  Britannic  Majefty's  fquadron,  together  with 
his  Preliminary  Declaration ;  and  after  having  communicate4 
thefe  two  papers  to  all  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Toulonf 
united  in  fecftions ; 

Confidering  that  France  is  torn  by  anarchy,  and  that  it  is  im- 
roffible  to  exiil  longer  a  prey  to  the  fadtions,  with  which  thp 
coui.try  is  agitated,  without  its  total  definition; 

Confidering  that  ths  Southern  Departments,  after  having 
made  long  efforts  to  refill  the  oppreflion  of  a  party  of  factious 
men,  who  have  confpired  to  ruin  them,  find  themfefves  drained 
and  deprived  of  all  rciburc*s  to  annihilate  this  coalition  of  the 
evil-difpofed; 

Confidering,  in  fhort,  that  determined  nottofubmit  to  the  ty» 
ranny  of  a  Convention  that  has  fworn  to  ruin  the  Nation,  tne 
People  of  Toulon,  and  thofe  of  Marfeilles,  would  rather  hav$ 
recourfe  to  the  generofity  of  a  loyal  people,  who  has  manifested 
the  defire  of  protecting  the  true  Frenchmen  againft  the  anar- 
ch i  ft  s  who  wilh  to  ruin  them  ; 

Declare  to  Admiral  Hood% 

I.  That  the  unanimious  wifti  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Toulon  it 
to  rejedt  a  Conftituticn  which  does  not  promote  their  happinefs^

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to  ai'opt-a  Monarchic  Government,.fuch  as  it  was  originally  by 
the  Conllttuent  Aflembly,  of  1789;  ami  in  confluence,  they 
have  proclaimed  Louis  AVI  J.  fon  of  Louis  XVI.

IV.  That  the  Citadel  and  the  Forts  of  the  Coaft  fhall  be  pro- 
vifionally  at  the  difpof.il  of  the  faid  Admiral;  but,  for  the  better 
eftablifhing  the  union  which  ought  to  exift  between  the  two 
people,  it  is  requeued  that  the  garrifon  (hall  be  compofed  of  an 
equal  number  of  French  and  Englifh,  and  that  neverthelefs  the 
command  (hall  devolve  to  the  Engliih  ;

That  the  People  of  Toulon,  full  of  confidence  in  the 
generous  offers  of  Admiral  Hood,  truft  that  all  thofe  who 
held  civil  and  military  employments  fhall  be  continued  in 
their  places,  and  fhall  not  be  annoyed  in  their  refpe&ive  oc- 
cupations 4 

VII.  That  the  fubfiftence  and  fuccours  of  every  kind,  of 
which  Toulon  ftands  fo  much  in  need,  will  be  aflured  to  the  in- 
habitants by  the  Combined  Fleet  of  the  powers  coalefced. 

VIII.  That  when  peace  will  have  been  re-eftabliflied  in  France, 
the  Ihips  and  forts  which  fhall  be  put  into  the  hands  of  the 
Englifh  fhall  be  reftored  to  the  French  Nation  in  the  fame  ftate 
they  were  in  when  the  inventory  was  delivered  ; 

It  is  according  to  this  Declaration,  if  approved  by  Admiral 
Hood)  that  the  Toulonefe  will  regard  themfelves  with  good  heart 
and  will,  as  belonging  to  the  Englifh  and  the  other  powers  co- 
lefcedj  and  by  whofe  fuccour  will  be  brought  about  that  Peace 
after  which  they  haye  panted  fo  long.

WHEREAS  the  Sections  of  Toulon  have,  by  their  Corn- 
miffionen  to  me,  made  a  folemn  declaration  in  favour 
of  Monarchy,  have  proclaimed  Louis  XVII.  Ton  of  the  late 
Louis  XVI.  their  lawful  King,  and  have  fworn  to  acknowledge 
him,  and  no  longer  fufFer  the  defpotifm  of  the  tyrants,  which 
at  this  time  govern  France,  bat  will  do  their  utmoft  to  eftabliJh 
Monarchy,  as  accepted  by  their  late  Sovereign  in  1789,  and 
reftore  peace  to  their  diftra&ed  and  calamitous  country  j 

I  do  hereby  repeat,  what  I  have  already  declared  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  South  of  France,  that  I  take  pofleflion  of  Toulon, 
and  hold  it  in  truft  only  for  Louis  XVII.  until  peace  (hall  be 
re-eftabliihed  in  France,  which  I  hope  and  truft  will  be  foon.

AN  aflemblage  of  feditious  innovators,  not  contented  with 
having  overwhelmed,  in  the  mod  tempeftuous  anarchy, 
one  of  the  fir  ft  and  beft  constituted  kingdoms  of  Europe,  not 
fatisfied  with  having  overturned  in  their  own  country,  under 
pretext  of  reftoring  to  mankind  chimerical  rights,  the  bafts  of 
the  true  and  moll  iacred  rights  of  the  altar,  of  the  throne,  and 
of  the  citizens  of  every  condition,  has  endeavoured,  by  means 
of  infidious  emiflaries,  to  propagate  in  other  States  the  feeds  of 
that  poifon  which  more  than  ever  is  deflroying  the  vitals  of 
their  own  country. 

We,  on  the  contrary,  anxious  to  remove  from  our  loving 
fubje&s  whatever  might  difturb  the  tranquillity  which  they 
enjoy,  and  bound  to  preferve  in  them  the  purity  of  the  maxims 
of  religion,  and  of  refpe&ful  fidelity  to  their  Sovereign,  on 
which  depend  the  happinels  of  the  People : — fliould  have 
thought  ourfelves  wanting  in  oue  of  the  principal  obligations  of 
the  eminent  fituation  in  which  the  Almighty  lias  placed  us,  if 
we  had  longer  forborn  to  take  the  neceflary  means  to  avoid  evils 
of  fuch  magnitude. 

Therefore,  in  order  to  fecond  the  ebje<St.  which  other  Euro- 
pean Powers  have  already  undertaken  with  fuccefs,  uniting 
ourfelves  to  them  in  the  common  caufe  again  ft  the  common 
enemy,  we  think  it  expedient  to  expel  from  our  happy  domi- 
nionk  all  Frenchmen,  excepting  thofe  whofe  particular  circum- 
ftances  may  neceffarily  exempt  them  from  the  general  rule. 

In  confequence  we  enjoin  all  the  French,  of  both  fexes,  of 
whatever  condition  they  may  be,  to  leave  thefe  kingdoms  within 
twenty  days  from  the  date  of  the  prefent  edifl.  And  as  they 
may  be  diftinguifhed  into  three  claffes,  namely,  thofe  domici- 
liated*— thofe  married  to-women  born  our  fubjefts— and  travel- 
lers, who  according  to  their  different  conditions  merit  a  differ- 
ent treatment ;  therefore,  in  refpedt  to  every  one  of  the  .three 
different  claffes,  we  have  ordained  as  follows : 

I.  Thofe  who  have  been  domiciliated  in  our  dominions  for 
ten  years,  who  do  not  intend  to  return  into  France;  who  fol- 
low commerce  or  other  honeft  proieffions ;  who,  during  the 
courfe  of  their  ftay,  have  given  no  reaibn  for  complaint  againft 
their  conduct,  or  fuf'picion  of  cheriihing  maxims  obnoxious  to 

•  •*  Domiciliated." — Viz.  tliofe  Who  for  a  certain  time  have  been  fettled  at  Naples 
j»*d  conformed  themfelves  to  the  law*  as  fubjctU  of  that  State,  without,  however, 
Jpriiif  O  yet  renounced  ciieix  own  country  and  every  foiei^n  allegiance, 

R  U\fc 
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the  Stato,  are  permitted  to  remain  where  they  are,  and  to  con- 
tinue their  avocations,  provided  they  petition  for  it,  and  con- 
fider  tlvjinfelves  naturalized,  without  claiming  afterwards  the 
protedtion  of  Amhailddors  and  Confuls  of  any  Nation  ;  and  on 
condition  M:ey  take  an  oath  to  conform  themfelves  to  the  laws 
of  the  kingdom,  to  acknowledge  us  as  their  legitimate  Sove- 
reign, to  renounce  every  dependence  on  other  governments  ; 
and,  in  fliort,  to  exercife  the  Holy  Catholic  Religion,  if  they 
profefled  it  till  then,  and  were  not  known  to  be  of  a  different 
religion. 

II.  We  permit,  under  the  fame  conditions  and  obligations! 
to  remain  in  our  dominions,  thofe  who  have  married  women 
born  our  fubjedts,  or  who  have  acquired  landed  property ;  or 
who  have  been  in  our  kingdoms,  and  have  lived  in  them,  fix 
years  at  leaft,  emp'oyed  in  commerce,  on  condition  always  that 
they  petition  to  (lay. 

III.  All  Travellers  and  Itinerants  of  whatever  condition,  in 
which  are  included  profeflbrs  of  liberal  and  mechanical  arts, 
hawkers  and  pedlars,  and  thofe  in  quality  of  fervants  in  the 
houfes  of  our  beloved  fubje&s,  are  to  depart  within  the  time 
prefcribed  ;  provided  they  are  not  of  thofe  who,  through  religi- 
ous motives  or  attachment  to  their  own  Sovereign,  left  their 
own  country  to  fcek  a  fafe  afylum  in  our  ftates  ;  and  provided 
that  during  the  time  of  their  flay  their  conduct  has  been  free 
from  fufpicion;  in  fuch  cafe,  upon  petitioning,  they  will  obtain 
a  temporary  permiflion  to  ftay. 

IV.  In  order  to  avoid  the  frauds  that  might  be  adopted  to 
elude  the  above  determination,  we  fliall  appoint  a  commiflion  to 
verify  the  petitions  of  the  three  clafles  of  French,  who  have 
leave  to  flay  ;  which  commiflion,  after  having  obtained  from 
every  individual  the  f.;id  declarations,  will  deliver,  in  the  King's 
name,  a  written  permiflion  to  them  to  ilay  with  their  families 
in  our  dominions. 

V.  In  regard  to  the  punifhment  to  he  in  {lifted  on  thofe  who 
fhall  not  conform  themfelves  to  the  prefent  edicr,  we  (hall  fol- 
low the  cufloms  of  our  predeceiTors,  a:ul  in  particular  what  is 
exprefll'd  in  the  Proclamation  iflued  for  expelling  the  fubjefts  of 
inimical  Powers.  We  order  that  everv  Frenchman,  who  does 
nut  conform  hhnfeif  to  it,  h:*  puniflied  by  the  confiscation  of 
h;s  property,  by  imprifoninenr,  or  by  the  galleys,  according  to 
his  imjlt  ;  and  even  with  death  in  cafe  bin  neHnrl  ihouhl  be  ac- 
cr.inpanicd  with  circimmanccs  of  a  very  heinous  nature.  And

Frenchmen  ! 

A  SCANDALOUS  Addrefs  published  by  your  pretended  legif- 
lators  has  reached  us.  This  writing,  unworthy  of  our  atten- 
tion* can  only  be  the  lad  effort  of  defpair  and  criminality.  The 
Toulonefe  are  there  reprefented  as  traitors,  who  have  had  the 
bafenefs  to  deliver  up  the  port  and  /hipping  of  Toulon  to  the 
Englifh.  It  is  always  thus  that  corrupted  fouls  judge  who  cannot 
believe  in  the  power  of  Virtue.  All  Europe  knows  and  refpects 
our  principles.  All  Europe  knows  and  detefts  your  tyrants 
It  knows,  and  you  cannot  be  ignorant,  that  before  the  31ft 
of  May,  though,  it  dared  to  affume  the  title  of  Convention,  yet 
it  was  bat  a  collection  of  individuals  chofen  by  the  Jacobin  fac- 
tion, and  fecretly  difavowed  by  the  numerous  clais  of  honeit 
citizens,  who  form  the  greateft  part  of  the  French  Nation  ;  and 
fince  this  period  the  national  reprefentation,  already  illegal, 
has  been  again  violated  by  the  imprifonment  of  feveral  of  its 
members ;  and  that  an  atrocious  diclatorfhip  reds  in  the  hands 
of  a  few  ufurpers,  giving  laws  of  blood  to  a  great  nation. 
You  have  for  a  long  time  been  a  fport  and  a  prey  to  thole 
villains  who  affaflinated  their  Sovereign  to  ufurp  his  power. 
To  them  is  owing  that  dreadful  ftate  of  mifery  to  which  you 
are  reduced  by  the  extravagant  i (Tiling  of  affignats,  with  which 
they  have  overloaded  the  property  pledged  for  them.  It  is  the 
will  of  the  fanguinary  clubs,  of  whom  they  are  the  contempti- 
ble tools,  and  not  the  will  of  the  People,  whom  they  have  ren- 
dered fo  mifer?.hle  that  thefe  robbers  execute  fo  audacioufly.  It 
is  in  order  to  lave  themfclvcs  from  the  fword  of  the  law  that 
they  have  put  arms  into  the  hands  of  rebels;  that  they  place 
themfelves  at  their  head ;  that  they  fack  towns  and  plunder  the 
fields ;  and  that  they  maffacre  the  inhabitants  an4  feize  upon 
their  property.  It  is  finally  to  fpill  torrents  of  blood,  and  etta- 
blifh  a  Government  which  would  be  at  the  fame  time  the  oppro- 
brium of  the  French  and  the  contempt  of  other  nations,  that 
they  excite  brothers  again  it  brothers,  and  make  a  lading  rampart 
of  your  mifery. 

Aftedted  by  their  evils,  the  combined  fquadrons,  could  not 
refufe   their  afliftance  to  Toulon,  at  a  period  when  that  im- 
portant 
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portant  city,  abandoned  by  the  miniftry,  and  blockaded  by  t7f6 
armies  of  the  fadtious,  was  on  tlie  point  of  being  reduced  to  the 
moft  horrible  famine.  Europe  has  feen  in  the  powers  we  repre- 
fent,  two  generous  and  fympathizing  nations  who  come,  not 
to  conquer,  as  it  is  infamoufly  fuppofed,  but  to  deflroy  the 
poniards  raifed  againft  the  good  andj>eaceable  inhabitants-  ofthit 
unhappy  city ;  to  render  it  affiftance,  to  eftablifh  good  order,  to 
lay  the  foundation  of  a  regenerating  fyftem,  to  fubftitute  a  well 
ordered  government  inftead  of  a  defolating  anarchy  which  per- 
vades France;  and  finally  to  eftablifh  Louis  XVII.  on  the 
throne. 

The  Tbulonefe  have  not  delivered  up  their  city,  which  can- 
not at  the  fame  time  fall  to  the  (hare  of  Spain,  England,  and 
the  other  powers,  united  to  our  forces,  and  animated  by  the  fame 
motives,  but  have  placed  it  under  our  immediate  proteftion,  and 
have  carried  even  to  the  moft  fcrupulous  precifenefs,  the  condi- 
tions which  tend  to  the  re- eftablifh  men  t  of  their  lawful  Sove- 
reign.

Frenchmen !  they  perfidioufly^ 
conceal  from  you  that  the  French  flag  flies  on  your  fortreflei 
and  your  ihipping  ;  that  a  French  fquadron  is  at  anchor  in  your 
ports,  amongft  the  fleets  of  the  coalefced  powers;  that  the  ad- 
miniliration  is.exercifed  according  to  the  principles  of  the  con* 
ftitucnt  nftrtribly ;  that  all  the  authorities  are  fubordinate  to  the 
»e\v  king  under  the  prote&ion  of  the  united  powers,  and  that 
our  only  object  is  to  avenge  our  allies,  whofe  territory  they  have 
dared  to  invade,  to  fuccour  you,  and  to  put  a  ftop  to  thofe  mul- 
tiplied negrefiions  which  have  conduced  you  ftep  by  ilep  to 
the  brink  of  the  precipice. 

Frenchmen  !  if  the  remembrance  of  your  brilliant  deftiny  is 
not  yet  cilaced  from  your  minds  ;  if  you  are  defirous  of  refuming 
that  honourable  rank,  which  you  held  among  nations,  fliake  off 
the  odious  yoke  of  your  contemptible  tyrants;  unite  yourfelves 
to  the  faithful  Touloneiei  and  participate  with  them  in  the  glory 
of  ha;  ing  procured  hap  pi  net's  to  France,  and  peace  and  repofe  to 
Lurope.

rHE  King  of  Great  Britain  has,  for  a  long  time,  deplored 
the  horrid  diftreiles  which  you  have  fuffered  ;  his  protec- 
o,  repeatedly  (blicited  by  a  number  of  you,  would  not  have 
91  folicited  in  vain,  if  Kings  could  at  all  times  give  way  to 
ar  fenfibility.  At  length  the  time  is  arrived,  when  he  can 
low  the  emotions  of  his  own  heart,  in  receiving  you  among 
5  number  of  his  fubje&s,  and  adopting  you  as  part  of  his  large 
oily. 

His  Britannic  Majefty  having,  with  his  ufual  goodnefs,  granted 
j  prayers  of  a  great  part  of  your  countrymen,  on  their  petition 
dented  to  him  on  the  25th  of  lad  February,  has  fent  orders 
Major-General  Adam  Williamfon,  his  Lieutenant-Governor  of 
tnaica,  to  detach  immediately  the  necefTary  forces  to  St.  Do- 
ingo,  to  take  pofleflion  of  the  colony,  or  a  part  of  it,  until  a 
ncral  peace  between  the  Allied  Powers  and  the  government  of 
ance  fhall  eftablifh  a  decided  fovereignty  in  the  colony* 
1  am  intruded  with  this  expedition.  It  is  not  as  a  conqueror, 
t  as  a  father,  that  his  Majefty  is  pleafed  to  take  pofleflion  of 
is  territory.  For  this  purpofc  his  Majefty  has  intruded  me  with 
e  command  of  a  body  of  forces  adequate  to  enfure  refpect  to 
e  Britifh  flag,  and  at  the  fame  time  to  punifh  thofe  who  may 
rfift  in  difturbing  your  tranquillity.  It  is  by  perfuafion,  rather 
an  by  force,  I  would  conquer.  A  more  formidable  fquadron9 
d  a  great  body  of  men,  would  have  reduced  the  whole  colony, 
it  it  would  nave  left  me  in  doubt  of  the  fmcerity  of  thofe  who 
rrendered.  His  Majesty  will  only  have  fubjefts  worthy  of  his 
otettion,  and  of  the  favours  and  advantages  which  thcTBritifh 
overnment  fecurcs  to  them.  For  this  reufon,  I  {hall  exhauft 
ery  means  of  convi&ion,  before  I  employ  the  forces  which  I 
eve  under  my  command,  or  fend  for  others  ready  to  embark,. 
order  to  reduce  thefe  who  relift,  and  punilh  the  authors  and 
ents  of  the  revolt. 

People  of  St.  Domingo!  the  objects  of  all  political  inftitutioiw 
ipg  the  general  interefts  of  fociety,  and  the  good  of  the.  mem- 
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fccrs  of  that  focicty,  an  exact  obfervancc  of  the  laws  can  alone 
accMTiplifh  thofe  objects. 

It  is  neccflary  to  convince  you  of  this  inconteftible  truth,  the 
inattention  to  which  has  been  the  caufc  of  all  ypur  misfortunes, 
viz.  that,  while  we  wifli  to  exact  the  moft  abject  fubmiflion  front 
others,  we  ought  not  to  be  daily  giving  examples  of  infubordina- 
tion  in  our  own  conduct.  Union  is  neccflary  among  you ;  it  will 
redouble  your  ftrcngth. 

Very  long  experience  mud  have  informed  you,  that  the  moft 
effectual  tie  you  can  have  on  your  fia\cs,  is  the  white  people  af- 
fording an  example  of  obedience  to  their  fuperiors.  Call  to  your 
recollection  the  llourifhing  ftate  of  St.  Domingo  under  this  order 
of  things,  and  with  that  compare  the  horrors  of  which  it  has 
fmce  become  the  theatre,  by  the  neglect  of  thole  laws  which 
formerly  governed  you. 

It  was  not  with  a  view  to  erect  a  theatre  of  republican  virtues, 
nor  for  the  difplay  of  human  knowledge,  that  colonies  were  *ft»» 
bliihed  in  the  Weft  Indies.  The  r«*l  profperity  of  a  colony  de- 
pends on  the  quantity  of  its  produce;  and  the  object  of  the 
parent  ftato  is  to  incrcafe  its  exports,  with  as  little  cxpence  as 
poilible.  A  colony,  dependent  on  its  mother  country  for  its 
commercial  advantages,  for  its  protection  and  defence,  can  con- 
fcquently  have  no  exterior  politics,  and  never  lhould  affect  what 
belongs  to  Sovereignty. 

To  affefs  the  impofts,  and  watch  over  their  application,  this  is 
the  only  ihare  of  Sovereignty  that  a  colony  can  exercife ;  it  ought 
to  enact  laws  beneficial  to  the  community,  and  not  clafhing  with 
thofe  of  the  mother  country  which  protects  it. 

Admitting  this  iimplc  truth,  his  Majelty  is  willing  to  preferve 
to  you  all  your  rights.  I  accordingly  declare  to  you,  in  his  Royal 
m*mc,  that,  as  foon  as  peace  ihall  be  eitablifhcd,  you  will  have 
a  Colonial  Affembly,  to  regulate,  eftabliih,  and  enable  you  to 
exercife  thofe  rights.  In  the  mean  time,  all  the  old  French  laws 
will  be  enforced,  as  far  as  they  are  found  not  adverfc  to  the 
nicafurcs  requifite  for  the  rc-eftablilhment  of  peace. 

Every  individual  ihail  enjoy  his  civil  rights,  and  the  laws  for 
the  fecurity  of  property  fhaU  alio  be  enforced  and  maintained. 

His  M.tjcfty  is  del  irons  to  fee  u  re  to  creditors  the  payment  of 
their  debts :  but  being  fenlibly  atfetted  by  the  caufes  which  have 
concurred  to  diftrcis  the  colony,  and  wafte  your  property,  and  at 
the  fame  time  anxious  to  favour  your  exertions  to  repair  your 
fluttered  fortunes,  he  has  authorifed  me  to  declare  to  you,  that, 
at  the  exprefs  pr;»yer  of  the  inhabitants  and  planters,  he  is  gra- 
cioufly  pleafeJ  to  grant  a  fufpenfion  from  profecution  for  debts, 
with  a  fufpenfion  of  intereft  on  iuch  debts,  to  be  computed  from 
the  lit  day  of  Aurit,  1791*  and  to  continue  from  that  for 
twelve  years,  under  c^ruin  redactions. 

The 
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The  local  taxes  for  the  cxpenccs  of  your  protection,  and  the 
adminiftration  of  Government,  fhall  be,  until  further,  orders,  upon 
the  footing  of  1789.  England  will  make  the  ncceflary  advances 
to  make  good  the  deficiency ;  fuch  advances  to  be  reimburfed  at 
a  future  day  by  the  colony. 

The  principal  taxes  for  defraying  the  expences  of  public  wor- 
ship, of  the  interior  guards  in  the  quarters,  and  for  the  punish- 
ment of  negroes,  fhall  be  alfo  on  the  fame  footing  as  in  1789, 
except  the  difcharges  to  thofe  whofe  plantations  have  been 
burned. 

The  inhabitants  fhall  enjoy  the  privilege  of  exporting  thcu* 
clayed  fugars,  fubjeft  to  fuch  duties  as  fhall  be  deemed  ncceflary. 
.   The  Roman  Catholic  Religion  fhall  be  maintained,  without 
prejudice  to  any  other  form  of  Divine  worfhip,  the  exerciie  of 
which  (hall  be  alike  permitted. 

Your  ports  fhall  be  open  to  American  veflels. 

If  any  of  the  inhabitants  know  that  any  part  of  their  property 
has  been  carried  into  forc"^  .ries,  they  may  freely  addrefs 

themfelves  to  me $  and  I  will,  in  the  name  of  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty,  reclaim  fuch  property  as  belonging  to  his  fubjects. 

You  fee,  unfortunate  people,  that  your  intcrcfts  arc  dear  to 
his  Britannic  Majefty.  In  granting  the  prayers  of  your  country- 
men,  he  does  not  defire  to  fubjeft  you  inftantly  to-  laws  to  which 
you  are  ftrangers.  He  preferves  to  you  your  ancient  cuftoms, 
where  they  are  not  contrary  to  civil  order  and  the  general  intercft. 
He  wills  only,  that  neceflary  meafurcs  of  every  kind  ihould  be 
employed  to  compel  the  flavcs  to  due  fubmiflioii  and  obedience, 
and  to  oppofc  an  infurmountable  barrier  to  the  fpirit  of  innova- 
tion* and  to  the  meafurcs  which  your  enemies  are  confpiring  for 
your  ruin. 

Such  arc  the  benign  intentions  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain 
towards  you.  Compare  with  them  the  atrocious  ac"b  of  the  three 
individuals  who  are  your  opprclTbrs ;  of  men  who  have  uiurpcil 
an  authority,  which  could  only  have  been  confided  to  them  for 
the  purpole  of  deftroying  you.  Reduce  them  at  once  to  that 
infignificancc  from  which  they  firang,  and  which  awaits  them. 
Undiftinguifhed  by 'birth,  new  Eroftrati,  they  are  known  but  by 
their  crimes ;  while  thole  who  delegated  them,  aftonifhed  at  your 
patience,  and  trembling  l>efore  the  combined  forces  which  prcfis 
0n  every  fide,  leave  them  to  your  vengeance. 

Men  of  colour !  have  you  fuffcrcd  yourfelvcs  to  be  duped  by 
the  declamations  of  thefe  traitors,  boafting  to  you  of  liberty  and 
equality  ?  Have  they  not  abided  you,  in  making  you  fharc  them 
with  your  own  flavcs  ?  Recover  fpcedily  from  your  errors  :  come 
and  obtain  from  your  fathers  and  benvfac'iors  an  oblivion  of  thofe 
ills  which  you  have  occaficncd,  and  which  otuvrwifc  mull  lead  to 
your  awn  ruin. 
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Can  you  imagine  that  {laves,  fuddenly  called  to  freedom,  to 
liberty,  and  equality,  will  patiently  endure  that  fuperiority  which 
you  wifh  to  exercifc  over  them,  and  to  which  you  have  no  title 
but  that  founded  in  the  gencrofity  of  thofe  who  gave  you  free- 
dom ? — No  !  foon  overpowered  by  numbers,  your  crimes  would 
be  punifhed  by  the  very  hands  into  which  you  have  placed  arms, 

Determine  on  the  enjoyment  of  thofe  privileges  which  our 
Constitution  grants  to  people  of  your  defcription  in  the  colonies—* 
or  the  puniihment  of  your  offences. 

Lay  down  thofe  arms  which  have  been  put  into  your  hands  for 
your  own  dcftru&ion ;  refume  the  management  of  your  planta- 
tions ;  or  come  and  unite  yourfelves  under  otr  fhmdard,  to  pur- 
chafe  the  remiflion  of  your  faults,  by  aiding  our  troops  in  reducing 
the  rebel  flaves  to  obedience.  You  will  then,  under  our  Govern* 
rocnt,  find  a  fecure  protection — then  will  you  experience  thofe 
fwects,  that  eafe  and  calm,  which  only  refult  from  good  conduct. 

In  ii.ie,  obey  the  voice  of  nature  and  of  reafon;  avail  your- 
felves of  the  moment  of  indulgence  and  levity ;  it  will  pais  ra- 
pidly away ;  and  when  the  day  of  vengeance  arrives,  repentance 
will  not  r»vcrt  your  puniihment. 

Negroes  employed  in  planting  !  You  who  have  remained  faith- 
ful to  your  mafters,  and  who  have  ipurned  ,at  the  proffers  of 
traitors  and  their  agents ;  you  who  have  fecn  that  the  men  of 
colour  have  not  granted  to  their  flaves  that  liberty  which  you 
had  been  taught  to  expect,  reft  allured  of  favour  and  protection. 
But  thofe  Negroes  who  fhall  continue  fugitives  fifteen  days  after 
the  ifiuing  of  this  Proclamation,  being  unworthy  of  the  pardon  I 
wifli  to  grant  in  my  Sovereign's  name,  will  be  punifhed  as  rebels. 

Planters  of  every  clafs !  I  am  bound  to  fhew  you,  in  proper 
colours,  what  you  have  to  hope,  and  what  to  fear. 

Iflanders !  you  require  the  protection  of  a  maritime  power.  Is 
there  any  one  more  formidable  than  England  ?  Her  fhips  cover 
the  feas,  and  bring  her  annually,  from  ever/ quarter  of  the  globe, 
riches,  the  very  foul  of  her  national  commerce.  Her  fleets  will 
fecure  you  from  the  attacks  of  foreign  powers.  Your  property 
will  no  longer  become  the  prey  of  privateers. 

Ihc  immenfe  relburccs  which  the  commerce  of  Great  Britain 
affords  will  revive  your  planting.  Thefe  refources  will  be  prie- 
fently  offered  you  to  repair  the  ravages  made  by  murder,  rapine** 
and  fire  *,  for  confidence  is  coeval  with  the  laws.  Range  your* 
ielvcs  then  under  her  government.  Ceafe  to  bedew  your  fields 
with  blood.  Yield  to  me  the  traitors,  and  thofe  who  defpoil  you 
of  your  property.  Point  out  to  me,  yourfelves,  thofe  victims  for 
juftice,  by  abandoning  them,  and  by  an  immediate  junction  under 
my  orders  enable  me  to  have  nothing  to  regret  in  that  exemplary 
puniihment  which  I  may  be  forced  to  inflict.

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IGHT  Reverend  Reverend  Fathers  in  God,  Nobles,  dear 
and  well  beloved,  on  the  account  which  has  been  given  to  us  of 
jour  rcprefentation  of  the  3  ift  of  May  Lift,  by  which  you  demand 
of  us,  on  the  occalion  of  the  approaching  inauguration  of  his 
Majefty,  the  Emperor  and  King,  in  this  province,  as  Duke  of 
Brabant,  a  clear  and  prccifc  declaration,  "  that  the  firft  article  of 
the  Joyeufe  Entree  fhall  be  maintained  and  obferved  in  every  re- 
fpclt,  without  exception,  and  without  its  being  permitted,  under 
pretence  of  the  55th  article,  or  under  any  other  pretence  what- 
ever, to  treat  any  pcrfon  otherwife  than  by  law  and  trial,  agree- 
ably to  the  firft  article,"  We  addrefs  to  you  thele  prcfents,  to 
inform  you,  that  thefe  articles,  taken  either  fcparately  or  com- 
bined, are  too  clear  to  require  any  explanation.  We  confe- 
qoently  cannot  but  afture  you,  that  thefe  articles  will  be  punctu- 
ally and  faithfully  obferved,  as  well  as  every  thing  contained  in 
the  Joyeufe  Entree. 

■  Of  this  the  equity  and  juftice  which  direct  all  the  proceedings 
of  his  Majefty  mud  be  to  you  a  fure  pledge.  He  has  lately  given 
you  the  moft  convincing  proofs  of  it,  when  on  the  confent  which 
the  two  firft  orders  gave  for  levying  the  fum  of  four  millions  and 
an  half,  he  declared,  that  the  firft  of  the  three  periods  of  the 
payment  of  that  fum  fhould  not  take  place  until  the  violations  of 
the  conftitution,  which  under  the  preceding  reigns  were  made  by 
the  fuppreflion  of  convents  and  religious  communities,  and  by  the 
eftablifhment  of  the  council  of  Limbourg,  fhould  be  entirely  re- 
paired, or,  at  leaft,  until  fatisfactory  arrangements  fhould  be  made 
with  the  ftates  for  that  purpole. 

To  that  ftriking  proof  of  his  fteady  attachment  to  the  confti- 
tution of  this  province,  and  to  the  religious  obfervance  of  the 
Joyeufe  Entree,  which  forms  the  bails  of  it,  his  Majefty  has  deigned 
to  add  that  of  the  fincere  defire  infpired  by  the  fentiments  of  his 
paternal  htart,  for  re-eft abli (hi ng  the  reign  of  confidence,  union, 
and  concord,  among  his  fubjects,  and  of  burying  in  eternal  obli- 
vion every  thing  that  might  reca!  the  difmal  remembrance  of  the 
difagreeable  events  which  took  place  on  account  of  the  troubles 
between  1787  and  1790.  His  Majefty  has  declared  that  by  means 
of  the  faid  four  millions  and  a  half,  his  demands  and  pretentions 
made  fince  the  31ft  of  January,  1787,  will  be  confidered  as  fatif- 
fied,  and  that  he  will  engage  to  indemnify  equitably  from  this 
fum,  according  to  the  award  of  a  commiflion  to  be  appointed  for 
that  purpofe  by  common  confent,  all  thofe  who  fhall  have  unjuftly 
fuffered  any  real  damage  on  account  of  the  faid  troubles.

He  has  moreover  declared  that,  in  confequence  of  the  faid 
confent,  the  amount  of  the  public  charges  which  were  agreed  to 
by  the  ftates,  in  1790,  fhall  remain  for  the  benefit  of  the  pro- 
vince, and  that  the  debts  and  rents  created  for  or  on  account  of 
the  faid  troubles  fhall  be  agreed  to  and  admitted  as  charges  of 
the  fame  province — Dilpofitions  which  will  have  their  full  and 
entire  effect,  the  moment  the  Tiers  Etat  fliall  have  acceded  to 
the  faid  confent  of  the  two  firfl  orders.  It  is  alfo  known  to  you, 
that  his  Majcfty,  not  loilng  light  of  the  liquidation  opened  be- 
tween the  different  provinces,  concerning  the  debts  contracted 
for  or  on  account  of  the  faid  troubles,  has  declared  that  this 
liquidation  fhall  be  refumed  and  immediately  terminated. 

Finally,  we  repeat  and  confirm  the  declaration  already  given 
to  you,  that  the  Convention  of  the  Hague,  of  December  the  loth, 
x  790,  and  the  fubfequent  ratification  publifhcd  in  this  province 
on  the  19th  of  May,  1791,  fliall  in  nothing  oppofe  or  impede 
the  contents  of  the  Joyeufe  Entree,  which  will  remain  fubfifting 
in  its  full  purity,  and  its  whole  extent,  as  the  late  Emprefs  Maria 
Therefa,  and  her  auguft  predeceffors,  fwore  to  maintain  it.  May 
God  therefore,  Right  Reverend  Fathers  in  God,  Nobles,  dear 
and  well  beloved,  take  you  under  his  holy  protection  i

*THHE  moment  is  arrived  when  it  is  of  importance  to  oppofe  to 
.  ■■•  a  dcflru&ive  enemy,  who  is  preparing  to  make  a  powerful, 
and  lalt  effort,  the  molt  determined  refinance.  The  inhabitants 
of  theie  flourifhing  provinces,  in  unanimity  with  the  Sovereign 
who  protects  them,  will  not  fubmit  to  the  horrid  yoke  of  French 
defpotifm  !  It  is  here  that  it  has  found,  and  Hill  will  find,  a  bar- 
.rier  to  oppofe  it.  It  is  to  this  country  that  Europe,  perhaps,  will 
be  indebted  for  the  prcfervation  of  its  religion  and  focial  order. 

The  Commiflioncr  whom  we  have  fent  to  you,  has  already 
explained  our  views  for  a  junction  of  all  the  forces  of  the  ft  ate, 
and  he  lies  not  concealed  from  you,  that  among  the  meafures 
concerted,  one  of  the  moft  eflential  is,  to  take  care  that  the 
military  chefts  be  kept  conflantly  well  provided. 

The  Emperor  has  in  this  refpect  made  great  and  continual  fa- 
crifices,  and  he  never  will  ceafe  to  do  fo  \  but  at  a  time  when 
the  other  States  and  Provinces  of  his  vaft  Monarchy,  lefs  interefted 

than 
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than  the  Netherlands  in  the  fuccefs  of  the  arms  of  his  Majefty  In 
the  prefent  war,  are  alfo  giving  him  on  their  part  repeated  proofs 
of  their  zeal  for  the  common  caufe,  and  arc  concurring  with 
great  activity  to  his  fuccefs,  by  furnifhing  men  and  money,  we 
lhould  think  ourfelvcs  wanting  in  that  conli  Jence  with  which  the 
good  and  loyal  inhabitants  infpire  us,  lhould  we  not  at  prefent 
give  them  an  opportunity  of  difplaying  individually  by  voluntary 
and  patriotic  gifts,  according  to  the  defire  which  many  pcrfons 
have  already  teftified,  their  zeal  for  the  common  caufe  of  all  peo- 
ple attached  to  their  religion,  and  who  fet  a  value  on  morals, 
juftice,  and  the  fafety  of  perfons  and  property. 

We  invite  you,  therefore,  to  concur  efficacioufly  in  the  execu- 
tion of  this  meafure,  the  moft  proper  to  procure  to  the  State  a 
fpeedy  fupply,  fparing  at  the  fame  time  the  indigent  or  poorer 
clafies  of  citizens. 

It  is  to  you  who  reprefent  the  province,  that  we  addrefs  our** 
fclves  with  confidence. 

It  will  be  fufficient  to  point  out  to  you  this  truth,  of  which  you 
arc  doubtlefs  already  fenlible,  that  a  temporary  facrifice  will  not 
be  regretted  for  the  grand  object  to  which  wc  invite  all  the  pro- 
vinces to  concur,  according  to  their  means,  riches,  and  good- 
will. The  beft  difpofitions  have  been  already  announced  to  us 
from  all  quarters  on  this  fubject,  and  nothing  was  wanting  to  the 
well  difpofed,  but  to  point  out  receiving  offices,  where  each  in- 
dividual might  realize  his  facrifice. 

It  is  to  determine  the  beft  means  of  collecting  the  voluntary 
loans  and  gifts  above-mentioned,  that  we  have  recourfe  to  your 
information.  Inverted  with  the  confidence  of  your  province,  you 
know  the  mode  beft  fuited  to  it,  and  wc  entirely  rely  upon  you, 
.that  you  will  find  out  the  moft  proper  in  that  refpect. 

But  to  facilitate,  as  much  as  poflible,  the  means  of  making 
thefe  Sacrifices,  we  declare  to  you.  that  all  bodies  and  individuals 
may  depofit  their  voluntary  loans  or  gifts  in  the  hands  of  the  Re- 
ceivers General  of  the  Finances,  or  Governors  of  the  Royal 
TVeafury,  the  Directors  of  Provincial  Treafurics,  and  the  Re* 
covers  of  Domains  in  the  refpective  cities,  and  that  all  thefe 
officers  are  authorifed  to  receive  both  money  and  plate,  and  all 
articles  of  gold  and  filver,  under  whatever  denomination  they 
may  be  brought,  either  as  an  abfolute  gift,  or  loan  for  a  fixed 
period,  or  during  the  war,  with  or  without  intcreft.  We  declare 
alio*  that  at  the  fame  places  will  be  received  fubferiptions  for  any 
fum  payable  periodically,  by  the  week,  month,  or  quarter.  Per- 
fuaded  that  you  will  act  in  the  fame  manner  on  your  part,  we  doubt 
not,  that  your  Members  will  fet  the  firft  example  of  fuch  generous 
iacrifices,  as  far  as  their  private  circumftances  will  permit,  and  that 
you  will  immediately  point  out  in  all  the  cities,  towns,  and  vil- 
lages of  the  provinces,  offices  where  you  will  receive  thefe  articles 
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in  our  name,  and  on  the  fame  footing  to  tranfmit  afterwards  to 
the  royal  treafury  the  amount  of  the  contributions  and  lilts  of  the 
fubferibers  every  fortnight.  It  will  not  cfcape  you,  that  an  ex- 
cellent means  of  promoting  thefe  lubicriptions,  fo  r^oble  in  their 
object,  will  be  to  appoint  in  each  town,  ana  in  each  canton  in  the 
country,  fomc  individuals  of  rcfpc&ability,  who  may  take  upon 
them  to  find  out  well  difpofed  perfons,  to  collect  their  fubicrip- 
tions,  and  to  receive  the  amount  of  the  gifts*,  loans,  and  other 
voluntary  contributions. 

And,  as  it  is  of  importance  to  give  to  the  whole  of  this  opcra- 
tiod  a  centre,  by  means  of  which  we  may  know  at  all  times  the. 
rcfource  that  will  rclult  to  the  State,  and  be  able  to  fu  peri  n  tend 
better  the  ufe  made  of  the  amount,  wc  have  reiblvcd  to  eftablHh 
at  Bruflels,  a  Committee,  of  which  the  Vii count  Defand-ouin, 
Treallirer  General,  will  be  the  Prelidcnt,  requcft.ng  that  you,  on 
your  part,  will  alio  cftablifli  Committees,  who  may  correfpond 
with  this  central  Committee,  in  order  the  better  to  combine  all 
the  operations. 

Laftly,  we  inform  you,  that  lifts  of  the  perfons  who  have 
already  made,  or  who  fhall  fucceflively  make  thefe  generous  facri* 
iices  to  the  State,  will  be  printed.  Thefe  lifts  will  contain  the. 
names,  quality,  and  rcfidencc  of  thefe  perfons,  except  thofe  who 
dclire  to  remain  unknown,  and  give  orders  to  the  contrary.

Prodamation  and  Mamfijlo  of  General  Wurmftr. 

THE  combined  armies,  by  victories  gained  under  the  protect 
tion  of  the  omnipotence  of  the  Lord  of  Hofts,  have  at  laft 
fuccccded  in  making  a  conqueft  of  a  part  of  Alfacia,  and  to  deliver 
the  fame  from  the  defpotic  opprelHon  of  French  anarchy,  I 
thought  it  abfulutcly  nccefiary,  from  indifpenfable  me  a  fu  res  to  be 
taken  with  rcf|>cel  to  the  above  conqueft,  to  publifh  this  prefent 
proclamation— the  obfervancc  of  which  fhall  be  enforced  by  every 
civil  and  military  commander. 

Article  I.  It  has  already  been  ordered,  and  is  ordered  anew  by 
this  prefent  proclamation,  that  all  arms  and  ammunition  in  the 
pofflfllon  of  any  perfon  refiding  in  any  of  the  conquered  places, 
fhall  immediately  be  delivered  up  to  a  principal  officer  appointed 
for  that  purpofe  in  every  fuch  conquered  place  \  which  officer 
fhall  deliver  fuch  arms  and  ammunition  to  the  neareft  military 
tribunal,  all  under  the  fevereft  penalties. 

II.  It  is  prohibited  to  keep  or  to  wear  any  cockade  or  other 
emblems  of  fraternity  or  revolution  \  and  it  is  ordered  that  all  mi- . 

litary 
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litary  men  (hall  lire  at  any  perfon  fcen  v:ith  fuch  cockade  or 
emblem. 

III.  All  aiTemblics,  whether  public  or  private,  clubs,  or  other 
meetings,  under  any  name  or  pretext  whatever,  are  abfolutely 
prohibited ;  the  tranfgrelicrs  wiii  be  regarded  as  guilty  of  rebel- 
lion, and  will  be  puniihed  with  death. 

IV  In  order  to  maintain  public  fecurlty,  all  offices  and  places 
eftabliihed  and  created  by  Lhe  National  '  liemblics  at  Paris;  all  the 
departments,  diftricts,  tribunals,  and  municipalities,  are  abolilhcd 
by  virtue  of  this  proclamation. 

V.  All  offices  and  places,  fuch  as  they  have  been  eftabliihed 
before  the  revolution  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1789,  are  re-efta- 
bliihed  by  virtue  of  this  prcient  proclamation,  until  it  be  other- 
wife  ordered. 

The  perfons,  therefore,  who  have  been  deprived  of  their 
offices  or  places  by  the  fuid  revolution,  are  to  deliver  in  ther  re- 
prefjntations  and  pretentions,  which,  having  been  verified,  {hall 
ferve  them  to  be  reinftated  in  their  former  places  or  offices. 

VI.  From  the  above  are  abfolutely  excluded  all  thofe  who  no- 
torioufly  have  attended  clubs,  or  who,  in  their  quality  of  chiefs  or 
members  of  thofe  clubs,  have  taken  part  in  the  above  infamous 
revolution,  or  the  other  horrible  effects  which  refulted  from  that 
revolution  ;  all  thofe,  by  word  of  mouth,  by  writing,  or  by  their 
action,  manifeftcd  fufpicious  frntiments  and  principles,  as  well  as 
all  thofe  who  had  exercifed,  by  the  authority  of  the  pretended 
nation,  any  public  function  or  emp'oyment,  newly  created  by  the 
atfcmblies  at  Paris ;  perfons  of  fuch  defcriptions  as  above,  arc  ex- 
cluded, and  mrapable  of  holding  any  place,  office,  or  employment 
of  public  truft.  unlefs  they  arc  able  to  gi\c  fatisfadtcry  proofs  of 
their  good  principles,  as  well  as  their  motives,  for  having  accepted, 
employments  under  the  ufurped  authority  of  the  Parilian  aflem- 
Mies. 

VII.  The  revolution  having  done  great  injury  to  property,  and 
having  expelled  the  legitimate  pofieilbrs  from  their  poffefllons, 
all  thofe  who  have  claims  to  fuch  property,  fhall  prefent  thofe 
claims  to  the  military  commiffion  eftabliihed  for  that  purpofe  by 
us,  when  they,  according  to  their  juft  claims,  and  according  as 
the  military  fituation  will  permit,  fhall  be  reinftated  provifionally 
in  their  former  po^Teffious,  fuch  as  they  were  in  the  year  1789, 
before  the  revolution. 

VTII.  Every  body  is  obliged  to  contribute,  with  all  his  might, 
to  the  difcovery  of  traitors  and  of  thofe  who  refufc  to  fubmit  and 
to  obey  the  above  ordinance,  fince  the  whole  of  the  above  mea- 
fores  have  nothing  but  the  public  good  in  view. 

The  informer  of  any  traitor  or  treafon  ihall  not  only  remain 
undifcovered,  but,  according  to  circumftances,  {hall  be  duly  re- 
warded. 
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I  now  addrcfs  you,  yc  peaceable  inabitants  of  Alfacia !  You, 
my  dear  fellow-countrymen  and  friends,  I  cogratulate  you  on 
your  deliverance  from  tyranny.  Caft  your  eyes  towards  the  other 
people  of  Germany — look  how  they  rejoice  at  being  able  to  renew 
the  tie*  of  ancient  and  happy  relations,  and  being  again  enabled 
to  call  you  their  brethren  !  Rejoice  with  them. 

I  know  there  is  not  one  among  you,  who  would  refufe  to  him- 
fclf  the  happinefs  of  being  a  German. "  There  is  not  one  amongft 
you,  who  does  not  wiih  to  ice  order  and  public  fecurity  re-efta- 
blifhcd  in  this  country  !  and  if  this  is  the  cafe,  and  if  your  fouls 
remain  yet  untainted  by  the  poifon  of  the  French  revolution, 
employ  means  which  will  prcfervc  you  from  it  for  ever  ;  be  obe- 
dient to  your  fovcreigns  eftablifhed  by  the  Almighty  for  your 
good;  acquit  yourfclves  with  good-will  towards  them  and  their 
friends,  which  they  have  a  right  to  claim  from  you  !  Honour  the 
clergy,  from  whom  you  receive  the  confolation  of  a  future  exift- 
ence  !  Be  aware  of  all  party  fpirit  —  avoid  all  difputes  with  refpeft 
to  religion,  which  are  the  iburces  of  all  evil.  In  fhort,  remain 
faithful  and  jufl ;  this  will  be  your  happinefs,  and  for  me  the 
moil,  the  beft,  and  raoft  grateful  reward.

His  Excellency  Governor  UHarcCs  Speech  to  the  Deputation  of  Inha* 
bitants  of  Toulon  on  the  20th  of  November,  1 793. 

Gentlemen, 

AS  foon  as  the  King  was  informed  of  the  events  which  had 
taken  place  at  Toulon,  his  Majefty  was  deiirous  to  give  an 
authentic  proof,  not  only  of  the  fatisfaction  which  he  had  expe- 
rienced from  thefe  events,  but  alfo  of  his  entire  approbation  of 
the  engagements  which  had  been  entered  into,  in  his  name,  with 
the  town  of  Toulon.  His  Majefty  was  alfo  deiirous  to  give  you 
a  pofitive  affurance  that  he  will  punctually  fulfil  thofe  engage* 
ments. 

His  Majefty  is  fenfible  that  the  pofTeffion  of  this  town,  under 
all  the  circumftanc'js  in  which  it  was  accepted,  prcfents  to  his  at- 
tention objects  of  the  greateft  importance,  and  lays  him  under  the 
nioft  facred  obligations.  His  Majefty  has  already  taken,  and  will 
continue  to  take,  every  meafurc,  which  circumftances  will  per- 
mit-, for  the  protection  of  the  town  and  of  its  inhabitants.  With 
a  view  of  providing  for  thefe  objects,  and  of  fulfilling,  as  effec- 
tually as  pofliblc,  the  other  duties  which  arife  from  the  prefent 
fituation  of  his  Majefty  with  refpect  to  the  town  and  inabitants  of 

Toulon* 
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Toulon,  he  has  thought  proper  to  cor.iid':  to  Lord  Hood,  Sir 
Gilbert  Elliot,  Bart,  and  to  myfelf,  a  commiflion,  which  was 
lately  delivered  to  us,  under  the  great  feal  of  England. 

By  this  commiflion  we  are  authorifed  to  aft,  in  his  Majeft/s 
name,  in  the  direction  of  the  affairs  and  civil  interefts  of  Toulon, 
as  alfo  of  all  other  places  and  diftrids  in  France,  which  may  be 
occupied  by  his  Majefty's  arms,  or  come  into  his  polfeffion  ;  and 
there  to  provide  for  the  eftablifhmcnt  of  good  order  and  of  a  re- 
gular government,  for  the  impartial  adminiftration  of  juftice,  and 
the  protection  of  perfons  and  property. 

Thefe,  gentlemen,  are  the  powers  immediately  relative  to  the 
affairs  and  concerns  of  Toulon,  with  which  his  Majefty  has  been 
pleafed  to  intruft  us,  and  which  we  have  thought  proper  to  im- 
part to  you.  I  will  not  add  any  thing  refpecting  the  honourable 
intentions  and  generous  difpofitions  of  his  Majefty,  becaufe  they 
will  be  more  particularly  and  fatisfactorily  explained  to  you  by  a 
Declaration,  which,  by  his  order,  we  fhall  addrefs  to  the  inha- 
bitants of  Toulon,  and  publiih  in  his  name.  I  fhall  now  conclude 
by  reading  it  to  you. 

Declaration  rfthe  King. 
WE,  the  underfigned,  Commiffioners  Plenipotentiary  of  his 
Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  do  hereby  publifh,  by  his  or- 
ders and  in  his  name,  the  following  declaration* 
1  His  Britannic  Majefty  having  been  informed  of  the  circum- 
stances'under  which  th,e  town,  harbour,  and  forts  of  Toulon,  and 
the  ihips  in  the  faid  harbour,  have  been  intruded  to  Vice  Admiral 
Lord  Hood,  Commander  in  Chief  of  his  Majefty's  {hips  and  vef- 
fels  in  the  Mediterranean,  and  of  the  declaration  and  proclama- 
tions publifhed  by  the  faid  Vice- Admiral,  as  well  as  of  the  decla- 
ration made  to  him  on  the  part  of  the  inhabitants  and  people  of 
Toulon,  has  thought  fit  for  the  further  fatisfaction  of  the  faid  in* 
habitants  and  people,  and  for  the  full  explanation  of  his  royal 
intentions,  to  declare  as  follows : 

L  When  monarchy  fhall  be  reftorcd  in  France,  and  a  treaty  of 
peace  concluded,  ftipulating,  in  favour  of  his  Majefty  and  his 
i,  the  reftitution  of  all  conquefts  made  by  France  during  the 
r,  and  a  juft  indemnification  for  the  lofles  and  expences  thereby 
incurred,  and  a  proper  fecurity  for  the  future,  his  Majefty  will 
canfe  the  town,  forts,  and  harbour  of  Toulon,  together  with  the 
fliips  and  (lores  therein,  to  be  reftored,  according  to  the  engage- 
ment entered  into  by  the  laid  Vice-Admiral. 

His  Majefty  has  given  directions  that  the  moft  effectual  mea- 
fiires  fhall  be  taken  for  the  protection  of  the  perfons  and  property 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid  town,  and  for  procuring  them  the 
(applies  of  provifions  and  other  articles  of  which  they  may  ftand 
auiced  ;  and  his  Majefty  is  alfo  gracioufly  pleafed  to  a^roNe  o£ 
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continuing  all  perfons  who  held  civil  or  military  employments  in 
their  refpeftive  places  and  occupations,  as  far  as  circumftances  and 
the  good  of  the  common  caufe  will  permit. 

III.  His  Majefty  will  do  every  thing  in  his  power,  and  in  con- 
cert with  his  Allies,  to  repel  any  attacks  which  may  be  made 
againft  Toulon,  and  to  extend  Iris  protection  to  ail  thofe  who 
may  be  defirablc  to  have  rccourfe  to  it,  under  certain  con- 
ditions* 

IV.  His  Majefty  fincercly  wiflies  the  happinefs  of  France,  but 
by  no  means  dellres,  on  this  account,  to  pre  ft  ri  be  any  particular 
form  of  government.  The  King  claims  the  right  of  taking  a 
part,  only  becaufc  the  anarchy  which  now  defolates  that  country 
threatens  the  tranquillity  of  his  own  fubjefts  and  that  of  the  other 
-Powers  of  Europe,  whole  fafety  and  peace  materially  depend  on 
the  re-eftablifhment  of  order  in  France,  and  of  a  regular  fyftem, 
which  may  hold  out  to  them  a  fecure  ground  of  negotiation  and 
friendfhip :  and  his  Majefty  docs  not  hefitatc  to  declare,  that  the 
re-eitabliihment  of  monarchy,  in  the  perfon  of  Louis  XVII.  and 
the  lawful  heirs  of  the  crown,  appears  to  him  the  beft  mode  of 
accomplifhing  thefe  juft  and  falutary  views.  This  form  of  govern- 
ment has  not  only  prevailed  in  France  from  the  carlieft  times,  but, 
being  capable  of  luch  limitations  as  may  fuit  the  refpettive  cir- 
cumftanccs  of  different  nations,  has  been  proved  by  experience 
to  be  the  beft  adapted,  in  great  countries,  to  unite  the  advantages 
of  fecurity  and  order  with  real  liberty. 

Such  a  fyftem,  fubjeft  to  fuch  modifications  as  may  hereafter 
be  made  therein  in  a  regular  and  legal  manner,  when  tranquillity 
lhall  have  been  reftored  in  France,  would  afford  to  his  Majefty 
the  beft  and  moft  pleafing  profp.ct  of  terminating  the  evils  and 
miferies  now  endured  by  the  French  nation,  and  of  the  renewal 
of  a  regular  and  amicable  intercourfe  between  that  country  and 
other  States. 

It  is  to  thefe  great  ends  that  his  Majefty 'a  meaftircs  will  be  di- 
rected ;  and  his>  protection  and  affiftancc  will  be  extended,  as  far 
as  circumftances  will  admit,  to  all  thofe  who  manifeft  their  deiire 
to  coucur  in  to  lalutary  a  work.

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Maniftfto  or  Public  Declaration  ofthi  CouU  of  Spain,  explanatory 
of  its  Sentiments  towards  the  French  Nathn,  publijhed  in  No- 
vember 1793. 

HIS  Catholic  Majefty,  penetrated  with  grief  at  the  death  of 
his  auguft  couiin  Louis  XVI.  King  of  France,  which  he 
fuffered  on  the  fcaffbld,  on  the  part  of  a  number  of  his  fubje&s, 
the  deteftation  of  mankind ;  feized  with  juft  indignation  on  ac- 
count of  fo  dreadful  a  crime  ;  con  ft  rained  to  defend  himfelf 
againft  thofe  felf-fame  Frenchmen,  who,  ufurping  themfelves 
the  royal  authority,  and  tyrannizing  over  the  reft  of  the 
fubje&s*  declared  war  againft  him,  has  found  it  neceflary  to  re- 
folve  upon  it  on  his  own  part,  and  to  overcome  the  natural  and 
decided  repugnance  which  he  felt  againft  a  rupture. 
•  Notwithftanding  the  vigorous  meafures  which  the  King  took 
in  the  beginning,  and  which  he  will  continue  to  take  as  the 
dignity  oThis  crown  and  the  fafety  of  his  dominions  may  re- 
quire, his  Majefty  knew  well,  and  {till  knows  it,  that,  while  he 
txpofed  the  life  of  fo  great  a  portion  of  his  faithful  fubjeds,  and 
facrificed  enormous  funis  to  fupport  that  war,  and  to  punifti  its 
authors,  it  would  he  irnpoflible  to  avoid  the  effects  and  the  ills 
which  would  refultfrom  it,  for  the  auguft  perfons  of  the  Royal 
Family  of  France  (hut  up  in  prifons,  and  for  a  great  number  of 
good  and  worthy  Frenchmen  whom  he  fhould  wifh  to  lave,  by 
reftoring  them  to  the  quiet  enjoyment  of  their  property  and 
houfes. 

The  ties  of  confanguinity,  a  friendship  uninterrupted  for 
almoft  a  whole  century,  the  intimate  connexions  and  correfpon- 
dence  between  two  neighbouring  powers  clofely  united,  are  as 
many  motives  which  will  make  his  Majefty  more  and  more  fen- 
fible  at  being  compelled  to  make  war  upon  France,  in  which  he 
knows  there  exifts  a  number  of  families,  towns,  and  even  whole 

frovinces,  which  abominate  the  deteftablc  principles  of  other 
renchmen. 

Unfortunately  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  derangement  dF 
ideas  among  fome,  as  much  fear  amongothers,  and  as  muth  anx- 
iety refpedhng  the  fate  which  awaited  them.  Violence  forced 
a  confidferable  number  of  them  to  take  up  arms,  to  enforce, 
agaihft  their  own  will,  the  execution  of  the  decrees  of  thole  very 
men  whofe  government  they  detefted  and  abhorred. 

But  the  vigour  and  conftancy  with  which  others  found  means 
to  (hake  of  the  yoke  of  their  oppreflbrs,  and  to  defend  themfelves 
againft  their  efforts,  have  evinced  how  juft  and  worthy  it  is  of 
the  magnanimous  heart  of  the  King,  to  ufe  all  poflible  means, 
not  only  to  fupport  the  French  faithful  to  their  Sovereign,  but 

alfo 
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alfo  to  bring  back  to  reafon  and  reconciliation,  all  thofe  which 
his  Majefty  only  confiders  as  mi  fled  by  the  brilliant  appearance 
of  Liberty,  which  does  not  exift  in  fa£t,  by  hopes  which,  far  from 
being  realized,  dig  their  grave,  or  by  threats,  and  the  con  ft  ant  ex- 
ertion of  rigours  which  they  are  obliged  to  fuffer,  and  which 
boraves  them  of  the  courage  of  taking  the  part  of  juftice,  loyalty, 
and  their  own  prefervation. 

His  Majefty  believes,  that  one  of  thofe  means  would  be  that 
of  uniting  together  the  whole  found  part  of  the  French  Nation 
in  the  lame  manner  as  the  city  of  Toulon  has  done,  to  eftablifh 
fiom  the  prefent  moment  a  form  of  government  in  favour  of 
hereditary  monarchy*  referving,  till  the  ceflation  of  the  prefent 
troubles,  the  modifications  which  might  be  deemed  convenient 

/or  its  moft  folid  eftabliftiment. 

i 

His  Majefty  is  pcrfuaded,  that  this  is  likewife  the  mean* 
ing  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  his  ally ;  and  he  does  not  doubt 
but  the  other  powers  who  have  taken  up  arms  to  make  one  com- 
mon caufc  again ll  France,  will  contribute  towards  the  fame  end, 
by  receiving  and  protecting  thofe  Frenchmen  who  fliall  be  ready 
to  profit  by  thefe  beneficial  dilpoiitions. 

"J  he  Catholic  King,  for  his  part,  announces  thofe  difpofitions 
to  them  from  the  prefent  moment  in  the  mod  fincere  manner* 
and  promifes  to  hear  peaceably  every  idea  which  may  conciliate 
itlblf  with  the  dignity  of  his  refolutions*  wifhing  as  loon  as  pof- 
lible  to  fee  the  moment  when,  after  the  deftrudVion  of  that 
anarchy  which  caufes  fo  many  ills  to  France,  there  may  be  in 
that  kingdom  a  body  or  clafs  of  men  whom  he  may  confider  as 
having  fufficient  power  and  authority  to  deliberate  upon  an 
object  fo  important  to  France  herfelf. 

Then  will  His  Majelly  confider  her  as  a  power  which  has  re- 
called into  her  bofom  the  principles  of  religion,  morality,  and 
civil  intercourfe,  which  thofe  who  have  veiled  themfelves  with 
lupreme  power  contributed  to  baniih  with  fo  much  violence;  then 
the  civilized  nations  may  treat  with  her  and  renew  the  bonds  of 
iriendfhip  and  commerce  which  fub lifted  till  now ;  and  then  the 
horrors  of  war  having  entirely  vaniihed*  Spain  may  afford  to 
France  all  thofe  good  offices  which  become  a  good  neighbour*  a 
genetics  nation,  and  a  king  of  the  lame  family.

THE  cirbumftanceSi  iri  confequcnce  of  which  his  Majefty  has 
found  hiirifelf  engaged  in  a  defenfive  war  againft  France, 
are  known  already  to  all  Europe.  The  objects  which  his  Majefty 
has  prondfed  to  himfelf  from  the  commencement  of  the  war  are 
fcf  equal  notoriety.  To  repel  an  unprovoked  aggreffion,  to  con- 
tribute to  the  immediate  defence  of  his  Allies,  to  obtain  for  them 
and  for  himfelf  a  ju(i  indemnification,  and  to  provide,  as  for  as 
tircumftances  will  allow,  for  the  future  fecurity  of  his  own  fub- 
jeftsj  and  of  all.  the  other  nations  of  Europe  j  thefe  are  the  points 
for  which  his  Majefty  has  felt  it  incumbent  on  him  to  ethploy  all 
the  means  which  he  dfcrives  frbm  the  refources  of  his  dominions, 
from* the  zeal  and  affection  of  his  people,  and  from  the  unqueft 
tionable  jtiftice  of  his  caufe. 

But  it  has  become  daily  more  and  more  evident  how  much  the 
internal  filiation  of  France  obftrucls  the  concluftoh  of  a  folid  and 
permanent  treaty,  which  can  alone  fulfil  his  Majefty's  juft  and 
nlutary  views  for  the  accdmplifhmeht  of  thefe  important  objects, 

Sd  for  the  reftoring  the  general  tranquillity  ot  Europe*  His 
ajefty  fees,  therefore,  with  the  utmbft  fatisfa&ion,  the  prospect 
which  the  prefent  circumftances  afford  him,  of  accelerating  the 
return  of  peace*  by  making  to  the  welUdifpofed  part  of  tht  peo- 
ple of  Trance*  a  more  particular  declaration  of  the  principles 
which  animate  him,  of  the  objects  to  which  his  views  are  directed, 
and  of  the  conduct  which  it  is  his  intention  to  purfixe.  With  re- 
fpeft  to  the  prefent  fltuation  of  affairs,  the  events  of  the  war,  the 
confidence  repofed  in  him  by  one  ot  the  moil  confiderable  cities 
bf  France-,  and,  above  all,  the  wifft  which  is  manifefted  almoft 
tmiverfaily  in  that  country  to  find  a  refuge  from  the  tyranny  by 
which  it  is  now  overwhelmed,  render  this  explanation  on  his  Ma- 
jefty's part  a  prefling  and  indifpenfable  duty  t  and  his  Majefty  feels 
Additional  fatisfaftion  in  making  fuch  a  declaration,  from  the  hope 
of  finding,  in  the  other  Powers  engaged  with  him  in  the  com- 
Ihon  cauTc,  fentiments  and  views  perfectly  conformable  to  his 
Own* 

From  the  fir  ft  period  when  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  Louis 
the  XV  1th  had  called  his  people  around  him,  to  join  in  concerting 
ineafures  for  their  own  common  happinefs,  the  King  has  uni- 
formly {hewn  by  bis  conduct  the  fincerity  of  his  wifhes  for  the 
fiiccefs  of  fo  difficult,  but,  at  the  fame  time,  fo  intcrefting  an 
undertaking.  His  Majefty  was  deeply  afflicted  with  ail  the  mis- 
fortunes which  enfucd,  but  particularly  when  he  perceived  more 
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and  more  evidently  that  meafures,  the  confeqiiences  of  which  he 
could  not  difgiiife  from  himfelf,  muft  finally  compel  him  to  relm«- 
quilh  the  friendly  and  pacific  fyftem  which  he  had  adopted.  The 
moment  at  length  arrived,  when  his  Majefty  faw  that  it  was  ne- 
ceflarv  for  him  not  onlv  to  defend  his  own  rights,  and  thofe  of 
his  Allies ;  not  only  to  repel  the  unjult  aggreilion  which  he  had 
recently  experienced,  but  that  all  the  deareit  intercfts  of  his  peo- 
ple impofed  upon  him  a  duty  ftill  more  important,  that  of  exert- 
ing his  efforts  for  the  preservation  of  civil  fociety  itfelf,  as  happily 
citabliflxcd  among  the  nations  of  Europe. 

The  dcfigns  which  had  been  profefled  of  reforming  the  abufes 
of  the  government  of  France,  of  eftabliiliing  perfonal  liberty  and 
the  rights  of  property  on  a  folid  foundation,  of  fecuring  to  an  ex- 
tcnfive  and  populous  country  the  benefit  of  a  wife  lcgiflation,  and 
aa  cquiiahle  and  mild  adminiftration  of  its  laws;  all  thefe  falutary 
views  have  unfortunately  vaniihed.  In  their  place  has  fucceeded 
a  fyftem  deftrudtive  of  all  public  order,  maintained  by  profcrip- 
tions,  exiles,  and  coniifcations  without  number  ;  by  arbitrary  im- 
prifonment ;  by  mall'icres,  which  cannot  even  be  remembered 
without  horror,  and  at  length,  by  the  execrable  murder  of  a  juft 
and  beneficent  fovereign,  and  of  the  illuftrious  princefs,  who,  with 
an  unfhaken  firmnefs,  has  ihared  all  the  misfortunes  of  her  royal 
contort,  his  protracted  fuftcrings,  his  cruel  captivity,  his  ignomi- 
nious death.  The  inhabitants  of  that  unfortunate  country,  fo  long 
flattered  by  the  promifes  of  happincis,  renewed  at  the  period  of 
every  frefh  crime,  have  found  themfelves  plunged  into  an  abyfs 
of  unexampled  calamities  $  and  neighbouring  nations,  inftead  of 
deriving  a  new  fecurity  for  the  maintenance  of  general  tranquil- 
lity from  the  eftablifhment  of  a  wife  and  moderate  government, 
have  been  expofed  to  the  repeated  attacks  of  a  ferocious  anarAy, 
the  natural  and  neceflary  enemy  of  all  public  order.  They  have 
had  to  encounter  alts  of  aggreilion  without  pretext,  open  viola- 
tions of  all  treaties,  unprovoked  declarations  of  war ;  in  a  word, 
whatever  corruption,  intrigue,  or  violence  could  effect  for  the  pur- 
pole  fo  openly  avowed  of  fub\crting  all  the  inftitutions  of  fociety, 
and  of  extending  over  all  the  nations  of  Europe  that  confufion 
which  has  produced  the  mifery  of  France. 

This  (late  of  things  cannot  exift  in  France  without  involving  all 
the  iurrounding  Powers  in  one  common  danger,  without  giving 
them  the  right,  without  impofing  it  upon  them  as  a  duty,  to  (top 
the  progrefs  of  an  evil  which  cxifts  only  by  the  fucceffive  violation 
of  all  law  and  all  property,  and  which  attacks  the  fundamental 
principles  by  which  mankind  is  united  in  the  bonds  of  civil  fociety. 
2 lis  Majefty  by  no  means  difputcs  the  right  of  France  to  reform 
its  laws.  It  never  would  have  been  his  wifh  to  employ  the  influ- 
ence of  external  force  with  refpect  to  the  particular  forms  of  go- 
vernment to  be  cftabliflicd  in  aa  independent  cowUry.    Neither 

hat

has  he  now  that  wifli,  except  in  fo.fir  as  fiich  interference  is  be- 
come eflcntial  to  the  fecurity  ami  repofe  of  other  Powers.  Under 
thefe  circumftances,  he  demands  from  France,  and  he  demands 
with  juftice,  the  termination  of  a  fyftem  of  pnnrchy,  which  has 
no  force  but  for  the  purpefcs  of  miichicf,  unable  to  dlfcharge  the 
primary  duty  of  all  government  to  rcprefs  the  diforders,  or  to 
punifh  the  crimes  which  are  daily  increasing  in  the  interior  of  the 
country,  but  difpofing  arbitrarily  of  property  and  blood  of  the 
inhabitants  of  France,  in  order  to  difturb  the  tranquillity  of  other 
nations,  and  to  render  all  Europe  the  theatre  of  the  lame  crimes 
and  of  the  lame  misfortunes.  The  King  demands  that  fome  iegi* 
timate  and  ftabie  government  Ihould  be  eftablifhcd,  founded  on 
the  acknowledged  principles  of  univerfal  juftice,  and  capable  of 
maintaining  with  other  Powers  the  accuftomed  relations  of  union 
and  of  peace.  His  Majefty  wi  flies  ardently  to  be  enabled  to  treat 
for  their  re-eftablifhment  of  general  tranquillity  with  fuch  a  go- 
vernment, exerciiing  a  legal  and  permanent  authority,  animated 
with  the  wifli  for  general  tranquillity,  and  poflefling  power  to  en- 

*  force  the  obfervance  of  its  engagements.  The  King  would  propofe 
none  other  than  equitable  and  moderate  conditions,  not  fuch  as 
the  expences,  the  rifques,  and  the  facrifiees  of  the  war  might 

.  juftify,  but  fuch  as  his  Majefty  thinks  himfelf  under  the  indifpen- 
iable  neceffity  of  requiring  with  a  view  to  thefe  confi derations, 
and  ftill  more  to  that  of  his  own  fecurity,  and  of  the  future  tran- 
quillity of  Europe.  His  Majefty  deftres  nothing  more  iincerely 
than  thus  to  terminate  a  war  which  he  in  vain  endeavoured  to 
avoid,  and  all  the  calamities  of  which,  as  now  experienced  by 
France,  are  to  be  attributed  only  to  the  ambition,  the  perfidy, 
and  the  violence  of  thofe,  whofe  crimes  have  involved  their  own 
country  in  mifery,  and  difgraced  all  civilized  nations* 

As  his  Majefty  has  hitherto  been  compelled  to  carry  on  war 

Sinft  the  people  of  France  collectively,  to  treat  as  enemies  all 
fe  who  fuffcr  their  property  and  blood  to  be  lavifhed  in  fup- 
port  of  an  unjuft  aggreffion,  his  Majefty  would  fee  with  infiime 
fatisfa&ion  the  opportunity  of  malcjng  exceptions  in  favour  of  the 
well-difpofed  inhabitants  of  other  parts  of  France,  as  he  has  already 
done  with  refpeA  to  thofe  of  Toulon.  The  King  promifes,  on  his 
part,  thefufpenflqn  of  hoftilities,  friendship,  and  (asfar  as  the  courfe 
of  events  will  allow,  of  which  the  will  of  man  cannot  difpofe)  fecu- 
rity and  protection  to  all  thofe  who,  by  declaring  for  a  monarchi- 
cal government,  (hall  {hake  off  the  yoke  of  a  fanguinary  anarchy; 
of  that  anarchy  which  has  broken  all  the  moft  facred  bonds  of 
fockty,  diflblved  all  the  relations  of  civil  life,  violated  every 
right,  confounded  every  duty;  which  ufes  the  name  of  liberty  to 

-  eterdfe  the  moft  cruel  tyranny,  to  annihilate  all  property,  to 
taze  on  all  pofleffions-,  which  founds  its  power  on  the  pretended 

'   CQofentf  o£  the  people,  and  itfelf  carries  fire  and  fword  through 
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extenfitte  provinces,  for  having  demsnded  their  laws,  their  rein 
gion,  and  their  lawful  fovereign. 

It  is  then  in  prdcr  to  deliver  themfelves  fom  this  unheard- 
of  opprefijon,  to  put  an  end  to  a  fyftcm  of  unparalleled  crimes, 
and  to  reftore  at  length  tranquillity  to  France,  and  fecurity  tp 
all  Europe,  that  his  Majefty  invites  the  co-operatiop  of  the  peo- 
ple of  France.  It  is  for  thefe  objects  that  he  calls-  upon  them 
to  join  the  ftandard  of  an  hereditary  monarchy,  not  for  the  pur* 
pofe  of  deciding,  in  this  moment  of  diforder,  calamity,  and 
public  danger,  on  all  the  modifications  of  which  this  form  of 
government  may  hereafter  be  fufccptible,  but  in  order  to  unite 
themfelves  once  more  under  the  empire  of  law,  of  morality  and 
religion  ;  and  \o  fecure  at  length  their  own  country,  external 
peace,  domeftic  tranquillity,  a  real  and  genuine  liberty,  a  wifew 
moderate,  and  beneficent  government,  and  the  uninferrupetd  en- 
joyment of  all  the  advantages  which  can  contribute  to  the  h*p- 
pinefs  and  profperity  of  a  great  and  powerful  nation.

Britain,  having  pre/en ted ',  on  the  2&tb  of  Oclober ;  to  tie  Lord* 
the  States-General  of  the  United  Provinces,  the  preceding  Alani- 
fefto,  by  the  exprefs  Order  cf  his  Court,  [aid  his  Majefty  kmi 
no  doubt  that  the  fentiments  which  it  contains  are  conformable  U 
thofe  of  the  other  Powers  of  Europe,  on  an  oc caftan  which  fo  gem* 
rally  concerns  the  inter  eft  of  all  Governments  and  all  Nations  t^ 
Their  High  Might ineffes  returned,  on  the  2t)th  of  October,  the  fiU 
lowing  Anfwer : 

HAVING  heard  the  report  of  Meflrs  J.E.N,  de  Lyndep, 
and  other  deputies  of  their  High  Mightineiles  for  Foreigrf 
Affairs  ;  and  having,  in  confequence  of  their  ccmmhTorial  rcfolu- 
tion  of  yefterday,  examined  a  memorial  of  Mr.  Elliot,  Mimfter 
Plenipotentiary  ot  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great-Britain,  having 
annexed  thereto  a  declaration  of  his  aforcfaid  Majcfty  relative  to 
the  prefent  affairs  in  France  : 

Having  deliberated  upon  this,  it  has  been  refolved  and  decreed, 
that  thanks  fhall  be  returned  to  Mr.  Elliot,  for  his  faid  commit 
nication ;  and  that  he  (hall  be  farther  re quefted  to  give  his  Bri* 
tannic  Majeft/s  Minifters  to  underftand  that  as  the  caufes  for 
which  his  Majefty  and  their  High  Mightineiles  have  engaged  ii| 
the  war,  who  are  united  by  bonds  of  the  ftricleft  alliance,  are 
the  fame,  and  as  the  object  which  the  States-General  have  pro* 
pofed  to  themfelves  in  continuing  it*  have  never  been  other  * 
fbat  which  is  exprefifcd  in  (he  fsud  declaration,  namely,  to 
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9B  unjuft  aggreffion,  to  co-operate  for  the  defence  of  their  al"«j 
and  to  obtain  a  folid  and  honourable  peace,  as  alio  juft  indemni- 
fication for  the  immenfc  eypences  occaiioncd  to  the  Republic  and 
her  allies  by  the  violence  of  their  rommon  enemy.  In  ccniequtticf  , 
the  States-General  fully  participate  in  the- fentiments  of  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty,  and  (hall  feel  the  moil  lively  fatistaftion  at  that 
epoch  when  the  French  nation,  rcftored  to  itfelf,  and  rc-imited 
under  a  government  which  refpe&s  the  iacred  bonds  of  civil  ib* 
ctety,  and  the  rights  of  other  nations,  (hall  find  itfelf  enabled  to 
reftore  the  intercourfe  of  pcacp  and  union  with  other  nations, 
and  to  fccure  its  maintenance.

/nine  in  their  courts  !  Who  is  the  God  they  are  talking  of  ?  Do 
they  know  of  any  but  pride,  debauchery,  and  all  forts  of  vices  i 
.They  call  them'  Ives  images  of  God,  perhaps  in  order  to  caufe 
all  the  world  to  ujfert  his  altars.  They  afiert,  that  their  autho* 
rity  is  his  work  ! — No  !  God  has  created  tygcrs;  and  Kings  are 
the  maftcr-piece  of  human  corruption  :  they  invoke  heaven  in 
order  to  ufurp  the  world.  They  talk  of  God  to  put  themfelves 
in  his  place  ;  they  refer  to  him  the  prayers  of  the  poor,  and  the 
groans  of  the  wretched ;  they  themfelves  are  the  gods  of  the 
lich,  the  oppreftbrs  and  the  aflafllns  of  the  people.  To  revere 
God  and  punWh  Kings  is  one  and  the  fame  thing.  What  people 
ever  offered  fo  pure  a  worihip  to  the  Supreme  Being  as  we  do  2 
Under  his  aufpiccs  we  have  proclaimed  the  eternal  principles  of 
all  human  fociety.  We  have  lignedthe  death-warrant  of  tyrants, 
forgotten  in  the  enervated  and  timorous  minds  of  men.'  The 
world  was  the  exclusive  property  of  two  or  three  races  of  tyrants, 
as  the  defart  wilds  of  Africa  arc  the  domains  of  tygers  and  fer- 
pents.  We  have  reftored  it  to  human  kind.  The  laws  of  eter- 
nal juftice  were,  by  way  of  contempt,  called  the  laws  of  honeft 
people;  we  have  given  them  a  real  and  beneficial  exiftence. 
Morals  were  confined  to  the  writings  of  philofophers,  we  have 
by  them  ennobled  the  government  of  nations.  ; 

Nations !  if  you  are  not  able  to  avail  yourfelves  of  the  titles 
which  we  have  conquered  for  you,  at  leaft  do  not  violate  our 
rights,  nor-  calumniate  our  courage.  The  French  are  not  infeAed 
with  the  furor  of  rendering  other  nations  free  and  happy  againft 
their  own  will.  All  the  tyrants  might  have  nodded  and  died  on 
the  blood- cemented  thrones,  had  they  chofen  to  refpedt  the  in- 
dependence of  the  French  people;  we  only  with  to  enlighten 
you  with  refpeft  to  their  impudent  calumnies. 

Your  mafters  tell  you,  that  the  French  nation  has  profcribed 
all  kind  of  religions  ;  and  replaced  the  adoration  of  God  by  that 
of  fome  individuals.  They  rcprefent  us  to  you  as  a  mad  and 
idolatrous  nation.  They  lie.  The  French  people  and  their  re- 
prefentatives  refpect  all  forts  of  religious  worihip,  and  do  not 
profcribc  any.  They  revere  the  virtue  of  the  martyrs  of  hums* 
nity  without  idolatry.  They  abhor  intolerance  and  perfeciitionj* 
whatever  clo^k  they  may  affuins.    They  equally  condemn  *th$ 
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wild  extravagancies  of  philofophy,  the  follies  of  fuperflition,  or 
the  crimes  of  fanaticifm. 

Your  tyrants  impute  to  us  fome  irregularities,  which  are  infc- 
parable  from  the   ftormy  periods  of  a  great  revolution.     They 
lay  at  our  doors  the  refults  of  tlitir  own  intrigues,  and  the  dark 
deeds  of  their  own  emiflaries.     Whatever  is  great  and  Aiblime  in 
our  revolution,  is  the  work  of  the  French  people :  whatever  bears* 
a  different  chara&er  belongs  to  our  enemies.     All  great  and  mag- 
nanimous men  fide  with  the  Republic ;   ail  treacherous  and  cor- 
rupted beings  embrace  the  caufe  of  your  tyrants-   Do  we  reproach 
the  fun  for  a  few  fhady  clouds,  which  obfeure  his  brilliant  orbit  t 
Can  auguft  Libery  lofe  her  charms  divine,  becaufc  emiflarics  of 
defpotifm  ftrive  to  defile  them  ?  Your  misfortunes  and  our's  are 
the  crimes  of  the  common  enemies  of  humanity.    Can  this  be 
with  you  a  reafon  to  hate  us  ?  No :— it  is  an  urgent  reafon  to  pu- 
nifhthem. 

..  The  wretches  denounce  to  yon  the  founders  of  the  Republic. 
The  mrfdern  Tarquiniufles  have  dared  to  fay,  that  the  Senate  of 
Rome  was  a  band  of  robbers.  The  fervants  of  Porfcnna  treated 
Scaevola  as  an  afiafiin.  According  to  the  manifefto  of  Xerxes, 
Ariftidcs  had  robbed  the  treafury  of  Greece.  Their  hands  armed 
with  daggers  and  ftained  with  Roman  blood,  Oftavius,  Antonius, 
mdLepidus,  ordered  all  the  Romans  to  believe,  that  they  alone 
were  eminently  mild,  juft,  and  virtuous.  In  the  eyes  of  Tiberius 
and  Sejanus,  Brutus  and  Caffius  were  nothing  but  bloody-minded 
&Uows  and  xmpoftors. 

Frenchmen  !  People  of  all  countries !  every  infult  againft  Lfr 
Jbcrty  in  the  pcrfons  of  your  rcprefentatives,  is  directed  againft 
yeurfelves.  Several  Members  of  the  Convention  have  been 
charged  with  weaknefles,  others  with  crimes.  What  has  all  this 
lo  do  with  the  French  people  ?  What  elfe  does  this  prove  againft 
the  Convention  but  the  force  it  imparts  to  the  weak,  and  the 
puniihment  it  infii&s  on  the  guilty ;  all  the  armies  of  the  tyrants 
tf  Europe  have  been  repulfed,  in  fpite  of  five  years  treafon,  con- 
fpirades,  and  domeftic  broils.  The  fcaffbld  of  faithlefs  deputies 
has  been  erefted  near  that  of  the  laft  tyrant :  the  immortal  tablets 
on  which,  in  the  midft  of  mighty  ftorms',  the  reprefentatives  of 
die  people  have  engraven  the  facial  bond  of  the  French  people- 
all  men  equal  before  the  law;  and  all  great  criminals  trembling 
U  the  fight  of  juftice,  notwithftanding  the  perfidy  of  our  ene- 
mies :  the  people  full  of  energy  and  wifdom,  terrible  and  juft ; 
JaBying  at  the  voice  of  Reafon,  and  learning  to  difcern  their  ene- 
jries*  even  under  the  maik  of  patriotifm  :  the  French  people  run- 
fl&Dg  to  arms,  in  order  to  defend  the  magnificent  work  of  their 
courage  and  their  good  fenfe.  This  is  the  pifture  which  we  hold 
fob  to  confound  our  enemies.

King  of  THfc 
French,  having,  in  the  National  AJfembly,  accepted  the  New 
Conftitution,  and  taken  the  Oath  to  defend  it,  foon  afterwards 
lent  a  Circular  Letter  to  all  Foreign  Courts,  notifying  his  accept- 
ance. As  the  Difpofitions  of  the  different  Powers  in  Europe 
were  then  manifefted  in  their  Anfwen,  this  is  thought  a  pro- 
per «r*  for  commencing  the  Correfpondence,  in  which  may 
gradually  be  traced  the  Progrefs  of  thofe  Hoftile  Semimcntf 

.  ihat  ultimately  produced  a  Rupture. 


Utter  of  the  Etnperor  Leopold  II.  to  the  King  of  France,  m  Anpwer 
to  toe  Notification  of  his  acceptance  of  the  Conftitution,  read  in  the 
National  AJfcmbly%  on  the  16th  November,  1791* 

YOUR  Majeft/s  Ambaflador  fent  us  the  letters  containing  the 
notification  of  your  acceptance  of  the  New  Conftitution, 
which  was  prefented  to  you.  The  more  clofely  we  are  united  by 
tjic  ties  of  blood,  friendship,  alliance,  and  neighbourhood,  the  more. 
we  have  at  heart  the  prefervation  of  your  Majefty,  and  of  the  Royal 
Family  >  and  likewife  the  dignity  of  you  Crown  and  the  welfare  of 
the  French  Monarchy.  We  therefore  fincerely  wiJDh,  that  the  part 
your  Majefty  has  thought  proper  to  take  in  the  prefent  ftate  of 
affairs,  may  have  all  the  fuccefs  that  you  expeft,  and  may  anfwer 
your  views  for  the  public  felicity ;  and  at  the  fame  time  that  the 
alarming  apprehenfions  for  the  common  caule  of  Kings  and 
Princes  may  ceafe  for  the  future*  and  prevent  the  neceffity  of 
ferious  precautions  againft  their  renewal. 

The  King  of  Sardinia* 

1  HAVE  received  the  letter  which  it  pleafed  your  Majefty  to 
write  on  the  25th  of  September.    The  jultice  it  does  to  my  fen- 
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timcnts,  in  not  doubting  of  the  intercft  which  I  have  always  at

jefty by  the  National  Afiembly: 

We  are  highly  fenfible  of  this  new  mark  of  friendfhip  and 
good-will,  which  your  Majefty  has  given  by  informing  us  of  this 
event,  and  we  haften  to  return  you  our  thanks  for  the  fame.  We 
feize  with  alacrity  this  occafion,  as  on  every  other  which  prefent 
themfelves,  to  teftify  to  your  Majefty  the  lively  intereft  we  take 
in  all  which  concerns  your  auguft  perfon,  as  alfo  the  welfare  and 
profperity  of  the  French  Monarchy. 

We  have  alfo  felt  the  greateft  fatisfa&ion  in  finding  in  the  letter 
of  your  Majefty,  the  afturance  of  your  defire  to  render  mort  and 
more  unalterable  the  connexions  which  fiibfift  between  your  and 
our  Republic;  and,  as  we  are  animated  with  the  fame  fentiments, 
we  (hall  on  our  fide  take  every  care  to  cultivate  a  mutual  inter- 
courfcj  afld  to  cement,  more  and  more,  the  happy  ties  which 
unite  the  French  nation  to  cfurs.

Sir, 

THE  ftate  of  detention  in  which  the  King  and  Royal  Family 
of  France  were,  having  ccafed,  the  Emperor  has  not  hefi- 
tated  to  grant  to  the  French  Ambafiador  at  this  Court  the  audience 
he  afked  from  him  on  his  return  from  Prague.  He  received  from 
his  haqd  the  annexed  letter,  by  which  he  informed  him  of  the 
King's  acceptation  of  the  new  Frcn:  li  confutation.  His  Imperial 
Majefty  orders  you,  Sir,  to  communicate  it  to  the  Court  where 
you  refidc,  and  alfo  his  anfwer  to  this  annexed  letter ;  and  as  he 
thinks  he  ought  to  expoie  without  restraint  to  his  Majefty  what 
he  thinks  of  the  new  ftate  of  things,  and  the  relations  which  the 
Court  of  France  actually  offers,  and  the  decillon  of  his  Moft 
Chriftian  Majcfft,  lu;  orj.rs  you  to  accompany  tlicfe  communis 
cations  with  thr  following  overtures.

imminent 
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imminent  dangers  were  threatening  the  liberty,  honour,  and  fafety 
of  the  King  and  Royal  Family,  as  well  as  the  prefervation  of  the 
monarchical  government  in  France,  attacked  in  its  efiential  prin- 
ciples by  the  progrcfs  of  a  popular  anarchy  which  became  dan- 
gerous to  all  the  governments  of  Europe. 

Thefe  perils  are  no  longer  prefling  ;  the  late  events  give  hopes 
of  better  times. 

It  feems  that  the  greater  part  of  the  French  nation,  ftruck  with 
the  misfortunes  fhe  was  preparing  for  hcrfelf,  returns  back  to 
more  moderate  principles;    fhe  acknowledges  the  neceffity  of 
-maintaining  the  only  form  of  government  fit  for  a  great  State, 
and  endeavours  to  reftore  to  the  throne  the  dignity  and  influence 
upon  which  depends  the  efience  of  a  monarchic  government.    It 
appears,  in  fhort,  that  the  King  yields  with  confidence  to  this 
profpeft;  and  that  his  acceptation,  grounded  upon  this  confi- 
dence, has  been  voluntary. 
On  the  other  hand,  it  cannot  be  concealed  that  fuch  new  ap~ 
even  imperfect  ones  in  many  refpects,  cannot  fufRcienthf 
iquillize  on  the  folidity  and  continuance  of  the  events  which 
they  announce,  and  entirely  difpel  apprehenfions  which  the  vio- 
lence and  extremity  of  preceding  events  do  juftify  but  .too  much. 
The  Emperor  does  not  difTemble  that,  in  the  uncertainty  which 
proceeds  from  this  opposition  of  hope  and  fear,  he  cannot  yet 
font  a  definitive  advice  on  the  queftion,  whether  or  not  the  filia- 
tion of  the  King  and  the  kingdom  of  France  will  continue  to  be 
die  object  of  a  common  caufe  for  the  other  Powers ;  but  what 
to  his  Imperial  Majefty  evidently  to  refult  from  this  uncer- 
itfelf,  is,  that,  as  long  as  it  (hall  fubfift,  all  the  Powers 
will  have  a  common  concern,  that  the  prefent  good  appearances, 
the  failure  of  which  would  immediately  re-produce  the  neceffity 
and  the  rights  of  a  common  interference,  fhould  be  realized  and 
confolidated.

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Circular  Note  fent  by  the  Emperor  to  the  different  Powers  in  Europe) 
on  the  Subject  of  the  French  King's  Acceptance  of  the  Conflituthn. 

HIS  Imperial  Majefty  annbunces  to  all  the  Ccfyrts  to  which 
he  has  fent  his  tirft  circular  Letter*,  dated  Padaa*  6th  of 
July,  1 791,  and  alfo  to  the  Governments  of  Sweden,  Efenmarkj 
Holland,  and  Portugal,  that  the  fituation  of  the  King  of  France, 
which  was  the  caufe  of  that  letter,  being  changed,  he  thinks  it 
proper  to  exprefs  to  the  laid  Powers  his  prefent  opinions.  Hb 
Majefty  thinks  they  ought  to  look  upon  the  King  of  France  as 
free$  and  confequently  upon  his  acceptance  of  the  confutation; 
and  the  acts  which  followed,  as  valid.  He  hopes  that  the  faid 
acceptance  will  rcftore  good  order  in  France,  and  that  fhe  mode^ 
rate  party  may  prevail,  agreeable  to  the  wifh  of  his  Mbft  Chriftian 
Majefty;  but  as  thefe  hopes  of  the  King  may,  contrary  to  all 
appearance,  prove  deceitful,  and  all  the  licentious  diforders  and 
execflive  violences  towards  him  may  be  renewed,  his  Imperial 
Majefty  is  of  opinion  that  all  the  Powers  to  whom  he  addrefies 
himfelf  ought  not  to  defift  from  the  mealures  agreed  on  between 
them,  but  hold  themfelves  in  a  ftate  of  obfervation,  and  caufe  to 
I>e  declared,  by  their  refpective  Miniftcrs  at  Paris,  that  their 
coalition  cxifts,  and  that  they  will  always  be  ready  to  fupport,  in 
concert,  on  the  firft  emergency,  the  rights  of  the  King  and  the 
French  monarchy.

Itajeftf  lias  made  to  the  Comte  d'Artois;  and  we  havfe  the  firnl

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A  great  ftceafion  has  at  length  prcfcnted :  never  could  a  more 
favourable  opportunity  be  offered.  It  is  our  duty  to  fubmit  to 
your  Majefty  what  can  be  done  in  favour  of  France.  It  is  for 
you  to  determine. 

We  do  not  here  recall  to  your  memory  the  prefent  ftate  of 
Europe.  The  North  and  the  South  have  publifhed  their  inten- 
tions. 

Pruffia  and  your  Majefty  have  but  one  opinion.  We  are  de» 
firous  to  fpeak  of  the  internal  fituation  of  France. 

The  new  Aflembly  has  fallen  into  difrepute ;  the  frightful  dif- 
order  of  the  finances  announcing  an  approaching  bankruptcy; 
no  power,  no  order,  any  longer  exifts  in  the  ftate  %  our  enemies 
are  acquainted  with  their  danger  \  they  perceive  their  ruin  ine- 
vitable, but  they  ftill  perfevere  in  the  audacioufnefs  of  their 
crimes  %  and  we  dare  to  fay,  to  a  fovercign  who  loves  truth,  that 
thefeeming  conduft  of  your  Majefty  fuftains  their  hopes,  and 
emboldens  them  in  their  fanguinary  projects. 

The  decree  which  they  pafled  againft  Monfieur  and  the  emi- 
grants fufficiently  develope  their  defigns.  They  know  that  the 
brothers  of  the  unfortunate  Louis  XVI.  defpife  their  menaces; 
they  know  that  the  nobility  of  France  are  attached  only  to 
honour;  but  dire&ed  at  prefent  by  the  Duke  or  Orleans,  and 
the  republican  party,  they  wifh  to  profit  by  the  filence  of  Eu- 
rope, and  to  feek  their  fafety  in  the  excefs  of  their  crimes. 

To  fucceed  in  their  defigns,  it  was  neceflary  they  fhould  take 
the  audacious  meafure  of  depriving  us  both  of  a  right,  which 
their  own  decrees  gave  us,  to  the  regency.  Sufficient  time  has 
elapfed  to  judge  of  the  effeft  which  this  new  crime  has  produced 
upon  the  fovereigns  of  Europe,  and  more  efpecially  upon  your 
Majefty ;  but  if  they  can  be  perfuaded  of  your  indifference,  or 
of  the  prevalence  of  a  dilatory  fyftem,  which  is  equally  dangerous, 
they  will  haften  to  confummate  their  crimes ;  they  will  annihilate 
the  phantom  of  royalty  which  they  now  fuffer  to  exift ;  they  will 
make  an  attempt  on  the  life  of  the  Queen ;  and  they  will  eleft  a 
thief,  by  beftowing  the  regency  upon  the  Duke  of  Orleans. 

We  do  not  advance  any  thing  of  which  we  are  not  certain ; 
and  your  Majefty  may  be  perfuaded,  that  we  fpeak  not  the  lan- 
guage of  exaggeration. 

But,  Sire,  by  a  fingle  word,  by  a  fingle  aftion,  which  will 
prove  the  firmnefs  of  your  refolutions,  not  only  will  your  Majefty 
difconcert  all  the  projects  of  our  enemies ;  but  the  change  of 
opinions  is  fuch*  tfie  difcredit  of  the  aflembly  fo  great,  that  at 
one  and  the  latftt  tnftant  mi  infurre&ion  will  take  place  in  all 
parts  of  the  kingdom,  and  ifybre  efpecially  in  the  heart  of  the 
capital,  where  the  people  are  kept  in  fubjettion  by  the  audacity 
•f  the  rebels  alone*

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What  we  now  demand  of  your  Majefty  is,  that  you  will  be 
pleafed  to  make  a  public  declaration,  on  purpofe  to  allure  the 
French  Princes  of  your  protection,  and  alfo  the  other  French, 
whofe  zeal,  and  the  purity  of  whofe  principles,  have  obliged 
them  to  leave  the  kingdom.

IN  confequence  of  the  orders  of  his  Court,  the  underfigned 
Envoy  Extraordinary  has  the  honour,  in  the  name  of  the  King 
hit  mafter,  officially  to  declare  to  the  Imperial  Minifter,  that  his 
Majefty  participates  with  the  Emprefs  of  Ruffia  and  his  Catholic 
Majefty  the  fame  fentiments  for  the  re-eftabliihment  of  the  French 
monarchy,  and  with  them  the  King  regards  his  Moft  Chriftian 
Majefty  as  in  a  ftate  of  captivity,  notwithftanding  the  acceptance 
that  he  has  made  of  the  conftitution  5  that,  agreeing  in  the  prin- 
ciples and  conduct  of  the  Emprefs  of  Ruflia,  he  has  fent  the 
Baron  Oxenftcrn  to  the  French  Princes  as  an  Envoy ;  and  that 
he  §  refolved,  in  concert  with  the  Courts  of  Petersburg  and 
Madrid,  to  act  in  fuch  a  manner  as  the  exigency  of  the  fituation 
of  the  French  Royal  Family  may  require.

Prince  JCaunitz  Rietbergh  to  tie  Frenct  Ambaffador  at  Vienna. 

Office  of  tie  Chancellor  of  tie  Court  and  State. 

PRINCE  Kaunitz  Rietbergh,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Court  and 
State,  having  prefented  to  the  Emperor  the  official  commu- 
nication made  by  the  French  Ambaffador,  he  has  been  authorized 
to  exprefs,  in  return  to  the  faid  Ambaffador,  an  anfwtr  with 
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that  entire  freedom  which  his  Imperial  Majefty  thinks  it  his  duty 
to  obferve  on  all  obje&s  relative  to  the  important  crifis  in  which 
the  kingdom  of  France  is. 

The  Chancellor  has,  in  confequence,  the  honour  to  commu- 
nicate, on  his  fide,  that  the  Elector  of  Treves  has  a.lfo  Sent  to 
the  Emperor  a  note,  which  the  Minifter  of  France  was  charge4 
to  prefent  him  at  Coblentz9  as  likewife  the  anfwer  which  the 
Elector  gave  to  the  faid  note ;  that  this  Prince,  at  the  fame  time, 
had  made  known  to  his  Imperial  Majefty,  that  he  had  adoptees 
refpedting  the  aSTembling  and  arming  of  the  French  refugees  and 
emigrants,  with  regard  to  the  furnifhing  them  with  arms  and 
warlike  ammunition,  the  fame  principles  and  regulations  as  had 
been  put  in  force  in  the  Auftrian  Low  Countries. 

But  that  discontents  began  to  fpread  between  his  fubjecb  and 
thofe  in  the  environs ;  that  the  tranquillity  of  his  frontiers  and 
ftates  were  likely  to  be  troubled  by  incuruons  and  violences, 
notwithftanding  this  wife  meafure ;  and  that  the  Elector  claimed 
the  aSTiftance  of  the  Emperor,  in  cafe  the  event  realifed  his  fears. 

That  the  Emperor  is  perfectly  tranquil  on  the  juft  and  mode- 
rate intentions  of  the  Moil  Chriftian  King,  and  not  lefs  convinced 
of  the  great  intereft  which  the  French  government  has  in  preventing 
foreign  fovercign  princes  from  being  provoked  to  aft  againft  them 
by  force  of  arms ;  but  daily  experience  {hews,  that  there  does  not 
appear  principles  of  (lability  and  moderation  enough  in  France| 
in  the  fubordination  of  her  powers,  and  efpecially  in  the  pro- 
vinces and  municipalities,  to  prevent  the  apprehensions  that  the 
force  of  arms  muft  be  exercifed  in  fpitc  of  the  King's  intentions, 
and  in  fpite  of  the  dangers  of  the  confequences, 

His  Imperial  Majefty,  neceSIitated,  as  well  by  his  friendship 
for  the  Elector  of  Treves  as  by  the  consideration  he  owes  to  the 
intereft  of  Germany  as  a  co-eftate,  and  to  his  own  intereft  as  a 
neighbour,  has  enjoined  MarShal  de  Bender,  commandant-general 
of  the  troops  in  the  .Pays  Bas,  to  march  to  the  States  of  his 
Electoral  Highncfs  fpeedy  and  efficacious  fuccours,  in  cafe  he 
Should  be  attacked  with  hoftile  incurfions,  or  even  imminently 
menaced  with  fuch. 

The  Emperor  is  too  Sincerely  attached  to  his  Chriftian  MajeSry. 
and  is  too  deSirous  of  the  well-being  of  France,  and  the  general 
repofe,  not  to  defire  ardently  the  prevention  of  this  extremity, 
and  the  infallible  confequences  which  it  will  produce,  as  well  on 
the  part  of  the  chief  and  the  States  of  the  German  empire,  as  of 
other  fovereigns,  who  have  united  in  concert  to.  maintain  the 
public  tranquillity,  and  for  the  fafety  and  honour  of  crowns } 
and  it  is  in  confequence  of  this  latter  that  the  chancellor  Prince 
Kaunit'/.  is  ordered  to  be  open  and  unrcServed  to  the  Ambailador 
of  France,  to  whom  he  has  the  honour  of  repeating  his  afturancefj 
pf  having  the  meft  diftinguilhed  consideration,

Gentlemen, 

I  "HAVE  charged  the  Minifter  for  Foreign  Affairs  to  commu- 
nicate to  you  the  official  note  which  the  Emperor  has  caufed 
to  be  delivered  to  the  Ambaflador  from  France  at  Vienna.  This 
notice,  I  rnuft  fay,  has  caufed  me  the  greateft  aftoniihment.  I 
had  a  right  to  reckon  on  the  fentiments  of  the  Emperor,  and  of 
hh  defire  of  prcferving  with  France  the  good  intelligence  and  all 
the  connexions  that  ought  to  fubfift  between  two  allies.  I  cannot 
jet  think  that  his  difpofitions  are  changed :  I  wifh  to  perfuade 
jnyfelf  that  he  has  been  deceived  refpefting  the  true  ftate  of 
facts  ;  that  he  has  fuppofed  that  the  Elector  of  Treves  had  ful- 
filled the  duties  of  juftice  and  good  neighbourhood ;  and  that, 
nevertheless,  this  Prince  had  caufe  to  fear  that  his  dates  might 
be  expofed  to  violences,  or  particular  incurfions. 

In  the  anfwer  which  I  have  given  to  the  Emperor,  I  repeat  to 
hup,  that  I  have  demanded  nothing  but  what  is  juft  from  the 
Elc&or  of  Treves,  and  nothing  but  what  the  Emperor  himfelf 
had  given  an  example  of.  I  remind  him  cf  the  care  the  French 
nation  took  immediately  to  prevent  the  alfembling  of  the  Bra- 
banters,  when  they  attempted  it  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
Auftrian  Pays  Bas ;  Finally,  1  renew  to  him  the  wilh  of  France 
for  the  preservation  of  peace ;  but  at  the  fame  time  I  declare, 
that  if,  after  the  epoch  which  I  have  fixed,  the  Elector  of  Treves 
has  not  really  and  effectually  difperfed  the  aiTemblages  which 
ezift  in  his  ftatcs,  nothing  lhall  prevent  me  from  propofing  to 
the  National  Afiexnbly,  as  I  have  already  announced,  to  employ 
force  of  arms  to  conftrain  it. 

If  this  declaration  does  not  produce  the  effect  which  I  have  a 
right  to  hope ;  if  the  deftiny  of  France  is,  to  have  to  fight  with 
her  children  and  her  allies,  I  lhall  make  known  to  Europe  the 
juftnefs  of  our  caufe.  The  French  people  will  fupport  it  by 
their  courage }  and  the  nation  will  fee  that  I  have  no  intercft  but 
hers  j  and  that  I  fliall  ever  maintain  her  dignity  and  her  fiifety, 
91  ftf  moft  eflential  of  my  duties.

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Letter  of  M.  Louts  de  Narbonney   Mini/ler  at  War  of  Franer, 

to  tie  Duke  of  Brtmfipich. 

My  Lord,  Parts,  Jan*gt  I79*» 

HAD  I  followed  the  rules  of  ordinary  policy,  I  fhould  not 
have  been  induced  to  make  the  bold  dema/id  which  I  ad* 
drefs  to  you  in  the  name  of  the  King,  and  which  I  fhould  have 
addrcfied  to  you  alfo  in  the  name  of  the  nation,  had  the  fecrecy 
which  this  ftep  requires  permitted  me  to  confult  its  wiflies. 
Come  and  afl'umc  the  command  of  the  French  army— I  know 
not  what  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick,  as  a  prince  of  the  German 
empire,  as  a  member  of  the  Germanic  body,  may  have  to  offer 
in  anfwer  to  this  propofal,  but  I  addrefs  myfelf'to  an  hereditary 
prince,  to  one  who  has  courted  fuccefs  in  war,  and  who  has 
been  fo  often  gratified  in  that  high  ambition :  I  can  fay  to  him, 
*  among  us  you  will  acquire  a  glory  worthy  of  your  character.' 
Is  not  this  fufficient  to  engage  you  ?  Should  you  fay,  my  Lord, 
that  you  are  going  to  command  an  undifciplined  army,  I  will 
anfwer,  that  political  quarrels  have  divided  it ;  but  that  it  will 
rally  under  the  ftandards  of  a  man  who  depends  only  on  his  own 
genius,  and  who,  in  the  caufe  of  equality,  finds  himfelf  previoufly 
difintered  by  all  the  gifts  of  nature. 

You  will  perhaps  fay  alfo,  that  it  is  again  ft  the  caufc  of  Kings 
that  you  are  going  to  take  up  arms  *,  but  our  principles  have  con- 
federated monarchical  government;  and,  without  defending  them 
in  every  point,  I  will  remind  you,  that  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick 
has  praclifed  in  all  his  ftates  feveral  of  our  maxims  \  that  the 
greatelc  general  of  Europe  has  not  endeavoured  by  force  to  ren- 
der his  country  more  military  than  the  extent  of  it  would  allow i 
that  he  has  done  nothing  but  what  is  worthy  of  a  great  character  ; 
and  that  the  glory,  even  the  moil  fuited  to  his  genius,  has  not 
made  him  purfue  meafures  contrary  to  the  happinefs  of  his 
people. 

Whatever  our  principles  may  have  exaggerated ;  whatever  vio- 
lence, above  all,  may  be  in  our  Conftitution,  time  already  begins 
to  apply  a  remedy;  but  not'ing  can  equal  the  effect  which  will 
be  prod ii'  'd  by  the  prefence  of  the  l);:ke  of  Brunfwick.  In 
taking  an  oath  to  defend  liberty,  you  would  give  caufe  of  exulta- 
tion to  the  French  people;  that  miftruft  which  has  ruined  us 
would  not  approach  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick. — Who  would  dare 
to  doubt  his  word  r   Is  not  courage  the  fureft  pledge  of  loyalty  ? 

The  fcourge  of  war  might  perhaps  be  averted  from  France, 
The  name  of  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick  will  perhaps  be  fufficient 
to  prefervc  us  from  it ;  but,  evtn  in  the  midft  of  peace,  the 
glory  of  cr  ::ting  a  power,  and  of  le-eftablifhing  an  army,  would 
belong  to  him. 

Thf 
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The  faults  and  enemies  of  France  may,  perhaps,  have  made 
It  be  confidered  by  Europe  as  a  kingdom  almoft  annihilated. 
Twenty-four  millions  of  people,  diftant  pofictiions,  arts,  all  have 
been  in  danger  of  being  forgotten ;  but  all  thefe  ftill  exift,  all 
wait  for  the  genius  of  good  order.  The  French  nation  is  fuC- 
ceptible  of  enthufiafm — the  glory  and  example  of  your  Serene 
Highnefs  would  excite  it.  By  this  fentiment  you  would  rally  a 
nation  which  is  ruined  only  by  being  divided.  In  a  word,  your 
prefence,  by  depriving  our  enemies  of  hope,  will  deprive  thofe 
factions,  by  which  we  are  torn,  of  all  the  ftrength  they  derive 
from  terror. — This  word  will  no  longer  be  pronounced  in  a  coun- 
try, the  defence  of  which  you  undertake ;  and  you  will  acquire 
eierj  kind  of  glory  by  reftoring  to  France  that  tranquillity  which 
»  neceflary  for  framing  good  laws,  and  by  fecuring  to  the  King 
the  eternal  gratitude  of  a  people  to  whom  he  fhall  have  given  the 
Duke  of  Brunfwick  as  a  defender. 

You  may  be  told  that  the  French  Conftitution,  which  you  might 
think  proper  to  fupport,  abounds  with  faults ;  but  fuch  as  it  is, 
h  is  a  grand  epoch  in  the  human  mind,  and  no  judgment  ought 
to  be  galled  on  it  while  it  is  feen  furrounded  only  by  all  the 
trooUes  of  a  civil  war,  really  exifting,  though  that  expretiion  has 
never  openly  been  pronounced. 

In  (hort,  the  French  people  wifli  to  bury  them  Pelves  under  the 
rains  of  this  Conftitution ;  and  in  their  devoting  themfelves  there 
will  be  fomething  heroic,  which  will  oblige  the  Duk<*  of  Bruns- 
wick, fhould  he  become  their  enemy,  to  confefs,  that  that  nation, 
b  its  defeat,  knows  how  to  fnatch  from  the  conqueror  the  prize 
of  his  glory. 

I  could  alfo,  in  coolly  difcufling  the  interefts  of  Europe,  prove 
to  your  Serene  Highnefs  the  utility  of  the  ftep  which  I  propofc; 
but  I  place  my  hopes  only  in  that  love  of  glory  which  we  ought 
to  believe  to  be  the  characterise  of  your  Highnefs.  To  this 
fentiment  I  wilhed  to  addrefs  myfelf :  it  is  the  language  of  anti- 
quity, a  language  fuch  as  the  Romans  would  not  have  refifted, 
that  I  have  thought  proper  to  employ.  The  glory  of  the 
Duke  of  Brunfwick  feems  to  be  coteraporary  with  thefe  ages 
of  heroifnu 

Should  I  fave  my  country  by  perfuading  your  Serene  Highnefs 
to  purfue  the  courageous  courfe  which  1  requeft  you  to  follow, 
you  cannot  doubt  that  my  whole  attention,  in  the  office  I  occupy, 
(hall  be  to  unite  all  the  means  which  prudence  can  fuggeft  to 
iecond  your  views ;  and  you  will  find  the  fame  enthufiafm  which 
has  dictated  this  letter,  in  the  ardent  caro  I  fhall  employ  to  make 
you  enjoy  fuccefs  in  the  noble  ftep  which  1  may  prevail  upon* 
you  to  purfue. 

M.  de  Cuftine  will  give  account  to  your  Royal  Highnefs,  with 
W  much  exa&nefs  as  ability,  of  the  prefent  fituation  of  th$  affairs 
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of  t ranee.  When  you  have  heard  him,  and  read  this  letter, 
you  will  pronounce  an  anfwer  which  will  weigh  much  in  the  ba- 
lance of  the  fate  of  the  Empire.  But  if,  my  Lord,  you  deceive 
my  hopes,  if  you  refift  the  impulfe  of  your  heart,  all  will  not  be 
terminated  between  you  and  the  French  nation.  We  (hall  (till 
have  the  ambition  of  acquiring  fufficient  glory,  to  make  the 
Duke  of  Brunfwick  regret  having  refufed  to  gratify  a  wifh  which 
1  have  exprefled  to  him  in  the  name  of  the  People  and  the 
King.

TH  E  letter  which  you  have  done  me  the  honour  to  write  to 
me  could  not  fail  to  excite  my  mod  rcfpeftfiil  gratitude 
to  the  King,  and  the  livelieft  fenfibility  on  account  of  the 
very  polite  manner  ih  which  you  excuted  the  orders  of  his  Ma* 
jefty.  I  will  not  detain  you  with  detailing  the  impreffiori  I  have 
felt  from  the  offer  you  have  made  to  me,  in  terms  proper  to  de* 
termine  my  fentiments.  The  imagination  is  flattered  by  repre* 
fenting  the  fituation  of  a  military  officer,  employed  in  the  army 
of  a  nation  to  which  no  kind  of  glory  is  a  ftranger,  and  whichj 
in  that  career,  has  produced  men  whom  it  is  eafier  to  admire 
than  to  imitate.  But,  notwithftandirig  all  the  fplendor  of  the 
fpherc  to  which  you  invite  me,  I  think  myfelf  obliged  to  requegj 
that  you  will  immediately  communicate  to  his  Majefty  the  motives 
that  compel  me  to  deprive  myfelf  of  the  advantages  of  a  fitua- 
tion, which  would  enable  me  to  execute  the  orders  of  a  great 
and  juft  Monarch,  who  attaches  his  felicity  to  that  of  the  nation. 

My  relations,  as  members  of  the  Germanic  body,  are  not  un* 
known  to  the  King ;  thofe  which  attach  me  to  the  King  of 
Pruflia  and  his  auguft  family,  to  his  monarchy  and  army,  are 
known  alfo  to  you,  Sir.  Permit  me  to  add  an  acknowledgement 
of  my  incapacity  to  fill  a  place  which  requires  talents  that  I  am 
far  from  having  a  right  to  fuppofe  I  poflefs,  though  I  am  fully 
convinced,  that  a  minifter,  fo  enlightened  as  you,  Sir,  is  one  of 
the  moll  capable,  by  the  aid  of  your  talents,  to  diffipate  thaft 
fears  which  a  well-grounded  miftruft  might  excite  in  my  mind* 
I  muft  not  neglect  alfo  to  direct  your  attention  to  a  fecondaty 
circuipftance — I  allude  to  my  health,  which  has  experienced  & 
violent  fhock  by  an  obftinate  malady,  the  effects  of  which  are 
not  entirely  difpelled. 

Be,  Sir,  the  interpreter  of  my  moft  refpectful  fentiments  to 
the  King,  of  whofe  kindnefs  I  am  highly  fenfible,  and  prefenfc 

to 
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!o  him  the  ardent  vows  which  I  inceflantly  form  for  the  glory 
and  happinefs  of  that  auguft  Monarch. 

It  has  given  me  great  pleafure  to  receive  M.  de  Cuftine:  his 
talents  and  prudence  announce  him  to  be  a  man  who  does  honour 
to  his  nation,  and  who  is  highly  worthy  of  belonging  to  it.

The  InftruBiom  of  M.  Delajfert  Mimjlcr  fir  Foreign  Affairs  at 
Paris,  to  M.  Noaillu,  Ambaffador  from  France  to  the  Court  of 
Viinna. 

Paris,  January  t\fl>  1793. 
Sir, 

I  HAVE  already  fpoken  to  you  concerning  the  official  note 
which  was  transmitted  to  you  by  the  Prince  of  Kaunitz  an 
the  aid  of  December.  I  {hall  again  fpeak  to  you  concerning  it. 
This  unexpected  declaration  produced  at  firft  the  greateft  agita- 
tions for  it  was  conceived  that  the  language  of  the  court  of  Vienna 
conveyed  a  degree  of  menace  in  its  tone.  In  order  to  juftify  this 
opinion,  it  will  be  neceffary  to  enter  into  fome  details. 

It  was  in  the  month  of  November  that  you  acquainted  the 
Auftrian  Minifter  with  the  formal  invitation  which  the  King 
had  juft  renewed  to  the  Eleflor  of  Treves,  for  the  purpofe  of 
procuring  a  difperiion  of  thofe  bodies  which  were  col  left  ed  in 
his  dominions!  and  at  the  fame  time  you  demanded  in  the  name 
of  the  King  '<  the  interpofition  of  the  good  offices  and  authority 
c'  of  the  Emperor*  to  induce  the  Eledtor  to  comply  with  this 
M  afl  of  juftice."  Thefe  bodies,  the  hoftile  preparations,  the 
collection  of  military  corps,  were  inconteftibly  notorious  to  every 
one*  The  meafures  of  the  emigrants  to  excite  every  where 
enemies  againft  France,  were  not  lefs  notorious.  The  court  of 
Vienna  more  than  any  other  court,  perhaps,  was  furnifhed  with 
proof.  Neverthelefs,  inftead  cf  attempting  to  induce  the  Ele&or 
of  Treves  to  put  a  period  to  this  caufe  of  fermentation  and  in* 
quietude*  the  court  of  Vienna  appeared  indifferent  to  all  thefe 
Movements,  and  thereby  added  to  them  a  greater  degree  of  power 
and  importance. 

It  was  impoffible  for  the  nation  to  view  with  the  fame  indiffer- 
ence the  aggreffion  with  which  it  was  menaced.  The  National 
Aflembly  addreffed  itfelf  to  the  King,  difclofing  to  him  a  wifh 
which  had  manifefted  itfelf  in  all  parts  of  the  kingdom,  for  the 
purpofe  of  inviting  him  to  take  the  neceffary  precautions  which 
the  fafety  of  the  ftate  required.  It  was  then  that  the  Elector  of 
.Treves,  terrified  by  this  meafure,  requefted  the  protection  ot  the 
Emperor;  and  that,  without  any  communication,  or  any  prepa- 
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ratory  elucidations*  the  Prince  of  Kaunitz  declared  to  you C4  that 
•«  the  Emperor  had  given  orders  to  the  Marflial  Bender  to  march 
4«  to  the  afliftance  of  the  Ele&or  of  Treves,  if  he  fhould  be  at- 
"  tacked."  h  is  true,  that  this  order  appeared  to  relate  to  feme 
violence  an  1  incurfions  committed  by  the  municipalities  in  dif- 
obedience  of  the  intentions  of  the  nation  an-.!  of  the  King ;  but 
allowing  even  th  s  k:ppo(ition*  adts  of  th»s  nation  /hould  never 
have  been  confuler^d  but  as  private  operations,  again  ft  which  the 
E!?&or  might  eafily  h.v/e  defended  himfelf  by  means  in  his  own 
power,  witch  were  fufceptible  of  an  amicable  arrangement,  and 
which  certainly  did  not  require  any  movement  on  the  part  of 
Marflial  Bender  to  reprefs  them,  w'e  are  not  ignorant  in  truth 
that  at  the  very  time  when  the  Emperor  gave  this  order,  he 
fent  word  to  :he  Eledor  of  Treves, 4f  to  follow  a  fixed  rule  with 
44  refpedt  to  the  emigrants,  and  to  imitate  in  every  thine  th 
"  example  which  had  been  fet  on  this  fuhje£t  in  the  Low  Conn* 
"  tries."  We  are  not  ignorant  alfo  that  the  previous  compliana 
with  this  condition,  produced  that  affiftance  which  Genera 
Bender  was  to  afford  to  the  Ele&or  in  cafe  of  an  ulterior  at 
tack  on  our  part.  Why  was  not  this  difpofition  difclofed  ji 
the  note  tranfmitted  to  you  ?  It  will  be  unneceflary  to  explaii 
to  you  how  devoid  of  veracity  that  expofition  is  which  the  Elec 
tor  made  to  the  Emperor*  Every  thing  which  he  is  obliged  t 
do  for  the  purpofe  of  conforming  to  the  rules  eftablilhed  in  th 
Low  Countries,  gives  the  lie  to  the  aflertions  he  has  made,  an 
proves  in  the  cleareft  manner  the  really  hoftile  condition  h 
which  the  emigrants  were  in  his  dominions* 

But  (  cannot  pafs  over  in  (Hence  that  paflage  in  the  officii 
note  in  which  the  Eledlef  of  Treves  affirms,  '<  chat  it  is  eafy  t 
u  difcover  chat  the  King  was  not  free  when  he  fubferibed  th 
"  document  which  was  tranfmitted  to  him  on  the  part  of  hi 
44  Majcfty."  This  mode  of  expreflion  ought  not  to  have  pic 
cured  the  EleAor  of  Treves  fo  eadly  that  prote&ion  which  h 
requefted. 

I  pafs  on.  Sir,  to  the  Lift  paragraph  of  the  note  of  21ft  Decopc 
ber.     it  is  this  article,  the  perufal  of  which  has  produced  tit 

freateft  number  of  reflexions,  and  has  left  the  de^peft  impreffioi 
t  is  iheic  faid,  i€  that  the  Emperor  is  too  fmcerely  attached  t 
"  his  mod  Chriftian  Majeity,  and  is  too  defirous  of  the  well  heir 
44  of  France,  and  the  general  repofe,  not  to  defire  ardently  t 
u  prevent  this  ex  t  rem  if,  and  the  infallible  confluences  whic 
4i  it  will  produce  as  .v;!I  c  .1  the  part  of  the  chief  and  the  ftatf 
€€  of  the  (ierm-n  Enn  ;:e,  as  on  the  part  of  the  other  fovereigr 
44  combined  tor  the  maintenance  of  the  public  tranquillity,  an 
"  the  fafety  and  honour  of  Crowns." 

I.  It  cannot  be  conceived  in  what  manner  particular  a£h 
eominiued  perhaps  by  certain  municipalities,  ought  to  inter* 
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all  Europe ;  fince  as  has  been  already  oblerved,  a  fmall  portion 
of  good  will  would  have  terminated  fuch  events  in  an  amicable 
way. 

11.  The  following  expreffions  have  made  a  deep  impreffion  :— • 
11  The  Sovereigns  combined  for  the  public  tranquillity,  and  the 
11  fafcty  and  honour  of  Crowns."    It  has  been  conceived,  that 
thefe  words  are  an  index  to  a  league  formed  without  the  know- 
ledge  of,  and  perhaps  againft  France  :    It  has  been  a  matter  of 
aftonifhment,  it  hat  the  Emperor,  the  brother-in-law  and  ally  of 
the  King,  fhould  not  have  informed  him  of  this  combination  of 
the  fovereigns  of  Europe,  at  the  head  of  which,  his  Imperial  Ma* 
jefty  feems  to  be  placed.     This  obfervation,  Sir,  naturally  leads 
me  to  fpeak  to  you  of  the  uneafinefs  which  has  already  entered 
into  the  minds  of  many,  and  to  which  the  words  which  I  have 
jt ft  quoted,  added  a  great  degree  of  ftrength.   It  is  apprehended, 
that  there  does  indeed  exift  a  combination  between  the  principal 
powers  of  Europe,  for  the  purpofe  of  producing  fome  change  in 
die  French  constitution.     It  is  fuppofed  that  thefe  powers  enter- 
tain a  defign  of  eftahlifhing  a  congrefs.  in  which  this  objed  will 
kdifcufled  between  them.     Finally,  it  is  imagined  that  uniting 
their  power  and  their  means,  they  will  force  the  King  and  the 
Nation  to  accept  thofe  laws  which  they  may  make. 

1  do  not  doubt  that  the  emigrants  have  often  reprefented  this 
plan  as  the  eafieft  in  the  world  to  be  executed;  but  I  cannot 
perfuade  myfelf  that  it  has  been  fo  eaflly  adopted.  I  cannot 
believe,  above  all,  that  the  Emperor,  guided  as  he  is  by  views 
of  wifdom  and  juftrce,  can  have  imbibed  fuch  ideas.  Vain  would 
be  the  attempt  to  change  by  force  our  new  conftitution:  it  has 
become  to  a  great  majority  of  the  nation  a  fpecies  of  religion* 
which  they  have  embraced  with  enthufiafm,  and  which  they  will 
defend  with  that  energy  which  belongs  to  the  moft  exalted  fen- 
timents. 

1  Thofe  who  would  draw  the  foreign  powers  into  violent  mea* 
fores*  repeat  inceflantly  that  France  is  full  of  malecontents,  who 
wait  only  for  the  opportunity  of  declaring  themfelves.  There 
are  many  who  fuffer  and  who  complain;  but  I  firmly  believe, 
and  my  belief  is  commenfurate  with  the  belief  of  thofe  who  know 
the  actual  difpofition  of  the  public  mind,  that  the  firft  moment 
in  which  the  conftitution  (hall  be  attacked,  there  would  be  but 
one  party,  one  fentiment,  one  intereft ;  and  the  greateft  part  of 
the  malecontents,  attaching  themfelves  to  the  common  caufe* 
would  become  its  warmeft  defenders. 

At  the  fame  time  that  they  fpeak  of  malecontents,  they  ex- 
aggerate the  want  of  difcipline  in  our  armies,  the  diforder  of  our 
finances*  and  our  inteftine  commotions ;  in  a  word,  they  repre- 
fent  us  in  a  ftate  of  abfolute  imbecility.  I  do  not  diflemhle, 
that  our  embaraflincnts  are  great ;  but  were  they  ftill  greater,  * 

Y  a  they 
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they  would  much  deceive  themfelves  if  they  thought  they  con 
infult  France  with  impunity,  or  if  they  delpifed  her  power. 

You  hare  often  informed  me,  Sir,  that  the  people  were  e 
tremely  aftQniihed  at  Vienna,  '<  at  the.  apparent  diforder  of  o 
*(  government,  at  the  want  of  fubordination  in  the  differ* 
"  parts,  and  at  the  little  refpe&  with  which  the  King  v 
"  treated,"  It  ought  to  be  confidered,  that  we  have  but  ji 
produced  one  of  the  greateil  revolutions  that  ever  happene 
that  this  revolution,  in  its  effential  chara&eriftic,  being  at  fi 
produced  by  an  extreme  rapidity,  has  been  prolonged  by  di 
fions  arifing  in  the  different  parts,  and  by  the  oppofition  et 
blifhed  between  the  different  paffions  and  interefts,  It  was  ii 
poffible  that  fuch  oppofition  and  fuch  effe&s,  fuch  innovatic 
and  fuch  difafters,  fhould  fail  of  producing  long  agitations,  a 
it  may  reafonably  be  expe&ed  that  the  re-eftablifiiment  of  On 
can  only  be  produced  by  time. 

Befides,  what  is  the  caufe  of  this  inteftine  fermentation 
which  the  Court  of  Vienna  feems  fo  much  offended  i  It  is  1 
fleps  which  the  emigrants  have  taken,  their  preparations,  th 
projects,  their  menaces,  and  the  fupport  more  or  lefs  confid; 
able  which  they  have  received  in  moft  of  the  courts  of  Euroj 

It  has  been  without  doubt  an  epoch  in  which  their  cau 
apparently  connected  with  that  of  the  King,  has  excited  1 
intereft  of  fovereigns,  and  more  particularly  that  of  the  £ 
peror.  But  when  once  the  King,  by  the  acceptance  of  i 
Conftitution,  had  put  himfelf  at  the  nead  of  the  new  fjovei 
ment,  the  emigrants  ought  to  have  created  no  further  inter 
except  from  their  misfortunes;  and  it  was  eafy  to  judge^  tl 
their  pret  en  fions,  and  movements,  in  affording  hopes  to  fpi 
and  uneafinefs  to  others,  would  produce  troubles  in  the  klr 
dom,  and  would  perhaps  communicate  thole  troubles  to  a  lai 
part  of  Eur<  pe.  Hence  the  document  of  aift  Deccmb 
which  feemed  to  announce  an  intention  of  protedting  the 
produced  a  kind  of  explofion,  and  gave  rife  to  fo  many  fuf 
cions  and  reproaches.  And  upon  whom  was  all  this  to  fa 
Upon  the  King;  becaiile  malevolence  endeavoured  to  inculcati 
belief,  "  that  there  exitted  between  the  Emperor  and  the  Ki 
4C  a  perfeft  intimacy ;  that  ail  their  meafures  are  concert* 
"  and  that  it  is  thus  the  King,  who  prote&s  the  emigran 
u  dire&s  the  coalition  of  all  the  powers  of  Europe."  It  woi 
therefore  be  a  great  means  of  calming  the  minds,  and  re  ei 
bliftrng  order  and  tranquillity  in  the  kingdom,  if  a  flop  w 
put  to  thefe  fcandaious  allocutions  of  emigrants,  who,  wi 
out  titles,  or  territories,  endeavour  to  elevate  themfelves, 
power,  thinking  only  to  revenge  their  private  injuries,  and 
make  good  then-  pu  Ton;  J  pre  ten  fions, 

it  appears.  Sir,  that  one  of  the  things  which  has  moft  i 
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pjeafed  the  Auftrian  Minifter,  is  the  liberty  of  fpeech  an<J 
writing ;  and  that  he  pretends  that  a  government,    in  which 
fuch  excefles  are  tolerated,  is  in  itfelf  intolerable.    Upon  thU 
fubjeft  *e  have  laid  down  wife  principles  and  eftablifhed  juft 
bws.     Bat  it  ought  to  be  confidered,  that  our  organization  if 
only  in  its  infancy  ;  that  the  refources  of  our  new  government 
aire  not  yet  in  pofleflion  of  all  their  energy ;  and  that  in  the 
midft  of  difquietude,  occafioned  partly  by  foreign  powers,  it  is 
impoffible  that  the  laws  {hould  ex^rcife  all  their  power  in  the 
interior  of  the  kingdom.     Let  them  ceafe  to  difquiet  us,  to 
threaten  us,  and  to  furnifh  pretexts  to  thofe  who  onlv  wifh  to 
produce  diforder,    and  tranquillity   will   foon    he  eftabliflied. 
This  deluge  of  libels,  with  which  we  have  been  fo  compleatly 
itnrundated,  has  already  diminiflied,  and  continues  to  diminiflu 
Indifference  and  contempt  are  the  arms  with  which  this  fcourge 
ought   to  be  encountered.    Ought  all  Europe  to  be  irritated 
afgainft  the  French  nation,  becaufe  it  conceals   in   its   bofont 
feme  filly  declaimers  *  and  would  they  do  them  the  honour  of 
anfwering  them  at  the  mouth  of  their  cannon  }     Moreover,  if 
if  were  poffiblc  that  a  miferahle  caufe  like  this  (hould  draw  all 
the  powers  of  Europe  into  i  war,  this  war.  whatever  might  be 
the  event,  would  not  deftroy  the  objcft  againft  which  it  was 
undertaken.    It  would,  on  the  contrary,  add  to   its  ftrength 
and  a&ivity. 

I    have  juft,  Sir,  pronounced   an   important  word:  a  word 
which  occupies  every  perfons  mind;  a  word  which  affords  un- 
eafinefs  to  fome  and  fatisfa&ion  to  others.    1  his  word  is  War. 
You  will  eafily  believe  that  the  King  is  at  ths  head  of  thofe 
who  oppofe  it.     His  excellent  mind,  a£ting  in  concert  with  his 
heart,  revolts  at  the  idea.     I  regard  it,  even  if  it  (hould  be  for* 
tunate,  as  a  calamity  to  the  kingdom,  and  a  fcourge  to  huma- 
nity.    In  the  mean  time  1  can  aflure  you,  that  the  King  has 
been  very  fenfibly  affe&ed  by  the  document  of  the  2ift  of 
December.     Every  intelligence  that  has  been   fince   received, 
either  from  Bruflels  or  Cohlentz.  has  confirmed  the  real  difpo- 
fition   of  the  Emperor;    and   his    Majefty,  defiring  that    the 
National  Aflemhly  (hould  partake  in  this  fenttmtnt,  has   re- 
quired me  to  communicate  fuccefiively  every  thing  that  could 
tend  to  this  end.     But  the  order  eiven  fo  rudely  to  Marflial 
Bender,  the  apparent  intention  of  fuccouring   the  Elector  of 
Treves,  at  the  yery  time  that  this  Prince  obferved  the  moft 
hoftile  conduct  towards  us.  the  annunciation  of  a  combination 
unknown  to  us  between  the  powers  of  Europe,  the  tone  and 
temper  of  the  official  document,  have  made  an  im predion  which 
the  wife  ft  could  not  avoid  receiving,  and  which  the  King  has 
pot  been  able  to  efface. 
}  return  to  that  eflential  objeft,  the  war.    Is  it  for  the 

Emperor's 
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Emperor's  intercil  to  fufilr  himfclf  to  be  drawn  into  this  fatal 
meafure?  I  will  ailow,  for  the  fake  of  argument,  that  the 
molt  favourable  events  may  at  ten  J  his  armies;— what  then  will 
be  the  confequ^nce  ?  The  Emperor  will  leave  off  by  being 
more  embaraffed  by  fnccefs  than  he  would  have  been  by  dil- 
afters;  and  the  only  fruit  which  he  will  gather  from  this  war, 
will  be  the  fad  advantage  of  h:,v;ngde»lroyed  his  ally,  and  of 
having  encreafed  the  power  of  his  enemies  and  his  rivals. 

I  contend  then,  from  inconteiiible  evidence,  that  peace  is  as 
BecefTiry  to  the  Emperor  as  to  France;  I  conteri  ti:at  it  is 
prudent  for  him  to  prelerve  an  alliance,  which  cam*"*'  hereafter 
produce  any  inconvenience  to  him,  and  which  may  be  bene- 
ficial; I  contend  that,  inftead  of  taking  part  in  measures  which 
might  tend  to  overthrow  the  kingdom,  he  ought,  on  the  con* 
trary,  to  defire  the  preferva*  i'jii  of  its  power  an  J  profperity. 

You  ought,  Sir,  to  d^mind  explanations  on  three  points, 
ift.  Upon  the  document  of  the  aid  December,  and.  Upon 
the  Emperor's  interpofition  in  our  internal  affairs.  3rd,  Upon 
the  meaning  of  that  ex  predion : — u  The  Sovcrc:gns  combined 
«'  for  the  flafety  and  honour  of  Crowns."  Eacii  of  thefe  ex* 
planations,  demanded  from  his  juftice,  may  be  given  with  that 
dignity  which  accords  with  his  perfon  and  power. 

One  circumstance  perhaps  woqld  embarafs  the  imperial  Court 
in  that  explanation,  which  I  will  fuppofe  it  may  be  inclined  to 
give:  this  is,  the  affair  of  the  Princes,  in  which  the  Emperor 
may  think  himfelf  obliged  to  inter pofe  as  chief  of  the  Empire, 
1  /hall  firll  however  obferve,  that  this  is  a  feparate  tranfadion, 
and  ou^ht  to  he  treated  in  a  way  different  to  that  which  is  the 
object  of  the  prefent  difcuflio  ?.  I  fhall  add,  that  the  decree  of 
the  14th  allows  this  neg:>ciation  a  greater  degree  of  latitude 
than  it  has  hitherto  poffefled ;  for  except  every  thing  which 
might  tend  to  re-eftablifh  the  feudal  rights  on  the  territories  of 
France,  a  mcafure  which  was  and  will  always  he  impoffiblet 
every  thing  elle  is  permitted,  and  the  King  will  certainly  never 
refute  any  reafonable  arrangement.  1  believe  that  I  may  hope 
that  the  National  Aflembly  will  he  difpofed  to  adopt  the  propo- 
rtion of  his  M.ijeity  on  this  fubjecl. — In  a  word,  Sir,  I  exprefs 
to  you  the  with  of  the  King,  that  of  his  council,  and  I  heutate 
not  in  faying  that  of  the  foitid  part  of  the  nation*  We  wilh  for 
peace.  We  afk  that  a  period  fhould  be  put  to  this  ex  pen  five 
itate  of  war  into  which  we  have  been  drawn ;  we  demand  a 
return  to  a  i;uc  of  p?ace ;  but  we  have  received  fo  much  caufe 
of  uneafinefs,  that  it  is  neceffary  we  ihould  receive  a  full  an4 
a.nple  affurance  of  it. 
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InfiruBions  of  the  Prince  de  Kaunitz  to  Blumettdorff the  Imperial  Mi* 
nijUr  at  Paris,  dated  Vienna ,  I  *}th  of  February ^  1 792. 

THE  Ambaflador  from  France  at  this  Court  has  been  directed 
to  demand  explanations  refpe&ing  the  notification  which  I 
delivered  to  him  on  the  2 id  of  December  ;  he  has  acquitted  him- 
felf  by  communicating  to  me  the  following  extract  of  the  difpatch. 
which  was  addrefied  to  him  for  that  purpofe  by  Monf.  DelaiTert 
on  the  aid  of  January  lad.  It  is  fufficicnt  for  me  to  refer,  respect- 
ing the  explanations  demanded,  as  well  to  the  notoriety  of  the 
facts  as  to  a  pofterior  note  fent  by  me  to  the  French  Ambaflador 
on  the  5th  of  January,  which  without  doubt  was  known  at  Paris 
fixtecn  days  anterior  to  the  date  of  the  difpatch  of  M.  Dclauert a 
neverthelefs,  the  fenilments  and  intentions  of  the  Emperor  re- 
fpe&ing  France  arc  fo  pure  and  lincere,  that  he  is  readily  inclined 
to  repeat  the  fulled  explanations,  being  fenfible  that  it  is  of  inii- 
nite  importance  for  them  to  be  juftly  known,  and  to  entirely  do 
away  any  doubt  under  which  it  is  endeavoured  to  reprefent  them, 
to  the  danger  of  their  mutual  tranquillity*  The  explanations  that 
the  Ambaflador  has  been  commiflioncd  to  demand,  are  reduced 
to  the  two  following  heads :  "  The  orders  given  to  iVJarihal  Ben- 
*  der;  and  the  c:.:.iederacy  which  fubfids  between  the  Emperor 
u  and  fevcral  o:i?r  Powers  for  maintaining  general  peace,  and  for 
u  the  fccurity  ana  honour  of  their  refpedtive  Crowns." 

Explanation  on  the  Firft  Head — "  As  to  the  Orders  given  to 

Marjhal  Bender:9 
The  Emperor,  without  waiting  for  a  requilition  from  France, 
was  the  firrt  to  fubjeel  the  reception  of  the  French  emigrants  in 
all  his  dominions  to  the  mod  drift  rules  of  a  fimple  aiylum  ;  and 
it  is  alfo  not  fecret  throughout  ail  Europe,  that  fince  their  ailem- 
bling,  the  E"v>-:ror  has  continually  given  the  mod  pofitive  direc- 
tions and  adv:ce,to  deter  them  from  any  actions  that  might 
difturb  the  general  tranquillity.  On  what  foundation  then,  or  to 
what  purpofe,  docs  M.  Delaflert  reproach  the  Court  of  Vienna 

*  with  having  appeared  indifferent  tu  the  movements  of  the  emi- 
grants ?  The  orders  to  M<>rt'iul  Bender,  which  is  the  point  in 
tyieftion,  have  been  abfola:ely  conformable  to  the  engagement  of 
the  Elector  of  Treves,  "  to  adhere  :o  the  fr.me  rules  that  are  in 
u  force  in  the  Low  Countries  relative  to  the  emigrants,"  and 
M.  Delaflert  confefles  it  to  be  well  known  in  France,  that  they 
were  exactly  fulfilled.  This  point  required,  therefore,  no  expla- 
nation, and  I  know  not  what  to  liiink  of  the  Minister's  reproach 
011  account  of  "  this  difpofition  not  having  been  expreilcd  in  the 

.  u  note  of  the  2id  of  December,"  when  at  the  fame  time  the 
11  affidance  demanded  by  the  Elector  is  tlrcre  avowedly  promifed 
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fc  in  cafe  the  tranquillity  of  his  frontiers  and  his  dates  fhould  be 
*«  infringed,  notwithstanding  the  wife  meafures  of  that  Prince  in 
<c  adopting  the  fame  regulations  which  were  put  in  force  in  the 
"  Auftrian  Low  Countries ;"  and  when  at  the  fame  time,  in  my 
fecoml  note  of  5th  January,  the  declaration  on  our  part,  of  affifl> 
ance,  is  positively  limited  to  the  cafe  of  an  invafion  talcing  place* 
«  in  defiance  of  the  precautions  of  the  Princes  of  the  empire ' 
"  in  obfcrving  a  conduft  fimilar  to  that  purfued  by  the  govern* 
"  mcnt  of  the  Low  Countries.'9  If  fuch  manifeft  indications  were 
not  fufficient  to  clear  all  doubt,  and  if  refpefting  himfelf  it  were 
poffible  to  fupnofc  the  Emperor  would  fupport  armaments  which 
he  has  forbidden  in  his  own  eftates,  what  rcquifition  could  remain 
after  the  letter  that  the  Count  de  Mercy  addrdTed  you  on  the  7th 
of  January,  and  concerning  which,  Sir,  you  acquainted  me  of 
having  made  an  exaft  communication  to  M,  Delaflert;  by  which 
this  Ambaflador  enjoins  you  "  to  communicate  to  the  French 
"  Minift*r,  that  the  Emperor  had  declared  he  would  grant  no 
"  affiftance  to  the  Elector,  if  he  did  not  fully  fatisfy  the  demand 
"  of  France ;  nor  to  permit  in  his  States  aflcmbiages  of  emi* 
"  grants,  nor  any  preparations,  nor  hoftile  fteps  of  any  kind 
"  whatever ;  but  that  he  fhould  adopt  in  every  refpeft  the  fame 
*•  impartial  conduit,  which  has  always  been  obferved  in  the  Lov/ 
"  Countries  towards  the  French  emigrants  ?"  This  official  expla- 
nation, together  with  the  above  indications,  is  confirmed  by  the 
fadt  and  by  the  reports  of  Monf.  de  St.  Croix  on  the  execution  of 
the  orders  given  to  prevent  thefe  alfemblages.  Did  it  not  there- 
fore place  in  the  hands  of  the  Minifter  fufficient  motives  of  fatif- 
fa&ion  to  diflipate  the  mod  confirmed  and  malevolent  miftnsft  ? 

How,  therefore,  can  Monf.  Delaflert  confine  the  motives  for 
the  orders  given  to  Marfhal  Bender  to  the  fuppofition  of  foroe 
violence,  and  fomc  incurfions  committed  by  the  municipalities  f 
Why  docs  he  pafs  over  in.filence  the  other  motives  which  my  note 
of  the  2 1  ft  December  fpecificd ;  "  that  daily  experience  (hewed 
«  the  uncertainty  of  moderate  meafures  in  France,  and  of  regular 
€t  fubordination,  efpecially  in  the  provinces  and  municipalities  ?M 
Is  it  that  the  other  motives  befides  thole  he  explains,  and  which 
arc  found  at  length  in  my  note  of  the  3d  of  January,  but  on 
which  he  obferves  filence,  arc  not  equally  true  as  important  ?  It 
is  nfTuredly  ealicr  to  pafs  them  over,  than  to  combat  their  juftice 
and  reality. 

It  is  therefore  as  clear  as  day,  that  the  Emperor,  far  from  being 
incline^!  to  threaten  France,  was  only  inclined  to  remind  it  of  f  he 
obligations  he  was  under  as  Chief  of  the  Germanic  Body,  as  a 
co-eftate  and  neighbour,  to  fuccour  another  ftate  of  the  empire 
againft  unjuft  attacks,  which  evidently  were  to  be  apprehended 
from  the  extreme  violence  manifefted  in  the  temper  of  the  Na- 
tional Affimbly,  and  alio  in  the  meaneft  departments  and  muni- 
cipality 
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tipalitks»  joined  to  a  precipitation,  the  irregularity  of  meafures 
which  do  not  permit  any  delay  in  the  orders  for  eventual  afllft- 
ance  ;  and  it  ift  equally  clear,  that  there  did  not  remain  to  France 
a  ihadow  of  doubt  of  the  true  intentions  of  the  Emperor ;  the 
refult  of  courfe  is,  that  on  the  firft  head  there  was  no  ground  for 
requiring  the  explanations  which  have  been  demanded,  if  the 
French  Miriifter  had  not  been  ablblutely  determined  to  ftart 
objections;

Explanation  refreBing  the  Confederacy  of  Powers'* 

Without  doubt,  fays  M.  Delaflert,  it  has  been  a  period  where 
their  caufe,  or  that  of  the  emigrants  which  appeared  connected 
with  that  of  the  King,  has  excited  the  attention  of  fovereigns, 

Sd  more  {Particularly  of  the  Emperor.  At  this  period  which  the 
inifter  points  out,  before  the  time  that  the  King,  by  the  accept- 
ance of  the  constitution,  placed  himfelf  at  the  head  of  a  new  go- 
vernment* France  gave  to  Europe  the  example  of  a  rightful  King 
fenced  by  atrocious  violence  to  fly ;  protefting  folemnly  againft 
the  acquiefcence  which  they  had  extorted  from  him  $  and  a  little 
afterwards,  together  with  his  family,  flopped  and  detained  prifon- 
ta  by  his  Subjects.  Then  it  concerned  the  Brother-in-law  and  the 
Ally  of  the  King  td  invite  the  other  Powers  elf  Europe  to  join 
with  him  in  a  Declaration  to  France,  "  that  they  all  viewed  the 
*"  caufe  of  hi*  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  as  their  own ;  that  they  de- 

*  mand  that  this  orifice  arid  his  family  be  fet  at  liberty,  and  that 
u  they  (hould  have  power  to  go  where  they  pleafed  *  and  they 

*  require  for  thefe  royal  perfonages  inviolability  and  due  refpeclt, 
**  which  by  the  law*  of  nature  and  of  nations  are  due  from  fub- 

*  jeflj  to  theiir  princes  s  that  they  would  unite  to  avenge,  in  the 

*  moft  iignal  maririer,  every  further  attempt  that  may  be  com- 
«  mitted  or  differed  to  be  committed  againft  the  liberty,  the  ho- 
l*  nour,  and  the  fafety  of  the  King;  the  Queen,  and  the  Royal 
«  Family ;  and  that;  finally*  they  will  not  acknowledge  any  con- 

*  JNtufional laws  as  legitimate  in  France,  but  thofe  which  ihould 
"  have  the  voluntary  acquiefcence  of  the  King  enjoying  perfect 
**  liberty.  But,  if,  on  the  other  hand,  thefe  demands  are  not 
**  complied  with,  they  will  in  conceit  employ  all  the  means  in  their 
tt  power  td  put  a  ffdp  to  the  fcandalous  ufurpation  of  power, 

*  which  bears  the  appearance  of  an  open  rebellion,  and  which, 
*'  frdm  the  danger  of  the  example,  it  concerns  all  the  govern- 
«•  plait*  of  Europe  to  rcprefs."  Thefe  are  the  terms  of  the  De- 
claration, which  the  Emperor  propofed  in  the  month  of  July  1 791 
to  the  principal  fovereigns  of  Europe  to  be  made  to  France,  and 
to  be  adopted  as  the  bafis  of  the  general  confederacy.  He  defies 
a  word  to  be  found,  which  is  not  fan&ioned  by  all  the  principles 
of  the  moft  facred  rights  of  nations;  an<M$  it  pretended,  that 
the  French  nation,  by  its  new  conftitution,  Ws  raifed  itfclf  above 
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the  univerfal  laws  of  all  countries,  in  all  ages  ?  They  could  1 
without  contradicting  the  conftitution  itfelf,  give  it  the  title  < 
League  again  ft  France ;  of  an  union  of  Powers  to  oblige  the  K 
and  the  nation  to  accept  laws  which  they  fhall  have  made :  1 
could  not  give  fuch  a  title  to  a  Confederacy,  whofe  only  view 
to  fuccour  and  fupport  the  inviolability  of  the  King  and  Fre 
Monarchy,  which  the  new  constitution  acknowledges  and  (i 
tions  as  an  immutable  foundation  of  the  government.  At 
time  of  the  detention  of  the  King  and  his  family,  preliminary 
pulaMons  were  made  for  a  defenfive  alliance  between  the  Co 
of  Vienna  and  Berlin,  figned  the  25th  of  July  1791,  impor 
<c  that  the  two  Courts  would  jointly  confult,  and  would  em] 
€€  themfelves  to  accomplifh  a  Confederacy  on  the  affairs  of  Fra 
c<  to  which  his  Imperial  Majefty  (hould  invite  the  principal  F 
iC  ers  of  Europe  j"  Stipulations  which  reft  entirely,  as  pla 
appears,  on  the  avowed  principles  and  views  of  the  Confeder 
as  does  alfo  the  joint  declaration  of  the  Auftrian  and  Pruffian  ] 
narchs  at  the  time  of  their  interview  at  Pilnitz,  on  the  2*ji 
Auguft  following. 

This  Confederacy  was  on  the  eve  of  being  completed,  w 
the  King  and  Queen  were  releafed,  the  royal  authority  refto 
the  maintenance  of  a  monarchical  form  of  government  adopte 
a  fundamental  principle  of  the  conftitution,  and  his  moft  Chrii 
Majefty  declared  in  his  letter  of  the  1 3th  of  September  to 
National  Aflembly,  that  "  he  accepted  the  conftitution,  the 
€(  in  truth  he  could  not  difcover  that  energy  in  the  governs 
**  which  would  be  ncceflary  to  efte&ually  direft  and  prefervc 
"  unity  of  all  the  parts  of  fo  vaft  an  empire  ;  but  that  he  con! 
«  ed,  and  that  experience  only  fhould  decide."  Then  the  '. 
pcror  addrcfled  himfclf  a  fecond  time  to  the  Powers  whom  he 
invited  to  this  Confederacy,  and  propofed  to  them  td  fufj 
their  defign,  as  may  be  proved  by  the  circular  difpatches  w! 
for  this  purpofe  were  received  by  the  Imperial  Minifters  at 
difFerent  Courts  in  the  courfe  of  the  month  of  November ;  an 
T/hich  you  wiil  make  no  difficulty  of  producing  the  copy  b 
with,  No.  9.  This  propofed  fufpenfion  was  cauled  by  theKi 
acceptance  of  the  conftitution,  and  by  the  appearance  that  he 
done  it  freely,  and  in  hopes  that  the  dangers  which  threat* 
the  liberty,  the  honour,  and  the  fafcty  of -the  King  and  the  R 
Family,  as  alfo  the  cxiftencc  of  the  monarchy  of  France,  w 
ceafc  in  future.  It  is  only  in  cafe  thefe  dangers  fhould  be  re 
duced,  that  the  Confederacy  will  again  refume  its  activity. 

Inftead  then  of  this  circular  difpatch  containing  that  whii 
advanced  without  proof  by  the  requeft,  in  form  of  a  decree,  w 
the  AlTembly  prefented  to  the  King  on  the  25th  of  January,  u 
u  the  Emperor  had  endeavoured  to  excite  a  Confederacy  of 
"  fcrcnt  Powers  inimical  to  the  fovereignty  and  iafety  of  Fnu 
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it  (hews  the  direft  reverfe ;  it  fhews,  that  his  Imperial  Majefry 
had  fought  to  pacify  the  other  Powers,  by  engaging  them  to  par- 
ticipate with  him  in  thofe  hopes  which  were  the  motives  of  his 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty's  acceptance  of  the  conftitution ;  lince 
when  the  Confederacy  of  the  Emperor  with  thofe  Powers  has 
only  eventually  exifted  on  account  of  the  apprehensions  vtfiich  it 
was  natural  to  entertain  in  confequencc  of  a  revolution  which,  to 
mike  ufe  of  Monf.  Dclaflert's  own  words,  "  having  been  accom- 
M  plilhed  with  precipitation,  was  prolonged  by  divifions ;  it  being 
11  impoilible  that  fo  many  contrary  opinions,  lb  many  effort?,  and 
M  fo  many  violent  exertions,  lhould  not  leave  after  them  lading 
w  agitation."  Thefe  fears,  and  the  many  obfervations  which 
refult  therefrom,  have  a  double  motive,  equally  well-founded  as 
infeparable  in  its  objects. 

Inftead  of  the  interior  ftate  of  France  giving  them  reafon  to 
expect  that  the  favourable  predictions  of  M.  Delaflert  would  be 
realized  on  the  recovery  of  order,  the  activity  of  government,  and 
the  execution  of  the  laws  5  on  the  contrary,  from  the  growing 
fymptoms  of  ferments  and  refinance,  the  Powers,  friends  of 
France,  have  the  moft  juft  motives  to  fear  the  repetition  of  the 
fame  violences  againft  the  King  and  the  Royal  Family ;  and  even 
to  fear  that  the  French  nation  wiil  be  plunged  in  the  moft  dread- 
ful misfortune  that  can  attack  a  great  State*  popular  anarchy;  an 
evil  the  moft  infectious  towards  other  nations ;  and  as  more  than 
one  foreign  State  has  already  furnilhed  fatal  examples  of  its  pro- 
grefs,  it  becomes  th»*  duty  of  other  Powers  to  conteft  the  fame 
right  of  maintaining  their  confutations,  which  France  claims  in 
protecting  its  own.  In  confequencc  of  thefe  caufes  of  alarm, 
there  could  not  exift  a  more  lawful  and  urgent  Confederacy,  which 
is  abfolutely  neceflary  for  the  tranquillity  of  Europe. 

He  muft  alfo  difbclieve  the  relation  of  the  beft  authenticated 
daily  events  to  attribute  the  principal  caufe  of  the  agitation  of  the 
interior  of  France  to  the  ft  and  the  emigrants  have  made  to  their 
preparations,  their  projects,  their  threats,  and  to  the  afliftnnce 
they  have  received.  The  impotent  armaments  of  the  emigrants 
did  not  require  the  collecting  of  forces  twenty  or  thirty  times 
more  numerous :  the  armaments  of  the  emigrants  are  diflblvcd, 
while  thofe  of  France  continue ;  and  the  Emperor,  fo  far  from 
approving  their  defigns,  in  lifts  that  they  make  no  attempt  to 
difturb  the  public  tranquillity.  The  Princes  of  the  empire  follow 
his  example ;  no  Power  fupplies  them  with  troops ;  and  the  pecu- 
niary aid  which  may  have  been  afforded  them  through  intereit,  or 
in  confideration  of  their  misfortunes,  is  unworthy  of  notice. 

No,  the  true  caufe  of  this  ferment,  and  of  ail  the  confequences 
which  may  enfue,  is  but  too  manifeft  to  the  eyes  of  France,  and 
of  all  Europe ;  it  is  the  influence  and  the  violence  of  the  Repub- 
lican Party,  condemned  by  the  principles  of  the  conftitution,  and 
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profcribcd  by  the  Condiment  Aflembly;  a  Party,  whofe  afcend- 
ence  in  the  prefent  legiflature,  has  been  viewed  with  dread  by  all 
thofe  who  have  the  good  of  France  at  heart. 

It  is  the  violence  of  this  Party,  which  produced  thole  crimet 
and  fcenes  of  horror,  which  difgraced  the  commencement  of  the 
reformation  of  the  French  conftitution,  called  for  and  fecured  by 
the  King  himfelf,  and  which  Europe  would  have  regarded  wirl\ 
unconcern,  had  not  attempts,  forbidden  by  all  laws  human  and 
divine,  forced  foreign  Powers  to  unite  for  the  prefervation  of  the 
public  tranquillity,  and  for  the  fafety  and  honour  of  Crowns.  It 
is  the  agitators  of  this  party,  fince  the  new  conftitution  has  de- 
clared the  inviolability  of  the  monarchy,  who  invariably  feek  to  fag 
and  overthrow  its  principles,  fometimes  by  motions  and  direft 
attacks,  and  fometimes  by  a  fettled  plan  to  annihilate  it  complete* 
ly,  by  leading  the  Legiflative  Aflembly  to  feize  the  exclufive 
functions  of  the  Executive  Power,  or  forcing  the  King  to  yield  tq 
to  their  wifhes  by  quarrels  which  they  excite,  and  by  the  mlftrufts 
and  reproaches  which  their  manoeuvres  bring  upon  the  King.  As 
they  well  know  that  the  majority  of  the  nation  is  unwilling  to 
adopt  a  Republican  fyftem,  or,  more  properly,  a  fyftem  of 
anarchy ;  and  as  they  defpair  of  fucceeding  to  bring  it  about,  if 
tranquillity  fhould  be  eftabliflied  in  the  interior  of  the  nation,  and 
peace  preferved  with  the  furrounding  Powers,  they  direft  all  their 
efforts  to  fofter  the  internal  troubles,  and  bring  on  a  foreign  war. 

It  is  in  the  firft  of  thefc  views  that  they  carefully  encourage 
religious  difputes,  as  the  moft  aftive  caufe  of  civil  commotions, 
annihilating  the  efFeft  of  the  tolerating  views  of  the  conftitution 
by  an  intolerance  in  its  execution  dire&ly  contrary  to  its  fpirit.  It 
is  to  this  end  they  endeavour  to  make  the  reconciliation  of  the 
different  parties  impoifible  $  and  the  method  they  take  of  reclaim- 
ing one  fide,  which  has  been,  alienated  by  the  fevereft  trials  the 
human  heart  can  fubmit  to,  is  by  depriving  them  of  the  hope  of 
mitigation  or  protection ;  and  while  they  themfelves  are  fcen  to 
attack  and  violate  with  impunity  the  new  conftitution  in  its  moft 
eflential  principles,  they  excite  the  public  enthuliafm  for  its  im- 
mutability and  perfection,  and  yet  baffle  the  deiire  of  rendering 
it  permanent  by  the  temperate  improvements  of  judgment  ana 
experience,  not  kfs  important  towards  its  eflcntial  end,  the 
eftablifhment  of  free  monarchy,  than  neceflary  to  reunite  al) 
claffes  in  unanimity,  and  refto^e  that  order  and  energy  which 
arc  abfolutely  requisite  for  internal  government.  But  knowing 
well  that  their  rxiftence,  and  the  fucceis  of  their  views,  depend 
only  on  the  degree  of  enthufiafm  which  they  may  excite  in  the 
nation,  ihey  have  provoked  the  prefent  crifis  between  France  and 
foreign  ppwers.  It  is  for  this  purpofe,  therefore,  that  they  have 
induced  the  government  to  laviih  the  public  revenue,  inefficient 
for  the  current  expences  and  the  fupport  of  the  credit  of  the  State, 
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in  armaments  for  war,  under  the  pretext  of  making  head  againft 
the  aflemblage  of  four  thoufand  emigrants  in  Germany,  but  in 
reality  with  the  evident  intent  that  thefe  armaments,  accompanied 
with  menacing  language,  {hall  infallibly  provoke  counter  anna* 
pents,  and  finally  an  open  rupture  with  the  Emperor  and  empire* 

Inftead  of  appeafing  the  juft  apprehenfions  which  the  foreign 
Powers  have  entertained  for  a  long  time  on  account  of  the  wild 
projec~b  of  feducing  other  nations  to  anarchy  and  revolt,  they  plot 
at  this  day  with  a  publicity  of  declarations  and  meafures  without 
example  in  the  hiftory  of  any  civilized  government ;  they  were 
right  in  imagining  that  fovcreigns  would  not  treat  with  indif- 
ference and  contempt  their  furious  and  calumniating  harangues, 
when  they  fhould  fee  that  the  National  AflcmMy  tolerates  them 
in  its  bofom,  collects  them,  and  even  owns  their  publication. 
They  imagined  they  would  drive  the  Emperor  to  extremities,  and 
force  him  into  hoftile  ineafuhes  (which  might  draw  off  the  atten- 
tion and  alarms  of  the  nation)  by  nouriihing  the  new  plan  of 
revolt,  which  has  been  lately  difcovered  in  the  Low  Countries, 
and  of  which  it  is  fo  well  known,  that  no  doubt  remains  of  its 
focus  exifting  at  Douay,  and  that  the  whole  fcheme  was  founded 
pn  the  afiiirances  of  affiftance  from  the  Republican  Party  in  France* 
It  is  in  general  againit  the  Emperor,  and  to  take  advantage  of  the 
unprepared  ftate  of  his  forces  in  the  neighbouring  provinces,  that 
their  defigns,  or  at  leaft  their  firft  attempts,  fceji  directed  ;  ex- 
pecting, without  doubt,  to  prevent  the  conic quences  of  an  attack 
which  would  become  the  common  caufe  of  the  Powers,  by  endea- 
vouring by  negotiations,  and  by  feparate  deceitful  oilers,  to  dik 
unite  them,  and  to  infpire  them  refpectively  with  motives  of  jea* 
loufy  and  rivalfhip ;  but  which  motives  they  could  no  ways  excite 
at  a  time  when  every  thing  contributed  to  fix  on  the  firmeft  bails 
a  lyftem  of  moderation  and  general  repofe. 

It  is  finally  owing  to  the  fatal  influence  of  this  fame  party,  who 
wifh  to  precipitate  a  war  with  his  Imperial  Majefty,  that  the  ex- 
Inordinary  decree  of  the  25th  of  January  can  b<:  attributed  ;  by 
which,  encroaching  on  the  initiative  referved  to  the  King  by 
the  conftitution,  the  Emperor  is  reproached  with  havmcr  violated 
the  treaty  of  union  and  alliance  of  1756,  becaufe  he  vilhcd  to 
Succour  the  King  of  Fran* .s  when  a  prifoner,  and  the  French 
Monarchy  when  nearly  destroyed  at  ihe  period  of  the  2  >  ft  of 
Jane  laft,  though  at  the  fame  time  he  has  endeavoured  to  ;  cr- 
fiiade  the  other  fovereigns  to  accept  the  determination  and  the 
hopes  of  his  moft  Christian  Majeily.  JSy  this  decree  they  require 
the  King  to  demand  an  explanation,  in  the  name  of  France,  who 
is  arming  for  war,  of  the  hoftile  defigns  of  the  Iir.!p«.:ror,  who  has 
not  armed  at  all  ?  who  has  put  a  (lop  to  the  arr.irment-  of  others, 
^und  who  is  obliged  at  this  day  to  arm  in  his  own  defence.  By 
this  decree,  adding  infult  to  injuftice,  it  arrogates,  on  reproaches 
jrithout  proof,  to  prefcribe  to  a  refpe&able  fovereigfc)  xixt  KVq  clt 
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France,  a  peremptory  demand  of  fatisfaclion  ;  as  if  the  rules  and 
cufloms  confecrated  by  the  rights  of  nations  were  to  be  fubje&ed 
to  the  arbitration  of  a  French  kgifhturc. 

Notwithflanding  thefc  oft'enfive  proceedings,  the  Emperor  will 
give  to  France  the  eleareft  proof  of  his  conflant  attachment,  by 
preferving  on  his  part  that  moderation  which  his  friendly  concern 
for  the  fituation  of  th  *  kingdom  rifpu^ ;  he  does  juftice  to  the 
perfonal  fentiments  of  the  Kin«^  his  b-other-in  taw  ;  he  is  far  from 
afcribing  fuch  meafurcs  to  the  majority  of  the  nation,  who  either 
groan  under  the  evil-;  produced  by  a  frantic  party,  or  involuntarily 
take  a  part  in  the  errors  and  prejudices  which  arc  infilled  into 
them  againfl  the  condv.ct  of  his  Imperial  Majefly. 

To  detail  the  <*cum1ianccs  and  the  true  intentions  of  his  con- 
duct towards  France,  without  refer  ve  and  without  difguife,  to  the 
eyes  of  the  King  and  the  whole  nation,  are  the  only  arms  to  which 
the  Emperor  wjihes  to  have  rcc.urfe  to  dcflroy  the  artifices  of  a 
cabal,  who,  eftablifliinj  a  Stiic  within  a  State,  r.nd  relying  on  its 
afcendent  forbidden  by  the  law,  and  on  troubles  and  confufion, 
has  no  other  means  of  fupporting  itfelf  in  the  inextricable  embar- 
rafTments  which  it  has  prepared  for  the  nation,  than  to  precipitate 
it  in  flill  greater  calamities  under  favour  of  which  it  may  accom- 
plifh  its  plan,  of  overthrowing  monarchy,  as  fettled  by  the  con- 
flit  nt  ion* 

It  is  with  this  amicable  and  falutarv  intention,  that  the  Em- 
peror,  at  the  fame  time  that  he  fought,  not  only  in  words  but  in 
actions  to  diflipatc  the  uucallncfs  caufed  in  France  by  the  emir 
grants,  thought  proper  to  fufpend  the  cxiftence  of  the  Confe- 
deracy, and  declare  to  it  his  refolution  of  afiifling  the  State  in  cafe 
of  attack,  to  make  refponlible  to  the  King  and  the  nation  thofe 
who  ihould  commence  hoililities ;  and  doubtlefs  the  French  Mi- 
niflcr  would  not  fuller  them  to  remain  ignorant  of  a  declaration 
word  for  word  fimilar  to  one  officially  made  by  the  Envoy  of  his 
Pruflian  Majefly. 

Finally,  it  is  with  the  fame  view  that  the  Emperor  oppofes 
truth  to  malevolence,  being  perfuajed  that  his  moil  Chriflian 
Majefly,  and  the  found  anil  major  part  of  the  nation,  will  plainly 
fee  the  profcrlions  and  actions  of  a  iincere  friendfhip,  and  acknow- 
ledge his  iincerity  in  endeavouring  to  difpel  the  iliufion  to  which 
it  is  intended  thev  fhould  fall  victims.

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Note  of  ihe  French  Jrr.btifTador  at  the  Court  cf  llama 9  U  the  Im- 
perial Afxnijlcr.  March  nth,  1792. 

THE  Amhaflador  from  France  to  his  late  Imperial  Majefty 
has  received  [nftru&ions  relative  to  the  official  note  which 
the  Chancellor  Prince  cle  Kaunitz  honoured  him  with  on  the 
19th  of  February,  and  alio  to  the  other  pieces  that  were  joined 
to  that  note. 

The  King  had  caufed  thefe  inftrucTions  to  be  fent  to  him  on 
the  very  day  the  Emperor,  to  whom  he  had  the  honour  of  being 
accredited,  died,  The  importance  of  the  communications  he  is 
ordered  to  make,  do  not  give  him  time  to  wait  for  new  creden- 
tials; he  would  reproach  himfdf  were  lit;  to  delay  the  meafurcs 
prefcribed  to  him  which  have  for  their  objedt  the  preiervation. 
of  a  good  undei  {landing,  and  general  tranquillity.  After  all  the 
drcumiiances  which  have  given  mutual  unealinefs,  he  is  happy 
to  have  it  in  his  power  to  propofe  means  for  their  termination. 

The  King  thinks  that  it  neither  becomes  the  dignity  nor  tlie 
independence  of  the    Nation   to  difcufs  objefls  which  he   is  of 
opinion  relate  to  the  internal  concerns  of  the  kingdom  :  But  his 
Afajeftv  obferves  the  afluranccs  given  in  the  name  of  the  Em- 
peror, "  That  far  from  fupporting  the  pro) efts  and  pretentions  of 
u  the  emigrant?*  he  was  deiirous  to  convince  the  French  nation 
11  of  the  falfehood  of  thofe  re|>orts  which  have  been  propagated 
11  again  ft  his  Imperial   Majetly,  and  which   impute  to  him  de- 
H  figns  again  ft  the  fafety  and  independence  of  France,  by  plans 
^  and  alhanccs  tending  to  interfere  in  the  government,  and  over- 
11  turn  the  conftitution." 

His  Majrfty  has  found  in  the  anfwer  of  the  deceafed  Emperor 
fome amicable  and  pacific  overtures,  and  he  has  received  them  witU 
plea  fuse.  As  it  is  however  necefTury  to  remove  all  thole  doubts 
which  have  been  too  much  piolongetl)  he  declares,  that  ucon- 
€€  fcious  of  his  attachments  to  the  French  Nation  and  the  con- 
M  ftitution,  and  equally  trailing  in  the  attachment  of  the  French 
**  People,  he  cannot  behold  without  imeafmefs  a  confederacy, 
iC  the  object  of  which  appears  to  give  juit  cau'e  of  alarm/'  He 
in  confequence  demands  of  his  ally  to  abandon  that  confederacy, 
and  renew  his  aflu  ranees  of  peace  and  union.  He  explains  to 
him  his  views  without  referve,  and  relies  on  the  fame  frankr.efs 
and  readinefs  in  his  declarations)  which  he  expects  as  a  pledge  of 
Eaurunl  fririuUhip. 

The  King  has  charged  his  Amhaflador  to  promife  that  "  as  foon 
iC  his  Imperial  Majefty  ilia!  1  have  engaged  to  diirontinue  alt 
€t  preparations  for  war  in  his  dominions,  r.nd'to  nduo.'  his  mi- 
"  litary  forces  inths  Low  Countries,  and  Brifgaw,  to  the  footing 
*•  they  were  on  at  thefirft  of  Atigufi  1 791,  lus  Majefly  will  alto 
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**  difcontinue  all  preparations,  and  will  reduce  the  Frerch 
"  troops  in  the  frontier  departments  to  the  ordinary  ftate  of  the 
"  garrifons."  It  is  on  this  determination,  the  only  one  becom- 
ing the  dignity  and  interefts  of  two  great  powers,  that  the  King 
has  acknowledged  the  fentimerits  he  expe&ed  from  the  late  Em- 
peror his  Brother- in-law,  and  the  ancient  ally  of  France. 

Finally,  the  Ambaflador  has  been  charged  to  obferve,  that  af- 
ter a  propofal  fo  juft  and  fo  formal,  the  King  relies  on  an  anfwer 
of  the  fame  defcription,  announcing  a  refolution  to  put  a  period 
to  a  fituation  in  which  France  neither  can  nor  will  remain  much 
longer. 

Such  are  the  fentimentt  Which  the  King  ordered  his  Ambaflfc 
dor  to  exprefs  to  the  late  Emperor  the  Kirig  of  Hilrtgary  and 
Bohemia* 

Overtures  of  conciliation  and  freindfliip  are  the  firft  words 
that  Princes,  already  united  by  fo  many  ties,  addrefs  to  one  ano- 
ther. The  m features  propofed  have  for  their  obje£t  the  tafut- 
ing  of  two  nations  from  the  calamities  of  war*  The  Ambaflador 
Congratulates  himfelf  on  the  opportunity  of  prefenting  this  im« 
portant  reflexion  to  the  PrinCede  Kaunitz  :  It  will  be  a  pleafure 
for  him  to  accompli fh  the  jiefire  of  a  monarch,  whofe  chief  ac* 
tions  aim  at  human  happinefs.  The  French  Ambaflador  has  the 
honour  to  renew  his  aflurances  of  the  greateft  efteem*

THE  French  Government  having  demanded  a  categorical 
explanation  concerning  the  intentions  and  meafurer  of 
the  late  Emperor  relative  to  the  prefent  fituation  of  France*  this 
anfwer  is  Tent  in  confequence  of  that  demand;  1  regard  it  only 
as  an  aft  of  complaifance  and  friendly  refpedt  after  the  fteps  ta- 
ken on  the  fubjett  of  this  queilion.  But  a  more  ftrong  reafon, 
becoming  the  dignity  of  a  great  power,  is  t6  refute  with  free^ 
dom,  and  not  to  difcufs  confidential  ^communications  which 
might  be  difgiiifed  in  anfwer ing  for  interpretations  and  requeftt 
with  which  might  be  found  mixed  the  words  of  pesice  or  war* 
accompanied  with  provocations  of  ever  y  kind.  The  juftice  of  the 
motives  and  the  truth  of  the  aflertions  on  which  reft  the  expla^ 
nations  already  given  by  order  of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  are  incon- 
trovertible ;  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Court  and  State,  the  Prince 
de  Kaunitz,  is  therefore  the  lefs  bound  to  add  to  them  at  prefent 
any  new  arguments.    The  King  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia  fully

aidopts  on  this  fubjed  the  fentments  of  the  late  Emperor ;  and 
"trhe  new  demands  which  the  French  Ambaflador  has  fince  been 
Charged  to  make  here,  revert  to  thofe,  which  have  already  been 
compleatly  anfwered. 

It  cannot  be  conceived  that  the  armaments  and  the  proceed* 
jflgs  in  the  Auftrian  dominions  can  juftify  preparations  for  war. 
The  defenfive  meafures  ordered  by  his  Imperial  Majefty  are  not 
.  to  be  compared  with  the  hoftile  meafures  of  France ;  and  as  to 
thofe  which  his  Apoftolic  Majefty  (hall  judge  necefiary  for  the 
fecurity  and  tranquillity  of  his  own  territories,  and  above  all  for 
Rifling  the  troubles  which  the  examples  of  France  and  the 
Criminal  proceedings  of  the  Jacobin  party  foment  in  the 
Belgic  Provinces*  he  cannot  nor  never  will  confent  previoufly 
to  tie  up  his  hands  with  any  one  whoever,  nor  has  any  one  pi 
right  to  prefcribe  limits  to  his  conduA;  With  regard  to  the 
confederacy  in  which  his  Imperial  Majefty  is  engaged  with  the 
inoft  refpe&able  Powers  in  Europe,  the  King  of  Hungary  and 
Bohemia  ftill  continues  to  agree  with  thofe  powers  in  opinion  and 
determination ;  and  they  do  not  think  it  convenient  or  poflible 
to  difolvethat  confederacy,  before  France  has  diffipated  the  cau- 
fes  which  provoked  and  neceflitated  its  birth.  His  Majefty  on 
his  part  expe&s  this  the  more,  as  he  prefumes  too  much  on  the 
juftice  and  reafon  of  a  nation  diftinguiftied  by  its  mildnefs  and 
wifdom  to  abandon  the  hope  that  it  will  not  be  (low  to  with- 
draw its  dignity,  independence,  and  repofe,  from  the  attempts  of 
a  (anguinary  and  furious  faflion,  which  promotes  anarchy,  in  or- 
der to  deftroy  by  infurre&ion  and  popular  violence,  all  exercife, 
all  forts  of  authority,  laws  and  principles  ;  and  by  an  illufive 
/Jnockery  of  words  is  attempting  to  rob  the  mod  Chriftian  King 
of  his  liberty,  to  deftroy  every  conftitution,  and  all  regular 
government,  and  to  violate  the  faith  of  the  moft  folemn  treaties 
and  the  duties  of  the  moft  facred  public  right. 
;  But  fhould  their  artifices  and  defigns  prevail,  his  Imperial 
Majefty  'flatters  himfelf  that  the  found  and  principal  part  of  the 
jm/jm  will  behold  in  a  confoling  profpeft  the  exiftence  and  fup- 
port  of  a  concert  whofe  views  are  worthy  of  confidence,  and  of 
the  moft  important  crifis  that  has  ever  afiedted  the  common 
interefts  of  Europe* 

This  is  what  the  Chancellor  of  the  Court  and  State  is  charged 
to  reply  to  the  anfwer  which  the  French  Ambaflador  had  been 
ordered  to  make  to  his  late  Imperial  Majefty ;  and  in  requiring 
him  to  tranfmit  it  to  his  court,  he  has  the  honour  to  repeat  his 
aflurances  of  the  greateft  efteem.

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Letter  from  M.  Dumourier,  Mini/ler  for  Foreign  Affairs  in  FraHce^ 
to  AL  NoaiUes,  French  Ambaffador  at  the  Court  of  Vienna. 

Sir,  Paris,  March  19,   1792. 

1HAVE  laid  before  the  King  your  difpatches  of  the  29th  of 
January,  and  the  ift  arid  3d  of  March. 

As  the  affairs  of  Auftria  may  take  a  new  dire&ion  in  conft* 
quence  of  the  death  of  Leopold,  the  King  does  not  expeft  an  im- 
mediate anfwer  to  the  difpatches  transmitted  you  by  M.  Deleffart. 
The  difgrace  of  that  minifter  has  been  occafloned  in  a  great 
meafure  by  the  feeblenefs  with  which  he  condufted  his  nego- 
tiations. 

It  is  dnpleafant  that  you  mould  have  communicated  to  M.  de 
Kaunitz  the  confidential  letter,  of  which  an  extraft,  properly 
made,  would  not  have  furhiihed  that  minifter  with  the  means  of 
a  violent  declamation,  which  could  not  be  injurious  to  the  pacific 
negotiations,  which  might  have  been  perceived  in  the  difpatches 
of  M.  de  Kaunitz,  to  have  formed  a  principle  of  the  late  Em- 
peror's policy.  The  future  negotiation  will  take  a  fimple  and 
dirett  coiirfe — futh  is  the  intention  of  the  King,  which  he  has 
recommended  to  me  upon  entering  into  the  miniftry,  fo  that  all 
the  difpatches  which  you  (hall  in  future  receive,  may  without 
danger  be  prefented  to  the  minifter  of  the  new  fovereign. 

Peace  or  war  depends  entirely  upon  the  Cabinet  of  Vienna. 
What  you  have  faid  relative  to  the  character  of  the  King  of  Bo- 
hemia and  Hungary,  affords  room  to  hope,  that  he  will  reflect 
maturely  upon  the  horrors  of  a  long  and  terrible  war,  of  which 
he  alone  muft  bear  the  expences  and  the  loftes;  even  if  he  were  to 
atehieve  the  ruin  of  France.  I  alfo  think,  that  the  facrifice  of  an 
alliance,  which  has  been  fo  eminently  ufeful  to  his  family,  will 
leave  him  after  the  termination  of  hoftilities  without  any  ally 
wliatever,  and  infinitely  more  in  the  power  of  hU  natural  enemies 
than  before. 

If  he  fhould  favour  the  criminal  fury  of  the  emigrants,  which 
is  a  fubjeft  of  fuch  regret  to  the  paternal  heart  of  the  King,  there 
would  only  refult  to  himfclf  an  equal  ftate  of  feeblenefs  to  that  in 
which  he  fhould  have  involved  France,  and  in  confequence  of 
which  he  would  lofe  all  that  afcendancy  which  the  pofleffion  of 
the  Imperial  throne  for  two  hundred  years  has  given  to  his  pre- 
deceffors ;  he  would  likewife,  perhaps,  lofe  that  exalted  dignity— 
and  fhould  he  afterwards  be  attacked  by  his  Allies  of  the  prefent 
moment,  France,  exhaufted  slnd  torn  in  pieces  by  a  civil  war, 
which  might  laft  even  after  the  foreign  one  had  ceafed,  would  be 
unable  to  afford  him  afSftance  agarnft  his  new  enemies. 

This  is  a  true  pitture  of  the  dangers  attendant  upon  his  fuccefs. 
On  the  contrary,  fhould  the  iffue  of  the  war  prove  unfavourable 
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to  the  offending  Powers,  the  victories  of  France  would  affefl:  the 
King  of  Bohemia  and  Hungary  alone,  on  account  of  the  vicinity 
of  his  territories  to  our  frontiers.  It  is  poffible  that  the  profpeft 
of  a  fpeedy  coronation  may  be  held  out  to  him,  of  which  his  ac- 
celerating the  war  may  be  made  a  condition  ;  but  this  diftin&ion 
of  head  of  the  Empire,  and  head  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria,  can- 
not avail  him  for  one  minute.  From  that  moment  the  ties  will  bo 
broken,  and  the  war  will  become  perfonal  to  him.  Thus  he  alone 
till  have  to  fuftain  all  its  weight,  as  already  obferved. 

What  can  be  the  motives  of  fuch  a  war  ? — The  claims  upon  Al- 
ike and  Lorraine  ? — Thcfe  can  be  adjufted  by  negotiation  alone  ; 
and,  on  the  contrary,  war  will  break  off  all  meafures  of  accom- 
modation. 

The  caufe  of  the  emigrants  ?— The  King  attefht  that  he  has 
employed  every  means  in  his  power  to  induce  them  to  return  to 
France.  They  are  adting  in  open  difobedience  to  his  Maiefty,  and 
as  criminals  to  their  country.  Car)  the  King  of  Bohemia  and 
Hungary  take  upon  him  to  defend  rebels  ?  and  would  not  the 
example  be  dangerous  to  himfelf  ? 

Our  armament  ? — It  was  provoked  by  the  treaty  of  Pilnitz,  and 
bf  the  afylum  granted  to  the  refugees  on  the  frontiers.  It  is 
purely  defenfive ;  and,  as  a  proof  of  it,  the  King  has  not  ordered 
a  fleet  to  be  equipped,  merely  becaufe  England  has  not  exhibited 
any  fymptoms  of  menace. 

I  (hall  fay  nothing  of  the  clubs  and  pamphlets,  which  have  beeq 
fo  repeatedly  complained  of:  if  this  were  a  juft  motive  for  war, 
all  Europe  would  long  fi nee  have  undertaken  a  crufade  againff 
Great  Britain,     It  is  in  our  con  fti  tut  ion — it  is  in  our  laws — it  is 
in  our  Declaration  of  Rights  itfelf,  that  the  chiefs  of  nations  may 
find  our  principles,  and  the  foundation  of  our  conduit.     The 
King  of  the  French  has  the  new  conftitutio.n  engraven  upon  his 
heart— it  has  his  firm  attachment — it  has  his  belt  wiihes.     His 
conduit  will  be  invariable,  and  the  open  fincerity  of  his  negotia- 
tion may  be  relied  upon.    Such  is  that  perfuafion  with  which  you 
ought  to  infpire  the  new  King  and  his  miniftcrs,  which  ought  to 
deprive  them  of  every  motive  of  war. 

The  head  of  a  great  free  nation,  the  Kint^  will  do  every  thing 
confident  with  his  dignity  to  avoid  a  war  founded  on  motives,  fo 
anjuftifiable.  If  circumftances,  or  the  blind  infatuation  of  the 
chiefs  of  other  nations,  compel  him  to  defend  himfelf,  he  will 
prefent  to  the  French  nation  the  negotiations  which  he  (hall  have 
made,  in  order  to  procure  peace,  and  will  derive  from  it  the  re- 
fbnrces  and  energy  neceffsry  to  carry  on  war. 

A  concert  of  Powers  is  evidently  formed  agamft  France.  This 
concert  can  hardly  exift  beyond  \h$  prcfent  moment,  becaufe  it 
ftrikes  at  the  root  of  order  and  found  policy.  It  cannot  remain ; 
it  muft  neceflarily  ceafe,  either  after  or  during  the  wa{.    In  either 
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calc,  the  head  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  will  remain  alone  exhaufted 
of  men  and  money.  All  danger  of  hoftility  would  ceafe,  on  re- 
ceiving a  frank  and  open  declaration  on  the  part  of  the  Court  of 
Vienna,  and  a  mutual  difarming  would  inftantly  take  place. 

The  pretext  of  the  neceflity  of  a  large  body  in  the  Low  Coun- 
tries, to  prevent  the  fpirit  of  revolution  from  fpreading  there,  is 
by  no  means  a  Efficient  motive.  The  more  troops  are  aflembled 
in  thefe  five  provinces,  the  more  will  the  inhabitants  be  harafled, 
opprefled,  and  excited  to  infurrefiion.  Armies  cannot  reftrain  a. 
people  when  they  wifh  to  be  free.  The  more  force  is  oppofed,  the 
greater  energy  rifes,  till  it  becomes  fury,  which  cannot  be  refilled. 
Genoa  may  afford  an  example  to  the  Houfe  of  Auftria.  This 
fmall  town  routed  a  whole  army. 

The  French  revolution  affords  an  example  ftill  more  {hiking. 
Allow  the  Belgic  provinces  to  be  happy,  and  to  maintain  their 
conftitution,  and  they  will  remain  in  tranquillity.  The  Court 
of  Vienna  well  knows  who  have  excited  the  Belgic  difturbances. 
It  knows  well  that  the  Conftituent  Affembly  rejected  the  Belgic 
provinces,  becaufe  their  Theocratic  revolution  was  the  reverie  of 
ours. 

To  their  new  Allies  they  are  indebted  for  this  bad  piece  of  fer- 
vice,  and  if  they  fiiould  no  longer  interfere  in  the  affairs  of  Flan* 
ders,  provided  it  enjoyed  a  good  government,  the  ordinary  garri- 
fons  would  be  fufficient  for  its  fecurity.  The  diminution  of  the. 
troops  in  this  province  is  then  rieceffary  to  prove  the  good  inten- 
tions of  the  King  of  Hungary,  as  well  a3  the  expulfion  of  all  the 
emigrants  who  are  convened  in  arms  from  the  Auftrian  dominions. 
This  example  would  influence  the  inferior  fovereigns  of  the  Ger~ 
manic  league ;  in  a  fhort  time  the  aflemblement  of  troops,  and 
fufpicions  of  hoftilities,  would  ceafe  on  both  fides.  All  the  me- 
naces and  preparation  of  war  will  difappear,  and  nothing  will 
remain  but  to  adjuft  in  an  amicable  mahner  the  claims  of  the 
princes.  This  cannot  be  done  amidft  the  din  and  buftle  of  armies. 
As  to  the  concert  of  Powers,  as  it  has  only  one  object,  which 
ought  not  to  exift  ;  as  it  is  a  political  monster,  it  will  deftroy 
kfclf,  and  there  will  remain  only  the  means  of  better  fecuring  the 
peace  of  Europe. 

Such,  Sir,  is  the  bafis  on  which  the  King  orders  you  to  treat 
with  the  Court  of  Vienna,  that  you  may  obtain  an  open  and  de- 
cifive  anfwer.  I  will  lay  before  his  Majefty  the  account  of  the 
fuccefs  of  your  negotiation  ;  and  I  am  perfuaded  that,  by  holding 
out,  with  all  the  energy  of  truth,  thefe  powerful  interefts  to  the 
Court  of  Vienna,  you  will  foon  be  able  to  determine  the  iffiie  o£ 
this  political  crifis,  which  cannot  be  of  a  long  duration.

Sir,  id  April,  1792. 

I  YESTERDAY  received  by  the  courier  Duclos,  the  letter 
which  you  did  me  the  honour  to  write  me  on  the  19th 
of  March.  It  was  on  the  fame  day  that  the  anfwer  went  off  to 
the  laft  note,  which  I  had  been  charged  to  tranfmit  to  the  mi- 
jiiftry.  I  conformed  entirely  to  the  communication  made  on  the 
I  ft  of  March  to  the  National  Ailembly.  You  will  haye  feen,  Sir, 
what  has  been  the  refult.  There  is  no  doubt  that  affiiirs  in  reality 
have  not  afliimed  a  new  appearance  fince  the  death  of  the  Em- 
peror Leopold,  nor  has  any  change  taken  place  which  ought  to 
ftrengthen  the  hopes  of  thofe  who  entertain  fincere  wifhes  for  the 
general  tranquillity.  The  young  King,  as  \  have  formerly  informed 
you,  will  neceflarily  allow  himlclf  to  be  guided  in  the  commence* 
inent  of  his  reign ;  and  if  not  his  own  character,  will  at  lean* 
in  the  condutt  of  his  miniftry,  difplay  great  inflexibility  of  prin- 
ciple. 

I  have,  Sir,  availe4  myfelf  of  the  letter  of  M.  Deleflart,  under 
fht  title  of  an  "  Extract,  communicated  confidentially."  1  did 
not  communicate  the  whole  letter.  I  prefcrved,  however,  a  great 
part  of  it,  becaufe  the  expreffions  were  fo  moderate  as  to  give  me 
reafon  to  hope  for  the  greatcft  fuccefs.  The  experience  which  I 
had  from  a  residence  of  nine  years,  induced  m:  to  adopt  this  ftcp. 
The  Auftrian  Minifter  all  at  once  made  a  declaration  of  fentiments 
which  before  he  had  difiembled — the  letter  of  M.  Deleflart  wasj 
taken  in  pieces,  and  detached  paflages  were  perverted  to  a  con* 
ftruftion  foreign  to  their  real  moaning. 

Thefe  refle&ions  are  not  intended  to  juftify  myfelf,  but  to  pre- 
fent  a  ftatcment  of  the  real  difpofitions  of  the  Court  of  Vienna. 
Can  my  laft  note  have  given  ground  for  thofe  violent  declama- 
tions, which  are  to  be  found  in  the  Auftrian  anfwer,  and  which 
brings  back  to  the  very  point  from  which  we  fct  out  laft  July  ?  It 
is  not  neceflary  for  me  now  to  difiemble  thofe  efforts  which  1  have 
made  to  perfuade  the  miniftry  here,  that  if  they  were  defirous  to 
lecture  their  own  repofe,  and  promote  ours,  they  ought  to  avoid 
all  cenfure  of  our  internal  adminiftration.  I  have  inceftantly  re- 
peated, that  cenfure,  only  allowable  in  private  conversation,  when 
committed  to  minifterial  communications,  become  the  moft  fen- 
fible  affront  to  the  honour  of  a  nation.  What  effeft,  Sir,  have 
thefe  reprefentations,  fo  ftrongly  urged,  produced  ?  You  have  at 
prefent  in  your  hands  the  communication  of  March  1 8th ;  the

prefcription*  It  was  fimply  a  procefs  between  the  King  of  France 
and  the  Pope ;  it  is  now  a  procefs  between  the  French  nation 
nd  the  King  of  the  French  on  one  part,  and  the.  Pope  on  the 
o&er* 

At  the  worft,  it  can  only  be  terminated  by  granting  an  in* 
dcmpity,  in  the  fame  manner  as  to  the  German  princes  having 
pofleffions  in  A 11  ace* 

The  miniftry  of  Vienna  might  have  known  by  the  conduct  of 
the  National  Afiembly,  and  by  the  conftitution,  which  muft  be 
read,  that  we  may  be  underftood— and  which  conftitution  has 
been  acknowledged  by  the  Emperor  Leopold,  that  we  renounce  all 
conqueft  for  war ;  it  is  not,  therefore,  in  our  power  to  defire  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Netherlands  tp  throw  themfelves  into  the  arms 
of  France* 

M.  de  Cobentzel  does  not,  any  more  than  yourfclf,  place  any 
confidence  in  the  obfervations  which  he  made  to  you.  Inftead  of 
tending  to  a  pacific  negotiation,  they  would  tend  to  break  off  all 
kind  of  negotiations.  It  is  impoflible  the  King  can  wait  any 
longer.  It  is  impoffible  that,  after  he  has  been  invited  by  the 
Kational  Affembly  to  demand  a  categorical  anfwer,  he  fhould 
fufier  this  negotiation,  on  which  the  rate  of  Europe  depends,  to 
be  farther  protracted.  It  is  ridiculous  to  demand,  within  eight 
days,  the  confutation  of  worn-out  arguments,  which  are  em- 
ployed fimply  to  gain  time, 

Entrufted  with  their  ptefentatlon,  and  with  the  confidence  of  a 
peat  nation,  he  daily  expects  a  categorical  anfwer.  By  my  firft 
difpatches  you  are  informed  in  what  this  anfwer  muft  confift. 

.If  the  fucceffor  of  Leopold  be  willing  to  obferve  his  treaties 
with  France,  he  muft  without  hefitation  break  off  thofc  which  he 
has  made  unknown  to  her,  and  with  hoftile  intentions  againft 
her.  He  muft  alfo  withdraw  thofe  <roops  by  whom  we  are 
threatened,  becaufc  fuch  a  ftate  of  perplexity  is  contrary  both  to 
the  proceedings  of  an  ancient  Ally,  and  to  the  interefts  of  the 
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Court  of  Vienna.  If  this  declaration  be  not  very  fpeedy  and 
▼cry  fincere,  the  King  will,  on  the  return  of  the  courier  whoa 
you  fhall  fend,  confider  himfelf  as  decidedly  in  a  ftate  of  war,  anc 
he  will  be  fupported  by  the  whole  nation,  which  is  eager  for  a 
prompt  decifion.  Endeavour,  Sir,  to  finifh  this  negotiation,  fostt 
way  or  other,  before  the  15th  of  April.  If  from  this  moment 
to  that  epoch,  we  fliould  be  informed,  that  the  troops  remain  01 
the  frontiers,  and  receive  reinforcements,  it  will  no  longer  be 
poffible  to  reftrain  the  juft  indignation  of  a  free  and  fpirited  na> 
tion,  which  it  is  in  vain  to  feek  to  vilify,  to  intimidate,  or  to  in* 
pofe  upon,  until  all  preparations  be  ready  to  attack  it.  I  expefl 
from  you,  Sir,  ail  the  energy  which  becomes  the  French  nation 
You  will  preferve  its  dignity,  by  fpeaking  freely,  and  by  fpcedilj 
coming  fome  way  or  other  to  a  conclufion. 


Letter  from  the  King  of  the  French  to  the  King  of  Hungary. 

Sir,  my  Brother  and  Nephew, 

THE  tranquillity  of  Europe  depends  on  the  anfwer  which  yon 
Majefty  fliall  make  to  the  conduft  which  is  due  from  me  ti 
the  great  interefts  of  the  French  nation — to  its  glory,  and  to  tlw 
fafety  of  the  unfortunate  vi&ims  of  that  war  with  which  a  power 
fui  combination  threatens  France.  Your  Majefty  cannot  doub 
that  I  freely  and  voluntarily  accepted  the  conftitution— I  havt 
fworn  to  maintain  it — my  repofe  and  my  honour  are  infeparaM] 
eonneftcd  with  it — my  fate  is  linked  with  that  of  the  nation 
whofe  hereditary  reprefentative  I  am,  and  which,  in  fpite  of  the 
calumnies  thrown  out  againft  it,  merits,  and  fhall  always  poflefi. 
the  efteem  of  all  nations. 

The  Frencli  have  fworn  to  live  free  or  to  die — I  am  pledged  bj 
the  fame  oath. 

The  Sieur  dc  Maulde,  whom  I  fend  as  Ambailador  Extraordi- 
nary to  your  Majefty,  will  explain  to  you  the  means  to  avert  thoft 
calamities  of  war  which  threaten  Europe.  With  thefc  fentimentJ 
I  remain,  &c.  &c.

Letter  from  M.  Noaillcs  to  the  French  Minjfierfor  Foreign  Affairs* 

Sir,  $th  Aprils  1792* 

YOUR  difpatches  of  the  27th  of  March  were  brought  to  ml 
by  the  courier  Dorville,  on  the  4th  of  April.     I  immed& 
*tely  obeyed  the  inftru&ions  contained  in  them,  by  vifiting  th*

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Count  Coblentzel,  Vice-chancellor  of  the  State  and  of  Court,  1 
preferred  addreffing  myfclf  to  him,  becaufe  he  is  more  accefllble 
than  M.  the  Prince  dc  Kaunitz,  and  becaufe  I  was  fure  by  his 
means  of  introducing  whatever  I  chofe  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
fovereign. 

I  faid  every  thing  to  the  Vice-chancellor  wh>  h  could  produce  a 
definitive  explanation,  fuch  as  you  wiflied.     r  reprefented  to  him 
how  much  our  uncailnefs  increafed  every  day  upon  obferving  the 
toftile  preparations  directed  againft:  us.     «  I  faid  it  was  in  vain  to 
object  to  our  arming,  or  to  our  armaments-,  that  it  was  well 
known  they  had  been  provoked  5  that  we  were  dcflrous  of  being 
able  to  have  confidence  in  the  conduct  of  foreign  Powers  with  re* 
g^rd  to  us ;  that  they  had  reafon  to  be  eafy  with  regard  to  our 
conduct  i  that  if  malice  had  been  lefs  cxercifed  againft  us,  we 
would  have  quietly  concluded  the  work  of  our  regeneration  ;  that 
the  Court  of  Vienna  had  begun  a  league  or  plot  againft  us,  by 
granting  an  afylum  and  protection  to  the  emigrants,  and  coun- 
tenancing their  agents ;  and  that  at  prefent  they  had  afTcmblcd 
forces  in  the  Brifgaw,  which  were  to  us  very  fufpicious  :  That  the 
tranquillity  of  the  Low  Countries  did  not  require  any  thing  like 
it  j  chat  we  wanted  better  aflurances  than  words ;  that  fimple 
pacific  aflurances  aj  prefent  appeared  to  us  calculated  folely  to 
gain  time ;  that  at  length  things  were  come  to  that  pitch,  that  I 
had  a  pofitive  order  to  demand  a  declaration  by  which  the  Court 
of  Vienna  fhould  renounce  her  armaments  and  the  coalition,  or 
to  make  known  in  default  thereof,  that  the  King  would  confider 
himfelf  to  be  in  a  ftate  of  war  with  Auftfia,  and  that  he  would  be 
ftrongly  fupported  by  the  whole  nation,  which  was  anxious  for  a 
fpeedy  decifion." 

Count  Cobentzel  undertook  to  juftify  his  Court  from  the  hoftile 

views  imputed  to  it.     "  He  protefted  that  the  King  of  Bohemia 

"was  by  no  means  inclined  to  meddle  with  our  interior  concerns, 

and  did  not  defign  by  any  means  to  fupport  the  intcrcfl  >  of  the 

emigrants ;  he  repeated  what  he  had  often  faid  before,  that  they 

had  fent  reinforcements  to  Brifgaw,  as  they  thought  them  necef- 

firy  to  prefervc  order  and  juftice  in  the  country,  and  that  they 

might  fuccour  the  States  of  the  empire  which  had  rcquclted  it  of 

their  neighbours.    I  obferved,  that  fo  many  precautions,  after  the 

concert  that  was  known  to  us,  juftificd  our  alarms.     I  infifted 

especially  upon  the  conclufion  of  this  concert,  fo  contrary  to  what 

we  might  expect  from  our  Ally." 

The  reply  of  Count  Cobentzel  confirmed  me  in  my  former 
opinion,  that  his  Court  did  not  wilh  to  attack  us,  but  would 
requiiitions,  which  it  would  be  difficult  to  avoid  without  a 
He  faid,  that  the  concert  was  no  longer  peribnal  to  the 
of  Hungary;  that  he  could  not  withdraw  himfelf,  but  with

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maineJ  to  be  fettled  with  France  was  brought  to  a  eonclufion. 
He  fpeciiied  to  mc  three  points  : 

!.  That  fatisfaftion  fliould  be  given  to  the  Princes  pofleffioned 
in  Lorraine  and  Alface. 

2.  That  fatisfaftion  fhould  be  given  to  the  Pope  for  the  county 
of  Avignon. 

3.  That  meafures  fliould  be  taken  on  our  part  to  that  purpole; 
and  that  our  government  fliould  have  a  fufficient  power  to  reprefs 
whatever  might  give  uncafinefs  to  other  States. 

All  the  arguments  on  our  part  being  exhaufted,  and  the  fyftem 
cftabliihcd  here  not  having  the  appearance  of  being  near  a  change] 
I  afked  Count  Cobcntzcl,  if  for  anfwer  to  the  reprefentationj 
which  I  had  made  him,  I  might  fay,  that  his  Court  adhered  to 
the  official  note  of  the  10th  of  March.  The  Minifter  perceiving 
himfclf  furrounded  by  the  circle  which  I  had  drawn,  faid,  that 
he  would  take  directions  of  his  Majcfty,  and  inform  me  of  what 
he  fhould  be  ordered  to  fay. 

M.  de  Bichoffswcrdcr  fet  out  this  day  upon  his  return  to  Berlin, 
Me  would  have  begun  his  journey  fooner,  but  that  he  waited  foi 
a  circular  letter,  which  will  be  addreffed  to  the  coalefced  Courts, 
and  probably  to  the  States  of  the  Empire,  as  co-ffates9  demanding 
from  each  the  afiiftance  that  they  have  propoied  to  give,  eithei 
in  money  or  men,  in  cafe  of  war. 

This,  I  am  informed,  was  the  motive  of  his  delay,  but  I  havi 
no  certainty  upon  the  fubjcc"t.  M.  de  Bichoffswerder  will  flop  al 
Prague  to  fee  the  Prince  of  Hohenlohe,  and  agree  with  him  upor 
the  time  and  place  for  an  interview  between  the  Auftrian  Genera 
and  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick.  This  interview  is  expected  to  take 
place  at  Lcipfic  in  the  courlc  of  a  mouth.  According  to  my  opt 
nion,  the  Court  of  Vienna  has  adopted  a  plan  purely  defenfive 
notwithftanding  the  endeavours  of  the  Court  of  Berlin  to  fugged 
another.

My  Miniftcr  of 
Foreign  Affairs  will  read  to  you  the  report  which  he  made  to  mc 
in  council  on  our  fituation  with  regard  to  Germany." 

fie  Mintfler  for  Foreign  Affairs  then  ivent  up,  and Jianding  by  the 
King's Jtdey  read  the  Minute  of  the  Cabinet  Council  of  France^  aJ- 
ireffed  to  the  King. 

"  Sire, 

fl  When  you  took  an  oath  of  fidelity  to  "the  conftitution,  ycftl 
became  the  object  of  the  hatred  of  the  enemies  of  liberty.     No 
natural  tie  could  flop — no  motive  of  alliance,  of  neighbourhood, 
of  propriety,  could  prevent  their  enmity.     Your  ancient  Allies 
crated  your  name  out  of  the  lid  of  defpots,  and  from  that  mo- 
ment they  forgot  your  Majcfty's  fidelity.     The  emigrants,  rebels 
to  the  laws  of  their  country,  are  gone  beyond  the  frontiers  to  pre- 
pare a  guilty  aggrcflion  again  ft  Trance.     They  wifh  to  carry  into 
its  bofom  fire  and  fword.     Their  rage  would  have  been  impotent, 
If  the  foreign  princes  had  not  feconded,  and  encouraged  their  cri- 
minal manoeuvres.     The  Houfe  of  Auftria  has  done  every  thing 
to  encourage  their  audacity.  The  Houfe  of  Auftria,  who  fince  the 
treaty  of  1756  has  found  us  good  and  faithfxil  Allies !  This  treaty, 
Sire,  fubjefted  us  to  the  ambitious  views  of  this  Houfe.  She  engaged 
us  in  all  her  wars,  to  which  (lie  called  us  as  her  Allies.    We  have 
been  prodigal  of  our  blood  in  the  cruel  tragedies  of  defpotifm. 
The  inftant  that  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  faw  (he  could  no  longer  go- 
.  vem  us  for  her  purpofes,  {he  became  our  enemy. 

"  It  was  Auftria  that  had  ftirred  up  againft  France  the  reftlefs 
Northern  Potentate,  whole  tyrannical  phrenzy  had  at  laft  made 
him  fall  under  the  fword  of  an  aflaflin.  It  was  Auftria,  who  in 
office,  of  which  Europe  {hall  judge,  advifed  one  party  of  French- 
men to  take  up  arms  againft  the  other.  The  note  of  the  Court  of 
Vienna,  of  the  1 8th  of  February,  was  in  truth  a  declaration  of 
Far  \  M.  Kaunitz  there  avows  the  league  of  the  Powers  againft 
v  "  p  b  a  France, 
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France.  The  death  of  Leopold  ought  to  have  made  fome  change 
in  this  ambitious  fyftcm,  but  we  have  feen  the  contrary.  . 

"  The  note  of  the  1 8th  of  March  is  the  ultimatum  of  the 
Court  of  Vienna.  This  note  is  more  provoking  ftill  than  the 
former.  The  King  of  Hungary  willies  that  we  fhould  fubmit  onr 
conftitution  to  his  rcvifion ;  and  he  does  not  diflembie  the  projeft 
of  arming  Frenchmen  againft  Frenchmen. 

€€  Sire,  continues  the  Miniftcr,  in  charging  me  with  thcadmi- 
niftration  of  foreign  affairs,  you  have  impofed  on  me  the  telling  of 
you  the  truth :  I  proceed  to  tell  you  the  truth.  It  refults  from 
this  meafure,  that  the  treaty  of  1756  is  broken  in  raft  on  the  fide* 
of  Auftria;  that  the  maintenance  of  a  league  of  the  Powers,  is  an 
aft  of  holt ili ty  againft:  France;  and  that  you  ought  this  inftant  to 
order  M.  Noailles,  your  ambaflador,  to  quit  the  Court  of  Vienna, 
without  taking  leave — Sire,  the  Auftrian  troops  are  on  the  inarch 
—the  camps  are  marked  out— fortreffes  are  building.  The  nation, 
by  its  oath,  on  the  14th  of  July,  has  declared,  that  any  man  who 
fhall  accede  to  an  unconftitutional  negotiation,  is  a  traitor.  The 
delay  granted  to  Auftria  is  expired — your  honour  is  attacked— the 
nation  is  infuited  -,  therefore,  there  remains  for  you  no  other  part 
to  take,  but  to  make  to  the  National  Aflembly  the  formal  propo- 
sition of  war  againft  the  King  of  Bohemia  and  Hungary." 

27v  Mhiijler  having  read  this  Minutey  the  King  refumed  his  Speech, 

"  You  have  heard,  Meflieurs,  the  deliberation  and  the  decifion 
of  my  council.  I  adopt  their  determination.  It  is  conformable 
.to  the  wifli,  many  times  exprefled,  of  the  National  Aflembly,  ani 
to  that  which  has  been  addrcfled  to  me  by  many  diftri&s  of 
France.  It  appears  to  mc  to  be  the  wifli  of  all  the  French  people. 
Frenchmen  prefer  war  to  a  ruinous  anxiety,  and  to  an  humiliating 
ftatc,  which  compromifes  our  conftitution,  and  our  dignity.  I 
have  done  every  thing  to  avert  war— but  I  judge  it  indifpenfable  | 
I  come,  therefore,  in  the  terms  of  our  conftitution,  to  propofe  to 
you formally  to  declare  war  againjl  the  King  of  Bohemia  and  Hungary"

THE  ties  of  confidence  and  friendflhip,  projected  for  (bme 
years,  as  well  at  Berlin  as  Vienna,  hav*  been  formally  ce- 
mented by  a  defonfive  treaty  of  alliance,  figned  at  Berlin,  on  the 
feventh  of  February,  and  ratified  a  fhort  time  before  the  deceafe 
of  the  Emperor. 

The  King  of  Pruflia,  defirous  not  to  retard  the  communication 
<ion  of  this  treaty  to  your  High  Mightinefles  has  authorized  the 
vnderfigned,  his  Envoy  Extraordinary,  and  Minifter  Plenipoten- 
I       tiary,  to  deliver  to  you  a  copy  of  the  faid  treaty,  which  he  has 
this  day  the  honour  to  prefent  to  you. 

The  ftipulations  it  contains  having  for  their  aim  the  general 
tranquillity  of  Europe,  as  well  as  the  repofe  and  happinefs  of  in- 
ditiduals,  his  Majeiiy  believes  them  to  be  perfectly  applicable, 
without  the  fmallcft  inconvenience,  to  the  pofition  and  interefts  of 
the  United  Provinces. 

The  King  of  Hungary  an:l  Uohemia,  on  his  part,  difpofing 
himfclf,  High  and.  Mighty  Lords,  to  invite  you  to  concur  in  this 
alliance,  and  to  propofj  to  ycu  defenfive  engagements,  fimilar  to 
thofeof  the  aforenr.inec!  treaty,  the  friendfhip  and  intimate  rela- 
tions which  already  unite  the  Court  of  Pruflia  with  the  Republic, 
engage  his  Pruilian  Majefty  to  advife  your  High  Mightinefles  of 
the  overtures  his  Apoitolic  Majefty  is  about  to  make  to  you.   The 
King  cannot,  at  the  fame  time,  forbear  the  teftimony  of  the  fa- 
tkfacTion  he  feels,  on  obferving  the  Republic  adopt  the  fame  prin- 
ciples which  have  determined  his  Majefty's  alliance  with  the 
foufe  of  Auflria. — Wifliing  that  your  High  Mightinefles  may 
fee,  in  the  fame  point  of  view,  the  utility  and  advantages  which 
wiU  refult  from  from  thefe  alliances,  the  King  will  felicitate  him- 
felf  on  the  power  of  contributing,  as  far  as  may  depend  on  his 
Majefty,  to  the  fuccefs  of  the  negotiation,  which  cannot  fail  to 
conduce  to  the  Republic,  and  the  fatisfa&ion  of  all  the  powers 
interefted.

\Thercat  divers  wicked  and  feditious  writings  have  been  printed,  puMimcd,  and 
induUrioufly  difpcrf«.dt  tending  to  excite  tumult  and  diford?r,  by  railing  groundless 
jcaloufies  and  difcontenu  in  the  minds  of  our  faithful  and  loving  fubjcQs,  rcfpe£Hfl| 
tlie  Uws  and  happy  conftiiution  of  government,  civil  and  religious,  eibblifhed  in  thai 
kiugdom ;  and  endeavouring  to  vilify  and  bring  into  contempt  the  wife  and  whole- 
some provifions  made  at  the  lime  of  the  glorious  revolution,  and  Gncc  (Irengthcned 
and  confirmed  by  fubfequent  laws,  for  the  prefer  vat  ion  and  fecurity  of  the  rights  and

dated  June  \%tb,  1792. 

rT,HE  underfigned  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  of  his  Majefty  the 
-*■  King  of  the  French  has  tranfmitted  to  his  Majefty  the  offi- 
cial note  which  Lord  Grenville  addrefied  to  him  on  the  24th  of 
May  laft,  on  the  part  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  in  anfwer  to  that 
which  he  had  the  honour  to  deliver  to  him  on  the  15th  of  the 
fame  month,  together  with  the  Royal  Proclamation  publifhed  in 
confequence  of  it.  He  is  directed  to  allure  his  Britannic  Majefty 
of  the  due  fenfe  which  the  King  entertains  of  the  friendly  difpo- 
firions,  and  of  the  fentiinents  of  humanity,  of  juftice,  and  of 
peace,  which  are  fo  clearly  manifefted  in  that  anfwer. 

The  King  of  the  French  obferved  with  care  all  its  expreffions, 
and  is  happy  in  confequence  to  renew  to  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain the  formal  ailurance  that  every  thing  which  can  intercft  the 
rights  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  will  continue  to  be  the  object  of 
his  moft  particular  and  moft  fcrupulous  attention. 

He  haftens,  at  the  fame  time,  to  declare  to  him,  conformably 
to  thz  defire  ex  ore  (Ted  in  that  anfwer,  that  the  rights  of  all  the 
allies  of  Great-Britain,  who  fhall  not  have  provoked  France  by 
hoftile  mcafures,  fhall  by  him  be  no  lefs  rcligioufly  refpecled. 

In  making,  or  rather  renewing  this  declaration,  the  King  of 
the  French  enjoys  the  double  fatisfaction  of  expreffing  the  wifh 
of  a  people,  in  whofe  eyes  every  war  which  is  not  rendered  ne- 
cefiary  by  a  due  attention  to  its  defence,  is  eflentially  unjuft,  and 
joining  particularly  in  the  wiflics  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  for  the 
tranquillity  of  Europe,  which  would  never  be  difturbed  if  France 
and  Jingbnd  would  unite  in  order  tp  preferve  it. 

But  this  declaration  of  the  King's,  and  the  difpofitions  of  his 
Britannic  Majefty,  authorize  him  to  hope  that  he  will  be  induced 
eagerly  to  employ  his  good  offices  with  thofe  allies  to  difluade 
them  from  granting,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  affifta,nce  to  the 
enemies  of  France,  and  to  infpire  them  with  regard  to  its  rights, 
that  is  to  fay,  its  independence,  with  thofe  attentions  which 
France  is  ready  to  manifeft  on  every  occaiicm  for  the  rights  of 
all  powers  who  fhall  obferye  towards  her  the  terms  of  a  ftri£fc 
neutrality. 

The  lteps  taken  by  the  Cabinet  pf  Vienna  amongft  the  differept 
powers,  and  principally  amongft  the  allies  of  his  Britaunic  Ma- 
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jcfty,  in  order  to  engage  them  in  a  quarrel  which  is  foreign  to 
them,  are  known  to  ail  Europe.  If  public  report  even  were  to 
be  credited,  its  fucccifes  at  the  Court  of  Berlin  prepare  the  way 
for  others  in  the  United  Provinces.  The  threats  held  out  to 
the  different  members  of  the  Germanic  body  to  make  them  de- 
viate from  that  wife  neutrality  which  their  political  fituation,  and 
their  deareft  inter  efts,  prefcribc  to  them;  the  arrangements  taken 
with  different  fovcreigns  of  Italy  to  determine  them  to  aft  hoftilely 
againft  France j  and  laftly,  i'hc  intrigues  by  which  Ruflia  has 
juft  been  induced  to  arm-  againit.  the  Constitution  of  Poland  ; 
every  thing  points  out  truth  marks  of  a  vaft  confpiracy  againft 
free  ftates,  which  feems  to  threaten  to  precipitate  Europe  in  un*» 
yerfal  war, 

The  confrquenccs  of  fuch  a  confpiracy,  formed  by  the  concur- 
rence of  powers  who  have  been  fo  long  rivals,  will  be  eafily  felt 
.by  his  Britannic  Majcfty  :  the  balance  of  Europe,  the  indepen- 
dence of  the  difftn.*nt  powers,  the  general  peace,  every  confider- 
ation  which  at  all  rimes  his  lixcd  the  attention  of  the  Englifh 
government,  is  at  ci.ee  rxpofed  and  threatened.

his  allies  whom  it  may  be  wilhed  to  draw  into  it,  or  who  may  have 
been  already  drawn  into  it  from  fear,  feduftion,  and  different  pre- 
texts of  the  faifeft  as  well  as  of  the  moil  odious  policy.

T^HE  underfigned  Secretary  of  State  to  his  Majefty,  has  had 
■*■    the  honour  to  lay  before  his  Majefty  the  note  which  Monfieur 
Chauvelin  fent  him  the  18th  of  June. 

The  King  alway;  receives  with  the  fame  fenfibility  from  his 
Jtfoft  Chriftian  Majefty  the  affurances  of  his  friendmijp,  and  of 
his  difpofition  to  maintain  that  happy  harmony  which  fubfifts  be* 
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between  the  two  empires.    His  Majefty  will  never  refufe  to  con* 
cur  in  the  prefervation  or  re-eftablifhment  of  peace  between  the 
other  powers  of  Europe,,  by  fuch  means  as  are  proper  to  produce 
that  effect,  and  are  compatible  with  his  dignity,  and  with  the 
principles  which  govern  his  conduct.     But  the  fame  fentiments 
which  have  determined  him  not  to  take  a  part  in  the  internal 
affairs  of  France,  ought  equally  to  induce  him  to  refpect  the 
rights  and  the  independence  of  other  Sovereigns,  and  especially 
thofe  of  the  allies;  and  His  Majefty  has  thought  that,  in  the 
cxifting  circumftances  of  the  war  now  begun,  the  intervention 
of  his  councils,  or  of  his  good  office?,  cannot  be  of  ufe,  unlefs 
they  fhould  be  defired  by  all  the  parties  intcrefted. 

Nothing  then  remains  for  the  underfigned,  but  to  repeat  to

IN  conformity  to  the  exprefs  orders  of  his  court,  the  under* 
(igned  Minifier  Plenipotentiary  of  the  King  of  the  French, 
has  the  honour  to  tranfmit  to  Lord  Grenville  a  copy  of  a  mini* 
Aerial  difpatch  of  the  14th  June,  relative  to  meafures  to  be  taken 
by  the  martime  powers  for  the  abolition  of  privateering,  of  which 
he  has  already  had  the  honour  to  fpeak  to  him  in  one  of  their 
conferences.   To  make  navigation,  maritime  commerce,  and  the 
goods  of  individuals  enjoy  the  fame  protection,  and  the  fame  li« 
berty  which  the  law  of  nations  and  the  univerfal  agreement  of 
European  powers  fecure  to  private  property  on  land;  in  one 
word,  to  fupprefs  that  destructive  practice  which  on  occafton 
of  the  quarrels  of  ftates  and  Princes  interrupts  on  every  fea  the 
molt  neceflary  communications,  renders  abortive  ('peculations  on 
which  depends  often  the  exiilanceof  nations  foreign  to  thefe  quar- 
rels ;  which  fufpends  the  progrefs  of  human  discoveries;  which 
arms   individual  againll  individual,  delivers  the  goods  of  the 
peaceable  merchants  to  pillage,  and  devotes  thofe  who  defend 
them  :  fuch  is  the  honourable  object  of  the  proportion  which 
the  King  makes  to  his  JJritannic  Majefty.     The  King  does  not 
cnnfider  it  in  relation  to  the  particular  intereft  of  the  French 
Nation.     His  majefty  knows  that  the  advantages  which  it  pre* 
(en:s  mult  be  much  greater  for  a  peoule  efleutially  maritime,  am) 

whoA 
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whofe  relations  o(  commerce  and  colonial  pofieiuons,  extend,  fa 
to  fpeak,  from  dne  Pole  to  the  other,  than  to  a  nation  chiefly 
agricultural,  like  France.    This  is  not  therefore  a  combination 
dictated  by  that  rivalfliip  of  power,  nor  by  that  mercantile  rapa- 
city, which  have  fo  long  deluged  Europe  with  blood;  it  is  a 
great  meafure  of  beneficence,  of  juftice,  and  humanity,  which 
has  been  fuggcfted  by  the  general  intereft  of  nations,  by  morali- 
ty, and  by  policy  itfelf,  well  underftood.     This  wifli,  worthy  of 
his  majefty,  and  of  the  free  nation  which  has  formed  it,  is  not  left 
worthy  or  the  Prince  to  whom  it  is  addrefled,  and  who,  as  much 
by  his  perfonal  chara&er  as  by  his  pofition  and  political  influ- 
ence, feems  delrined  to  realize 'it.    Already  in  the  treaty  of  navi- 
gation and  commerce  of  the  26th  Sept.  1786,  France  and  Great 
Britain    have  renounced   this   odious  traffic   in   every  quarrel 
Which  fhould  be  foreign  to  them,  and  at  prefent,  in  the  war 
which  France  is  forced  to  maintain  again  ft  Auftria  for  the  do* 
fence  of  her  independence  and  her  liberty,  the  two  belligerent 
powers  have   fpontaneoully  refolved   to  leave  a  free  courfe  to 
martime  commerce.     Let  this  refolution,  adopted  by  the  two  in- 
terested powers,  become  the  bafis  of  a  new  law  among  nations, 
which  will  ftrengthen  the  bonds  which  unite  them,  and  dirainifh- 
their  motives  of  divifion  and  rupture ;  and  let  a  w?r,  underta- 
ken again  ft  liberty,  give  new  ftrength  to  thofe  ties  of  concord 
and  peace  which  ought  to  hold  together  the  human  race,  and 
infure  its  felicity. 

The  King  of  the  French  communicates  with  a  juft  confidence 
to  his  Britannic  Majefty  thefe  reflexions,  which  appear  equally 
confident  with  his  fentiments  of  juftice  and  humanity,  with  hit 
pacific  difpofitions,  and  with  the  well  underftood  interefts  of 
commerce  and  navigation.  His  Majefty  will  not  diflemble,  that 
the  prefent  ftate  of  Europe  may  prefent  fome  obftacles  to  the 
fpeedy  accomplifhment  of  this  falutary  meafure ;  but  he  alfo 
knows,  that  the  concurrence  of  Great  Britain  muft  add  great 
weight  to  his  recommendations,  and  how  much  it  may  accele- 
rate their  effe&s ;  he  therefore  requefts  his  Britannic  Majefty 
to  communicate  to  him  his  views  or  the  means  the  beft  adapted 
for  procuring  fo  great  a  benefit  for  Europe*.

My  Lord, 

IN  Lord  Grenville's  abfence  I  have  received  and  laid  before 
the  King  your  laft  difyatches. 

His  Majefty  has  been  very  deeply  afflifled  in  receiving  the 
information  of  the  extent  and  the  deplorable  confcquenccs  of 
the  troubles  which  have  happened  in  Paris ;  as  well  on  account 
of  his  per fcnal  attachment  to  their  mofi  Cbrijlian  Mayflies^  and  tbt 
inter  jl  that  he  has  always  taken  in  their  welfare f  as  for  the  earned 
defire  he  has  for  the  tranquillity  and  profperity  of  a  kingdom 
with  which  he  is  on  terms  of  friendship. 

As  it  appear^,  that  in  the  prefent  itate  of  affairs,  the  cxercife 
of  the  executive  power  has  been  withdrawn  from  his  mod 
Chriftian  Majefty,  the  credential!  which  have  hitherto  been 
made  ufe  of  by  your  excellency  can  no  longer  hi  valid.  Hi* 
Majefty  is  therefore  of  opinion  that  you  ought  not  to  remain 
any  longer  in  Paris,  as  well  on  this  account,  as  becaufe  thit 
ftep  appears  to  him  the  mod  conformable  to  the  principles  of 
neutrality  which  he  has  hitherto  obferved.  His  Majefty's  plea- 
fure,  therefore,  is,  that  you  fhould  quit  that  city,  and  return 
to  Kng!anJ,  as  lb  on  as  you  ihall  have  been  able  to  procure  the 
neceifary  paflbortr.  fjr  that  purpofe. 

In  all  the  onverfatioris  that  you  may  have  occafion  to  hold 
before  your  departure,  you  will  take  care  to  exprefs  yourfelf  in 
a  manner  conformable  to  the  fen ti men ts  herein  communicated 
to  you  ;  and  you  will  take  efpecial  care  not  to  negledt  any 
opportunity  of  declaring,  that  at  the  fame  time  his  Majefty 
means  to  obferve  the  principles  of  neutrality  in  every  thing 
which  regards  the  arrangement  of  the  internal  Government  of 


Royal  Family.  He  moll  earnefrly  hopes  that  his  wifhes  in  that 
refpedt  will  not  be  deceived;  that  the  Royal  Family  will  be 
preferved  from  every  acl  of  violence;  the  commijfion  of  which 
would  notfiH  to  excite  fint  intents  of  universal  indignation  throughout 
ail  Europe.

THE  underfigned,  Minifter  for  Foreign  Affairs,  has  loft 
no  time  in  communicating  to  the  Provisional  Executive 
Council  the  letter  communicated  to  him  by  his  Excellency  Earl 
Gower,  Ambaffador  Extraordinary  from  his  Britannic  Majefty. 

The  Counfel  has  feen  with  regret,  that  the  Britifh  Cabinet 
has  refolved  to  recal  an  Ambaflador  whole  pre  fence  attefted  the 
favourable  difpofition  of  a  free  and  generous  nation,  and  who 
has  never  been  the  organ  but  of  friendly  cxprcflions  and  of  be- 
nevolent fentiments.  If  any  thing  can  abate  this  regret,  it  is 
the  renewed  aflu ranee  of  neutrality  made  on  the  part  of  Eng- 
land to  the  French  Nation. 

This  affurance  feems  to  be  the  refult  of  an  intention  wifely 
coniidered  and  formally  expreffed  by  his  Britannic  Majefty,  not 
t§  middle  with  the  interior  arrangements  of  the  affairs  of  France* 
We  are  not  furprifed  at  fuch  a  declaration  made  by  an  enlight- 
ened and  high-fpirited  nation,  who  have  been  the  firft  to  ac- 
knowledge and  eftabiiih  the  principle  of  the  national  fove- 
Teignty  >  whoi  by  fubftituting  the  empire  of  the  laws,  the  ex- 
prefied  will  of  all  to  the  arbitrary  caprices  of  a  few  individuals, 
have  been  the  firfl  to  furnifh  the  example  of  fubjecYing  Kings 
themfeives  to  this  falutary  yoke ;  and  who,  finally,  have  not 
thought  too  dearly  purchafed  by  long  convulfions  and  violent 
ftorms,  that  liberty  which  has  been  productive  of  fo  much  glory 
and  profperity. 

This  principle  of  the  unalienable  fovereignty  of  the  people  is 
.going  to  be  dilplayed  in  a  itriking  manner  in  the  National  Con- 
vention,  the  convocation  of  which  has  been  decreed  by  the 
legislative  Body,  and  which  will,  no  doubt,  fix  all  parties  and 
all  interefls.  The  French  Nation  has  good  grounds  to  hope 
.that  the  Britifh  Cabinet  will  not,  at  this  dectfive  moment,  depart 
from  that  juftice,  moderation,  and  impartiality,  which  it  has 
hitherto  manifeited. 

Full  of  this  confidence  which  refts  on  fa&s,  the  underfigned 
renews  to  his  Excellency  Earl  Gower,  in  the  name  of  the  Pro- 
vifional  Executive  Council,  the  affurance  which  he  has  had  the 
honour  to  give  him,  viva  voce,  that  whatever  relates  to  com* 
.merce  between  the  two  nations,  and  all  affairs  in  general,  fliaU 
be  carried  on  on  the  part  of  the  French  Government  with  the

THE  underfigned  Secretary  of  State  of  the  King,  in  an- 
fwer  to  the  official  note  dated  yeilcrday,  which  he  re- 
ceived from  the  Count  de  Stadion  and  the  Prince  de  Caftel- 
cicala,  Minifters  Plenipotentiary  and  Envoys  Extraordinary 
from  his  Imperial  Royal  Apoilolick  Majefty,  and  from  his 
Sicilian  Maieltv,  has  the  honour  to  renew  to  tliofe  Minifters 
the  affu ranee  of  the  fincere  intereft  which  the  King  has  always 
taken  in  every  thing  which  relates  perfonally  to  their  Molt 
Chriftian  Majefties,  and  which  could  not  fail  to  he  increufed  by 
the  unfortunate  circumftances  of  the  fituation  in  which  their 
Majefties  are  actually  placed. 

It  is  his  Majefty's  moft  ardent  wifh,  that  the  fears,  expreffed

Moreover  it  has  hp^n  refolved,  conformably  to  the  faid  requefl 
made  by  the  Count  de  Stah  rem  berg,  and  to  the  anfwer  of  Lord 
Grenville  to  the  Minifters  of  Their  Majefties  the  Emperor  and 
the  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies,  to  declare,  by  thefe  prefenti,  that 
no  afylum  fhall  be  granted,  neither  in  the  country  of  thegen&» 
rality  ;  nor  in  the  colonies  of  the  State,  whether  in  the  Eaft  or 
Weft  Indies,  to  thofe  who  might -have  rendered  themfelves  guil- 
ty of  the  greateil  of  crimes  towards  the  perfoni  of  Their  Mod 
Chriftian  Majefties,  or  of  their  Royal  Family  :  In  confequence, 
the  neceflary  orders  fhall  be  expedited  to  the  bailiffs  of  the  dif* 
ferent  cities  and  places  within  the  diftrift  of  the  generality, 
flri£tly  to  conform  themfelves  to  the  above  mentioned  intentions 
of  Their  High  Mightinefles;  with  injunction,  that  if,  contrary 
to  all  hope,  attempts  fliould  be  made  on  the  lives  of  Their  Molt 
Chriftian  Majefties,  or  of  their  Royal  Family,  they  may  take 
every  poflible  precaution  for  preventing  the  authors  of  fo  atro- 
cious a  crime,  and  thole  alfo  who  might  have  been  in  any  way 
concerned  in  it,  in  the  cafe  of  their  feeking  an  afylum  in  any 
place  within  the'jurdic~Hon  of  the  generality,  from  being  re* 
ceived  therein,  but  on  the  contrary,  for  their  being  immediately 
drivftn  from  the  faid  cities  and  places. 

.  Letters,  moreover  fhall  be  addrefTed,  on  the  part  of  Their 
High  Mightinefles  to  the  States  of  the  refpeclive  provinces,  to 
defire  them  to  adopt  fimilar  meafures  in  their  refpefiive  pro* 
vincesy  for  effectually  preventing  any  afylum  being  granted,  ia 
any  part  of  the  republic,  to  thofe  who  might  have  committed  or 
have  been  concerned  in  fo   deteftable  crime. 

Extract  oftheprefent  Refolutions  of  Their  High  Mightinefles 
fhall  be  communicated  by  the  Greffier  Fagel  to  Lord  Auckland,

T  ANNOUNCED  to  the  National  Convention  that  overture! 
■*■  for  a  negotiation  had  been  made  in  the  name  of  the  King  of 

f raffia  to  General  Dumourier,  1  mentioned  at  the  fame  time  that 

tdeciium 
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a  decifionof  tlie  Executive  Power,  which  ordered  the  general* to 
liften  to  no  propofals  until  tIm  nrmics  of  defpots  had  tirll  eva- 
cuated the  laud  of  liberty.  The  propofals  of  the  King  of  Pruflia 
were  however  remarkable,  as  tliey  contained  a  precile  acknow- 
ledgement of  th-c  national  authority,  and  of  the  oualitv  of  re» 
prefentative  oi  the  nation  in  external  relations,  which  had  been 
attached  formerly  to  the  political  ejciilence  of  the  conftitutional 
King.  Another  acknowledgement,  no  lefs  remarkable,  wast 
that  the  anci'-nt  order  of  things  deftroved  hv  the  will  of  the 
nation  fince  1789,  was  contrary  to  the  happinefs  of  the  peo- 
ple. 

Such  an  unexposed  acknowledgment,  fpontaneoufly  made, 
without  any  previous  negotiation*  might  incline  us  to  think 
that  the  enemy's  armies  are  in  the  greateft  diltrefs.  There  are^ 
however,  other  motives  equally  prefling,  which  make  them 
think  of  peace — a  kind  of  truce  was  agreed  upon — General  Du- 
rnourier  took  advantage  of  it  to  collect  and  properly  difpofe,  the 
different  bodies  which  were  to  he  joined  to  his  army.  He  made 
in  quietnefs,  and  with  filence,  all  thofe  movements  which  were 
necelTary  to  give  him  a  fuperiority,  by  his  fituation,  and  to  con- 
fine the  enemy  in  theirs.  While  he  was  thus  preparing  for  his 
military  plans,  frequent  communications,  which  could  not  but 
be  advantageous  to  liberty,  were  eftahliihed  between  the  two 
armies.  General  Dumourier  embraced  this  opportunity  of  ex- 
changing prifoneis  of  war.— The  cartel  agreed  on  with  the 
Pruflian  Generals  was  formed  according  to  the  laws  decreed  hy 
the  National  ..Ailembly.  The  emigrant  prifoners  were  not  in* 
eluded  in  it,  and  the  Duke  of  Urunfwick  did  not  even  perfift  in  a 
remonJrrance,  which  he  had  made  in  their  favour. 

A  conference  on  thisoccafion  took  place  between  the  Duke  of 
Brunfwick,  Count  de  Lichefini,  miniflerof  the  King  of  Pruflia, 
and  Lent.  Col.  Adj.  ( ien.  Thouvenot,  who  was  charged  with 
conducting  the  exchange  of  prifoners.  In  this  conference  the 
Duke  of  Drunfwick  expreifcd  himielf  almoft  in  the  following 
terms  : 

Our  nations  are  not  formed  to  be  enemies:  Might  not  forne 
means  be  deviled  for  accommodating  matters  in  an  amicable 
manner  r  AV  e  are  in  your  country  :  It  is  delblated  by  the  inevi- 
table misfortunes  of  war  ;  we  know  that  we  have  no  right  tp 
prevent  a  nation  from  giving  itfelf  laws,  and  from  tracing  out 
its  internal  government — we  do  not  willi  it — we  are  only  inter* 
el  ted  tor  the  fate  of  the  King.  Allure  us,  that  a  place  will  beaf- 
figned  to  him,  in  the  new  order  of  things,  under  any  denomina- 
tion whatever,  and  his  majelly  the  King  of  Pruflia  will  return  to 
his  own  htates,  and  become  your  ally. 

The  moderation  ot  this  language,  from  a  man  who  figned  the 
jnanefeftps    already   nubliflied,  and*  to  which  the  contempt  of 


{be  French  nation  has  done  ample  juftice,  mull  appear  futw 
prifing. 

Lieut.  Col.  Thouvenot  replied,  (  that  the  will  of  the  French 
Republic  would  not  yield  to  any  foreign  influence,  and  that  the 
reprefentatives  of  the  nation,  to  whom  the  valuable  depofit  of 
its  honour  and  glory  was  particularly  intrufted,  would  continually 
peril  ft  in  maintaining  decrees  which  had  been  functioned  by  ge- 
neral opinion/ 

The  Duke  of  Brunfwick  terminated  the  conference  by  faying, 
that  he  would  tranfmit  to  General  I  )umourier  a  memorial  upon 
the  fubject.  This  memorial  is  a  third  manifefto,  worthy  in  every 
thing  of  the  two  former.  General  Dumouricr  received  it  with 
Indignation,  in  which  we  fharcd,  and  which  muft  alio  be  excited 
IB  the  National  Convention,  and  in  all  France. 

It  was  immediately  announced  that  the  truce  was  broken ;  and 
letters  from  the  General,  written  in  a  ftyle  fuited  to  a  man  ho- 
noured with  the  noble  employment  of  conducting  Frenchmen  to 
victory,  procured  an  anfwer  from  the  King  of  PruihVs  aid-de- 
£2xnp,  ftating,  that  the  intentions  of  the  King  and  of  the  Duke 
of  Brunfwick  had  been  mifunderftood  -,  that  a  new  conference 
was  demanded ;  and  that  the  Royal  and  Imperial  armies  would 
not  be  the  iirft  to  break  the  truce.  General  Dumourier  refufed 
to  confent  to  any  new  conference,  or  any  delay  in  the  operations 
of  the  campaign,  unlefs  the  memorial  of  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick 
fhould  be  iirft  annulled.  Such  is  the  actual  ftate  of  things.— 
"What  pafled  during  that  circumitance  will  ihew  the  French  na- 
tion in  that  refpeclable  point  of  view  which  belongs  to  it.  All 
our  proceedings  have  been  marked  with  candour  and  firmneft. 
We  have  abandoned  ftratagem  and  weaknei's  to  our  enemies; 
and  all  Europe  muft  perceive  in  our  conduct  a  people  who  let  % 
juit  value  upon  peace,  but  who  are  not  afraid  of  war.

I  AM  afflicled,  virtuous  Manftein,  to  receive  no  other  anfwer 
to  reafoning  tnfpircd  only  by  rcafon  and  humanity*,  than  a 
Declaration  which  cannot  irritate  but  a  free  people.  From  this 
moment  all  truce  muffc  be  at  an  end  between  the  two  armies, 
and  we  muft  think  of  nothing  elfe  but  fighting,  as  we  have  no 
further  bails  to  negotiate  upon.  Tomorrow  morning  I  fhall  in* 
form  all  all  my  outpofts  of  the  ceffation  of  the  truce.— Do  you 
the  fame  thing  on  your  part. 

I  regret  your  friendfhip,  and  I  lament  two  brave  nations  fub- 
jefted  by  the  caprice  of  a  few  perfons ;  but  you  will  find  French- 
men worthy  of  that  liberty  which  they  have  procured,  and  ready 
to  make  thofe  repent  who  wifh  to  tear  it  from  them.  I  (haU 
immediately  tranfmit  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick's  Memorial  to  the 
National  Affembly.  I  fhall  caufe  it  alfo  to  be  read  in  jny  camp* 
and  I  am  certain  that  it  will  be  every  where  received  with  the 
fame  fentiments  of  indignation.

IT  is  impoflible  for  me,  Sir*  to  continue  either  truce  or  nego- 
tiation, if  you  take  as  the  bafis  the  manifefto  of  the  Duke  of 
Brnnfwick  5  I  fent  it  yefterday  by  an  extraordinary  courier  to  the 
National  Convention. 

I  have  myfelf  ordered  it  to  be  publifhed,  according  to  the 
defire  that  you  exprefled,  and  of  the  notice  you  gave  me  that 
.you  would  publifh  it  yourfelf. 

Kellennan's  army  and  mine  know  it  already  \  and  I  can  only 
-at  prefent  wait  the  orders  of  my  fovereign,  who  is  the  French 
people,  aflembled  in  national  convention  by  its  reprefentatives.

The  Duke  to  Galbaud.— It  is  you  who  have  placed  thefe  cannon* 
They  have  done  us  fome  harm;  and  I  confefs,  that  I  cannot 
conceive  how  you  could  have  a  defign  of  bringing  them  fo  near 
to  our  redoubt. 

Galbaud. — What  you  fay  proves  the  goodnefs  of  our  operation. 
In  truth,  we  are  very  near  to  you.  But  our  foldiers  know  no 
danger,  when  they  labour  for  the  country* 

Brunfwick. — General  Kalkreuth  has  told  me  of  your  propofal, 
as  to  our  giving  up  the  wood  >  you  rauft  agree  that  there  would 

be 
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be  many  more  difficulties,  if  I  were  left  fparing  of  human  blood, 
But,  before  this  arrangement  is  concluded,  let  us  talk  a  little  of 
your  nation ;  I  love  it,  and  that  I  have  proved  more  than  once.

If,  on  the  contrary,  it  is  a  friend  of  humanity  who  holds 

tiiis language,  to  him  I  (hall  fay,  that  the  beft  proof  he  can  give 

of  his  happy  difpofitions,  is  to  evacuate  the  French  territory, 

tefore  our  armies,  who  daily  accumulate  round  him,  &all  force 

him  to  do  fo.

"V7*OU  know,  General,  the  tenor  of  the  fummons 
X  which  I  have  given,  as  one  of  the  generals  of  the 
Republic,  to  the  Prufllan  commandant  at  Verdun.  I  fhould  have 
a  fpeedy  anfwer.  It  is  more  than  time  that  foreign  armies  fhould 
evacuate  our  territory.  This  meafure  is  a  necefiary  preamble  tQ 
every  accommodation  ;  it  is  a  refult  of  a  deliberation  of  the  exe* 
cutive  council  of  the  Republic,  fanctioncd  by  the  National  Coun- 
cil- 

Kallreulh* — J  have  no  particular  million ;  but,  having  profefled 
at  all  times  a  high  efteem  for  the  French  nation,  I  fhall  iSnd  my- 
fclf  very  happy  in  concurring  in  an  accommodation  equally  ad- 
vantageous to  the  two  nations.  I  know  that  the  King  is  very 
much  difpofed  to  hear  all  honourable  propofitions, 

Dillon.— You  are  not  ignorant  that  the  French  nation  has  al- 
ways eftecmed  the  Pruffians,  that  they  have  always  blamed  the 
monftrous  treaty  of  1756}  but  then  the  people  were  flaves,  an4 
the  arbitrary  will  of  kings,  often  guided  by  the  particular  inte- 

fcfts 
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reds  of  the  courtiers,  regulated  the  deftiny  of  nations.  Let  u* 
oafs  over  rhefe  politics ;  and  may  the  two  nations,  better  knowing 
their  own  interefts,  unite  againft  their  common  enemy.  The 
French  nation  has  not  commenced  the  war  with  the  view  of 
conqueft. 

Kalhreuth. — Doubtlefs  there  is  nothing  more  noble  than  this 
declaration;  but  what  fecurity  can  France  gi'.e  for  her  perfe- 
verance  in  this  fyftem  ? 

£)//&*.— Her  intereft,  and  the  franknefs  which  fhould  ferve 
as  the  bafe  of  every  republican  government.  Let  the  King  of 
Pruffia  reflect  upon  this,  and  he  will  regret  having  ilied  the  blood, 
and  diffipated  the  treafures,  of  his  people,  efpecially  fince  his 
true  intereft  was  to  unite  with  us,  and  humble  the  houie  of 
Auftria  }  but,  fince  I  alfo  have  no  particular  mifiion,  I  repeat  to 
you,  that,  before  we  treat  of  fuch  great  interefts,  the  Prufllan 
armies  muft  evacuate  the  French  territory, 

Kalkrtutb. — The  fummons  you  have  given  is  liable  to  much 
obfervation.  You  dittate  laws,  and  yet  you  have  not  gained  a 
battle*  Our  combined  armies  are  as  ftrong  as  yours  :  you  have 
Verdun  ;  but  if  we  had  perfevered  in  guarding  it,  you  would  not 
have  had  it  without  a  victory.  I  hope  that  our  conduit  in  giving 
you  up  the  place,  will  prove  to  you  the  defirc  of  the  King  to 
arrange  affairs  with  France. 

Dillon.— This  affair  being  terminated,  there  remains  another, 
not  lefs  important,  the  furrender  of  Longwy.  The  King  of 
Pruf&a,  by  giving  up  that  place  immediately,  may  prove  his  de- 
fire  of  an  accommodation  with  the  Republic  j  and  I  will  not  con- 
ceal from  you,  that  we  can  march  2co,cco  men  there,  if  it  is 
neceflary. 

Kalkreuth.— Longwy  is  not  occupied  by  the  King's  troops,  fo 
that  the  affair  does  not  directly  concern  him.  What  he  can  do 
is  to  promife,  that  he  will  not  afiift  in  its  defence ;  I  even  think 
myfelf  able  to  allure  you,  that  his  troops  will  take  no  part  in  it. 

Dillons— This  afiurance  is  not  fufficient.  It  is  neceflary  that 
die  King  fhould  ufe  his  influence  for  the  evacuation  of  the  fortrefs, 
without  the  effufion  of  blood. 

KaBtreuth. — I  have  no  power  to  treat.  This  conference  can  be 
only  confidential ;  but  I  am  perfuaded,  that  it  would  not  be  dif- 
ficult to  induce  the  furrender  of  Longwy  as  eafily  as  Verdun. 

Dillon. — The  King  of  Pruflia  may  give  a  convincing  proof  of 
his  difpofitions  towards  us,  by  feparating  his  armies  entirely  from, 
thofe  of  his  allies,  and  ceafing  to  protedt  their  retreat. 

Kalkrcuth. — Y  ou  know  that,  when  travellers  have  promifed  to 
make  a  journey  together,  honour  obliges  them  to  go  through  it. 
It  is  not,  however,  neceflary  that  they  ihould  commence  another. 
I- take  my  Icave^  full  of  efteem  for  the  Frendi  nation  and  for 

vou? 
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you.  I  thall  report  our  convcrfation  to  the  King,  and  I  doubt 
not  of  happy  meafures. 

Dillon. — Adieu,  General 5  I  hope  that  there  will  be  no  cam- 
paign next  feafon,  unlefs  France  and  Pruflia  are  united, 'and  that 
you  will  aflift  in  liberating  the  Low  Countries.  Remind  the  King 
of  Pruflia  that  he  cannot  have  a  more  glorious  alliance  than  with 
a  free  people. 

Kalkreuth. — Rely  upon  me,  and  believe  that  no  perfon  eftimatei 
higher  the  immenfe  advantages  of  fuch  an  alliance,  I  fhould  re- 
joice to  go  to  Paris  myfelf  to  negotiate  it. 

M.  M.  Dillon  and  Galbaud  have  certified  this  conference  with 
their  names.

Yefterday  morning  a  meffenger  from  London  arrived  at  the  hotel  of 
the  Britijb  Ambajfador.  Soon  after  bit  Excellency  delivered  to  the 
States  General  the  following  Declaration  on  the  part  of  his  Britan- 
nic  Majeftjy  to  which  their  High  Mightiness  returned  an  imtnedi* 
ate  Amfwer. 

Declaration* 

THE  undersigned  Ambaflador  Extraordinary  and  Mini  ft  er 
Plenipotentiary  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  has  received  the 
King's  orders  to  inform  their  High  Mightinefles  the  States  Ge- 
neral of  the  United  Provinces,  that  his  Majefty,  feeing  the  thea- 
tre of  war  brought  fo  near  to  the  frontiers  of  the  Republic  by 
the  recent  events  which  have  happened,  and  being  fenfible  of 
the  uneafinefs  which  may  naturally  refult  from  fuch  a  Gtuatton, 
thinks  it  due  to  the  connexion  which  fubfifts  between  him  and 
the  Republic,  that  he  fhould  renew  to  their  High  Mightinefles* 
on  this  occaiion,  the  a  flu  ranees  of  his  inviolable  friendship,  and 
,       of  his  determination  to  execute,  at  all  times,  with  the  utmoft 
J       |ood  faith,  all  the  different  imputations  of  the  Treaty  of  Alliance 
k>  happily  concluded,  in  1788,  between  his  Majefty  and  their 
High  Mightinefles. 

In  making  to  their  High  Mightinefles  this  declaration,  the 
King  is  very  far  from  fuppoflng  the  probability  of  any  intention 
On  the  part  of  any  of  the  belligerent  parties  to  violate  the  terri- 
tory of  the  Republic,  or  to  interfere  in  the  internal  concerns  of 
its  government.  The  King  is  perfuaded,  that  the  conduct  which, 
in  concert  with  his  Majefty,  their  High  Mightinefles  have  hi- 
therto obferved,  and  the  refpeft  to  which  the  fituation  of  his 
Majefty  and  the  Republic  juftly  entitles  them,  are  fufficicnt  to 
remove  any  ground  of  fuch  apprehenfion.  His  Majefty  there- 
fore confidently  expe&s,  that  no  events  of  the  war  will  lead  to 
any  circumftance  from  without,  which  may  be  injurious  to  the 
right  of  their  High  Mightinefles;  and  he  ltrongly  recommends 
to  them  to  employ,  in  concert  with  his  Majefty,  an  unremitted 
attention  and  firmnefs  to  reprefs  any  attempts  which  may  be 
fcade  to  difturb  the  internal  tranquillity  of  the  Provinos. 

His  Majefty  has  directed  this  communication  to  be  made  to 
their  High  Mightinefles,  in  the  full  pe;fuafion  that  nothing  can 
more  efieftually  conduce  to  the  interefts  and  happinel's  of  both 
Countries,  than  the  continuance  of  that  intimate  union  which 
has  been  eftablifhed  between  them  for  the  maintenance  of  their 
own  rights  and  fecurity,  and  with  a  view  to  contribute  to  the 
general  welfare  and  tranquillity  of  Europe.

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ANSWER. 

TftEIR  High  Mightinefles  are  molt  ftrongly  impreffed  by 
the  renewal  of  the  afiurances  which  his  Britannic  Majefty 
has  now  been  pleaied  to  make,  of  his  inviolable  friend  fhip  for 
this  Republic,  and  of  his  determination  to  execute  at  all  times* 
with  the  moil  fcrupulous  good  faith,  all  the  different  ftipulations 
of  the  Trentv  of  Alliance  fo  happily  concluded  in  1788,  be- 
tween his  Majefty  and  their  High  Mightinefles.  The  States 
General  have  never  doubted  theie  generous  fentiments  on  the 
part  of  his  Britannic  Majeftty ;  but  the  declaration  which  his 
Majefty  is  pleafcd  to  make  of  them  at  the  prefent  moment*  can* 
not  but  be  extremely  agreeable  to  their  High  Mightinefles,  and 
infpire  them  with  the  livelieft  gratitude  and  the  moft  devoted 
attachment  to  his  Britannic  Majefty. 

The  States  General,  moreover,  perfectly  agree  with  his  Ma* 
jefty  in  the  perfuafion  that  there  is  not  the  leaft  reafon  to  attri- 
bute to  either  of  the  belligerent  powers  any  hoftile  intention 
againft  the  Republic :  And  indeed,  their  Mightinefles  are  per* 
fuaded,  equally  with  the  King,  that  the  conduct  and  the  ftridk 
neutrality  which,  in  concert  with  his  Majefty,  they  have  hither- 
to fo  carefully  obferved,  and  the  refpicl  to  which  the  fituation 
of  his  Majefty  and  the  Republic  juftly  entitle  them,  are  fuffi- 
cient  to  remove  any  ground  of  fuch  apprehenfion. 

With  relpedfc  to  the  internal  tranquillity  of  the  Republic* 
their  High  Mightinefles  are  perfectly  ienfible  of  the  neceflity  of 
continuing  to  fecure  to  its  inhabitants  fo  invaluable  an  enjoy* 
rnent  and  they  are  not  neglectful  of  any  means  for  the  attain* 
ment  of  that  lalutary  end. 

The  States  General,  in  concert  with  the  provinces  of  the 
Union,  have  already  taken,  and  continue  to  take,  the  neceffary 
meafures  for  preventing  any  interruption  of  this  trarquillity  in 
the  prefent  circumftances.  They  have  the  farisfaction  of  being 
able  to  affure  his  Maje'ty,  that  their  efforts  have  fo  far  been 
Crowned  with  the  defired  luccefs;  and  they  have  reafon  to  flat* 
tcr  tlumfelves,  that,  with  the  blefling  of  Providence,  thofe  ef- 
forts will  be  equally  fortunate  in  future. 

Finally,  their  High  Mightinefles  do  not  hefitate  to  declare* 
that  they  agree  with  his  Britannic  Majefty  in  the  perfuafion 
that  nothing  can  more  effectually  conduce  to  the  happinefs  and 
mutual  intcrefts  of  the  two  nations,  than  the  continuance  of 
that  intimate  union  which  has  been  eftablifhed  between  them* 
and  which  their  High  Mightinefles  on  their  part  will  neglect  no 
opportunity  of  cementing  and  ftrengtheningi  for  the  in  a  in  ten* 
ance  or  the  mutual  rights  and  interelts  of  the  two  countries,  and 
for  th*j  fecurity  of  the  general  welfare  and  tranquillity  of  Europe;

THE  underfigned  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minifter  Pleni- 
potentiary of  his  Majefty  the  Emperor  and  King,  cannot 
help  cxpreffing  his  extreme  furprife,  on  learning  that  the  French 
have  dared  to  make  preparations  to  enter  the  Scheldt,  and  to  pe- 
netrate into  the  country  as  far  as  the  citadel  of  Antwerp. 

The  underfigned  thinks  it  needlefs  here  to  dwell  on  the  greater 
importance  which  he  ought  to  urge  your  High  Mightinefles  to 
take  the  fpeedieft  and  mod  efficacious  meafures  to  oppofe  (b  ma- 
nifeft  an  infraction  of  the  treaties,  which  would  openly  compro- 
mifethe  fyftemof  neutrality  adopted  by  your  High  Mightinefles, 
and  fcrupuloufly  refpe&ed  by  the  Auftrian  commanders. 

He  thinks  it  proper  to  obferve  to  you,  High  and  Mighty 
Lords,  how  eflential  it  is  that  your  high  wifdom  and  conftant  vi- 
gilance (hould  put  a  flop  to  fimiiar  attempts  in  their  origin,  fince 
they  would  prove  equally  noxious  to  the  beft  founded  interefts  of 
his  Majefty  the  Empeor  and  King,  and  even  to  the  tranquillity  of 
your  Republic.

TWAT  fince  the  commencement  of  the  troubles  between  the 
*  Houfe  of  Auftria  and  France,  their  High  MightiaefTes  have 
observed  the  moft  ftrift  neutrality,  and  have  endeavoured  to  con- 
ciliate their  duty  with  the  friendfhip  and  regard  they  have  ever 
manifefted  for  his  Imperial  Majefty. 

That  the  States-General  feel  it  would'  be  departing  from  that 
neutrality  to  fufier  French  fhips  to  go  up  the  Scheldt,  for  the 
purpoie  of  attacking  the  citadel  of  Antwerp.

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ExtraS  of  a  Litter  from  Citizen  Maret  to  the  Minifier  of  Foreign 

Affairs  in  France. 

London,  Dec.  2y  1792.  Firjl  Tear  of  the  Republic. 

I  AM  about  to  give  you  a  fhort  account,  Citizen,  of  a  confer- 
ence I  have  had  with  M,  T.  W.  a  Member  of  Parliament,  and 
true  friend  of  the  two  nations.  A  part  of  the  fubjefts  which  we 
debated  will  be  found  in  the  detail  which  I  muft  afterwards  give 
you  of  a  more  important  interview. 

What  are  the  intentions  of  the  French  government  in  relation 
to  Holland  ?  Can  any  compromife  be  admitted  refpe&ing  the 
opening  of  the  Scheldt?  Such  are  the  queftiqns  on  which  M.T.W. 
defired  to  have  inforqaation,  which  I  have  reafon  to  believe  he 
intended  to  communicate  to  one  of  the  chiefs  of  the  government* 
Is  England  difpofed  to  war  ?  Has  (he  negociated  with  Spain  tq 
alienate  that  power  from  us  ?  On  the  fuppofition  of  peace,  would 
the  Cabinet  of  St*  James's  be  difpofed  to  recognize  the  Republic, 
and  receive  a  French  Ambafladour  ?-— Such  are  the  points  on 
which  I  defired  to  penetrate  into  the  intentions  of  the  EngliQi 
government.  I  began  by  declaring,  that  it  was  folely  as  a  French 
patriot  that  I  would  treat  with  an  Englifhman,  the  friend  of 
liberty,  and  of  the  intereft  of  the  two  nations :  after  having 
heard  this  converfation  M.  T.  W.  fpoke. — My  anfwers  were 
founded  on  the  following  bafts  : 

Before  the  quitting  of  France  I  was  afiured  that  the  Mini  ft er 
of  Foreign  Affairs,  and  the  Executive  Council,  had  no  hoftile 
projects  againft  Holland.  Since  my  arrival  in  England  I  have 
had  acceis  to  all  the  difpatches  addreiTed  to  Noaiile  and  Chan* 
velin ;  and  I  law  nothing  in  them  to  make  me  fuppQfe  that  theit* 
was  any  change  in  the  fyftem  of  the  French  government  on  that 
fubjeft.  The  determination  taken  in  Council  is  founded  on  the 
firft  principles  of  our  liberty;  it  has  been  approved  by  the  National 
Convention,  fan&ioned  by  public  opinion,  and  executed  by  our 
generals— it  is  irrevocable.  It  is,  befides,  free  Belgium  herfelf 
which  has  bur  ft  this  laft  of  her  chains,  and  broken  fetters  ira- 
pofed  on  bcr  by  her  defpot  and  our  enemy.  We  have  not  violated 
treaties,  which  arc  become  null  by  the  faft  of  the  exiftence  of  a 
new  power,  which  could  not  have  been  confulted  in  a  Convention 
in  which  it  was  the  mo  ft  intercfted  :  a  compromife  on  this  point 
would  be,  on  our  part,  injufticc,  feeblencfs,  and  abfurdity. 

The  decree  of  the  19th  of  November  could  not  be  applicable 
to  England,  of  which  the  people  believe  themfelves  to  enjoy  li- 
berty under  a  King,  and  with  a  Conftitution  which  they  may  im- 
prove or  change,  but  which  they  will  preferve  without  cealing  to 
be  (or  to  believe  themfelves)  free.  This  decree  rendered,  on  the 
fttbjcft  of  Germany  muft,  notwjthHanding  the  generality  of  its 

"  ''  ^  exprcffionSj 
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cxpreflions,  have  Germany  alone  for  its  objeft.     It  belts  very 
direftly  on  thofe  nations  of  whom  the  governments  ar$  at  war 
with  us;  it  will  bear  upon  England  if  the  Cabinet  of  St.  James's 
declares  war  againft  us.     The  internal  agitations  of  this  country 
were  fpoken  of;  M.  T.  W.  affecled  to  fay  that  the  Minifter  con- 
ceived no  inquietude  from  them.     It  was  agreed  that  the  Mo- 
narchical  and  Constitutional  Afibciations,  which  the  government 
fupports,  and  the  "  Godfave  the  King97  which  it  pays  at  the  the* 
atre  of  the  Haymarket,  were  its  fole  motives  of  fecurity.     He 
afterwards  complained  of  the  means  which  the  French  govern- 
ment employed  to  agitate  the  Englifh  people,  and  provoke  them 
to  revolt.    I  affirmed  that  our  government  did  not  employ  fuch 
bafe  means,  worthy  only  of  feeblenefs j  that  I  was  fure  that  it 
maintained  here  apoftles  neither  of  rebellion  nor  of  liberty ;  that 
it  did  not  wafte  the  treafures  of  the  ftate  to  create  events  which, 
if  they  were  to  arrive,  mud  be  the  work  of  reafon  ;  and  that, 
befides,  if  we  were  clofely  preffed  on  that  head,  we  fhould  alfo 
have  fome  queftions  to  put  to  Mr.  Pitt. 

In  the  midft  of  thefe  difcuffions  I  obtained  confeffions  which 
conduit  me  to  the  following  conclufion :  Mr.  Pitt,  whofe  prefcnt 
fyftcm  and  fituation  are  fuch  as  I  have  dated  in  my  laft  letter, 
dreads  war  much  more  than  the  ariftocracy  of  opposition*  That 
party  in  the  Minlftry,  at  the  head  of  which  is  my  Lord  HawkeC- 
buy,  and  which  profefles  the  moft  abfolute  royalifm,  dcfires  war  ; 
they  have  the  majority  in  the  Council :  Mr.  Pitt  is  thus  perfonally 
ioterefted  in  our  having  pacific  intentions.  The  Cabinet  of  St. 
James's  has  certainly  negociated  •  with  Spain ;  and  you  are  not 
toiftaken  refpefting  the  fubje&  of  thefe  negociations ;  it  appean 
that  Mr.  Pitt  has  liad  very  little  ihare  in  them.  The  moment  to 
exaft  the  recognition  of  the  Republic  is  not  yet  arrived.  Difficulties, 
it  is  believed,  might  be  now  experienced  by  us  which  we  fhould 
not  have  felt  a  fortnight  ago :  a  preliminary  negociation  might 
bepoffible  and  neceflary.  I  quitted  M.  T.  W.  fufficiently  fatis- 
W,  very  well  difpofed  towards  us,  and  preparing  himfelf,  I  could 
not  doubt,  to  give  an  account  of  this  converfation,  which  has 
probably  facilitated  the  interview  with  which  I  am  about  to  oc- 
cupy you*  You  know  with  what  a&ive  intelligence  a  common 
friend  had  difpofed  every  thing.  The  very  referved  conduit 
*hkh  I  have  held  here,  and  of  which  the  Minifter  was  well-in- 
formed, for  he  did  not  fail  to  have  me  rigoroufly  watched,  has 
removed  prejudices  againft  me  which  I  fhould  have  fuppofed  in- 
evitable. Mr.  Pitt  therefore  defired  to  fee  me  :  the  firft  appoint- 
ment failed  ;  the  fecond,  fixed  for  this  day,  took  place  this  after* 
-  boon. 

Mr,  Pitt.  One  of  your  friends  *  faid  to  Mr.  Long  that  you 
Were  very  defirpus  of  feeing  me  before  you  returned  r?  France.

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IL  B.  Mnret.  It  was  natural  that  a  Frc nchman  mould  have  a 
a  flrong  defire  to  prefent  his  homage  to  a  Minifter,  juftly  cele- 
brated, and  who  has  done  (o  much  for  the  profperity  of  a  power 
which  Republican  France  no  longer  wifhes  to  regard  as  a  rival, 
and  which  flic  defires  to  treat  as  a  friend.  Mr.  Long  faid  to  my 
friend  that  you  would  willingly  converfe  with  me  on  the  intereft 
of  the  two  nations,  and  I  have  confented  to  come  to  offer  to  you 
all  the  information  which  may  depend  upon  me*  I  am  ready  to 
anfwer  your  queftions  with  the  freedom  which  ought  to  exift  be» 
nveen  two  men  who  equally  defire  the  welfare  of  their  country. 
You  know,  Sir,  you  mud  have  been  informed  that  I  have  here  no 
nrflion,  no  authorifed  char  after. 

Mr.  Pitt.  I  know  it.  I  am  myfelf  not  authorifed  to  fee  you, 
but  I  hope  our  converfation  will  not  be  the  lefs  friendly  for  not 
being  official.  Then  Mr.  Pitt  fpokc  to  me  of  his  inquietude  on 
the  lubjeft  of  Holland ;  of  the  alarms  of  the  government  and 
mercantile  intereft  of  England  ;  of  the  abfolute  refolution  of  the 
Miniftry  to  fupport  the  Allies  of  Britain,  and  to  execute  rigor* 
oufly  the  treaties  which  unite  her  to  # other  powers.  He  gave  mc 
afliirances  of  his  fincere  defire  to  avoid  a  war  deftructive  to  the 
interior  repofe  and  profperity  of  the  two  nations  j  he  prefled  me 
to  tell  him  if  the  French  government  partook  of  that  defire :  I 
made  the  fame  anfwers,  at  more  length,  which  I  had  done  to 
M.  T.  W. 

Mr.  Pitt.  It  is  then  very  unfortunate,  Sir,  that  there  has  ex» 
ifted  a  long  time  between  us  a  diitance  iq  injurious  in  its  effects. 
Silence  inflames  on  both  fides  fufpicion  and  diftruft,  and  con* 
firms,  even  if  it  does  not  increafe  them.  Could  it  not  be  pofliblc 
that  we  fhould  find  fome  means  of  communication,  of  under* 
{landing  each  other,  of  coming  nearer  together  ?  If  the  French 
government  would  authorife  any  one  to  treat  with  us,  it  would 
find  us  difpofed  to  liften  to  him,  and  to  behave  with  cordiality  and 
confidence. 

H.  B.  Maret.  You  fpeak,  Sir,  of  a  fecret  agent — I  fbrefee  a 
difficulty : — You  know  that  in  France  wc  profefs  a  great  refpcA 
for  the  public  opinion,  which  constitutes  the  force  of  free  govern* 
ments,  and  which  is  a  wholcfoinc  reftraint  on  thole  who  govern. 
This  public  opinion,  however,  is  ready  to  demand  of  the  ProvU 
fional  Executive  Council,  why  it  has  had  the  weaknefs  not  to  re- 
quire the  recognition  of  the  French  Republic  by  England  ?  Witt 
it  then  be  pofliblc  to  treat  with  you  by  the  means  of  a  fecret 
agent  ?  we  have  here  a  IMInirtcr  Plenipotentiary  who  has  all  the 
confidence  of  our  government. 

Air.  Pitt.  The  queftion  of  a  public  character  is  prccifely  what 
we  muft  avoid.  Do  not  reject  the  lole  means  of  bringing  us  to- 
gether, ai  I  of  making  us  undcrfland  each  other ;  we  fhall  the* 

examine 
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examine  all  the  queftions  you  propofe  to  u?,  and  all  the  propofi- 

tions  you  may  make  us. 

H.  B.  Maret.   I  am  about,  Sir,  to  return  to  Paris,  unlefs  you 

think  it  better  that  I  fhould  fend  a  trufty  perfon,  and  that  I  fliould 

remain  here  to  offer  you  every  information  that  you  may  deixre. 

I  (hall  urge  M.  Le  Brun,  if  he  thinks  proper,  to  fend  a  fecret  agent 

to  make  the  perfon  whom  he  {hall  choofe  to  fet  out  as  foon  as 

poflible. 

Mi  .Pitt.  Why  (hould  it  not  be  yourfelf  ?  Do  not  lofe  an  in- 
ftant  in  fending  to  Paris:  I  allure  you  that  every  moment  is  pre- 
cious—that nothing  is  more  urgent :  demand  an  immediate  an- 
fwer  ;  and  as  foon  as  you  have  received  it  write  to  mc  to  fix  the 
tin  c  when  you  will  come  to  conmunicate  it  to  mc.  I  agreed. 
Mr. Pitt  fpoke  to  me  again  of  Holland.  I  wiflied  to  fpeak  to  him  of 
Monf.  Chauvelin  :  I  appealed  to  what  had  parted  between  our 
Mirifter  and  Lord  Grenvillc  for  a  proof  of  our  intentions;  I 
made  an  eulogium  on  the  conduct  of  our  Ambafiadour,  and  I  faid 
it  would  certainly  be  approved  by  you. 

The  conversation  was  finifhing  j  I  was  going  to  withdraw; 
Mr.  Pitt  detained  me  to  fpeak  on  the  Scheldt ;  I  avoided  all  dif- 
cuiT.on  on  that  fubjecl.  He  did  not  infift — and  the  decree  of 
the  19th  of  November  became  the  object  of  tht  laft  part  of  our 
conference.  I  ufed  again  the  fame  language  which  I  had  done 
toM.T.W.  If  an  interpretation  of  that  kind  were  pofiiblc  its 
effeeb  would  be  excellent,  faid  Mr.  Pitt.  I  faid  no  more  and 
left  him  *.

Sir,  Firfl  Tear  of  the  Republic. 

I  RECEIVED,  four  days  ago,  a  letter  dated  on  the  1  jth  of 
December,  from  the  Miniirxr  of  Foreign  Affairs  in  Franco, 
in  which  he  makes  no  doubt  that  in  the  prcfent  circum ftances 
you  will  think  it  proper  to  fee  mc,  fincc  M.  Mare:  has  had  the 
honour  to  ftate  to  you  that  I  was  charged  by  the  government  of 
France  with  inftru&ions  tending  to  prevent  the  misfortunes  of 
war;  he  has  added  to  his  inftruftions,  and  has  recommended 
to  me  to  obtain  with  you,  Sir,  a  fecond  interview.  I  have  hc- 
fitated  till  this  moment  to  acquaint  you  of  it,  becaufe  I  wifj>ed 
to  receive  orders  which  would  have  more  fpecially  authorised 
me,  but  the  time  is  pafling  and  is  loft  for  the  two  countries, 
leaving  them,  in  regard  to  each  other,  in  a  pofition  dubious,  pain-

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fill,  and  unworthy  of  both ;  and  I  am  certain  that  I  cannot  mort 
exactly  follow  the  fpirit  of  the  inftru&ions  1  have  received,  than 
in  taking  every  ftep  to  prove,  that  of  which  the  French  nation 
wifhes  to  convince  all  Europe — that  flie  detefts  the  idea  of  a  war 
with  England — that  fhe  will  enter  on  it  with  the  utmoft  re- 
lu&ance,  and  only  after  having  exhaufted  every  remaining  ho* 
nourable  means  to  avoid  it.  I  fliall  expect  your  anfwer,  Sir, 
and  fhall  wait  on  you  at  any  time  you  (hall  be  pleafcd  to  ap- 
point. 

Be  pleafed,  in  the  mean  time,  to  receive  aflurances  of  the 
diftinguiihed  confideration  and  high  efteem  with  which  1  have 
the  honour  to  be,  &c.

THE  underfigned  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  of  France  has  the 
honour  to  communicate  to  his  Excellency  Lord  Grcnvillc 
the  inftruftions  which  he  has  received  from  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil of  the  French  Republic,  with  orders  to  lay  them  before  his 
Britannic  £4336(1/$  Secretary  of  State  for  the  department  of  Fo- 
reign Affairs,  in  cafe  he  fhould  believe  that  he  could  not  fuffici- 
ently  foon  obtain  an  interview  with  that  Minifter. 

The  French  government,  by  continuing,  fince  the  recall  oF 
Lord  Gower  from  Paris,  to  leave  nt  London  its  Minifter  Plenipo- 
tentiary, conceived  that  it  gave  his  Britannic  Majefty  an  unequi- 
vocal proof  of  the  defire  it  had  to  continue  to  live  upon  good 
terms  with  him,  and  to  difpcl  thofe  clouds  which  the  events 
neceffary  and  inherent  to  the  internal  regulations  of  France,  ap- 
peared at  that  time  to  have  occafloned.  The  intentions  of  the 
Executive  Council  of  France,  with  regard  to  England,  have  not 
ceafed  to  be  the  fame  ;  but  it  has  not  been  able  to  fee  with  indif- 
ference the  public  conduct  which  the  Britifh  Miniftry  maintains 
at  prefent  towards  France.  It  is  with  regret  that  it  has  remarked 
in  this  conduct,  a  character  of  ill-will,  to  which  it  is  yet  unwil- 
ling to  give  credit.  It  has  however  felt,  that  its  duty  to  the 
French  nation  required  it  no  longer  to  leave  it  in  a  ftate  of  uncer- 
tainty, into  which  it  had  been  thrown  by  fcveral  meafures  recently 
adopted  by  the  Britiih  government — an  uncertainty  which  muft

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be  fliared  by  the  Britifh  nation,  and  which  is  equally  unworthy  of 
both  countries. 

The  Executive  Council  of  the  French  Republic  has,  in  con- 
ference, authorifed  the  Minder  of  France  at  London,  to  de- 
mand with  opennefs  of  the  Minifters  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  if 
France  ought  to  confider  England  as  a  neutral  power,  or  as  an 
enemy;  and  it  has  efpecially  charged  him  to  obtain  a  definitive 
anfwer  upon  this  point. 

But,  in  aiking  from  the  Minifters  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  a 
frank  and  open  explanation  as  to  their  intentions  with  regard  to 
France,  the  Executive  Council  is  unwilling  they  fhould  have  the 
fmalleft  remaining  doubt  as  to  the  difpofition  of  France  towards 
England,  and  as  to  its  defire  of  remaining  in  peace  with  her ; 
it  has  even  been  defirous  of  anfwering  beforehand  all  the  re- 
proaches which  they  may  be  tempted  to  make  in  juftification  of  a 
rupture. 

On  refle&ing  what  may  be  the  reafons  which  may  determine 
his  Britannic  Majefty  to  break  with  the  French  Republic,  the 
Executive  Council  has  been  able  to  find  no  other  than  a  ralfe 
interpretation,  which  is,  perhaps,  given  to  the  decree  of  the  Na- 
tional Convention  of  the  19th  of  November.  If  a  real  alarm 
has  been  oocafioned  by  this  decree,  it  can  have  arifen  only  for 
want  of  underftanding  its  true  fenfe.  The  National  Convention 
never  meant  that  the  French  Republic  (hould  favour  infurre&i- 
ons,  fhould  'efpoufe  the  quarrels  of  a  few  feditious  perfons,  or, 
in  a  word,  fhould  endeavour  to  excite  difturbances  in  any  neutral 
or  friendly  country  whatever.  Such  an  idea  would  be  reje&ed 
by  all  the  French.  It  cannot  be  imputed  to  the  National  Con- 
vention without  doing  it  injuftice.  This  decree,  then,  is  appli- 
cable only  to  thofc  people,  who  after  having  acquired  their  li- 
berty by  conqueft,  may  have  demanded  the  fraternity,  the  aflift- 
ance  of  the  Republic,  by  the  folexnn  and  unequivocal  expreffioa 
of  the  general  will. 

France  ought  and  will  refpeft,  not  only  the  independence  of 
England,  but  even  that  of  thofe  of  her  allies,  with  whom  (he  ii 
not  at  war.  The  underfigned  has  therefore  been  charged  for- 
mally to  declare,  that  fhe  will  not  attack  Holland,  fo  long  as 
that  power  fhall,  on  its  fide,  confine  itfelf  towards  her  within  the 
bounds  of  an  exaft  neutrality. 

The  Britifh  government  being  thus  fet  at  its  eafe  upon  thefe 
two  points,  no  pretence  for  the  fmalleft  difficulty  could  remain, 
except  as  to  the  queftion  of  the  opening  of  the  Scheldt,  a  queftion 
irrevocably  decided  by  reafon  and  by  juftice,  of  fmall  importance 
in  itfelf,  and  on  which  the  opinion  of  England,  and  perhaps  of 
Holland  itfelf,  is  fufficiently  known,  to  render  it  difficult  feri- 
oufly  to  make  it  the  fingle  fubjeft  of  a  war.  Should,  however, 
the  Britifh  Miniftry  avail  itfelf  of  this  laft  motive,  as  a  caufe  of 
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declaring  war  againft  France,  would  it  not,  in  fuch  cafe,  be  pro* 
bable,  that  its  fccret  intention  muft  have  been,  at  all  events,  to 
bring  on  a  rupture  ;  and  that  it  made  ufe,  at  the  prefent  mo- 
ment, of  the  vaineft  of  all  pretences,  to  colour  an  unjuft  aggref- 
fion,  long  ago  determined  upon  ? 

On  this  unfortunate  fuppofition,  which  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil rejects,  the  underfigned  would  be  authorifed  forcibly  to  fup- 
port  the  dignity  of  the  French  people,  and  to  declare  with  firm- 
nefs,  that  this  free  and  powerful  people  will  accept  the  war,  and 
repel  with  indignation  an  aggreflion  fo  manifeftly  unjuft,  and  fo 
little  provoked  on  its  part.  When  every  explanation,  calculated 
to  demonftrate  the  purity  of  the  intentions  of  France,  when  all 
peaceable  and  conciliatory  meafures  (hall  have  been  exhaufted  by 
her,  it  is  evident  that  all  the  weight,  all  the  refponfibility  of  the 
the  war,  will  fall  fooner  or  later  on  thofe  who  {hall  have  pro- 
voked it.  It  will,  in  fact,  be  nothing  but  a  war  of  the  Admini- 
ftration  alone  againft  the  French  Republic  $  and  if  this  truth 
could  for  a  moment  appear  doubtful,  it  would  not  perhaps  be 
impoflible  for  France  fpecdily  to  convince  of  this  a  nation,  which, 
in  beftowing  its  confidence,  has  never  renounced  the  exercife  of 
its  reafon,  or  its  refpedl  for  truth  and  juftice. 

Such  are  the  instructions  which  the  underfigned  has  received 
orders  to  communicate  officially  to  his  Excellency  Lord  Grenville  ; 
inviting  him,  as  well  as  the  whole  Council  of  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty,  to  weigh,  with  the  moil  ferious  attention,  the  declarations 
and  the  demands  which  they  contain.  It  is  evident  that  the 
French  nation  is  defirous  of  maintaining  peace  with  England  ; 
fhe  affords  a  proof  of  this,  by  lending  herfelf  frankly  and  openly 
to  diffipate  all  the  fufpicions  which  fo  many  different  paffions  and 
prejudices  are  unceafingly  at  work  to  raife  up  againft  her  •,  but  the 
more  fhe  fhall  have  done  to  convince  all  Europe  of  the  purity  of 
her  views,  and  of  the  juftice  of  her  intentions,  the  more  will  fhe 
have  a  right  to  expect  no  longer  to  be  mifunderftood. 

The  underfigned  has  order  to  demand  a  written  anfwer  to  the 
prefent  note.  He  hopes  that  the  Minifters  of  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty  will  be  brought  back,  by  the  explanations  which  it  contains, 
to  ideas  more  favourable  to  the  re-union  of  the  two  countries, 
and  that  they  will  not  have  occafion,  for  the  purpofe  of  return- 
ing to  them,  to  confider  the  terrible  refponfibility  of  a  declara- 
tion of  war,  which  will  inconteftibly  be  their  own  work,  the 
confequenccs  of  which  cannot  be  otherwifc  than  fatal  to  the  two 
countries,  and  to  human  nature  in  general,  and  in  which  a  ge- 
nerous and  free  people  cannot  long  confent  to  betray  their  own 
intereft,  by  ferving  as  an  auxiliary  and  a  re-inforcement  to  a  ty- 
rannical coalition.

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Yranjlation  of  a  Letter  from  Lord  Grenville  to  Monfieur  Chauvelif^ 

dated  Whitehall,  Dec.  $l/l,  1 792. 

Whitehall,  Dec.  3 1,  1 792. 

I  HAVE  received,  Sir,  from  you  a  note,  in  which,  filling  your* 
felf  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  of  France,  you  communicate  to 
roc,  as  the  King's  Secretary  of  State,  the  inftruftions  which 
you  ftate  to  have  yourfclf  received  from  the  Executive  Council 
of  the  French  Republic.  You  are  not  ignorant,  that  fince  the 
unhappy  events  of  the  10th  of  Auguft,  the  King  has  thought 
proper  ,to  fufpend  all  official  communication  with  France,  You 
are  yourfelf  no  other  wife  accredited  to  the  King,  than  in  the 
name  of  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majcfty.  The  propofition  of  re- 
ceiving a  Minifter  accredited  by  any  other  authority  or  power  in 
France,  would  be  a  new  queftion,  which,  whenever  it  fhould 
occur,  the  King  would  have  the  right  to  decide  according  to  the 
intercfts  of  his  fubje&s,  his  own  dignity,  and  the  regard  which 
he  owes  to  his  allies,  and  to  the  general  fyftem  of  Europe.  I 
am  therefore  to  inform  you,  Sir,  in  exprefs  and  formal  terms, 
that  I  acknowledge  you  in  no  other  public  character  than  that  of 
Jtif  inifter  from  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  that  confequently 
you  cannot  be  admitted  to  treat  with  the  King's  Minifters,  in  the 
quality  and  under  the  form  ftated  in  your  note* 

But  obferving  that  you  have  entered  into  explanations  of  fome 
of  the  circumftances  which  have  given  to  England  ftrong  grounds 
of  uneafinefs  and  jealoiify,  and  that  you  fpeak  of  thefe  explana- 
tions as  being  of  a  nature  to  bring  our  two  countries  nearer,  I 
have  been  unwilling  to  convey  to  you  the  notification  ftated  above, 
without,  at  the  fame  time,  explaining  myfclf  clearly  and  diftinftly 
pn  the  fubject  of  what  you  have  communicated  to  me,  though 
under  a  form  which  is  neither  regular  nor  official. 
Your  explanations  are  confined  to  three  points  :  ~ 
The  firft  is  that  of  the  decree  of  the  National  Convention  of 
the  19th  November,  in  the  expreflions  of  which,  all  England 
law  the  formal  declaration  of  a  defign  to  extend  univerfally  the 
new  principles  of  government  adopted  in  France,  and  to  en- 
courage difordcr  and  revolt  in  all  countries,  even  in  thofc  which 
are  neutral.  If  this  interpretation,  which  you  reprcfent  as  in* 
jurious  to  the  Convention,  could  admit  of  any  doubt,  it  is  but 
too  well  juftified  by  the  conduct  of  the  Convention  itfelf :  and 
the  application  of  thefc  principles  to  the  King's  dominions  has 
been  (hewn  unequivocally,  by  the  public  reception  given  to  the 
promoters  of  fedition  in  this  country,  and  by  the  fpeeches  made 
to  them  precifely  at  the  time  of  this  decree,  and  fince  on  feyeral 
different  occafions.

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Yet  notwithstanding  all  thefe  proofs,  fupportcd  by  other  ciiw 
cumftances  which  are  but  too  notorious,  it  would  have  been  with 
$leafure  that  we  fhould  have  feen  here  fuch  explanations  and 
fuch  a  conduit  as  would  have  fatisfied  the  dignity  and  honour 
of  England  with  refpelt  to  what  has  already  paffed  ;  and  would 
have  offered  a  fufficient  fecurity  in  future  for  the  maintenance  of 
that  refpett  towards  the  rights,  the  government,  and  the  tran- 
quillity of  neutral  powers,  which  they  have  on  every  account 
the  right  to  expect. 

Neither  this  fatisfa&ion,  nor  this  fecurity,  is  found  in  the 
terms  of  an  explanation  which  ftill  declares  to  the  promoters  of 
fedition  in  every  country,  what  are  the  cafes  in  which  they  may 
count  beforehand  on  the  fupport  and  fuccour  of  France  j  and 
which  referves  to  that  country  the  right  of  mixing  herfelf  in 
our  internal  affairs,  whenever  Ihe  (hall  judge  it  proper,  and  on 
principles  incompatible  with  the  political  inftitutions  of  all  the 
countries  of  Europe.  No  one  can  avoid  perceiving  how  much 
a  declaration  like  this  is  calculated  to  encourage  diforder  and  re* 
volt  in  every  country.  No  one  can  be  ignorant  how  contrary  it 
is  to  the  refpeel  which  is  reciprocally  due  from  independent  na- 
tions, nor  how  repugnant  to  thofe  principles  which  the  King 
has  followed  on  his  part,  tyy  abftaining  at  all  times  from  any  in- 
terference whatever  in  the  internal  affairs  of  France ;  and  thi? 
contrail  is  alone  fufficient  to  (hew,  not  only  that  England  cannot 
coniider  fuch  an  explanation  as  fatisfaclory,  but  that  (he  muft 
look  upon  it  as  a  frefh  avowal  of  thofe  difpofitions  which  (he 
fees  with  fo  juft  an  uneafinefs  and  jealoufy. 

I  proceed  to  the  two  other  points  of  your  explanation,  which 
concern  the  general  difpofition  of  France  with  regard  to  the  allies  \ 
of  Grea^Britain,  and  the  conduct  of  the  Convention  and  itf 
officers  relative  to  the  Scheldt*  The  declaration  which  you  there 
make,  tb#t  France  will  not  attack  Holland  fo  long  as  that  power 
{hall  obfervc  an  exact  neutrality,  is  conceived  nearly  in  the  fame 
terms  with  that  which  you  was  charged  to  make  in  the  name 
of  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  in  the  month  of  June  laft.  Since 
that  fir  ft  declaration  was  made,  an  officer,  ftating  himfelf  to  bo 
employed  in  the  fervice  of  France,  has  openly  violated  both  the 
territory  and  the  neutrality  of  the  Republic,  in  going  up  thft 
Scheldt  to  attack  the  citadel  of  Antwerp,  notwithstanding  the 
determination  of  the  government  not  to  grant  this  paflTage,  and 
the  formal  proteft  by  which  they  oppofed  it.  Since  the  fame 
declaration  was  made,  the  Convention  has  thought  itfelf  authors 
ifed  to  annual  the  rights  of  the  Republic  exercifed  within  the 
limits  of  its  own  territory,  and  enjoyed  by  virtue  of  the  fame 
treaties  by  which  her  independence  is  fecured  ;  and  at  the  very 
moment  when,  umicr  the  name  of  an  amicable  explanation,  you 
renew  to  me  in  the  fame  terms  the  promife  of  refpecling  the  in- 
dependence 
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dependence  and  the  rights  of  England  tnd  her  allies,  yon  an- 
nounce to  me)  that  thofe  in  whofe  same  you  fpeak  intend  to 
maintain  thefe  open  and  injurious  aggrefiions. 

It  b  not,  certainly,  on  fuch  a  declaration  as  this  that  any  idi» 
ance  can  be  placed  for  the  continuance  of  public  tranquillity. 

But  I  am  unwilling  to  leave,  without  a  more  particular  reply, 
what  you  fay  on  the  fubjeft  of  the  Scheldt.  If  it  were  true  that 
this  queftion  is  in  itfelf  of  little  importance,  this  would  only 
ferve  to  prove  more  clearly,  that  it  was  brought  forward  only  for 
the  purpofe  of  infulting  the  allies  of  England,  by  the  infraction 
,  of  their  neutrality,  ajgd  by  tlje  violation  of  their  rights,  which 
the  faith  of  treaties  obliges  us  to  maintain.  But  you  cannot  be 
Ignorant,  that  here  the  utmoft  importance  is  attached  to  thofe 
principles  which  France  wiflies  to  eftablifh  by  this  proceeding, 
and  to  thofe  confequences  which  would  naturally  refult  from 
them,  and  that  not  only  thofe  principles  and  thofe  confequences 
will  never  be  admitted  by  England,  but  that  (he  is,  and  ever  will 
be  ready,  tooppofe  them  with  all  her  force. 

France  can  have  no  right  to  annul  the  ftipulations  relative  to 
the  Scheldt,  unlefs  {he  has  alfo  the  right  to  fet  afide  equally 
all  the  other  treaties  beween  all  the  powers  of  Europe,  and  all 
the  other  rights  of  England,  or  of  her  allies.  She  can  even 
have  no  pretence  to  interfere  in  the  queftion  of  opening  the 
Scheldt,  unlefs  fhe  were  the  fovereign  of  the  Low  Countries,  or 
had  the  right  to  di&ate  laws  to  all  Europe, 

England  never  will  confent  that  France  (hall  arrogate  the 
power  of  annulling  at  her  pleafure,  and  under  the  pretence  of  a 
ffretended  natural  right,  of  which  (he  makes  herfelf  the  only 
judge,  the  political  fyftem  of  Europe,  cftablilhed  by  folemn  trea- 
ties, and  guaranteed  by  the  confent  of  all  the  powers.  This 
government,  adhering  to  the  maxims  which  it  has  followed  for 
more  than  a  century,  will  alfo  never  fee  with  indifference,  that 
France  fhall  make  herfelf,  either  direftly  or  indh-e&ly,  fovereign 
of  the  Low  Countries,  or  general  arbitrefs  of  the  rights  and  li- 
berties of  Europe.  If  France  is  really  defirous  of  maintaining 
friendfhip  and  peace  with  England,  fhe  muft  (hew  herfelf  dif- 
pofed  to  renounce  her  views  of  aggreffion  and  aggrandizement 
and  to  confine  herfelf  within  her  own  territory,  without  iniult* 
Ing  other  governments,  without  difturbing  their  tranquillity,  with- 
out violating  their  rights. 

With  reipeft  to  that  character  of  ill-will  which  is  endeavour- 
ed to  be  found  in  the  condudt  of  England  towards  France,  I  can- 
not difcufs  it,  becaufe  you  fpeak  of  it  in  general  terms  only,  with- 
out alledging  a  fingle  fa  A.  All.  Europe  has  feen  the  juftice  and 
the  generality  which  have  charafterifed  the  conduft  of  the  King. 
His  Majcfty  has  always  been  defirous  of  peace :  He  defircs  it  ftill, 
frut  fuch  as  may  be  real  and  foiid,  and  confident  with  the  interefts 

and 
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and  dignity  of  his  own  dominions,  and  with  the  general  fecurity 
of  Europe. 

On  the  reft  of  your  paper,  I  fay  nothing.     As  to  what  re- 
lates to  me  ami   my  colleagues,  the  King^  Minifters  owe  to 
His  Majclly  the  account  ot  their  conduit,  and  I  have  no  an- 
swer to  give*  to  you  on  this  fuhjelt,  any  more  than  on  that  of 
the  appeal  which   you  propofe  to  make  to  the  English  nation* 
This  nation,  according  to  that  conftitution  hy  which  its  li- 
berty and  its  prosperity  are  fecured,  and  which  it  will  always 
be  able  to  defend  againft  every  attack,  direct  or  indirect,  will 
never  have  with  foreign  powers  connection  or  correfpoudence* 
except  through  the  organ  of  its  King ;  of  a  King  whom  it 
loves  and  reveres,  and  who  has  never  for  an  in  flan  t  feparated 
his   rights,    his  interefts,  and  his  happinefs,  from  the  rights* 
the  interefts.  and  the  happinefs  of  his  people.

THE  under figned  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  from  the  French 
Republic  has  tranfmitted  to  the  Executive  Council  the 
anfwer  which  his  Excellency  Lord  Grcnville  has  addreded  to 
him  on  his  note  of  the  27th  December,  He  has  thought  it  his 
fiutv  not  to  wait  for  thr?  inftrultions  which  will  be  the  nrceffiiry 
refult  of  it,  in  order  to  tranfmit  to  that  Minifter  the  new  orders 
which  he  has  received  from  the  Executive  Council,  T  he  de- 
claration which  Lord  Cirenville  has  made  to  him,  that  his 
Britannic  Majefty  did  not  acknowledge  him  as  Minifter  Plenn 
potent  iary  from  the  French  Republic,  has  not  appeared  to  hi  in 
as  if  it  ought  to  prevent  him.  This  declaration  cannot  in  any 
icfpecT.  alter  or  deftroy  the  quality  of  delegate  from  the  French 
Government,  with  which  the  undcrfigned  is  evidently  invefted, 
or  hinder  hnn,  in  fuel)  decifive  circuinirancos,  from  add  refiling 
to  the  Miniftcrs  of  his  Britannic  MaieftVi  in  the  name  of  the 
French  People,  of  which  he  is  the  organ,  the  following  note: 
The  Executive  Council  of  the  1'ronch  Republic  has  been 
informed  that  the  Britiih  Parliament  is  ahout  to  pais  a  law  re- 
lative to  foreigners,  the  rigorous  provisions  of  which  will  lub- 
je&  them  to  meafurcs  the  more  arhiui  y,  as  the  Secretaries  of 
State  of  His  Britannic  Majelty  will  have  the  hhcity  of  reftrahv 
ing  or  extending  t!..::n,  accord!)  ■.;  to  their  views  and  their 
pleafure.

I         When  the  I'ritilh  Miniftry  has  propofrd  a  law  which  would 
1      h  expreffly  violate  the  treaty  of  commerce,  when  they  have 
openly  announced  their  intention  of  put  tin:*  it  into  execution 
againft  the  French  alone,  their  firft  care  miiil,  :*,o  doubt,  have 
been  to  attempt  to  cover  this  extraordinary meafure  with  an  ap- 
pearance of  neceffity,  and  to  prepare  beforehand  a  juftiiication, 
looner  or  later  neceffary,  by  loading  the  French  Nation  with 
reproaches;  by  reprefenting  it  to  the  Englifh  People  as  an  enemy 
of  its  Constitution;  by  accufing  it,  without  being  able  to  fur- 
ni(h  any  proof,  and  in  the  mod  injurious  terms,  with  having 
fought  to  foment  troubles  in  Kngland.     The  Executive  Coun- 
cil has  already   repelled   with  indignation  fnch   fufpicions.

Reproaches,  fo  little  founded,  imputations  fo  infidious,  will 
with  difficulty  fucceed  in  jn.ltifying  in  the  eyes  of  Europe  a 
conduft,  the  companion  of  which  with  that  conflantly  held  by 
France  towards  Great  Britain  will  fuffice  to  demon  Urate  it* 
injuftice  and  malevolence.  The  French  Nation,  become  free* 
has  not  only  not  ceafed  to  exprefs  in  all  forms  its  defire  to 
ftiengtben  its  connection  with  the  Englifh  People,  but  it  has 
tealifed  this  defire  with  all  its  power,  by  receiving  as  allies*  as 
brothers,  all  the  individuals  of  the  Englifh  Nation.  In  the 
midft  of  the  combats  of  liberty  and  of  defpotitr,  in  the  midft 

of 
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of  the  moft  violent  agitations,  it  has  honoured  itfelf  by  a  re- 
ligious refpe&  for  all  foreigners  re  tiding  within  it,  and  parti-* 
cularly  for  the  Englifh,  whatever  might  be  their  opinions,  their 
conduft,  and  their  connections  with  the  enemies  of 
liberty  ;  every  where  they  have  been  affifted,  fuccoured  with 
every  kind  of  benevolence  and  favour ;  and  it  would  be  as  the 
reward  for  this  generous  condudl  that  the  French  would  find 
themfelves  perhaps  alone  fubje&ed  to  an  A&  of  Parliament, 
which  would  grant  to  the  Englifh  Government  the  moft  arbi- 
trary latitude  of  authority  again  ft  foreigners,  which  would  fub- 
je&  them  to  the  taking  licences  or  pajfports  for  comings  going, 
and  remaining  in  England ;  which  would  allow  tht  Secretaries  of 
State  to  fubjefl  them  without  reafons,  and  on  a  mere  fufpicion,  to 
the  moft  odious  forms,  to  fix  a  circuit,  the  bounds  of  which  they 
could  not  pafs,  and  even  to  caft  them  out  of  the  territory  of  Great 
Britain  at  their  pltafnre. 

It  is  evident,  that  all  thefe  claufes  are  contrary  to  the  letter 
of  the  treaty  of  commerce,  the  fourth  article  of  which  extends 
to  all  Frenchmen  without  diftin&ion;  and  it  is  too  much  to  be 
feared,  that  in  confequence  of  the  determination  which  His 
Britannic  Majefty  has  thought  it  right  to  take,  of  breaking  off 
all  communication  between  the  governments  of  the  two  coun- 
tries, even  the  French  Merchants  may  find  themfelves  fre- 
quently unable  to  avail  themfelves  of  the  exception  which  the 
hill  has  made  in  favour  of  thofe  who  "  Jhall  prove  that  they 
«•  came  to  England  for  affairs  of  commerce" 

It  is  thus  that  the  Britifh  Government  has  firft  chofen  to  break 
a  treaty  to  which  England  owes  a  great  part  of  its  a&ual  prof- 
peri  ty,  burthenfome  to  France,  wreiled  by  addrefs  and  ability 
from  the  unikilfulnefs  or  from  the  corruption  of  the  agents  of 
a  government  it  has  deflroyed ;  a  treaty  which  it  has,  however, 
never  ceafed  to  obferve  religioufly ;  and  it  is  at  the  very  moment 
when  France  is  accufed  in  the  Britifh  Parliament  of  violating 
treaties,  that  thtf  public  conduft  of  the  two  governments  oftera 
a  contraft  fo  proper  to  juftify  the  retorting  the  accufation. 

All  the  powers  of  Europe  would  have  a  right,  doubtlefs,  to 
complain  of  the  hardihip  of  this  bill,  if  ever  it  obtained  the 
force  of  law ;  but  it  is  France  efpecially,  the  inhabitants 
of  which,  fecured  from  its  penalties  by  a  folemn  treaty,  appear 
neverthelefs  to  be  exclufively  menaced  by  them;  it  is  France 
that  has  the  right  to  pretend  to  a  more  fpeedy  and  more  parti- 
cular fatisfaAion. 

The  executive  Council  might  immediately  have  accepted  tbe 
rupture  of  the  treaty  which  the  Englifh  Government  feems  to 
have  held  out  to  it  \  but  it  was  unwilling  to  precipitate  any  of 
its  meafures;  and  it  has  chofen,  before  it  makes  known  its 
definite  rcfolution,  to  afford  the  Britifh  Miniftry  the  opportu- 
nity 
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commodities  of  which  it  fuppofed  or  knew  the  want  in  that 
tountrv,  if  now  that  fame  Miniftry  (hould  take  advantage  of 
the  firft  hoftile  meafufes,  which  they  had  either  taken  them* 
felves,  or  provoked*  to  detain  fuch  commodities,  in  the  hope, 
perhaps,  that,  in  the  midft  of  the  agitations  of  that  country*  it 
would  fuffice,  to  excite  the  fear  of  want,  to  create  it ;  they 
Would  only  obtain,  as  the  reward  of  fuch  an  aft  of  perfidy* 
even  by  the  fuccefs  of  their  enterprize,  the  fhame  of  having 
employed  means,  which  eveft  in  the  midft  of  a  terrible  war,  an 
enlightened  and  generous  nation  inuft  abhor,  and  of  having 
funk  the  credit  of  the  English  commerce,  by  violating  the 
(acred  afylum  of  its  markets.

^PHE  provisional  Executive  Council  of  the  French  Republic, 

■*■    previous  to  their  anfwering  in  a  more  particular  manner 

each  of  the  heads  comprized  in  the  note  which  has  been  remitted 

1)0  them  on  the  part  of  the  Miniftjy  of  his  Britannic  Majefty, 

will 
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%'ift  begin  by  renewing  to  the  faid  Miniflry  the  moft  exprefs  at 
itiranccs  of  their  finccre  defire  of '  preferving  peace  and  haft 
njony  between  Prance  and  England. 

The  fentiments  of  the  French  nation  towards  the  Engltfh  have 
fceen  manifested  daring  the  whole  courfc  of  the  Revolution  in  (o 
conftant,  To  unanimous  a  manner,  that  there  cannot  remain  the 
fmalleft  doubt  of  the  efteem  which  it  has  vowed  them,  and  of  its 
defire  of  having  them  for  friends.  It  is  therefore  with  the  great* 
eft  repugnancy  the  Republic  would  fee  herfelf  forced  to  a  rupture, 
knuch  more  contrary  to  her  own  inclination  that  to  her  intereft. 
Before  we  come  to  fuch  an  unplealant  extremity,  explanations 
are  neceflary ;  and  thfe  matter  is  of  fo  high  an  importance,  that 
the  Executive  Council  did  not  think  it  proper  to  truft  it  to  the 
ever-unacknowledged  Miniftry  of  a  fecret  agent ;  hence  they 
liave  deemed  it  to  be  expedient  in  all  points  to  charge  Citizen 
Chauvclin  with  it,  though  he  be  no  other  wife  acknowledged  be- 
fore  bis  Britannic  Ittajcfty,  than  on  the  late  King's  account. 

The  opinion  of  the  Executive  Council  was  juiiified  on  this  oc- 
casion, by  the  manner  in  which  our  negotiations  were  at  the  fane 
time  trnnfacted  in  Spain,  where  Citizen  Burgoing  was  cxaftly  in 
the  fame  fit  nation  as  Citizen  Chauvclin  at  London  ;  yet  this  did 
not  prevent  the  Miniftcrs  of  his  Catholic  Majefty  from  treating 
with  him  for  a  convention  of  neutrality,  the"  declaration  of  which 
13  to  be  exchanged  at  Paris,  between  the  Miniftcr  for  Foreign 
Affairs,  and  the  Spanilh  Charge  d* Affaires.  We  will  even  add, 
that  the  Prime  Minifter  of  his  Catholic  Majefty,  in  writing  offi- 
cially on  this  fubjeft  to  Citizen  Bonrgoing,  did  not  forget  to  give 
him  his  title  of  Miniftcr  Plenipotentiary  from  France.  The  cx\ 
ample  of  a  power  of  the  fir  ft  order,  fuch  as  Spain,  induced  the 
Executive  Council  to  hope  to  find  the  fame  facility  at  London. 
However,  the  Executive  Council  freely  own,  that  this  demand  of 
negociations  has  not  all  the  rigour  of  diplomatic  form,  and  that 
Citizen  Chauvclin  is  not  regularly  enough  authorifed.  In  order 
to  remove  this  obftacle  entirely,  to  difcard  every  reproach  of 
having  (lopped,  by  the  the  mere  want  of  formality,  a  negotiation, 
en  the  fuccefs  of  which  the  tranquillity  of  two  great  nations  is  de- 
pending, they  have  taken  the  relolution  of  fending  letters  of  cre- 
dence to  Citizen  Chauvclin,  which  would  fitrnifh  him  with  the 
xxuans  of  treating  in  all  the  feverity  of  diplomatic  forms. 

Now,  to  come  to  the  three  points  which  can  alone  make  an 
ohjr£t  of  difficulty  at  the  Court  of  London,  the*  Executive 
Council  ohferve,  refpedtiug  tlie  tuft,  which  is  the  decree  of  the 
19th  of  November,  that  *c  have  not  been  pioperly  under  flood 
hv  the  Miniilry  of  His  Britannic  Majefty,  when  they  accufe  us 
of  having  given  an  explanation  which  announces  to  the  ft di thus  $f 
ull  nat'um  what  etc  the  cafes  in    which  they  may  previoufly 

count 
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count  **  ihefupport  and  ajpflance  of  France.  Nothing  could  be 
more  foieign  than  this  reproach  to  the  fenti merits  of  the  Na- 
tional Convention,  and  to  the  explanation  we  have  given  of 
them;  and  we  did  not  think  that  were  it  poffible  we;fliould  ho 
charged  with  the  opendefign  of  favouring  thefcditious9  at  the  very 
moment  when  we  declare,  that  it  would  be  wronging  the  National 
Convention  if  they  were  charged  with  the  project  of  pro  tt  fling  infur» 
rcflions,  and  with  the  Commotions  thai  may  break  out  in  avy  corner  $f 
a  State  j  of  joining  the  ringbadiri%  and  tftbut  making  the  caufe  of  a 
few  private  individual*  that  of  the  French  nation. 

We  have  fa  id,  and  we  dchre  to  repeat  it,  that  the  decree  of  the 
19th  of  November  could  not  have  any  application,  unlefs  to  the 
fingUcafe  in  which  the  general  will  of  a  nation,  clearly  and  unequi- 
vocally exprefled,  ftiouid  call  the  French  Nation  to  its  affifianee 
and  fraternity.  Sedition  can  certainly  never  be  conftrued  into  the 
general  will*  Thefe  two  ideas  mutually  repel  each  other,  fince  a 
falition  is  not,  and  cannot  be  any  other  than  the  movement  of  a 
ftnall  number  again  ft  the  nation  at  large;  and  this  movement 
would  ceafeto  be  feditiuLiS,  provided  all  the  members  of  a  fociety 
frould  at  once  rife,  either  to  correct  their  government,  or  change 
its  form  in  totef  or  for  any  other  object. 

The  Dutch  were  aflu redly  not  feditious,  when  they  formed 
the  generous  refolution  of  making  oiF  the  yoke  of  Spain;  and 
when  the  general  will  of  that  nation  called  for  the  affiftance  of 
France,  it  was  not  reputed  a  crime  in  Henry  the  Fourth,  or  in 
Elizabeth  of  England,  to  have  liAened  to  them*  The  knowledge 
of  tbi  general  will  is  the  only  bafis  of  the  traniaftions  of  nations 
with  each  other ;  and  we  can  only  treat  with  any  government 
whatever  on  this  principle,  That  luch  a  government  it  deemed  tb$ 
organ  of  the  general  will  of  the  nation  governed. 

Thus,  when  by  this  natural  interpretation  the  decree  of  tit* 
19th  of  November  is  reduced  to  what  it  truly  implies,  it  will 
be  found,  that  it  announces  nothing  more  tnan  an  aft  of  the 
general  will,  and  that  beyond  any  doubt,  and  fo  efie&uiUy 
founded  in  right,  that  it  was  fcarcely  worth  the  trouble  to  txp 
prefs  it.  On  this  account,  the  Executive-Council  thinks  that 
the  evidence  of  this  right  might  perhaps  have  been  difpenfed 
with  by  the  National  Convention,  and  did  not  defenre  to  bt 
qade  the  obje&  of  a  particular  decree.  But  with  the  iaterpre* 
tatioii  which  precedes  it,  it  cannot  give  uneaiinefs  to  any  nation 
whatever. 

It  appears  that  the  Minifters  of  His  Britannic  Majeity  have 
npJthing  to  object  to  the  declaration  relative  to  Holland^  fince 
the  (ingle  obfervation  made  by  them  on  that  AibjeS  belongs  to 
£e  difcuffion  of  the  Scheldt.  It  is  this  laft  point,  therefor*, 
to  which  we  are  confined. 
We  repeat  it,  this  queftion  is  in  itfclf  of  little  moment,-* 

The 
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TheMinifters  of  Great  Britain  conclude  tint  it  onlj  fervet  u 
prove  more  clearly ,  that  it  was  brought  forward  merely  for  the 
furpofe  of  injuUing  the  allies  of  England,  &c.  We  (lull  reply 
with  much  lefs  warmth  and  prejudice,  that  this  queftion  is  abfo- 
lwtely  indifferent  to  England;  that  it  is  of  little  importance  to 
Holland ;  but  that  it  is  extremely  important  to  the  Belgians. 
That  it  is  indifferent  to  England  it  is  not  neceffary  to  prove ; 
and  its  trivial  import  to  Holland  is  evinced  by  this  fadr,  that 
the  productions  of  the  Belgians  pafs  equally  by  the  canals  which 
terminate  at  Oftend.  Its  great  importance  to  the  Belgians  is 
proved  by  the  numerous,  advantages  the  Port  of  Antwerp  pre* 
fents  to  them.  9Tis  therefore  on  account  ot  this  importance, 
'tis  to  reftore  to  the  Belgians  the  enjoyment  of  fo  precious  a 
right,  and  not  to  offend  any  one,  that  France  has  declared  her- 
(elf  ready  to  f up  port  them  in  the  exercife  of  fo  legitimate  *' 
right. 

But  is  France  authonfed  to  break  the  flipulations  which  are 
oppofed  to  the  liberty  of  the  Scheldt }  If  the  rights  of  nature 
and  thofe  of  nations  are  confulted,  not  France  alone,  all  the 
nations  of  Europe  are  authorifed  to  do  it— there  can  be  no  ddbbt 
of  it. 

If  we  confult  public  law,  we  (hall  fay  that  it  ought  to  b# 
nothing  but  the  application  of  the  principles  of  the  general 
rights  of  nations  to  the  particular  circum fiances  in  which  na- 
tions are  placed  with  regard  to  each  other  ;  infomuch  that 
every  particular  treaty  repugnant  to  fuch  principles  can  only 
be  regarded  as  the  work  of  violence.  We  moreover  add,  in 
relation  to  the  Scheldt,  that  this  treaty  was  concluded  without 
the  participation  of  the  Belgians.  The  Emperor,  to  fecure 
the  poffeffion  of  the  Low  Countries,  facriiiced,  without  fcru- 
ple,  the  moft  inviolable  of  rights.  Matter  of  thofe  fine  pro* 
vinces*  he  governed  them,  as  Europe  has  feen,  with  the  rod  of 
abfolute  defpotifm,  refpe&ed  only  thofe  of  their  privileges 
which  it  imported  him  to  preferve,  and  deftroyed  or  perpetually 
draggled  againft  the  red.  France  enters  into  war  with  the 
Houfe  of  Auftria,  expels  it  from  the  Low  Countries,  and  calls 
back  to  freedom  thofe  people  whom  the  Court  of  Vienna  had 
devoted  to  flavery  ;  their  chains  are  broken ;  they  re-enter  into 
all  the  rights  which  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  had  taken  away  from 
them.  How  can  that  which  tbey  pofTeflcd  with  refpedt  to  the 
Scheldt  be  excepted,  particularly  when  that  right  is  only  of 
importance  to  thofe  who  are  deprived  of  it  ?  For  what  re* 
mains,  France  has  too  good  a  political  creed  to  be  afraid  to 
avow  the . principles  of  it.  The  Executive  Council  declares* 
not  with  a  view  of  yielding  to  fome  expreffions  of  threatening* 
language,  but  folely  to  render  homage  to  truth,  that  the  French 
Republic  does  not  intend  to  ered  itfelf  into  an  univerfal  arbi- 
trator 
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tritor  of  the  treaties  which  bind  nations.  She  will  know  how 
Co  re  peel  other  governments,  as  fhe  will  take  care  to  make  her 
own  refpefted.  She  does  not  wifh  to  impofe  laws  upon  any 
one,  and  will  not  fufier  any  one  to  impofe  laws  upon  her. 
She  has  renounced,  and  again  renounces,  every  conqueft ;  and 
her  occupation  of  the  Low  Countries  /hall  only  continue  du- 
ring the  war,  and  the  time  which  may  be  neceffijry  to  the  Bel- 
gians to  infure  and  confolidate  their  liberty;  after  which  let 
them  be  independent  and  happy,  France  will  find  h*r  recompence 
in  their  felicity. 

When  that  nation  fliall  be  found  in  the  full  enjoyment  of 
liberty*  when  its  general  will  can  lawfully  declare  itft-lf  with- 
out fiiackles,  then  if  England  and  Holland  ftill  attach  fotnc 
importance  to  the  opening  of  the  Scheldt,  they  may  put  the 
affair  into  a  direct  negociation  with  Belgia.  If  the  Belgians, 
by  any  motive  whatever,  confent  to  deprive  themfelves  of 
the  navigation  of  the  Scheldt,  France  will  not  oppofe  it ;  (he 
will  know  how  to  refpeft  their  independence,  even  in  their 
errors. 

After  fo  frank  a  declaration  which  manifefts  fuch  a  lincere  de- 
fire  of  peace,  His  Britannic  Majefty's  Minifters  ought  not  to 
have  any  doubts  with  regard  to  the  intentions  of  France.  If  her 
explanations  appear  infufficient,  and  if  we  are  ftill  obliged  to  hear 
a  haughty  language;  if  hoftile  preparations  are  continued  in  the 
Engliin  ports;  after  having  exhaufted  every  means  to  preferve 


we  will  prepare  for  war,  with  a  fenfeof  thejufticeof  our 
caufe,  and  of  our  efforts  to  avoid  this  extremity  :  we  will  fight 
the  English,  whom  we  efteem,  with  regret,  but  we  will  fight  their 
without  fear.

I 
cannot  conceal  from  you  that  I  have  found  nothing  fatisfaclory 
jn  the  refult  of  that  note.  The  explanations  it  contains  are  con- 
fined nearly, to  the  fame  points  to  which  I  have  already  given  a 
dm ileri  anurer.  The  declaration  of  an  intention  to  interfere  in 
|be  internal  affairs  of  other  countries  is  there  renewed.  No  men- 
Pfifk  19  made  fithf  r  of  dikvowal  or  reparation  for  the  offensive

meafures  flated  in  my  letter  to  you  of  the  31ft  December.  And 
the  claim  is  ftill  referved  of  a  right  to  annul  treaties,  and  to  vio- 
late the  rights  of  our  allies 5  there  being  only  offered  on  this  fub- 
je&  an  illufory  negociation,  which  is  referred,  as  well  as  the 
evacuation  of  the  Low  Countries  by  the  French  armies,  to  the 
indefinite  period,  not  only  of  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  but 
alfo  of  the  consolidation  of  what  is  called  the  liberty  of  the 
Belgic  people. 

It  is  added,  that  if  thefe  explanations  fliould  appear  to  us  un- 
fatisfaftory ;  if  you  are  again  obliged  to  hear  the  language  0/ 
haughtinefs ;  if  hoftile  preparations  are  continued  in  the  ports 
©f  England,  after  having  exhaufted  every  thing  which  could 
lead  to  peace,  you  will  difpofe  yourfelves  to  war. 

If  this  notification,  or  that  which  related  to  the  treaty  of 
commerce,  had  been  made  to  me  in  a  regular  and  official  form, 
I  (hould  have  found  myfelf  obliged  to  anfwer,  that  a  threat  of 
declaring  war  again  ft  England,  becaufe  (he  thinks  proper  to 
augment  her  forces,  as  well  ns  a  declaration  of  breaking  a  foleran 
treaty,  becaufe  England  has  adopted,  for  her  own  fecurity,  pre* 
cautions  of  the  fame  nature  as  thofe  which  arc  already  eftabliflied 
in  France,  could  neither  of  them  be  confidered  in  any  other 
light  than  that  of  new  offences,  which,  while  they  fubfifted* 
would  preclude  all  negotiation. 

In  this  form  of  unofficial  communication,  I  feel  that  it  may 
ftill  be  allowed  me  to  tell  you,  without  haughtinefs,  but  alfo 
without  difguife,  that  thefe  explanations  are  not  judged  fatif- 
faftory,  and  that  all  the  rcafons  which  have  occafioned  our 
preparations  ftill  fubfift.  I  have  already  made  thefe  reafons 
known  to  you  by  my  letter  of  the  31ft  December*  in  which  I 
have  ftated,  in  precile  terms,  what  difpofitions  could  alone  con- 
tribute to  the  maintenance  of  peace  and  good  under  ft  anding. 
I  do  not  fee  that  it  can  be  ufeful  towards  the  objedt  of  concilia* 
tion  to  continue  to  difcufs  with  you,  in  this  form,  a  few  feparate 
points,  on  which  I  have  already  made  known  to  you  our  fentl- 
ments#  If  you  had  any  explanations  to  give  me  in  the  fame 
form,  embracing  ail  the  ^hjetSts  which  1  mentioned  to  you  in 
my  letter  of  the  31ft  December,  and  alt  the  ciicumftances  of 
the  prefent  criils  with  refpedt  to  England,  to  its  allies,  and  to 
the  general  fyftem  of  Europe,  1  ihoulJ  ftill  willingly  lend  my- 
felf to  it, 

I  feel,  however,  that  in  anfwer  to  what  you  fay  on  the  fub» 
je&  of  our  preparation*,  I  ought  to  inform  you,  in  the  moft  ex* 
prefs  terms,  that,  under  the  exitting  circumftances,  all  thofe 
meafures  will  be  peififted  in  here  which  (hall  be  judgrd  expedient 
for  enabling  us  to  proteft  the  feciHty,  the  tranquillity,  and  the 
rights  of  this  country,  to  fupport  thofe  of  our  allies,  and  to  op* 
pofe  a  barrier  to  views  of  ambition  and  aggranditement,  always 

dangerous 
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dangerous  to  the  reft  of  Europe;  but  which  become  much  more 
fo  when  they  are  (up ported  by  the  propagation  of  principles  de« 
ftru&ive  of  all  order  and  lbciety*

Tranjlation  of  a  Letter  from  Monfitur  Chauvtlin  to  Lord  GrtnvilU, 

Mated  l]tb  Jan*  1793.

T  HAVE  the  honour  of  addreffing  myfelf  to  you,  to  beg  of 
*  you  to  grant  me  an  interview.  I  fhall  proceed  to  explain 
the  motives  of  this  requeft,  and  you  will  judge  them  to  be  fuch 
at  will  not  admit  of  delay.  I  {hall  firft  defire  of  you,  my  Lord, 
fecurity  for  my  communications  with  tire  French  Government. 
Whatever  may  be  the  character  Which  you  acknowledge  me  to 
poflefs,  you  have  at  leaft  never  doubted  of  the  authenticity  of 
the  declarations  which  1  have  tranfmitted  to  you  in  the  nam* 
of  the  French  nation.  I  will  therefore  propofe  to  you,  my 
Lord,  either  abfolutely  to  refufe  hearing  me,  or  to  give  orders 
for  my  couriers  to  be  refpedted,  and  the  fecrecy  of  my  letters, 
as  well  of  thofe  fent  as  received*  to  be  obferved* 

I  Will  then,  my  Lord,  require  to  be  informed  whethet  His 
Britannic  Majcfty  will  receive  my  letters  of  credence,  and  if  he 
be  fatisfied  with  the  declarations  contained  in  the  paper  which 
I  had  the  honour  of  tranfmitting  to  your  Lordfhip  lait  Sunday. 
I  have  not  only  received  frefti  orders  from  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil of  France,  toinlift  upon  a  fpeedy  and  definitive  anfwer;  but 
there  is  vet  another  reafon  which  urgently  prefles  for  the  deci- 
fion  of  riis  Britannic  Majefty.— I  have  learnt  this  day,  that  the 
law  relating  to  foreigners  obliges  them  to  make  their  declaration 
within  ten  days  after  the  10th  of  January;  and  in  cafe  of  any 
foreigner,  who  is  amenable  to  this  law,  neglefting  or  refufing  to 
make  fuch  declaration,  the  Magi  ft  rates  of  this  country  would 
be  authorized  not  only  to  require  him  to  do  fo,  but  even  to  im- 
'.prifon  him.  1  know,  my,  Lord,  and  all  thofe  who  underftand 
the  rights  of  nations  know  it  alfo,  that  I  cannot  be  implicated 
in  this  law :  the  avowed  and  acknowledged  organ  of  a  Govern- 
ment whichexecutes  laws  to  which  twenty-five  million  of  men  have 
*&bmttted  thetnfelves,  my  perfon  is,  and  ought  to  be,  facred ;  and 
under  my  diplomatic  chara&er,  my  Lord,  I  could  not  be 

I  i  2  ranked 
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ranked  among;  the  general  common  clafs  of  foreigners,  until  His 
Britannic  Majefty  fhould  have  definitively  rejected  the  letters  of 
credence  which  he  knows  I  have  received  for  him.  But  had  I 
been  implicated  in  this  law,  I  owe  to  the  Government  of  a  free 
aid  powerful  nation,  which  I  rep  re  fen  t,  this  declaration,  that 
it  would  he  impouT)le  for  me  to  fubmit  to  it;  and  that  all  the 
per  fee  ut  ions  which  it  might  pleafe  His  Britannic  Majefty  to 
make  me  endure,  would  fall  upon  the  French  nation,  in  whofe 
caufe  and  for  whofe  fake  it  would  be  my  glory  to  fuffer. 

After  this  candid  declaration,  my  Lord,  thinking  myfelf  in* 
titled  to  an  equal  fincerity  on  your  fide,  I  will  defire  of  you,  in 
the  converfation  which  I  folicit,  to  inform  me,  what  is  the  con- 
duit which  His  Britannic  Majefty's  Minifters  mean  to  hold  with 
refpp-&  to  me, -and  with  refpedfc  to  the  perfons  who  compote  my 
houfehold,  in  confequence  of  the  law  againft  foreigners.

Whitehall^  20tb  Jsn.  1793, 

T  HAVE  received  Sir,  your  letter  of  the  17th  of  this  month. 
-*»  I  have  already  informed  you,  that  His  Majefty  has  referred 
to  himfelf  the  right  of  deciding,  according  as  he  (hall  think  fit, 
on  the  two  queftions,  of  acknowledging  a  new  form  of  Govern* 
ment  in  France,  and  of  receiving  a  Mini  ft  er  accredited  on  the 
part  of  any  other  authority  in  France  than,  that  of  His  Moil 
Chriftian  Majefty.  And  in  anfwer  to  the  demand  which  yoa 
now  make  to  me,  whether  His  Majefty  will  receive  your  new 
letters  of  credence  r  I  am  to  inform  you,  that  His  Majefty  does 
not  think  fit,  under  the  prefent  circumstances,  to  receive  thole 
letters. 

The  demand  which  you  make  to  me  is  equally  incompatible 
with  the  form  of  an  official  communication,  and  with  the  charac- 
ter in  which  you  have  hitherto  been  acknowledged,  of  Minifter 
from  His  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty.  It  only  remains  for  me  then, 
on  the  fubjed  of  your  letter,  efpecially  after  what  has  juft  palled 
in  France,  to  inform  you,  that  as  agent,  charged  with  a  con- 
fidential communication,  you  might  certainly  have  expe&ed  the

General  Dumourier  to  General  Miranda. 

Paris,  Jan.  23,  1 793: 

I  HAVE  already  informed  you,  my  dear  Miranda,  that  I  have 
given  up,  as  well  as  you,  the  projeft  of  Zealand. — But  this  is 
only  nn  additional  reafon  for  puflnng  more  vigoroufly  the  attacks 
of  Maeftricht,  Venlo,  and  Nimeguen. 

I  {hall  however  afford,  perhaps,  the  trifling  affiftance  which 
Caock  and  Bcndels  have  requefted,  on  account  of  the  opinion 
which  they  entertain  of  fucceeding  in  their  expedition  with 
3  or  4,000  men,  which  is  the  amount  of  the  number  they  have 
demanded  of  the  Executive  Council.  I  {hall  make  an  examine 
tkn  myfelf,  on  the  foot,  in  a  few  days. 

The  cataftrophe  of  the  21ft  renders,  in  reality,  all  the  people 
Id  Europe  hoftUe  to  us.— The  following  i*  the  determination  off 
Ac  Executive  Council  on  this  fubjett 
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We  arc  yet  uncertain  what  part  England  will  take,  and  it  is 
this  part  which  muft  determine  our  conduit  with  refpeft  to  Hol- 
land. The  Council,  according  to  the  defire  of  the  Englifh  and 
•Dutch,  have  fixed  upon  me  to  go  to  England  as  an  AmbaiTador 
Extraordinary,  in  order  to  procure  a  categorical  anfwer  from  th«g 
nation,  whether  they  mean  to  prelcrve  a  pacific  fyftem  or  to  vio- 
late it. 

An  order  has  in  confequence  been  fent,  recalling  our  Ambaf- 
fador  Chauvelin. — Tomorrow  a  fecret  agent  is  to  be  fent,  very 
well  known  to  Mr.  Pitt,  from  whom  he  is  to  afk  fafe  conduft  for 
me,  and  an  afTurance  of  welcome,  whatever  may  be  the  event  of 
the  miffion. — As  I  am  going  only  for  the  purpofe  of  demanding 
either  a  Yes  or  No,  as  Cato  did  at  Carthage,  this  minion  will  be 
at  an  end  in  a  week. 

Before  an  anfwer  arrives,  I  mail  fet  out  for  Dunkirk,  whence 
I  fhall  go  to  Oftend,  Nieuport,  Bruges,  and  Antwerp,  where  I 
•where  I  fhall  be  on  the  30th,  at  the  lateft.  I  fhall  flop  at  Ant- 
werp, where  my  horfes  are  to  be  fent,  for  the  purpofe  of  convey- 
ing me  to  Ruremonde,  Mafeick,  Tongres,  and  thence  to  Liege 
to  meet  you. 

•  A  confidential  perfon  has  been  fent  to  the  Hague,  to  inform 
Lord  Auckland,  and  the  Grand  Penfionary,  Van  Spiegel,  of  my 
departure ;  in  order  that,  in  confequence  of  their  requeft,  they 
may  confer  with  me  upon  the  frontiers,  between  Antwerp  and 
Breda,  relative  to  a  ncgociation. 

My  fhort  flay  at  Antwerp  will  allow  me  time  to  receive  a  co»» 
rier  from  the  Minifter,  Le  Bran,  who  is  to  fend  me  the  anfwer 
'  of  the  Court  of  London.  If  this  reply  be  categorical  and  friendly, 
as  it  feems  poflible,  I  fhall  return  to  Paris  to  receive  my  final  in- 
ftru&ions,  and  afterwards  fhall  go,  according  to  the  directions  of 
the  Council,  to  Calais,  to  embark  for  England. 

*  If,  on  the  contrary,  the  reply  be  peremptory  or  evafive,  I  fhall 

-  attack  Maeftricht  in  a  week  after  the  receipt  of  the  reply— I  fhall 
'  alfo  make  a  general  movement  to  cover  the  fiegc,  while  you  take 

poflef&on  01  Venlo,  in  which  garrifon  there  is  only  one  bat- 
talion. 

I  have  received  fqme  very  interefting  information  relative  to 
Maeftricht,  which  affords  me  every  hope  of  fuccefs. 

During  my  flay  at  Antwerp,  I  mall  enter,  either  by  peaceable 
or  forcible  means,  into  a  loan  upon  the  commerce,  in  order  to 
{ecure  the  necefTary  funds  for  commencing  operations. 

Tou  muft  go  to  Louvain  and  St.  Tron,  to  make  the  neceflkry 
difpofitions  in  the  artillery,  in  order  that  it  may  be  ready  to  fet 
out,  either  on  the  10th  or  at  the  lateft  on  the  15th  of  February. 

-  Make  all  the  necefTary  difpofitions  in  the  army,  without  making 
too  great  a  fhow. — The  grand  point  is  to  prevent  the  Pniffians 
from  being  informed  of  our  preparations. 
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From  Antwerp  I  will  fend  you  word  of  th?  meafurcg  which  I 
may  adopt  with  refpeft  to  provifions. — But' order  at  all  event! 
ovens  to  be  built  at  Tongres,  for  30,000  men.  Announce  my 
arrival  as  for  a  mefe  general  review,  which  the  Executive  Council 
has  ordered  me  to  make. 

Do  not  fay  a  word  about  negotiations. — I  do  not  wifli  to  make 
a  fecret  of  then*— but  they  ought  not  to  be  difclofed  till  the  event 
Js  known — the  meafure  is  important.  If  it  fucceed,  we  diminifh 
|he  number  of  our  enemies,  and  may  carry  on  the  war  in  the 
fame  manner  as  during  the  laft  campaign. 

If  it  fail,  we  will  aftonifh  the  Pruffians  and  Englifh  by  an  at* 
tack  upon  Holland.  We  will  make  a  grand  diver flon,  to  ferve 
Cuftine's  army,  and  we  (hall  be  able  perhaps  afterwards  to  make 
peace  more  eafily — for  to  that  point  all  our  endeavours  muft  be 
fdire&ed,  for  reafons  which  I  will  afterwards  explain,, 

Do  not  come  to  Antwerp,  for  that  will  derange  my  plan  of 
vifiting  the  army,  apparently  only  to  review  it.  I  will  meet  yon 
either  at  Ruremonde  or  Tongres, 

But  if  you  have  any  news  of  importance,  fend  it  to  Antwerp 
by  General  Thouvenot,  whom  I  will  difpatch  back  again  to  you 
as  foon  as  pofjible.

Memorial  prefenUd  by  Lord  Auckland,  his  Britannic  Majeflfs  Minifief 
at  the  Hague,  to  their  High  ^iightineffes  the  States  Qentrat. 

High  and  Mighty  Lords, 

THE  underfigned  Ambaflador  Extraordinary  and  Plenipoten* 
tiary  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  takes  the  earlieft  opportunity, 
in  confequence  of  the  exprefs  orders  of  the  King,  to  lay  before 
your  High  Mightinefles,  Copies  of  all  the  Papers  which  have  been 
exchanged,  fince  the  27th  of  December  laft  to  the  20th  of  this 
month,  between  Lord  Grenville,  Secretary  of  State  to  His  Ma* 
jefty,  and  M.  Chauvelin. 

The  King,  High  and  Mighty  Lords,  is  firmly  perfuaded,  that 
the  fentiments  and  principles  exprefled  by  Great  Britain  are  perv 
fe&ly  conformable  to  thofe  which  animate  your  Republic,  and 
that  your  High  Mightinefles  are  difpofed  fully  to  concur  in  the 
meafures  which  the  prefer*  criils  demands,  and  which  *TC  9  Me 
ceflary  confequence  of  thefe  ientimcnti  and  principles, 

The  circumftances  which  have  led  to  this  crifis  are  too  recent, 
and  the  conduit  of  the  King  too  well  known,  for  the  underfigne4 
to  have  occafion  here  to  enter  p}tQ  any  long  detail.    It  «s  not 
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IJuite  four  years  fince  certain  mifcreonts,  afluming  the  name  of 
philofophers,  have  prefumed  to  think  themfelves  capable  of  efta- 
bliflling  a  new  fyftem  of  civil  fociety.  In  order  to  realize  this 
dream,  the  offspring  of  Vanity,  it  became  neceflary  for  them  to 
overturn  and  deftroy  all  eftablifhed  notions  of  fubordinatioto,  of 
mora!*,  and  of  religion^  which  had  hitherto  cohftituted  the  fe 
curity,  the  happinefs  and  the  confolation  of  mankind*  Thefe 
deftru&ive  projects  have  but  too  well  fucceeded  5  but  the  effete 
of  th6  new  fyftem  which  they  wifhed  to  introduce  have  only 
fcrved  t9  demonftrate  the  folly  and  wickcdnefs  of  its  authors* 
The  events  that  have  fince  fo  rapidly  followed,  furpafs,  in  atro> 
city,  all  that  has  hitherto  fullied  the  page  of  hiftory.-  Property, 
liberty,  fecurity,  and  even  life  itfelf,  have  been  the  iport  of  this 
tinbridled  phrenzy  of  the  paffionsj  of  this  fpirit  of  rapine,  of 
hatred,  and  of  the  more  cruel  and  unnatural  ambition.  The 
annals  of  mankind  cannot  prefent  a  period  in  which,  in  fo  fhort 
a  fpace,  fo  many  crimes  have  been  committed,  fo  many  misfor- 
tunes produced*  and  fo  many  tears  fhed :  in  a  word,  at  this  very 
moment  thefe  horrors  appear  to  have  attained  their  utmoft  height. 

During  all  this  time,  the  King,  furrotinded  by  his  people,  who 
enjoyed^  under  the  favour  of  Providence,  a  degree  of  profperity 
without  example,  coiild  not  behold  the  misfortunes  of  others 
Without  the  ftrortgeft  emotions  of  pity  and  indignation;  but, 
faithful  to  hid  principles,  his  Majefty  has  never  permitted  himfelf 
to  interfere  in  the  internal  affairs  of  a  foreign  nation;  he  has 
never  departed  from  that  fyftem  of  neutrality  which  he  had 
Adopted. 

This  condttft  (which  the  King  has  feen  with  fatisfa&ion  to 
have  been  equally  obferved  by  your  High  Mightinefles),  the  good 
faith  of  which  all  Europe  lias  acknowledged,  and  which  ought  to 
have  beexi  refpected  on  many  other  accounts,  has  hot  been  fy£* 
ficient  to  fecure  his  Majefty,  his  people,  and  the  Republic,  from 
the  moft  dangerous  and  the  moft  criminal  confpiracies. 

For  feveral  months  paft*  proje&s  of  ambition  and  aggrandize-* 
inent,  dangerous  to  the  tranquillity  and  the  fecurity  of  aU  Europe* 
have  been  openly  avowed }  attempts  have  been  made  to  fpreaa 
throughout  England,  and  this  country,  maxims  fubverfite  of  all 
focial  order ;  and  they  have  not  fcrupled  to  give  to  thefe  deteftable 
attempts  the  name  of  a  Revolutionary  Power.  Antient  and 
folemn  treaties,  guaranteed  by  the  Kjng,  have  been  infringed, 
.  and  the  rights  and  territory  of  the  Republic  have  been  violated* 
His  Majefty  has  therefore,  in  his  wifdem,  judged  H  neceflary  to 
make  preparations  proportioned  to  the  nature  of  the  circum- 
ftances.  The  King  has  confulted  his  Parliament  j  and  the  mean 
fares  which  his  Majefty  had  thought  fit  to  take  have  been 
ttteived  with  the  moft  lively  and  inianimotis  approbation  of  a 
people  who  abhor  anarchy  and  frrefigion,  who  love  their  King, 
and  will  maintain  their  Conftitutiotf. 

K  k  Such* 
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Such,  High  and  Mighty  Lords,  are  the  motives  of  a  conduct, 
the  wifdom  and  equity  of  which  have  hitherto  enfured  to  the 
King  your  concert  and  co-operation. 

His  Majefty,  in  all  that  he  has  done,  has  ever  been  vigilant  in 
the  fupport  of  the  rights  and  the  fecurity  of  the  United  Pro* 
vinces.  The  Declaration  which  the  underfigned  had  the  honour 
to  deliver  to  your  High  Mightineffes  on  the  13th  of  November 
laft,  and  the  arrival  of  a  fmall  fquadron  deftined  to  protect  the 
coafts  of  the  Republic,  until  their  own  maritime  force  fhould  be 
affembled,  are  ftrong  proofs  of  this  fact.  Your  High  Mightineffes 
have  witneffed  this  difpofition  of  the  King,  in  every  thing  which 
his  Majefty  has  hitherto  done— you  will  not*be  lefs  fenfible  of  it 
in  the  meafures  which  are  now  preparing.  In  confequence,  his 
Majefty  is  perfuaded  that  he  (hall  continue  to  experience,  on  the 
part  of  your  High  Mightineffes,  a  perfect  conformity  of  principles 
and  conddft.  This  conformity  can  alone  give  to  the  united  effort* 
of  the  two  countries  the  energy  neceffary  for  their  common  de- 
fence ;  to  oppofe  a  barrier  to  thofe  evils  with  which  Europe  is 
menaced  $  and  to  preferve,  againft  every  attempt,  the  fecurity, 
the  tranquillity,  and  the  independence  of  a  State,  the  happinefs 
of  which  your  High  Mightineffes  enfure  by  the  wifdom  and  firm- 
nefs  of  your  government.

THE  underfigned  Ambaffador  Extraordinary  and  Plenipoten- 
tiary of  his  Britannic  Majefty  has  the  honour  to  inform 
their  High  Mightineffes,  by  an  exprefs  order  of  his  Majefty,  that 
after  the  news  had  been  received  at  London,  on  the  24th  inft. 
of  the  iatal  death  of  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  the  King  im- 
mediately affembled  his  Privy  Council,  and  his  Majefty  in  Coun- 
cil gave  orders  to  Lord  Grenvillc,  his  Secretary  of  State ;  in  con- 
fequence of  which  order,  the  faid  Lord  Grenville  gave  notice  on 
the  fame  day  to  M.  Chauvelin,  in  writing,  *  that  the  character  of 
which  he  had  been  inverted  by  the  King  of  France,  the  function 
of  which  had  been  fo  long  fufpended,  and  which,  being  now 
entirely  obliterated  by  the  fatal  death  of  his  Mcft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefty,  he  had  no  longer  any  public  character;  that  the  King, 
after  fuch  an  event,  could  no  longer  permit  his  refidence  in 
Great  Britain ;  his  Majefty  therefore  thought  fit  to  order,  that 
he  fhould  quit  the  kingdom  within  eight  days,  and  that  Lord 
Grenville  4hould  tranfmit  to  M.  Chauvelin  a  copy  of  the  order

1AM  ftill  here,  my  dear  Miles.  The  Cuftom-houfe  would  not 
allow  the  packet-boat  to  depart  with  which  I  had  engaged. 
The  packet-boat  with  the  mail  defers  its  departure  as  long  as  it 
can.  The  Tailors  have  a  great  averfion  to  eroding  over  to  Calais, 
where,  by  a  ftrange  violation  of  eftablifhed  rights,  and  refpeft 
doe  from  one  nation  to  another,  they  have  retained  fix  packet* 
boats  $  among  others,  thofe  which  took  over  Rcinhard  and  Chau* 
velin's-  fcrvants.  I  know  no  motive  that  can  authorife  fuch  a 
conduit  \  and,  let  what  will  be  the  confequence,  it  is  my  inten* 
tkm  to  declare  againft  fuch  unaccountable  conduct,  and  which  is 
doubtlefs  disproved  of  by  the  public.    Since  Friday  no  French 
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letters  have  arrived  here,  nor  have  any  Englifh  letter*  pafled  *• 
France ;  this  accounts  for  my  being  without  orders  from  Govern? 
ment.  This  circumftance  is  afflifting,  as  the  fate  of  the  tvuq  nations 
depended  more  upon  it  than  is  thought.  Adieu,  my  dear  Miles  \  aor 
cepc  of  the  cordial  aifurances  of  an  inviolable  attachment.

the  United  provinces. 

Noble  and  Mighty  Lords,  to  Feb.  1793. 

WHEN,  by  the  reports  of  the  Con fuls  of  the  State,  we 
learned  that  an  embargo  had  been  laid  in  the  ports  of 
France  and  of  Flanders,  upon  all  the  vcflVls  belonging  to  citizen* 
of  this  Republic,  we  did  not  know  to  what  caufe  to  attribute  that 
unforefeen  meafure.  But  very  foon  that  uncertainty  gave  way  tQ 
the  greateft  lurprifc  and  indignation,  when  we  were  informed  by 
the  public  newfpapers,  that  the  French  nation,  or  rather  thofe 
that  govern  it  at  this  moment,  had  iflued  a  Decree  of  fo  extra* 
vagant  a  nature,  that  hiftory  furnifhes  us  with  no  example  of 
fuch  a  ftep,  full  of  ignorance  and  injuftice,  taken  in  the  name  of 
the  French  nation,  with  refpeft  to  ours. 

The  decree  we  allude  to  appears  to  have  pafled  on  the  firft  of 
this  month,  and  declares  that  the  National  Convention,  repre- 
fenting  the  French  nation,  are  at  war  with  the  King  of  Englan4 
and  the  Stadtholder  of  the  United  Provinces ;  and,  as  a  reafon

for  that  Angular  Declaration  of  War,  they  allege,  that  the  Stadu 
holder  was  treating  with  the  enemies  of  the  French  nation ;  that 
he  opprcflfcd  the  French  patriots ;  that  he  fct  at  liberty  fome  fa* 
hricators  of  falfe  affignats ;  that  he  armed  ihips,  in  order  to  join 
thofe  of  England  \  that  he  opened  a  loan  j  and  that  he  created 
obstacles  to  the  French  trade.  Thefe  circumftances,  they  faid, 
were  evident  marks  of  hoftility,  and  left  to  France  no  hope  any 
longer  of  preferving  Peace.  On  thefe  grounds  not  only  a  De* 
jclaration  of  War  was  made  againft  ihe  Stadtholder,  but  it  was 
immediately  followed  by  preparations  of  hoftilities,  not  againft 
the  hereditary  Prince  S tad t holder  (whofe  principalities  lie  in 
Germany),  but  againft  this  Republic,  and  againft  the  property  pf 
her  good  citizens. 

All  Europe,  High  and  Mighty  Lords,  muft  be  aftonifhed  to  fee 
fuch  a  chain  of  abfurdities  uTue  from  an  afiembly,  who  calls  itfelf 
the  legiflators,  the  reformers  of  their  nation,  and  who  protnifes 
to  enlighten  it ;  in  fhort,  an  aflembjy  whp  recommends  ks  prin*» 
ciples  to  other  nations,  as  emanated  from  wifdom  itfelf,  and  as 
fhe  fource  of  human  happinefs. 

To  declare  war  againft  the  Stadtholder  of  the  United  Nether- 
lands, of  which  he  is  not  the  Sovereign,  but  an  Illuftrious  Per* 
fonage  attached  to  this  Republic  by  eminent  dignities,  with  which 
he  is  invefted  under  the  Sovereignty  of  the  States  of  the  Pre* 
vinces,  the  union  of  which  reprefents  the  Sovereignty  of  the 
Confederation.  What  can  it  mean  otherwife,  than  to  mew,  .as 
clear  as  day-light,  a  moft  profound  ignorance  respecting  the  go- 
vernment of  a  ftate  from  which  they  pretend  that  they  have 
fuftained  injuries,  But  in  reflecting  on  the  motives  which  are 
alleged  for  this  Declaration  of  War,  one  cannot  attribute  it 
merely  to  ignorance,  but  alfo  to  that  fpirit  of  domination,  ufur- 
pation,  violence,  and  univerfal  rapine,  which  directs  the  fteps  of 
feveral  members  of  the  National  Convention.  In  fact,  your 
Noble  Mightinefles  know  it,  every  citizen  knows  it,  there  is  not 
one  of  thofe  motives  which  could  concern  the  Prince  Hereditary 
Stadtholder,  although  they  correfpond  exactly  with  the  truth; 
but  fome  of  thofe  motives  are  totally  deftitute  of  any  foundation 
in  fact ;  and  there  are  fome  which  may  be  materially  true,  but 
they  are  of  fuch  a  nature  as  no  independent  power  owes  any 
account  of  to  any  foreign  government.  How  can  the  member^ 
of  the  National  Convention  think  themfelves  offended,  becaufe 
this  Republic  arms  fhips  and  makes  preparations  for  her  own  de- 
fence ;  and  that,  in  order  to  enable  her  to  make  fuch  prepare 
tions,  the  one  or  the  other  province  opens  loans?  The  other 
motives  alleged  are  pure  falfehoods,  mere  fictions,  folely  invented 
in  order  to  give  fome  colour  of  juftice  to  acts  of  violence. 

The  Republic  has  not  treated  (no  more  has  the  Stadtholder) 
with  the  enemies  of  France.    She  ufed  the  greatcft  poffible  cir-, 
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'  ariwifpccdon  with  refpccT:  to  the  admiffion  of  the  Emigrants  ;  and 
it  was  only  from  the  confederation  of  not  affording  a  pretext  of 
difpute  with  the  French  government,  that  We,  as  well  as  your 
Noble  Highnefles,  were  prerented  from  following  the  impulfe  of 
our  hearts,  and  the  fentiments  of  compaflion  with  which  the  fate 
of  thofe  unfortunate  peribns  infpircd  us.  On  the  other  hand, 
where,  and  in  what  place  within  our  country,  were  the  French 
patriots  ever  oppreffed  ?  On  the  contrary,  perhaps  rhey  were 
treated  with  too  much  mildnefs,  in  proportion  to  the  dangerous 
principles  which  fevcral  of  them  have  fpread  amongft  the  citizens 
of  thofe  Provinces.  Befides,  we  declare  that  we  are  ignorant 
that  in  any  part  of  thefc  States,  any  of  the  fabricators  of  falfe 
affignats  have  ever  been  fet  at  liberty,  after  they  had  been  con- 
sisted of  that  crime $  lb  far  from  it,  wc  know  that  corporal  pu- 
niihmenfs  have  been  inflicted  for  iuch  offences,  as  foon  as  it  was 
proved  before  the  judges  that  the  accufation  was  well  founded, 
and  that  it  had  not  been  brought  forward  by  the  French  govern- 
ment merely  to  have  a  pretext  to  feize  upon  the  peribns  and 
papers  of  fuch  as  they  thought  fit  to  profecute  for  other  reafons. 
•  Let  tis  remember,  Noble  and  Mighty  Lords,  now  that  we  are 
confidering  thefe  ablurd  pretences,  the  conduct  of  the  States, 
daring  the  troubles  in  France,  and  the  conduct  of  the  French 
government  towards  us.  The  Republic  has  obferved  the  ftricle(\ 
neutrality,  '  On  all  occafions  /he  has  given  to  the  French  govern- 
ment the  fokmn  aflurancc,  that  Ihe  would  meddle  neither  directly 
nor  indirectly  with  the  interior  troubles  of  that  country. — The 
Adminiftrators  of  the  French  nation,  on  their  fide,  made  aflur- 
ances  alfo  in  England,  as  weil  as  here,  that  they  would  refpeft 
this  neutrality.  During  that  time,  and  contrary  to  the  faith  of 
treaties,  at  a  time  when  the  Republic  had  not  forces  fufficicnt  for 
Tefiftance,  her  territory  upon  the  Scheldt  was  violated  by  armed 
veffels ;  at  the  fame  time  the  Convention  of  France  permitted 
petitions  to  be  prclented  to  their  aflcmbly,  which  were  injurious 
ta  <hefc  States  and  their  government,  which  were  by  them  even 
anfwered  with  approbation. 

That  fame  Aflcmbly  undertook  to  protect  certain  individuals 
who  came  from  thefe  Provinces,  and  who  openly  pretended  to 
cftablifh  a  Datavian  Revolutionary  Committee,  and  who  under 
that  title  fill  the  Republic  with  writings,  which  are  as  infolent  as 
they  are  extravagant. 

Laftly,  at  the  time  when  Europe  was  aftonifhed  at  the  patienco 
of  the  Republic,  and  at  her  complaifance  towards  France,  the 
French  government  broke  through  all  bounds,  and  declared  war, 
in  appearance  againft  the  peribn  of  the  Sradtholder,  but  In  faft 
againit  the  poflcflions  of  the  citizens  of  thefe  Provinces. 

It  is  with  grief  that  we  think  ourfelvcs  obliged  to  iay  all' thefe 
circumftanccs  before  your  Noble  Mightincfies.     A  pacific  Re* 
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public,  who  wifhes  to  offend  nobody,  who  wifhes  for  the  property 
of  nobody  for  the  purpofe  of  aggrandizing  herfelf,  who  con- 
duced herfelf  with  the  utmoft  circumfpeclion  in  the  midft  of 
the  tempefts  of  Europe  j  a  peaceable  Republic  fees  herfelf  all  at 
once  threatened  by  a  torrent  of  devaftation,  which  already  has 
ravaged  as  many  countries  as  were  in  i  s  vicinity  — What  part 
are  we  to  take,  Noble  and  Mighty  Lords }    We  will  place  our 
confidence  in  the  God  of  our  anceilors,  who  made  this  Republic 
grow  ftrong  out  of  its  weak  origin,  and  often  faved  it  by  mira- 
cles t  and  afterwards,  we  will  employ  for  our  defence,  with  cou- 
rage, with  conftancy,  and  with  calmnefs,  the  means  which  die 
fituation  and  the  refources  of  our  country  ihall  furntth  us  with. 
It  is  not  long  fince  the  Confederates  cugaged  a-ncw,  in  a  folema 
manner,  to  hold  the  dignities  of  Hereditary  Stadtholder,  Captain 
and  Admiral  General,   as  an  ciTential  part  of  the  Confritution, 
and  form  of  government  of  the  State,  and  to  guarantee  it  to  each 
other  reciprocally  by  promifing  never  to  make  any  deviation,  but 
in  one  of  the  Provinces,  from  this  fundamental  law,  falutary  aud 
indifpenfible  for  the  fafety  and  repofe  of  the  State.   The  moment 
for  executing  this  guarantee  with  vigour  and  effect  is  now  arrived. 
The  Convention  have  declared  war   againlt   his  Highncfs  tha 
Stadtholder,  as  if  he  were  constitution :*il  Sovereign.   The  writing* 
and  fpeeches  of  thofe  who  govern  the  French  nation  are  filled 
with  the  chimerical  ncceiiity  of  reforming  our  conititution,  and 
not  acknowledging  in  the  State  a  Stadtholder,  whom  they  con- 
fider  as  Sovereign :  they  endeavour  by  that  to  detach  from  the 
Stadtholder  the  people  of  the  United  Provinces,  whom  they  know 
to  have  an  averfion  to  monarchical  government,  and  by  thefe 
means  to  (cattcr  in  our  country  the  eternally  pernicious  feeds  of 
difcord,  in  order  that  they  may  invade  it  with  more  facility,  and 
plunder  it  at  their  eafe.     If  thefe  are  their  views,  High  and 
Mighty  Lords,   as  there  is  no  doubt,   let  us  rally  as  one  man- 
arount-1  the  Constitution.     This  Constitution  has  a  free  form  of 
government,  and  an  hereditary  Stadtholder,  but  not  a  fovereignr 
Prince. — Let  all  citizens,  who  place  any  intereft  in  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  civil  and  religious  rights  which  they  enjoy  in  thi* 
country,  unite  with  heart  and  hand  to  defend  themfelves  and 
their  poffeflions  againft  unjuft  violence :  let  no  perfon,  whatever 
may  be  his  mode  of  thinking,  imagine  that  he  will  more  than 
another  efcape  the  general  diforder,  pillage,  rapine,  and  aflkfii- 
nation,  which  are  the  confequences  of  the  fubveriion  of  tlrc 
government  of  a  country.  There  doubtlefs  exift  in  this  Republic, 
men  who,  milled  by  the  fpecious  name  of  liberty,  and  by  the 
falfe  picture  which  has  been  exhibited  to  them  of  equality,  con- 
fider  thefe  chimerical  fyftems  as  objects  highly  dciirable :  but  let 
thefe  deluded  men  only  turn  their  eyes  to  alt  thofe  nations  who 
have  fuffcred  themfelves  to  be  captivated  by  this  ideal  perfection  ; 
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let  them  examine  whether,  fince  that  period,  thefe  nations  nare 
become  more  wife,  moire  civilized*  or  more  virtuous;  whether 
national  profpcrity  has  been  increafed,  and  whether  their  internal, 
fafety  and  repofe  have  been  better  confolidated.  The  refult  of 
thii  examination  will  doubtlefs  not  be  favourable :  but  let  them 
confider,  on  the  other  hand,  that  this  Republic  has  been  fo  long 
flourifhing  and  happy  under  the  confutation  of  its  prefcnt  go* 
vernment,  and  that  it  confequently  prefents  to  us  an  object  lufc 
ficiently  interefting  to  induce  us  to  defend  it. 

We  (hall  conclude  thefe  prefents,  High  and  Mighty  Lords? 
with  exhorting  vou,  by  every  thing  that  honour,  duty,  and  in- 
tereft  require  of  every  Batavian,  to  employ  all  poffiblc  means  for 
a  courageous  defence,  when  the  State  fhall  be  hoftikly  attacked, 
and  at  the  fame  time  to  purfue  ferious  meafures,  that  our  internal 
repofe  may  not  be  difturbed  under  favour  of  foreign  hostilities.; 
By  doing  this,  we  can  -hope,  under  the  Divine  blemng,  that  out 
{Deans  of  defence,  fupported  by  the  affiftance  of  oiir  faithful 
Allies,  will  be  able  to  repel  an  unjuft  attack*

King  of  Naples, 

T  COME,  in  the  name  of  the  French  Republic,  to  demand 
**  fatisfaftion  of  your  Majefty  for  an  infult  to  my  nation,  of 
which  your  Majefty  will  find  the  proof  in  a  note  which  I  fubjoiif* 
figned  Acton,  by  which  Citizen  Semonville,  inverted  with  the 
national  confidence,  and  the  Ambaffador  of  the  nation  to  the 
Ottoman  Porte,  is  outraged  in  the  mod  atrocious  manner.  I  am 
charged  to  demand,  whether  or  not  your  Majefty  avows  this  note, 
tohich  contains  the  moil  marked  breach  of  good  faith.— -I  de- 
mand the  avowal  or  difavowal  of  a  proceeding,  which  a  fpirited, 
republican,  and  free  people  ought  not  to  bear.  If,  as  I  cannot 
doubt,  your  Majefty  fhall  difavow  an  act  of  fuck  bafenefs  and 
perfidy,  your  Majefty  will  be  pleafcd  to  manifeft  it  by  an  Am- 
baffador fent  to  the  Republic  for  that  purpofc,  and  who  will  be 
.conducted  by  one  of  the  frigates  under  my  command  to  a  French 
port,  and  by  recalling  from  Conftantinople  the  man  who  has 
made  ufe  of  fo  bafc  a  calumny,  to  depreciate  the  character  of 
Citizen  Semonville.  From  your  Majcfty's  readinefs  to  acknow- 
ledge the  foveretgnty  of  the  French  people,  and  their  govern- 
ment, I  cannot  doubt  that  your  Majefty  will  grant  to  the  French?

■  His  Majefty  formally  difapproves  of  what  has  been  done  by 
his  Minifter  at  the  Porte,  to  prevent  M.  Semonville  from  being 
received.— He  declares  he  never  gave  any  orders  to  this  effeft, 
and  he  doe?  this  fo  much  the  more  wrllingly,  as  the  public  prints 
have  announced  the  fatt.  His  Majefty,  who  had  before  publicly 
and  officially  difapproved  of  this  conduft,  c6uld  not  fhew  himietf 
more  difpofed .  to  manifeft  this  declaration  than  by  commanding 
M.  Gulielmo  Eftdolf  abfohitcly  to  defift  from  the  difcharge  of  au 
his  functions  at  the  Porte. 

.  As  his  Majefty  has  already  thought  lit  to  appoint  one  of  his 
lfinifters  abroad  (the  perfon  now  refident  at  the  Court  of  JLon* 
don)  to  fill  the  place  of  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  at  Paris,  he 
toluntarily  embraces  the  opportunity  Of  ordering  him  fpetdily  to 
his  deftination,  and  a  courier  fhall  be  fent  with  the  utmoft  expe- 
dition, both  to  carry  this  expreffion  of  difapprobation  of  what 
has  happened  at  the  Porte,  and  to  announce,  that  by  this  miffiott. 
he  wifhes  to  eontimie  and  to  eonfoiidate  the  good  nnderftandmg 
that  fubfifts  between  his  Majefty  and  the  Frciph  Republic.

Copy  of  a  Letter from  the  Chevalier  HOcariz,  the  Spanijb  Charge  des 
Affaires  in  France,  to  the  Minifter  for  Foreign  Affair f. 

Sir',  Paris,  t>ec.  26,  1 792, 

TT  is  with  great  fatisfa&ion  that  I  have  received  the  letters  you 
•*•  have  done  me  the  honour  to  fend  to  me  \  containing  the  pa- 
pers relative  to  the  neutrality  of  Spain,  and  to  the  convention  far 
withdrawing  the  troops  from  the  *efpe&ve  frontiers,     I  hope. 

LI  '  th* 
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the  executive  council,  the  whole  French  naGon,  and  the  repre- 
fentatives  of  the  nation,  will  fee  in  them  new  and  very  authentic 
proofs  of  the  franknefs  and  amicable  intentions  of  his  Catholic 
Majefty,  and  how  much  his  Majefty  has  it  at  heart  to  fpare  no- 
thing for  maintaining  the  ancient  harmony  and  fraternal  amity 
that  fubfifts  between  the  two  nations.  I  truft,  that  not  only  the 
literal  fenfe  of  .the  expreflions  made  ufe  of  by  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty, but  the  tone  and  the  manner  of  treating  the  whole  of  this 
Negotiation,  rnuft,  in  every  ingenuous  mind,  add  to  the  opinion 
that  Europe  has  long  entertained  of  Spanifh  candour ;  and  I  con- 
gratulate myfelf  as  peculiarly  fortunate,  in  being  now  charged 
with  orders,  the  effect  of  which  muft  be  to  draw  Hill  dofer  the 
ties  of  two  nations,  whom  mutual  efteem,  as  well  as  common 
intereft,  have  rendered  friends,  and  who  cannot  ceafe  to  be  fo 
without  great  difadvantages  to  both.  The  difpatches  containing 
this  order,  and  all  that  relates  to  the  execution  of  it,  have  been 
brought  to  me  by  a  French  courier  extraordinary  •,  a  circumftance 
which  I  take  the  liberty  of  pointing  out  to  you  as  a  mark  of  the 
entire  confidence  of  his  Majefty,  who  wifhes  not  to  be  even  fuC- 
petted  of  any  referve,  or  of  fending  me  any  fecret  inftrnctions. 

The  declaration  of  neutrality  demanded  by  the  minifter  of 
France  at  the  court  of  Spain,  might  be  considered  as  an  a  A  abfo- 
lutely  ufelefs,  fince  this  neutrality  exifts  in  fact,  and  no  hoftile 
meafure  on  the  part  of  Spain  having  given  room  for  prefuming 
that  this  power  meant  to  commit  any  violation  of  it,  it  feemed 
fuperfluous  to  declare  it  a-ncw.  But  the  King  confidered  that 
the  changes  that  had  taken  place  in  France,  coupled  with  the 
circumftances  of  the  war  in  which  the  French  nation  was  en- 
gaged, might,  if  not  juftify,  at  leaft  give  rife  to  diftrufts  which 
it  was  better  to  prevent ;  and  that,  betides,  this  new  declaration, 
whether  neceflary  or  fuperfluous,  muft,  in  the  prefent  moment, 
give  a  character  the  moft  authentic,  and  even  a  folemnity,  to  his 
pacific  mid  amicable  resolutions,  and  would  confequently  be  an 
additional  means-  of  afiiiring  reciprocal  confidence  and  intimacy. 

I  muft  not  omit,  Sir,  to  remark  to  you,  as  an  incontrovertible 
proof  of  the  fincerity  of  Spain,  and  her  full  confidence  in  the 
candour  of  France,  the  confent  of  the  King  to  caufe  to  be  with- 
drawn the  extraordinary  troops  fent  to  the  frontiers  adjoining 
France,  with  the  fole  intention  of  maintaining  good  order,  which 
evil-difpofed  perfons  wifhed  to  difturb  by  introducing  themfelvea 
to  fow  feditious  maxims,  on  condition  that  France  fhould  with- 
draw her  extraordinary  troops  fent  to  the  frontiers  of  Spain ;  for 
although  the  terms  of  this  convention  have,  on  the  firft  view,  a 
great  appearance  of  being  equal,  they  are  fax  from  being  fo  in 
reality. 

In  fact,  by  the  very  difference  of  the  two  governments,  and 
the  prefent  flotation  of  the  two  empires,  it  is  clearly  evident  that 
the  French  troops  might  be  aflcmbled  on  the  frontiers  of  France 
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in  much  greater  numbers,  and  with  much  greater  promptitude, 
than  the  Spanifh  troops  could  be  on  the  frontiers  of  Spain ;  and 
thus  that  mutual  iincerity,  franknefs,  and  amity,  could  alone  give 
any  parity  to  this  meafure.  But  what  may  more  contribute  to 
confolidate  this  union,  and  that  in  which  the  two  dates  and  all 
Europe  have  fo  great  an  intereft,  will  be  the  iffue  of  the  memo- 
rable afiair  that  now  occupies  France,  and  attracts  the  attention 
of  all  nations.  It  is  by  the  manner  in  which  France  (hall  treat 
the  unfortunate  King,  Louis  XVI.  and  his  family,  that  foreign 
nations  will  be  able  to  judge  with  certainty  of  her  generality  and 
her  moderation.  This  grand  trial,  which  is  about  to  decide  the 
fate  of  the  head  of  the  family  of  the  Bourbons,  cannot  be  con* 
fidered  by  the  King  of  Spain  as  indifferent  to  him )  and  his  Ma- 
jefty  does  not  fear  being  accufed  of  wifhing  to  interfere  in  the 
government  of  a  country  not  fubjeel  to  his  empire,  when  he 
ralfes,  in  favour  of  his  relation  and  his  ancient  ally,  a  voice  that 
can  difpleafe  only  thofe  whofe  hearts  are  (hut  againft  every  fenti- 
ment  of  morality  and  commiferation*  It  is,  therefore,  in  the  , 
name  of  the  King  of  Spain,  without  entering  into  any  of  thofc 
difcuflions  on  principles,  which,  in  a  foreign  mouth,  might  per* 
haps  be  thought  uni'eemly,  that  I  (hall  confine  myfelf  to  prefent- 
ing  fome  reflexions  folely  founded  on  juftice,  on  the  law  of  na* 
tions,  and  on  the  general  interefts  of  humanity.  If  there  are 
men  who  make  no  account  of  thofe  interefts,  they  are  the  only 
men  who  can  disapprove  of  the  warmth  and  importance  with 
which  the  trial  of  Louis  XVI.  is  confidcred >  and  they  may  be 
snfwered,  that  they  themfelves  give  it  more  importance,  although 
of  another  kind,  fincc  in  it  they  have  accumulated  irregularities 
which  they  would  have  blamed  in  any  other  trial  whatever. 
Thefe  irregularities,  powerfully  combated  by  many  Frenchmen, 
and  by  many  members  of  the  National  Convention,  who  have 
published  their  complaints  on  the  fubjc&s,  cannot  fail  to  ftrike 
the  mod  moderate  and  unprejudiced  men  of  other  nations.  The 
example  of  a  parly  accufed,  tried  by  judges  who  are  felf-confti* 
tuted,  and  of  whom  feveral  have  not  fince  hefitated  to  declare 
their  opinion,  with  every  exprcfiion  of  hatred  and  partiality— 
pf  a  party  accufed,  condemned  without  any  pre-exifting  law,  and 
condemned  for  offences  of  which  I  examine  not  the  proofs,  but 
which,  if  they  were  proved,  could  not  attaint  the  inviolability 
which  a  law  univerfally  aflented  to  afiured  to  him— is  an  example 
too  remote  from  all  the  ordinary  ideas  of  juftice,  for  any  nation 
that  refpefts  herfelf  not  to  dread  prefenting  tp  the  eyes  of  na- 
tions by  whom  (he  wi(hes  to  be  refpeclcd. 

It  is  impoflible  that  the  whole  world  Jhould  not  fee  with  horror 
the  violences  exercifed  againft  a  prince,  known  at  leaft  by  the 
mildnefs  and  the  innocence  of  his  character,  and  whom  this  mild* 
nefs  and  this  very  facility  have  precipitated  into  a  fituation  into 
which  guilt  a^d  wicksdnefs  have  never  plunged  the  moft  cruel 
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tyrants.  If,  in  fact,  Louis  XVI.  has  committed  faults,  who  bat 
muft  think  them  abundantly  expiated  by  a  fall  fo  unexpected,  by 
the  mortification  of  a  long  and  hard  captivity,  by  his  fears  for 
his  filter,  for  his  wife,  and  for  his  children,  and  what,  I  will  be 
bold  to  fay,  is  truly  fhameful,  by  the  very  outrages  and  ihfults  of 
fome  men,  who  think  to  aggrandize  themfelves  by  trampling  on 
greatnefs  which  is  now  no  more,  and  who  have  forgotten,  that 
if  changes  in  political  inftitutions  releafe  a  country  from  the -an- 
cient refyeft  which  it  thought  it  a  duty  to  pay  to  its  kings,  no 
revolution  could  ever  releafe  honourable,  minds  from  the  refpect 
due  to  grief  and  misfortune.  I  pafs  by  the  numerous  reflections 
which  this  fubject  affords,  to  confine  myfelf  to  that  which  & 
directly  connected  with  the  functions  of  the  ipiniftry  with  whicfi 
I  am  charged.  Although  thofe  of  the  French  citizens  whofe 
opinion  is  favourable  to  Louis  XVI.  have  been  thought  hitherto 
to  havo  lefs  liberty  of  writing  and  fpeaking,  than  thofe  who 
maintain  the  contrary  opinion ;  and  although;  cbnfcquently,  the 
greater  number  of  the  former  have  been  filent ;  it  cannot  be  difc 
fembled  that  opinions  are  already  much  divided.  Jf,"  then,  the 
enemies  of  this  unfortunate  prince  fhould  fucceed  in  cauflng  the 
extreme  of  violence  to  be  exercifed  upon  him,  it  would  be  im- 
poffible  to  perfuade  foreigners  that  they  ought  to  impute  this 
Conduct  to  the  French  nation  and  the  French  government ;  and 
they  would  think  that  they  refilled  evidence,  if  thty  did  noj 
conclude  that  there  do  exift  in  France  individuals  more  powerful 
than  the  government  and  the  nation  itfelf.  In  that  cafe,  it  is 
inconteft'ible  that  foreign  nations  could  not  reasonably  place  any 
confidence  in  the  protections  of  the  French  nation,  in  their 
treaties  of  peace,  of  alliance,  and  of  commerce  with  her ;  and 
Europe  would  think  fhe  faw  unceaiingly  hew  difquiets,  new  agi- 
tations, threatening  all  her  intereft,  and  difturbing  the  public 
tranquillity;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  a  conduct  at  once  equi- 
table and  magnanimous  towards  the  accufed  King,  would  nccefc 
farily  produce  contrary  effects.  Even  the  pretend  of  Louis  XVI.* 
and  his  family,  in  the  country  which  they  fhould  choofe  for  an 
afylum,  would  be  a  living  teftimony  of  the  generality  and  the* 
power  of  the  French,  and  would  teach  all  men  that  your  natioii 
knows  how  to  unite  moderation  with  victory $  that  the  has  only 
noble  and  beiieficent  paffions,  and  that  the  triumphs  of  her  arm* 
do  not  hinder  her  from  voluntarily  bowing  her  head  before  the 
image  of  juftice.  The  fentiments  of  efteeni  and  admiration  with 
which  fhe  Would  infpire  all  nations,  would  not  fail  to  lead  very 
foon  to  a  peace,  which  all  nations  muft  defire }  and  of  whichi 
riO twit hirandirig' her  fuccefies,  France  herfelf  muft  have  need. 
May  a  hope  fo  pleating  be  realized  ! 

All  that  I  have  now  exprefled  to  you  is  the  wifh  of  the  king  j 
it  is  the  wifh  of  the  Spanifh  nation ;  of  that  nation  who  in  he* 
ancient  character,  in  refpecting  juftice,  knows  neverthelefs  how 
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fo  appreciate  the  p&ffions  as  well  as  the  high  virtues,  and  whq 
hopes  that  the  Franch  nation  will  ftill  offer  to  pofterity,  on  this 
occafion,  an  example  of  the  greatnefs  and  the  generality  that 
have*  hitherto  characterised  her.  United  by  the  fame  fentiments, 
which  are  fo  much  the  more  honourable  to  the  French  people! 
as  they  are  contra  ft ed  with  the  paffions  and  the  fuggeftions  from 
which  they  have  to  guard  themfejves,  how  durable  will  be  the 
bonds  pf  amity  between  the  two  nations !  how  pleafing  will  be 
thole  titles  they  will  have  to  produce  between  them  for  drawing 
thofe  ties  clofer  and  clofer! — How  worthy  of  both  will  be  their 
mutual  cfteem  founded  on  humanity  I 

It  is  with  thefe  views  that  his  Catholic  Majefty  has  thought  it 
honourable  for  him  to  tranfmit  to  the  French  government  his 
pnoft  prefling,  his  mod  ardent  interceffions,  on  the  important 
affair  which  now  fixes  the  attention  of  men  5  and  which  I  intreat 
you  to  communicate  to  the  National  Convention ;  and  if  I  could, 
by  my  anfwer,  communicate  to  the  king  that  the  wifhes  of  hifc 
heart  have  been  fulfilled  j  happy  to  have  been  the  agent  in  a  ne- 
gotiation fo  humane,  fo  glorious ;  happy  in  having  well  ferved 
my  country  and  yours ;  this  day  wquld  be  the  moft  plcafing,  the 
jpoft  cpnfoling  of  my  life.

THE  qew  otderj  which  I  have  received,  and  the  urgency  of 
the  circumftance;?,  authorise  me  not  to  omit  any  means  in 
which  I  can  manifeft  the  anxiety  which  his  Catholic  Majefty 
feels  on  the  occafion  of  the  trial  which  is  fo  near  to  end,  and  in 
lb  fetal  a  manner  to  the  unfortunate  head  elf  his  family.  I  there- 
fore take  the  fpeedieft  opportunity  to  repent  to  you,  in  his  Ma- 
jetty's  name,  his  inftant  Solicitations,  and  his  moft  ardent  en- 
treaties, to  the  French  nation  arid  their  reprefentatives.  I  think 
that  the  new  considerations  which  I  am  going  to  lay  before  you, 
will  appear  to  you  to  deferve  a  particular  attention;  I  entreat  you 
to  communicate  them  to'  the  National  Conventiofu  I  am  con- 
vinced  that  the  French  people  are  deftfned  by  their  charaftcr,

political  prudence  which  have  been  offered  to  them  by  feveral  of 
their  members.  I  {hall  not  prefume  to  add  to  them :  but,  Sir, 
the  importance  of  the  caufe,  and  the  intereft  which  the  King  of 
Spain  takes,  and  ought  to  take  in  it,  is  fuch,  that  I  hope  I  fhall 
pot  be  difowned  by  his  Majcfty,  when  I  come  to  entreat  you,  by 
this  letter,  to  obtain  from  you  the  time  to  defire  his  intervention 
pnd  good  offices  to  eftabliih  peace  between  France  and  the  other 
belligerent  Powers.  If  this  ftep,  being  at  the  fame  time  ufeful 
to  the  French,  could  alfo  foften  and  meliorate  the  fate  of  hb 
unhappy  relative,  I  may  confidently  expeft  the  approbation  of  his 
Majefty,  that  in  the  manner  in  which  my  offer  fhall  have  been 
accepted,  the  King,  my  maftcr,  fhall  think  himfelf  bound  and 
engaged  to  enter  into  negotiations,  the  fuccefs  of  which  will  be 
fo  important  to  humanity.  I  very  ardently  wifh  that  the  propofil 
I  am  making  mzy  be  accepted  of;  and,  in  the  cafe  it  fhould,  I 
require  no  more  tlian  ftrictly  the  time  neceffary  for  the  going 
and  return  of  a  courier.

letter  from  Citizen  Digne,  Conful  of  the  French  Republic  at  Rome, 

Rome,  Jan*  1 6. 

CITIZEN  Makau,  Minifter  of  the  Republic  at  Naples,  being 
informed  by  his  Secretary,  Citizen  Baffcville,  of  the  oppo* 
fition  made  by  the  Court  of  Rome  to  prevent  the  efcutcheon  of 
the  Republic  from  being  fubftituted  for  the  arms  of  France  over 
the  gate  of  the  French  Conful  in  that  city,  difpatchcd  on  the 
loth  of  January  two  letters,  one  for  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the 
Court  of  Rome,  and  the  other  for  Digne,  the  French  Conful. 

Litizen  De  Flottes  arrived  at  Rome  on  the  12th,  and  delivered 
the  fir  ft  letter  to  Cardinal  Zelada,  who  promifed  an  anfwer  in 
two  or  three  days.  The  letter  addreffed  to  the  Conful  contained 
exprefs  orders  for  placing  the  arms  of  the  Republic  over  the  gato 
of  the  confular  houfe  within  twenty-four  hours.  However  pref* 
fing  this  letter  might  be,  the  Conful  did  not  think  proper  to 
comply  with  the  order.  In  fome  private  conferences  which  he 
had  with  Citizen  De  Flottes,  he  laid  before  him  the  danger  of 
braving  the  public  opinion  in  a  city  where  the  people  were  at* 
tached  to  their  worfiiip,  their  religious  opinions  and  prejudices, 
and  had  an  avowed  hatred  to  the  French,  The  event  has  top 
fully  verified  this  predi&ion. 

At  three  o'clock,  on  the  13th,  the  people  began  to  affemble, 
armed  with  clubs  and  ftones, — The  government  poitcd  guards  of 
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foidiers  in  the  different  quarters  of  Rome  where  they  thought 
their  prefence  moft  neceflary  for  prefcrving  public  tranquillity. 
Citizen  BaiTeville,  it  appears,  when  informed  that  the  people  were 
loudly  murmuring  againft  the  plan  propofed  by  Major  De  Flottes, 
for  placing,  by  force,  the  arms  of  the  Republic  over  the  Conful's 
gate,  difapproved  of  the  mcalurc  \  but  the  obilinacy  of  the  Major 
would  not  give  way. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  13th,  Citizen  BaiTeville  went  out  in  his 
carriage,  for  an  airing,  with  his  wife,  his  child,  and  Major  De 
Flottes.  His  coachman  and  footman  having  in  their  hats  the 
national  cockades,  the  people  cried  out,  "  Down  with  the  cock- 
ades !"  and  immediately  a  fhower  of  ftones  fell  on  the  carriage. 
Citizen  BaiTeville,  with  his  fuite,  then  took  flielter  in  the  houfe 
of  Mautte,  the  banker,  and  fome  pcrfons  advanced  at  the  fame 
inftant  to  endeavour  to  fave  the  unhappy  victims  j  but  the  popu- 
lace having  broke  into  the  houfe,  Citizen  BaiTeville  received  a 
wound  with  a  razor  in  the  lower  part  of  the  belly,  of  which  he 
died  thirty-four  hours  after. 

Major  Flottes  made  his  elcape  through  a  window,  and  the  po- 
(tolace  fpared  the  lives  of  Madame  BaiTeville  and  her  child. 

The  houfe  of  Mautte,  the  banker,  was  plundered  and  fet  on 
five*  The  palace  of  the  French  Academy  fhared  the  fame  fate* 
The  pupils  faved  themfelves  from  the  fury  of  the  people  by  a 
precipitate  flight. 

When  the  government  were  informed  of  this  infurre&ion* 
they  ordered  all  the  troops  to  march  from  their  barracks  9  but 
the  people,  notwithftanding  their  prefence,  fet  fire  to  the  lower 
ftory  of  the  ConfuTs  houfe,  and  (battered  the  windows  to  pieces. 
'  Several  other  houfes  were  alfo  attacked ;  and  while  thefe  ex* 
cefles  were  committing,  the  populace  fhouted  out,  Long  live  the 
Pope  /  hng  live  Re/igva  J 

On  the  14th,  the  people  directed  their  hatred  again  ft:  the  Jews, 
whom  they  accufe  of  loving  the  French  Revolution ;  and  it  was 
the  prefence  of  the  foidiers  alone  which  prevented  their  quarter 
from  being  burnt.  On  the  15th  the  iniurrecYion  was  at  length 
quelled,  and  numerous  bodies  of  troops  are  now  patrolling  all 
the  quarters  of  Rome  to  prevent  new  exceflcs ;  but  the  French 
ait  always  objects  of  hatred  to  the  people,  and  to  avoid  their 
fary  they  have  been  all  obliged  to  fly  or  to  conceal  themfelves.

TF,  after  having  taken  away  the  royal  efcutcheon  of  the  Arm 
A  of  France  from,  the  palace  of  the  national  academy,  and  thi 
hotel  of  the  French  Coniiil  at  Paris,  it  was  intended  to  fubftitut 
the  new  efcutcheon  of  thfc  pretended  Republic,  nobody  will  ima 
gine  that  his  Holinefs  could  either  con  fern  to,  or  approve  of  fuel 
a  meafure.  However  determined  his  Holinefs  may  be  to  prefervi 
thofe  fentiments  of  peace  which  he  has  hitherto  manifefted  ii 
fcvcral  ways  towards  the  French  nation,  and  to  continue  tha 
moderation  which  is  the  chafaclcriftic  of  his  apoftolic  miniftry 
yet  he  thinks  himfclf  bound  to  manifeft,  by  all  the  means  in  hi 
power,  his  oppofition  to  the  intention  of  putting  up  the  Arms  o 
the  Republic,  which  has  been  evinced  by  many  particular  cir 
cumftances.  His  Holinefs  is  ftill  a  temporal  Sovereign ;  and  thi 
rcfufal  which  is  now  l'pokcn  of,  is  only  an  afiertion  of  the  invio 
lable  rights  of  nations,  by  which  a  power,  that  has  made  an] 
attempt  againft  the  fovcreignty  of  another,  cannot  expect  th< 
commiflion  of  any  aft,  or  any  declaration  which  (hall  admit  th< 
truth  of  its  repreientions,  unlefs  ft  is  preceded  by  a  reparatioi 
for  the  offence. 

The  Holy  Father  cannot  forget  that  his  effigy  was  publicly  am 
ignominioufly  burnt  at  Paris)  and  that,  notwithstanding  all  hi 
remonftrances,  his  nuncio,  the  Bifhop  of  Rhodes,  did  not  receive 
any  reparation  for  this  intuit,  and  was  in  confequence  obliged  t< 
depart  the  kingdom.  He  cannot  forget  the  violent  ufurpation  a 
the  territory  of  Avignon,  and  the  Comptat  Venaiffin,  and  theu 
incorporation  with  France,  when  both  the  right  and  the  poflef 
lion  ought  to  have  prevented  the  full  fovcreignty  of  the  apoftolii 
Ice  from  being  contested.— Neither  can  he  pais  over  in  filenci 
the  events  which  occurred  in  the  month  of  Auguft  lad,  in  Mar. 
leilles,  where  the  Arms  of  his  Holinefs  were  taken  away  fron 
the  houfc  of  the  Pontifical  Conful ;  they  were  hung  to  the  rop< 
of  a  lamp,  and  afterwards  broken  to  pieces,  and  made  the  fpori 
of  the  populace. 

The  Conful  did  not  fail  to  make  proper  complaints  to  the  of& 
cers  of  the  municipality ;  he  was  anfwered,  that  the  promoter 
of  this  outrage  fhould  be  profecuted  ;  but  in  reality  none  of  th< 
offenders  were  punifhed. 

All  thefe  infults  have  remained  without  any  reparation,  anc 
the  affair  was  teiminated  by  the  anfwer  of  the  Procureur  of  th< 
Commons,  which  was  as  follows :  As  to  the  coat  of  arms  whict 
were  affixed  to  the  houle  of  your  Conful,  the  circtimftances  dc 
not  feem  to  me  to  require  that  they  fhould  be  replaced  either  or 
the  gate,  or  in  the  infide  of  the  houfe.    Every  one  knows  thai 
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the  rights  which  refpeft  public  marks  of  honour,  fuch  as  the 
affixing  of  Arms,  ought  to  be  reciprocal. — The  French  were  the 
fir  ft  to  violate  thefe  rights,  in  the  mod  infulting  manner ;  they 
have  then  no  pretence  for  exacting  that  the  Arms  of  the  French 
Republic  fhould  be  expofed  to  the  view  of  every  one  at  Romet 
wHilft  thofe  of  the  Pope  have  been  pulled  down  in  France  with. 
every  mark  of  contempt  and  violence,  , 

The  houfe  of  the  Conful  has  npt  been  more  refpe&cd ;  for, 

in  the  month  of  December  laft,  two  public  officers  made  him  a 

fiflt  at  a  time  he  did  not  expect  it,  opened  his  drawers,  and 

made  a  mod  rigid  infpection,  without  having  found  any  thing 

which  cauld  give  the  fmalleft  pretext  for  the  moft  trifling  ac- 

cufation. 

A  further  intuit  was  offered  to  his  Holinefs,  on  occaiion  of  the 
liberation  of  two  Frenchmen,  Rater,  the  engraver,  and  Chinard, 
the  architect ;  both  of  whom  had  been  greatly  fufpe&ed  of  at* 
tempting  to  difhirb  the  public  tranquillity ;  but  were  immediately 
fct  at  liberty  at  the  requcft  of  M.  de  Makan.  In  the  laft  place, 
the  Minifter  for  Foreign  Affairs  wrote  to  his  Holinefs  to  demand 
their  diicharge,  after  it  had  taken  place ;  and,  not  contented  with 
adding  indecency  to  calumny,  he  endeavoured  to  render  it  pub- 
lic by  means  of  printing,  that  the  infult  might  be  the  more 
remarked. 

The  outrages  and  injuries  which  have  been  here  mentioned 
Jtaght  to  be  Sufficient,  in  the  eyes  of  every  renfonnble  man,  to 
jnftify  his  Holinefs  in  perfifting  in  his  refufal  to  allow  the  new 
rfentcheon  of  the  Arms  of  the  French  Republic  to  be  put  up 
wider  his  eyes,  at  the  time  when  the  Arms  of  the  Pope  are  not 
Permitted  to  be  feen  in  France ;  and  that  fhe  will  not  acknow- 
ledge him,  either  as  the  universal  Paftor,  or  as  a  Sovereign. 


Letter  from  Lord  Auckland  to  M.  Fagrf,  Grejficr. 

Sir, 

T  AM  this  moment  in  pofleflion  of  difpatches,  by  which  my 
*  Lord  Grenville  informs  me,  that  my  Sovereign,  conftantly 
difpofed  to  fupply  to  the  Republic  all  the  fuccours  in  his  power, 
as  wdl  as  to  prove  more  and  more  the  lively  and  ftrengihened 
intcreft  his  Majefly  takes  in  the  fafety  and  profperity  of  this  State, 
has  juft  given  the  necefiary  orders  for  the  immediate  embarkation 
of  a  further  fupply  of  three  regiments  of  infantry.  I  am  alfo 
informed,  by  His  Majefty's  Minifters,  that  feveral  armed  veflels 


now  equipping,  which  may  be  expe&ed  to  reach  this  country 
in  a  few  days,  and  which  will  form  a  junction  with  the  fhips 
already  fitted  at  Rotterdam  and  elfewhere.    I  learn  with  plea- 

M  m  iure, 
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fure,  that  thefe  veflels  are  perfectly  calculated  for  the  object  to 
which  they  are  deftined;  and  the  whole  of  the  flotilla,  when 
united,  will  fecure  the  defence  of  the  Meufe,  and  of  the  other 
rivers,  and  arms  of  the  fea,  which  at  prefent  oppofe  an  infur- 
jnountable  barrier  to  the  progrefs  of  the  enemy. 

To  contribute  the  more  effectually  to  this  aim,  his  Royal  High- 
nefs  the  Duke  of  York  and  I  have  taken  it  upon  ourfelves  to 
detain  at  Helvoetfluys  the  Syren  frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns,  on 
board  of  which  his  Royal  Highnefs  made  his  paflage  hither  from 
England,  and  feveral  other  veffels  which  ferved  for  the  trans- 
portation of  the  Englifh  troops. 

In  praying  you,  Sir,  to  lay  thefe  details  before  their  High 
Mightineffes,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  obferve  to  you,  that  the  de- 
fenfive  means  of  the  Republic,  which  difplay  themfejves  more 
and  more  in  proportion  as  the  advantages  to  be  drawn  from  them 
are  embraced,  joined  with  the  fuccours  of  her  allies,  and  the 
general  operations  of  "the  campaign  now  commenced,  will  fpeedily 
terminate  the  prefent  crifis,  and  place  the  Republic  in  a  fituation 
to  employ  her  dwn  forces  with  greater  advantage  and  effect,  to 
repel  the  common  enemy,  and  afterwards  to  contribute  towards 
the  re-eftablifhment  of  the  general  tranquillity.  I  am  fhrongly 
confirmed  in  this  hope  by  the  energy  and  bravery  the  troops  of 
the  ftate  difplay  in  a  manner  fo  honourable  to  themfelves,  in  the 
different  places  at  prefent  befieged. 

Whatever  may  be  the  lot  of  feveral  of  thefe  cities,  and  not- 
withftanding  the  loffes  which  are  more  or  lefs  to  be  expected, 
when  we  confider  the  nature  of  the  frontier  places,  the  troops 
will  conftantly  poffefs  the  mod  unqualified  title  to  the  gratitude 
of  the  ftate,  feeing  that  their  efforts  have  already  fecured  us  an 
interval  for  preparing,  combining,  and  confolidating  our  fyftem 
of  defence,  in  a  way  that  fcarcely  leaves  us  any  further  un- 
eafinefs.

I  was  perfuaded  that  the  danger  to  which  this  State  was  expofed 
would  be  of  fliort  duration,  and  end  in  a  fuccefsful  manner. 
The  event  has  anfwered  my  expectations — The  enemy  having  in 

vain 
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vaia  endeavoured  to  remove  the  obftacles  which  the  natural  fitua- 
tion  of  country,  added  to  the  means  of  defence,  which  this  Re- 
public, in  conjunction  with  Great  Britain,  her  ally,  oppefed  to 
their  progrefles  5  purfucd,  and  in  danger  of  being  furrounded, 
on  the  approach  of  the  Auftrian  and  Pruffian  armies,  who  have 
glorioufly  opened  the  campaign,  petired,  leaving  wherever  they 
direct  their  fteps  marks  of  their  fury.  Wherever  they  met  with 
refiftance,  their  attempts  were  fruftrated ;  and  the  fundry  mani- 
feftos  by  which  they  anticipated  the  conqueft  of  the  Republic, 
being  cruel  and  menacing  in  their  principles,  would  at  prefent 
produce  nothing  but  contempt,  if  their  fhort  appearance  had  not 
been  attended  with  violence  and  cruelty,  evidences  of  their  ruin 
and  univerfal  deftruCtion,  which  would  have  been  moft  unavoid- 
ably the  refuit  of  their  fuccefs. 

I  announced,  in  the  faid  letter,  the  arrival  of  fome  regiinents 
•f  infantry,  and  of  feveral  armed  veflels.  Part  of  this  fuccour 
is  already  in  this  Province,  one  part  is  on  the  coafts,  and  the  reft 
is  only  kept  back  by  contrary  winds.  The  circumftances  which 
rendered  this  reinforcement  neceflary  are  removed.  Thofe  which 
made  me,  in  conjunction  with  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of 
York,  refolve  to  retain  here  fome  fhips  of  the  King,  are  Hkewife 
changed.  I  gave  an  early  notice  of  this  to  the  King's  Mlniftry. 
In  expectation  of  their  inftruCtions,  I  fhall  concert  with  his  Royal 
Highnefs,  and  the  Commanders  of  the  troops  and  of  the  Ihips 
•f  the  Republic,  concerning  the  meafures  that  are  to  be  purfucd 
for  the  future  5  always  endeavouring  to  unite  the  completett  fafety 
of  thefe  provinces  with  the  fyftem  of  general  co-operation  3  and 
thoroughly  convinced,  that  a  war,  grounded  upon  fuch  pernicious 
and  deftruCtive  principles  as  thofe  of  our  enemies,  cannot  end 
fucccfsfully,  but  by  being  oppofed  with  the  moljt  efficacious  excr-. 
tions  and  an  unremitted  activity. 

Reflecting,  however,  on  the  events  which  have  happened  of 
late,  I  cannot  avoid  giving  your  High  MightineiTes  joy,  on  the 
heroifm  fo  vifibly  manifefted  at  Maeftricht,  Klundert,  and  Wil- 
liamftadt;  on  the  zeal  and  readinefs  of  the  troops  and  failors 
employed  in  their  defence,  both  by  land  and  fea ;  on  the  effica- 
cious activity  of  the  feveral  departments,  and  efpecially  the  admi- 
ralty on  the  river  Maefe,  in  the  fervice  of  the  State;  on  the 
general  averfion  of  the  people  in  thefe  provinces  to  the  princi- 
ples the  enemy  endeavoured  to  dhTeminate;  on  the  ftrong  at- 
tachment of  the  fame  people  to  their  old  Conftitution ;  and? 
finally,  on  the  prudent  zeal  and  great  qualities  of  thofe,  whofe 
illuftrious  birth  called  them,  in  thefe  perilous  circumftances,  to 
the  defence  and  protection  of  the  Republic. 

I  have  now  one  more  circumftance  to  lay  before  your  High 
JMightinefles,  in  which  commerce  is  greatly  concerned,  I  have 
entertained  the  greateft  apprehenfion  on  this  account,  and  waited 
•rith  impatience  a  fit  moment  to  exprefc  my  fentiments.

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Your  High  Mightinefles  are  doubtlefs  aware,  that  I  allude  to 
the  general  embargo  laid  for  Tome  weeks  paft  on  all  ihips  in  the 
ports  of  the  Republic. 

Convinced  of  the  wifdom,  equity,  and  indifpenfable  neceffity 
of  this  meafure,  in  the  then  juncture,  I  have  rejected  a}l  requi? 
fitions  and  claims  of  merchants  of  my  own  nation  j  and  if  I 
mention  it  now,  it  is  only  with  a  defire,  that  your  High  Mighti-  a 
neffes  will  pleafe  carefully  to  examine,  how  far  it  will  be  prudent 
to  take  off  this  embargo.  At  the  fame  time  I  muft  do  juftice  to 
my  countrymen,  and  to  all  traders  in  general,  by  faying,  that, 
notwithstanding  the  lofles  and  damages  they  have  fuftaincd  on 
this  occafion,  notwithstanding  the  condition  of  the  valiant  failorj 
thay  have  furnifhed  to  our  gun-boats,  their  moderate  complaints 
have  (hewn,  that  they  preferred  the  general  univerfal  good  to 
their  private  concerns. 

In  fa&,  how  is  it  pof&ble  that  there  could  be  people  of  fuch 
narrow  minds,  of  fuch  corrupt  principles,  or  fo  much  deluded 
by  their  pafiions,  as  to  he fi Late  about  dangers  and  perfonal  facrir 
fices,  when  the  queftion  concerns  the  good  fucceis  of  a  war,  un- 
lawfully begun,  cruelly  meditated,  and  evidently  undertaken  tQ 
gratify  the  boundlefs  ambition  of  fome  individuals,  to  fcreen 
them  (elves  from  punifhment  for  the  univerfal  crimes  they  have 
committed,  and  to  make  the  univerfal  Revolution  of  all  Europe 
mors  agreeable  to  the  people,  whom  they  have  fo  cruelly  mifled. 
and  plunged  into  the  abyfs  of  woes  in  which  they  now  fincj 
thexnfelves.

Reply  of  their  High  Mi^btineffes. 

March  20,   1793. 

iTPHEIR  High  Mightinefles  have  already  had  an  opportunity 
X  of  teftifying,  fome  time  time  fince,  to  Lord  Auckland,  how 
fenfible  they  were  of  the  repeated  and  eflential  proofs  of  the  at 
feftion  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  for  this  State — they  now  renew 
thefe  affiiranccs  with  no  lefs  fincerity;  and  the  immediate  cu> 
cumftances  add  to  their  fatisfa&ion. 

In  truth,  Divine  Providence  has  permitted  the  deliverance  of 
the  cities  of  Maeftricht  and  Venlo,  by  the  arms  of  Auftria  and 
Pruflia,  from  the  moil  violent  attack,  courageoufly  repelled  by 
thofe  to  whom  the  defence  of  thofe  places  againft  the  common 
enemy  was  confided.  The  bravery  of  the  troops  of  the  State 
has  obliged  the  enemy  to  abandon  the  fortrefs  of  Williamftadt, 
after  a  bombardment  kept  up  for  three  weeks.  The  cities  of 
Steenbcrgen  and  Heufden  have  refitted  their  attacks  with  equal 
valour ;  and  the  union  of  the  foccouis  of  BritaT*  troops  and  vet 
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fcls,  with  the  forces  of  the  State,  has  prevented  the  enemy  from 
penetrating  further  into  the  province  of  Holland. 

Their  High  Mightineffes  will  conflantry  preferve  the  moft 
agreeable  remembrance  of  the  earneftnefs  and  promptitude  with 
which  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  York,  inverted  wkh  the 
command  in  chief  of  the  Britiflx  auxiliary  troops,  has  been  (b 
very  defirous  of  haftening  to  the  fuccour  of  the  Republic  at  this 
critical  jun&ure,  rrhey  will  no  more  forget  all  they  owe  to  the  * 
indefatigable  activity  of  the  Prince  Hereditary  Stadtholder,  t» 
the  noble  ardour  and  talents  of  the  two  Princes  his  fons,  to  th# 
good  conduct  and  bravery  of  thofe  who  have  teen  employed 
under  other  relations  in  defence  of  the  country,  as  well  as  to  the 
fervices  and  good  offices  rendered  fo  fuccefsfully  by  Morifieuf 
the  Ambafiador,  to  the  advancement  of  the  common  and  info- 
parable  interefts  of  the  two  States  fo  ftri&ly  united. 

However,  notwithstanding  fo  remarkable  a  change  of  circum* 
ftances,  the  enemy  are  (till  in  pofleffion  of  two  cities,  of  which 
they  have  made  themfelves  matters,  in  a  manner  as  unexpected 
as  inconceivable  j  and  in  this  way  they  conftantly  have  it  in  their 
pQwer  to  excite  uneafinefs  in  this  Province.    Their  High  Might*- 
aefles,  therefore,  find  themfelves  obliged  to  demand  with  earned- . 
nefs,  that  the  fuccour  of  the  Britifh  troops  and  veflcls  which  haf 
already  reached  the  Republic,  as  well  as  that  which  is  immediately   ' 
expeded,  may  not  be  withdrawn  before  the  complete  evacuatkm 
of  the  frontiers  of  the  State  •,  and  that  in  every  cafe  this  fuccourj 
united  to  the  forces  of  the  Republic,  may  fcrve  to  purfue  the 
common  enemy,  and  to  act  ulteriorly  againft  them. 

Their  High  MightineiTes  feize  on  this  occafion  to  give  to  hit 
Britannic  Majefty,  and  to  the  other  amicable  Powers  and  Alliei 
of  the  State,  the  moft  folemn  aflurance,  that  they  will  employ 
all  their  means  to  combat  an  enemy,  they  regard  not  only  as  the 
enemy  of  their  Republic,  but  alfo  as  the  enemy  of  the  human 
race,  feeing  that  they  have  formed  the  project  of  deftroying  the 
happinefi  of  civil  fociety,  by  the  annihilation  of  all  the  principles 
of  religion,  juftice,  and  good  order. 

With  refpeft  to  what  regards  the  embargo,  mention  of  which 
js  made  in  the  above-cited  Memorial,  their  High  Mightineffes  do 
not  diflemble  the  regret  they  feel,  at  finding  themfelves  in  the 
indifpenfable  neceflity  of  fubje&ing  the  commerce  and  navigation 
of  other  nations  to  a  clog,  which  has  not  been  lefs  prejudicial  to 
their  own  inhabitants.  They  will  haften  to  remove  this  obftacle 
as  foon  as  the  circumftances  lhall  permit ;  and  they  flatter  them- 
felves that  fuch  will  be  the  cafe  within  the  fpace  of  a  few  days*

AS  the  communication  made  to  us  of  the  anfwer,  dated 
March  20,  given  to  the  Memorial  of  the  Englifh  AmbafTa* 
dor  of  the  18th,  could  not  but  be  infinitely  agreeable  to  us  in 
every  refpeft,  we  take  the  earlieft  opportunity  of  ad dr effing  to 
you  our  thanks  ;  which  we  requeft  you  will  be  pleafcd  to  tranlxnit 
.  to  their  High  Mightinefles,  with  the  homage  of  our  congratulations 
on  the  happy  events  to  which  thefe  two  pieces  above-mentioned 
frelate. 

Being  fully  convinced,  Sir,  of  the  impoffibility  of  not  per. 
ceiving  the  reality  of  the  fervices  which  the  Generals  of  out 
Mailers  have  had  the  fatisfacHon  to  render  to  the  Republic,  the 
importance  of  which  it  would  be  needlefs  to  dwell  upon,  we 
are  no  lefs  perfuaded  that  our  Courts  will  with  pleafure  fee  the 
public  teftimony  of  the  gratitude  excited  in  the  wife  and  enlight- 
ened Government  of  that  State,  by  the  deliverance  of  Maeftricht 
and  Venlo.   The  further  progrefs  of  our  armies,  and  the  viftory 
gained  on  the  1 8th  of  March  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Tirlemont, 
which  promifes  new  fuccefrcs,  gives  to  the  Republic  a  profpeft  fo> 
much  the  more  fatisfactory,  as,  in  their  own  army,  whofe  ope- 
rations have  been  facilitated  by  powerful  diverfions,  the  iignal 
fervices  of  the  Governors  of  Maeftricht  and  Williamftadt,   as 
well  as  the  hcroical  death  t>f  the  Commandant  of  Klundert,  rnuft 
have  excited  the  emulation  of  all  military  men,  who  have,  be- 
fides,  been  encouraged  by  the  indefatigable  zt?.l  of  the  Prince 
Stadtholdcr,  and  of  the  two  Princes,  his  fons ;  while  his  Royal 
Highncfs  the  Duke  of  York  has,  on  his  part,  given  the  moft 
noble  example  of  activity.   The  ientiments,  Sir,  which  arife  from 
all  thefe  happy  circumstances  cannot  prevent  us  froin  acknow- 
ledging the  wifdom  of  their  High  Mightinefles,  who  notwith- 
fianding  the  late  fuccefles,  at  which  we  juftly  rejoice,  will  not 
abandon  themfelvcs  to  fecurity,  while  two  important  places  in  the 
territory  of  the  Republic  are  ltill  occupied  by  the  enemy.     This 
forefight  muft  be  generally  applauded ;  and,  ftill  more,  the  in- 
tention of  co-operating,  by  the  moft  effectual  means,  in  purfuing 
that  common  enemy%  not  only  of  the  belligerent  powers,  but,  as 
their  High  Mightiness  fay,  of  ell  mankind.     The  folcmn  aflur- 
ance  which  they  have  given  to  all  the  friendly  and.  allied  powers* 
has  infpired  us  with  a  pleafure,  io  much  the  more  fenfible,  at 
this  declaration  has  prevented  the  ncceffity  of  thofe  exhortations 
whkh  we  were  authorifed  to  add  rets  to  the  Minifters  of  the  ReT 
public,  to  engage  it  to  redouble  its  eilbrts  for  the  purpofe  of  dis- 
concerting the  plan  of  the  enemy,  and  of  forcing  them  to  a  fpeedy 
retreat. 
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What  remains'  for  usj  Sir,  is  to  requeft  that  you  will  be  pleded 
to  communicate  to  their  High  Mightineffes  thefe  fentiments  which 
vre  have  exprefied,  and  declare  to  them  the  cdnfidence  with  which 
we  can  announce  to  our  Courts  the  effect  of  the  promifes  made 
to  them.

TranJIation  of  a  Memorial  prefented  by  his  Excellency  Lord  Auckland 
and  the  Count  de  Stahremberg  to  their  High  Mightineffes  the  States 
General,  at  the  Hague,  the  $th  of  April,  1793. 

High  and  Mighty  Lords, 

IT  is  known  that,  towards  the  end  of  the  month  of  September, 
in  the  laft  year,  his  Britannic  Majefty  and  your  High  Might!* 
nefies  gave,  in  concert,  a  folemn  affiirance,  that  in  cafe  the  im- 
minent danger,  which  then  threatened  the  lives  of  their  Moft 
Chriftian  Majcfties,  and  their  family,  fhould  be  realized,  his  Ma- 
jefty and  your  High  Mightineffes  would  not  fail  to  take  the  moft 

effectual 
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effectual  meafures  for  preventing  the  perfons,  who  might  render 
themfelves  guilty  of  fo  atrocious  a  crime,  from  finding  any  afylum 
in  their  refpe&ive  dominions. 

This  event,  which  was  with  horror  forefeen,  has  taken  place, 
and  the  divine  vengeance  feems  not  to  have  been  tardy.  Some 
of  thefe  deteftable  regicides  are  already  in  the  cafe  of  being  liable 
to  be  fubjectcd  to  the  fword  of  the  law.  The  reft  are  ftill  in  the 
midft  of  the  nation  whqm  they  have  plunged  into  an  abyfs  of 
evils,  and  for  whom  famine,  anarchy  and  civil  war  are  preparing 
new  calamities.  In  fhort,  every  thing  that  we  fee  happen  con- 
curs in  inducing  us  to  confider  as  not  far  diftant  the  end  of  thofe 
unhappy  perfons,  whofe  madnefs  and  atrocities  have  filled  with 
terror  and  indignation  all  thofe  who  ftill  refpect  the  principles  of 
religion,  morality  and  humanity. 

The  underfigned,  therefore,  fubmit  to  the  enlightened  judg- 
ment and  wifHom  of  your  High  Mightinefles,  whether  it  would 
not  be  proper  to  employ  all  the  means  in  your  power  to  prohibit 
from  entering  your  dominions  in  Europe,  or  your  colonies,  all 
thofe  members  of  the  affembly  ftiling  itfelf  the  National  Conven- 
tion, or  of  the  pretended  Executive  Council,  who  were  directly 
or  indirectly  concerned  in  the  (aid  crime ;  and  if  they  fhould  be 
difcovercd  and  arrefted,  to  deliver  them  up  to  juftice,  that  they 
may  ferve  as  a  leflbn  and  example  to  mankind.

TTHEIR  High  Mightinefles  perfectly  well  recollect  the  folemn 
**•  declaration  they  made  in  the  month  of  September  of  the  laft 
year,  in  reply  to  a  requifition  on  the  part  of  the  Count  Stahrcm- 
berg,  relative  to  thofe  that  might  be  culpable  of  the  higheft  of 
crimes  towards  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  or  his  Royal  Family. 

They  have  fince  partaken,  with  all  honeft  minds,  the  general 
and'profound  fenfation  of  terror  and  indignation  which  the  hor- 
rible event  that  has  taken  place  in  France  has  fpread  through* 
out  all  Europe  :  and  they  are  as  determined  as  they  ever  were, 
to  attend  to  the  execution  of  the  meafures  they  at  that  time  re- 
folved  on. 

The  States-General  are  the  more  perfuaded  of  the  neceffity 
thick  exifts  in  a  well-regulated  ftate,  of  efficacioufly  oppofing 
the  audacity  of  thofe  who  feek  to  deftroy  the  happinefs  of  civil 
focietics,  by  tearing  afunder  all  the  bonds  of  juft  fubordination 

N  a  V* 
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to  the  legitimate  authority  of  an  eftabliihed  government,  becaufe 
this  Republic  has  been  taught  by  her  own  experience  the  perni- 
cious effects  of  fa  criminal  a  project.  Indeed,  it  is  at  this  time 
notorious,  that  a  fmall  number  of  inhabitants,  emigrated  from 
thefe  provinces,  and  ufurping  the  name  and  rights  of  fovereignty, 
have  had  the  audacity  to  attack  their  country  with  arms  in  their 
hands,  and  publickly  to  threaten  with  death  the  members  of 
the  legitimate  government,  and  all  thofe  who  were  employed  in 
the  defence  of  the  (late,  provided  they  would  not  abandon  their 
pofts.  And  although  thefe  acts  of  rebellion  are  neither  in  their 
nature  nor  in  their  confequences  to  be  compared  to  the  crimes 
which  have  been  committed  in  France,  they,  notwithftanding, 
derive  their  origin  from  the  fame  caufes.  The  States  General, 
in  confequence,  expect  from  the  equity  and  wifdom  of  all  the 
governments  of  Europe,  and  more  efpecially  from  their  Majefties 
the  Emperor  and  the  King  of  Great-Britain,  that  they  will  rtakc 
good  care  not  to  grant  an  afylum  in  their  ftates  to  thofe  who 
have  taken  on  them  to  make  fuch  enormous  attempts  againft 
the  government  of  this  Republic,  and  who,  by  proclamations  and 
manifeftoes,  flgned  by  them,  have  fnatched  their  names  from 
the  oblivion  which  ought  to  have  been  their  lot :  but  that  on  the 
contrary,  fhould  they  be  difcovered,  they  will  be  apprehended, 
to  the  end  that  they  may  be  purfued  byjuftice,  and  punifhedjvi th- 
ai! the  feverity  of  the  law.

Sir, 

YOU  undoubtedly  know  that  Dumourier,  at  the  head  of  his 
army,  arretted  the  CommifTaries  of  the  Convention,  and 
fent  to  the  head-quarters  of  General  Prince  Cobourg,  at  Mons, 
from  whence  they  were  fent  to  Maeftricht. 

Dumourier  puts  his  army  under  the  protection  of  the  Imperial 
army,  and  proclaimed  Louis  XVII.  King  of  France.  You  fee 
that  you  have  not  a  moment  to  lofe  to  declare  yourfelf  for  the 
good  caufe. 

Being  born  a  Frenchman,  I  am  happy  to  command  the  army 
of  his  Majefty  the  Emperor,  who  is  ready  to  lend  his  kind  affi  fi- 
ance to .  a  nation  that  has  been  led  aftray  by  madmen.  Follow 
the  example  of  an  army  which  repents  of  its  errors,  and  put  into 
my  hands  a  fortsefs,  which  cannot  efcape  from  the  armies  that  are 
going  to  furround  it* 

Let 
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Let  us  fpare  the  effufion  of  blood,  which  already  has  been  fhed 
with  profusion.  Put  it  into  my  power  to  make  the  French  peo- 
ple experience  the  effe&s  of  that  generofity,  which  the  Sove* 
reigns  of  Europe  offer  them  for  the  purpofe  only  to  cftablifh  or- 
der in  the  politics  of  Europe.  Reflect,  that  you  have  not  an  in-% 
ftant  of  time  to  lofe.

Letter  from  Prince  Cobourg,  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Imperial 

Armies. 

Gentlemen,  He id- Quarters ,  Bojfu,  April  9. 

T  DID  not  look  upon  General  Dumourier  as  a  traitor ;  he  talked 
■*■  of  nothing  when  he  was  with  us,  but  of  the  happinefs  of  his 
country ;  he  rcfted  his  undertaking  upon  this  refpe&able  bafis;  it 
is  upon  this  ground  I  entered  into  converfation  with  him,  and 
upon  this  ground  you  ought  to  judge  him.— You  differ  in  opinion 
with  him;  this  is  his  only  crime. 

His  principles  recalled  him  to  that  Con  ft  i  tut  ion,  which  was 
once  your  idol ;  he  faw  in  it  the  happinefs  of  France,  and  the 
peace  of  Europe  ;  for  thefe  principles  he  does  not  defervc  to  be 
delivered  up  to  ignominy,  and  to  the  death  of  a  traitor.  He 
never  had  any  private  intelligence  with  us,  and  we  fought  in  fuch 
a  manner  as  to  prove  that  we  were  no  friends.  In  your  Proclamation 
you  accufe  him  of  having  intended  to  deliver  up  his  country ;  he 
never  deviated  from  his  firft  folemn  declaration,  and  that  at  the 
other  Generals  at  our  approach  towards  France,  that  they  ihould 
never  fuffer  any  foreign  power  to  interfere  with  the  interior  or- 
ganization of  your  government,  or  that  any  part  of  France  ihould 
be  alienated. 

As  to  the  four  Commiffioners  from  the  Convention,  their  fate 
is  in  your  hands.  I  appeal  for  all  thefe  objects,  and  for  the  vio- 
lent tyrannical  and  furious  refolutions  of  ibme  of  the  members 
of  your  Aflembly,  to  thofe  members  who  really  have  the  love 
of  their  country  at  heart.  May  they  find  means  to  make  the 
convulfions  ceafe,  which  tear  France  to  pieces,  and  fhake  to 
its  foundation  the  reft  of  Europe ; — this  is  my  wifh  as  well  as 
yours.

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Letter  from  Citizens  Dubois  Dubais9  and  Briez,  Reprefentatives  of  the 
French  People  at  Valtnciennes%  April  10,  1793,  to  General  Prince 
de  Saxc-Cobourgy  Cotnmander  in  Chief  of  the  Imperial  Armies* 

General, 

THE  Citizens  Deputies  to  whom  you  addrefled  your  yefter- 
da/s  letter,  are  no  longer  at  Valenciennes ;  we  fupply  here 
their  places,  and  we  profefs  the  fame  principles  with  them.  We 
have  the  fame  duties  to  fulfil,  the  fame  oaths  to  keep,  and  we 
are  poflefled  of  the  fame  powers,  delegated  from  the  National 
Reprefentation  of  the  Republic. 

General,  we  agree  with  you,  that  to  differ  in  opinions  is  no 
crime \  for  a  crime,  according  to  the  law,  is  attached  only  to 
actions ;  and  it  is  only  for  adtions  which  are  criminal  and  traitor- 
ous in  the  eyes  of  all  nations,  and  even  in  yours,  that  Dumourier 
has  rendered  himfelf  infamous  and  a  traitor ;  whilft  he  might 
have  covered  himfelf  with  glory  in  ufefully  ferving  his  country, 
and  in  dying  in  its  defence  if  necefTary. 

It  was  certainly  a  great  crime  to  pretend  to  oppofe  his  own 
will  to  that  of  the  nation,  and  to  propofe  to  them  any  govern- 
ment whatever.  The  will  of  a  general  of  an  army,  in  oppofitioh 
to  legal  authorities,  even  if  good^  can  be  nothing  but  a  violation 
of  all  principles,  and  a  great  crime  againft  national  fovereignty. 
But  what  did  General  Dumourier  wifh  for  ?  the  fame  that  our 
moft  inveterate  enemies  now  wifh  for,  viz.  to  feduce  our  troops, 
to  dire&  them  againft  their  country,  to  give  us  a  new  ty- 
rant, and  to  league  themfelves  with  our  enemies,  in  order  to 
accomplifh  thefe  defigns.  What  more  could  Dumourier  have 
done  ?  Had  guilty  La  Fayette,  whom  he  himfelf  condemned  to 
infamy,  done  any  thing  elfe  ?  Has  not  he  himfelf  fworn  fide- 
lity to  the  Republic,  and  for  this  oath  obtained  the  confidence 
of  the  French  ?  You,  General,  reap  the  advantages  of  his  per- 
fidy, but  you  do  not  pardon  him  for  the  fame.  The  Confti- 
tution,  which,  you  fay,  was  once  our  idol,  fell  into  ruin  by  the 
endeavours  of  thofe  even  who  wifh  for  it  now,  and  did  not  wifh 
for  it  at  that  time.  The  nation  had  made  a  trial,  and  in  the  ex* 
experiment  they  were  difgufted  with  it  for  ever.  The  nation, 
and  they  had  a  right  to  do  fo,  in  fitted  upon  a  Republican  Go* 
vernment,  and  fwore  to  fupport  it  or  to  bury  themfelves  in  its 
ruins. 

We  know  of  no  diviflon  amongft  the  members  of  the  Conven- 
tion, That  AfTembly  is  one  and  indivifible.  We  know  of  no 
other  members  amongft  them  but  what  are  guided  by  the  love 
for  their  country.  If  there  arc  fometimes  difputes,  if  their  fit- 
tings are  foretimes  tempeftuous,  no  perfon  has  a  right  to  in-*- 

tcrxcrc* 
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terfcre.     "We  always  agree  in  the  main  object  of  general  intereft; 
and  we  are  ail  determined  to  live  and  to  die  Republicans. 

Our  four  colleagues  are  under  the  iafc  guard  of  the  fovereign 
jufticc  and  loyalty  of  our  enemies.  Their  fete  gives  us  no  unea- 
finefs,  Befides  we  had  already  prepared  an  anfwer  to  your 
jiddrefs  to  the  French  of  the  9th  inftant ;  we  fend  it  to  you,  and 
beg  you  to  read  it  with  attention  5  you  will  find  in  it  true  prin- 
ciples upon  which  nations  ought  to  conduct  themfclves  towards 
one  another. 


Official  Note  delivered  by  Prince  Colloredo,  Vice  Chancellor  of  the  Ger* 
manic  Empire,  in  the  Name  of  the  Emperor,  to  M.  Duras,  the  Pa- 
latine Charge  (T Affaires  at  Vienna,  relative  to  the  Neutral  Conduct 
hitherto  ebferved  by  the  Elector  Palatine  and  of  Bavaria* 

HIS  Majefty  the  Emperor,  as  chief  of  the  Germanic  Empire, 
obferves  no  other  motive,  in  judging  the  duties  of  the 
ftatcs  of  the  faid  empire,  than  the  precepts  of  the  univerfal  fta- 
tutes  of  the  Germanic  constitution,  and  of  the  firit  fundamental 
law  of  the  empire,  before  which  ever)*  private  convenience  muft 
vanifh. 

The  invafion  by  the  French  during  lad  year  has  already  ren- 
dered it  necfcffary,  by  virtue  of  the  fundamental  IuTperiai  laws, 
to  impofe  a  junction  of  arms  as  a  duty  upon  the  ftates.  The 
orders  of  the  Imperial  executive  government^  which  do  not  only 
provide  for  the  internal  maintenance  of  peace,  but  alfo  for  the 
Safety  of  the  empire  from  abroad,  made  it  already  an  obligation  • 
incumbent  upon  the  ftates,  to  give  afliftance  at  the  approach  of 
danger. 

The  Imperial  conclufum  of  the  23d  of  November  laft,  or- 
daining that  junction  of  arms,  is  indeed  nothing  elfe  but  a  repe- 
tition of  the  fundamental  laws,  afcertaining  the  duties  of  the 
ftates. 

Whether  the  Elector  Palatine  has  or  not  acquiefced  in  thole 
laws,  his  Majefty  the  Umpcror  £hall  leave  to  his  HignelVs  owa 
confeience^  to  the  impartial  Germanic  public,  and  to  poftcrity. 

His  Majefty  could  not  but  fee  with  fbrrow  and  difpteafurc,  that 

private  Intereft  was  Separated  from  the  common  weal,  interested 

*]»hni$  preferred  to  the  duties  of  the  ftates  towards  their  opprcllcd 

neighbouring  colleagues,  and  the  public  iafety  built  upon  uncon- 

'ftitntional  political  principles  of  neutrality,  inftead  of  preparing, 

Srith  the  true  Germanic  manhood,  for  a  vigorous  refinance. 

His  Imperial  Majefty  was  ftill  more  dilpleafed  at  finding  the 

concerted  to  lave  the  opprefied  empire  obftructed,  the 

operations 
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operations  rendered  difficult,  and  the  fuccefs  of  the  good  canfe 
materially  affefted. 

The  prefent  offer  of  his  Electoral  Highnefs  to  furnifli  on  cer- 
tain conditions,  3000  men  from  the  garrifon  of  Manheim,  for 
the  Imperial  fervice,  is  not  a  fufficient  difcharge  of  his  duties  as 
a  ftate  of  the  empire,  fince  the  Eleftor,  inftead  of  furniftiing  his 
triple  contingent,  offers  only  fmall  fubfidies,  quite  inadequate  to 
the  extent  of  his  dominions. 

His  Majefty  the  Emperor  expefts  therefore  inaferious  manner, 
that  the  Eleftor  will  no  longer  elude  his  duty  under  frivolous 
pretences,  but  furnifli  his  complete  contingent;  and  thus  blot 
out,  by  a  condu£t  correfpondent  with  his  oath  of  allegiance,  all 
the  unfavourable  impreffions  which  his  conduft  'has  hitherto 
made  upon  the  Germanic  public,  and  fave  to  his  Imperial  Majefty 
the  unpleafant  trouble  of  breaking  off  his  perfonal  friendfhip,  and 
of  letting  the  empire  proceed  in  judgment  upon  his  late  conduft.

Imperial  Official  Note  delivered  to  the  Mini/ter  of  the  Court  Palatine 
of  Bavaria^  in  Anfwer  to  the  Note  *  of  that  Court y  objecling  to  the 
ufual  Contingents* 

HIS  Imperial  Majefty  is  not  acquainted  with  the  circumftancCf 
that  the  contingents  of  Treves  and  Brandenburg,  had  been, 
employed  in  the  manner  ftated  in  the  note  of  the  Charge 
d* Affaires.  His  Majefty  finds  the  pretext  which  is  made  ufe 
of  in  the  above-mentioned  note,  namely,  "  That  the  army  of 
«c  the  empire  had  not  been  aflembled  in  the  accuftomed  and  re- 
««  quired  formalities,"  extraordinary  and  ill-founded. 

How  is  it  poffible  to  fuppofc,  that  to  join  the  troops  of  the 
Empire  to  the  reft  of  the  troops  who  are  deftined  to  fight  againft 
the  common  enemy,  is  not  conformable  to  the  intentions*  of  the 
ftates  of  the  empire,  or  to  pretend  that  the  troops  of  the  empire 
cannot  aft  but  in  feparate  corps  ? 

The  common  caule  would  indeed  be  in  the  mod  forrowful  con- 
dition, if  the  prcfervation,  the  liberation,  and  the  fafety  of  the 
German  Empire  depended  on  the  aftivity  of  an  army  of  the 
empire,  feparatcd  and  compofed  but  of  the  united  contingents 
of  the  different  ftates. 

Do  not  the  annals  of  the  empire  prefent  us  with  more  than 
one  example,  that  the  troops  of  the  empire,  united  with  other 
troops  in  corps,  more  or  iefs  numerous,  fought  always

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the  common  enemy,  according  as  the  military  operations  re- 
quired it  ?  To  judge  of  the  manner  in  which  an  interpretation  is 
given  in  the  fame  note,  to  a  pafiage  contained  in  the  conclufum 
of  the  empire,  of  the  23d  of  November  laft,  ratified  by  his  Im- 
perial Majefty,  namely : — His  Imperial  Majefty  will  point  out  to 
the  troops  of  the  empire  their  refpeftive  places  of  affembling,  un- 
der the  orders  of  a  commander  in  chief  of  the  empire ;  and  his 
Imperial  Majefty  will  order  them  to  march  to  the  places  of  their 
detonation,  as  the  neceffity  and  the  fafety  of  the  country  fliall 
require ;  it  is  really  an  abfurd  interpretation  of  that  paflage  to 
pretend,  that  thefe  troops  are  to  affemble  in  one  body,  in  order 
to  aft  feparately,  and  even  to  the  prejudice  of  a  lefs  expenfive, 
more  ufeful,  and  more  vigorous  plan  of  operation.  The  principal 
aim  of  the  conclufum  is,  and  can  be  nothing,  but  the  defence 
and  the  liberation  of  the  oppreffed  country,  and  that  to  effect 
this,  the  mod  fpeedy  and  efficacious  means  were  to  be  em- 
ployed. 

Guided  by  thefe  confiderations,  his  Majefty  in  opproving  of, 
and  agreeing  to  the  plans  of  operations  which  have  been  con- 
certed with  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Pruflia  and  with  the  com- 
mander in  chief  of  the  troops  of  the  empire,  thought  fit  to 
unite  and  incorporate  for  the  prefent,  thole  contingent  troops, 
into  the  armies  that  entered  into  a  campaign  againft  the  common 
enemy,  in  order  to  make  them  aft  jointly  with  the  latter  when- 
ever circumftances  {hall  require 5  without,  however,  making  any 
alteration  in  the  interior  difcipline  or  cxiftence  of  the  different 
corps  of  the  troops  of  the  empire,  who  will  always  continue  to 
aft  agreeable  to  the  orders  of  their  commander  in  chief,  the 
Field  Marihal  Prince  Cobourg,  in  conformity  with  the  conclufum 
of  the  Diet,  and  the  rcfolutions  taken  by  the  Privy  Council  of 
his  Imperial  Majefty. 

After  what  has  been  fent  forth  in  confequence  of  the  funda- 
mental laws  of  the  Germanic  constitution,  of  the  decree  of  ex- 
ecution, and  of  the  more  recent  refolutions  taken  by  the  general 
Diet  of  the  empire ;  his  Imperial  Majefty  hopes,  on  the  part  of 
his  Eleftoral  Highncfs,  that  the  latter  will  ferioufly  confider  the 
obligations  which  impofe  upon  him  his  quality  of  Member  of  the 
Germanic  Empire,  which  he  has  fworn  to  fupport  and  defend  j 
and  that  therefore  he  will  not  befit  ate  any  longer  to  lend  his 
affiftance  to  his  country,  when  threatened  with  ruin.  And  that 
laftly,  he  would  no  longer  rcfufe,  under  pretences  repugnant  to 
the  fundamental  principles  of  the  empire,  to  furnifh  in  full,  not 
only  his  contingent  for  the  fervice  of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  but 
alfo  the  contingent  prefcribed  to  him  in  the  prefent  juncture,  by 
the  fundamental  laws  of  the  conftitution,  and  the  laft  refolutions 
taken  unanimoufly  by  the  ftates  of  the  empire. 
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It  is  only  by  punctually  conforming  to  thefe  principle^  and 
without  lofs  of  time,  that  his  Electoral  Highnefs  can  efface,  the 
bad  impreffious  which  his  conduct  in  the  prefent  circumftances 
could  not  fail  to  make  on  the  minds  of  all  his  co-ftates,  and  on  the 
whole  German  nation  ;  and  it  is  only  by  that  meafure  that,  his 
Imperial  Majefty  could  think  himfclf  excufed  from  expofing  to 
the  Diet,  in  fpite  of  his  inclination  and  fentiments  of  perfonal 
iriendfhip,  how  much  the  irregularity  of  the  conduct  of  the 
Elector  was  imcompatible  with  his  duties,  and  with  his  quality  of 
member  of  the  empire,  in  order  that  the  high  dates  might  de- 
liberate on  the  ulterior  difpofitions  to  be  made,  in  this  cafe,  ac- 
cording to  the  constitutional  laws  of  this  empire.

I  therefore  fummon  you,  Sir,  to  furrender 
die  city  of  Dunkirk  to  his  Critannic  Majefty,  before  I  diiplay 
againft  it  the  very  con  lid  era  ble  forces  at  my  difpofal  \  appriiing 
you,  however,  that  I  will  liften  to  any  proportions  you  may  make, 
provided  they  be  fitch  as  arc  not  injurious  to  the  confideration 
and  the  honour  of  the  British  arms,  the  intcrefts  of  Great-Bri- 
tain and  thofe  of  her  allies.  1  give  you  twenty-four  hours  to  de- 
liberate on  this  iummons.

This  debt  has  been  calculated  in  the  year  1 733* 
at  the  Imperial  Court,  to  amount  to  the  fumof  i>93  4*990  florins.

cd.  In  the  year  1734,  by  virtue  of  a  fpecial  decree,  the  liqui- 
dation of  the  debt  was  ftrongly  recommended.  His  Majefty 
J  beet  the  utmoft  confidence  in  the  patriotic  fentiments  or  the 
ligh  Co-States,  not  to  apprehend  any  mifconftrudion  of  the 
prefent  Declaration. on  their  part,  which  has  only  been  excited 
by  the  neceffity  of  the  prefent  circumftances.  His  Majefty 
hopes,  therefore,  that  fpeedy  meafures  will  be  taken  by  the 
Diet,  to  grant  what  is  fo  juftly  due  to  his  Majefty. 


The  following  Correfpondence  pqffid  between  the  Britijb  Commiffiontrs 
and  the  Inhabitants  of  Toulon,  in  confequence  of  a  requett  made 
by  the  latter  %  to  invite  Monfiettr,  the  late  French  Kings  Brother ', 
to  Toulon : 

Nov.  28,  1793. 

WE  have  received,  with  a  great  deal  of  pleafure,  the  refult 
of  your  deliberations,  and  thofe  of  the  Se&ibns  of 
Toulon;  concerning  the  regency  which  you  havfe  communicated 
to  us;  and  we  are  happy  in  acknowledging  your  fentiments, 
which  are  worthy  of  the  patriotifm,  as  well  as  the  wifdom  of 
this  town. 

We  partake  not  ohly  in  your  defire  of  feeing  order  arid  tran- 
quillity re-eftabliflied,  under  a  government  rounded  on  good 
principles;  we  not  only  approve  your  loyalty  and  attachment 
for  your  young  and  unfortunate  Monarch ;  but  we  alfo join  in 
your  refpedk  and  veneration  for  the  Royal  Family  of  France, 
atnd,  above  all,  for  the  auguft  perfonage  tf  ho  is  the  object  of 
jomr  wilhes. 

We  ate  however  utterly  unable,  immediately  to  co-operate 
for  the  accomplifhment  of  your  wi  flies;  and  we  beg  leave  to 
acquaint  you  with  the  obftacles  which  prevent  us  from  doing  fo. 

All  Europe,  and  the  Coalefced  Powers  in  particular,  are 
interefted  in  the  Regency  of  France ;  fince,  under  the  prefent 
circumftances,  neither  the  authority  of  the  Regent,  nor  that 
of  the  Throne  itfelfj  can  be  tftabliftied  and  maintained,  but 
with  their  affiflance,  and  by  immenfe  efforts  on  their  part. 

The  di&ates  of  found  policy,  therefore*  as  well  as  all  the 
Obligations  iitipofed  by  that  honefty  of  fentiment,  which  alone 
can  a&uate  illuftrious  Princes,  rauft  neceffarily  referve  this  ob- 
jed  fof  the  immediate  negociatiori  with  thofe  rowers  employed 
4a  combating  the  enemies  of  your  King. 

An  affair  of  fuch  importance,  which  concerns  fo  many,  and 
fuch  momentous  political  interefts,  cannot  with  any  efteft  be 
terminated*  nor  even  with  any  advantage  attempted,  by  one 

O  o  town 
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town  alone;  whieh,  however  refpeflable,  is  at  the  prefent  time 
not  only  ifolated  from  the  reft  of  France,  but  has  alfo,  for  tlio 
benefit  of  the  whole  kindom  ;  as  well  as  her  own  particular 
fafety,  contracted  recent  and  facred  connexions  with  another 
power. 

In  every  point  of  view,  it  muft  at  Ieaft  he  evident,  that  tht 
Minifters  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  are  wholly  incompetent  to 
decide  on  thefe  objects,  without  having  particularly  confulted 
*  their  Courts,  and  received  the  neceffary  powers.— ^AU  they  caa 
do,  to  fecond  the  praife  worthy  zeal  of  the  inhabitants  of  1  on- 
Ion,  confifts  in  fubmitting,  without  delay,  this  interesting  ob- 
ject to  the  wifdom  of  his  Majefty,  and  to  wait  his  orders. 

Being  unauthorifed,  until  fuch  orders  are  received,  to  com* 
promife  his  Majefty  with  refpeft  to  the  Regency  of  France,  we 
are  ftill  lefs  able  to  confent  to  the  proportion  made  us,  to  call 
the  Count  of  Provence  to  Toulon,  there  to  exercife  the  func- 
tions of  a  regent;  becaufe  this  could  not  be  done,  without  de- 
priving his  Britannic  Majefty,  before  the  ftipulated  time,  of 
that  authority,  with  which  he  has  been  en  traded  at  Toulon. 

Thefe  reafons,  however,  by  no  means  oblige  us  to  oppofe

Anfwer  of  D%  Laagara,  the  Spanijb  Admiral^  to  tb$  fame  rtqutft 

made  by  the  Toulonefe^ 

I  HAVE  read,  with  the  greateft  pleafure  and  fatisfa&ion,  the 
loyal  feiuiments  expre&d  by  the  Toujonefe,  through  the 
organ  of  their  Sections,  to  acknowledge  the  Count  de  Provence 
as  Regent  of  France,  and  to  fend  a  deputation  to  invite  him  to 
Toulon;  not  only  on  account  of  the  favourable  opinion  which 
his  arrival  would  produce  in  this  country,  but  alfo,  becaufe  hi; 
prefence  would  accelerate  the  rei-eftablifhment  of  a  Monarchical 
Government,  and  greatly  promote  the  caufe  of  Louis  XVII. 
in  whofe  happinefs  the  King,  my  matter,  \s  fo  much  conr 
cerned. 

I  have  acquainted  his  Catholic  Majefty  with  your  loyal  in- 
tentions ;  and  I  think  it  will  be  proper  to  wait  his  Royal  plea- 
fure with  refpeft  to  this  object,  which,  however,  cannot  pre*.

Confidential  Letttrfrom  the  King  of  the  French  t$  the  King  of  England* 

Sir— Mt  Brother,  Paris,  May  i» 

I  SEND  this  letter  by  M.  Chauvelin,  whom  I  have  appointed 
my  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  at  your  Majefty's  court.    I  em- 
brace this  opportunity  to  efcprefs  to  your  Majefty,  how  fenfible 
1  am  of  all  the  public  marks  of  affetStion  you  have  given  me*     I 
thank  you  for  not  having  become  a  party  to  the  concert  formed 
by  certain  powers  againft  France.     From  this  I  fee  you  have 
formed  a  better  judgment  of  my  true  interefts,  and  a  more  cor- 
feft  opinion  of  the  Ante  of  France.     Between  our  two  countries 
new  connections  ought  to  take  plate.     I  think  I  fee  the  remains 
of  that  rival  mi  p  which  has  done  fo  much  mifchief  to  both,  wear* 
ing  daily  away.     It  becomes  two  kings,  who  have  diftihguiftied 
their  reigns  by  a  conftant  defire^o  promote  the  happinefs  of 
their  people,  to  conne&  themfelves  by  fuch  ties,  as  will  appeal4 
to  be  durable,  in  proportion  as  the  two  nations  fhallhave  clearer 
views  of  their  own  interefts.     I  have  every  reafon  to  be  fatisfied 
with  your  Majefty's  ambaftador  at  my  court.     If  1  do  not  give 
the  fame  rank  to  the  minifter  whom  I  have  fent  to  yours,  you 
will  neverthelefs  perceive,  that  by  aflbciating  in  the  miffion  with 
him  M.  de  Tallerand,  who  by  the  letter  of  the  conftitution,  can 
fuftain  no  pubiic  character,  I  confider  the  fuccefs  of  the  alliance 
in  which  I  wifh  you  to  concur*  with  as  much  zeal  as  1  do,  as  of 
thehigheft  importance.  I  confider  it  as  nqceflary  to  the  (lability, 
to  the  refpeftive  con  ft  it  lit  ions,  and  the  internal  tranquillity  of 
our  two  kingdoms }  and  1  will  add,  that  our  union  ought  to 
command  peace  to  Europe*

THE  underfigned  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  of  His  Majefty 
the  King  of  the  French,  is  ordered  by  his  Court  to  tranl- 
mit  to  his  Excellency  Lord  Grenville,  Secretary  of  State  to  His 
Britannic  Majefty  for  the  department  of  Foreign  Affairs,  the  fol- 
lowing note j 

The  King  of  the  French,  in  fending  a  Minifter  Plenipoten- 
tiary to  London,  has  efpecially  charged  him  to  commence  his 
mi$on  by  manifelling  to  the  Britifh  government  (he  powerful 

Oo*  reafons    A 
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reafons  which  have  determined  France  to  a  war  with  the  Kinj 
of  Hungary  and  Boh  em  a.  He  has  thought  that  he  owes  this 
manifeftation  to  the  purity  of  the  intentions  which  animate  him, 
as  well  as  to  the  laws  of  good  neighbourhood,  and  to  the  value 
which  he  attaches  to  every  thing  which  may  maintain  confidence 
and  friendship  between  two  empires,  who  have  at  (his  moment, 
more  than  ever,  reafons  for  drawing  near  each  other,  and  uniting 
thernfelves  together. 

Having  become  Kjng  of  a  free  nation,  after  haying  fworn  tp 
fopport  theconftitution  it  has  given  herfelf,  he  cannot  but  deeply 
feel  all  the  attacks  defigned  againft  that  conftitution ;  and  hi; 
probity  alono  would  have  induced  him  to  prevent  and  combat 
them* 

The  King  has  feen  a  great  confpiracy  formed  againft  France, 
the  agents  of  this  league  concealing,  under  an  infulting  pity  for 
him,  the  preparations  of  their  defigns ;  and  His  Majefty  has  ha<| 
the  grief  to  count  among  them  r1  renchmen,  whofe  fidelity  ap* 
peared  to  be  guaranted  by  fo  many  powerful'motives  and  private 
ties. 

The  King  has  not  been  fparing  of  the  means  of  perfuafion  to 
bring  them  back  to  their  duty,  and  to  break  this  threatening 
teague,  which  fupported  and  ftrengrhened  their  guilty  hopes. 
But  the  Emperor  Leopold,  the  promoter  and  declared  leader 
of  this  great  qpnfpiracy,  and  after  his  deceafe  Francis,  King 
of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  have  never  fincerely  anfwered  any  of 
the  candid  and  reiterated  demands  of  the  King. 

After  being  wearied  by  delays  and  vague  anfwers,  the  impa* 
tience  of  the  French  increafing  daily  by  new  provocations,  thofe 
Princes  have  fucceffively  avowed  the  coalition  of  the  Powers 
againft  France.  They  never  juftified  thernfelves  for  the  part 
they  had  taken  in  it,  or  for  that  they  were  ft  ill  taking.  Far 
from  ihewirig  thernfelves  difpofed  to  diflblve  it  by  their  in» 
fluence,  they  have  fought  to  conned  it  with  fads,  which  ini 
the  firft  place  were  foreign  to  it,  and  upon  which  France  has 
never  refufed  doing  juftice  to  the  interefted  parties.  And,  as 
if  the  King  of  Hungary  were  defirou*  of  con  lee  rating  the  per- 
petuity of  the  attack  he  makes  on  the  fovereignty  of  the  French 
empire,  he  has  declared  that  this  coalition,  equally  injurious 
to  the  King  and  to  the  Nation,  could  not  ceafe  umil  Franct  JbouU 
remove  the  firious  caufes  which  bad  given  rije  to  it9  that  is  to  fay, 
to  long  as  France,  jealous  of  her  independence,  would  not  give 
up  the  imalleil  point  of  her  new  conftitution. 

Such  an  anfwer,  preceded  and  fupported  by  preparations 
moil  evidently  hoftile,  and  by  an  ill-concealed  prote&ion  of 
the!  rebels,  rouft  have  appeared  to  the  National  Aftembly,  to 
the  King,  and  to  all  France,  as  a  manifeft  aggreffion;  tor  it 
U  commencing  war  to  announce  that  troops  are  aflembled  and 

called 
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-called  in  all  quarters,  in  order  to  conftrain  the  inhabitants  of  £ 
country  to  alter  the  form  of  government  which  they  have  freely 
chofen,  and  fvvorn  to  defend. 

Sucl)  is  the  fenfe  and,  as  it  were,  the  fubftance,  of  all  the 
evafive  anfwers  of  the  fcmperor  and  King  of  Hungary's  Mini? 
fters,  to  the  fimple  and  candid  explanations  which  the  King  re* 
quired  of  them. 

Thus  the  King  faw  himfelf  forced  into  a  war,  which  was 
already  declared  again  ft  him ;  but,  religioufly  faithful  to  the 
principles  of  the  constitution,  whatever  may  hnally  be  the  f4te 
of  arms  in  this  war,  France  rejects  all  ideas  of  aggrandisement* 
She  will  preferve  her  limits,  her  liberty,  her  cpnft  itution,  her 
inalienable  right  of  reforming  herfelf,  whenever  flie  may  think 
proper :  flie  will  never  content  that,  under  any  relation,  fo- 
reign Powers  fhould  attempt  to  dictate,  or  even  dare  to  nouriih 
?  hope  of  dictating  laws  to  her.  But  thi$  yery  pride,  fp  natu- 
ral and  fo  juft,  is  a  fure  pledge  to  all  the  Powers,  from  whom 
ihe  fhall  haye  received  no  provocation,  not  only  of  her  Con- 
stantly pacific  difpofitious,  but  alfo  of  the  refpe£fc  which  th# 
French  will  know  how  to  (hew,  at  all  times,  for  the  laws,  th£ 
cuftoms,  and  all  the  forms  of  government  of  different  nations* 

The  King,  indeed,  wifhes  it  to  be  known,  that  be  would 
publicly  and  feverely  difavow  all  thofe  of  his  agents  at  foreign 
jUourts  in  peace  with  France,  who  fhould  dare  to  depart  an 
inftant  from  that  refpedt,  either  by  fomenting  or  favouring  if> 
JTHrredjons  again  ft.  the  eftablifhed  order,  or  by  interfering  in 
any  manner  whatever  in  the  interior  policy  of  luch  States,  an? 
der pretence  of  a  profelytifm,  which,  exercifcd  in  the  dominion! 
of  friendly  powers,  would  be  a  real  violation  of  the  law  <f£ 
nations. 

The  King  hopes  that  the  firitim  Government  will  fee  in  this 
expofition  the  incontrovertible  juftice,  and  the  neceffity  of  the 
war,  which  the  French  nation  maintains  againft  the  King  of 
Hungary  and'  Bohemia;  and  that  he  will  moreover  find  in  it 
(hat  common  principle,  of  liberty  and  independence,  of  which 
they  ought  not  to  be  lefs  jealous  than  France.  For  England 
is  tree  fikewife,  becaufe  ihe  determined  to  be  fo;  and  aflur- 
edly  (he  did  not  fuffer  other  powers  to  attempt  to  compel  her  to 
altertfie  conftitution  ihe  had  adopted,  to  lend  the  fmalleft  aflift- 
ance  to  rebellious  fubje&s,  or  to  pretend  to  interfere,  under 
£ny  pretence,  in  her  interior  difputes. 

Perfuaded  that  His  Britannic  Majefty  is  not  lefs  ardently 
defirous  than  himfelf  of  feeing  the  good  underftanding  and 
unidn  between  the  two  countries  confolidated  and  ftrengthened, 
the  King  demands,  that,  conformably  to  the  4th  article  of  the 
treaty  c?  navigation  and  commerce  of  the  26th  September  1786, 
His  Britannic  Majefty  fhall  remind  all  his  fubjects  of  Great

ftntafn  and  7retand,  and  publim  it  in  the  tfccuftomed  manner, 
in  thofe  two  kingdoms,  and  in  the  i (lands  and  countries  de- 
pendant upon  them,  an  expRrfs  prohibition  to  exercife  againft 
France,  or  againft  the  (hips  of  France,  any  hoftility,  by  cruiz- 
ing on  the  fens,  or  to  take  out  any  patent,  commiflion,  or  let- 
ters of  reprisals,*  from  the  different  Princes  or  States  who  are 
or  (hall  be  at  war  with  France;  or  to  make  ufe,  in  any  man- 
ner, of  fuch  patents  or  commifiions. 

The  King  requires  befides,  that  all  the  articles  of  the  afore- 
(aid  treaty,  which  relate  to  the  cafe  of  one  of  the  contracting 
powers  being  at  war,  and  efpecially  the  3d,  16th,  24th,  39th, 
4.0th,  and  41ft  articles,  (hall  be  punctually  obferved  and  exc- 
guted,  in  the  fame  manner  as  His  Majefty  is  determined  to  act 
#»  his  part,  refpedting  all  the  imputations  of  this  treaty.

Tranjlation  of  a  Note  from  Lord  GrenvtUe,  to  Monftur  Cbauv$lin% 

dated  Al>)  2\tb>  1792, 

THE  under-figned  Secretary  of  State  to  the  King  has  had  the 
honour  of  laying  before  his  Majefty  the  official  note  which 
Monfieur  Chauveliri  tranfmitted  to  him  the  15th  inftant.  He 
Jias  orders  to  teftify  to  that  Mlnifter  how  truly  fen  fib!  e  Hil 
Majefty  ever  is  to  the  proofs  of  friendship  and  confidence 
which  he  receives  on  the  part  of  his  Moit  Chriftian  Majefty, 
and  with  how  much  fincerity  he  returns  them  by  fentimentl 
perfedtly  reciprocal. 

His  Majefty  could  not  learn  without  the  deepeft  regret  that  i 
war  has  broken  out  between  His  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  and 
His  Majefty  the  King  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia.  This  fenti- 
ment  is  «-qu;»lly  infpired  by  his  love  for  humanity,  by  the  inte* 
tell  he  t.ikes  in  the  maintaining  the  tranquillity  of  Europe,  and 
by  his  fincere  wilhes  tor  the  perfon.il  happinefs  of  Their  Moft 
Chriftian  and  Apoiloiic  Majefties,  and  for  the  profperity  of 
their  dominions.  In  the  piefent  .circumftances  he  thinks  it 
right  to  abftain  from  entering  into  a  difcufliou  of  the  motives 
and  the  fteps  on  each  tide  which  have  brought  on  a  rupture  f6 
afflicting  to  a  foveieign,  the  neighbour  and  friend  of  the  two 
belligerent  parties. 

Confining  himfelf,  therefore,  to  expreffions  of  the  wiihei 
he  will  never  ceafe  to  form  for  the  fpeedy  and  permanent  re- 
eft  ablifhment  of  peace,  he  does  not  hefitate,  however,  to  give 
to  His  Moit  Chriftian  Majefty  the  diit&  and  poutiye  aflurancr 
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of  his  readinefs  to  fulfil  in  the  moft  exruSr,  manner  the  ftipula* 
tions  of  the  treaty  of  navigation  aiul  commerce  of  which  His 
Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  requires  the  execution. 

Faithful  to  all  his  engagements,  His  Majefty  will  pay  the 
ftri&eft  attention  to  the  prdorvation  of  the  good  under/landing 
which  fo  happily  fubfifts  between  him  antThis  Moft  Chriftiaa 
Majefty;  expe&ing  with  confidence,  that,  animated  with  the 
fame  fentimenrs,  His  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  will  not  fail  to 
contribute  to  the  fame  end,  by  caufing,  on  his  part,  the  right* 
of  His  Majefty  and  his  allies  to  be  refpe&ed,  and  by  rigor 
rouflv  forbidding  any  flep  which  might  eftefl:  the  friend  (hip 
which  His  Majefty  has  ever  defired  to  confohdate  and  perper 
tuate  fcr  the  happinefs  of  the  two  empires.

A  PROCLAMATION, 

GEORGE  R. 

WHEREAS  hostilities  have  broken  out  between  the  Moft 
Chriftian  King  and  i\pt  King  of  Hungary  j  his  Majefty, 
for  the  prefervation  and  continuance  of  friendfhip  and  amity  be? 
tween  him  and  their  faid  Majefties,  doth  by  this  his  royal 
proclamation  (with  the  advice  of  his  privy  council)  ftri&ljr 
prohibit  and  forbid  all  his  tubjecls  whatlbever  to  take  any  conir 
miffion  at  fea  from  any  foreign  prince  or  ft  ate,  again  ft  any  other 
foreign  prince  or  ftate  now  in  amity  with  his  Majefty,  or  their 
fubje&s,  or  by  virtue  or  under  colour  of  any  fuch  commiffion 
already  taken  or  hereafter  to  be  taken,  to  fet  or  employ  any  veffel 
or  (hip  of  war,  or  to  ferve  as  mariners  in  any  {hip  which  (hall 
be  employed  againft  any  prince  or  ftate  now  in  amity  with  hi* 
Majefty,  or  their  fubje&s,  during  the  p relent  war.  And  all  hi* 
Majefty's  fubjeAs  are  required  to  take  notice  of  this  his  royal 
command,  and  to  conform  themfelves  to  the  fame,  upon 
pain  of  incurring  his  Majefty's  high  difpleafure,  and  of  being 
punifhed  with  the  utmoft  ^verity  of  law  and  jqftice.  An<$ 
whereas  the  Moft  Chriftian  King  hath  caufed  application  to  hp 
made  to  his  Majefty,  that  his  Majefty  would  conformably  to 
the  article  of  the  treaty  of  navigation  and  commerce,  conclude^ 
at  Ver failles  26th  of  September  178$,  renew  and  publifti  in  all 
Jys  dominions  apd  countries  the  ftrift  and  e*pre{s  prohibitions 
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toritained  iri  the  faid  article;  his  Majefty  doth  hereby  ftriflty 
forbid  ail  his  ftfbjefls  to  receive  any  commiffion  for  arming  and 
afting  at  fea  as  privateers,  or  letters  of  r^prifafs,  from  any 
enemy  of  the  Moft  Chriftian  King,  or,  by  virtue  or  under  colour 
of  fuch  commiffions  or  reprifals,  to  difturb,  infeft,  or  ah  J 
ways  damage  his  fubjetfh;  or  to  arm  (hips  as  privateers, 
or  to  go  out  to  fea  therewith,  under  the  fevered  punifliroents 
that  can  bfe  infixed  oh  the  tranfgreffors,  betides  being  liable 
to  make  full  reftirution  and  fatisfa&ion,  to  thofe  to  whoia  they 
have  done  any  damage. 

Given  at  our  Court  at  St.  James's  the  25th  day  of  May, 
1792,  in  the  32nd  vear  of  our  reign.

Declaration  of  the  Kings  of  Prujfta  and  Hungary,  delivered  to  all 
the  Miniftgrs  at  the  Diet  of  JtatiJbony  excepting  thofe  of  Saxony 
mnd  Hanover*     Delivered  at  Rati/bon^  May  17,  1792* 

IN  confequence  of  the  aflbciation  madfe  between  all  the 
Princes,  on  the  invitation  of  the  deceafed  Emperor,  for  the 
defence  and  fafety  of  the  empire,  the  Kings  of  Pruflia  and  of 
Hungary,  conjointly,  hope  that  none  of  the  States  of  the  Em- 
pire will  withdraw  themfelves  therefrom  ;  but,  on  the  contrary, 
will  haften  to  contribute,  by  every  means  in  their  power,  to* 
fupport  the  war  againft  France,  who  threatens  the  empire; 
Their  Majefties  demand,  that  the  afo retard  States  without  en- 
tering into  any  difcuflion  on  the  queftion,  whether  the  war 
is  againft  the  Empire  or  againfl  the  Houfe  of  Auftria^  will  ex* 
plain  themfelves  categorically  on  the  fuccours  they  are  willing 
to  fupply,  and  on  which,  however,  they  are  left  to  their  free 
will,  flattering  themfelves,  however,  that  the  fupplies  will  be 
proportioned  to  the  grandeur  of  the  refpeftive  States.  Thefe 
fuccours  may  be  given  in  troops,  or  in  warlike  (lores  and  arms* 
or  money,  or  in  provifions,  or  in  full  liberty  to  the  belligerent 
armies  to  recruit  in  the  faid  States.  If,  contrary  to  all  expec- 
tation, there  fhould  be  any  State,  who,  by  any  reafon  what-* 
ever,  renounces  the  aflbciation,  their  faid  Majefties  will  be 
forced  purely  and  fimply  to  cover  their  own  States,  as  alfo  thofe 
of  their  allies,  and  to  abandon  the  others  to  their  fate.  They 
AvMl  even  adopt  the  principle,  "  He  that  is  not  for  us  is  mgainfi 
•5,"  and  will  put  it  in  execution  as  circumftances  may  require; 
but  their  Majefties  have  fo  high  an  opinion  of  the  patriotifm  of 
all  the  States  of  the  empire,  that  they  aflure  themfelves  before* 
hand  of  receiving  from  each  a  fpeedy  and  fatisfa&ory  anfwer. 

This  declaration,  after  being  made  verbally,  was  delivered 
111  \viiiing  to  all  the  Minifters  at  the  Diet,  except  thofe  of 
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Saxony  and  Hanover.  It  wat  received  with  general  dlffatis* 
fe&ion.  The  imperious  tone  affumed  by  the  Kings  of  Hun* 
gary  and  Pruffia,  and  their  menacing  the  co-eftates,  were  loudly 
complained  of*  "  If  Francis  I.*  it  was  faid,  «  already  takes 
upon  him  to  command  us,  what  will  he  do  when  elefted  Em- 
peror/*—M  I  told  you,*  faid  the  Minifter  of  Saxony,  «  that 
in  this  young  Prince  we  fhould  find  a  ma/tcr" 

Letter  of  the  Helvetic  Congrefs  to  tie  King  ef  the  French. 

SlRB,  Dated  Jum  Ii,  179a. 

THE  neceffity  of  preferring  our  precious  country  in  thcfe 
critical  times,  with  the  lame  courage  and  firmncfs  as  our 
anceftors,  who,  repofing  in  God,  founded  our  Republic,  under 
the  protection  and  vifible  affiftance  of  the  Almighty,  has  engaged 
all  of  us,  the  Cantons  and  allied  States,  maturely  to  weigh,  and 
to  deliberate,  by  our  deputies  aflemblcd  at  Frawenfeld  for  that 
pnrpofe,  on  the  moft  proper  means  of  preferving  the  tranquillity 
uid  peace  of  our  country,  and  averting  the  dangers  arifing  to  it 
from  abroad: 

In  confequence  of  thefe  mature  deliberations,  we  have  the  ho- 
nour of  addreffing  to  your  Royal  Majefty  the  prefent  letter.— 
Following  the  example  of  our  anceftors,  we  have  taken  the  firm 
and  unanimous  refolution  to  obferve  with  fidelity,  on  our  fide, 
the  moft  entire  and  drift  neutrality  towards  the  great  powers 
aAually  engaged  in  war,  and  to  fupport  the  fame  by  an  armed 
force*  as  circumftances  {hall  require;  for  which  end  we  are 
already  fortifying  ouf  frontiers,  to  put  them  in  as  fecure  a  ftata 
as  poffible. 

At  the  fame  time  we  prefume  to  conceive  hopes  that  the  prin- 
cipalities of  Neufchatel  and  Vallingin,  the  Republic  of  Geneva, 
the  Val  de  Mnnfter,  (Montrier  grand  val)  as  well  as  the  other 
ftatet  of  the  Bifhop  de  Bale,  who  are  all  more  or  lefs  intimately 
connected  with  fome  of  our  co-eftates,  will  be,  as  ufixal,  included 
in  the  neutrality,  and  refpefted  on  that  account  as  at  every  for* 
mer  period*  In  confequence,  we  earneftly  demand  of  your  Ma* 
Jetty  to  ifliie  orders  for  the  troops,  which  are  in  the  territory  of 
Porcntruy,  to  be  withdrawn,  in  order  that  the  confederate  ter- 
ritories may  be  more  fafe,  and  may  not  have  reafon  to  fear  an 
Itfvttfioo  on  the  part  of  the  belligerent  powers. 
*  After  this  formal  and  folemn  declaration  of  neutrality,  we 
hope,  from  the  generofity  of  your  Royal  Majefty,  that  you  will* 
tpoa  our  urgent  demand,  give  orders  that  your  troops  and  ar- 
mies may  not  fet  foot  upon  the  Helvetic  territories,  that  they 
may  not  occupy  any  poft ;  that  they  may  not  make  any  incurfion, 
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nor  traverfe  the  country.  We  take  -the  liberty  of  afking  as  btf* 
fore,  that  you  will  Toon  iflue  the  agreeable  declaration  which  we 
hope  to  obtain  likewife  from  his  Apoftolic  Majefty,  the  Kjng  of 
Hungary  and  Bohemia,  in  confequence  of  the- demand  which  ire 
have  made  this  day.  We  will  employ  all  the  means  in  our  power 
to  aft  and  obferve  with  fidelity  all  that  is  required  by  a  full,  loyal, 
ftrict,  and  true  neutrality. 

We  regard  this  gracious  declaration,  which  we  expect  from 
your  Majefty,  as  a  new  proof  of  your  goodnefs  and  benevolence 
towards  all  the  confederation.  We  beg  you  would  continue  to 
prefcrve  the  fame  difpofitions,  and  pray  that  the  Almighty  may 
maintain  the  profperity  of  your  facred  perfon,  and  of  the  Royal 
Family,  and  conduct  all  events  for  the  general  good.

The  Republic  of  Geneva,  in  confequence  of  Treaties  which  flipulate% 
that  when  War  exifts  between  France  and  Savq,  it  may  call  in  a 
Garrifonfrom  the  Cantons  of  Berne  and  Zurich ;  having  rejblved 
to  flat  ion  1600  Swifs  Troops  within  its  Dominions,  the  Executive 
Council  of  France  ordered  afufficient  Number  of  French  Soldiers  to 
march  into  the  Territories  of  Geneva  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  the 
Helvetic  Troops.  The  Counfellor  of  State  of  Geneva  vifited  the 
French  Commi/Jioners  with  the  Army  on  the  8/A  of  Oclober,  1 79a, 
who  referred  him  to  General  Montefqu\ou%  and  the  Difpute  at  la/l 
terminated  in  the  following  Convention  : 

I.    A  LL  the  corps  of  Swifs  troops  which  are  now  in  Geneva, 
J7\.  mail  fucccflively  retire  into  Switzerland,  and  the  faid  re- 
treat fliall  be  com  pitted  betwixt  the  prefent  period,  and  the  ift 
of  December  next. 

IL  Between  this  time  and  the  fame  epoch,  the  heavy  artillery, 
and  the  French  troops  who  furround  Geneva,  and  who  had  ap- 
proached it  on  account  of  differences  terminated  by  the  prefent 
convention,  {hall  be  withdrawn,  and  potted  in  fuch  a  manner  as 
not  to  give  any  caufe  of  alarm  to  Geneva. 

III.  From  the  date  of  the  prefent  convention  a  free  commu- 
nication between  the  inhabitants  of  Savoy,  and  the  two  Repub- 
lics, and  full  liberty  of  palling  from  Geneva  to  Switzerland,  and 
from  Switzerland  to  Geneva,  lhall  be  re-cftablifted  on  the  (una 
footing  as  in  time  of  peace,  agreeably  to  treaty  and  toufage. 

IV.  The 
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TV.  The  Republic  of  Geneva  exprefsly  and  folemnly  referve* 
to  itfelf  all  anterior  treaties  with  its  neighbours,  and  particularly 
that  of  1584,  with  the  refpe&able  Cantons  of  Zurich  and  Berne, 
as  well  as  the  firft  article  of  the  treaty  of  1784. 

The  French  Republic  not  meaning  that  the  referve  fhould 
connect  it  with  treaties  in  which  it  is  not  concerned,  nor  pre- 
judice in  any  thing  the  power  it  has  referved  to  itfelf  of  revifing 
its  own  treaties,  executed  provifionally,  until  the  time  of  fuch 
revifion. 

V.  The  prefent  convention  fhall  be  ratified  by  the  French 
Republic,  and  the  Republic  of  Geneva,  and  letters  of  ratification 
(h*ll  be  exchanged  on  both  fides,  in  the  fpace  of  twelve  days,  or, 
if  poffible,  fooner.

Litter  from  the  Britijb  Minifter  to  the  Republic  of  Geneva. 

Berne,  OB.  1 1. 

Magnificent  and  mod  honoured  Lords,  Syndics,  and  Council 
of  the  Town  and  Republic  of  Geneva, 

ON  my  arrival  here  I  learnt  with  infinite  pain  the  fituation  in 
which  your  city  and  all  Switzerland  have  been  fince  the  the- 
atre of  war  approached  your  frontiers. 

I  am  commiffioned  by  the  King,  my  matter,  to  give  to. the 
Helvetic  and  Evangelic  Bodies,  proofs  Of  the  fincere  intereftcwhich 
his  Majefty  will  never  ceafe  to  take  in  all  the  dates  that  compofe 
them ;  and  though  in  this  refpeft  the  general  credentials  which  I 
have,  might,  as  formerly,  be  fufficient  for  your  ftate,  as  an  ally 
of  the  Helvetic  Body,  his  Majefty,  nevertherthelefs,  addrefles  to 
you  in  particular  thofe  which  I  take  the  earlieft  opportunity  of 
tranfmitting  to  you. 

*  This  new  mark  of  attention  and  friendfliip  in  his  Majefty  tnuft 
announce  to  you,  beyond  a  doubt,  that  his  Britannic  Majefty, 
after  the  example  of  his  glorious  predeceflbrs,  will  always  fliew 
himfelf  a  zealous  friend  of  your  Republic,  and  that  he  has  at 
heart  the  maintaining  of  its  peace,  liberty,  and  fovereigny,  fo  in- 
timately connected  with  the  tranquillity  of  all  Switzerland,  and 
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particularly  of  the  Canton  of  Berne,  on  the  feenrity  of  which  the 
Britifh  Crown  has  constantly  placed  the  greateft  value. 

I  am  going  to  communicate  to  his  Britannic  Majefty  the  prefent 
ftate  of  things  in  Switzerland,  as  well  as  thofe  which  concern 
you ;  and  I  make  no  doubt  that  his  Majefty  will  approve  the  mea- 
sures you  have  taken  according  to  your  ancient  cuftoms  and  your 
treaties  in  concert  with  your  allies  of  Zurich,  and  Berne,  fince 
they  tend  to  fupport  the  Helvetic  neutrality — a  neutrality  which 
I  have  no  need  to  requeft  you  will  obferve  in  the  ftri&eft 
manner. 

If  my  influence  with  thefe  ftates,  or  the  Helvetic  Bodies,  could 
be  of  any  utility  in  the  prefent  jundure,  I  fhould  employ  it  with 
the  more  zeal,  as  I  fhould  in  that  conform  to  the  wifhes  of  hit 
Majefty,  whofe  defire  is  to  fee  thofe  bonds,  which  unite  you  to 
the  Helvetic  Body,  and  which  do  not  appear  to  be  incompatible 
with  the  connexion  you  have  with  other  powers,  ftill  farther 
ftrcngthened.  Without  taking  up  more  of  your  valuable  time, 
which  muft  be  continually  employed  on  the  moil  important  af. 
fairs,  permit  me,  my  Lords,  to  inform  you  that  I  flatter  *nyfelf 
with  foon  having  the  honour  of  paying  you  a  vifit,  and  of  re- 
newing, verbally,  thofe  affurances  of  good-will  and  friendfhip,  on 
the  part  of  the  King,  which  cannot  be  too  often  repeated.

CITIZENS,  I  am  fenfible  of  the  value  of  fuch  a  reception  at 
you  honour  me  with. 

Hitherto  the  prefentations  made  to  the  depofitaries  of  power9 
have  offered  a  vain  and  faftidious  ceremony  only.  On  the  one 
part  were  fcen  men  erefted  into  demigods,  receiving  an  almoft 
idolatrous  worfhip  5  on  the  other,  fervtle  adorers,  drunk  thenw 
felves  with  the  incenfe  offered  at  the  fhrine  of  their  idols.  Now  a 
Ample  citizen  prefents  himfelf  with  confidence  before  men  honour- 
ed with  the  fame  title.  The  minifters  of  a  powerful  and  glorious 
nation  have  willed,  that  the  reprefentative  of  a  fmall  but  free 
and  fovcrcign  Republic,  fhould  receive  from  them  the  proof  off 
good-will  and  fraternity. 

In  feeing  thus  among  free  ftates,  the  ftrong  countenance  the 
weak,  and  being  pleafcd  with  alliances  in  which  the  latter  have

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•II  the  advantage,  we  truly  feci  that  liberty  is  the  nioft  valuable 
of  all  ties )  that  amidft  fo  many  nations,  ftrangers  to  each  other, 
the  free  nations  are  fellow-citizens,  and  the  fentiment  of  their 
reciprocal  fovcreignty  eftabliJhes  between  them  a  tender  tie  of 
equality. 

Citizens,  the  Republic  of  Geneva  felicitates  itfelf  on  preceding 
the  other  ftates  in  teftimonies  of  attachment  and  confidence  for 
the  French  Republic;  and  if  under  thefe  circumftances,  they 
honoured  me  with  their  choice,  it  is  becaufe  they  knew,  thatt 
to  be  the  faithful  interpreter  of  their  thoughts  and  wifhes,  it  was 
only  necefiary  for  me  to  exprefs  my  own  fentiments.

Moft  dear  and  great  Friends,  Allies,  and  Confederates, 

YOU  muft  doubtlefs  have  been  informed,  and  learnt  with 
aftoniflunent,  the  invafion  of  Savoy  by  the  French,  who 
entered  it  on  the  fide  towards  Mont  Melian,  with  a  fuperior 
force  of  more  than  20,000  men;  without  any  previous  declaration 
of  war,  and  without  having  been  provoked  by  any  meafure  or 
9&  of  hoftility  whatever  on  our  part.  We  cannot  forbear  confr- 
municating  this  to  you,  as  an  event  which  muft  excite  the  forprife 
and  indignation  of  all  the  powers  of  Europe,  and  intereft  in  a 
particular  manner  the  Helvetic  Body,  with  whom  we  and  our 
royal  predeccflbrs  have  always  fincerly  defired  to  live  as  good 
neighbours  and  ancient  allies,  friends,  and  confederates. 

Confidering  then  the  fatal  effects  and  difmal  confequences* 
which  fuch  an  unheard-of  proceeding  as  that  of  the  French  to. 
wards  us  and  our  ftates  is  likely  to  occafion  to  all  neighbouring 
countries,  we  are  perfuaded,  that  taking  a  part  in  the  difagrecablc 
circumftances  into  which  we  are  thrown  by  it,  you  will  not  omit, 
at  the  fame  time,  to  pay  the  greateft  and  moft  ferious  attention 
to  every  thing  that  may  refult  from  it.  We  even  hope,  that 
weighing  in  your  wifdom  the  means  moft  proper  and  efficacious 
to  sunder  and  prevent  the  progrefs  of  an  evil,  which  threatens 
tp  rum  all  ftates,  by  overturning  all  governments,  you  will  ma- 
turely confider,  whether,  among  thefe  means,  that  of  concerting 
with  ns  meafures  tending  to  that  end,  and  that  in  particular  ot 
affifting  us  to  deliver  Savoy  from  the  yoke  of  the  French,  may 
.  not  be  the  moft  proper.  You  will  know,  yourfclves,  the  influence 
which  the  example  of  what  has  juft  patted  in  Savoy,  may  have  in 

neighbour- 
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neighbouring  countries,  and  the  dangers  which  may  thence 
fait  to  them,  without  our  endeavouring  to  reprefent  them  to 
you :  We  (hall  here  confequcntly,  confine  ourfelves  to  requeft, 
that,  convinced  of  the  injuftice  of  the  the  attack  of  the  French 
againft  us;  of  the  confequences  which  may  be  apprehended  from 
it ;  and  of  the  neceflity  of  forming  fome  good  and  ftrong  union 
between  all  the  interefted  and  good  neighbours ;  above  all,  to 
prevent  them,  you  will,  as  far  as  your  own  circumftances  allow, 
form  fome  determination  favourable  to  our  juft  views,  and  enable 
us  to  hope  that  we  fhall  receive  from  you  that  affiftancs  which 
our  confidence  in  your  friendfhip,  and  in  the  intereft  which  yon 
have  always  taken  in  every  thing  that  concerns  our  family  ftates, 
induce  us  to  afk  from  you,  on  fo  weighty  and  prefling  an  occa&ra 
as  the  prefent. 

In  expectation  of  this,  nothing  rejnains  for  us  but  to  aflhre 
you  of  the  continuance  of  our  great  affeftion ;  and  we  pray 
God,  &c.

WE  have  learnt  with  much  regret  by  your  Majefty's  letttr  of 
the  10th  of  O&ober,  that  the  flames  of  war  have  extended 
to  your  Majefty's  dates,  and  we  take  a  real  in  intereft  in  this  un- 
happy event* 

Tour  Majefty  invites  all  the  Helvetic  Body  to  make  yours  * 
common  caufe  againft  the  French  nation.  You  muft  ftill  remem- 
ber  that  we  addrefs  to  you,  as  well  as  to  the  other  two  belligerent 
powefs,  a  declaration,  in  which  we  engaged  to  obferve  the  ftriG- 
cft  neutrality.  Your  Majefty  will  deign  to  take  into  favourable 
confideration,  that  the  fituation  and  circumftances,  under  which 
the  Helvetic  Body  now  are,  and  the  aflunmce  which  they  gave, 
in  confequence,  require  that  they  fhould  remain  faithful  to  the 
Jyftem  they  have  adopted,  and  that  they  fhould  fcrupuloufly  ad- 
here to  a  neutrality  which  has  been  announced  to  all  the  belli- 
gerent powers. 

We  beg  that  the  Almighty  will  be  pleafed  fbon  to  reftore  peace, 
fo  defirable,  and  to  pour  down  his  bleffing  on  your  Majefty  ii* 
particular,  and  on  all  your  fubjc&s.

Victor  Amadeus,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Sardinia,  Cyprus* 

and  Jerufalem,  &c. 

Moft  dear  and  great  Friends,  Allies,  and  Confederates, 

IF  at  the  firft  moment  when  we  heard  of  the  invafion  of  Savoy 
by  the  French,  we  did  not  haften  to  communicate  to  you  that 
difagreeable  event,  we  flatter  ourfelves  that,  without  arfcrihing 
this  delay  to  any  want  of  confidence  on  our  part,  in  the  fenti-* 
ments  entertained  by  your  Republic  towards  us,  you  will  confider 
it  as  the  natural  effect  of  our  firft  furprife,  and  of  the  indifpenfable 
operations  in  which  fuch  an  event  muft  engage  us.  Hoping, 
however,  that  you  muft  have  elfewhere  learnt,  with  as  much  in* 
dSgnation  as  difpleafure,  a  proceeding  fo  injurious  and  flagrant  on 
the  part  of  a  neighbouring  nation,  with  which  we  were  not  at 
war,  and  which  we  had  not  provoked  by  any  hoftilities  whatever} 
we  now  communicate  to  you,  as  to  good  friends  and  neighbours, 
the  juft  alarm  which  we  have  reafon  to  conceive,  refpedting  the 
farther  plans  which  the  French  may  have  formed  againft  the  re* 
mainder  of  our  ftates,  and  the  determined  refolution  we  have 
formed  of  employing  all  our  means  to  oppofe  them  with  effect. 

The  intereft  which  your  Republic  has  always  taken  in  every 
thing  which  concerns  us  as  well  as  our  ftates,  does  not  permit  us 
to  doubt  that  you  will  be  particularly  difpofed  in  this  difagreeable 
conjuncture  to  give  us  new  proofs  of  it,  as  far  as  the  fituation  and 
circumftances  of  your  ftate  will  permit.  Of  this  we  flatter  ourfelves 
the  more,  as  the  connexion  which  has  always  fubfifted  between 
the  ftates  of  your  Republic  and  our  Duchy  of  Savoy,  and  the 
difpofitions  which  we  have  always  found  in  it  to  contribute,  ac- 
cording to  refpective  circumftances,  to  the  prefervation  of  the 
faid  Duchy  in  its  ancient  dependence  on  our  dominion,  allure  us 
that  you  will  not  behold  with  indifference  what  has  happened  in 
the  faid  Duchy,  and  the  confequences  which  may  thence  arife  t6 
neighbouring  ftates. 

Referring  the  above  to  your  wifdom  and  penetration,  we 
can  only  allure  you,  that  notwithstanding  the  neceflity  under 
which  we  are  at  prefent  of  uniting  all  our  forces  on  this  fide  of 
the  Alps,  to  fecure  Piedmont  from  an  invafion  by  the  French,  we 
wOl  omit  nothing  which  may  be  in  our  power  to  repair  the  lofles 
we  have  fuftaincd ;  and  we  think  we  may  particularly  depend  on 
the  friendihip  of  your  Republic ;  and  the  more  fo,  as  its  own  in- 
tereft is  concerned ;  and  to  find  it  difpofed  to  aflift  us  in  accom- 
pliihing  our  end,  when  the  fcries  of  events  (hall  permit.  In  the 
mean  time  we  have  heard  with  great  fatisfa&ion,  the  meafures 

which 
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which  you  have  Co  vigoroufly  purfued,  both  to  prevent  the  dtf 
of  Geneva  from  finking  under  the  power  of  the  French  forces 
which  threatened  it,  and  to  fecure  your  own  ftate  from  any  dill* 
agreeable  event  on  their  part :  And  we  moft  ardently  wifh,  that 
you  would  farther  open  to  us  the  meafures  which  you  think  ne- 
ceffary  to  be  adopted,  to  remove  ftill  farther  from  your  frontiers 
an  enemy,  which  may  juftly  be  called  the  common  one  of  all 
Europe*  At  the  fame  time,  if  you  think  proper  to  combine  any 
meafures  with  us  for  that  purpofe,  and  which  may  contribute  mors 
effectually  to  the  refpective  advantage  of  the  two  ftates,  we  fhall 
haften  to  receive  with  as  much  pleafure  as  gratitude  everv  thing 
which  you  may  propofe.  You  may,  confeqiiently,  from  this  mo* 
ment,  be  perfuaded,  that  we  fhall  be  continually  difpofed  to  con* 
cur,  on  our  part,  in  whatever  may  be  the  moft  proper  for  attain* 
ing  the  defired  common  end ;  and  we  have  reafon  to  flatter  our* 
•elves,  that  the  powers,  our  allies,  and  thofe  who  have  guaranteed 
our  ftates,  will  find  the  cafe  funiciently  urgent,  and  our  canfil 
fufficiently  juft,  to  induce  them  to  haften  to  give  us  that  affift* 
ance,  which  we  have  a  right  to  expert,  in  conformity  with  OUT 
treaties,  and  the  preifing  requisitions  which  we  have  made.

THE  underfigned  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  of  his  Britannic 
Majefty  thinks  himfelf  bound  to  exprefs  to  you  the  great 
indignation  which  he  has  felt  at  the  new  outrage  committed 
againft  your  Excellencies,  by  thofe  vile  and  ferocious  men  aflemblcd 
at  Paris,  under  the  name  of  the  Convention.  Not  having  bees 
able  to  corrupt  your  brave  troops  in  the  fervice  of  his  Moft 
Chriftian  Majefty,  and  defpairing  to  make  them  accompliihea 
in  their  robberies,  thefe  factious  men  have  difarmed,  plan* 
dered,  and  murdered  them :  Europe  will  never  forget  the 
noble  facrifice  of  fo  many  generous  Swifs,  who  died  in  defending 
Louis  XVI. ;  it  will  never  forget  the  cruelties  which  thofe  cani* 
bajs  made  them  (ufier !

of  a  xnoft  terrible  war,  which  they  undertook  with  the  hopes  of 
extending  their  territory  over  all  Europe,  at  the  moment  when 
they  have  reached  the  laft  point  of  atrocity  and  madnefs,  wheri 
they  multiply  more  than  ever  their  victims,  and  butcher  one  ano- 
ther, they  have  had  the  hardinefs  to  call  themfelves  your  ally  % 
they  have  not  bluflied  to  mention  your  treaty  with  the  fovereigr* 
whom  they  brought  to  the  fcaffold ;  they  have  (hewn  a  defire  ttf 
ftrengthen  their  connexion  with  you.  Objects  of  univerfal  exe- 
cration, they  have  had  the  impudence,  High  and  Mighty  Lords, 
to  make  for  you  alone,  of  all  Europe,  this  difgraceful  exception  ! 
What  connexion  can  fubfift  between  the  freedom  of  the  Swifs, 
and  that  horrible  anarchy  to  which  they  have  proftituted  its 
name  ?  What  common  tie  can  there  be  between  a  people,  good* 
Virtuous,  religious,  and  the  friends  of  morals  and  juftict,  and 
atheifts,  enemies  of  God  and  man,  thirfting  for  blood  and  pil- 
lage ?  whofe  crimes  for  thefe  five  years  paft  have  exceeded  a 
thoufand  times  the  crimes  of  former  ages  ! 

You  know,  High  and  Mighty  Lords,  that  in  their  efforts  to 
propagate  their  infamous  do&rine  beyond  the  limits  of  France, 
they  have  not  refpected  your  happy  country.  You  can  never  for- 
get the  intrigues  of  their  emiflaries  to  deftroy  all  refpect  for  your 
laws !  Nobody  can  believe,  that  thefe  promoters  of  difcord  and 
anarchy,  in  attacking  every  principle  of  civilization  in  Europe, 
have  any  intention  of  preferving  them  in  your  ftates ;  or  that 
they  have  renounced  the  project  of  exciting  internal  diilentions 
in  them  when  an  opportunity  offers.  The  ravages  which  they 
have  exercifed  in  the  Low  Countries,  in  Savoy,  and  in  -the 
Bifhopric  of  Bale,  and  wherever  they  have  penetrated,  under 
the  name  of  the  friends  of  the  people,  prove  fufficicntly  what 
jnay  be  expected  from  their  teftimonies  of  friendfhip !  There 
cannot  fubfift  a  durable  peace  between  the  wife  councils  of  the 
Helvetic  States  and  fuch  plunderers*  What  then  is  the  end  of 
their  perfidious  carefles  ?  They  wifh  to  conceal  the  dangers  which 
threaten  you ,  they  have  the  hopes,  no  doubt  chimerical,  of  cor- 
rupting your  citizems,  in  diminifhing  the  horrors  with  which 
they  infpire  them,  to  be  able  at  a  future  period  to  furprize  you 
yxxudft  a  fatal  fecurity. 

The  Minifter  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  will  not  decide,  whether 
juftice,  and  the  true  intereft  of  a  ftate,  permit  it  to  remain  neuter, 
againft  thofe  who  would  again  reduce  it  to  barbarifm,  in  a  war  of 
Smioft  all  the  powers  of  Europe,  in  a  war  where  not  only  the 
exiftence  of  every  cftablifhed  government,  but  even  that  of  all 
fciod  of  property,  is  at  ftake  ?  He  will  only  obferve,  that  neu- 
trality itfelf  will  not  authorife  any  correfpondendence,  directly  or 
JBfJire&Iy,  with  the  factious  or  their  agents.    Whem  two  legiti- 
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mate  powers  arft  at  war,  the  connection  of  a  State  with  either  of  . 
them  cannot  injure  their  refpe&ive  rights ;  but  the  prefent  war 
being  carried  on  againft  ufurpers,  any  correfpondence  with  them 
by  a  neutral  ftate,  would  be  an  acknowledgement  of  their  au* 
thority,  and  consequently  an  aft  prejudicial  to  the  allied  powers. 

His  Britannic  Majefty  has  too  high  an  opinion  of  your  wif- 
dom,  High  and  Mighty  Lords,  not  to  believe  that  you  will  def- 
pife  the  infinuations  of  the  common  enemy  of  all  people,  and 
that  you  wiU  redouble  your  zeal  and  vigilance  to  avert  from 
your  country  all  thofe  plagues  which  at  once  overwhelm  the 
unhappy  people  of  France  ! — At  all  times,  and  on  every  occafion, 
his  Majefty  will  not  ceafe  to  give  you  proofs  of  his  friend  (hip* 
and  to  intereft  himfelf  in  the  maintenance  of  the  independence* 
and  of  the  ancient  profperity  of  your  dates,  and  of  thole  of  your 
allies.

Declaration. 

YOUR  Excellency,  in  a  letter  dated  the  30th  of  November, 
thought  proper  to  recommend  to  the  ferious  confideratien 
of  the  Helvetic  Body,  fome  important  obfervations  on  the  rcia* 
tive  fituation  of  the  Republic  to  the  belligerent  powers. 

Thcle  obfervations  wc  have  examined  with  all  that  care  and   • 
attention  which  is  due  to  the  interefts  of  our  counn-y,  and  w* 
think  that  we  afford  your  Excellency  a  proof  of  the  eftcem  which 
we  entertain  for  your  character,  by  making  an  open  and  linccre  ex* 
pofition  of  our  fituation  and  our  conduit. 

However  afflicting  the  remembrance  of  thofe  terrible  events  ift 
France  (which  your  Excellency  has  brought  to  our  recollection) 
and  the  fad  fate  of  our  brethren  who  luftercd  fo  unfortunately, 
may  be,  yet  our  grief  mull  ncverthclefs  yield  to  the  principle* 
of  our  Conftitution :  thefc  principles  have  relied  for  fevcra)  cen> 
turies  on  the  relations  of  peace,  amity,  and  good  neighbourhood 
with  all  the  furrounding  powers. 

The  operation  of  thefc  principles  has  never  been  interrupted 
by  foreign  wars.  A  rigid  and  exact  neutrality  was  the  invariable 
maxim  of  our  anceftors,  and  having  received  it  as  a  (acred  inhe* 
titance,  we  have  conceived  it  to  he  our  duty  to  abide  by  it  in 
the  prefent  war.  And  this  conduit  has  produced  a  ialutary  inftuy  . 
*:nce,  not  only  on  our  external  fafety,  but  on  our  internal  peace. 

AccuftoxMd 
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Accuftojncd  to  obferve  fcupuloufly  all  engagements  entered- 
Into,  we  will  neither  wander  from  our  declared  neutrality,  on 
any  pretence  whatever,  nor  will  wc  liftcn  to  any  infinuation  which 
might  give  rife  to  juft  complaints.  ' 

It  is  for  us  to  prcferve  the  enjoyment  of  that  happy  and  peace- 
ful fituation.to  which  all  our  mod  zealous  efforts  tend.  We  will 
unite  our  force  to  repel  even  the  flighted  attempts  that  may  be 
qaade  to  difturb  our  repofe,  or  to  undermine  the  foundation  of  it 
ij  any  deftrujftive  principles. 

It  is  tQwards  this  end  that  our  foreCght  is  directed  by  carefully 
guarding  our  frontiers,  and  by  endeavouring  to  prevent  ?ny  diffi- 
culties by  a  corrcfpondencc  infeparable  from  our  local  relations. 

We  intreat  your  Excellency  to  affurc  his  Britannic  Majefty  of 
the  invariable  determination  of  the  Helvetic  Body;  and  it  is  with 
entire  confidence  we  expect,  from  his  good-will,  that  following 
the  example  of  his  illuftrious  anceftors,  who  at  all  times  have 
maintained  the  independence  of  the  Helvetic  Confederacy,  he 
will  continue  henceforth  to  entertain  a  fincpre  affe&ion  for  our 
profperity  and  our  repofe.

As  foon  as  the  rpcal  of 
the  latter,  and  the  nomination  of  the  former,  were  known,  the 
Ambafladors  of  Vienna,  Berlin,  and  other  courts,  ufed  every 
kind  of  intrigue  to  caufe  Citizen  Semonville  to  be  rejeAed  by 
the  Porte,  and  in  this  they  have  fucceeded*  The  provifional 
•xecutiye  council  has  already  purfued  proper  meafures  to  un* 
Receive  the  Ottoman  Porte,  and  to  avenge  the  infult  offered  to 
this  citizen*

highnefles  which  I  folicited  two  months  ago,  I  hope  yo* 
will  deign  to  receive  favourably  the  homage  of  my  refpedtfo} 
Jevotioq  and  unchangeable  fidelity.    The  Bifhop  tf  Arras  bo»

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fore  this  time  will  have  fubmitted  to -you  (bme  details  refpeSinc 
my  fituation,  and  the  circumflances  which  were  preparing,  ft 
was  impoffible  that  our  tyrants  lhould  fuffer  themfelves  to  be 
longer  braved  by  the  only  faithful  fuhjeft  who  remained  in  the 
whole  diplomatic  body  5  and  that  they  fhould  not  attempt  to 
feize  a  port  from  which  they  might  hope  to  overthrow  the  great 
caufe  which  your  royal  highnefles  defended  with  fo  much  glory 
and  energy.  Three  days  ago  I  received  a  letter  of  recal.  It  in* 
forms  me,  that  I  am. to  be  fucceeded  by  M.  Semonvijle,  and  tha£ 
he  will.be  preceded  by  M.  Cha'grain,  formerly  fecretary  to  the 
embaffy.  whom  I  difrniffed  without  doing  him  suy  injury,  as  I 
(jiffered  him  to  enjoy  his  falary.  He  is  a  man  of  very  fmall 
abilities,  violent  ev.en  to  mndnefs,  who,  when  with  me,  appeared 
to  be  attached  to  pure  royalty,  and  has  now  fold  himfelf  to  the 
Jacobin  horde.  He  defired  me  to  deliver  to  him  my  credentials, 
and  to  give  him  the  management  of  affairs  as  foon  as  I  fhould 
tfclce  leave ;  for  thev  will  not  even  fuffer  me  to  wait  for  my  fuc- 
ceflbr,  though  he  muft:  already  have  embarked  at  Genoa,  and 
cannot  fail  to  arrive  foon.  The  plans  of  this  national  ambaffi- 
dor  are  not  doubtful,  and  I  know  that  he  is  armed  with  every 
means  proper  to  infure  theij  fuccefs.

By  money  and  intrigues  he  will  raiie  up 
obftacles  againft  the  ex  cution  of  the  treaty  of  Sillovia,  and  will 
fy are  nothing  to  bring  about  a  rupture  either  between  this  court 
and  that  of  Vienna  or  of„  Petersburg.  He  will  even  go  fo  far  as 
to  promife  the  affiftance  of  a  French  fquadron  to  re-conquer  the 
Crimea— a  propofal  which  may  produce  great  effeft  upon  the 
Grand  Sign»or  individually,  bemonville  will  leprefent  to  him, 
that  this  fquadron  is  juft  ready  to  leave  Toulon,  if  the  Porte 
will  only  (hew  the  lea  11  uncertainty,  which  is  always  fufficient 
to  prevent  the  court  of  Vienna  from  leaving  defencelefs  that  im* 
menfe  and  dangemus  frontier,  extending  from  the  Dhiefter  to 
the  Adriatic  Gulph.«  Your  royal  highuefles  are  too  enlightened 
not  to  perceive  the  fatal  inconveniencies  which  will  arife  from 
this  negociation,  even  fhould  it  prove  ineffectual,  and  you  muft 
recolJedt  what  importance  Frederic  the  Great  affixed  to  fuch  a, 
diverfion,  when,  towauls  the  end  of  the  feven  years  war  that 
prince,  who  was  fo  good  a  calculator,  expended  large  fums  to 
engage  the  Porte  to  give  only  iome  flight  caufes  of  alarm  to  the. 
court  of  Vienna.  I  camiot,  at  the  fame  time,  conceal  from  you* 
that  Semonville  will  find  Ivre  great  reiburces  in  the  ambaflador? 
of  England  an  1  Poland,  who  both  wait  for  him  with  an  im- 
patience which  they  can  hardly  hide. 

•Such,  my  Lords,  are  the  dangers  which  I  dreaded;  fuch  are 
the  motives  which  forcibly  command  me  not  to  abandon  a  place 
which  the  enemies  of  monarchy  may  occupy  with  fo  much  ad* 

vantage. 
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Vantage*  The  Tame  motives  make  it  my  duty  at  prefect  to  an- 
ticipate your  orders,  by  negleding  no  means  of  counteracting 
.the  perfidious  infinuations  of  the  National  Aflembly,  by  cauiing 
the  Grand  Signior  to  rejefik  their  em iflary,  or,  if  I  cannot  prevent 
him  from  arriving!  to  multiply  ohilncles  before  him,  and  to  do 
erery  thing  that  1  can  to  render  his  efforts  abortive.  I  have  not 
loft  a  moment  to  inftruft  and  excite  the  Ottoman  minifters,  who 
entertain  great  refpect  for  me.  All  rhofe  who  had  any  influence 
over  his  high  nets  have  been  immediately  put  in  motion.  They 
have  perfedtly  ferved  me,  and  my  perfonal  means  alone  would 
have  perhaps  been  fufficient;  but  in  an  affair  of  fo  much  impor- 
tance, I  ihould  have  been  culpable,  had  I  left  any  thing  to  chance^ 
and  had  I  not  endeavoured  by  every  poffiblt  method  to  enfure 
fuccefs.  I  at  the  fame  time  concerted  with  Baron  d'Herbert  the 
pombined  plans  which  we  ought  to  purfue,  without  fufferingour 
union  to  be  too  vifible  That  min liter  entered  into  the  buunefs 
with  all  the  warmth  which  could  be  expected  from  his  zeal,  and 
conducted  it  with  that  dexterity  of  which  he  has  already  given 
ifo  many  proofs.  Dire£  and  precipitate  fteps,  on  his  part,  would 
have  been  fufpedled;  and,  confidering  his  prefrnt  fituation  in 
regard  to  the  Porte,  fcarcely  any  of  the  articles*  of  the  treaty  of 
Si  Ik)  via  being  as  yet  executed  by  the  Turks,  his  raih  inrerfe* 
fence  might  have  been  prejudicial,  as  the  Turks  cannot  liftea 
^vithout  diffidence  to  a  court,  whofe  alliance  might  have  been 
already  ufeful  to  them,  and  believe  that  his  advice  was  di&ated 
h/  a  real  regard  for  the  Ottoman  empire. 

M,  d'Herbert  has  alio  fucceeded  in  caufing  M.  de  Knobelf- 
dorff  to  efpoufe  the  fame  caufe  with  warmth,  though  he  had  no 
inftru&ions  on  this  fubjedl  from  the  King  his  matter.  As  the 
firft  infinuations  of  that  envoy  extraordinary  of  the  King  of 
truffia  were  not  likely  to  produce  the  defired  effe&,  M.  d'Her- 
bert  prevailed  on  him  to  deliver  officially  to  the  Porte  an  ener- 
getic exprefllon  of  his  fenti merits,  and  to  requeft  a  conference 
with  the  Ottoman  miniftcr  which  will  take  place  in  a  few  days, 
if  neceflary.  Baron  d'Herbert  engaged  at  the  fame  time  the 
Ruffian  Charge  des  Affaires ;  and  thefe  three  minifters  prefented 
to  the  Porte  this  morning  memorials,  of  which  I  tranfmit  you 
copies,  which  they  them fe Ives  delivered  to  me,  and  permitted  me 
fo  addrefs  to  your  royal  highnefles. 

You  will  doubtlefs  confider  it  as  your  duty  to  make  known 
to  the  court  of  Vienna,  as  well  as  to  his  Pruffian  Majefty,  how 
fenfible  you  are  of  the  zeal  which  their  minifters  have  fhewn 
for  the  common  caufe,  and  for  the  confidence  which  they  have 
repofed  in  me  as  one  of  the  mod  faithful  fervants  of  the  king; 
juid  of  your  royal  highneffes,  the  only  legal  depositaries  of  his 
.authority. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  requefting,  that  you  would  honour  me  at

the  court  of  Peterfburg  with  fome  teftimony  of  kindnefs,  which 
may  deftroy  the  unfavourable  imprefflons  exerted  againll  me  at 
that  court,  by  the  bafeft  intrigue  and  the  blackeft  ingratitude; 
and  which  would  become  very  painful  to  me,  fhould  they  de» 
prive  me  of  any  means  of  ferving  your  royaL  highnefles. 

I  mull  inform  you,  that  the  Neapolitan  envoy  has  communi* 
cated  to  the  Porte  a  letter  from  M,  D1  Alton,  in  which  that 
minifler,  informiug  him  of  the  nomination  of  Semonville,  de. 
lineates  hi*  character  under  the  blacked  and  moil  dcteftabls 
colours.  1  lhall  not  enter  into  a  farther  detail  of  the  means  I 
have  employed  to  fupport  thofe  combined  meafures,  as  the  agents 
of  them  are  known  to  your  royal  highnefles,  and  as  the  plan  they 
muft  purfue  depends  upon  the  manners  of  the  Turks,  and  the 
Ulagcs  of  the  Ottoman  empire. 

Chalgrain  wilt  arrive  to-day  or  to-morrow — but  I  fliall  cerw 
tainly  not  yield  up  my  place  to  him,  and,  in  any  event,  I  iTiall 
not  take  leave  until  I  have  received  orders  from  your  highnefles* 

If  we  can  caufc  the  national  ambaflador  to  the  Porte  to  bt 
rejeded,  or  it  wo  ran  only  retard  his  admifliou  for  fome  months, 
by  removing  all  fear  of  a  formidable  diverlion,  we  lhouIJ  gain 
a  real  vi&oiy,  and  acquire  time  to  obtain  a  mod  brilliant  one 
over  thofe  villians  who  threaten  Europe  with  general  fubvei* 
£on.  •

Memorial  Prefented  to  the  Porte  by  the  Imperial  Internuncio* 

THE  fanguinary  fa&ion  of  the  Jacobins,  wifhing  to  diffuffe 
every-where  that  fpirit  of  difcord  and  anarchy  by  which  thej 
are  animated,  have  difpatched  to  Conllantinople  one  of  their 
Tncll  dangerous  members,  named  Semonville,  a  man  fo  notorious 
for  the  perverfity  of  his  principles,  that  feveral  courts  have 
already  refufed  to  receive  him  as  an  ambaflador,  or  to  admit  him 
into  their  territories.  The  execrable  projetfs  of  this  emiflary, 
known  to  the  imperial  and  royal  courts,  tend  to  nothing  left 
tli an  to  deilroy  that  perfect  harmony,  fo  happily  eftablifhed  be- 
tween the  two  empires,  in  order  to  prepare  a  diverfion  favour- 
able to  thofe  hordes  of  villains,  whom  his  auguft  allies  are  en- 
deavouring  to  deprive  of  the  power  of  fubverting  all  Europe* 
The  underligned  internuncio  has  too  often  had  an  opportunity 
of  admiring  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Sublime  Porte  its  exalted 
wildom  and  its  juft  fentiments  of  its  dignity,  to  dare  fufTer  him- 
felf  for  a  moment  to  think  it  will  fo  far  debafe  itfelf,  as  to  rem 
•eeive,  in  a  public  capacity,  before  that  throng  where  honour  (its 

with 
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with  majefty,  the  moft  worthlefs  of  thefe  faflioui  men,  term* 
miffioned  to  offer  the  moft  infidious  propofals;  but  as  evj I- mind- 
ed or  ill-informed  perfons  aiFe&  to  reprefent  the  admiflion  of 
Semonville  as  a  thing  indifferent  in  itfelf,  it  is  the  ftrift  duty 
of  the  uiiderfigned  to  extinguifli  their  voice  by  a  formal  remon- 
ftrance,  and  to  declare,  that  if,  contrary  to  the  intention  of  the 
allied  powers,  and  contrary  to  all  probability,  Semonville  (hould 
be  admitted,  the  court  muft  i'uppofe  that  the  moft  powerful 
intereft,  awakened  by  deceitful  offers,  has  prevailed  over  the 
only  courfe  prefcribed  to  the  Sublime  Porte  by  the  extreme 
delicacy  of  its  honour,  that  of  abfolutely  rejecting  an  eraiflary, 
lent  abroad  by  the  enemies,  not  only  of  the  allied  powers,  but 
of  the  whole  human  race.  In  fhort,  the  undeifigned  flatters 
himfelf,  that  the  explanation  which  he  has  had  the  honour  of 
officially  requiring  by  the  prefent  memorial  will  ferve  to> 
ftrengthen  the  confidence  which  his  Imperial  Majefty  already 
has  in  the  valuable  friendfliip  and  exalted  fentiments  of  the 
Sublime  Porte. 

After  this  information  on  my  part,  will  not  his  Imperial 
Majefty  have  reafon  to  fufpeft  the  great  eft  coolnefs  on  the  part 
of  his  friend,  {hould  he  not  hefitate  to  receive  and  acknowledge 
asambaflfador  one  of  the  principal  members  of  that  ip&  who  are 
his  enemies?  Will  not  thole  powers  who  are  neighbours  to  the 
Qttoinan  Empire,  be  alarmed  at  the  poflibility  of  the  fuccefs 
ofanegociation,  the  intention  of  which  is  to  make  the  Porte 
again  take  up  arms  againft  them  ?  Thefe  alarms  will  give  rife 
to  meafures  which  prudence  prefcribes,  and  to  iufpicions  which 
noil  neceflarily  affe&  that  harmony  which  has  been  juft  happily 
eftablifhed  by  a  peace. 

When  I  propofe  to  the  Sublime  Porte  to  reje&  M.  SemonvilIef 
1  do  not  mean  that  it  {hould  rejeft  every  other  miniffer  whoim 
Fiance  may  fend:  This  would  be  declaring  myfelf  an  enemy  to 
the  new  conftitution;  but  as  a  minifter  is  only  the  agent,  who 
maintains  the  bonds  of  amity  between  two  courts,  a  court,  which 
Idly  find  in  an  individual  qualities  difagreeable  to  it,  has  a  right 
Id  rejeA  him,  and  to  require  another.  By  refufing  to  receive 
M.  Semonville,  the  Sublime  Porte  will,  in  no  manner,  break  its 
tonneftion  with  France.

Mtmrial  Prtftntid  to  the  Ptrtt  by  tht  Prujfian  Envoy. 

AS  foon  as  the  underfigned  learnt  that  M.  Semonville  wai 
appointed  ambaffadox  from  France  to  the  Ottoman  Porte, 
he  thought  it  his  duty,  and  of  the  utmoft  importance  to  the  Sub- 
lime Forte*  to  communicate  to  k  (broe  information  on  that  fob* 
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jcA.  He  made  the  ftrongeft  remonfl  ranees,  in  order  that  it 
might  oppofe  his  arrival ;  but  as  thefe  remonftrances  had  no 
effect,  he  has  heen  induced  to  preterit,  in  this  memorial,  a  detail 
of  the  reafons  which  made  him  purfue  thofe  fteps. 

M.  Semonville,  appointed  fome  time  agominifter  of  the  court 
of  France  at  the  court  of  Turin,  was  rejected,  becaufe  he  was 
known  to  be  a  zealous  Jacobin  in  his  conduct  at  Genoa,  where 
lie  ftirred  up  the  people  again  ft  the  government,  an  ufual  and 
favourite  conduct  of  the  Jacobins,  who,  after  having  ftiaken  the 
throne  of  France,  and  fpread  licentioufnefs  and  diforder  through* 
out  the  whole  kingdom,  have  refolved  to  feduce  the  people  of  all 
countries,  to  preach  up  revolt  to  them,  and  to  inftigate  them  to 
murder  their  Sovereigns. 

The  exiftence  of  M.  Semonville  in  any  country  is  dangerous* 
for  he  is  a  Jacobin,  that  is  to  fay,  a  member  of  a  villainous  feft, 
com po fed  of  mad  fanatics,  infpired  with  democratic  rage,  fworn 
enemies  and  avowed  affaffins  of  all  fovereigns,  againft  whom 
they  employ  perfidy,  treachery,  poniards,  and  poifon :  All  means

THE  prefent  war  between  France  and  the  powers  of  Pruffia, 
Germany,  England,  and  Holland,  and  the  hoftilities  which

That  in  cafe  any  battle  or  adtion  fhould  take  place  between  the 
fhips  of  the  faid  powers  in  the  open  lea,  none  of  the  commander! 
of  my  Imperial  fleet,  naval  captains,  or  officers,  fliould  dare  to 
interfere,  or  to  give  marks  of  partiality,  by  fupporting  any  of 
the  parties. 

Having,  therefore,  found  it  neceflary  at  prefent  to  iflue  the 
fame  Imperial  order  concerning  the  above  regulations,  thefe  pre* 
fents  are  expedited  to  you  by  the  Captain  Pacha,  the  tenor  of 
which  is  as  follows : 

The  fhips  belonging  to  the  powers  at  war  (hall  abftain  from 
molefting  each  other,  from  committing  hoftilities,  and  from 
giving  each  other  battle  at  the  entrance  df  harbours,  and  near 
the  trading  ports  in  my  jurifdi£tion,  under  the  cannon  of  for- 
trefles, and  within  three  miles  of  them.

IN  conformity  to  the  orders  I  have  juft  received,  I  am  eager  to 
notify  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  in  the  name 
of  the  rrovifory  Executive  Council  charged  with  the  administra- 
tion of  our  Government,  that  the  French  nation  has  conftittttcd 
berfelf  a  Republic. 

This  notification  would  have  been  accompanied  with  frelh 
credentials,  if  the  bafts  which  ought  to  be  eftabliihed  on  this 
head  had  been  finally  regulated,  and  if  the  Executive  Council  had 
ftot  chofen  rather  to  manifeft  as  foon  as  poffible  the  refblution 
taken  by  the  whole  nation  of  declaring  the  abolition  of  royalty, 
and  the  creation  of  a  Republic  in  France,  Independent  of  the 
sntereft  which  this  great  determination  of  a  nation,  that  has  given 
her  concurrence  to  the  defence  of  Liberty,  and  the  eftablifhiaent 
of  Independence,  ought  to.inipire  here,  it  will  doubtlefs  alio  be 
confidered  by  the  United  States  as  a  new  pledge  of  the  dofe 
friendfhip  which  fubfifts  between  the  two  nations.  In  this  per* 
fuafion  the  Executive  Council  of  the  French  Republic  has  charged 
me  to  allure  your  government  of  her  difpofitions,  which  are  lie* 
wife  thofe  of  my  nation,  to  rivet  the  ties  of  our  friendfhip  with 
you,  and  to  multiply  between  the  two  nations  commercial  con* 
ne&ions  of  reciprocal  utility.

WHEREAS  it  appears  that  a  ftate  of  war  exifts  between 
Auftria,  Pruflia,  Sardinia,  Great  Britain,  and  the  United 
Netherlands,  of  the  one  part,  and  France  on  the  other,  and  the 
duty  and  intercfV  of  the  United  States  require,  that  they  fhould 
with  fincerity  and  good  faith  adopt  and  purfue  a  conduct  friendly 
and  impartial  towards  the  belligerent  powers : 
;         I  have  therefore  thought  fit,  by  thefe  prefents,  to  declare  the 
difpofition  of  the  United  States  to  obferve  the  conduct  aforefaid 
towards  thofe  powers  refpectively,  and  to  exhort  and  warn  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States  carefully  to  avoid  all  acts  and  pro- 
ceedings whatfoever  which  may  in  any  manner  tend  to  contravene 
fuch  difpofition. 

And  I  do  hereby  alfo  make  known,  that  whofbever  of  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States  (hall  render  himfelf  liable  to  punish- 
ment or  forfeiture  under  the  law  of  nations,  by  committing,  aid- 
ing, or  abetting,  hoftilities  againft  any  of  the  laid  powers,  or  by 
carrying  to  any  of  them  thole  articles  which  are  deemed  contra- 
band by  the  modern  ufage  of  nations,  will  not  receive  the  pro- 
tection of  the  United  States  againft  fuch  punifhment  or  forfeiture  ;

THE  Sieur  Antoine  Charbonct  Duplaine,  heretofore  having 
produced  to  me  his  commiflion  as  Vice  Conful  for  the  Re- 
public of  France,  within  the  States  of  New  Hampshire,  Maffa- 
xhufetts,  and  Rhode  Ifland,  and  having  thereon  received  from 
me  an  Exequatur,  bearing  date  the  5th  day  of  June,  1793,  re" 
Cognizing  him  as  fuch,  and  declaring  him  free  to  excrcife  and 
"enjoy  fuch  functions,  powers,  and  privileges,  as  are  allowed  to 
Vice  Confuls  of  the  French  Republic  by  the  laws,  treaties,  and 
conventions  in  that  cafe  made  and  provided  ;  and  the  faid  Sieur 
•Duplaine  having,  under  colour  of  his  faid  office,  committed  fun- 
dry  incroachments  and  infractions  of  the  law  of  the  land,  and 
.particularly,  having  caufed  a  veffel  to  be  refcued  with  an  armed 
force  out  of  the  cuftody  of  an  officer  of  juftice,  who  had  arretted 
the  fame  by  procefs  from  his  court,  and  it  being  therefore  no 
longer  fit,  nor  confident  with  the  refpect  and  obedience  due  to 
{he  laws,  that  the  Sieur  Duplaine  fhould  be  permitted  to  continue 
in  the  e^ercife  and  enjoyment  of  the  faid  functions,  privileges, 
and  powers,  thefe  are  therefore  to  declare,  that  I  do  no  longer 
recognize  the  faid  Antoine  Charbonet  Duplaine  as  Vice  Conful  of 
the  Republic  of  France  in  any  part  of  thefe  United  States,  nor 
permit  him  to  exercife  or  enjoy  any  of  the  functions,  powers,  or 
privileges  allowed  to  the  Vice  Confuls  of  that  nation  ;  and  that  I 
do  hereby  wholly  revoke  and  annul  the  faid  Exequatur  heretofore 
given,  and  do  declare  the  fame  to  be  absolutely  null  and  void 
pom  this  day  forward.

1HAVE  juft  received,    together  with  your  letter    of  the  3d 
inftant,  the  difmiflion  of  Citizen  Dupi;i.ini»,  Vice  Conful  %t 
Bofton,  and  I  haffcen  to  declare  to  you,  that  I  io  not  acknowledge 
its  validity,  becaufe  the  Conftitution  of  the  Ui.i;  :d  States  has  not 
given  the  Prciident  the  right  which  he  now  appears  ticlirous  to 
exercife-it  has  impowered  him,  as  Firft  Minifter  of  the  Ameri- 
can people,  to  admit  and  to  receive  the  Minifters  of  foreign  na- 
tions, frnt  to  the  great  American  Confederation,  and  their  Con- 
fulary  Agents,  diftributed  to  the  particular  States ;  but,  in  con- 
fiding to  him  this  official  function,  it  has  not  given  him  the 
power  of  difcharging  them,  to  fend  them  away,  or  to  fufpend 
them,  when  once  they  have  been  admitted.     Such  an  authority 
cannot  be  exerted,  Sir,  but  by  the  Sovereign  of  the  Agent,  or 
by  the  one  to  which  lie  is  fent.     On  the  part  of  their  own  Sove- 
reign, their  recal  can  only  be  the  object  of  his  particular  will, 
or  a  confequence  of  negociations  began  with  him  for  that  objeft. 
On  the  part  of  the  Sovereign  to  whom  he  is  fent,  a  difmiflion 
can  be  the  rcfult  only  of  an  act  of  regular  juftice,  or  of  an  arbfc* 
trary  act.     If  it  is  a  national  aft  of  jnltice,  the  Sovereign  fhould 
be  furnifhed  with  every  pofliblc  light  upon  fo  important  an  obieft, 
that  he  may  be  enabled  to  prove  to  the  foreign  Sovereign,  that 
his  Minifter  was  unworthv  of  his  confidence,  and  that  the  difc 
million  or  fufpenijon  was  indifpenfible.     If  it  is  an  aft  merely 
arbitrary,  it  is  among  the  clafs  of  acts  of  aggreffion,  and  becomes 
a  caufe  of  war ;  and  you  know,  Sir,  that  in  this  refpeft  the  con» 
flitution  of  the  United  States  has  referved  to  the  Rcprefentatives 
of  the  People  the  right  of  declaring  it.     I  do  not  re;- '..-Heft  what 
the  worm-eaten  writings  of  Grotius,  PuffendoriF,  and  Vattel  far 
on  this  fubjeft — I  thank  God  I  have  forgot  what  thefe  hired 
Juriipriidlfti  have  written  upon  thv  rights  of  nations,  at  a  period 
when  they  wore  ail  enchained.     But  the  fundamental  points  of 
your  liberty,  and  our  own,  are  engraven  in  my  memory  in  cha- 
racters not  to  he  >rr"iced,  and  the  rights  of  man  are  enclofed  19 
my  breaft  with  t!.'1  fou:c«;  of  life.     I  hqve  inccflantly  before  my 
eye*  ys  ::  r'»a.r:itution,  and  our  own  •,  and  it  is  becaufe  I  fully  fed 
the  juft  :.  v.l  will-  intentions  of  thofe  who  founded  them,  that  I 
d<  in./id  of  you,  Sir,  to  alk  the  P/eiident  of  the  United  States 
to  procure  an  examination,  by  the  Lvgiflaturc  representing'  the 
Sovereign  People  of  Maflachufctts,  of  the  conduft  of  Citizen 
D'lplaint-,  in  t!u*  f.:m.*  m.mncr  as  I  have  demanded  an  examina- 
tion cf  my  own  in  the  eniuing  Confix  is.

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In  governments  like  ours,  political  affairs  can  only  be  judged 
by  political  bodies,  and  if  the  Vice  Con  fill  Duplainc  lias  infringed 
the  particular  laws  of  Maffachufetts,  or  the  general  laws  of  the 
Union,  which  that  government  is  bound  to  fupport,  to  that  ft  ate 
the  cognizance  of  a  crime  again  ft  the  Majefty  of  the  nation  be* 
longs,  in  the  iirft  inftance,  and  it  is  for  her  officers  to  announce 
it  to  the  fedral  government,  in  order  that  the  foreign  agent, 
found  to  have  violated  the  laws  of  the  country,  may  receive  pu« 
nifhment  from  his  ibvereign  if  he  merits  it.  I  inn  ft  with  the 
more  confidence  upon  this  itcp,  Sir,  as  the  attorney  for  the  diftrict 
of  Bofton  made  three  efforts  to  procure  a  bill  to  be  found  at  the 
circuit  court  again  ft  citizen  Duplainc,  and  three  times  a  popular 
and  virtuous  jury  threw  out  his  complaint,  and  this  Vice  Conful 
fras finally  acquitted  in  the  moft  honourable  manner  How  could, 
in  fact,  any  rpom  for  accufation  a  gain  ft  him  be  found,  fince  he  only 
acted  in  conformity  to  the  treaties,  to  his  inftru&ions,  to  the  dc- 
cifions  of  the  federal  government,  communicated  to  all  the  ftatcs, 
which  even  truft  to  the  care  of  the  French  Confute  the  prizes  fup- 
pofed  to  be  made  within  the  jurifdiction  of  the  United  States, 
and  as  he  proved  inconteftably,  that  he  never  had  any  intention, 
of  refitting,  by  force,  t^ie  orders  intimated  to  him  by  judicial 
authority,  although  they  were  contrary  to  the  political  rights  cf 
the  French  nation.

Speech  of  General  Wajbington   in  the   Houfc  of  Reprefentatives, 

,  December  3,  1793. 

■ 

Fellow-citizens  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  Houfe  of  Rcpre- 
fentatives, 

SINCE  the  commencement  of  the  term,  for  which  I  have  been 
again  called  into  office,  no  fit  occasion  has  nrifen  for  cxpr  jfling 
to  my  fellow-citizens  at  large,  the  deep  and  refpectfui  feme  which 
I  feel,,  of  the  renewed  teftimony  of  public  approbation.  While 
©n  the  one  hand,  it  awakened  my  gratitude  for  all  thofe  iv  fiances 
of  affectionate  partialiaty  with  which  I  have  been  honoured  by 
my  country  5  oh  the  other,  it  could  not  prevent  an  earncft  wifh 
for  that  retirement,  from  which  no  private  consideration  fhould 
ever  have  torn  me.  But  influenced  by  the  belief,  that  my  con- 
duct would  be  eftimated  according  to  its  real  motives ;  and  that 
the  people,  and  the  authorities,  derived  from  them,  would  fupport 
exertions,  having  nothing  perfcnal  for  their  object,  I  have  obeyed 
the  fufierage  which  commanded  me  to  refume  the  executive 
power ;  and  I  humbly  implore  that  Bcinjr,  on  whofe  will  the  fate 
of  nations  depends,  to  crown  with  fuccef's  our  mutual  endeavour* 
for  the  general  happinefs. 

Ss  z  As 
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As  foon  as  the  war  in  Europe  had  cmbafed  thofe  powers  with 
whom  the  United  States  have  the  moft  cxteniive  relations,  there 
was  reafon  to  apprehend  that  our  intercourfe  with  them  might  be 
interrupted,  and  our  difpofition  for  peace  drawn  into  queftion 
by  the  fufpicions  too  often  entertained  by  belligerent  nations.  It 
feemed  therefore  to  be  my  duty,  to  admoniih  our  citizens  of  the 
confequences  of  a  contraband  trade,  and  of  hoftile  acts  to  any  of 
the  parties  ;  and  to  obtain  by  a  declaration  of  the  exifting  legal 
ftatc  of  things,  an  eafier  admiilion  of  our  right  to  the  immuni- 
tics  belonging  to  our  fituation.  Under  thefe  impreffions  the 
Proclamation,  which  will  be  laid  before  you,  was  ifiiied. 

In  this  poiturc  of  affairs,  both  new  and  delicate,  I  refolved  to 
adopt  general  rules,  which  ihould  conform  to  the  treaties,  and 
atHrt  the  privileges  of  the  United  States,  Thefe  were  reduced 
into  a  fyftcm,  which  will  be  communicated  to  you.  Although 
I  have  not  thought  myfclf  at  liberty  to  forbid  the  fale  of  the 
prizes,  permitted  by  our  treaty  of  commerce  with  France,  to  be 
brought  into  our  ports  ;  I  have  not  rcfufcd  to  caufe  them  to  be 
reftcred,  when  they  were  taken  within  the  protection  of  our  ter- 
ritory, or  by  veiled*  commiflioned,  or  equipped  in  a  warlike  form, 
within  the  power  of  the  United  States, 

It  rcfts  with  the  wifdom  of  Congrefs  to  correct,  improve,  or 
in  force  this  plan  of  protection  ;  and  it  will  probably  be  found  A- 
pedient  to  extend  the  legal  code,  and  the  jurifdiction  of  the 
courts  of  the  United  States,  to  many  cafes,  which,  though  de- 
pendent on  principles  already  recognized,  demand  fomc  further 
provisions. 

When  individuals  (hall,  within  the  United  States,  array  them* 
felvcs  in  hollility  againft  of  the  powers  at  war,  or  enter  upon  mw 
litary  expeditions,  or  enterprises  within  the  jurifdiction  of  the 
United  States,  or  ufurp  and  exercife  judicial  authority  within  the 
United  States  ;  or  where  the  penalties  or  violations  of  the  law 
of  nations  may  have  been  indiftinctly  marked,  or  are  inadequate, 
thefe  offences  cannot  receive  too  early  and  dole  an  attention,  and 
require  prompt  and  decifivc  remedies. 

Whatever  thofe  remedies  may  be,  they  will  be  well  adminifter- 
cd  by  the  juJiciary,  who  poflefs  a  long  eftablifhed  courfe  of  in* 
veftigation,  effectual  procefs,  and  officers  in  the  habit  of  ex- 
ecuting  it. 

In  like  manner,  as  feveral  of  the  courts  have  doubted^  under 
particular  circumftances,  their  power  to  liberate  the  veflels  of  a 
nation  at  peace,  and  even  of  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  al- 
though fcized  under  a  falfe  colour  of  being  hoftile  property ;  and 
have  denied  their  power  to  liberate  certain  captures  within  the 
protection  of  our  territory ;  it  would  feem  proper  to  regulate 
their  jurifdiction  in  thefe  points.  But  if  the  executive  is  to  be 
the  rcibrt  in  either  of  the  two  laft  mentioned  gafes^  ft  i>  hoped 

that 
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that  he  will  beauthdriftJ-  by  law,  to  have  facts  afcertained  by  th€ 
courts,  when,  for  his  own  information,  he  fhall  requeft  it. 

I  cannot  recommend  to  vouf  notice  meafures  for  the  fulfilment 
of  our  duties  to  the  reft  of  the  world,  without  again  preffing 
upon  you  the  neceffity  of  placing  ourfelves  in  a  condition  of 
complete  defence,  and  of  exacting  from  them  the  fulfilment  of 
their  dnties  towards  as.  The  United  States  ought  not  to  indulge 
i  perfiiafion,  that,  contrary  to  the  order  of  human  events,  they 
will  for  ever  keep  at  a  diftance  thofe  painful  appeals  to  arms,  with 
which  the  hiftory  of  every  other  nation  abounds.  There  is  a 
rank  due  to  the  United  States  among  nations,  which  will  bit 
withheld,  if  not  abiblutely  loft,  by  the  reputation  of  wenknefsw 
If  we  defircto  avoid  infult,  we  muft  be  able  to  repel  it ;  if  we  de* 
fire  to  leenre  peace,  one  of  the  moft  powerful  inftruments  of  our 
rifing  profperity,  it  muft  be  known,  that  we  are  at  all  times  ready 
for  war.  The  documents  which  will  be  prefented  to  you  will 
(hew  the  amount,  and  kinds  of  arms  and  military  ftores  now  in 
our  magazines  and  arfcnals ;  and  yet  an  addition  even  to  thefe 
fupplies  cannot  with  prudence  be  neglected,  as  it  would  leave 
nothing  to  the  uncertainty  of  procuring  a  warlike  apparatus  in 
the  moment  of  public  danger. 

Nor  can  fuch  arrangements,  with  fuch  objects,  be  expofed  to 
the  cenfure  or  jealoufy  of  the  warmeft  friends  of  Republican 
Government.  They  are  incapable  of  abufe  in  the  hands  of  the 
militia,  who  ought  to  pofiefs  a  pride  in  being  the  depository  of 
the  force  of  the  Republic,  and  may  be  trained  to  a  degree  of 
energy  equal  to  every  military  exigency  of  the  United  States* 
But  it  is  an  enquiry  which  cannot  be  too  folemnly  purfued, 
whether  the  ad,  "  more  effectually  to  provide  for  the  national 
defence,  by  eftablifhing  an  uniform  militia  throughout  the  United 
States,"  has  %^anized  them  fo  as  to  produce  their  full  effect 5 
whether  your  own  experience  in  the  feveral  dates  has  not  de- 
tected fome  imperfections  in  the  fcheme ;  and  whether  a  material 
feature  in  an  improvement  of  it  ought  not  to  be,  to  afford  an 
opportunity  for  the  ftudy  of  thofe  branches  of  the  military  art 
which  can  fcarcely  ever  be  obtained  by  practice  alone  ? 
.  The  connexion  of  the  United  States  with  Europe  has  become 
extremely  interefting.  The  occurences  which  relate  to  it,  and 
have  paffed  under  the  knowledge  of  the  Executive,  will  be  ex- 
hibited to  Congrefs  in  a  fubfequent  communication. 

When  we  contemplate  the  war  on  our  frontiers,  it  may  bf 
truly  affirmed,  that  every  reasonable  effort  has  been  made  to  adjuft 
the  caufes  of  diflention  with  the  Indians  north  of  the  Ohio.-*- 
The  inftructions  given  to  the  commiffioners  evince  a  moderation 
and  equity,  proceeding  from  a  fincere  love  of  peace,  and  a  li- 
berality, having  no  reftriAioncbut  the  effential  intereft  and  dignity 
of  the  United  States.    The  attenxpt,  however,  of  an  amicable 

negotiation 
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fiegocirftion  having  been  fruftrated,  the  troops  have  inarched  tb 
aft  ofFcnfively  Although  the  propofed  treaty  did  not  arreft  the 
progress  of  military  preparation,  it  is  doubtful  how  far  the  ad- 
vance of  the  fcafon  before  good  faith  judified  active  movements, 
may  retard  them,  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.  From  the 
papers  and  intelligence,  which  relate  to  this  important  fubjeft, 
you  will  determine  whether  the  deficiency  in  the  number  of 
troops,  granted  by  law,  fliall  be  compenfated  by  fuccours  of  mi- 
litia, or  additional  encouragements  (hall  be  propofed  to  re* 
cruits. 

An  anxiety  has  been  alfo  demonftrated  by  the  executive  for  peace 
with  the  Creeks  and  Cherokees.  The  former  have  been  relieved 
with  corn  and  with  clothi-ig,  and  offenlive  meafures  againd  them 
prohibited  during  the  rcceis  of  Congrefs.  To  fatisfy  the  com^ 
plaints  of  the  latter,  pro  fee  nt  ions  have  been  indituted  for  the 
Violences  committed  upon  them.  But  the  papers,  which  will  be 
delivered  to  you,  difclofe  the  critical  footing  on  which  wc  ftand 
in  regard  to  both  thofe  tribes ;  and  it  is  with  Congrefs  to  pro* 
nounce  what  ihall  be  done. 

After  they  ihall  have  provided  for  the  prefent  emergency,  k 
will  merit  their  moil  ferious  labours  to  render  tranquillity  with 
the  favages  permanent,  by  creating  tics  of  intcred.     Next  to  a 
vigorous  execution  of  juftice  on  the  violators  of  peace,  the  efta* 
biifhment  of  commerce  with  the  Indian  nations  in  behalf  of  the 
United  States,  is  mod  likely  to  conciliate  their  attachment.  But 
it  ought  to  be  conducted  without  fraud,  without  extortion ;  with 
condant  and  plentiful  fupplics;  with  a  ready  market   for  the 
commodities  of  the  Indians,  and  a  dated  price  for  what  they 
give  in  payment,  and  receive  in  exchange.  Individuals  will  not  pur* 
,4'ue  luch  a  traffic,  unlefs  they  be  allured  by  the  hopes  of  profit;  but 
it  will  be  enough  for  the  United  States  to  be  reimburfed  only.— 
Should  this  recommendation  accord  with  the  opinion  of  Congrefs, 
they  will  recollect,  that  it  cannot  be  accomplifhed  by  any  means 
yet  in  the  hands  of  the  executive. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 

The  Commiffioners  charged  with  the  fettlement  of  the  ac- 
counts between  the  United  and  Individual  States,  concluded  thefar 
important  functions  within  the  time  limited  by  law j  and  the  ba- 
lances (truck  in  their  report,  which  will  be  laid  before  Congrefi, 
have  been  placed  on  the  books  of  the  treafury. 

On  the  id  day  of  June  lad,  an  indalment  of  one  million  rf 
florins  became  payable  on  the  loans  of  the  United  States  in  Hol- 
land. This  was  adjuded  by  a  prolongation  of  the  period  of  rc- 
imburfement,  in  nature  of  a  new  loan,  at  an  intered  of  five  per 
cent,  for  the  term  of  ten  years ;  and  the  expences  of  this  opera- 
tion were  a  <;ommiffion  of  three  per  cent* 

The 
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The  firft  inftalment  cf  the  loan  of  t;vo  miU'ons  of  dollars  from 
the  bank  of  the  United  States  has  been  paid,  as  was  directed  by 
law.  For  the  iccond  it  is  neceflary  that  provifion  fhould  be 
made. 

No  pecuniary  consideration  is  more  urgent  than  the  redemption 
and  difchargc  of  the  puMic  debt:  on  none  can  delay  be  more  in- 
jurious, or  an  economy  of  ti.ne  more  valuable. 

The  product!  vends  of  the  public  revenues  hitherto  has  conti- 
nued to  equal  the  anticipations  which  were  formed  of  it ;  but  it 
is  not  expefted  to  prove  coinmenfuratc  with  all  the  objects  which 
have  been  fuggelfced.  Some  auxiliary  provifions  will,  therefore, 
H  is  prefum'ed,  be  rcijuifite ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  thefe  may  be 
made  confidently  wi:h  due  regard  to  the  convenience  of  our  ci- 
tizens, who  cannot  but  be  fcnliblc  of  the  true  wifdom  of  encoun- 
tering a  fmall  prefent  addition  to  their  contributions,  to  obviate 
a  future  accumulation  of  burdens. 

But  here  I  cannot  forbear  to  recommend  a  repeal  of  the  ta* 
on  the  tranfportation  of  the  public  prints.  There  is  no  refburce 
fo  firm  for  the  government  of  the  United  States,  as  the  affections 
of  the  people  guided  by  an  enlightened  policy  j  and  to  this  pri- 
mary good,  nothing  can  conduce  more  than  a  faithful  reprefen- 
tation  of  public  proceedings,  diffufed,  without  rcftraint,  through- 
put the  United  States. 

An  eftimate  of  the  appropriations  neceflary  for  the  current 
fcrvice  of  the  enfuing  year,  and  a  ftatement  of  a  purchafe  of 
arms  and  military  (lores,  made  during  the  recefs,  will  be  pre- 
sented to  Congrefs. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  of  the  Houfe  of  Repre- 
sentatives, 

The  feveral  fubje&s  to  which  I  have  now  referred,  open  a 
vide  range  to  your  deliberation,  and  involve  fome  of  the  choiceft 
interefts  of  pur  common  country.    Permit  me  to  bring  to  your 
remembrance  the  magnitude  of  your  tafk. — Without  an  unpre- 
judiced coolnefs,  the  welfare  of  the  government  may  be  hazarded ; 
P^ithout  harmony,  as  far  as  confifts  of  freedom  of  fentiment,  its 
£ignity  may  be  loft.     But  as  the  legiflative  proceedings  of  the 
United  States  will  never,  I  truft,  be  reproached  for  the  want  of 
tamper  or  candour,  fo  mall  not  the  public  happinefs  languish, 
«*Qm  the  want  of  my  ftrenuous  and  warmed  co-operation.

A  S  the  prefrnt.  Situation  of  the  fcvcral  nations  of  Europe,  and 
■*■*•  efpecialiy  of  thofe  with  which  the  United  States  have  import- 
ant relations,  cannot  but  render  the  Aate  of  things  between  them 
raid  us,  matt-T  ot  interfiling  enquiry  to  the  legiilature,  and  may 
indeed  give  rife  to  deliberations  to  which  they  alone  are  compe- 
tent, I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  communicate  to  them  certain 
corrcf;H>ndcnces  which  have  taken  place. 

The  Reprefentativcs  and  Executive  bodies  of  France  hayema- 
nifetred  generally  a  friendly  attachment  to  this  country ;  have 
given  advantages  to  our  commerce  and  navigation  \  and  hare 
made  overture  *  for  placing  thefe  advantages  on  permanent  ground; 
a  decree,  however,  of  the  National  Alfembly,  fubjecling  vcffels 
laden  with  proviuons  to  be  carried  into  their  ports,  and  making 
rncmy  goods  lawful  prize  in  the  vcflel  of  a  friend,  contrary  to 
our  treaty,  though  revoked  at  one  time,  as  to  the  United  States, 
has  been  fincc  extended  to  their  veflels  alfo,  as  has  been  recently 
ftated  to  us.  Representations  on  this  fuhjeel  will  be  immediately 
given  in  charge  to  our  miuhler  there,  and  the  refult  dial  I  be  com* 
inunicatcd  to  the  legislature. 

It  is  with  extreme  concern  I  have  to  inform  you,  that  the  pro? 
ceedings  of  the  perfon  whom  they  have  unfortunately  appointed 
their  Miniftcr  Plenipotentiary  here  have  breathed  nothing  of  the 
friendly  fpirit  of  the  n:ition  which  fent  him;  their  tendency  on  thc^ 
cmurarv  has  been  to  involve  us  in  a  war  abroad,  and  difcord  amf 
anarchy  at  home.  So  far  as  his  acts,  or  thofe  of  his  agents,  have 
threatened  our  immediate  commitment  in  the  war,  or  flagrant  in-* 
fult  to  the  authority  of  the  laws,  their  eft'ect  has  been  counteracted 
by  the  ordinary  cognizance  of  the  laws,  and.  by  an  exertion  of 
the  powers  confided  to  me.  Where  their  danger  wa*  not  immi- 
nent, they  Rave  been  borne  with,  from  fentiments  of  regard  to 
his  nation,  from  a  Ccnfti  of  their  friend  (hip  towards  us,  from  a 
conviction  that  they  would  not  fuiFer  us  to  remain  long  expofed 
to  the  action  of  a  perfon  who  has  fo  little  refpec^ed  our  mutual 
difpdiitions,  and,  I  will  add,  from  a  reliance  on  the  firmnefs  of 
my  fellow-citizens  in  their  principles  of  peace  and  order.  In  the 
mean  time  I  have  rcfpecled  and  purfued  the  Stipulations  of  our 
treaties,  according  to  what  I  judged  their  true  fenfe ;  and  have 
withheld  no  act  of  friendship  which  their  affairs  have  called  far. 
from  u-,  a:-.. I  which  iuftice  to  others  left  us  free  to  perform.  I 
hw-.i-  g^:u  farther — rather  than  employ  force  for  the  xcf  lit  at  ion  of 
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certain  veflels  which  I  deemed  the  United  States  bound  to  reftore, 
I  thought  it  more  advifeable  to  fatisfy  the  parties,  by  avowing  it 
to  be  my  opinion,  that  if  reftitution  were  not  made,  it  would  be 
incumbent  on  the  United  States  to  make  compensation.  The 
papers  now  communicated  will  more  particularly  apprife  you  of 
thefe  transactions. 

The  vexations  and  Spoliation  underftood  to  have  been  com- 
mitted on  our  vefiels  and  commerce  by  the  cruizcrs  and  officers 
of  fome  of  the  belligerent  powers,  appeared  to  require  attention. 
Thefe  proofs  of  thefe  however  not  having  been  brought  forward, 
the  defcription  of  citizens  fuppofed  to  have  Suffered  were  notified, 
that  on  furnifhing  them  to  the  Executive  Power,  due  meafures 
would  be  taken  to  obtain  redrefs  of  the  pift,  and  more  effectual 
provisions  againft  the  future.  Should  Such  documents  be  fur* 
nifhed,  proper  representations  will  be  made  thereon,  with  a  juft 
reliance  on  a  redrefs  proportioned  to  the  exigency  of  the  cafe. 

The  Britifh  government  having  undertaken,  by  orders  to  the 
commanders  of  their  armed  veflels,  to  reflrain  generally  our 
commerce  in  corn  and  other  provifions  to  their  own  ports  and 
thofe  of  their  friends,  the  inftructions  now  communicated  were 
immediately  forwarded  to  our  minifter  at  that  court.  In  the 
mean  time  fome  difcuflions  on  the  Subject  took  place  between 
him  and  them — thefe  are  alSo  laid  before  you  •,  and  I  may  expect 
to  learn  the  refult  of  his  Special  inftru&ions  in  time  to  make  it 
known  to  the  iegiflature  during  their  preSent  feffion. 

Very  early  after  the  arrival  of  a  Britifh  minifter  here,  mutual 
explanations  on  the  execution  of  the  treaty  of  peace  were 
entered  into  with  that  minifter;  thefe  arc  now  laid  before  you  for 
your  information. 

On  the  fiibje&s  of  mutual  intereft  between  this  country  and 
Spain,  negociations  and  conferences  are  now  depending.  The 
public  requiring  that  the  prefent  ftate  of  thefe  mould  be  made 
known  to  the  Iegiflature  in  confidence  only,  they  fhall  be  the  fub- 
jc&  of  a  Separate  and  fubfequent  communication.

WHEREAS,  by  a  former  inftru&ion  to  the  commanders  of 
our  (hips  of  war  and  of  privateers,  dated  the  6th  day 
of  November,  1793,  ^c  Signified  that  they  fhould  ftop  and 
detain  all  (hips  loaden  with  goods  the  produce  of  any  colony  bc- 
•  longing  to  France,  or  carrying  proviiions,  or  other  fupplies,  for  th* 
life  of  the  colony,  and  (hould  bring  the  fame  with  their  cargoes 
to  legal  adjudication  :  We  are  pleal'ed  to  revoke  the  faid  inftruc- 
tion ;  and  in  lieu  thereof,  We  have  thought  fit  to  ifiiie  thefc  our 
inftruftions,  to  be  duly  obferved  by  the  commanders  of  our  (hips 
of  war  and  privateers  that  have,  or  may  have  letters  of  marque 
againft  France* 

1  ft.  That  they  (hall  bring  in,  for  lawful  adjudication,  all  vet 
fels  with  their  cargoes  that  are  loaden  with  goods  the  produce  of 
of  the  French  Weft  India  Iflands,  and  coming  dire&ly  from  any 
port  of  the  faid  iflands,  to  any  port  in  Europe. 

2d.  That  they  (hall  bring  in,  for  lawful  adjudication,  all  (hips 
with  their  cargoes  that  are  loaden  with  goods  the  produce  of  the 
faid  iflands,  the  property  of  which  goods  (hall  belong  to  fubjefts 
of  France,  to  whatfoever  ports  the  fame  may  be  found. 

3d.  That  they  (hall  feize  all  (hips  that  (hall  be  found  attempting 
to  enter  any  port  of  the  faid  iflands,  that  is  or  (hall  be  blockaded 
by  the  arms  of  his  Majefty,  or  his  allies,  and  (hall  fend  them  in 
with  their  cargoes  for  adjudication,  according  to  the  terms  of  the 
fecond  article  of  the  former  inftruftions,  bearing  date  the  8th 
day  of  June,  1793. 

4th.  That  they  (hall  feize  all  veflels  loaden  wholly,  or  in  part, 
with  naval  or  military  ftores,  bound  to  any  port  of  the  faid 
iflands,  and  (hall  fend  them  into  fome  convenient  port  belonging 
to  his  Majefty,  in  order  that  they,  together  with  their  cargoes* 
may  be  proceeded  againft  according  to  the  rules  of  the  law  of 
nations.

BY  the  Grace  of  God,  We,  Frederick  William,  King  of  Pruf- 
fia,  Elettor  of  the  Empire,  Charles  William  Ferdinand,  Duke 
>f  Brunfwick,  &c.  fafety.  You  have  received,  Noble  Lords  and 
friends,  what  we  have  tranfmittcd  to  you  in  the  name  of  the 
impire,  and  in  quality  of  Dire&ors  of  the  Circle  of  Lower 
iaxony,  on  the  diipofitions  and  propofitions  of  his  Imperial  Ma* 
efty,  at  the  end  of  the  Decree  delivered  on  the  23d  of  Novem- 
ber to  the  Diet,  by  whom  it  was  ratified. 

In  virtue  and  confequence  of  this,  we  require  of  you,  both 
rerioufly  and  amicably,  inftantly  to  fignify  to  the  Minifter  of  the 
French  nation,  who  ftill  refides  in  your  city,  that,  together  with 
his  fuite  and  adherents,  he  is  to  depart  from  thence  within  the 
fpace  of  two  days,  and  in  fix  days  is  to  quit  the  territory  of  the 
Circle. 

We  expect  to  receive,  without  any  delay,  your  report,  that 
this  conftitutional  intimation  has  been  made,  alluring  you  in  the 
interim  of  our  friendship  and  good  will.

Memorial  tratifmitted  to  his  Excellency  the  Count  de  Bernjlorff^  Minifier 
of  State  and  of  Conference  to  his  Danifb  Alajcfy,  by  the  Mintfters 
of  Aufiria  ana  Prtijfia9  vi  jfujie9   1792. 

THE  underfigned  Envoy  Extraordinary  of  his  Hungarian 
Majefty,  and  the  Charge  d' Affaires  of  his  Pruffian  Majefty, 
have  the  honour  of  communicating  to  the  Minifter  of  his  Danifh 
Majefty  the  fubfequent  Memorial,  relative  to  the  affairs  of  France, 
and  to  accompany  it  with  fome  obfervations  and  requifitions  of 
their  Courts  on  that  fubjecl:.  There  are  at  prefent  at  ftake  the 
common  caufe  of  all  fovereigns,  and  the  common  intereftsof  all 
government.  Hence  arifes  the  neceflity  of  obligation  for  them 
all  to  interfere  eflkacipufly,  by  the  union  of  their  means  and 
forces;  and  their  community  of  efforts  requiring  neceffarily  a 
previous  concert,  for  the  purpofe  of  fettling  with  thofe  Courts 
the  end  of  the  concert,  and  the  means  of  effecting  if. 

The  end  unites  two  different  objefts  $  the  one  embraces  the 
injured  rights  of  the  Princes  of  the  Empire,  as  well  as  thofe  of 
the  Holy  See,  and  the  *  dangers  with  which  the  propagation  of 
French  principles  threatens,  more  or  lefs,  fooner  or  later,  the 
»ther  States,  if  they  do  not  proceed  in  preventing  it :  The  other 
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relates  to  the  maintenance  of  the  eflential  foundations  of  monar- 
chical government  in  France.  The  firft  of  thefe  two  objects  is 
determined  in  every  point  by  their  declaration  itfelf ;  the  fecond, 
on  the  contrary,  does  not  yet  admit  of  a  pofitive  determination. 

All  the  other  powers  have  by  no  means  a  right  to  require  of 
a  great  and  free  power,  fuch  as  France,  that  every  thing  fhould 
be  entirely  re-efeblifhed  in  its  former  ftatc,  and  that  it  fhould, 
without  alteration,  adopt  its  former,  mode  of  government.  It 
follows,  that  they  fhould  and  ought  to  acknowledge,  as  legal  and 
cOnftitutional,  fuch  a  modification  in  its  ancient  government,  and 
its  internal  adminiftration,  as  the  King,  enjoying  full  liberty,  fhall 
accept,  in  conjunction  with  the  legitimate  reprefentatives  of  the 
nation.  Bciides  thefe,  feveral  important  considerations  fecm  to 
j&refcribe  to  the  wifdom  and  forefight  of  thefe  united  Courts,  to 
difplav  and  maintain  invariably  the  grcatefl  moderation  in  that 
refpect. 

As  to  the  means  to  be  employed,  they  ought  to  be  fufficient, 
in  order  to  render  the  fuccefs  infallible,  proportioned  to  the  re- 
refyeAive  forces  of  the  united  powers,  and  regulated  upon  one 
general  plan  of  operations. 

This  concurrence  of  efforts  may  be  effectuated  either  by  troops 
or  by  fubfidics  of  money,  proportioned  in  favour  of  the  powers 
who  fhall  undertake  to  furnilh  a  greater  number  of  troops  than 
the  amount  of  their  contingent.  In  both  cafes  it  will  be  necefiary 
10  fpecify  the  nature  and  quantum  of  thofe  means  which  they 
fhall  engage  to  furnifh,  as  well  as  the  term  at  which  thefe  engage- 
ments (hall  be  fulfilled.  In  order  to  proceed  to  the  arrangement 
of  thefe  points,  his  Apoftolic  Majcfty  and  his  Pruflian  Majcfly 
fropofe  the  city  of  Vienna  as  the  centre  of  the  diftances,  with  a 
view  to  accelerate  and  abridge  the  labour  as  much  as  poffiblc. 

But  tfhen,  in  confequencc  of  the  concert,  the  aflembling  of 
the  armies  fhall  be  effected  from  all  quarters,  and  followed  by  a 
declaration  of  powers  to  the  announcing  their  common  intention, 
and  the  objects  of  which  they  demand  the  redrefs ;  and  if  then 
it  be  neceflary  to  eftablifh  a  formal  armed  congrefs,  it  follows, 
that  this  congrefs  cannot  be  held  at  Vienna,  at  too  great  diftance 
from  France,  but  in  fbme  other  place  that  the  united  powers 
(hall  judge  moft  convenient.  Their  Apoftolic  and  Pruflian  Mai 
jefties  are  ready  on  their  part  to  concur  in  this  manner  with  all 
the  promptitude  and  energy  poffible,  in  fupport  of  the  common 
Jnterefts  of  all  fovereigns  and  governments. 

The  meafures  that  the  two  courts  have  taken  till  now  being 

}>urcly  defenfive,  the  active  meafures  that  they  fhall  further  pur- 
ue  will  depend  upon  the  fulfilment  of  the  propofed  concert,  and 
coofequently  the  effective  co-operations  of  the  other  courts. 
It  is  in  virtue  of  the  precife  orders,  and  in  the  name  of  their 

xcipective  courts,  that  the  underfigned  have  the  honour  of  invhv 
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g  the  court  of  Denmark  to  this  concert,  and  the  engagement 
furnifhing  its  Miniiler  at  Vienna  with  inftruclions,  and  with 
11  powers  neceflary  Cor  that  purpofe,  demanding  the  eventual 
formation  of  the  means  that  it  Jhall  contribute  to  the  common 
id,  and  the  limited  time  in  which  it  may  be  able  to  ftirnifh 
cm.

T  is  with  all  the  fentiments  worthy  of  the  confidence  of  the 

*  fovereigns,  his  friends  and. allies,  and  with  an  equal  return 
f  confidence,  that  his  Danifh  Majeiiy  has  received  and  weighed 
ic  overtures  of  their  Apoftolic  and  PrufGan  Majefties.  He  hat 
icre  pcrceiyed'the  moft  juft  principles,  and  tlie  moil  refpeclabte 
ilicitnde  for  thp  happinefs  and  tranquillity  of  all  Europe,  cvi- 
eotly  threatened  by  the  French  anarchy,  and  by  the  impofing 
:>pearance  of  thefe  deceitful  but  feducing  forms.  The  propofal 
t  a  perfect  concert,  to  fecure  the  general  fcafis  of  focial  order, 
»  fet  bounds  to  the  attempts  of  thofe  who  defpife  it,  and  to 
sftore  the  French  again  to  that  profperity  which  they  once  en* 
yed,  but  which  has  been  annihilated,  cannot  but  flatter  the  King 
\j  matter.  If  he  cannot  concur  in  it,  it  does  not  proceed  from 
difference  of  opinion  or  views ;  it  is  from  rcafons  founded  on 
different  pofition,  upon  greater  interefts,  upon  duties  which 

light  to  form  his  law  and  his  guide,  and  which  do  not  permit 
on  to  liften  to  his  inclinations,  or  confult  his  regrets.  His  Ma- 
tfty  will  explain  himfclf  upon  this  head  with  truth,  franknels, 
nd  the  utmoft  cordiality.  He  knows  that  it  is  only  thus  thaf:  he 
an  prove  his  efteem  and  friendfhip  to  the  fovereigns  to  whom 
C  is  attached,  and  whofe  virtues  he  knows  and  refpecls. 
It  is  no  longer  poflible  to  be  filcnt,  or  to  maintain  peace  by 
formidable  concert.  The  French  have  already  declared  war. 
lie  general  fyftem  of  the  King  is  the  moft  perfect  and  impartial 
eutrality,  but  he  cannot  entirely  reconcile  himfelf  with  one  of 
lie  belligerent  parties  in  oppofition  to  the  other,  by  a  re-union 
rhich  has  only  taken  place  fince  the  war  has  in  reality  com- 
lCnced.    Denmark  has  acknowledged,  as  well  as  the  deceafed 

Emperor 
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Emperor  and  the  King  of  Pruflia,  the  confutation  of  ranee, 
(incc  Louis  XVI th  has  folcmnly  avowed  it.  There  is  not  yet  any 
direct  and  public  proceeding.  The  fovereigns  who  have  not  par- 
ticular reafons,  are  not  yet  called  to  fupport  or  avenge  the  caufc 
of  him  who  believes  hiinfelf  free  and  fatisfied  with  the  limitation 
cf  royal  authority,  adopted  without  complaint.  There  is  a  wide 
difference 'bet ween  neutral  and  dill  ant  powers,  who  have  not  been 
provoked,  and  thofe  that  have  been  offended,  who  ought  to  de- 
fend themfelves,  who,  by  their  engagements,  their  vicinity,  their 
forces,  their  poiition  in  general,  are  under  the  neceffity  of  taking 
a  part,  and  betides  are  able  to  perform  a  principal 'part  without 
inconvenience.  Their  fir  it  object,  and  what  is  moil  worthy  of 
them,  is  without  doubt  to  prcferve  their  fubjects  from  the  dread* 
ful  infection  which  fprcads  itfclf  as  the  moft  active  and  dangerous 
poijon ;  his  Majefty  has  prevented  its  progrefs  by  means  adapted 
to  the  genius  of  his  nation  ;  he  will  not  deviate  from  his  fyftem. 

Denmark  is  be/ides  a  maritime  and  commercial  power.  It  has 
then  particular  tneafures  to  purfue,  efpeciajly  with  refpecl  to  a 
nation  with  which  it  is  connected  by  a  treaty  of  commerce,  and 
which  requires  the  moft  careful  management.  Its  profperity  does 
jnot  folely  depend  upon  peace,  but  like  wife  on  the  opinion  that  it 
lhall  not  he  interrupted,  and  that  there  exifts  nothing  which  tan 
have  this  effL-ct-,  and  the  King  cannot  permit  himfelf  to  deftroy 
this  opinion. 

His  Majefty  was  unwilling  to  delay  his  anfwer  under  a  pretext 
jof  confulting  with  others,  or  waiting  till  he  might  be  afiured  of 
the  concert  or  vmiverfal  concurrence  of  fovereigns,  lb  difficult  to 
be  forefcen  or  imagined.  He  has  wiftied  to  prove  how  much  be 
was  impreffed  by  the  truths  exprefled  with  fo  much  force  and 
dip  nit  v  in  the  memorials  which  have  been  communicated  to  him* 
He  confeflcs  and  acknowledges  alfo  his  obligation  to  concur,  as  a 
member  of  the  empire,  in  ^11  the  common  meafures  which  lhall 
be  employed  in  its  defence,  and  in  the  fupport  of  its  rights.  His 
Majefty  will  be  always  equally  ready  to  confefs  and  to  fulfil  hit 
duty.

IT  can  by  no  means  be  miftaken  how  much  the  circumflances 
of  the  prefent  war  are  different  from  thofe  wars  in  which  the 
Towers  of  Europe  can  depend  on  the  cftabliflied  laws  and  right? 

of 
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of  Nations  \  no  more  can  it  be  denied,  that  this  palpable  difference 
ought  to  have  a  material  and  powerful  influence  on  the  enjoy- 
ments of  the  privileges  allowed  to  Neutral  Nations,  by  the  lame 
general  law*  and  rights  of  Nations,  or  by  particular  Treaties. 

At  this  moment  there  is  no  Government  in  France,  which  is 

either  acknowledged  by  the  Neutral  or  by  the  Belligerent  Powers- 

Xhe  Court  of  Denmark  has  neither  a  Miniftcr  at  Paris,  nor  has 

it  accepted  of  any  from  that  country  fince  the  unfortunate  death 

rf  bis  late  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  the  King  of  France.     That 

Court  has  juftly  taken  particular  care  not  to  acknowledge  the 

euftence  of  any  legal  authority  in  France,  as  in  fall  there  is  none 

at  prefect ;  and  although  many  particular  confiderations  prevented 

that  Court  from  entering  openly  into  the  hoftiie  meafures  of  the 

cosdefced  Powers,  it  could  never  look  on  the  Government  of 

Trance  as  a  party  with  whom  they  could  enter  into  any  amicable 

relation,  and  mud  even  find  a  great  difficulty  in  preferving  a  ftri& 

neutrality  with  refpect  to  them. 

-  In  genera]  cafes,  where  a  Neutral  Power  keeps  up  a  commer- 
cial relation  with  two  Belligerent  Powers,  that  Neutral  Power  in 
the  firft  inftance  has  means  either  by  negotiations  with  the  two 
Belligerent  or  other  Powers,  or  by  the  cftablifhed  laws  of  Europe, 
to  enforce  the  drift  obfervation  of  Neutrality  towards  itfclf, 
equally  from  both  the  Powers  which  arc  at  war  with  each  other* 
The  two  Powers,  0:1  the  other  hand,  have  afliirances,  that  the 
Neutrality  of  that  Power  will  never  be  exerted  in  favour  of  one 
tf  the  parties,  and  to  the  difadvantagc  of  the  other.  And  in 
cafe  any  of  the  commercial  tranfactions  of  the  Neutral  Power 
Jhoold  prove  difadvantageous  to  one  of  the  Belligerent  parties, 
news  of  amicable  representations  are  always  left  open  for  them, 
h  which  fuch  differences  are  eafily  fettled,  to  the  equal  fatisfao 
tion  of  every  party. 

The  circumftances,  in  this  prefent  cafe,  are  quite  otherwifc. 
Denmark,  in  retaining,  with  refpect  to  England,  all  the  commer- 
cial privileges  of  a  Neutral  Power,  which  are  guaranteed  to  them 
hy  the  general  right  of  Nations,  as  well  as  by  Handing  .Treaties, 
can  by  no  means  be  aflured  of  the  obfervance  of  the  fame  regu- 
lations and  laws  of  the  rights  of  Nations,  on  the  part  of  France* 
b  that  country,  this  Neutrality  has  not  only  already  been  violated, 
t  htt  continues  to  experience  daily  infringements.  There  the  Court 
rf  Denmark  has  no  Miniftcr,  who  could  keep  facred  its  rights, 
*  well  as  the  rights  of  its  fubjefts.  In  that  country  there  is  no 
ttharity  from  whom  juftice  might  be  expected,  where  in  fact 
there  are  no  other  laws,  nor  courts  of  juftice,  but  the  will  of  a 
licentious  mob. 

-It  will  be  impoflible  for  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Denmark, 
evonin  his  quality  of  a  Neutral  Power,  to  enter  with  France,  in 
»  amicable  manner,  into  a  difcufOon  respecting  the  meafures  of 

caution         i 
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caution  which  would  be  necefiary  for  him  to  take,  confident  with 
what  the  other  Towers  have  a.  right  to  require.     It  is  notorious, 
that  at  this  moment  the  commerce  of  corn,  and  other  provitions, 
between  France  and  other  nations,  is  no  longer  a  private  com- 
merce in  the  former  country  \  but,  contrary  to  all  former  cuftoin, 
it  is  now  entirely  in  the  hands  either  of  the  pretended  Executive 
Council,  or  of  fevcral  Municipalities.  This  commerce,  therefore, 
can  no  longer  be  looked  upon  as  a  private  trade  carried  on  be- 
tween peaceable  and  fpcculating  fubjefts  of  the  two  or  more  na- 
tions, but  as  fpecial  means  taken  by  the  ufurping  governors  of 
France  to  forward  their  own  meafures  in  carrying  on  the  war 
which  they  declared  againft  us. 

It  is  not  lefs  manifeft,  that  at  this  prefent  moment,  one  of  the 
moft  effectual  means,  by  which  thole  who  declared  war  againft 
us  might  be  forced  to  offer  fair  conditions  of  a  peace,  would  be 
that  of  preventing  that  pretended  government  to  fupply,  by  means 
of  importation,  the  wain  of  provifions  in  that  country  — a  want 
which  they  themfelvcs  have  caufed  by  their  conduct,  which  un- 
doubtedly would  open  the  eyes  of  the  whole  induftrious  clafs  of 
the  French  people,  and  arm  them  againft  their  oppreffors. 

It  has  been  acknowledged,  by  all  thofe  who  have  written  upon 
the  Law  and  the  Public  Rights  of  Nations,  as  a  principle,  that 
it  is  as  equitable  to  prevent  the  importation  of  provifion  into  an 
enemy's  country,  in  order  by  that  means  to  fubdue  it,  as  in  the 
cafe,  when  the  want  of  thofe  necefiary  articles  has  been  caufed 
to  the  enemy,  by  the  means  he  may  have  taken  to  annoy  his  op- 
ponent. And  no  perfon  can  deny,  that  this  cafe,  which  is  qtihe 
lingular  in  its  kind,  muft  not  be  judged  according  to  regulation  . 
and  principles  which  have  only  been  eftabliihed  with  a  view  to 
fuch  wars,  the  cuftoms  of  which  at  that  time  had  been  well  m> 
derftood  and  known  amongft  the  Sovereigns  of  Europe. 

Another  circumftance  is  to  be  obferved,  in  cafe  his  Danifh 
Majefty  fliould  permit  an  afylum  in  his  Majefty's  ports  to  the 
French  privateers  and  their  prizes.  His  Majefty  can  have  no  ft* 
curiry  from  them,  which,  according  to  the  Laws  of  Nations,  is 
requiiite  under  fuch  circumftances. 

The  Courts  of  Juflicc,  without  expofing  themfclves  to  a  mani- 
feft acl  of  contradiction,  in  principle,  cannot  regard  any  letter  of 
marque,  or  any  other  patent,  as  legitimate  and  valid,  which  took 
Its  origin  from  a  Government  that  his  Danifh  Majefty  never  ac- 
knowledged as  Sovereign.  On  account  of  this  non-recognition 
of  the  Sovereignty  of  the  prefent  Government  in  France,  no 
prizes  can  be  condemned,  nor  Briti/h  fubjects,  nor  Britiih  pro- 
r-rrty,  <  an  be  detained  in  ports  belonging  to  a  friendly  Govern- 
mrnt,  and  whofc  protection  they  have  an  unqueftionable  right  to 
•.-l-ini;  the  rcfuial  of  which  would  be  an  infringement  of  the 
fn-.')t  folemn  treaties. 

Bcfidot 
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Bcfides  this,  the  accuftomed  Laws  of  an  impartial  Neutrality 
are  totally  inapplicable  in  the  cafe  of  the  prefent  war;  for  there 
is  no  acknowledged  authority  exifting  in  France  which  is  able  to 
give  to  their  privateers  the  ncceflary  instructions  for  their  own 
conduct,  and  to  which  a  Neutral  Power  could  apply  for  fatisfac* 
tion  in  cafe  fuch  privateers  ihould  tranfgrefs  fuch  laws  and  prt- 
fcriptions,  the  obfervance  of  which  is  the  only  means  which  pre* 
vent  their  being  looked  upon  and  treated  like  pirates*

jtnfwtr  from  the  Royal  Court  of  Denmark  to  the  preceding 

Official  Note. 

HIS  Majefty  cannot,  but  with  the  mod  lively  regret,  find 
himfelf  neceffitated  to  complain  of  the  conduct,  or  to  com* 
bat  the  principles  of  the  Power,  who,  for  fo  many  years,  he  had 
been  uied  to  look  upon  as  his  Friends  and  Allies.  His  MajeAy 
had  always  entertained  hopes,  that  his  confeientioufly  obferving 
the  ftricteii  Neutrality,  and  his  adherence  to  the  literal  fenfe  of 
the  exifting  Treaties,  fhould  have  fecured  him  from  fuch  un- 
pleafing  tranfactions  as  thofe  to  which  he  alludes  j  but  the  unex- 
pected contents  of  the  Note  delivered  by  Mr.  Hailes,  Ambaflador 
Extraordinary  of  his  Britifh  Majefty,  fupported  by  a  Memorial 
delivered  by  Count  Goltz,  Ambaflador  Extraordinary  from  his 
Majefty  the  King  of  Pruflia,  do  not  permit  him  to  pafs  it  over 
any  longer  in  fiknee. 

The  reafons  which  his  Majefty  has  to  oppofe  to  thofe,  which 
have  been  laid  before  him,  are  contained  in  the  inclpfed 
Memorial.  The  defire  of  maintaining  an  opinion  which  he  once 
had  exprefted,  is  not  what  induces  him  to  perfevere  in  the  fame 
principles.  His  Majefty  is  entirely  directed  by  the  interior  con* 
vi&ion  of  the  inoft  important  interefts  to  preferve  a  Peace,  as  be* 
ing  an  object  much  deflred  by  his  Majeft/s  fubjects. 

His  Majefty  being  convinced  that  he  addrefles  friendly,  juft* 
and  upright  Sovereigns,  will  therefore  deelare  his  fentimentt  with 
candour,  and  without  referve. 

The  qUeftion  is  not  concerning  the  rights  of  Denmark,  The 
rights  of  that  kingdom  are  not  problematical ;  and  the  King,  my 
mafter,  in  this  relpecl,  appeals  to  the  feelings  of  the  Sovereigns* 
his  friends,  how  painful  it  muft  be  for  him  to  be  obliged  to  enter 
into  a  controverfy  where  there  is  nothing  ncceflary  but  the  ful- 
filling of  the  moft  clear  Treaties  univerfally  acknowledged  and 
agreed  to. 

His  Majefty  flatters  himfeif,  that  no  principle  will  prevail,  or 
be  looked  upon  as  grounded  upon  juftice,  which  would  eftablifh 
a  principle  that  the  particular  nature  of  an  accidental  War  could 
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in  any  means  alter  the  nature  of  mutual  Treaties  or  Contrails, 
or  that  a  mutual  confent  could  be  coniidercd  as  a  favour  or  privi- 
lege ;  or  that  certain  Powers  had  a  right  to  make  regulations  at 
the  expence  of  a  third  ;  or  that  Powers,  in  order  to  lighten  the 
burthen  which  is  infeparable  from  the  War  in  which  tjiey  arc 
engaged,  had  a  right  to  lay  the  weight  of  it  on  the  moulders  of 
innocent  and  neutral  neighbours. 

Thefc  objects  may  perhaps  give  occaflon  to  difference ;  but  his 
Majefty  would  think  it  an  iiiiult  againit  the  refpcttable  Powers 
to  whom  he  appeals,  if  he  harboured  the  leaft  fufpicion,  that, 
after  having  been  made  acquainted  with  his  reprefentations,  they 
fhould  perfevere  in  their  former  demands,  or  a  ftill  greater,  if 
he  manifeitcd  a  fear,  left  they  iliould  make  ufe  of  a  fuperior 
force,  in  order  to  place  violence  in  the  place  of  proofs  of  a  necet 
fary  confent  of  the  intcrefted  parties.  I  lis  Majefty,  not  having 
had  any  communications  upon  this  fubject  with  the  other  Neutral 
Powers,  is  for  this  rcarori  unacquainted  with  their  feitfimcntt 
thereupon  •,  but  is  convinced,  at  the  fame  time,  that  their  opir 
nions,  as  well  as  oppofition,  muft  be  unanimous)  and  that  they 
mull  be  certain  of  the  impoffibility  there  is  to  make  a  fyftem  of 
neutrality  agree  with  meaiures  which  are  totally  detrimental  to 
fuch  a  fyfrem. 

His  Majefty  is  not  afraid  that  his  conduit  will  appear  repre- 
henfive.  He  demanded  nothing  but  what  is  agreeable  to  the  fenfe 
of  the  exifting  Treaties ;  he  remained  faithful  to  the  ftipulationf 
exprefled  in  thofe  Treaties,  as  well  as  to  Neutrality  itfelf.  His 
Majefty  thinks  lu'mfelf  the  fuftcring  Party.  He  is  at  a  lofs  to 
form  an  idea  how  his  Britannic  Majefty  could  have  given  to  the 
Commanders  of  his  Majefty's  fliips  new  inftru&ions,  which  are 
directly  oppoiite  to  the  former  regulations,  as  well  as  to  the  fenfe 
of  the  Treaties  exifting  between  his  Britannic  Majefty  and  the 
Court  of  Denmark,  without  the  lattcr's  knowledge  or  confent. 

His  Majefty  firft  expected,  that  thofe  inftruftions  would  only 
have  regarded  fuch  Neutral  Powers  as  had  not  entered  into  any 
decifive  Convention  with  England;  but,  on  the  conviction  of  the 
contrary,  he  could  not  help  protefting  againft  fuch  orders  and 
inftrudtions,  considering  them  as  an  open  breach  of  thofe  Trea- 
ties, and  an  infringement  of  one  of  the  moft  facred  and  binding 
laws,  which  were  eftablifhcd  among  mankind.  His  Majefty, 
therefore,  intreats  his  Britannic  Majefty  to  revoke  fuch  inftruc* 
tions,  and  to  iflue  orders,  conformable  to  the  ftrift  fenfe  of  the 
facred  Engagements  and  Treaties  exifting  between  the  two  Na- 
tions. 

His  Majefty,  at  the  fame  time,  is  willing  to  fhew  his  Britannic 
Majefty,  as  well  as  his  Majefty  of  Pruflia  and  the  other  coalefced 
Powers,  that  his  intentions  arc,  to  comply  with  any  of  their.ro- 
mrft*,  which  are  not  contrary  to  the  rules  of  ftrict  Neutrality,. 
'  or 
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or  to  the  xnterefts  of  the  Danifh  Natioiu  He  therefore'  cbnfenls 
to  conlider  all  French  Tea-ports,  before  which  there  {hall  be  any 
confiderable  naval  force  belonging  to  England  or  her  Allies,  as 
blocked  ports;  The  Danifh  Government  will  neither  enter  intfr 
nor  favour  any  contract  with  the  Government  of  France,  for  tl* 
purpofe  of  fupplying  their  navy  or  army  with  provisions.  No 
iale  of  prizes  made  by  French  armed  vcilels  will  be  permitted  in 
the  Daniih  ports  or  other  parts  of  the  dominions  of  his  Danifh 
Majefty. 

His  Majefty*  befides*  will  omit  nothing,  in  order  to  deferve, 
ih  future,  as  well  as  hitherto,  the  fricndlhip  and  efteem  of  his 
Britannic  Majeity,  and  his  Allies,  and  lhall  contribute  every  thing 
in  his  power,  in  order  to  ftrengthen,  if  poflible,  the  ties  of  Friend- 
fhip  arid  Alliance  which  have  hitherto  exifted  between  the  Britifh 
Nation  and  that  of  Denmark.

Counter  Declaration  of  the  Court  of  Denmark,  in  Reply  to  the  Mano- 
rial delivered  by  the  Britijh  Miiiifler. 

THE  law  of  Nations  is  unalterable.  Its  principles  do  not 
depend  on  circumilances.  An  enemy  engaged  in  war  can 
exercife  vengeance  upon  thofe  who  do  not  expect  it  j  but  in  this 
cafe,  and  without  violating  the  rigid  law,  a  fatal  reciprocity  may 
take  place ;  but  a  Neutral  Power,  which  lives  in  peace,  cannot 
admit  of,  nor  acknowledge,  filch  a  corapenfation ;  it  can  only 
fcreen  itfelf  by  its  impartiality  and  by  its  treaties.  It  is  not  par- 
donable for  her  to  renounce  its  rights  in  favour  of  any  Belligerent 
Power.  The  bails  of  its  rights  is  the  univerfal  and  public  law, 
before  which  all  authority  muft  vanifh :  it  is  neither  a  party  nor 
a  judge ;  nor  do  the  Treaties  give  room  to  privileges  and  favours. 
All  thefe  ftipulations  conftitutc  the  perfect  law :  they  are  mutual 
obligations.  That  would  be  a  very  unnatural  agreement,  which 
any  of  the  contracting  parties  might  at  pleafurc  fupprefs,  inter- 
pret, or  reftrain.  In  this  manner  all  treaties  would  in  general 
become  impracticable,  becauie  they  would  be  ufelefs.  \Vhat  be- 
comes of  Equity,  Fidelity,  and  Safety  ?  and  how  much  more  un- 
juft  muft  become  Oppreflion,  when  it  fets  aiide  the  infringement 
of  facred  duties,  the  advantages  of  which  have  been  enjoyed, 
but  only  acknowledged  as  long  as  they  luitcd  felf-intereft  ! 

Denmark  will  furely  never  attempt  to  juftify  the  prefent  Go- 
Yemment  iri  France,  its  nature  and  orig'm ;  but  fhc  will  neither 
give  her  judgment,  and  her  Neutrality  will  not  permit,  her  to 
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cxprefs  her  mind  ©ft  this  fubje£h  We  only  confine  ourfdrtt  to 
the  lamenting  the  difafters  which  befel  that  country,  and,  on  its 
account,  all  Europe  j  and  to  the  wifhing  to  fee  them  brought  to 
a  fpeedy  termination.  But  this  is  not  the  moment  to  own  «r 
acknowledge  a  form  of  Government  which  we  have  always  rcfufcd 
to  acknowledge.  The  Nation  is  there,  and  the  authority  which 
it  acknowledges  is  that  to  which  application  is  made  in  cafes  con' 
cerning  individuals.  The  commercial  connexions  fubflft  likewife 
in  the  fame  manner  as  they  did  between  England  and  France, 
as  long  as  the  latter  chofe  to  preferve  peace.  The  Nation  has 
not  ceafed  to  acknowledge  her  Treaties  with  us ;  at  leaft,  fhe  coo* 
forms  herfelf  agreeable  to  thofe  Treaties.  As  fhe  appeals  to  them* 
•fo  do  we  appeal  to  them — and  frequently  with  good  fuccefs,  both 
for  ourfelves,  and  in  favour  of  thofe  fubje&s  of  the  Belligerent 
Powers  who  commit  their  efFe&s  to  the  protection  of  our  flag. 
In  cafes  of  reftifal  and  delay,  we  have  frequently  been  obliged  to 
Hear,  often  and  reluctantly,  that  they  only  ufed  to  take  reprifals, 
fince  the  nations  with  whom  they  were  at  war  fhewed  as  little 
regard  for  their  Treaties  with  us ;  and  thus  the  Neutral  Flag  be- 
comes the  victim  of  errors  which  it  cannot  reproach  itfelf  wkh. 
The  path  of  juftice  (till  continues  open  in  France.  The  Confuls, 
and  the  mandatories  of  private  individuals,  are  heard.  No  one 
is  prevented  from  applying  to  the  Tribunals  of  Commerce.  This 
is  fufficient  in  ordinary  cafes.  No  frefh  Negociations  are  required 
for  the  maintenance  of  exifting  Treaties.  Minifters  become  quite 
fuperfluous  in  this  refpeft  *  there  are  Judges,  and  this  is  fufficient. 

Thefe  confiderations  are  already  violated  by  the  obfervation* 
that  our  grievances  are  frequently  heard  in  France,  and  that 
there  is  no  poffibility  of  getting  them  redreflcd.  The  Municipal, 
lities,  to  whom  application  mud  be  made,  are  certainly  not  alike 
equitable  $  the  fentences  of  the  Tribunals  of  Commerce  are  no! 
founded  trpon  uniform  principles ;  the  extreme  means  of  refuge 
to  a  medium  of  power  is  totally  removed ;  and  thefe  circum- 
Itances  occafiOn  at  times  grievous  alls  of  injuftice.  In  this  refpeft, 
none  are  greater  fufferers  than  the  Neutral  Powers ;  arid  It  would 
be  Tery  unequitable  to  punifh  them  doubly,  and  alfo  on  the  part 
cf  thofe  Powers  who  cry  aloud  againft  thofe  unjiift  proceedings, 
and  yet  feem  to  juftify  it  by  their  own  imitatibn. 

A  Negociation  between  a  Neutral  and  a  Belligerent  Power, 
'which  would  have  for  its  object  that  the  latter  fhould  not  make 
ufe  of  Neutrality  to  the  detriment  of  the  former,  cannot  be 
thought  of.  A  Neutral  Power  has  fulfilled  all  its  duties,  if  it  has 
never  receded  from  the  ftrifteft  impartiality,  and  from  the  ac- 
knowledged fenfe  of  its  Treaties.  In  cafe  the  Neutrality  fhould 
prove  more  advantageous  to  one  of  the  Belligerent  Powers  than 
to  another,  becomes  foreign  to  the  Neutrality,  and  does  not  con* 
ccrtt  it.    This  depends  on  local  fitiflttion  and  rircumftances,  and 
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does  nut  remfcin  alike.  The  detriments  and  advantages  are  torfU 
penfated  and  balanced  fay  time.  All  that  which  docs  not  abso- 
lutely depend  on  a  Neutral  Power,  ought  to  have  no  influence 
tipon  its  Neutrality  3  otherwife  a  partial  and  frequently  but  mo- 
mentary interest  would  become  the  interpreter  and  judge  of  extfb* 
ing  Treaties, 

The  difference  made  between  private  commercial  fpeculations* 
and  thofe  made  by  a  Government  and  Municipalities,  appears  t* 
us  equally  new,  as  we  are  totally  unacquainted  with  the  fact  it(eit 
it  would  be  nnneceffary  to  examine  the  queftion,  whether  a  Con* 
true)  between  a  Neutral  Government,  and  a  Government  at  War, 
relative  to  a  fupply  of  a  certain  quantity  of  proviiions  for  the  be- 
nefit of  armies,  garrifons  of  tcrwns,  or  armed  imps,  is  derogatory 
Or  not  to  a  Treaty,  in  which  fuch  an  exception  is  not  at  ali  Stipu- 
lated ?  Since  fuch  a  cafe  is  not  in  exigence,  the  point  in  quefthNt 
is  only  with  refpeft  to  private  fpeculations  of  the  fale  of  uncon* 
traband  articles  of  produce }  the  difpofal  of  which  is  not  lefs  im- 
portant to  the  feller,  than  it  is  to  the  buyer ;  and  to  the  freight 
of  the  veflels  of  a  Nation,  whofe  chief  fupport  is  depending  oft 
the  advantages  they  reap  from  their  Navigation  and  Corn  Trade* 
If  it  be  permitted  to  famifh  blockcd-up  ports,  and  fortified  towns, 
belonging  to  an  enemy,  k  does  not  appear  to  be  juftice,  in  the 
fame  degree,  to  extend  Similar  mifcry  to  others,  who  are  inno- 
cent 9  and,  even  in  France,  there  arc  Provinces  that  could  never 
have  deferved  fuch  an  increafe  of  mifcry  from  the  hands  of  Eng- 
land, or  its  Allies. 

The  want  of  corn,  as  a  common  corfequence  of  the  want  of  ' 
ft  ftipply  of  proviiions,  is  not  fo  extraordinary  a  circumitancc  iit 
France,  which  could  only  have  been  produced  by  the  late  events* 
France  has  at  all  times  been  obliged  to  draw  proviiions  from  other 
nations.  Africa,  Italy,  and  America,  fupply  that  country  with 
more  provisions  than  the  Baltic.  Their  neceflity,  in  applying  Mr 
other  nations  for  provisions,  is  (o  far  from  being  new,  that  in  the 
year  1709,  when  there  was  a/eal  famine  in  France,  •  England,  at 
that  time,  never  thought  of  making  ufe  of  fuch  arguments  as  (he 
does  at  prefent. 

On  the  contrary,  foon  after  Frederick  IV.  was  engaged  in  a 
War  with  Sweden,  which  kingdom,  as  well  as  France,  is  dependent 
for  the  fupply  of  proviiions  on  other  nations,  he  ufed  the  fame 
arguments  to  prevent  the  fupply  of  proviiions  to  an  enemy,  in 
order  by  thefe  means  to  fubdue  him ;  and  endeavoured  to  apply 
q  cafe  to  a  whole  country,  which  is  only  applicable  or  juitihable 
with  refpect  to  blockaded  towns  or  ports. 

He  was  obliged  to  renounce  that  project,  on  account  of  the 
weighty  reprefentations  made  on  that  fubject  by  the  otuer  Courts 
of  Europe,  and  particularly  by  that  of  Great.  Brit  \\ut  who  de- 
clared this  a  new  principle,  and  rejected  it  as  unjirt. 

A  War 
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A  War  may  differ  from  others  by  its  inducements,  its  aim,  fti 
hcceflity,  its  juftice  or  injuftice,  or  its  importance  to  the  Bellige- 
rent Powers.   This  difference  may,  and  mud,  have  a  great  innV 
ence  in  the  manner  in  which  a  Peace  can  be  eftabliihed  afterwards! 
in  the  indemnities  to  be  claimed,  and  in  other  additional  circum* 
ftances.    But  this  can  have  no  influence  whatever  with  refpect  to 
Neutral  Powers $  thefe  are  undoubtedly  more  inclined  to  favour 
thofc  Powers  who  have  juftice  on  their  fide,  but  it  is  out  of 
their  power  to  follow  their  inclinations  in  that  refpelh     A  Ntfu* 
trality  which  is  not  perfectly  fof  is  no  longer  a  Neutrality. 

The  veffels  which  fail  under  the  EngliQi  Colours,  as  well  a* 
thofe  under  the  colours  of  its  Allies,  enjoy  in  all  the  ports  of  his 
Majcfty  the  King  of  Denmark  all  poflible  fecurity,  affiftance,  and 
protection.  But  amongft  this  number,  there  do  not  belong  fuch 
of  their  veflels  as  are  captured  by  their  enemies.  The  French 
privateers  cannot  be  looked  upon  by  the  Neutral  Powers  as  pirates } 
whilft  at  the  fame  time  Great  Britain,  their  enemy,  does  not  look 
upon  them  as  fuch.  Their  prifoners  are  treated  in  that  country 
as  prifoners  of  War  *  they  are  exchanged  as  fuch }  and  negocia* 
tions  for  that  purpofe  are  daily  entered  upon  on  both  fides.  The 
accuftomed  laws  of  War  are  obferved  every  where ;  and  thefe 
muft  alfo  direft  our  conduit.  The  three-coloured  flag  has  been 
acknowledged  in  Denmark  at  the  fame  epoch  when  it  has  been 
acknowledged  almoft  every  where. 

Any  alteration  in  this  refpeft  would  draw  upon  us  a  war,  with* 
out  having  deferved  fuch  a  fate.  The  admittance  of  privateert 
and  prizes  into  the  ports  of  Norway  is  the  confequence  of  a  Neu- 
trality, which  is  above  any  other  confideration.  This  point  has 
been  obferved  in  all  the  wars  which  have  afflicted  Europe.  Every 
nation  has  claimed  that  right,  and  enjoyed  it  in  her  turn. 

The  local  circumftances  there  do  not  permit  a  general  prohibi* 
tion ;  it  would  be  impoflible  to  enforce  the  execution  of  fuch  a 
meafure  in  a  country  where  there  arc  extenfive  coafts  and  innu* 
merable  ports  and  creeks,  and  where  there  are  but  few  inhabi* 
tants.  This  prohibition  would  not  only  be  illnfory  and  nfelefs* 
but  even  pernicious  j  for  the  French  would  dcitroy  all  thole  vcfr 
icls,  if  they  had  no  hope  left  of  fecuring  them  when  taken* 
This  object,  befides,  is  of  little  importance,  and  there  are  nu» 
merous  and  eafy  means  to  obviate  the  difadvantages  arifing  from

WHEREAS  I  have  given  an  account  to  the  King,  my  maftcr, 
of  the  note  which  the  AmbafTador  Extraordinary  and' 
Minifter  Plenipotentiary  of  her  Majeity  the  Emprefs  of  all  the  Ruf- 
fias,  Baron  de  Kruedener,  delivered  on  the  iothof  Auguft,  1793-  I 
have  received  his  Majefty's  command  to  anfwer,  That  his  Majefty 
fires,  with  the  greateft  forrow,  how  much  the  principles  contained  in 
the  faid  note  militate  at  this  time  againft  his  own  ;  that  his  Ma* 
jefty  expe&ed  no  intimation  that  manifefted  doubts  which  his 
Majefty  had  not  deferved  \  that  it  could  not  but  be  known  to  her 
Imperial  Majefty,  that  the  King  had  refolved  to  give  no  convoys 
to  the  Danifli  fhips  bound  to  France,  ancj  that  his  Majefty  never 
had  pretended  to  fend  naval  ftores  into  that  country ;  that  his 
Majeity  could  not  of  courfe  guefs  the  meaning  of  a  declaration 
which  did  not  concern  him,  nor  of  a  proceeding  which  applied 
the  principles  and  rights  of  a  blockade  to  fit uat ions  which  pre- 
cluded every  idea  of  that  kind ;  that  the  rtftri&ed  commerce  in 
Eain,  as  it  now  fubfifted,  was  a  quite  infignificant  circumftance 
r  the  caufe  which  her  Imperial  Majefty  had  efpoufed  $  but  that 
k  was  not  fo  with  regard  to  Denmark,  as  it  involved  the  facrifice 
of  her  rights,  her  independence,  and  her  treaties;  that  his  Ma- 
jefty did  not  permit  himfelf  to  enter  into  a  proper  enquiry  in  this 
refpeft,  fince  her  Imperial  Majefty  had  rejected  the  only  judge 
whom  his  Majefty  could  acknowledge,  namely,  the  univerfal  and 
fpecial  law  of  nations ;  that  his  Majefty  being  no  longer  at  li- 
berty to  appeal  to  this  law,  would  only  appeal  to  the  friendfhip 
and  equity  of  her  Imperial  Majefty,  which  had  been  manifefted 
fcy  fo  many  years,  and  fo  many  proofs  5  that  his  Majefty  adted 
thus  with  the  greater  confidence,  as  he  thought  to  have  evinced 
his  by  fo  many  reciprocal  and  decifive  proofs,  as  his  Majefty  did 
nx>t  make  any  ufe  of  his  inconteftible  rights  to  claim,  with  regard 
to  the  liberty  of  his  navigation,  the  protection  due  to  him  in 
virtue  of  the  moft  folcmn  treaties— a  protection  which  her  Im- 
perial Majefty  had  herfelf  propofed.

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The  following  Declaration  has  been  publifhed  by  the  Mtnljter  Plenipo- 
tentiary/ram the  French  Republic,  at  the  Court  of  Denmark  : 

Copenhagen^  Dec.  io> 

THE  National  Convention  having  thought  it  indifpenfibly  ne- 
cefTary  to  the  welfare  of  the  people  of  France  ;  by  an  ex- 
prefs  law  to  fix  the  maximum  of  the  price  of  provifions  of  the 
tirft  neceflity  -,  and  to  prohibit  the  exportation  from  France,  of  a 
great  number  of  articles  of  commerce ;  there  is  no  doubt  but 
malice,  whofe  refotirces  In  mifreprefenting  the  actions  and  inten- 
tions of  the  French  nation,  at  the  prefent  moment,  feem  to  In 
inexhauftible,  will  not  fail  to  represent  thofe  neceflary  mcafures  to 
the  merchants  of  neutral  countries,  in  a  light  which  may  make 
them  fearful  of  continuing  their  fpeculations,  and  intcrcourfc  of 
commerce  with  the  ports  of  France,  Our  enemies  will,  ns 
doubt,  endeavour  to  perfuade  them  that  their  goods  will  not 
afford  in  the  French  harbours  the  price  they  have  a  right  to 
expect  for  them;  and  that  their  veflels  will  not  meet  in  the  ports 
of  that  Republic  with  proper  cargoes  for  their  return,  which  will 
render  their  undertaking*  both  dangerous  and  difadvantageous. 

Such  calumnious  representations,  propagated  by  the  enemicf 
of  the  Republic  of  France,  are  as  falfe  as  their  tendencies  are 
pernicious.      Fraternity  amongft   nations,   as   well    as  equality 
amongft  individuals,  is  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the 
Trench  Republic.     The  reprenfentatives  of  the  French  people, 
far  from  wifhing  to  infnlate  them,  are  constantly  occupied  to 
ftrtngtben  the  tics  of  the  refpechve  inter  efts  which  unite  France 
to  other  commercial  nations.     The   intcrcft  of  neutral  nations 
is  the  object  of  their  particular  folicitudc,  as  well  as  care.     And 
in  order  to  make  this  intereft  agree  with  the  extraordinary  mea- 
fures taken  only  with  a  view  to  the  general  profperity  of  nations, 
the  committee  of  public  fafety  has  lately  obtained^  decree  relative 
to  this  object,  which  was  ifliicd  by  the  National  Convention  at 
Paris,  of  the  dale  of  the  17th  Bruinaire,  (Nov.  7th)  in  the  three 
articles  following : 

Art.  I.  Captains  and  owners  of  neutral  veflels  who  importing 
provifions,  merchandize,  goods,  and  other  articles  of  the  firlt 
neceflity,  into  the  port*;  of  the  Republic,  have  a  right  to  difpofc 
of  thefe  articles,  at  their  own  prices,  to  the  agents  of  govern* 
ment  appointed  for  that  purpofe  in  every  port  of  the  Republic. 
They  further  are  permitted  to  buy,  to  the  amount  of  the  fame 
value  with  the  cargoes  imported,  fuch  provifions,  and  French 
merchandizes  or  goods,  for  any  price  they  (hall  have  agreed  upon 
with  the  fellers  thereof,  and  which  they  are  allowed  to  export 
from  the  ports  of  the  Republic,  as  cargoes  of  their  fhips. 

.     Art.  IL 
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Art.  IL  Captains  and  owners  of  veffels  who  {hall  have  imported 
provifions,  goods,  and  articles  of  the  firft  neceflity,  are  likewife 
at  liberty  to  difpofe  of  fuch  goods  to  merchants  or  individuals)  for 
fuch  prices  as  they  fhall  think  proper  to  fix  upon  them ;  and  in 
cafe  they  fhould  not  find  fale  for  their  goods,  they  are  permitted 
to  depart  with  their  cargoes  from  the  ports  of  the  Republic  % 
but  in  that  cafe  they  are  not  allowed  to  carry  off  any  provifiont 
or  other  merchandize,  as  an  additional  cargo. 

Art.  III.  All  exportation  from  the  ports  of  the  department  of 
the  Lower  Seine  continue  prohibited ;  unlefs  it  be  in  confequence 
of  an  exchange  of  flour  againft  corn,  or  the  like,  which  muft  bo 
properly  certified  by  the  agents  of  government,  and  other  con* 
ftituted  authorities. 

Thefe  regulations  cannot  but  place  the  commercial  relations 
between  the  Northern  States  of  Europe  and  the  French  Republic^ 
upon  a  fafer  and  more  folid  footing  than  ever  exifted  before  the 
revolution. 

The  underfigned  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  from  the  French 
Republic  at  Denmark,  therefore  takes  the  opportunity  to  make 
the  above  regulations  officially  known  to  the  merchants  and  fpe« 
culators  of  Denmark.

countries,  figned  by  a  Mr.  Grouvelle,  giving  himfelf  the  quality 
of  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  from  the  pretended  French  Republic, 
have  the  honour  of  fending  a  copy  of  it  herein  inclofed  to  his 
Excellency,  Count  Bernftorff,  defiring  him  to  inform  them  whe- 
ther that  paper  is  authentic,  and  from  authority  I  and  whether 
the  (aid  Grouvelle  is  actually  acknowledged  in  this  character  by 
his  Danifh  Majcfty,  fuch  as  this  public  aft  gives  them  reafon  to 
believe.

HAVING  made  my  report  to  the  King  my  matter,  of  the 
note  delivered  the  13th  inft.  by  the  minifters  of  the  powers 
tt  war  with. France,  his  Majefty  ordered  me  to  give  for  anfwer, 
«•  That  he  was  forry  to  fee,  in  the  faid  note,  a  proof  of  diftruft, 
to  which  he  was  fure  he  had  not  given  caufe.  That,  it  was  well 
known,  that  the  National  Convention  had  appointed  Mr.  Grou- 
velle  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  at  Denmark  \  it  was  alfo  well 
known,  that  he  had  neither  been  received  nor  acknowledged  in 
that  quality  in  Denmark,  and  the  acknowledgment,  which,  from 
its  nature,  is  a  public  acl:,  can  therefore  not  be  concealed  from  the 
public." 

His  Majefty,  ever  faithful  to  his  declarations,  cannot,  nor  ought 
he  to  be  fufpected  of  having  intended  to  deviate  from  them.  I 
think  it  my  duty,  therefore,  to  add,  that  there  is  not  in  exiftence 
a  truth  more  evident  and  more  univerfally  acknowledged  than 
this  ;  namely,  that  no  perfon  can  be  anfwerable  for  the  actions  of 
another  perfon,  much  lefs  fo  when  it  is  an  unforefeen  and  un- 
known meafure,  in  which  it  was  impoffible  for  him  to  have  taken 
a  part.

THE  note  from  his  Excellency  Count  Bernftorff,  in  anfwer 
to  that  of  the  minifters  from  the  powers  actually  at  war 
with  France,  at  the  Court  of  his  Danifh  Majefty,  at  the  fame 
time  that  it  is  fatisfactory  individually  to  the  underfigned  Envoy 
Extraordinary  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  refpedting  the  object 
which  a  few  days  ago  gave  occafion  to  the  latter  note,  which 
contained  merely  a  fimple  queftion,  on  the  real  or  fuppofed  ex- 
iftence  of  a  fact,  is  alfo  carrying,  according  to  its  expreflions 
with  it,  an  inculpation,  againft  which  the  underfigned,  for  his 
part,  thinks  it  necclTary  to  proteft,  (leaving  it  to  thole  with  whom 
he  had  the  honour  to  co-operate  to  do  the  fame,  either  verbally 
or  by  writing)  in  the  fame  ftrong  manner  in  which  he  felt  its 
fallacioufnefs.  If  it  were  doubted  an  inftant,  that  his  Danifh 
Majefty  could  deviate  from  his  declaration,  the  novelty  of  a 
feet,  fuch  as  the  ufurpation  of  an  active  public  character,  pafling 
unpunUhed  by  government,  was  the  molt  juft  and  mod  natural 
motive  of  fuch  a  doubt*

that  he  had  not  quite  fo  jufl  a  motive  to  fuppofe  it  poflible  for 
the  King  of  Denmark,  to  receive  near  his  auguft  and  (acred  per- 
fon,  in  the  quality  of  Minifler  Plenipotentiary,  a  man  who  had 
taken  the  charge  upon  himfelf  to  read  to  his  unfortunate  and 
innocent  fovercign,  the  fentence  which  conducted  him  to  the 
fcaffold.

We%  Gujlavus  Adolphus,  by  the  Grace  cf  Go  J,  King  of  the  Swedes, 
Goths,  and  Vandals ,  Lord  of  Norway,  Duke  of  Scblefwick,  Hoi- 
Jie'in,  toV.  C5V.  do  certify  by  theje  prefetits : 

WHEREAS  it  is  our  unalterable  refolution  to  obferve  a  ftrift 
neutrality  with  regard  to  the  troubles  of  the  war  which  has 
broken  out  between  France  and  divers  other  European  powers, 
and  to  avoid  every  thing  which  might  occaiion  a  mifunder- 
ftanding  between  Sweden  and  the  belligerent  powers,  or  trouble 
the  happy  tranquillity  which  this  kingdom  now  enjoys  ;  we  do 
ordain  th«  following  regulations,  which  are  left  to  the  observance 
of  thofe  who  carry  on  commerce  in  Sweden. 

Art.  I.  It  is  prohibited  to  participate  in  the  troubles  of  the 
prefent  war,  cither  by  fitting  out  ihi^s  of  war  or  privateers  at  the 
expence  of  any  of  the  belligerent  powers,  or  by  exporting  con- 
traband goods,  under  the  Swedifh  flag,  to  the  places  or  harbours 
belonging  to  any  one  of  the  faid  belligerent  powers.  By  contraband 
goods  are  underftood,  all  arms,  cannons,  all  kinds  of  mufquets, 
fire-works,  and  other  productions  of  artificers,  bullets,  bombs, 
balls,  fhells,  gunpowder,  lead,  darts,  fwords,  hangers,  cutlafles, 
pikes,  fpears,  halberds,  mortars,  grenades,  matches,  faltpetre, 
fhields,  fteel  helmets,  all  kinds  of  armory  and  warlike  accoutre- 
ments, crackers,  piftol  cafes,  bridles,  harnefies,  and  every  thing 
relating  to  the  equipment  of  horfes,  and  all  other  warlike  tools 
and  implements.  All  other  articles  are  free  under  the  Swedifh 
flag,  and  may  be  tranfported  to  all  fuch  places  as  are  not  already 
beueged  or  inverted  by  the  enemy. 

Art.  II.  As  the  pafTport  of  fhips  muft  alone  prove  that  they 
belong  to  Swedifh  fubjecls,  it  is  enjoined  to  all  thofe  who  wifh  to 
fail  from  the  ports  of  our  kingdom,  to  provide  themfelves  with 
the  ufual  letters  and  paflports,  to  prove  both  the  owner  of  the 
fliipe,  and  the  country  of  the  fhipper.  No  captain  of  a  vefTel 
fhall  carry  with  him  two  or  more  different  certificates  or  paflports, 

X  x  2  nor; 
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nor  fhall  he,  upon  occafion,  throw  paper*  overboard,  whereby 

fufpicion  might  be  excited. 

Art.  III.  AH  captains,  mafters,  pilots,  and  crews,  on  board  of 
a  Swedifli  {hip,  if  they  (hould  at  fca  fall  in  with  any  (hip  of 
war  or  privateer  of  the  belligerent  powers,  {hall  behave  to  them 
with  all  civility  and  decorum,  readily  {hew  their  certificates,  and 
aflert  with  becoming  prudence  the  rights  and  fafety  fecured  to 
them  by  virtue  of  the  faid  certificates,  and  not  occaiion  any  trou- 
bles by  refufal  or  refiftanGe. 

If  all  thefe  circumftances  are  ftrictly  obferved,  our  faithful  fub? 
jects  may  expect  to  enjoy  a  free  and  unmolefted  navigation,  agree? 
ably  to  the  treaties  and  the  rights  of  nations,  and  {hould  they  be 
captured,  to  find  fupport  from  our  foreign  minifters,  agents,  and 
confuls. 

But  all  thofe  who  {hall  dare  to  fiipply  aijy  of  the  powers  now 
at  war,  with  any  of  the  goods  enumerated  in  the  firft  article  of 
this  prcfent  ordinance,  or  to  neglect  what  we  have  been  moft 
-  gracioufly  pleafed  hereby  to  prelcribe,  muft  lay  it  to  their  own 
charge,  if  they  are  involved  in  trouble,  and  expect  no  protection 
from  us. 

And  whereas,  in  other  refpects,  we  are  refolved  to  fit  out  a 
certain  number  of  armed  cruizers,  the  fame  will  forthwith  be 
made  known  by  our  admiralty.

Copy  of  a  Letter  from  his  Excellency  Count  Frederic  Loewenhielmf 
Envoy  Extraordinary  of  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sweden,  to  their 
High  Mightineffes  the  States-General  of  the  United  Low  Countries, 
to  Mr*  C.  A .  Haffelyrcen,  Agent  of  his  faid  Majefty  at  Amjlerdanu 

Honoured  Sir, 

I  WAS  in  hopes  the  public  would  have  been  fully  fatisfied  by 
the  information  you  have  given,  agreeable  to  the  orders  of 
his  Excellency  the  Chancellor  Baron  Frederick  Sparre,  under 
date,  the  5th  of  March  laft,  viz. 

That  our  moft  gracious  King  and  Sovereign  is  determined  to 
obferve  the  ftridtcft  neutrality,  during  the  courfe  of  the  prefent 
war,  with  refpect  to  the  feveral  belligerent  powers ;  and  that  his 
Majefty  did  of  courfe  expect  from  the  belligerent  powers,  with 
good  reafon,  to  refpect  the  Swedifh  flag  with  the  fame  deference 
his  Majefty  has  ordered  to  be  paid  to  theirs. 

But  as  feveral  accounts  and  opinions  concerning  this  object 
have  been  already  publifhcd  in  the  newfpapers,  which  may  lead 
to  errors,  and  which  are  very  often  given  greater  faith  to,  than  thofe 

which 
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re  publifhed  by  fupreme  authority ;  efpfecially  as  it  is  a 
piking  inftance,  and  not  only  excites  my  aftonifhment,  but  alfo 
my  forrow,  that  fome  of  the  faid  newspapers,  and  ef^ecially  the 
otherwife  much  efteemed  Haarlem  Gazette  of  the  25th  mftant, 
Jiave  expatiated  in  a  manner  as  hazardous  as  thctfe  aflertions 
are  void  of  foundation.  In  order  to  remove  all  doubts  and  un- 
certainty, concerning  this  important  object,  I  have  thought  proper 
to  give  you  the  following  inftru&ion,  fent  me  by  order  of  his 
Majefty. 

Your  honour  is  to  give  notice  in  the  moft  public  manner  to  all 
jrhom  it  may  concern,  that  his  Majefty,  our  moft  gracious  King 
and  Lord,  has  immutably  refolved  to  obferve,  during  the  courfc 
of  the  prefent  war,  the  ftri&eft  neutrality  towards  the  combined 
powers,  as  well  as  with  refpeft  to  France,  that  whatever  circum- 
ftances  may  occur,  and  whatfoever  remonftrances  may  be  made 
againft  it,  they  ihall  however  not  induce,  and  ftill  lefs  oblige  or 
compel  his  Majefty,  the  King,  to  make  any  the  leaft  alteration 
in  this  his  unftiaken  refolution ;  that  his  Majefty  is  fenfible  that 
it  is  grounded  upon  the  law  of  nations,  the  independency  of  his 
crown,  and  on  the  right  each  Sovereign  has  to  live  in  peace,  and 
to  caufe  his  fubje&s  to  enjoy  the  advantages  refulting  from  thence j 
and  with  regard  to  the  belligerent  powers,  to  obferve  for  his  do- 
minions a  ftrilt  neutrality ;  and  that  fincc  his  Majefty,  confidering 
the  due  regard  which  powers  invariably  entertain  for  their  reci- 
procal independency,  has  reafon  to  expeft  that  this  his  unalterable 
refolution  (hall  be  uniyerfally  refpe&ed. 

His  Majefty  likewife  expe&s  that  the  Swedifli  flag,  during  the 
prefent  war,  (hall  be  duly  refpe&ed,  and  not  fuffer  the  leaft  in- 
tuit, but  on  the  contrary,  it  fball  receive  all  poflible  affiftance, 
and  unmolefted  in  its  trade,  which  a  neutral  flag  has  a  right  to. 

Your  honour  is  at  liberty  to  make  of  this  my  letter,  fuch  ufc 
as  you  (hall  think  beft  to  anfwer  the  purpofe.

"INHERE AS  the  underfigned  Charge  d 'Affaires  of  her  Im- 
7  *  perial  Majefty  of  all  the  Ruflias,  refers  to  the  amicable  and 
confidential  overtures  which  his  Excellency  Count  Stackeiberg, 
Ac  Ruffian  Ambaffador,  was  charged  to  make  to  the  Minifters 
of  his  Swedifh  Majefty  in  the  beginning  of  this  year,  and  in 
concert  with  the  Envoys  of  other  Courts  intercfted  in  the  prefent 
war,  he  has  the  honour  to  declare  to  the  faid  minifters,  that  her 
Imperial  Majefty,  in  conference  of  an  arrangement  made  with 

his 
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his  Britannic  Majefty,  has  rcfolvcd  to  fend  out  a  fleet  of  twenty- 
five  {hips  of  the  line,  and  fome  frigates,  which  is  deftined  to 
cruife  in  the  north  and  caft  feas,  to  check  and  cut  off  the  navi- 
gation of  the  French  rebels,  and  to  protect  the  coafts  of  thofc 
leas  from  their  privutecrs  and  robbers.  The  inftru&ions  with 
which  the  commander  of  this  fleet  is  provided,  prefcribe  to  him 
to  feize  and  capture  all  fhjps  bearing  the  pretended  French  flag, 
or  any  other  flags  which  they  may  dare  to  hoift;  and  to  ftopalfo, 
and  compel  all  ncutr.il  (hips  bound  to  or  freighted  for  France, 
according  as  they  (hail  deem  it  moft  expedient,  cither  to  fail 
back,  or  to  enter  fomc  neutral  harbour.  After  all  the  proofs 
which  her  Imperial  Majefty  lias  given  of  her  magnanimous  and 
moft  difinterefted  care  to  fecure  the  rights  of  neutral  ftates  in 
time  of  war,  by  a  code  of  maritime  laws,  which  moft  powers 
have,  by  folcinn  treaties,  foaled  with  their  approbation,  (he 
cannot  poffiuly  be  fufyetfed  of  wifliing  to  infringe  upon  this  be- 
nificent  and  ialutary  fyliem,  as  it  is  no  ways  applicable  to  the 
prefent  circuinftances. 

In  order  to  prove  and  ( fhblifli  this  aflcrtion,  it  will  fuffice  to 
mention,  that  the  ufi:rper«j  of  the  government  in  France,  after 
having  fubverted  all  order,  after  having  embrucd  their  murderous 
hands  in  the  blood  of  their  King,  have  declared  thcmfelvcs,  by  a 
folemn  decree,  the  friends  and  protc&ors  of  all  thofc  who  fhoukl 
commit  the  fame  horrors  and  excefles  again  ft  their  own  govern- 
ment in  other  ftates  •,  and  they  have  not  only  promifed  their  fuc- 
cours  and  every  afliftuncc,  but  even  attacked,'  by  fore  .2  of  arms, 
moft  of  the  adjacent  powers. 

By  fo  doing,  they  put  themfelves  into  an  immediate  ftatc  of 
war  with  all  the  powers  of  Europe ;  and  from  that  period  neu- 
trality could  only  take  place  where  prudence  required,  to  conceal 
the  refolution  prefer ibed  by  the  general  intereft.  But  this  mo- 
tive exifts  no  longer,  iincc  the  moft  formidable  powers  haw 
joined  in  league  to  make  thcir's  one  common  caufe  againft  the 
enemy  of  the  iafety  and  profpenty  of  nations.  If  there  be  any 
whole  fituation  docs  not  allow  fuch  ftrong  and  decifive  e Sorts 
as  the  other  powers  have  rccourfe  to,  it  is  but  juftice  that  they 
fliould  join  the  common  caufe  by  other  means,  which  are  wholly 
in  their  power,  and  cfpccially  by  breaking  off  all  commerce  and 
intercourfe  with  the  perturbators  of  public  tranquillity.  Her 
Imperial  Majefty  thinks  hcrfclf  the  more  entitled  to  propofe  thefe 
meafures,  as  fhe  fir  ft  fct  the  example  of  them,  and  introduced 
them  in  her  dominions,  notwithftanding  the  temporary  prejudice 
which  refulted  therefrom  to  the  exportation  and  fale  of  the  prq- 
duftions  of  her  empire.  She  has  but  too  well  forefeen  the  incon- 
vcnicncics  to  which  the  public  weal  would  be  expofed,  if  the 
common  enemy  had  been  permitted,  by  means  of  a  free  fupply 
of  provifions  and  naval  ftores,  to  foftcr  and  prolong  anarchy. 

She 
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She  has  but  too  well  forefeen  thofc  inconveniericies,  to  hefitate 
about  facrificing  fome  momentary  advantages — the  lcaft  which  fy 
great  a  caufe  exacts.  Equally  confident  of  the  juftice  of  thefe 
reaibns,  and  of  the  friendfhip  of  his  Swedifh  Majefty,  the 
Eftipfefs  does  not  delay  to  renew  her  urgent  reprefentation  to 
the  King  her  ally,  to  induce  him  to  perfevcre  in  his  friendly  as 
well  as  falutary  intentions,  having  given  orders  to  his  admiralty 
to  refufe  convoys  to  all  Swedifh  fhips  which,  in  the  prefent  junc- 
ttire  are  bound  for  France  ;  and  to  prefcribe  to  all  others  bound 
to  other  harbours,  to  fubmit  to  their  being  fearched  by  the  fhips  of 
war  of  her  Imperial  Majefty,  which  is  at  prcient  a  point  abfolutely 
necefTary,  and  compatible  with  the  indulgence  and  refpeft  that 
Ought  to  fake  place  between  allies  and  neighbouring  powers.

AS  Commerce  has  always  bixri  found  indifpenfibly  neceflary 
to  the  existence  of  Sweden,  i:  has  ever  been,  and  is  {till, 
an  object  of  great  importance  to  the  Duke  Regent  to  devote  hi* 
whole  and  uninterupted  attention  to  the  direction  of  that  branch, 
of  government,  and  it  was  for  this  rcafon  that  that  Prince  thought 
himfelf  obliged  to  wairrh  over  the  obfervation  of  the  flri&eft 
neutrality ;  not  that  he  ever  harboured  any  coniidcration  in  fa- 
vour of  the  French  •,  but  the  Duke  always  had,  and  ever  will 
have  the  welfare  of  the  faithful  fjbjtcts  of  his  nephew,  the  King", 
dear  at  heart. 

His  Royal  Highnefs,  by  means  of  the  underfigncd  Ambaflador 
of  the  King  at  the  Court  of  her  Imperial  Majefty,  as  well  as  by. 
the  &wediih  Ambaflador  at  the  Court  of  London,  has  already 
expreflfed  his  hopes,  that  means  will  be  found  by  which  mea lures 
will  be  taken,  in  fuch  a  manner  that  the  powers  combined  againft 
France  might  obtain  their  views,  without  infringing  any  exifting 
treaty,  or  any  attempt  being  made  againit  the  rights  of  any 
peaceful  fubject. 

This  conduct,  which  his  Royal  Highnefs  always  fo  punctually 

Surfued,  muft  have  placed  in  a  clear  and  open  point  of  view  the 
onourable  principles  by  which  he  has  always  been  guided,  namely, 
principles  of  juftice  and  of  humanity  towards  a  nation  whofe 
happinefs  and  profperity  he  had  been  entrufted  with,  and  which 
he  could  not  but  expect  would  meet  with  the  approbation  of  fo 

Srenerous  and  wife  a  Princcfs  as  her  Majefty  the  Emprefs,  who  is 
b  near  a  relation  to  his  Royal  Highnefs,  and  to  the  young  King, 
his  ward.

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Befides,  this  magnanimous  Sovereign  has  it  in  her  power  to 
purl'ue  her  great  views,  in  i (Tiling  out  orders  to  the  Commanders 
of  her  men  of  war,  and  to  the  Captains  of  other  armed  vtflels, 
like  thofe  iflued  out  by  His  Britannic  Majefty  to  the  Captains 
and  Commanders  of  Britifh  armed  vefiels,  which  had  been  com- 
municated  in  a  note  from  the  Charge  d'Affaires  of  His  Majefty, 
the  King  of  Great  Britain,  delivered  on  the  26th  of  July,  to  the 
Grand  Chancellor  Sparre. 

The  two  Courts  of  Peterfburgh  and  London  being  allied,  and 
combined  in  the  prefent  war,  for  the  fame  views,  and  undoubtedly 
with  the  fame  intertft ;  it  is  but  natural  to  expect  that  equal 
meafures  would  be  adopted  by  both  Courts. 

What  particularly  induces  his  Royal  Highnefs  to  propofe 
meafures  equally  aniwering  the  views  of  the  belligerent  Powers, 
and  acceptable  to  the  Government  of  Sweden,  is  the  near  relation- 
which  exifts  between  Sweden  and  Ruflia;  a  relation  which  is 
founded  on  the  indiffoluble  ties  of  confanguinity,  as  well  as  upon 
powerful  treaties  of  alliance,  which  are  of  a  nature  not  to  fuller 
any  alteration  at  any  time  whatever. 

His  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  Regent  therefore  firmly  relies, 
and  with  the  utmoft  confidence  upon  the  unalterable  friendship 
of  the  Emprefs,  his  Ally;  that  his  Royal  Highnefs  could  never 
imagine  that  that  Princefs  mould  ever  require  of  him  any  thing 
diametrically  oppofite,  nor  in  the  lead  prejudicial  to  the  rights 
and  interefts  of  Sweden.

The  following  Notey  has  been  delivered  by  the  Britijh  Chargi  J  Affairet 
to  the  Swidijb  Minijlry^  relative  to  the  Trade  and  Navigation 
during  the  prefent  War. 

THE  underllgned  Charge  a9  Affaires  of  His  Britannic  Majefty, 
is  charged  to  communicate  to  the  Government  of  His 
Swedifti  Majefty,  a  Copy  of  the  orders  given  by  His  Britannic 
Majefty,  in  his  Privy  Council,  relative  to  certain  points  of  the 
trade  ot  nations  during  the  prefent  war* 

The  Swedi{h  miniftry  will  not  fail  to  obferve,  that  the  rule 
prescribed  by  this  regulation  is  more  favourable  to  Sweien,  than 
the  treaty  which  fubfifts  between  both  courts ;  as  in  this  treaty, 
all  the  provifions  which  the  enemy  is  fu mimed  with,  are  ex* 
preffly  declared  to  be  contraband,  and,  as  fuch,  are  fubjed  to 
confiscation.  The  exception  made  in  the  fame  ordonance  to 
the  advantage  of  Sweden,  refpe&ing  the  blocked-up  harbours,  if 
founded  upon  that  fame  treaty,  with  the  principles  of  which  the 
fixed  regulations  are  perfectly  confonant.  It  can  furely  never 
have  been  intended  by  this  treaty,  to  grant  full  liberty  to  the 

fllips 
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(hips  of  the  neutral  Powers,  of  renewing  their  attempts  to  enter 
the  blocked -up  harbours  with  all  fafety,  till  they  fhould  fucceed 
in  their  entrance;. it  has  only  been  intended  not  to  condemn 
them  for  a  firft  attempt. 

His  Majefty  has  no  doubt  but  the  Swedifh  court  will  be  fen* 
fible  of  the  attention  which  his  Britannic  Majefty  paid  on  this 
occafion  to  the  intereft  of  Sweden — an  attention  of  which  thie 
prefent  communication  furnifhes  a  genuine  proof.  His  Majefty 
therefore  expe&s,  that  the  Swedifh  Government  will  take  care 
to  anfwer  this  fcrupulous  condudl,  by  the  flridteft  obfervance  of 
the  exifting  treaty,  and  by  forbidding,  agreable  to  the  ftipulatioa 
of  article  1 3th,  to  carry  any  fhips,  veffels,  effe&s  or  goods  be- 
longing to  Britifh  fubjefis,  which  may  have  been  captured  by 
the  enemy,  into  its  harbours  or  dominions;  and  that,  in  cafe  the 
enemy  fhould  bring  up,  in  the  faid  harbours  or  dominions,  any 
lhips,  veffels,  effefts  or  goods  belonging  to  Britifh  fubjefts,  the 
Swedifh  Government  will  not  permit  their  being  fold  in  thofc 
harbours,  nor  in  any  other  place  belonging  to  Sweden ;  but  that 
it  will  take  care  that  the  commander  of  the  (hip,  as  well  as  the 
-feamen  and  pafTengers,  and  all  Britifh  prifoners  who  may  be 
carried  thither,  be  fet  at  liberty  ;  and  that  the  enemy's  fhips,  be 
not  permitted  to  remain  in  thofe  harbours,  but  orders  given  to 
them  for  their  immediate  departure.

.Thofe  from  Genoa  aflure  me,  that  the  captain  of  a  Spanish

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fixty  fhips  of  war  of  different  fizes,  among  which  were  ten  Bri- 
tifh  fhips  of  the  line  i  they  had  failed  from  Carthagena  on  the 

5th. 

Knowing  the  defire  which  you  always  teftified  for  fo  happy 
an  event,  1  take  the  earlieft  opportunity  of  communicating  it  to 
you.  I  hope  that  circumftances  will  foon  facilitate  to  the  difi. 
ferent  courts  of  Italy,  the  means  of  ihaking  off  the  yoke  of  the 
idemocratical  tyranny  of  the  French.  It  has  too  long  prevailed 
in  thefe  parts,  by  infulting  fovereigns,  irritating  their  fubje&s, 
and  defpifing  the  laws.  I  hope  to  fee  the  pride  of  that  perfidious 
nation  foon  humbled,  and  that  all  governments  will  at  length

I  HAVE  received  the  letter  which  your  Excellency  did  me  the 
honour  to  write  yefterday  by  particular  requeft  of  his  Royal 
Highnefs  the  Grand  Duke,  in  anfwer  to  mine,  in  which  I  com* 
iminicated  the  difpatches,  I  received  from  Madrid  and  Genoa, 
refpeding  the  Britifh  and  Spanilh  fleets  which  arrived  in  the 
Mediterranean. 

The  fentiments  which  his  Royal  Highnefs  raanifefts  towards 
the  King,  my  matter,  and  the  Britifh  nation,  are  already  known; 
and  I  had  the  honour,  on  former  occafions,  to  aflure  nis  Royal 
Highnefs  of  the  acknowledgement  and  fatisfadion  of  his  Ma- 
jclty. 

Since  your  Excellency  has  informed  me  of  the  intention  of 
his  Royal  Highnefs,  of  dill  obferving  a  Arid  and  unalterable 
neutrality  towards  the  Belligerent  Powers,  you  will  permit  me  to 
obferve,  that  this  continuance  of  the  neutrality  will  depend  upon 
the  manner  in  which  the  Allied  Powers  (hall  confider  it,  and  on 
the  opinion  which  they  will  entertain  in  point  of  the  juftice 
which  his  Royal  Highnefs  may  have  for  fuch  a  condu&,  or  on 
the  inconvenience  which  mult  arife  to  the  faid  powers,  from 
allowing  the  immenfe  refources  which  are  drawn  from  this  date, 
for  the  purpofeof  fupporting  the  common  enemy,  while  fo  many 
fubje&s  and  treafures  are  facrificed  to  fubdue  them. 

I  will  wait  the  orders  of  my  fovereign  before  I  (hall  expatiate 
any  further  on  this  fuhjedh  As  to  the  queftion  which  may  be 
afked,  how  his  Royal  Highnefs  can  reconcile  with  his  own  dig- 
nity, and  the  intereft  of  Tufcany,  the  fupplies  which  have  been 
granted,  the  protection,  the  good  harmony,  nay,  even  the  par- 
tiality which  has  been  (hewn  to  a  nation  whicn  rendered  itfelf 
guilty  of  regicide,  in  the  facred  perfon  of  his  uncle,  Louis  XVI. 
the  King  ot  France— a  nation  which  is  the  avowed  enemy  of 
his  brother  the  Emperor,  of  his  uncle  the  King  of  Spain,  and  of 
ahnoft  every  crowned  head  of  Europe  ? — this  queftion  I  have 
neither  orders,  nor  is  it  my  duty  to  refolve. 

But  1  will  not  fail  to  communicate  to  your  Excellency v  as 
foon  as  1  (hall  have  received  proper  inftruftions,  the  feniation 
which  your  anfwer  will  excite  in  the  Britifh  cabinet.

Copy  of  a  Circular  Litter  fcnt  by  Lord  Hervn*  the  Britijb  Minijltr$ 
to  the  Foreign  Minijiers  refident  at  Florence. 

AS  I  am  convinced  that  neither  his  Royal  Highnefs  the 
Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany,  nor  the  perfons  who  till  the  firft 
charges  of  this  government,  nor  the  people  of  Tufcaoy,  can  in- 
wardly juftify  the  meafures  which  have  been  taken  with  regard 
to  the  French  nation,  and  which  folely  and  entirely  originate 
from  the  inftigations  and  councils  of  a  fingle  perfon,  whofe  at* 
jcendancy  and  power  over  the  mind  of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  could 
not,  from  his  tendered  infancy  to  the  prefent  moment,  be  eradi- 
cated :  and  as  I  deem  it  a  duty  incumbent  upon  the  charge  I  oc- 
cupy, to  keep  up  not  only  a  vigilant  attention  upon  all  the  parts 
of  fuch  a  condudt,  but  alio  to  make  known  the  juft  and  unavoid- 
able difpleafure  which  the  Court  of  St.  James's  muft  have  felt 
refpe&ing  it;  and  as  1  was  eager,  befides,  to  learn  what  effe& 
the  arrival  of  a  Britiih  and  Spaniih  fleet  in  the  Mediterranean 
might  operate  upon  this  Court,  I  gave  fome  intimations  in  the 
letter  which  I  wrote  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to  announce  this 
event  to  the  Grand  Duke,  refpe&ing  the  change  which  I  wifhed 
to  fee  in  the  condudt  of  feveral  Italian  courts. 

But  this  letter  was  produ£tive  of  an  anfwer  which  I  did  not 
expeft,  and  in  which  I  found  explanations  refpeding  the  pad 
condud  of  this  government,  which  cannot  deceive  me;  and 
refolutions  for  the  future,  which  in  general  appeaj-  to  me  as  little 
compatible  with  the  connections  of  this  Prince,  as  with  the 
defigns  and  intereft  of  Europe.  For  thefe  reafons,  1  have  found 
it  neceflary  to  communicate  to  you  my  correfpondence  on  this 
fubjed,  Which  I  have  here  enclofed,  that  you  may  tranfmit  notice 
to  your  Court  of  the  evident  proofs  of  the  conduit  of  this  Court, 
which  is  fo  entirely  different  from  thofe  which  animate  at  pre- 
fent the  principal  powers  of  Europe;  and  I  doubt  not  but  it  is 
deemed  neceflary  to  guide  this  conduct  in  a  manner  more  fui table 
with  the  prefent  circumftahces,  and  the  juft  views  of  the  Allied 
Powers.  •

be  has  adopted,  it  is  beyond  a  doubt  that  his  conduct  is  full  of 

deference 
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Reference  for  the  felf-ftyled  Republic,  and  for  its  reprefentatives, 
of  which  your  Excellency  muft  have  naturally  received  ihe  moft 
certain  intelligence,  fince  he  fpeaks  of  it  in  fo  positive  a  manner 
m  his  anfwer  to  M.  Terrieori.  Nothing,  therefore,  remains  for 
me,  but  to  recal  to  your  remembrance,  in  fupport  of  what  you 
fay,  the  powerful  and  decided  protedion  of  this  government, 
which  prevented  me  from  inferting  in  the  Tufcan  papers  tke 
roanifefto  of  my  Sovereign  again  ft  the>  monfters  who  at  prefent, 
lor  the  misfortune  of  the  world,  govern  France^  I  know  cer- 
tainly, befides,  that  the  French  Condi  tut  ion  has  been  publicly 
fold  at  Florence.  I  hope  for,  and  defire,  as  well  as  your  Excel* 
lency,  the  fpeedy  arrival  of  the  combined  fleets,  in  order  that 
Italy  may  fhake  of?-  the  yoke  of  democratical  tyranny*  I  have 
the  honour  to  be,  &c.  &c.

Note  from  Lord  Hervey  to  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcomy. 

WHEREAS  the  fleet  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  has  efta. 
blifhed  its  principal  magazines  on  the  coaft  of  Tufcany, 
and  is  refolved  to  pafs  the  winter  partly  in  the  port  of  Leghorn 
and  partly  In  the  gulph  of  Spezia ;  the  underfigned  deems  k 
neceflary  that  the  French  Minifter  relident  at  Florence  be  fent 
out  of  the  Tufcan  territory,  and  that  the  coat  of  arms  of  the 
French  nation  be  taken  down  from  the  front  of  his  palace ; 
farther^  that  all  the  French  jacobins  be  removed  from  the  jurif- 
diiftion  of  the  Grand  Duchy,  and  that  the  inhabitants,  who  arc 
known  to  be  their  abettors,  be  properly  punifhed ;  in  fhort,  thai 
all  the  commerce  from  Tufcany  to  the  French  ports  be  entirely 
prohibited.— In  cafe  of  non-compliance  with  tbefe  demands, 
the  fleet  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  has  the  ftri&eft  orders  to 
take  the  moft  rigorous  meafures  to  enforce  them. 

But  Should  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Grand  Duke  fulfil  all 
thefe  (tipulations  of  his  own  accord,  the  faid  fleet  of  the  King 
my  mafier,  will  take  under  its  prate&ion  all  the  merchant  (hip? 
of  Tufcany,  and  will  take  care  to  preferve  the  ports  of  the 
Qrand  Dutchy  from  being  any  wife  violated.

ALL  Europe  is  witnefs  of  the  reiterated  complaints  made 
by  the  underfigned,  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minifter 
Plenipotentiary  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  at  the  Court  of  Tuf- 
cany,  on  the  fubjefl  of  the  partiality  which  the  latter  govern- 
ment-obferves  in  favour  of  the  French*     The  under-figned  has 
done  every  thing  in  his  power  to  open  the  eyes  of  his  Royal 
Bighnefs  the  Grand  Duke  upon  his  true  interefts,   and   the 
danger  to  which  he  expofes  himfelf  by  having  communication 
with  a  nation  of  regicides ;  which  puts  every  art  in  pra&ice  to 
annihilate  all  kind  of  government;    which  defpifes  all  laws; 
which  delrroys  all  religion ;  which  has  at  length  dipped  its  guilty- 
bands  in  the  blood  of  its  King — in  the  blood  of  the  Clergy,  of 
the  nobility,  and  of  other  fubje&s  who  remained  faithful  to 
their  King;  and  which,  feeking  to  extend  its  calamities  to  all 
other  people,  is  warring  again  it  almoft  all  the  Sovereigns  of 
Europe,    Notwithstanding  the  generous,  amicable,  and   plain 
intentions  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,   which  the  under-figncd 
communicated  to  the  government  of  Tufcany  by  his  memorial 
of  Auguft  the  14th  la  ft,  he  has  feen  the  evil  counfels  and  dan- 
gerous maxims  of  certain  perfons  prevail ;  and  as  the  conduA 
which  he  complains  of  has  been  perfevered  in,  it  becomes  ne- 
ceflary  to  take  vigorous  meafures. 

The  underfigned  is  obliged  to  declare,  in  order  that  his  Royal 
Highnefs  the  Grand  Duke  may  be  informed  of  it,  that  Admiral 
Lord  Hood  has  ordered  an  Englifh  fquadron,  in  conjun&ion 
with  a  detachment  from  the  Spanifh  fleet,  to  fet  fail  for  Leg* 
horn,  there  to  act  according  to  the  part  which  his  Royal  High- 
nefs may  take. 

*  'The  unjuft  and  notorious  partiality  of  Tufcany  in  favour  of 
the  French,  and  the  vaft  feifure  of  the  corn  and  effects  belong* 
ing  to  merchants  of  Toulon  at  Leghorn,  at  a  time  when  the 
armies  of  their  Britannic  and  Spanifh  Majefties  had  occafion 
for  the  fame  articles,  evidently  prove  the  injury  which  enfues 
from  fuch  a  neutrality  for  the  operations  of  the  Allies.  In 
confequence,  Admiral  Lord  Hood  declares,  in  the  name  of  the 
King  his  mafter,  that  if,  within  the  fpace  of  twelve  hours  after 
.the  reprefentations  of  the  underfigned,  his  Royal  Highnefs  the 
Grand  Duke  does  not  refolve  to  fend  away  M.  de  la  F lotte  an£ 
his  adherents  from  Tufcany,  the  fquadron  will  a&  offenfively 
a^ainft  the  port  and  city  of  Leghorn. 

The  unhappy  confequences  of  this  proceeding  can  alone^  be 
imputed  to  thofe  who  have  had  the  audacity  to  give  perfidious 
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advice,  and  to  make  falfe  reprefentaticns  upon  the  prefent  Bate 
of  affairs — they  alone  will  have  to  anfwer  for  all  that  may  hap* 
pen  henceforward. 

The  underfigned,  who  earneftly  de fires  to  avert  fuch  a  cala- 
mity from  Tufcany,  and  to  fpare  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Grand 
Duke  all  kind  of  inconvenience*  again  invites  him  to  give  with* 
out  delay  a  clear  explication  of  his  intentions,  relative  to  the 
demand  made  hy  Admiral  Lord  Hood,  to  order  the  departure  of 
M.  de  la  Flotte  and  his  adherents,  and  to  break  off  all  comma* 
nication  with  the  National  Convention,  or  the  foi-difant  go* 
vernment  of  France.  In  making  a  common  caufe  witn  the 
Allies,  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Grand  Duke  may  rely  upon  the 
friemlfhip  and  protection  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  and  his 
Allies.  The  fole  way  to  prevent  ofFenfive  operations  againft 
the  city  and  port  of  Leghorn,  is  to  acquiefce  in  the  demands 
now  made,  hy  giving  the  underfigned  the  Royal  Promife  to 
conform  to  them  punctually. 

It  will  depend  then  upon  his  Royal  Highnefs  to  receive  the 
faid  fquadron  as  a  friend,  or  to  expofe  Tufcany  to  all  the  dif- 
afters  which  will  happen,  if  it  be  compelled  to  act  offensively* 
As  its  expedition  at  Genoa  is  concluded,  it  is  on  the  point  of 
arriving  at  Leghorn.  For  this  reafon  the  underfigned  will 
batten  to  prevent  any  ofFenfive  meafure,  by  acquainting  the 
commanding  admiral  with  the  rcfolutions  of  his  Royal  Hignnefi. 

The  underfigned  has  thought  it  neceflary  to  make  this  com- 
munication for  the  information  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Grand 
Duke  of  Tufcany.  At  the  fame  time  he  fincerely  hopes,  that 
this  affair  will  terminate  amicably,  and  to  the  reciprocal  Satisfac- 
tion of  the  two  courts.

HIS  Royal  Highnefs  has  ordered  me  to  reply  to  the  memorial 
which  you  have  prefented  this  day,  and  to  the  explanatory 
note  of  the  intentions  df  the  King  your  Sovereign,  that  his 
Royal  Highnefs  has  refolvcd  to  make  the  neceflary  difpofitiosi 
that  M.  de  la  Flotte  and  his  adherents  may  quit  Tufcany  as  foon  as 
poflible.  His  Royal  Highnefs  flatters  himfelf  that  his  Majeftr 
the  King  of  Great-Britain  will  confider  this  proceeding  as  a  freft 
teftimony  of  the  particular  eftecm  and  deference  which  his  Royal 
Highnefs  takes  a  pleafure  in  fhewing  him  on  every  occafion.— 
Such  arc  the  orders  that  my  fovcreign  has  given  me.

[As  none  of  the  Official  Papers  that  pajfed  between  Mr.  Drake, 
and  the  Republic  of  Genoa,  have  been  publi/bed,  it  becomes  ne- 
cejfary,  in  order  to  give  a  proper  idea  of  that  correfpondenc*9 
ito  deviate  from  the  plan  of  this  book,  and  to  connecl  the  extrafls 
that  have  appeared,  by  ajbort  defcnption  of  the  tranfaStions  to 
which  they  related.]

IN  the  beginning  of  September  1 793,  a  French  veflel  entered  the 
port  of  Genoa  under  the  national  flag.  Telli,  the  French  agent 
there,  fufpefting  that  (he  came  from  Toulon  with  a  fecret  com- 
miffion,  becaufe  otherwife  fhe  could  hardly  have  efcaped  the 
Englifh  and  Spanifh  cruizers,  ordered  the  Captain  on  board  the 
Modefte,  and  being  diflatisfied  with  his  anfwers,  put  him  in 
irons.  The  papers  on  board  the  veflel  were  fearchcd,  and  nothing 
found  but  letters  to  corn  merchants  in  Genoa. 

In  confequencc  of  this  tranfaftion,  on  the  5th  or  6th  of  Octo- 
ber, an  Englifh  and  Spanifh  fquadron,  confifting  of  eight  {hips  of 
the  line  and  fix  frigates,  under  the  command  of  Admiral  Gell, 
entered  the  port  of  Genoa.  The  Scipio,  of  feventy-four  guns, 
ranged  along  afide  of  the  Modefte,  a  French  frigate,  at  anchor 
in  the  port,  and  fummoned  her  to  ftrike.  The  French  anfwered 
by  the  hymn  of  the  Marfellois  and  a  broadfide ;  the  Scipio  re- 
turned two  broadfides,  and  boarded  the  frigate :  part  of  the  crew 
of  the  Modefte  were  cut  to  pieces  in  attempting  to  defend  her— 
the  reft  efcaped  by  fwimming.  Two  French  cruizers  fhared  the 
fate  of  the  Modefte,  as  did  alfo  the  Imperieufe  frigate,  in  the 
port  of  Spezia,  under  the  guns  of  the  place.  The  French,  ap- 
prized of  what  had  pafTed  at  Genoa,  had  abandoned  the  vefiel, 
and  difembarked  a  part  of  the  effects,  which  were  put  into  the 
public  •  ftores.  The  {Lips  of  the  allies,  informed  of  this  faft, 
landed  a  number  men,  puriued  the  French,  broke  open  the  ma- 
gazines of  the  Republic,  apd,  in  fpite  of  the  representations  of 
the  officers,  carried  off  the  French  property.  The  Genoefe  re* 
pignftrated  again  ft  this  conduit  to  the  Brittfh  minifter,  Mr. 
Drake,  and  pleaded  their  neutrality ;  and  were  anfwered,  «  That 
neutrality  among  nations  cannot  take  place,  but  with  refpect  to 
fuch  wars  as  are  carried  on  between  lawful  powers ;  that  to  talk 
of  neutrality  in  the  cafe  of  a  conteft  between  Religion  and  Athe- 
ifm,  Laws  and  Anarchy,  Loyalty  and  Perjury,  Virtue  and  Vice, 
Humanity  and  Murder,  is  to  vilify  its  very  name ;  and  that,  of 
CQwfc*  Aft.  the  prefeut  war  again  ft  the  ufurpers  of  the  fuprenpc 
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power  of  France,  no  government  can  declare  itfelf  neuter  with- 
out becoming  their  accomplice,  and  degrading  itfelf  in  the  eyes 
of  Europe  *  :  He  invited  them  to  declare  themfelves  within  24 
hours  for  the  coalefced  courts ;  to  difmifs  within  fix  hours  the 
French  miniftcr,  and  all  the  French  refident  in  Genoa ;  and 
that  if  they  did  not  haften  to  yield  to  this  invitation,  they  would 
be  confidered  as  enemies,  and  treated  as  fuch j  that  their  port 
would  be  bloakaded,  &c.  &c. ;  and  he  concluded,  that  if  they 
fuffered  the  prescribed  time  to  elapfe,  they  would  no  more  be 
permitted  to  profit  from  the  beneficent  difpofitions  of  the  allies, 
who  were  defirous  only  for  the  welfare  of  the  Republic. 

The  Government  replied,  That  they  mull  yield  to  force ;  but 
for  the  intereft:  even  of  the  Allies  themfelves,  they  muft  take 
precautions  to  defend  the  Republic  again  ft  the  invafion  of  the 
French.  Mr.  Drake  anfwered  for  the  prote&ion  of  their  terri* 
tory,  as  he  had  at  his  difpofal  a  body  of  Auftrian  troops,  as  well 
as  the  brave  Piedmontefe.  Notwithstanding  this  aflurance,  the 
Government  perfifted  in  faying,  that  they  would  give  no  defini- 
tive anfwer  until  they  had  addreffed  themfelves  diredUy  to  the 
allied  courts,  and  had  expofed  with  franknefs  their  reafons  for 
being  defirous  of  remaining  neutral— and  that  it  was  eafy  to 
prove,  that  this  was  not  only  jufl  but  reafonable. 

On  the  19th  of  O&ober  they  difpatched  couriers  to  Madrid, 
London,  and  Vienna :  Mr.  Drake  did  not  plainly  aflert  he  would 
jiot  wait  for  anfwers  from  thofe  Courts,  but  in  general  terms 
faid  that  three  weeks  were  fufficient  for  taking  roeafures  of  fafety, 
and  fending  all  the  French  out  of  the  territory  of  the  Republic 
On  the  9th  of  November,  he  renewed  his  lummons,  and  the 
government  having  fent  him  in  anfwer  that  they  muft  wait  for 
the  refult  of  their  representations  to  the  Allied  Courts,  he  re- 
turned it,  and  refolved  upon  quitting  Genoa  immediately; 
which  he  did  the  next  day ;  leaving  behind  him  a  note,  in  which 
he  ftatcd — "  that  though  itjiad  been  inferred  from  his  preceding 
notes,  that  he  meant  to  force  the  Republic  to  accede  to  the  coa- 
lition, that  fuch  was  not  the  intention  of  the  King  his  rnafteri 
but  that  in  fn<3  nothing  more  had  been  intended  than  requifite 
fiit isfad ion  for  the  infult  offered  by  French  mariners  to  an  En* 
glifli  veflel  in  the  harbour  of  Genoa ;  which  fatisfa&ion  could 
be  granted  by  no  other  means  than  by  fending  tway  thi  French 
Mir.'ifter. 

The  Genoefe  Government  anfwered  immediately  in  fubilance 
as  follows : 

That  it  learnt  with  the  greateft  pleafure,  that  his  Britannic 
Majefty  did  not  mean  to  force  a  free  and  independent  ftate  to 
renounce  a  neutrality,  which  its  intereft  required  that  it  fhould 

obferve: 

*  Thi*  Extract  Is  talcrn  from  the  Times  of  the  18th  December  •  fetcral  of  the  ether 
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obfcrve:  that  as  to  what  related  to  the  fatisfa&ion  demanded  of 
the  Republic,  there  could  be  no  pretext  for  it :  as  the  veflel  to 
which  the  infult  had  been  offered  carried  the  tri- coloured  flag, 
the  Republic  could  not  know  that  England  had  any  intereft  in 
it ;  that,  on  the  other  hand,  a  very  great  infult  had  been  offered 
by  the  Englifh,  caufing  armed  frigates  and  fire-fiiips  to  enter  the 
harbour  of  Genoa,  contrary  to  all  the  rights  of  an  independent 
ftate.     As  to  the  difmiffion  of  the  French  Minifter,  that  re- 

Suifition  could  not  be  complied  with,  as  it  would  be  pofitively 
eclaring  war  again  ft  the  French,  who  had  an  army  on  the  fron- 
tiers of  the  Republic. 

The  Court  of  Madrid  is  faid  to  have  returned  a  favourable 
anfwer  to  the  Reprefentatives  of  the  Republic. 


The  above  Proceedings  produced  the  following  Declaration  in  the  Name 
of  the  French  Republic,  which  has  however  been  ft nee  annulled. 

THE  underfigned  Commiffioners,  deputed  by  the  National 
Convention  of  France  to  the  army  of  Italy,  confidering 
that  the  facial  compaft  of  all  nations  has  been  violated  in  the 
moft  indecent  manner — that  the  atrocious  a&  committed  in  the 
port  of  Genoa  towards  the  members  of  the  French  Republic,  by 
men  calling  themfclves  fubje&s  of  the  Monarch  of  England,  has 
outraged  the  rights  of  Nations  and  endangered  even  humanity — 
confidering,  too,  that  thefe  afflicting  events  cannot  be  indifferent 
to  any  people,  particularly  to  the  people  of  Genoa,  under  whofe 
eyes  the  crime  of  treafon  againft  fociety  has  been  committed — 
that  the  punifliment  of  fuch  a  crime  ought  to  be  as  fpeedy  as  it 
fliould  be  terrible — that  juftice  and  humanity  demand  it — that 
the  French  Republic  has  the  power  and  the  inclination  to  exe- 
cute it — that  the  people  of  Genoa,  by  preferving  filence,  would 
£ui£Hon  the  conduft  of  their  agents—  declare,  that  in  fuch  cir- 
cumftances  Genoa  cannot,  without  fhame  and  di (honour,  hefitate 
an  inftant  in  deciding  between  the  friends  and  foes  of  fociety, 
outraged  in  the  perfons  of  French  Republicans,  and  that  neu- 
trality, in  fuch  an  extraordinary  fituation  of  affairs,  would  in* 
volve  all  people  in  anarchy. 

Confidering  further  that  the  people  of  Genoa  fee  daily  the 
religious  attention  with  which  their  territory  is  refpedted  by 
the  Republic,  at  the  very  moment  when  the  enemies  of  France 
find  in  Genoa  a  fecure  afylum,  and  thus  efcape  the  purfuit  of 
the  French,  who  are  armed  in  defence  of  liberty  and  equality— 
finally,  that  fuch  refpeft  muft  foon  ceafe  for  a  territory  which  is 
ufed  as  the  tomb  of  French  Republicans  : 

Declare,  in  the  moft  folemn  manner,  in  the  name  of  the  Re- 
public of  France,  to  the  people  of  Genoa,  that  the  tardinefs 
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and  indecifion  of  the  fen  ate,  in  negle&ing  to  inflicl  a  juft  and 
Jignal  pur.iflinv  nr  on  the  authors  of  the.  crime  committed  in 
tin  ir  port,  and  iMidf-  their  cannon,  again  ft  the  human  race, 
an  the  pcrfons  of  i  re  « umbers  of  the  French  Society,  is  regarded 
as  ?n  adi  of  hnftil.ty,  and  that  the  French  Republic  is  prepared 
to  adopt  lurh  a  cdnuucl  as  is  neceffary  to  obtain  reparation  for 
fo  gn;at  a  crime.

BY  THE  KING, 

A  PROCLAMATION. 
GEORGE  R. 

WHEREAS  by  an  aft,  pafled  in  the  twenty  fixth  year  of 
Our  reign,  entitled, c<  An  act  for  amending  and  redu- 
**  cing  into  one  a£t  of  Parliament  the  laws  relating  to  the  MJ- 
••  litiain  that  part  of  Great  Britain  called  England,'*  it  is  enabl- 
ed, That  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  Us,  in  the  caies  and  in  manner 
therein  mentioned,  the  occafion  being  firft  declared  in  Council, 
and  notified  hy  proclamation,  if  no  Parliament  mail  be  then  fit- 
ting, to  order  and  direct  the  drawing  out  and  embodying  of  Our 
militia  forces,  or  any  part  thereof.  And  whereas  We  have  re- 
ceived information,  that  in  breach  of  the  laws,  and  notwithstand- 
ing Our  Royal  proclamation  of  the  twenty-firft  day  of  May 
laft,  the  utmoft  induftry  is  ftill  employed  by  evil  difpofed  prr- 
fons  within  this  kingdom,  acling  in  concert  with  perfons  in  fo- 
reign parts,  with  a  view  to  fubvert  the  laws  and  eftablifhed  con- 
ftitution  of  this  realm,  and  to  deflroy  all  order  and  government 
therein;  and  that  a  fpirit  of  tumult  and  diforder,  thereby  excit* 
ed,  has  lately  fhewn  itfelf  in  acts  of  riot  and  infurreflion. 
And  whereas,  under  the  prefent  circumftances,  it  is  more  par- 
ticularly neceflary,  that  for  the  immediate  fuppreflion  of  fuch 
attempts,  fome  addition  {hould  be  made,  as  the  exigency  of  the 
cafe  may  require,  to  the  force  which  may  be  in  readinefs  to  a£fc 
for  the  fupportof  the  civil  magiftrate  ;  We  therefore,  being  de- 
termined to  exert  the  powers  everted  in  Us  by  law  for  the 
protection  of  the  perfons,  liberties,  and  propeities  of  Our  faithful 
fubje&s,  and  fully  relying  on  their  zeal  and  attachment  to  Our 
perfon  and  government,  and  to  the  happy  conftitution  eftablifh- 
ed in  thefe  kingdoms,  have  thought  fit  to  declare  in  Our  Coun- 
cil, Our  Royal  intention,  for  the  caufes  and  on  the  occafion 
aforefaid,  to  draw  out  and  embody  fuch  part  of  Our  militia  for- 
ces as  may  more  immediately  enable  Us  to  provide  for  the  laid 
important  objects.— And  We  do  hereby,  in  puifuanceofthefaid 
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recited  aft,  notify  ^o  all  Onr  loving  fubjefts  Our  faid  intention} 

and  the  caufes  and  occafions  thereof 

Given  at  Our  Court  at  Windfor,  the  firft  day  of  December, 
.  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-two,  and  in  the 
thirty-third  year  of  Our  reign.

fhall  iflueOur  proclamation  for  the  meeting  of  the  Parliament 
within  fourteen  days  ;  and  the  Parliment  fhall  accordingly  meet 
and  fit  upon  fuch  day  as  (hall  be  appointed  by  fuch  proclamation, 
and  continue  to  fit  and  aft  in  like  manner,  to  all  intents  and 
purpofes,  as  if  it  had  (rood  adjourned  or  prorogued  to  the  fame 
day  :  And  whereas  we  have  thought  fit,  in  purfuance  of  the 
faid  aft,  this  day  to  declare  in  Our  Council,  certain  caufes  and 
occafions  moving  Us  to  order  and  dirtft,   that  fuch  part  of  Our 
militia   forces,  as  may  more  immediately  enable  Us  to  provide 
for  the  important  objefts  therein  mentioned,  fliould  be   drawn 
out  and  embodied  :  And  whereas,  in  purfuance  of  the  faid  recited 
aft,  We  have  thought  fit  on  this  day  to  iflue  Our  Royal  procla- 
mation, notifying  the  caufes  and  occafions  fo  declared  in  Coun- 
cil as  aforefaid  :   And  whereas  Our  Parliament  now  (lands  pro- 
rogued to  Thurfday  the  third  day  of  January  next ;  We  there- 
fore, by  the  advice  of  our  Privy  council,  do  hereby  publifh  and 
declare  Our  Royal  will  and  pleafure,  that  Our  faid  Parliament 
lhall,  on  Thurfday  the  thirteenth  day  of  this  mftant  December, 
be  held  for  the  difpatch  of  divers  weighty  and  important  affairs* 
And  the  Lords  Spiritual   and  Temporal,  and  the  Knights,  Citi- 
zens, and  BurgefTes,  and  the  CommiiTioners  for  Shires  and  Burghs 
of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  are  hereby  required  to  give  attendance 
at  Weflminfter  on  the  faid  thirteenth  day  of  December.

My  Lords,  and  Gentlemen, 

HAVING  judged  it  neceffary  to  embody  a  part  of  the  militia 
of  this  kingdom,  I  have,  in  purfuance  of  the  provifions  of 
the  law,  called  you  together  within  the  time  limited  for  that 
purpofe,  and  it  is,  on  every  account,  a  great  fatisfadtion  to  me 
to  meet  you  in  Parliament  at  this  conjuncture. 

I  fliould  have  been  happy  if  I  could  have  announced  to  you 
the  fecure  and  undifturbed  continuance  of  all  the  bleffmgs 
which  my  fubjech  have  derived  from  a  ftate  of  tranquillity  ;  but 
events  have  recently  occurred  which  require  our  united  vigilance 
and  exertion,  in  order  to  preferve  the  advantages  which  we 
have  hitherto  enjoyed. 

The  feditious  practices  which  had  been  in  a  great  meafure 
checked  by  your  firm  and  explicit  declaration  in  the  laft  feffion, 
and  by  the  general  concurrence  of  my  people  in  the  fame  fenti- 
ments,  have  of  late  been  more  openly  renewed,  and  with  encreafed 
activity.  A  fpirit  of  tumult  and  diforder  (the  natural  con- 
fequence  of  fuch  practices)  has  (hewn  itfelf  in  afls  of  riot  and 
inturreftion,  which  required  the  interpolation  of  a  military  force 
in  fupport  of .  the  civil  magiftrate.  The  induflry  employed  to 
excite  difcontent  on  various  pretexts,  and  in  different  parts 
of  the  kingdom,  has  appeared  to  proceed  from  a  defign  to  at- 
tempt the  definition  of  our  happy  confritution,  and  the  fub- 
verfion  of  all  order  and  government  ;  and  this  defign  has  evi- 
dently been  purfued  in  connection  and  concert  with  perfons  in 
foreign  countries, 

I  have  carefully  obferved  a  ftrifr.  neutrality  in  the  prefent  war 
on  the  Continent,  and  have  uniformly  abftained  from  any  inter- 
ference with  refpeft  to  the  internal  affairs  of  France;  but  it  is 
impoflible  for  me  to  fee,  without  the  moil  ferious  uneafinefs,  the 
firong  and  increafing  indications  which  have  appeared  there  of 
an  intention  to  excite  difturbances  in  other  countries,  to  difre- 
gard  the  rights  of  neutral  nations,  and  to  purfue  views  of  cou- 
queft  and  aggrandifement,  as  well  as  to  adopt  towards  my  allies 
the  States  General,  (who  have  obferved  the  fame  neutrality  with 
jnyfeli)  meafures  which  are  neither  conformable  to  the  law  of 
nations,  nor  to  the  pofitive  ftipulations  of  exifting  treaties.     Un- 
der all  thefe  circumftances,  I  have  felt  it  my  indifpenfable  duty 
to  have  recourfe,  becaufe  to  thofe  means  of  prevention  and  inter* 
nal  defence  with  which  1  am  entrufted  by  law ;  and  I  have  alfo 
thought  it  right  to  take  fteps  for  making  fome  augmentation  of 
my  naval  andrnilitay  force, ,  being;  perfuaded  that  thefe  exertions 
are  neceflary  in  the  prefent  itate  oi  affairs,  and  are  beft  calculated

I  have  great  pleafure  in  acquainting  you,  that  the  brilliant 
fucceftes  of  the  Britifh  arms  in  India,  under  the  able  conduct  of 
the  Marquis  Comwallis,  )ia\e  led  to  the  termination  of  the 
war  by  an  advantageous  and  honourable  peace,  the  terms  of 
which  are  peculiar/  fat  factory  to  m<s,  from  their  tendency  to 
fecure  the  future  tranquillity  of  the  Britifh  dominions  in  that 
part  of  the  world.

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I  retain  a  deep  and  unalterable  fenfe  of  the  repeated  proofs 
which  I  have  received  of  your  cordial  and  affectionate  attachment 
to  me ;  and  I  place  an  entire  reliance  on  the  continuance  of  thofe 
fentiments,  as  well  as  on  your  firm  determination  to  defend  and 
maintain  that  conftitution  which  has  fo  long  protected  the  liber* 
ties  and  promoted  the  happinefs  of  every  claft  of  my  fubjetts. 

In  endeavouring  to  preferve  and  to  tranfmit  to  pofterity  the 
ineftimable  bleffings  which,  under  the  favour  of  Providence,  you 
have  yourfelves  experienced,  you  may  be  allured  of  my  zealous 
and  cordial  co-operation ;  and  our  joint  efforts  will,  I  doubt  not, 
be  rendered  completely  effectual,  by  the  decided  fupport  of  a  free 
and  loyal  people.

Moil  Gracious  Sovereign, 

WE,  your  Majefty's  mod  dutiful  and  loyal  fubjelh,  the 
Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  in  Parliament  afTeinbled, 
51  leave  to  return  your  Majefty  our  humble  and  dutiful  acknow- 
gements  for  your  Majefty's  moft  gracious  fpcech  from  the 
throne. 

Permit  us  to  aflure  your  Majefty,  that,  under  circumftances 
which  require  the  united  vigilance  and  exertion  of  all  the  branches 
of  the  Legiflature,  to  preferve  to  your  Majefty's  fubjedts  the  con- 
tinuance of  thofe  advantages  which  they  have  hitherto  enjoyed ; 
it  is  a  great  fatisfaction  to  us,  that  your  Majefty,  by  meeting  us 
in  Parliament  at  this  conjuncture,  has  afforded  us  an  opportunity 
of  manifefting  our  loyalty  to  your  Majefty,  and  our  zeal  for  the 
deareft  interefts  of  our  country.

We  acknowledge  with  the  deepeft  gratitude  your  Majefty's  pa* 
ternal  care  for  the  fecurity  and  happinefs  of  your  people,  which 
has  led  your  Majefty,  on  the  prefent  occafion,  to  have  recourfe 
to  thofc  means  of  prevention  and  internal  defence  with  which

jetty's  allies,  the  States  General,  inconfiftent  with  the  law  of 
nations,  and  the  pofitive  ftipulations  of  exifting  treaties. 

The  circumftances,  which  your  Majefty  has  been  pleafed  to

THAT  it  is  not  for  the  honour  or  intereft  of  Great  Britain 
to  make  war  upon  France  on  account  of  the  internal  cir- 
enmftances  of  that  country,  for  the  purpofe  either  of  fupprefiing 
or  punifhing  any  opinions  and  principles,  however  pernicious  in 
their  tendency,  which  may  prevail  there,  or  of  citabliihing  among 
the  French  people  anv  particular  form  of  government. 

That 
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*that  the  particular  complaints  which  hate  been  Hated  agamft 
the  conduct  of  the  French  government  are  not  of  a  nature  to 
juftify  war  in  the  firft  inftance,  without  having  attempted  to  ob- 
tain redrefs  by  negotiation* 

That  it  appears  to  this  Houfc,  that,  in  the  late  negociatioa 
between  his  Majefty's  Minifters  and  the  agents  of  the  French 
government,  the  faid  Minifters  did  not  take  fuch  meafiires  u 
were  likely  to  procure  redrefs,  without  a  rupture,  for  the  griev- 
ances of  which  they  complained ;  and  particularly  that  they  never 
ftated  diftin&ly  to  the  French  government  any  terms  and'Coiufc 
tions,  the  acceffion  to  which,  on  the  part  of  France,  would  fc 
duce  his  Majefty  to  pcrfevere  in  a  fyftem  of  neutrality. 

That  it  does  not  appear  that  the  fecurity  of  Europe,  and  the 
rights  of  independent  nations,  which  have  been  ftated  as  grounds 
of  war  againft  France,  have  been  attended  to  by  his  Majefty** 
Minifters  in  the  cafe  of  Poland,  in  the  invafion  of  which  un- 
happy country,  both  in  the  laft  year,  and  more  recently,  the  moft 
open  contempt  of  the  law  of  nations,  and  the  moft  unjuftifiabk 
fpirit  of  aggrandizement  has  been  manifefted,  without  having 
produced,  as  far  as  appears  to  this  Houie,  any  remonftrance  from 
his  Majeft/s  Minifters. 

That  it  is  the  duty  of  his  Majefty's  Minifters,  in  the  prefent 
crifis,  to  advife  his  Majefty  againft  entering  into  engagements 
which  may  prevent  Great  Britain  from  making  a  feparate  peace* 
whenever  the  intcrefts  of  his  Majefty  and  his  people  may  render 
fuch  a  meafure  advifeable,  or  which  may  countenance  an  opinion 
in  Europe,  that  his  Majefty  is  afting  in  concert  with  other  powers 
for  the  unjuftifiablc  purpofe  of  compelling  the  people  of  France 
to  fubmit  to  a  form  of  government  not  approved  by  that  nation. 


Mr*  Grey  moved  in  the  Hoi  if e  of  Commons  y  Feb.  21,  1793,  the  fol* 

lowing  Addrefsy  which  ivas  negatived  without  a-Divifion. 

THAT  an  humble  Addrefs  be  prefentcd  to  his  Majefty,  to 
aflure  his  Majefty,  that  his  faithful  Commons,  animated 
by  a  fincere  and  dutiful  attachment  to  his  perfon  and  family,  and 
to  the  excellent  Conftitution  of  this  kingdom,  as  well  as  by  an 
ardent  zeal  for  the  intereft  and  honour  of  the  nation,  will  at  all 
times  be  ready  to  fupport  his  Majefty  in  any  meafures  which  a 
due  obfervance  of  the  faith  of  treaties,  the  dignity  of  his  crown/ 
or  the  fecurity  of  his  dominions,  may  compel  him  to  undertake. 

That,  feeling  the  moft  earned  folicitude  to  avert  from  our 
country  the  calamities  of  war,  by  every  means  confiftent  with 
honour  and  with  fafety,  we  exprefled  to  his  Majefty,  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  prefent  feffion,  "  Our  fenfe  of  temper  and  prudence 

"  which 
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*l  which  had  induced  His  Majefty  to  obferve  a  ftri£fc  neutrality 
*«  with  refpeft  to  the  war  on  the  continent,  and  uniformly  te 
#c  abftain  from  any  interference  in  the  internal  affairs  of  France;19 
and  our  hope  that  the  fteps  His  Majefty  had  taken  would  hare 
the  happy  tendency  "  to  render  a  firm  and  temperate  condufit 
«  effe&ual  for  preferving  the  bleffings  of  peace." 

That,  with  the  deepeit  concern,  we  now  find  ourfelves  ob- 
liged to  relinquifh  that  hope,  without  any  evidence  having  been 
produced  to  fatisfy  us,  that  His  Majefty  s  Minified*  have  made 
fuch  efforts,  as  it  was  their  duty  to  make,  and  as,  by  His  Ma- 
jelly's  mod  gracious  fpecch,  we  were  taught  to  expect,  for  the 
prefervation  of  peace :— It  is  no  lefs  the  resolution  than  the  duty 
of  His  Majefty's  faithful  Commons  to  fecond  his  efforts  in  the 
war  thus  fatally  commenced,  fo  long  as  it  fhall  continue;  but 
we  deem  it  a  duty  equally  incumbent  upon  us  to  folicit  His 
Majefty's  attention  to  thole  reafons  or  pretexts,  by  which  hit 
fervants  have  laboured  to  juftify  a  condud  on  their  part*  which 
we  cannot  but  confider  as  having  contributed,  in  a  great  meafure, 
to  produce  the  prefent  rupture. 

Various  grounds  of  hoftility  againft  France  have  been  ftated* 
but  none  that  appeared  to  us  to  have  conftituted  fuch  an  urgent 
and  imperious  cafe  of  neceflity,  as  left  no  room  for  accommodation* 
and  made  war  unavoidable.  The  Government  of  France  has 
been  accufed  of  having  violated  the  law  of  nations,  and  the  fti+ 
pulations  of  exifting  treaties,  by  an  attempt  to  deprive  the  Re- 
public of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  exclufive  navigation  of 
the  Scheldt.  No  evidence  however  has  been  offered  to  convince 
us,  that  this  exclufive  navigation  was  either  in  it  (elf,  or  in  the 
eftimation  of  thole  who  were  alone  interefted  in  preferring  it* 
of  fuch  importance,  as  to  juftify  a  determination  in  our  Go- 
vernment to  break  with  trance  on  that  account,  If  in  fa&  the 
States  General  had  fhewn  a  difpoiitiou  to  defend  their  right  by 
force  of  arms,  it  might  have  been  an  inftance  of  the  trueft  friend* 
{hip,  to  have  fuggeitcd  to  them,  for  their  ferious  con fi deration* 
how  far  the  aflertion  of  this  unprofitable  claim  might,  in  the 
prefent  circumilances  of  Europe,  tend  to  bring  into  hazard  the 
mod  eflcntial  intercfts  of  the  Republic.  But  when,  on  the  con» 
trary,  it  has  been  acknowledged  that  no  requifition  on  this  fub* 
je£t  was  made  to  his  Majefty  on  the  part  of  the  States  General* 
we  are  at  a  lofs  to  comprehend  on  what  grounds  of  right,  or 
propriety,  we  take  the  lead  in  averting  a  claim,  in  which  we  are 
not  principals,  and  in  which  the  principal  party  has  not,  as  far 
as  we  know,  thought  it  prudent  or  neceftary  to  call  for  our  in* 
terpofition. 

We  muft  further  remark,  that  the  point  of  difpute  feerocd  to 
us  to  have  been  relieved  from  a  material  part  of  its  difficulty* 
by  the  declaration  of  the  Minifter  of  Foreign  Affairs  in  France* 
(hat  the  French  nation  gaye  up  all  pretentions  to  determine  the 

queftioit 
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queftion  of  the  future  navigation  of  the  Scheldt*  Whether  the 
terms  of  this  declaration  were  perfectly  fatisfaftory  or  not,  they 
at  leaft  left  the  queftion  open  to  pacific  negociation,  in  which  the 
intrinfic  value  of  the  objeft  to  any  of  the  parties  concerned  in 
it,  might  have  heen  coolly  and  impartially  weighed  againft  the  m 
confequences  to  which  all  of  them  might  be  expofed,  by  attempt- 
ing to  maintain  it  by  force  of  arms. 

We  have  been  called  upon  to  refift  views  of  conqueft  and  ag- 
grandizement entertained  by  the  government  of  France,  "at  all 
-**  times  dangerous  to  the  general  interefts  of  Europe,  but  (at 
f  fcrted  to  be)  peculiarly  fp  when  connefted  with  the  propaga- 
'*  tion  of  principles  which  lead  to  the  violation  of  the  moft  fa- 
"  cred  duties,  and  are  utterly  iubverfive  of  the  peace  and  order 
«  of  all  civil  fociety." 

We  admits  that  it  is  the  intereft  and  duty  of  every  member  of  , 
the  Commonwealth  of  Europe,  to  fupport  the  eftablifhed  fyftem  | 
and  distribution  of  power  ;  among  the  independent  fovereignties 
which  a&ually  fubfift,  and  to  prevent  the  aggrandizement  of  any 
ft  ate,  efpecially  the  mod  powerful  at  the  ex  pence  of  any  others 
and  for  the  honour  of  his  Majefty's  councils,  we  do  moft  eameftly 
wifh  that  his  Miniftcrs  had  m an i felted  a  juft  fenfeof  the  import- 
ance of  the  principle  to  which  they  now  appeal  in  the  courfe  of 
late  events,  which  feemed  to  us  to  threaten  its  entire  deltruc- 
tion* 

When  Poland  was  begining  to  recover  from  the  long  calamitiei 
of  anarchy,  combined  with  oppreffion  ;  after  (lie  had  eftablifhed 
an  hereditary  and  limitted  monarchy  like  our  own,  and  was 
peaceably  employed  in  fettling  her  internal  government)  hit 
Majefty's  Minifters,  with  apparent  indifference  and  unconcern, 
have  feen  her  become  the  victim  of  the  moft  unprovoked  and 
unprincipled  invafion,  her  territory  over-runt  her  free  conftitu- 
lion  fubverted,  her  national  independence  annihilated,  and  the 
general  principles  of  the  fecurity  of  nations  wounded  through 
her  fide. 

With  all  thefe  evils  was  France  foon  after  threatened,  and 
with  the  fame  appearance,  either  of  fupine  indifference,  or  of 
fccret  approbation,  his  Majefty's  Miniftcrs  beheld  the  armies  of 
other  powers  (in  evident  concert  with  the  oppreflbr  of  Poland^ 
advancing  to  the  invafion  and  fubjugation  of  France,  and  the 
march  of  thofe  armies  diftinguifhed  from  the  ordinary  hoftilities 
of  civilized  nations,  by  manifestos,  which,  if  their  principles  and 
menaces  had  been  carried  into  practice,  muft  inevitably  have 
produced  the  »*  return  of  that  ferocity  and  bar  ban  fm  in  warf 
which  a  beneficient  religion,  and  enlightened  manners,  and  true 
military  honour,  have  for  a  long  time  banifhed  from  the  chris- 
tian world.* 

No  efforts  appear    to  have  been  made  to  check  the  progrefs 

of 
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progrefs  of  thefe  invading  armies : — His  Majefty's  Miniftcrs, 
under  a  pretended  refpedl  for  the  rights  and  independence  of 
other  fovereigns,  thought  fit,  at  that  time,  to  retufe  even  the 
interpofition  of  His  Majefty's  councils,  and  good  offices,  to  fave 
fo  great  and  important  a  portion  of  Europe  from  falling  under 
the  dominion  of  a  foreign  power.  But  no  fooner,  by  an  ever- 
memorable  reverie  of  fortune,  had  France  repulfed  her  invaders, 
and  carried  her  arms  into  their  territory,  than  his  Majefty's  Mi- 
nifters, laying  afide  that  collufive  indifference  which  had  marked 
their  condudt  during  the  invafion  of  France,  began  to  exprefs 
alarms  for  the  general  fecurity  of  Europe,  which,  as  it  appears  to 
us,  they  ought  to  have  ferioufly  felt,  and  might  have  expreffed 
with  gteater  juftice  on  the  previous  fucceffes  of  her  poweriul  ad- 
verfaries. 

We  will  not  diflemhle  our  opinion,  that  the  decree  of  the 

ft  * 

National  Convention  of  France,  of  the  19th  November  ) 792* 
was  in  a  great  meafure  liable  to  the  objections  urged  againft  it  ; 
but  we  cannot  admit  that  a  war,  upon  the  fingle  ground  of  fuch 
a  decree,  unaccompanied  by  any  oveit  adts,  by  which  we  or  our 
allies  might  be  direftly  attacked,  would  be  juftified  as  necefl'ary 
and  unavoidable;  certainly  not,  unlefs,  upon  a  regular  demand, 
made  by  his  Majefty's  Minifters,  of  explanation  and  fecurity  in 
behalf  of  us  and  our  allies,  the  French  had  refufed  to  give  his 
Majefty  fuch  explanation  and  fecurity.  No  fuch  demand  was 
made.  Explanations,  it  is  true,  have  been  received  and  rejec- 
ted. But  it  well  deferves  to  be  remarked  and  remembered,  that 
thefe  explanations  were  voluntarily  offered  on  the  part  of  France; 
not  previously  demanded  on  ours,  as  undoubtedly  they  would 
'have  been,  if  it  had  fuited  the  views  of  his  Majefty's  Minifters  to 
have  a&ed  frankly  and  honourably  towards  France,  and  not  to 
have  referved  their  complaints  for  a  future  period,  when  expla* 
nations,  however  reasonable,  might  come  too  late,  and  hoftilities 
might  be  unavoidable. 

After  a  review  of  all  thefe  confiderations,  we  think  it  neceffary 
to  reprefent  to  his  Majefty,  that  none  of  the  points  which  were 
in  difpute  between  his  Minifters  apd  the  government  of  France 
appear  to  us  to  have  beep  incapable  of  being  adjufted  by  negoci- 
ation,  except  that  aggravation  of  French  ambition,  which  has 
been  Hated  to  arife  from  the  political  opinions  of  the  French 
.Nation*  Thefe,  indeed,  we  conceive,  formed  neither  any  de- 
finable object  of  negociation,  nor  any  intelligible  reafon  for  hof- 
tility.  They  were  equally  incapable  of  being  adjufted  by  treaty, 
or  of  being  either  refuted  or  confirmed  by  the  events  of  war. 

We  need  not  ftate  to  his  Majefty's  wifdom,  that  force  can 
never  cure  delufion ;  and  we  know  his  Majefty's  gooclnefs  too 
well,  to  fuppofe  that  he  could  ever  entertain  the  idea  of  employ- 
ing force  to  deftroy  opinions,  by  the  extirpation  of  thole  who 
hold  them. 

3C  TV*, 
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The  grounds  upon  which  his  Majefty's  Minifters  hare  advifed 
him  to  refufe  the  renewal  of  fome  avowed  public  intercourfe 
with  the  exilling  government  of  France,. appeared  to  us  neither 
juftified  by  the  rcafon  of  the  thing  itfelf,  nor  by  the  ufage  of 
nations,  nor  by  any  expediency  arifing  from  the  prefent  ft  ate  of 
circumftances.     In  all  negociations  or  difcuffions  whatfbever,  of 
which  peace  is  the  real  obje&,  the  appearance  of  an  amicable 
dtfpofition,  and  of  a  readinefs  to  offer,  and  to  accept  of  pacific 
explanations  on  both  fides,  is  as  neceflary  and  ufeful  to  enfure 
fuccefs,  as  any  arguments  founded  on  ftrtdk  right.     Nor  can  it 
be  denied,  that  claims  or  arguments  of  any  kind,  urged  in  hoftile 
or  haughty  language,  however  equitable  or  valid  in  themfelves, 
are  more  likely  to  provoke  than  to  conciliate  the  oppofite  party* 
Deploring  as  we  have  ever  done,  the  melancholy  event  which 
lias  lately  happened  in  France,  it  would  yet  have  been  fome  con- 
solation to  us,  to  have  heard  that  the  powerful  interpofition  of 
the  Britifh  Nation,  on  this  fubjed,  had  at  leaft  been  offered; 
although  it  fhould  unfortunately  have  been  reje&ed.     But  in- 
ftead  of  receiving  fuch  confolation  from  the  conduit  of  his  Ma- 
j ?Cty's  Ministers,  we  have  feen  them  with  extreme  aftonifhment, 
employing,  as  an  incentive  to  hoftilities,  an  event  which  they 
made   no  effort  to  avert  by  negociation.      This  ina&ion  they 
could  only  excufe  on  the  principle,  that  the  internal  conduct  of 
nations,  (whatever  may  be  our  opinion  of  its  morality)  was  no 
proper  ground  for  interpofition  and  remonftrance  from  Foreign 
States,  a  principle  from  which  it  muft  ftill  more  clearly  follow, 
that  fuch  internal  conduct  could  never  be  an  admiffible  juftify- 
ing  reaibn  for  war.. 

We  cannot  refrain  from  obferving,  that  fuch  frequent  allufions 
as  have  been  made  to  an  event  (confefledly  no  ground  of  rup- 
ture) fcemed  to  us  to  have  arifen  from  a  finifter  intention  to  de- 
rive from  the  humanity  of  Englishmen,  popularity  for  meafures 
which  their  deliberate  judgment  would  have  reprobated,  and  to 
influence  the  moil  virtuous  fallibilities  of  his  Majefty's  People, 
into  a  blind  and  fnricus  zeal  for  a  war  of  vengeance. 

His  Majefty's  faithful  Commons,  therefore,  though  always 
determined  to  fupport  his  Majefty  with  vigour  and  cordiality, 
in  the  exertions  neceflary  for  the  defence  of  his  kingdoms,,  yet 
feci  that  they  are  equally  bound  by  their  duty  to  his  Majefty 
and  to  their  fellow  fuhjc&s,  to  declare  in  the  molt  folemn  man- 
ner, their  difaprobation  of  the  condudt  of  his  Majefty's  Minifter?, 
throughout  the  whole  of  thefe  t  ran  factions,  a  condudl  which, 
in  their  opinion,  could  lead  to  no  other  termination  but  that  to 
which  it  fcems  to  have  been  ftudioufly  diredted — of  plunging 
their  country  into  an  un neceflary  war.  The  calamities  of  lucti 
a  war  mult  be  aggravated,  in  the  eftimation  of  every  rational 
ir/:nd,by  relieving  on  the  peculiar  advantages  of  that  fortunate 
filiation  which  we  have  lb  un wifely  abandoned,  and  which  not 

only 
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Only  exempted  us  from  fhariog  in  the  diftreffes  and  affli&ions  of 
the  other  nations  of  Europe,  but  converted  them  into  fources 
of  benefit,  improvement,  and  profperity  to  this  country* 

We,  therefore,  humbly  implore  his  Majefty's  paternal  good- 
nefs, to  liften  no  longer  to  the  councils  which  have  forced  us 
into  this  unhappy  war,  but  to  embrace  the  earl i eft  occafion 
which  his  wifdom  may  difcern,  of  reltoring  to  his  People  the 
kleffings  of  peace*

On  the  2$tb  of  April  Mr.  Sheridan  moved  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
tbefolliwing  Addrefi%  which  was  negatived  bj  a  Majority  of  2 1 1 

THAT  an  humble  Addrefs  be  prefented  to  his  Majefty,  to 
exprefs  to  His  Majefty  the  difpleafure  of  this  Houfe  at  a 
certain  Memorial,  dated  the  5th*  of  April,  1 793>  prefented  to  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  hgned  by  the  right 
honourable  Lord  Auckland,  His  Majetiy's  Minifter  at  the 
Hague,  the  faid  Memorial  containing  a  declaration  of  the  fol- 
lowing tenor  :—  •*  Some  of  theie  deteftable  regicides,"  (mean- 
ing  by  this  ex  predion  the  Commiflioners  of  the  National  Con- 
vention of  France,  delivered  to  Prince  Cobourg  by  General  Du- 
mourier)  "  are  now  in  fuch  a  fituation  that  they  can  be  fubjedled 
to  the  fword  of  the  law ;  the  reft  are  ftill  in  the  midft  of  a  peo- 
ple whom  they  have  plunged  into  an  abyfs  of  evils,  and  for 
whom  famine,  anarchy,  and  civil  war,  are  about  to  prepare  new 
calamities.  In  fhort,  every  thing  that  we  fee  happen  induces  us 
to  confider  as  not  far  diltant  the  end  of  thefe  wretches,  whofe 
madnefs  and  atrocities  have  filled  with  horror  and  indignation 
all  thofe  who  refpedt  the  principles  of  religion,  morality,  and 
humanity. 

€4  The  underfigned,  therefore,  fubmitto  the  enlightened  judg- 
ment and  wifdom  of  your  High  Mightinefles,  whether  it  would 
not  be  proper  to  employ  all  the  means  in  your  power  to  pro* 
hibit  from  entering  your  dominions  jn  Europe,  or  your  colonies* 
all  thofe  Members  of  the  Aflembly  filling  itfelf  the  National 
Convention,  or  of  the  pretended  Executive  Council,  who  were 
dire&ly  or  indirectly  concerned  in  the  faid  crime ;  and  if  they 
fhouldbe  difcovered  and  arretted,  to  deliver  them  up  to  juftice, 
that  they  may  ferve  as  a  leflbn  and  example  to  mankind." 

To  acquaint  His  Majefty  of  the  fenfe  of  this  Houfe,  that  the 
faid  Minifter,  in  making  this  declaration,  has  departed  from  the 
principles  upon  which  this  Houle  was  induced  to  concur  in  the 
meafures  neceflary  for  the  fupport  of  the  war,  in  which  the  Bri- 
tiih  nation  is  at  prefent  unfortunately  engaged,  and  has  an* 
jiounced  an  intention,  on  his  part,  inconfiiteat  with  the  repeated 

•  See  the  Coricfpondwc, 
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affurances  given  by  His  Majefty,  that  he  would  not  interfere  in 
the  internal  affairs  of  France;  and  for  which  declaration  this 
Houfe  cannot  eafiiy  be  brought  to  believe  that  the  faid  Miniftcr 
derived  any  authority  fro:r»  His  Majeftys'?  inTtructions, 

Humbly  to  befeech  Hi*  Majefty ,  that  fo  much  of  the  faid 
Memorial,  as  contains  the  declaration  above  recited,  may  be  pub- 
licly difavowed  by  His  Majefty,  as  containing  matter  inconfift* 
ent  with  the  wifdorri  and  humanity  which  at  all  times  have  dif- 
tinguifhed  the  Britifh  nation,  and  derogatory  to  the  dignity  of 
the  Crown  of  this  realm*  by  avowing  an  intention  to  interpofe 
in  the  internal  affairs  of  France,  which  His  Majefty  has,  in  fo 
many  declarations,  difcl aimed,  and  mingling  purpofes  of  ven- 
geance with  thofe  objects  of  defence  and  fecurity  to  ourfelves 
and  our  allies,  which  His  Majcfty's  Minifters  have  fo  often  de- 
clared to  be  the  fole  object  of  the  prcfent  war. 

To  reprefent  to  His  Majefty,  that  this  Houfe  has  already 
expreffed  its  fenfe  of  the  ads  fpoken  of  in  the  above  declara* 
thon  ;  but  that  as  neither  this,  nor  any  other  foreign  (late,  can 
poffefs  any  cognizance  or  jurisdiction  refpecting  them,  the  only 
tendency  of  menaces  again  ft  their  perpetrators  is,  to  compel  this 
country  either  unjuftifiably  to  carry  on  war  for  the  fubveriion 
of  the  prefent  Government  of  France,  or  difgracefully  to  feek 
peace  by  an  ignominious  negotiation  with  the  very  Govern* 
xnent  whom  we  have  thus  intuited  and  ftigmatifed  in  our  public 
ads. 

That  thefe  threats  muft  tend  to  give  to  the  hoftilities  with 
which  Europe  is  now  afflicted  a  peculiar  babarifm  and  ferocity, 
by  provoking  and  reviving  a  fyftem  of  retaliation  and  bloodftied, 
which  experience  of  its  deftruftive  tendency,  honour,  humanity, 
and  religion,  have  combined  to  baniih  from  the  pr a 61  ice  of  ci- 
vil i  fed  war. 

And  finally,  to  reprefent  to  His  Majefty  how  deeply  the 
reputation  of  His  Majefty's  Councils  is  interefted  in  difcl  aim- 
ing thefe  unjuftifiable,  and,  we  trnft,  unauthorifed  denuncia- 
tions of  vengeance,  fo  deftructive  of  all  refpedt  for  the  confiftr 
ency,  and  of  all  confidence  in  the  fincerity  of  the  public  acts  of 
his  Minifters,  and  fo  manifeftly  tending  at  once  to  render  the 
principle  of  the  war  unjuft,  the  conduct  of  hoftilities  barbarouS| 
and  the  attainment  of  honourable  peace  hopelefs. 


ON  Monday  17th  of  June  1793,  Ea,"l  Stanhope  moved  in  the 
Houfe  of  Lords,  that  the  Houfe,  having  taken  into  its  moft  fe- 
rious  confideration  a  Memorial  prefented  by  His  Excellency 
Lord  Auckland,  and  the  Count  de  Staremberg,  to  their  Hign 
Mightineffes  the  States  General,  at  the  Hague,  the  5th  of  April 
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laft,  are  of  opinion  that  the  meaning  and  intention  of  the  faid 
declaration  was  to  induce  the  States  General  to  bring  the  French 
pri toners,  then  in  their  hands,  to  trial,  in  order  to  put  them  to 
death. 

Lord  Grenville  moved  an  amendment  by  leaving  out  all  the 
words  after  the  words,  "  prefented  on  the  5th  of  April,*  and  to 
introduce  in  their  ftead,  u  that  the  Memorial  delivered  by  Lord 
Auckland  is  conformable  to  the  fentiments  of  His  Majefty,  and 
thofe  carried  to  the  throne*  by  both  Houfes  of  Parliament  \  and 
that  it  was  confonant  to  thofe  fentiments  of  juftice  and  policy 
which  it  became  the  honour  and  dignity  of  the  nation  to  ex- 
prefs.'f 

The  Earl  of  Guildford  moved  the  previous  Que  ft  ion. 

Earl  Stanhope  moved  .nti  amendment  on  Lord  Grenville's 
amendment,  that  after  the  words  "  Lord  Auckland  is  "  the  fol- 
lowing be  the  fubfequent  part  of  the  mot/ion  :  "  Inconfiftent 
with  the  humanity  and  generous  courage  which,  in  all  times, 
have  diftingutfhed  the  Britfh  nation  ;  fubverfive  of  the  maxims 
which  have  been  eftablifhed  among  chrifcian  and  civilized  com- 
munities ;  derogatory  to  the  dignity  of  the  Crown  of  this 
realm;  tending  to  debafe  the  fpirit,  and  to  fubvert  thedifciptine 
of  His  Majefty's  armies,  and  to  expoie  his  innocent  fubjeds,  in 
all  parts  of  his  dominions,  to  cruel  and  ruinious  retaliations.9' 

Earl  Stanhope's  amendment  being  negatived  without  a  divi- 
sion, the  previous  Queftion  was  then  put  and  negatived  alfo  ; 
upon  which  the  original  motion  with  Lord  GrenvihVs  amend- 
ment was  put  and  carried  in  the  affirmative. 


On  Monday  the  ijtb  of June •,  Mrm  Fox  made  the  following  Motion 
in  the  Hotfe  of  Commons ,  which  was  negatived  by  a  Majority  of 
187  mgainji  47  5 

'T'HAT  an  humble  Addrefs  be  prefented  to  His  Majefty,  to 
«*-  lay  before  His  Majefty  the  humble  reprefentations  of  his 
faithful  Commons  on  the  prefent  awful  and  momentous  crifis; 
a  duty  which  they  feel  themfelves  the  more  efpecially  called 
upon  to  perform  at  this  jun&ure,  as  a  long  and  eventful  period 
may  probably  elapfe  before  His  Majefty  can  again  have  an  op- 
portunity of  collecting,  through  their  reprefentations,  the  real 
fentiments  and  wiflies  cf  his  people. 

In  the  name  of  the  people  of  England,  His  Majefty's  faith- 
ful Commons  are  bound  to  declare,  that  they  concurred  in  the 
meafures  neceflary  to  carry  on  the  prefent  war  for  the  objedts  of 
defence  and  fecurity,  and  for  thofe  objects  only. 

That  any  plan  of  aggrandizement,  founded  on  the  prefent 
4tftrelTcd  Situation  of  France,  much  lefs  any  purpofe  of  eftab- 

lifliiu^ 
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Fiftilng  among  the  French  people  any  particular  form  of  go- 
vernment, never  would  have  had  their  concurrence  or  fup- 
port. 

In  exprefling  thefe  their  fentiments  and  opinions,  on  entering 
into  the  prefent  war,  His  Majefty's  faithful  Commons  are  fen- 
fible  that  they  are  only  repeating  thole  benevolent  declarations, 
which  policy,  and  a  careful  attention  to  the  real  interefts  of  the 
Uritiih  nation,  induced  His  Majefty  to  ufe  in  his  moft  gracious 
fpcech  from  the  throne  at  the  beginning  of  the  prefent  ieffionof 
Parliament,  and  in  repeated  meffages  to  this  Houfe. 

To  rep  relent  to  His  Majefty,  that  though  his  faithful  Com- 
mons have  the  moft  perfect  reliance  on  His  Majefty's  facrei 
word  and  promife,  folemnly  pledged  to  this  country  and  to 
Europe,  not  to  interfere  in  the  internal  affairs  of  France,  or  to 
enter  into  the  views  and  projects  ofoiher  powers  who,  in  the 
prefent  war,  may  be  actuated  by  motives  far  different  from 
thole  which  govern  the  conduct  of  His  Majefty;  yet  they  feel 
it  to  be  their  indifpenfible  duty  to  call  His  Majefty's  molt  fo- 
rious  attention  to  fome  of  the  circumftances,  which  have  occur* 
red  fince  the  commencement  of  the  prefent  unfortunate^con- 

teft. 

The  French  arms  which,  after  a  fuccefsful  invafion  of  Bra- 
bant, had  threatened  the  fecurity  of  His  Majefty's  allies  the 
States  General,  have  fince  been  confined  within  their  own  ter- 
ritory, and  are  now  occupied  in  defence  of  [their  frontier  towns 
again ll  the  united  forces  of  His  Majefty  and  his  allies.  The  dan- 
ger apperchended  from  the  former  conquefts  and  aggrandizement 
of  the  French  nation,  appears  therefore  to  be  no  longer  a  fub- 
jeft  of  juft  uneafinefs  and  alarm. 

Some  of  the  powers  engaged  in  the  confederacy  againft 
France,  have,  on  the  other  hand,  openly  avowed  and  fuccefs- 
fully  executed  plans  of  domination  and  conqueft,  not  1-ifs  for- 
midable to  the  general  liberties  of  Europe.  The  rapacious 
and  faithlefs  dilmemberrnent  of  the  unhappy  kingdom  of 
Poland,  without  having  produced,  as  far  as  it  appears  to  this 
Houfe,  any  remonftrance  from  His  Majefty's  Minifters,  has 
excited  in  His  Majefty's  faithful  Commons  the  higheft  indig- 
nation at  fo  daring  an  outrage  on  the  rights  of  independent 
nations,  and  the  keen  eft  folicitude  to  refcue  the  honour  of  the 
Britifh  Government  from  the  fufpicion  of  having  concurred  or 
acquielced  in  meafures  fo  odious  in  their  principle,  and  fo 
dangerous  in  their  example  to  the  peace  and  happinefs  of  man- 
kind. 

The  fevere  calamities  which,  fince  the  commencement  of 
the  prefent  war,  this  nation  has  already  experienced,— the 
(hock  given  to  commercial  credit,  and  the  alarming  confe- 
rences which  the  failure  of  the  mercantile  and  xnanufacturiflg 
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interefts  threatens  to  the  public   revenue,  and  to  the  general 

Srofperity  of  the  country,  cannot  have  failed  to  attract  Hi* 
iajefty's  attention,  and  to  excite  in  his  benevolent  mind  a  fin- 
cere  defire  to  relieve  his  fubjefls  from  diltrefles  of  which  they 
cannot  hope  for  a  termination  but  in  the  fpeedy  re-eftabliftiment 
of  peace. 

His  Majefty's  faithful  Commons  make  it,  therefore,  their 
moftearneft  and  folemn  requeft,  that  His  Majefty,  taking  into 
his  con  fide  rat  ion  all  the  above  circumftances,  will  not  fail  to 
employ  the  earlieft  meafures  for  procuring  peace  on  fuch  terms 
as  are  confiftent  with  the  profeffed  objects  of  the  war,  and 
with  that  good  faith,  ftridt  juftice,  and  liberal  and  enlightened 
policy,  which  have  hitherto  fo  peculiarly  diftinguifhed  the 
Britifh  nation. 


Oh  the  7.1ft  of  June  1 793,  His  Majefly  went  to  the  Houfe  of  Petrst 
and  made  the  following  Speech  on  proroguing  the  Parliament. 

My  Lords,  and  Gentlemen, 

THE  flrmnefs,  wifdom,  and  public  fpirit, by  which  your  coiv- 
du&  has  been  eminently  diftinguifhed  on  the  many  import- 
ant occafions  which  have  arifen  during  the  prefent  feflion,  de- 
mand my  peculiar  acknowledgements. 

Your  firm  determination  to  fupport  the  eftablifhed  Conftitu- 
tion,  and  the  zealous  and  general  concurrence  in  that  fentiment, 
which  my  fubjeSs  ha\e  fo  ftrongly  and  feafonably  in  an  i  felted, 
could  not  fail  to  check  every  attempt  to  difturh  the  internal  re- 
pofe  of  thefe  kingdoms  ;  and  you  will,  I  doubt  not,  in  your 
feveral  counties,  encourage  the  continuance  of  the  fame  vigilant 
attention  to  that  important  obje£t. 

The  rapid  and  fignal  fucceifcs,  which,  in  an  early  period  of 
the  campaign,  have  attended  the  operations  of  the  combined  ar- 
mies; the  refpedlable  and  powerful  force  which  you  have  ena- 
bled me  to  employ  by  fea  and  land;  and  the  meafures  which  I 
have  concerted  with  other  powers  for  the  efFe&ual  profecutioa 
of  the  war,  afford  the  bed  profpefl  of  a  happy  iflue  to  the  im- 
portant conteil  in  which  we  are  engaged  :  It  is  only  by  per- 
severance in  vigorous  exertions,  and  by  endeavouring  to  improve 
the  advantages  already  acquired,  that  weean  hope  to  obtain  the 
great  end  to  which  my  views  aie  uniformly  di reded,  there-, 
ltoration  of  peace  on  fucb  terms  as  may  be  confiftent  with 
our  permanent  fecurity,  and  with  the  general  tranquillity  of 
Europe. 


Gentlemen 
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Gentlemen  of  tfie  Houfe  of  Commons, 

1  return  you  my  particular  thanks  for  the  chearfulnefs  and 
difpatch  with  which  you  have  granted  the  neceffary  fup- 
plies ;  and  I  am  happy  to  reflect,  that  you  have  been  en- 
abled liberally  to  provide  for  the  exigences  of  the  public  fer- 
vice  in  a  manner  fo  little  burdenfome  to  ray  people. 

My  Lords,  and  Gentlemen, 

The  arrangements  which  you  have  formed  for  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Britifli  trrritories  in  India,  and  for  the  regulation  of 
our  commerce  with  that  part  of  the  world,  will,  I  doubt  not,  fe- 
cure  and  augment  the  important  benefits  which  we  have  already 
derived  from  thofc  valuable  poffefiions.  It  has  been  impoffible 
for  me  to  fee,  without  concern,  the  cmbarraiTment  which  ha$ 
lately  ari fen  in  the  ftate  of  commercial  credit ;  but  the  fteps 
which  you  have  taken  to  prevent  the  progrefs  of  that  evil  ap- 
pearalready  tohave  been  produfliveof  very  falutary  confequences; 
and  while  they  have  afforded  a  ftriking  mfiance  of  your  atten- 
tion to  the  interefts  of  my  people,  their  effeft  has  furnifhed  ad- 
ditional reafon  to  believe  that  the  di fuels,  which  has  been  felt, 
proceeded  from  a  concurrence  of  temporary  caufes,  and  not  from 
any  diminution  of  the  real  wealth,  or  any  failure  in  the  perma* 
nent  refources  of  the  country. 

I  have  much  fatisfa&ion  in  refle&ing  on  the  effectual  pro- 
tection which  1  have  been  enabled  to  afford  to  the  trade  of  my 
i'ubje&s  fince  the  breaking  out  of  the  war ;  I  am  at  the  fame 
time  perfuaded  that,  if  our  commercial  interefts  had  unavoidably 
been  affe&ed  to  a  more  confiderable  extent,  it  would  not  have 
been  forgotten  that  we  are  contending  for  our  future  fecurity  and 
for  the  permament  prefervation  of  advantages,  the  moft  ftriking 
and  the  moft  valuable,  which  any  nation  has  ever,  by  the  blew 
fing  of  Providence,  been  permitted  to  enjoy. 

And  afterward*  the  Lord  Qhancelloty  by  His  Majefiyt  ammand, 
fald% 

My  Lords,  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  His  Majefty's  Royal  will  and  plea fure  that  this  Parlia- 
ment be  prorogued  to  Tuefday  the  13th  day  of  Auguft  next,  to 
be  then  here  holden  ;  and  this  Parliament  is  accordingly,  pro- 
gued  to  Tuefday  the  13th  day  of  Auguit  next.

Copy  of  a  letter  from  Captain  Edward  Pellew,  of  His  Majejtfs  Jbip 
La  Nymphe,  to  Mr.  Stephens,  dated  off  Portland,  June  19, 1793. 

M  i  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that,  at  day-light  yefter* 
day  morning,  I  was  fo  fortunate  as  to  fall  in  with  the  National 
French  frigate  la  Cleopatra,  mounting  forty  guns,  and  manned 
with  320  men,  commanded  by  Moniieur  Jean  Mullon,  three 
days  from  St.  Maloes,  and  had  taken  nothing. 

.  "  We  brought  her  to  clofe  aclion  at  half  paft  fix,  and  in  fifty- 
five  minutes  took  pofieffion  of  her ;  the  two  (hips  having  fallen 
on  board  each  other,  we  boarded  her  from  the  quarter-deck,  and 
ftrnck  her  colours ;  and  finding  it  impoffible  to  clear  the  (hips, 
then  hanging  head  and  ftern,  we  came  to  anchor,  which  divided 
us,  after  we  had  received  on  board  150  prifoners.  The  enemy 
fought  us  like  brave  men,  neither  (hip  firing  a  (hot  until  we  had 
bailed.  Her  Captain  was  killed,  and  three  Lieutenants  wound- 
ed ;  the  ■umber  of  men  not  yet  afcertained,  but  from  the  bed: 
accounts  about  fixty ;  her  mizen-maft  overboard,  and  her  tiller 
not  offt 
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«  lam  extremely  concerned  (he  was  not  purchafed  at  a  lefs  ex* 
pence  of  valuable  officers  and  men  on  our  part,  whofelofs  I  can- 
not fufficiently  regret,  and  to  whofe  gallantry  I  cannot  poffibly 
do  juftice.  We  had  twenty-three  men  killed,  and  twenty-feven 
wounded,  a  lift  of  which  is  inclofed. 

(<  I  am  very  particularly  indebted  to  my  firft  Lieutenant,  Mr. 
Amherft  Morris,  and  no  lefs  fo  to  Lieutenants  George  Luke  and 
Richard  Pellowe;  and  I  was  ably  feconded  on  the  quarter  deck 
by  Lieutenant  John  Whitaker  of  the  marines,  and  Mr.  Thomfon 
the  matter ;  and  J  hope  1  do  not  prefume  in  recommending  thofc 
officers  to  their  Lordfhips'  protection  and  favour:  and  I  (hould 
do  injuftice  to  my  brother,  Capt.  Ifrael  Pel  lew,  who  was  acci- 
dentally on  board,  if  I  could  poflibly  omit  faying  how  much  I 
owe  him  for  his  very  diftinguilhed  firmnefs,  and  the  encouraging 
example  he  held  forth  to  a  young  (hip's  company,  by  taking  upon 
him  the  directions  of  fome  guns  on  the  main  deck.

"  I  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  for  the  information  of 
my  Lords  CommifSoners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  this  morning, 
being  off  Cape  Harfleur  in  his  Majefty's  (hip  Crefcent  under  my 
command,  I  fell  in  with  a  French  frigate,  which,  after  a  dole 
a£Hon  of  two  hours  and  ten  minutes,  ftrugk  to  his  Majefty's  co- 
lours; (he  proved  to  be  La  Re-union,  mounting  36  guns,  and 
manned  with  320  men. 

"  I  am  Angularly  happy  in  being  able  to  inform  their  Lord* 
(hips,  that  (he  has  been  obtained  without  the  lofs  of  a  (Ingle  man, 
or  even  any  wounded;  although  tier's  hat  been  very  confiderable, 
having,  as  the  prifoners  inform  me,  120  killed  and  wounded.       * 

"  I  muft  beg  leave  to  render  the  moft  ample  juftice  to  the  offi- 
cers and  (hip's  company  of  the  Crefcent,  for  their  cool  and  fteady 
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behaviour  during  the  action;  and  I  take  this  opportunity  to  re- 
commend to  their  Lord  (hi  ps'  notice  the  three  Lieutenants,  MefL 
Parker,  Otter,  and  Rye;  their  con  dud  has  afforded  me  the  ut- 
moft  fatisfaclion. 

fi  La  Re-Union  was  accompanied  by  a  cutter,  which  did  not 
attempt  to  come  into  a&ion,  but  made  fail  for  Cherbourg."

Captain  Pafley,  of  his  Majefty's  (hip  Bellerophon,  in  his  let- 
ter to  Mr.  Stephens,  dated  the  28th  of  November,  mentions,  that 
the  (hips  under  his  command  had  on  the  preceding  day,  captured 
near  Uftiant,  the  National  Corvette  La  Blonde,  mounting  twen- 
ty eight  guns,  manned  with  a  10  men,  and  commanded  by  the 
Citizen  Gueria.  And  Sir  Edward  Pellew,  Captain  of  his  Ma- 
jefty's fliip  La  Nyoiphe,  in  his  letter  of  the  3d  inftant,  gives  an 
account  of  his  having,  in  company  with  the  Circe,  taken  on  the 

foth  ult.  between  Breft  and  Ufhant,  the  National  floop  of  war 
/Efpiegle,  pierced  for  16  guns,  manned  with   100  men,  And 
commanded  by  Monf,  Pierre  Biller,  Enfeignde  Vaiffeau.

IS  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  York  arrived  here  on  Wed* 
nefday  evening,  and  the  (hips  and  tranfports,  with  the  brigade 
of  Guards,  arrived  at  Helvoet  ycfterday  at  five  o'clock,  per- 
fectly fafe  and  well. 

Breda  has  furrendered  by  capitulation  ;  the  garrifon  marched 
out  on  the  25th  ult*  with  their  arms  and  field  pieces,  towards  the 
garrifon s  of  Heufden,  Bois  le  Due,  &c.  under  an  explicit  condi- 
tion to  be  at  liberty  to  ferve  during  the  war. 

Hague,  March  4.  An  account  has  been  received  here,  of  the 
Auftrian  army  under  General  Clairfait  having  paffed  the  Roer  on 
the  night  of  the  28th  ult.  and  repulfed  the  French  army,  as  well 
00  the  fide  of  Duren  as  on  that  of  luliers,  and  compelled  them  to 
retreat  beyond  Aldenhaven,  with  the  lofson  the  fide  of  the  French 
of  2000  men  killed,  wounded,  or  taken  prifoners,  12  pieces  of 
cannon,  13  ammunition  waggons,  and  the  military  cheft.  On 
*  #B  a  the 
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tlie  following  day  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Archduke  attacked 
feveral  French  batteries,  and  took  nine  pieces  of  cannon. 

Hague,  March  5.  An  officer  arrived  here  this  evening,  with 
an  account  of  the  capitulation  of  Getruydenhurg,  after  three 
clays  bombardment,  on  the  fame  conditions  as  tliofe  given  at 
Breda.  The  garrifon,  con  filling  of  a  Swifs  regiment  and  160 
cavalry,  is  to  evacuate  the  town  tomorrow,  with  the  cannon  of 
the  battalions,  all  the  horfts,  and  to  march  to  Bois  le  Uuc. 

Hague,  March  6.  An  officer  is  juft  arrived  from  the  Prince 
of  Heffe,  at  Maeftricht,  with  intelligence,  that  on  the  3d  inftant 
the  Prince  de  Saxe  Cobourg  obtained  a  mod  complete  victory 
over  the  French,  chafing  them  out  of  Aix-ia  Chapelle  as  far  as 
Liege,  with  a  lofs  on  their  part,,  of  4000  killed,  r.oo  prifoners, 
and  more  than  20  pieces  of  cannon.  On  the  fame  day  Prince 
Frederick  of  Brunfwick  took  fome  batteries  at  Zwame,  killed 
1300  of  the  French  at  Bruges,  and  took  700  prifoners,  and 
marched  towards  Ruremonde. 

The  French  retired  from  before  Maeftricht  with  precipitation, 
and  left  fome  baggage  and  cannon.  They  had  thrown  above 
6000  (hells  into  the  town, 

Yefterday  the  French  retired  about  a  league  before  William* 
ftadt,  and  had  fufpended  the  firing.  An  officer,  who  left  the 
place  laft  night,  fays,  that  the  brave  garrifon  was  ft  ill  under 
arms,  and  in  high  fpirits. 

Hague,  Afarch  8.  Intelligence  has  been  received  here,  that 
an  advanced  corps,  under  the  Archduke  Charles,  is  in  pofleffion 
of  Tongres*  That  the  Auftrian  army  has  taken  Liege;  that 
Raremoude  has  been  taken  by  Prince  F rederick  of  Brunfwick; 
and  that  the  French  have  evacuated  Fort  St.  Michel. 

Dort,  March  15.  Intelligence  has  juft  been  received  from 
Williamftadt,  that  the  garrifon  made  a  fally,  with  45  men  only; 
that  they  fpiked  three  18  pounders,  which  were  in  the  battery 
under  the  dyke,  killed  20  Frenchmen,  and  took  nine  prifoners, 
without  lofing  a  ilngle  man. 

Hague,  March  15.  It  appears  by  recent  accounts  received 
here,  that  48  pieces  of  cannon  were  taken  at  Liege,  and  very  largo 
magazines  of  hay,  corn,  and  above  40,000  mufkets. 

Hague,  March  17.  Intelligence  is  juft  received  here,  that 
the  French  have  raifed  the  fiege  of  Williamftadt,  evacuated 
Klundert,  and  retreated  towards  Antwerp,  after  fetting  fire  to 
the  village  of  Moerdyk,  and  to  their  own  batteries,  and  leaving 
fome  cannon  behind  them. 

Hague9  March  22.  Intelligence  has  been  received  here  of  * 
viftory  obtained  by  the  Prince  of  Saxe  Cobourg  over  the  French* 
at  Nieulanden  near  Tirlemont,  which  was  preceded  by  a  k>ag 
and  {harp  a&ion. 

On 
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On  the  15th  inrtant  the  advanced  pods  of  the  Imperial  army 
had  been  beat  hack  from  Tirtemont,  which  uas  retaken  by  the 
enemy  On  the  16th,  M„  Dumourier  attempted  to  pais  the  left 
wing  of  the  Imperial  army.  On  the  17th,  there  ,vas  a  change  of 
pofition,  and  a  brifk  cannonade.  On  the  18th,  at  fevei*  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  M.  Dumourier  attacked  tiie  centre  of  the  Impe5- 
rial  army,  but  was  rep ul fed;  he  was  likewife  repulfed  by  the  Ira* 
penal  right  wing;  but  about  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  M. 
Dumourier's  right  wing  penetrated  through  the  Imperial  left 
wing,  whofe  cavalry  was  prevented  from' manoeuvring,  the  ground 
being  tnterfedred  by  ditches.  The  corps  of  relerve,  commanded 
by  M.  Clairfayt,  then  decided  the  victory.  The  Trench  retired 
in  good  order  until  fix  o'clock  in  the  evening,  when  the  Imperial 
light  cavalry  put  them  to  the  rout. 

The  number  of  killed  and  wounded  is  varioufly  reported.  It 
is  (aid  that  the  French  have  loft  thirry-three  pieces  of  cannon* 
,  Hague,  March  25.  Lieutenant  Weftern,  of  his  Majeft'y's 
frigate  the  Syren,  who  was  unfortunately  killed  on  the  21ft  by  a 
fbot,  from  the  enemy's  entrenched  battery  at  the  Noord  Poftf 
was  buried  fefterday  in  the  church  of  Dordretch,  with  military 
honours,  and  with  every  folemnity  that  could  maik  regaid  to 
the  memory  of  a  young  officer,  who  had  fliewn  on  all  occafion% 
an  adlive  and  fteady  courage,  and  an  ardent  defire  to  diftinguiiH 
himfelf.  His  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  York  was  prefent, 
with  the  officers  and  troops  under  his  command.  The  funeral 
was  alfo  attended  by  the  officers  and  crews  of  the  Engliih  gun 
boats. 

March  26.  Accounts  have  been  received  here  from  the 
Prince  of  Saxe  Cobourg,  dated  Breibeck,  near  Lou  vain,  the 
23d  inftant,  ftating,  that  on  the  preceding  day  he  attacked  the 
French  who  were  advantageoufly  pofted  between  Tirlemont  and 
Lou  vain;  that  the  engagement  was  long  and  obftinate ;  but  that 
the  French  were  beat,  and  driven  beyond  Lou  vain,  and  were 
then  ported  behind  the  Dyle,  between  Louvain  and  Bruflels, 

March  28.  A  letter  was  this  morning  received  exprefs  from 
Captain  Bent i nek,  dated  yefterday,  at  Bois-le-Duc,  containing 
intelligence  from  Antwerp  and  Maeftricht,  that  the  advanced 
guard  of  the  Auftrian  army  entered  Bruflels  on  the  24th  at  noon; 
that  the  French  army  was  ported  at  Halle;  that  the  country 
from  Bois-le-Duc  to  Licr,  was  clear  of  the  enemy;  and  that  the 
French  force  ftill  at  Breda  amounted  to  4000,  and  that  at  Ger- 
truydenburg  to  1500  men. 

Accounts  are  alfo'  received  that  Dieft  was  taken  on  the  20th, 
in  an  attack  by  Colonel  My  lies;  that  a  confiderable  magazine 
was  left  by  the  French  at  Louvain;  and  that,  in  the  affair  of  the 
22d,  the  Auftrians  had  1000  men  killed  and  wounded,  and  that 
the  French  lad  4000  killed. 

Mtttcb 
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March  30.  Intelligence  has  been  received  here,  that  the  ci- 
tadel of  Namur  is  taken  by  the  Auftrians,  and  that  a  confide rable 
body  of  the  Auftrian  troops  has  been  detached  from  that  place  to 
join  the  Prince  of  Saxe  Cobourg'sarmy. 

Oftend,  March  30.  The  French  troops  left  this  town  for  Don- 
kirk  about  three  o  clock  this  afternoon,  and  at  four,  one  of  his 
Britannic  Majefty's  cutters  entered  the  port.  Moft  of  the  prizes 
had  failed  before  the  cutter  arrived;  the  others,  which  were  to 
have  failed  this  day,  are  flopped.  Three  Englifh  brigs  are  ftill 
here,  under  the  care  of  the  Britifh  conful. 

Hague,  April  i*  On  the  30th  ultimo,  in  the  evening,  Prince 
Frederick  of  Orange  obtained  an  advantage  over  the  French, 
near  Gertruydenburg,  in  an  adion  which  lafted  near  three  hoars. 
Thelofs  of  theDntch  was  a  captain  of  grenadiers  and  fix  foldiers 
killed,  and  feveral  wounded;  150  French  were  taken,  with  a 
lieutenant -colonel,  a  captain  and  lieutenant,  feveral  horfes,  and 
a  piece  of  cannon.  Yefterday  the  Hereditary  Prince  was  with 
his  corps  at  Haigaie,  about  half  a  league  from  Breda.  All  hot 
tilttits  werefufpended  both  there  and  at  Gertruydenburg.  The 
articles  of  capitulation,  both  for  Breda  and  Gertruydenburg,  are 
now  fuppoied  to  be  finally  fettled  :  in  the  mean  time,  thofe  places 
continue  to  be  blockaded  '>y  two  corps  of  troops,  under  the  here- 
ditary Prince  of  Orange  and  his  brother  Prince  Frederick. 

Accounts  are  received  here,  that  the  French  have  evacuated 
Antwerp  and  Mons ;  and  that  the  army,  under  the  command  of 
General  Dumourier,  has  retreated   towards   Valenciennes  and 

Lifle. 

Hague,  April 4.     Intelligence  has  been  received  from  General 

Clairfayt,  dated  at  Tournay  the  2d  inftant,  advifing,  that  Ge- 
neral Dumourier  had  that  morning  fent  to  him  as  prifoners, 
MonGeur  Bournonville,  Monfieur  Camus,  and  other  Commif- 
fioners,  who  had  been  authorifed  by  the  National  Convention  to 
apprehend  him,  and  conduct  him  to  their  bar ;  and  that,  in  a 
tetter  which  he  at  the  fame  time  wrote  to  General  Clairfayt,  he 
declared  his  intention  to  march  the  next  morning  with  his  army 
for  Paris. 

Bergen  op-Zoom,  April  4.  Intelligence  has  been  received,  from 
the  Prince  of  Saxe  Cobourg's  head  quarters  at  Mons,  that  an 
armiftice  had  been  agreed  upon  between  his  Serene  Highnefsand 
General  Dumourier,  the  latter  having  previoufly  confented  to 
evacuate  the  Auftrian  Netherlands  and  Dutch  Brabant:  that 
General  Dumourier  fet  out,  on  the  3d  inftant,  on  his  march  to 
Paris  :  that  his  Serene  Highnefs  had  put  his  ttaops  into  very  dole 
cantonments,  keeping  them  in  immediate  readinefs  to  ad :  that 
the  King  of  Pruffia  had  crofted  the  Rhine  at  Buchera,  attacked 
the  French  at  Bingen,  Creutzenach,  and  Altheim,  took  General 
Keuwinger,  50  officers,  200  non-commiffioned  officers  and  pri- 
vates, 
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vates,  15  cannon,  and  a  military  cheft,  and  had  formed  the 
blockade  of  Mayence ;  that  General  Wurmfer,  with  a  Pruffian 
corps,  was  immediately  to  pafs  the  Rhine  at  Manheim,  and  adl 
on  the  left  of  the  King :  that  Worms  and  Oppenheim  were  eva- 
cuated, and  that  the  enemy  had  retreated  from  thofe  places  to- 
wards Landau.  Thefe  operations  happened  between  the  27th  of 
March  and  the  ift  of  April. 

Antwerp,  Jprili.  Intelligence  has  been  received  here,  that 
General  Dumourier  has  quitted  his  army  and  retired  to  Mons, 
where  he  now  is.  He  was  accompanied  by  about  1000  horfe, 
and  from  1  to  2000  infantry.  After  his  departure  the  French 
army  is  faid  to  have  broken  to  pieces :  many  went  home,  and 
others  threw  themfelves  into  the  neighbouring  garrifons  of  Li  fie, 
Valenciennes,  Conde,  Maubeuge,  &c.  The  ftrong  and  impor- 
tant poft  of  Maulde  being  left  nearly  open,  a  detachment  of  the 
Prince  de  Cobourg's  army  took  pofleffion  of  it  yefterday,  and 
formed  the  blockade  of  Conde,  The  armiftice  has  been  declared 
to  be  at  an  end.

7ournay9  May  3.  On  the  ift  in  ft.  the  French  attacked  the 
advanced  ports  of  the  left  wing  of  the  combined  army,  but  were 
repulfed  in  all  their  attempts.  On  the  fame  morning  the  French 
alfo  attacked  the  advanced  ports  on  the  centre,  but  were  there 
likewife  repulfed  :  they  fufiered  in  thefe  feveral  engagements  a 
coofiderable  lofs  both  of  men  and  cannon.

Extract  of  a  Utter  from  Colonel  Sir  Janus  Murray 9  Bart.  Adjutant 
General  to  the  rorces  under  the  command  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  the 
Duke  of  York,  to  Mr.  Secretary  Dundas,  dated  Tournay9  May 
IO,  1793. 

"  In  confequence  of  the  movements  of  the  enemy,  which  gav£ 
reafon  to  expe£t  an  attack  upon  the  Auitrian  and  Pruffian  ports, 
his  Royal  Highnefs  determined  to  march  in  the  morning  of  the 
9th  to  their  fupport.  He  arrived  about  fix  o'clock  at  the  camp 
of  Maulde  with  the  Brigade  of  Guards,  and  a  battalion  of  the 
loth  regiment  of  Hanoverian  infantry.  1  he  Pruffian  General 
was  by  this  means  enabled  to  reinforce  himfelf,  at  St.  Amand 
and  the  adjoining  wood,  with  the  troops  which  had  occupied  that 
important  pofition. 

"  The  attack  commenced  about  (even  o'clock.  It  was  dire&- 
ed  againft  the  ports  occupied  by  General  Clairfayt,  which  ex* 
tend  from  the  Scheldt  to  the  Abbayede  Vicogne,  and  the  Pruf- 
fian corps  which  defends  the  wood  in  the  front  of  the  high  road, 
leading  from  that  place  to  St.  Amand. 
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"  To  thefe  points  were  dire&ed  tlie  whole  efforts  of  the  French 
anpy,  which  had  been  previoufly  reinforced  by  all  they  cpuM 
bring  together  from  every  quarter.  General  Knobelfdorff,  ha- 
ving been  under  the  neceflity  of  fending  a  confiderable  part  of 
his  t ioo*>s  to  fupport  th«  Aufti  inns  at  the  Abbaye  de  Vicogne, 
his  Royal  Highnels,  about  five  o'clock,  left  two  battalions  in  the 
camp  at  Maulde,  and  marched  with  the  Coidftream,  the  flank 
battalion,  and  that  of  t^je  third  regiment,  to  his  fupport.  When 
tlie  battalion  of  the  Coldttream,  which  was  upon  the  left,  arriv- 
ed, the  e  lie  my  had  nearly  reached  the  ro  d;  they  already  com- 
manded it,  to  a  great  degree,  by  their  fiie:  llie  guns  attached  to 
the  battalion  were  placed  upon  it,  and,  by  a  well  directed  and 
well- (up ported  fire,  kepi  thehartery  wiiich  wasoppofedto  them 
in  check,  an*)  did  co n fid er able  execution. 

?*  The  battalion  advanced  into  the  wood,  attacked  and  drove 
the  enemy  before  them;  in  going  forward  they  became  unfortu- 
nately ex  poled  to  the  fire  of  a  battery,  from  which  they  fufierci 
feverely.  '1  hey  fell  back  to  their  po  fit  ion  at  the  edge  of  thf 
wood,  which  they  maintained  for  the  reft  of  the  day,  notwith- 
ftanding  a  heavy  cannonade;  the  ervmy  made  no  attempt  to  ap- 
proach them.  Nothing  can  exceed  the  fpirit  and  bravery  difplay- 
ed  by  the  men  and  officers  of  the  battalion  upon  this  occafion; 
Hor  is  lets  praife  due  to  the  alacrity  and  intrepidity  with  which 
the  other  battalions  advanced  into  action.  They  took  different 
poGtions  in  the  wood,  where  they  were  at  times  expofed  to  a  fe» 
vere  cannonade,  from  which,  however,  they  received  little 
injury,  the  direction  of  the  fire  being  in  general  above  them. 
There  were  teen  this  morning  between  40  and  50  of  the  French 
lying  dead  upon  the  fpot,  upon  which  the  fire  of  the  Coldftreanj 
and  of  its  guns  had  been  directed.  Major-General  Lake  com* 
manded  the  battalions  which  went  into  aflion;  and  his  Royal 
Highnefs  declared  that  he  was  much  indebted  to  him  for  his  ex* 
ertion. 

"  The  importance  of  the  fervice  rendered  by  his  Majefty's 
troops  upon  this  day  has  been  acknowledged,  in  the^ftrongeft 
and  mod  explicit  terms,  by  the  Generals  of  the  different  armies; 
and  if  by  their  timely  co-operation  the  enemy  were  prevented 
frem  advancing  upon  the  high  road,  it  cannot  be  doubted  that 
they  contributed,  in  a  very  great  degree,  to  fecure  the  fortune  of 
the  day. 

"  At  the  Abbaye  de  Vicogne  and  the  village  of  Raifmes  the 
aclion  continued,  with  almoft  equal  and  unremitting  violence, 
till  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening:  General  Clairfayt  was  every 
where  fuccefsful  in  maintaining  his  ground;  the  enemy,  how* 
ever,  though  baffled  and  entirely  defeated  in  their  purpofe,  re- 
mained in  the  woods  within  a  very  fmall  diftance  of  his  polls* 
During  the  a&ion  thty  cannonaded  the  Pruffian  camp  near  St» 
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Amand.  I  am  not  exadlly  informed  what  mea Cures  they  took  in 
order  to  keep  tht  Prince  of  Cohourg  in  check,  but  it  appears  that 
nothing  of  moment  pafTed  in  that  quarter* 

"  Upon  the  following  day,  the  9th,  there  was  little  fifing* 
and  it  was  not  known  what  might  be  the  intention  of  the  enemy. 
His  Royal  Highnefs  thought  it  therefore  proper  to  let  the  troops 
remain  till  the  evening  at  St.  Amand  and  Maulde:  every  thing 
being  quiet,  and  intelligence  having  been  received  that  the  troops 
oppoled  to  General  Knobelfdorff  were  retreating,  they  began 
their  march  for  Tournay,  but  he  was  flopped  at  the  village  of 
Maulde  by  a  mcflage  from  General  Clairfayt,  informing  him 
that  the  enemy  had  crefted  batteries  all  along  his  front,  as  well 
as  upon  fome  part  of  General  KnobeldorfPs,  which,  if  they  were 
allowed  to  complete  and  to  poffefs,  it  would  become  extremely 
difficult  for  him  to  maintain  his  pofition.  His  Royal  Highnefs 
immediately  flopped  the  march  of  the  troops,  and  went  himfelf 
to  St.  Amand,  where  he  was  met  by  General  Clairfayt  and  Ge- 
neral Knobeldfdorff.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Auftrians  and  Pruf- 
fians  fhould  a  (Fault  the  whole  of  /the  batteries  at  day- break, 
whilft  his  Royal  Highnefs  retained  pofleflion  of  the  camp  of 
Maulde.  f 

"  This  was  done  accordingly,  and  had  the  defired  fuccefs. 
The  enemy  had  withdrawn  their  cannon  in  the  night ;  but  they 
were  entirely  driven  from  trie  batteries,  feveral  killed,  and  up- 
wards of  100  prifoners  taken,  with  a  very  confiderable  lofs. 
Thus  defeated  upon  every  occafion,  the  enemy  feem  to  have  en- 
tirely abandoned  their  dehgn:  the  body,  which  came  from  Lifle 
has  fallen  back  upon  Orchies.  There  was  firing  today  at  one 
of  General  Clairfayt's  pofts,  but  nothing  which  had  the  appear- 
ance of  a  ferious  attack.  By  the  account  of  deferters  and  pri- 
foners, they  loft  4000  men  upon  the  8th.  General  Dampierre 
is  faid  to  have  received  a  wound,  of  which  he  is  fince  dead. 

"  The  troops  arrived  this  evening  in  their  former  quarters. 

€€  'I  he  Auftrians  had  upwards  of  500  killed  and  wounded,  and 
the  Pruflians  300,  on  the  8th."

General  to  the  forces  under  the  command  of  bis  Royal  Highnefs, 
of  which  the  following  is  a  copy  : 

4€  SIR,  "  Famars,  May  25,    1 793- 

€€   I   am   happy    to    have   the    honour  of    informing    you 
that  the  combined  forces,  undef  the*  command  of  the  Prince  of 
Saxe  Cobourg  and  of  his  Royal  Highnefs,   have  defeated  xbft 
enemy,  and  driven  them  from  the  ft  rone  cavno  ot  Yhk&ti.

"  A  body  of  fixteen  battalions,  viz.  the  brigade  ofBritifii, 
two  battalions  of  Hanoverian  Guards,  two  battalions  of  Hano- 
verian grenadiers,  and  eight  battalions  of  Auftrian   infantry, 
with  fix  fquadrons  of  Britifh  light  dragoons,  four  of  Hanoverian, 
and  eight  of  Auftrian  cavalry,  with  a  great  proportion  of  heavy 
artillery,  affembled  very  early  in  the  morning  of  the  23d,  under 
the  command  of  his  Royal  Aighnefs.     They  were  to  arrive  at 
day-break  upon  the  bank  of  the  Ronelle,  near  the  village  of  Or- 
tie,    to  eftablim  bridges  to  pal's  the  river,  and  turn  the  right  of 
the  enemy.     Another   column,   of  nearly  equal  force,    under 
General  Ferraris,   was  deilined  to  attack  the  works  which  had 
been  thrown  up  upon  the  right  bank  of  the  Ronelle,  and,  after 
carrying  them,  to  fecond  the  operations  of  his  Royal  Highnefs, 
as  circumftances  might  diredl.     A  column,  under,  the  command 
of  General  Colloredo,  was  employed  to  obferve  Valenciennes; 
another,  under  General  Otto,  to  cpver  Quefnoy.     The  enemy 
attempted  an  attack  upon  the  latterj  in  which  they  were  repuli- 
ed,  with  the  lofs  of  tliree  pieces  of  cannon;  two  were  taken  by 
a  detachment  of  huflars.     A  thick  fog  occalioned  fome  delay  in 
the  advance  of  the  troops.     Upon  their  approach  to  the  Ronelle, 
feveral  batteries  were  opened  from  the  oppofite  fide,    but  from 
iuch  a  ditiance  as  to  produce  little  eftedt. 

"  They  were  anfwered  and  kept  in  awe  by  the  Auftrian  and 
Hanoverian  heavy  artillery.  AftcT  fome  time  fpent  in  canno* 
"nading,  two  divifions  of  huflars  pafled  the  river  without  oppoii- 
tion  at  a  ford  in  the  village  of  Merfhe.  His  Royal  Highnefs 
ordered  the  brigade  of  guards,  two  battalions  of  Auftrian  infan- 
try, fix  fquadrons  of  J>ritifh,  and  two  of  Hanoverian  light  ca- 
valry, to  purfue  the  fame  route,  in  order  to  take  the  batteries  in 
flank,  and  fecure  a  paflage  for  the  reft  of  his  troops.  This 
movement  had  the  defired  fuccefs ;  the  enemy  retreated  from 
all  their  pofts,  falling  back  upon  a  redoubt  which  they  had 
thrown  up  upon  the  commanding  heights  behind  the  village  of 
Famars. 

"  General  Ferraris,  after  cannonading  fome  time,  attacked, 
upon  his  lide,  and  carried  the  entrenchments  by  aflault.  The 
troops  of  the  different  nations  difplayed  the  utmoft  firmnefs  and 
intrepidity  in  this  arduous  undertaking.  The  Britifh  troops, 
who  had  this  opportunity  of  diftinguifhing  themfelves,  were  the 
brigade  of  the  line,  viz.  the  14th  and  53d  regiments,  with  the 
battalion  formed  from  their  light  infantry,  and  grenadier  com- 
panies, commanded  by  Major-Genera)  Abercromhy  *.  I  enclofe 
a  return  of  their  lofs.     Seven  pieces  of  cannon  and  near  200  pri* 

*  The  Hanoverian^  were  the  4th  and  10th  regiments,  and  the  3d  bat- 
talion of  grenadiers.  Licutcuant* General  Walmodcn  commanded  the 
Britifh  and  Hanoverian*.

foners  were  taken  in  the  redoubts.  Some  fquadrons  of  Frencli 
cavalry  appearing  at  this  time,  and  threatening  the  flank  of  the 
infantry,  though  fuperior  in  number,  they  were  attacked  with 
the  greateft  valour  by  the  regiment  of  Hanoverian  Garde  de 
Corps.  The  conteft  was  of  the  fevereft  kind ;  the  fquadrons 
mixed  with  one  another,  and  the  French  were  defeated,  though 
not  without  confiderable  lofs  to  the  Garde  de  Corps;  the  regi- 
ment had,  upon  that  and  other  occafions,  three  officers  killed, 
one  taken,  and  four  wounded,  and  fixty-feven  killed  and  wound- 
ed, non-commiflioned  officers  and  privates.  The  reft  of  the 
Hanoverian  troops  loft  about  thirty-five  men  killed  and  wound- 
ed. 

<c  His  Royal  Highnefs  advanced,  with  a  part  of  the  troops, 
to  a  hollow  way,  within  a  fmall  diftance  of  the  works;  but  ob- 
serving from  the  difpofition  of  the  enemy,  that  they  could  not 
be  carried  at  that  time  without  confiderable  lofs,  from  which  no 
proportionable  benefit  would  arife,  he  thought  it  better  to  defer 
the  attack  till  next  morning  at  day-break,  approaching  and  turn- 
ing them  in  the  night. 

w  The  enemy,  apprehen five  of  the  confequences  of  fuel)  a 
movement,  abandoned  the  works  as  foon  as  it  wis  dark,  and 
withdrew  into  Valenciennes.  This  important  pofirion  is  now 
occupied  by  his  Royal  Highnefs,  who  has  been  joined  by  the 
reft  of  his  column. 

"  It  appears  that  the  French  generals,  forefeeing  they  could 
not  defend  the  paflage  of  the  Ronelle,  and  unwilling  to  rifk  the 
event  of  a  decifive  engagement  in  fo  confined  a  fituation  as  that 
between  the  Ronelle  and  ihe  Scheldt,  made  early  preparation  for 
retreat.  They  pafled  the  Scheldt,  and  were  ktn  marching  to- 
wards Denain.  Captain  Craufurd,  Aid-de-Camp  to  his  Royal 
Highnefs,  obferving  a  column  of  baggage,  which  was  proceed- 
ing towards  the  liver,  took  two  fquadrons  of  the  nth  regiment 
of  light  dragoons,  though  the  convoy  was  at  that  time  rather  in 
the  rear  of  their  own  works,  and  attacked  and  difperfed  the 
troops  who  efcorted  it,  killed  and  wounded  between  fifty  and 
fixty,  took  fifty-fix  piifoncrs,  and  eight  waggons  and  thirty 
horfes.  .  The  enemy  advanced  in  force  from  the  camp,  and  at- 
tempted to  cut  off  this  detachment;  they  however  effected  their 
retreat  with  the  lofs  of  only  three  men  killed  and  three  horfes. 
The  enterprise  and  good  condudt  of  Captain  Craufurd  upon  this 
occafion,  as  well  as  the  behaviour  of  the  men  and  officers  of  the 
nth  regiment  of  light  dragoons,  has  been  highly  approved  of  by 
his  Royal  Highnefs. 

"  General  Clairfayt,  upon  his  fide,  attacked  and  carried  the 
heights  of  Anzain,  a  port  of  the  utmoft  confequence,  which,  to 
a  certain  degree,  overlooks  the  citadel  of  Valenciennes,  and 
which  completes  the  inveftment  of  the  place. 
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"  In  this  manner,  with  a  lofs  of  men,  which  muft  be  deemed 
rery  inconfiderable  when  compared  with  the  importance  of  the 
objeft  which  has  been  attained,  have  the  enemy  been  obliged  to 
abandon  a  pofition  upon  which  they  had  placed  great  reliance, 
which  they  had  occupied  long,  and  fortified  with  care,  and  to 
leave  Valenciennes  and  Conde  to  their  fate. 

"  In  the  variety  of  attacks  which  took  place,  I  cannot  at  this 
moment  ftate  with  precifion  the  lofs  upon  either  fide.  That  of 
the  combined  armies  is  very  fmall  upon  this  fide  of  the  Scheldt, 
not  above  250  men  killed  and  wounded.  That  of  General  Clair- 
fayt's  corps  by  Anzain  was  more  confiderable  than  any  other, 
and  equal  perhaps  to  the  whole.  That  of  the  enemy  was  un- 
queftionably  much  greater,

formed.

Ojlcnd,  June  1.  .A  column  of  50CO  French  trpops  arrived 
before  Fumes  about  feven  o'clock  yefterday  morning.  The 
garrifon,  compofed  of  ne;;r  1200  Dutch,  oppofed  them  very 
bravely  for  four  hours.  They  had  only  three  pieces  of  cannon, 
thre'j- pounders,  whilft  the  French  had  more  than  twelve  eight- 
poundcrs  in  this  aftion.  The  lofs.  of  the  French  is  unknown. 
The  T)utch,  after  hivir.g  had  fix  men  killed,  and  ten  wounded, 
were  obliged  to  retreat,  which  they  effc&ed  in  good  order,  and 
prnvrd  here  this  evening  with  their  cannon  and  baggage.  The 
French,  after  having  plundered  the  principal  inhabitants,  left 
Furnas  at  ten  o'clock  l.tft  night,  taking  with  them  the  Bailiff9 
Burgomafter,  and  five  Magiftrates,  as  hoftagts  for  the  contribu- 
tion 
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tions,  which  they  demanded  in  cattle,  corn,  &c.  The  Dutch, 
having  been  informed  of  their  retreat,  returned  thither  this  af- 
ternoon ;  and  intelligence  is  juft  received  that  a  number  of  Ger- 
man troops  have  arrived  at  Furncs  from  Ypresand  (Jourtray 

The  tranfpoi  ts  with  the  Britifh  dragoons  arrived  here  the  day 
before  yefterday  ;  and  upon  receiving  the  above  intelligence,  were 
perfe&ly  ready,  in  lefs  than  an  hour,  to  proceed  on  rcconnoi- 
tering  parties. 

Oflcnd,  June  16.  Intelligence  has  been  received  here,  that  tht 
Dutch  forces  quartered  at  Menin,  and. a  part  of  thofe  at  Ypres, 
had  received  orders  to  march  on  the  nth  in  ft.  at  midnight,  in 
two  columns,  with  a  view  to  furrounda  -body  of  French  troops 
in  the  neighbourhood  x>f  Vervick  :  that  the  column  under  the 
command  of  the  Prince  of  Waldeck  attacked  one  of  the  enemy*s 
batteries,  and  wtre  on  the  point  of  carrying  it,  when  the  Prince 
was  dangeronfly  wounded  in  the  bread  and  thigh,  and  they  were 
thrown  into  confuficn  and  retreated.  This  corps  being  f«?on  af- 
terwards fup;  orted  by  ihe  arrival  of  thecolumn  from  Ypres, 
tinder  the  command  of  Prince  Frederick  of  Orange,  renewed 
the  attack,  and  took  peffeflion  of  Vervick.  The  Dutch  have 
loft,  on  this  occnfion,  between  fifty  and  fixty  men  killed,  amongft 
whom  are  five  officers.  The  lofs  on  the  part  of  the  French  is 
fuppofed  to  amount  to  400  men  killed,  and  upwards  of  100  men 
taken  prifoners,  befides  feveral  pieces  of  cannon. 

The  Prince  of  Waldeck  died  yefterday  of  his  wounds. 
The  tranfports  from  England  arrived  here  this  morning,  with- 
out any  accident,  and  are  lately  moored  in  this  harbour.

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"  This  is  a  conqueft  of  the  utmoft  importance ;  Conde  being 
one  of  the  ftrongeft  places  of  this  frontier,  requiring  but  a  fmali

Articles  of  capitulation  propofcd  by  General  Chancel,  Commander  in 

Chief  of  Conde. 

Article  I.  The  garrifon  fhall  Surrender  themfelves  prifoners 
of  war,  fhall  march  out  with  the  honours  of  war,  ihall  tranfport 
their  cannon  to  the  hamlet  cf  Cocq,  where  they  (hall  lay  down 
their  arms,  battalion  by  battalion,  a*  well  as  their  colours. 

Anfwer.  Granted. 

Arr.  II.  The  Staff  Officers,  the  commifTarieJ  of  War,  and 
the  officers  of  every  rank,  Ihall  retain  their  fwords,  their  port- 
inanteux,  and  trunks,  with  their  carriages  and  horfes,  and  if  his 
Serene  Highnefs  fhould  defire  it,  they  fhall  give  their  parole  of 
honour  that  whatever  they  carry  away  is  their  own  private 
property. 

Anf.  Granted. 

Art.  III.  The  garrifon  fhall  remain  in  the  place  until  the  12th 
inftant,  from  whence  it  fhall  depart,  in  two  columns,  twenty- 
four  hours  interval  being  given  for  their  being  conducted  to  the 
place. 

Anf.  Granted  till  the  12th:  on  the  13th  the  garrifon  fhall 
march  out  at  the  hour  which  fhall  be  agreed  on.  They  (hall 
have  twenty-fours  hours  previous  notice  of  the  place  to  which 
they  fhall  be  conducted. 

Art.  IV.  Each  battalion  fhall  carry  its  covered  waggon,  drawn 
by  four  horfes;  and  it  fhall,  moreover,  be  furnifhed  with  all  the 
carriages  neceflary  for  the  garrifon. 

Anf.  The  horfes  belonging  to  the  French  nation  may  be  ufed 
for  drawing  the  baggage  to  the  place  where  the  troops  fhall  be 
detained  prifoners  of  war;  and,  if  a  greater  number  of  waggons 
/hall  be  neceflary,  they  fhall  be  furnifhed  (or  boats)  but  covered 
waggons  are  refufed. 

/\rt.  V.  The  French  CommifTaries  of  War  fhall  remain  in 
the  place,  to  attend  to  the  fupport  and  the  police  of  the  hofpitals. 
Provifions  and  medicines  fhall  be  furnifhed,  by  his  Serene  High- 
iieis'i  orden,  to  the  military  of  all  ranks  who  fhall  be  adlually 

in 
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in  the  faid  hofpitals,  and  to  the  fick  officers,  in  their  own  apart* 
ments,  at  the  expence  of  the  French  nation)  until  their  entire 
recovery;  and  fo  often  as  a  certain  number  of  convalefcents  (hall 
be  in  a  fituation  to  hear  being  removed,  a  fufficient  number  of 
carriages  lhall  be  furniflied,  with  an  efcort,  to  condudl  them  with 
fafety  to  the  town  appointed  by  his  Serene  Highnefs. 

Anf.  Granted  ;  provided  that  the  number  of  Commiflaries 
who  may  remain,  (hall  be  limited  by  the  Commander  of  the  Im- 
perial garrifon,  and  fhall  be  fubjecT:  to  his  directions. 

Art.  VI.  The  General,  the  St aff  Officers,  and  the  principal 
officers  of  all  the  corps  of  the  garrifon,  lhall  carry  away  with 
them  (as  being  refponllble)  all  the  papeis  which  may  be  necef- 
fary  either  for  iheir  juflification,  or  to  enable  them  to  give  an 
account  of  their  perfonal  condudl,  to  fucli  as  have  a  right  to  re-  l 
quire  it,  fmce  the  blockade  of  the  place. 

Anf.  Granted  ;  after  the  faid  papers  lhall  have  been  examined 
in  order  to  certify  that  they  contain  objects  only  relative  to  their 
refponfibility,  and  not  to  the  archives  of  the  place. 

Art.  VII.  The  Commanding  Officers  of  the  Artillery,  and  of 
Engineers,  (hall  remain  in  the  place  the  neceffary  time  for  de- 
livering into  the  hands  of  his  Imperial  Majefty's  Commiflaries, 
appointed  for  this  purpofe,  the  different  e:Tefts  with  which  they 
are  refpe&ively  intruded,  and  in  order  to  put  their  accounts  in  a 
ftate  of  due  order  and  validity, 

Anf.  The  chief  Officer  of  the  Engineers  in  the  place  (hall  deli- 
ver to  that  of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  who  (hall  be  appointed  for 
that  purpofe,  all  the  plans,  memorials,  meafurements,  drawings, 
and  other  papers,  which  (hall  be  found  in  the  depot  of  the  for- 
tifications, and  belonging  to  the  place;  and  fae  (hall  explain  to 
the  faid  officer  the  method  of  managing  the  fluices,  the  water- 
courfes,  the  counter-mines,  as  well  old  as  new,  the  barracks, 
military  buildings,  and  other  things  under  his  charge.  In  the 
fame  manner  the  chief  Officers  of  Artillery,  the  Keepers  of  the 
Magazines,  the  Commiflaries  of  War,  of  Victualling,  and  of 
Forage,  &c.  who  are  the  keepers  and  adminiftrators  of  the 
buildings  and  effefts  belonging  to  the  French  nation,  (hall  de- 
liver up  the  papers,  books,  plans,  ammunition,  and  other  ef- 
fects with  which  they  may  be  charged,  according  to  an  inven- 
tory, which  fhall  he  legally  verified  by  an  officer  of  the  forces 
of  his  Imperial  Majefty. 

Art.  VIII.  All  the  women  and  children  of  the  military, 
of  whatever  rank  their  hufbands  or  fathers  may  be,  as  well  as 
the  Citizens,  (hall  be  allowed  a  month  to  retire  with  their  ef- 
fects, goods,  and  property,  into  fuch  French  towns  as  they  (hall 
choofe.  For  this  purpofe  the  neceffary  paflports  lhall  be  delivered 
to  them.  The  General,  or  fuperior  Officer,  whom  his  Serene 
Highnefs  (hall  leave  to  command  m  t\ve  p\acc*  ftiAVuV&axt 
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that  no  one  {hall  be  difturbed  on  account  of  his  opinion,  nor  for 
what  he  might  have  done  previouily  to  the  prefent  capitulation. 
Anf.  The  fame  regard  (hall  be  fhewn  to  them  which  is  doe 
to  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  country,  and  to  the  good  Citizens 
of  the  town. 

Art.  IX.  the  National  Guard  of  Citizens  of  Conde,  the  ar- 
tillery men  excepted,  having  been  employed  during  the  bloc- 
kade only  in  the  protection  of  property  and  in  the  police  of  the 
town,  fhall  not  be  regarded  as  prifoners  of  war,  but  may  remain 
peaceable  in  their  houfes.  1  lie  company  of  connoneers  and 
the  National  Guard  of  Conde,  having  been  many  months  in  the 
pay  of  the  nation,  and  having  in  that  quality  performed  a&ive 
fervice  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  cannoneers  of  the  line,  (hall 
be  prifoners  of  war;  they  lhall  be  the  firft  exchanged  or  ran- 
fomed,  and  fhall  have  for  their  prifon  the  town  of  Conde,  the 
place  of  their  dwelling. 

Anf.  His  Majefty  the  Emperor  and  King  doe*  not  make  war 
upon  the  peaceable  citizens  and  inhabitants ;  all  fuch,  being  fore 
of  his  protcftion,  fhall  remain  in  their  own  houfes,  without 
being  difturbed.  Thofe  who  have  worn  uniforms  and  borne 
arms  fhall  he  declared  fubjecr  to  the  laws  of  war,  and,  as  fuch, 
fhall  be  difarmed,  and  made  prifoners.  As  to  the  place  of  their 
detention,  they  fhall  have  twenty-four  hours  notice  previouily 
to  their  departure  from  the  p-ace. 

Art.  X.  The  Curate  of  the  town  of  Conde,  as  well  as  all 
the  priefts,  who  have  taken  the  oath  required  by  the  civil  con- 
ftitution  of  the  clergy,  fhall  have  eight  days  notice,  and  fhall 
be  provided  with  paffports  to  retire  where  they  pleafe  with  their 
effects  and  baggage.  They  fhall  not,  any  more  than  the  other 
citizens,  be  difturbed  on  account  of  their  opinions. 

Anf.  This  object,  nc»t  being  of  a  military  nature,  fhall  be  re* 
ferred  to  his  Majefly  the  Emperor  ;  and  in  the  mean  time,  they 
lhall  remain  in  the  town,  under  the  protection  granted  to  the 
inhabitants,  but  without  being  permitted  to  perform  any  duty; 
thofe  who  wifh  to  depart  fooner  fhall  have  paffports, 

Art.  XL  The  General  places  under  the  fafeguard  of  the 
Auftrian  government  the  prrfons  and  property  of  all  Citizens, 
of  whatever  defcription  they  may  be,  as  well  as  all  thofe  who 
may  choofe  to  retire  from  the  place. 

Anf.  The  Auftrian  troops,  on  entering  into  the  place,  (hall 
obferve  the  moft  exacTl  police,  fo  that  no  infult  fhall  be  offered  to 
individuals,  nor  attack  made  upon  property. 

Art.  XII.  The  erRuSb  which  may  have  been  depofited  in  this 
place  by  different  military  individuals,  who  fhall  not  have  been 
themfelves  in  the  town,  nor  in  the  corps,  and  do  not  form  a  part 
of  the  garrifon,  (lull  be  faithfully  delivered  up  to  their  owners, 
upon  requifition.

Anf.  This  article  is  granted  of  courfe. 

Art.  XIII.  General  Chancel  recommends  the  Auftrian  defer- 
ters  who  may  be  found  in  the  place,  to  the  clemency  of  hir 
Serene  Highnefs  and  that  of  his  Imperial  Majefty.  v 

Anf.  All  the  deferters  of  his  Imperial  Majefty  (hall  be  deli- 
vered up,  and  the  neceffary  refearches  for  difcovering  themfhali 
be  made. 

Art.*  XIV.  The  Contractors  for  military  fuhfiftence,  fervants 
attached  to  the  military,  and  the  artillery  drivers,  not  having 
any  military  duty  to  perform,  cannot  be  looked  upon  as  making 
part  of  the  garrifonf  and  fhall  have  liberty  to  return  to  their 
homes;  and  for  this  purpofe  they  fhall  be  furnifhed  with  paflports 
and  the  neceffary  carriages. 

Anf.  This  article  fhall  be  performed  according  to  the  cartel 
eAablifhed  between  the  two  armies. 

Art.  XV.  Meafures  having  been  taken  to  enfure  the  payment 
of  the  debts  which  the  garrifon  may  have  contracted  during  the 
blockade,  the  orders  given  to  this  effect  fhall  be  communicated 
to  his  Serene  Highnefs  if  he  fhould  defire  it. 

Anf.  The  well-founded  pretentions  and  claims  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  town  of  Conde  upon  the  French  troops,  or  upon  the 
nation,  fhall  be  liquidated  by  them,  to  the  fatisfaclion  of  the 
parties. 

,  Art.  XVI.  The  CommifTary  at  War,  Pigeon,  employed  in  the 
army  of  the  Ardennes,  and  difcharging  the  duties  of  an  infpeftor 
of  the  place,  having  caufed  to  be  paid  to  the  Auftrian  prifoners 
tinder  his  care  the  fame  allowance  which  they  had  in  his  Imperial 
Majefly's  army,  the  fame  allowance  fhall  alfo  be  paid  to  the 
garrifon  of  Conde,  which  is  attached  to  each  individual  accord- 
ing to  his  rank. 

.  Anf.  The  fame  rule  fhall  be  obferved  in  this  refpect,  as  has 
been  fettled  by  the  cartel  for  the  prifoners  of  war.

Art.  I.  At  ten  o'clock  of  the  evening  of  this  day,  the  10th  of 
July  1793,  General  Chancel  fhall  deliver  up  to  the  troops  of  his 
Majefly  the  Emperor  and  King,  the  forts  and  redoubts  of  Thi- 
vencelles,  Jar,  Maccou,  and  Mafy;  and  the  Imperial  troops 
4hall  take  immediate  poffeffion  of  them.    The  redoubt  of  the 
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Moulin  de  Frefnes,  as  well  as  of  ihe  battery  called  Chancel,  fhall 
remain  neuter. 

Ait.  II.  At  the  fame  time,  there  fhall  be  delivered  up  to  the 
Auftrian  troops  the  outer  draw-bridge  of  the  gate  of  Conde, 
called  the  gate  of  i  ournai;  and  the  interior  luidge  towards  the 
fquare  {hall  he  occupied  hf  the  F  rench  troops. 

Art.  III.  The  fortifications,  outworks,  redoubts,  intrench- 
ments,  forts,  iluices,  countermines,  galleries,  fubterraneoui 
places,  caf:  ments,  arfenals,  magazines,  barracks,  pavilions,  and, 
in  fhort,  all  the  public  edifices,  civil  and  military,  (hall  be  deli- 
vered up  to  theComrnifTarics  of  his  Imperial  MajeAy,  appointed 
for  this  purpofe,  \x\Jlatuc  que,  without  any  alteration  whatever 
being  made  in  the  faid  works,  &c. 

Art.  IV.  All  the  artillery  of  the  place,  ferving  for  the  defence 
as  well  as'  that  attached  to  the  battalions,  after  the  latter  fhall 
have  laid  down  their  arms,  (hall  be  delivered  up  in  itsaclual  ftat«| 
without  any  damage  being  done  to  the  faid  artillery,  its  equipage, 
caniagef,  &c.  In  like  manner,  the  arms  of  every  kind,  as  well 
as  ammunition,  fuch  as>  powder,  bombs,  obufes,  bullets,  balls, 
cartridges,  &c.  together  with  all  other  moveable  property  be- 
longing to  the  French  nation,  and  which  are  equally  included  in 
the  prefent  article,  fuch  as  camp  equipage,  artillery,  and  other 
horfes,  other  than  thofe  proper  for  officers,  comprifed  in  the  lid 
article.

night  not  only  the  attacks  of  the  covered-way  of  the  horn- 
work,  and  of  the  advanced  fleche  by  St.  Sauve,  were  attended 
with  iiiccefs,  hut  that  pofleflion  has  been  obtained  of  the 
lmrn  work  itfelf,  in  which  the  tioops  are  now  completely  efta- 
hliflied. 

*<  Three  attacks  were  formed,  one  upon  the  faliant  angle  of  the 
ravelin  of  the  horn-work,  one  upon  the  faliant  angle  vt  the  half 
baftion  upon  the  right,  and  one  upon  the  fleche.  Nine  hundred 
men  were  deftined  for  each  attack.     In  each  of  the  two  fir  ft  an 

advanced 
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advanced  guard  was  formed  of  150  men,  followed  by  300,  with 
the  necellary  workmen  and  miners,  fupported  by  the  reft  of  the 
column.  The  trorps  employed  on  the  attack  upon  the  right 
.  were  divided  into  three  parts ;  one  of  which  turned  the  fleche  to 
the  right,  another  to  the  left,  and  the  third  advanced  in  front. 
The  column  dcflined  for  the  attack  of  the  faliant  angle  of  the 
ravelin  was  compofed  of  Britifh,  Hanoverian,  and  Heffian  troops, 
the  other  two  of  Auftrians.  One  hundred  and  fifty  men  of  the 
brigade  of  guards,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Leigh,  formed 
the  advanced  party.  They  were  followed  by  1 50  men  of  the  bri- 
gade of  the  line,  with  an  equal  number  of  Hanoverians,  com- 
manded by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Doyle;  150  Hanoverians,  ajid  300 
HefTians  compofed  tiie  reft  of  the  column.  Colonel  Langerke  of 
the  Heffians,  and  Lieutenant- Colonel  Offhey  of  the  Hanoverians, 
commanded  thefe  troops.  A  detachment  of  the  company  of  arti- 
ficers under  Captain  Sutherland, accompanied  thiscolumn,  and  per- 
formed the  duty  allotted  to  them  with  great  a&ivity  and  refolu- 
tion.  This  attack  was  commanded  by  Major  General  Aber- 
cromby.  The  Auftrian  Lieutenant- General  Erbach  commanded 
the  whole. 

"  The  fpringing  of  the  globes  of  compreffion  was  the  fignal 
for  the  attack.  Of  thefe  there  were  three;  one  towards  the  fa- 
liant angle  of  the  ravelin,  one  towards  that  of  the  half  baftiori 
upon  the  right,  and  one  betwixt  thefe  two.  They  were  fprung 
at  Ihort  intervals  from  one  another;  the  firft  at  nine  o'clock. 
The  two  columns  upon  the  left  advanced  with  the  utmoft  ala- 
crity, rufhing  out  from  the  fap,  which  had  been  carried  the  pre- 
ceding night  to  within  a  very  fmall  diftance  of  the  creft  of  the 
glacis.  The  enemy  werealraoft  inftantaneouiJy  driven  from  the 
covered-way.  They  abandoned  the  horn-work,  and  as  it  after- 
wards appeared,  all  the  out-works  of  the  place.  The  miners  de- 
scended into  the  ditch,  and  got  pofTeflion  of  thofe  of  the  enemy's 
mines,  which  had  efcaped  the  effedls  of  the  globes  of  com- 
preffion* They  were  found  loaded,  and  feveral  of  the  miners 
were  taken.  Our  fougafs  was  fprung,  but  happily  without  oc- 
cafioning  any  lofs.  The  horn-woik  was  entered  by  the  gorge. 
The  probability  of  this  had  been  forefeen;  but  it  was  reckoned 
vfelefs  to  attempt  a  lodgement,  for  want  of  proper  communica- 
tion, and  indeed  nearly  impoffible  to  effedl  it.  The  original  or- 
ders given  for  this  cafe  were,  therefore,  to  fpike  the  guns  and  re- 
tire. A  paflage  being  however  difcovered,  which  went  under 
.ground  from  the  ditch  into  the  work,  and  noene.ny  appearing  in 
the  counter  garde,  which  immediately  overlooks  it,  to  interrupt 
the  workmen,  it  was  determined  by  his  Royal  Highncfs  to  take 
the  advantage  of  the  moment.  The  lodgement  was  made  before 
day-light ;  and  the  troops  are  now,  I  apprehend,  in  perfefl  fe- 
curity.     This  is  of  the  greater  confequence,  as  the  horn-work  is 
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found  to  be  ftrongly  mined,  and  it  muft,  therefore,  in  the  com- 
mon line  of  operations,  have  required  a  confiderable  time,  and 
occasioned  lofs  of  men  in  courfe,  to  have  gained  pofleffion  of  it. 
Meafures  are  taking,  with  ail  poffible  expedition,  to  profit  of 
this  fuccefs,  by  erecting  a  battery,  for  the  purpofe  of  battering 
in  breach  the  counter  garde,  which  is  between  the  horn -work 
and  the  body  of  the  place. 

"  His  Royal  Highnefs  has  exprefled  himfelf  to  be  highly  pleat- 
ed with  the  gallantry  and  good  conduit  of  Major-General  Aber- 
cromby,  Colonel  Leigh,  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  Doyle,  as  well 
as  with  that  which  was  (hewn  by  Colonel  Langerke  and  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Offney.  The  condudt  of  the  other  officers,  and 
that  of  the  troops  in  general,  as  v\ell  in  regard  to  their  discipline, 
and  the  order  which  they  preferved,  as  to  the  gallantry  of  their 
behaviour,  merits  every  commendation.  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Dietrickftein,  Captains  Count  Orlandini  and  Thiangie,  of  the 
Auftrian  corps  of  engineers,  were  attached  to  the  left  column, 
and  their  condudt  is  fpoken  of  by  Major-General  Abercromby  in 
terms  of  the  ftrongeil  approbation. 

4'  The  attack  of  the  rleche  upon  the  right  was  carried  on  with 
equal  vigour  and  fuccefs;  feveral  of  the  enemy  were  killed,  and 
twelve  taken  in  the  work.  Small  parties  made  their  way  into 
the  main  ditch. 

<c  The  Croatz,  upon  the  fide  of  Mont  Anzin  and  St.  Sauve, 
carried  feveral  detached  works,  killed  about  fifty  ot  the  enemy, 
and  took  thirty  prifoners. 

"  Major  de  Drieherg,  Commandant  of  the  fecond  battalion  of 
Hanoverian  grenadiers,  advanced  with  a  detachment  from  Bri- 
quet to  the  crert  of  the  glacis  upon  that  fide,  where  he  remained 
till  day-break,  kept  up  a  fire  upon  ihe  works,  and  made  a  ufeful 
diverfion. 

i(  The  total  lofs  of  the  combined  troops  upon  this  important 
occafion  does  not  exceed  150  men  and  officers  killed  and  wound- 
ed. I  enclofe  t!^e  return  of  the  Britifh.  The  Hanoverians  had 
ore  man  killed,  and  fix  wounded;  the  Heffians  none.  His  Royal 
Highnefs  regrets  the  lofs  of  a  brave  officer  in  Enfign  To  Hem  ache, 
who  was  killed  by  a  fhell  in  the  thiid  parallel. 

<c  I  enclofe  the  copy  of  the  fummons  fent  by  his  Royal  High- 
nefs this  morning  to  the  town,  with  the  letters  which  have  af- 
terwards pafTed.     Thefe  give  a  reafonahle  ground  for  hope,  that 
the  fiege  will  not  be  of  much  longer  continuance.

SUMMONS    TO    THE    COMMANDER. 

The  wifh  to  prevent  as  much  as  poflible  irremediable  misfor- 
tunes, was  the  motive  of  the  propofal  I  made  ^o  you  on  the  14th 
of  June.  Either  you  thought  yourfelf  able  effectually  to  refift 
our  attacks,  or  flattered  yourfelf  with  the  hopes  of  afliftance, 
and  did  not  liften  to  it.  But  now  that  both  thefe  errors  are  de- 
ftroyed,  I  offer  you,  from  the  fame  motives  of  humanity,  a  ca- 
pitulation, which  will  fave  your  honour,  and  what  remains  of 
their  property,  to  the  unfortunate  victims  of  your  obftinacy. 
Are  you  determined  to  force  us,  by  the  neceflity  of  war,  com* 
pletely  todeftroy  a  beautiful  town,  or  will  you  preferve  what  has 
hitherto  efcaped ? 

Lamenting  the  dreadful  confequences  of  an  obftinacv  for  which 
you  have  no  longer  any  legitimate  excufe,  either  military  or  po- 
litical, I  muft  obferve  to  you,  that  your  anfwer  will  irrevocably 
decide  the  fate  of  Valenciennes.  You  will  not  be  admitted  to  ca- 
pitulate after  to-day ;  I  (hall  no  longer  liften  to  any  propofals, 
and  the  town  being  taken  by  ftorm,  you  know  too  well  the  ter- 
rible confequences  it  has  to  expefl.

SUMMONS    TO    THE    MUNICIPALITY. 

I  fend  you  herewith  a  copy  of  what  I  have  written  to  the 
Commander  of  your  town,  and  inform  you  that  he  will  expofe 
you  to  the  moft  dreadful  fate,  if  he  ftill  perftfts  in  his  refufal  to 
accept  the  offer  of  a  capitulation,  by  which  the  honour  of  the 
garrifon,  and  what  remains  of  your  property,  will  be  preferved. 
You  will  owe  this  fate  to  an  obftinacy  very  ill  underftood,  as 
you  muft  be  fenl'ible  that,  in  the  prefent  circumftances,  you  can 
neither  defend  the  place,  nor  expeft  afliftance.  His  proclama- 
tion of  the  21  ft  of  June  is  a  libel  againft  the  armies  now  before 
your  walls.  The  reputation  of  thefe  brave  and  well-difciplined 
troops,  cannot  fufler  from  his  calumnies ;  but  you  have  every 
thing  10  fear  from  the  vengeance  of  foldiers  provoked  by  fuch 
publications.     It  will  not  be  in  the  power  of  the  molt  humane 
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Chief  to  fcreen  you  from  it,  if  you  oblige  us  to  come  to  thcfe  ex- 
tremities. Be  upon  your  guard  againft  infinuations,  by  which 
you  would  facrifice  all  you  poffefs  to  the  intereft  of  one;  and  let 
thofe  among  you,  who  are  willing  and  able  to  a&  for  the  beft, 
prevent,  by  a  prudent  refolution,  the  devaftation  and  carnage 
which  would  be  the  confequence  of  a  refiflance  ufelefsly  conti- 
nued for  a  few  days.  This  day  expired,  your  Commander  will 
no  longer  be  admitted  to  capitulate.  Jf  your  town  is  taken  by 
ftorm,  it  will  be  plundered,  and  nothing  can  prevent  the  maffacre 
of  both  foldiers  and  inhabitants.  May  this  dreadful  example, 
which  1  wifh  you  to  avoid,  be  a  leflbn  to  other  towns,  and  give 
to  the  inhabitants,  well  inclined,  energy  enough  to  avoid  a  fate, 
which  thofe  of  your's,  by  an  unpardonable  weaknefs,  expofe 
themlelves  to  fliare  equally  with  the  perverfe.

"  It  is  with  the  utmoft  fatisfa&ion  that  I  have  the  honour  of 
acquainting  you  with  the  furrender  of  the  Town  and  Citadel  of 
Valenciennes  to  the  Combined  Army  under  the  command  of  his 
Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  York. 

"  The  fuccefsful  attack  of  the  25th,  and  the  lodgement  in  the 
horn- work,  feem  to  have  made  a  ftrong  im predion  upon  the  ene- 
my, and  to  have  difpofed  them  to  receive  in  a  favourable  manner 
thefummons  which  was  fent  by  his  Royal  Highnefs  to  the  Gene- 
ral and  Inhabitants  upon  the  following  day. 

"  The  alacrity  with  which  the  troops  have  undergone  the 
hardships  and  fevere  duty  of  the  fiege,  as  well  as  the  refolution 
which  they,  difplayed  in  fituations  of  danger,  deferve  the  higheft 
praife. 

"  Batteries  were  allotted  at  different  times  to  be  worked  by  the 
Royal  Artillery,  and  every  commendation  is  due  to  Major  Con- 
greve  and  to  the  officers  and  men  of  that  corps,  who  have  upon 
this  occafion  fully  fupported  the  reputation  which  they  have  fo 
long  enjoyed. 

"  Though  Colonel  Moncrief  was  not  charged  with  the  direc- 
tion of  the  fiege,  the  greateft  advantages  have  been  derived  from 
his  profeffional  knowledge,  a&ivity,  and  zeal,  particularly  in 
taking  and  keeping  pofleflion  of  the  horn-work. 

*'  1  enclofe  a  return  of  the  lofs  of  the  Britifh  and  Hanoverian 
troops  during  the  whole  of  the  fiege,  by  which  it  appears,  that  the 
number  of  the  killed  and  wounded  of  the  former,  as  it  (lands  at 
this  moment,  amounts  to  ninety,  including  all  ranks.

They  have  had 
about  ] 300  officers  and  men  killed  and  wounded;  from  which, 
however,  the  fame  dedu&ion  may  be  made.

To  FREDERICK,  Duke  of  York,  commanding  the  Combined  Army 

at  the  Siege  of  Valenciennes. 

General  Ferrand  will  deliver  up  to  the  Duke  of  York,  the 
Town  and  Citadel  of  Valenciennes,  upon  the  following  condi- 
tions. 

Anfwer.  General  Ferrand  (hall  deliver  up  to  his  Royal  High- 
nefs  the  Duke  of  York,  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Combined 
Army  employed  at  the  fiege  of  Valenciennes,  for  his  Majefty  the 
Emperor  and  King,  the  Town  and  Citadel  of  Valenciennes,  on 
the  conditions  hereafter  &\\>uUted% 
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Article  I.  The  garrifon  (hall  obtain  the  honours  of  war,  as 
well  as  every  military  article. 

Anf.  The  garrifon  (hall  march  out  by  the  gate  of  Cambray 
with  the  honours  of  war,  and  (hall  lay  down  their  arms  at  the 
houfe  called  Le  Briquet,  where  they  fhall  leave  their  colours  and 
field-pieces,  without  damaging  them  in  the  lead.  They  fhall 
likewife  leave  the  troop  horfes,  artillery,  provifions,  and  other 
military  efleits.  Thofc  belonging  to  the  officers  (hall  be  reftor- 
ed  to  them,  with  their  fwords. 

"  Art.  II.  All  the  ammunition  of  whatever  kind,  artillery, 
and  every  article,  conftituting  and  making  part  of  the  army, 
(hall  be  retained. 

Anf.  Refufed. 

Art.  HI-  The  garrifon  fhall  march  out  from  the  place  on  the 
6th  day  after  the  lignature  of  the  capitulation,  by  the  gate  of 
Tournay,  to  repair  to  fuch  part  of  the  Republic  as  General 
Ferrand  (hall  judge  proper,  with  arms,  and  baggage,  horfes, 
drums  beating,  matches  lighted  at  both  ends,  colours  flying, 
and  all  the  cannon  they  can  carry  away. 

Anf*  The  garrifon  lb  all  march  out  on  the  ift  of  Auguft,  in 
the  manner  flipulated  by  the  firft  article;  and  as  they  (hall  be 
prifoners  of  war,  their  route  to  return  into  France  (hall  be  com- 
municated to  them  twenty- four  hours  previous  to  their  depar- 
ture, in  order  to  receive  their  parole  of  honour,  and  the  officers, 
as  well  as  to  arrange  other  matters  refpeftiug  the  foldiery,  who 
(hall  engage  not  to  ferve  during  the  whole  courfe  of  the  prefent 
war  againft  the  armies  of  his  Majefty  the  Emperor,  and  of  his 
Allies,  without  having  been  exchanged  conformably  to  the  car* 
tels,  under  pain  of  military  punifhment. 

Art.  IV.  The  othtr  pieces  of  artillery  (hall  follow  in  eight 
days  after  the  departure  of  the  garrifon,  as  well  as  the  ammuni- 
tion and  military  effe&s. 

Anf.  Refufed,  as  to  what  relates  to  the  artillery,  and,  in  ge- 
neral, to  alhthe  warlike  (lores  and  provifions,  and  other  military 
articles;  but  granted,  as  to  what  relates  to  the  perfonal  property 
of  the  officers  and  foldiers  of  the  garrifon. 

Art.  V.  The  neceflary  carriages  and  horfes  for  tranfporting 
the  baggage,  and  for  mounting  the  officers,  fhall  be  paid  for  as 
may  be  agreed  upon. 

Anf.  The  neceflary  carriages  and  horfes  for  the  tranfport  of 
the  baggage  (hall  be  provided  for  the  garrifon,  on  being  paid  for; 
and  the  Commiflaries  at  War,  who  fhall  on  their  part  remain  in 
the  place,  (hall  be  perfonal!  y  refponfible  for  the  return  of  the  faid 
carriages  and  horfes. 

Art.  VI.  Twelve  covered  waggons  (hall  be  provided,  which 
are  not  to  be  fearched. 

Anf.  Refufed. 

E  Art, 
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Art.  VII.  The  convalefcent  foldiers,  in  a  fituation  of  being 
removed,  fhall  be  carried  away,  and  the  ncceflary  carriages  for 
their  removal  fhall  alfo  be  provided  by  the  befiegers. 

Anf.  Granted  under  the  ftipulations  of  the  Vth  article* 

Art.  VIII.  As  to  the  fick  who  are  unable  to  bear  removal, 
they  fhall  remain  in  the  hofpitals  where  they  now  are;  being  ta- 
ken care  of  by  the  officers  of  health  appointed  for  that  purpofe, 
at  the  expence  of  the  Republic,  under  the  infpedion  of  a  Cotn- 
miflary  at  War;  and  whenever  thefefick  perfons  fhall  be  fit  for 
removal,  they  fhall  in  like  manner  be  furnifhed  with  carriages* 

Anf.  Granted,  provided  that  the  commiflaries  remaining  for 
the  administration  ot  the  hofpitals  fhall  be  fubje&  to  the  military 
police,  as  well  as  thofe  mentioned  in  the  Vth  article;  and  the 
convalefcent  foldiers  ihall  be  prifoners,  as  ftipulated  in  the  Hid 
article. 

Art.  IX.  The  reprefentatives  of  the  people,  and  all  perfons 
attached  to  the  Republic,  of  whatever  defcription  they  may  bef 
fhall  participate  in  the  capitulation  of  the  army,  and  ihall  enjoy 
the  fame  conditions. 

Anf.  All  perfons,  not  military,  being  confidered  as  Citizens, 
fhall  enjoy  the  treatment  granted  to  this  clafs  of  perfons* 

Art.  X.  The  deferters  ihall  remain  reciprocally  in  the  corps 
in  which  they  are,  without  being  molefled.  With  regard  to  the 
prifoners,  they  may  be  exchanged. 

Anf.  Refuftd.  The  deferters  fhall  be  fcrupuloufly  delivered 
up  before  the  garrifon  leaves  the  place;  and  the  neceffary  rc- 
fearches  fhalL  be  made  to  diicover  thofe  who  may  be  concealed. 
The  Auftrian  prifoners,  and  thofe  of  the  Allied  Powers,  Ihall  be 
faitbfullv  reilored. 

Art.  XI.  Commiflaries  fhall  he  appointed  on  both  fides,  to  fix 
upon  the  objects  which  fhall  be  adjudged  to  the  Republic,  as 
well  as  all  the  papers  relative  to  the  artillery,  the  fortifications 
a.  d  military  regifters,  as  well  as  thofe  of  this  town  and  of  every 
other  pl.'co  belonging  to  the  Republic.  The  fame  fhall  be  ob- 
ferved  with  refpeft  to  all  the  papers  of  the  civil  and  military 
adminiftrations. 

Anf.  CommnTaries  from  all  the  military  and  civil  departments 
fhall  be  appointed  to  receive  the  papers,  effects,  and  military 
buildings,  artillery,  caft  iron,  arfenals,  warlike  ftores  and  pro- 
villons,  military  and  civil  cherts.  In  a  word,  all  the  other  ob- 
jecls  belonging  to  the  government,  of  whatever  defcription* 
Thefe  commiflaries  fhall  be  introduced  into  the  town  immedi- 
ately after  the  exchange  of  hoftages.  The  chiefs  of  the  different 
corps  fhall  be  perfonally  refponfible  for  the  frauds  which  may  be 
committed  in  the  delivery  of  the  papers,  chefts,  artillery,  and 
other  objects  above  mentioned. 

Art.  XII.  The  inhabitants  of  both  fexes  at  prefent  in  this 

town, 
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town,  or  thofe  who  have  taken  refuge  in  it,  the  public  function- 
aries, and  all  the  other  agents  of  the  French  Republic,  fhall  be 
protedted  in  their  honours,  their  lives,  and  their  property,  with 
permiflion  to  retire  wherever  they  pleafe. 

Anf.  The  good  order  and  difcipline  of  the  Allied  Armies  will 
prcferve  the  inhabitants  from  every  kind  of  intuit  in  their  per- 
fons and  properties. 

Art.  XIII.  For  the  maintenance  of  order  in  the  police,  the 
fafety  of  perfons,  and  prefervation  of  property,  the  conftituted 
authorities,  and  the  tribunals  fhall  remain  in  the  di (charge  of 
their  fundi  ions  until  it  may  be  otherwise  provided.  The  ciecifions 
of  the  tribunals  fhall  be  refpedted,  and  no  conftituted  authority 
fhall  be  called  to  account  for  the  legal  proceedings  of  its  admini- 
ftration,  or  of  its  jurifdidtion. 

Anf.  Refuted  ;  but  the  adminiftrative  and  judicial  corps  fhall 
be  refpedred,  until  it  fhall  have  been  otherwife  provided  by  his 
Imperial  Majefty. 

Art.  XIV.  No  perfon  fhall  be  molefted  for  his  opinions, 
whatever  they  may  have  been,  nor  for  what  he  fhall  have  law- 
fully faid  or  done  before  or  during  the  fiege. 

Anf.  The  intention  of  his  Majefty  the  Emperor  and  King  is, 
that  the  peaceable  inhabitants  fhould  in  no  wife  be  difturbed. 

Art.  XV.  The  inhabitants  fhall  not  be  fubjedted  to  the  quar- 
tering of«troops. 

Anf.  Granted ;  as  far  as  the  number  and  accommodation  of  the 
military  buildings  will  allow. 

Art.  XVI.  The  inhabitants  fhall  not  be  obliged  to  perform 
any  military  duty,  and  thofe  who  have  done  fo  till  the  prefent 
moment  fhall  not  be  confidered  as  military. 

Anf.  The  inhabitants  fhall  not  be  obliged  to  perform  any 
military  fervice,  except  in  the  ufual  cafes,  in  the  provinces  of  his 
Majefty  the  Emperor  in  the  Low  Countries.  As  to  thofe  who 
fhall  be  armed,  or  in  uniform,  they  fhall  be  treated  as  the  other 
military  according  to  the  Hid  article. 

Art.  XVII.  The  inhabitants  fhall  all  be  exempted  from  milita- 
ry labour. 

Anf.  Referred  to  article  XVI. 

Art.  XVIII.  Thofe  perfons  who  fhall  choofe  to  refide  elfe- 
where,  fhall  have  liberty  to  depart  from  the  town  with  their 
families,  baggage,  furniture,  and  effedts,  and  to  difpofe  of  their 
immoveable  property,  or  what  is  deemed  fuch  to  the  profit  of 
whomfoever  they  may  think  proper,  during  the  term  of  fix 
months. 

Anf.  The  inhabitants  fhall  be  permitted  to  retire  with  their 
efFedts,  within  the  term  of  fix  months,  wherever  they  pleafe,  and 
paflports  fhall  be  granted  to  them  in  confequence. 

Art.  XIX.  All  thofe  who  may  wifh  to  return  to,  or  to  come 
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and  inhabit  in  this  city,  {hall  he  received,  and  (hall  enjoy  the 
fame  advantages  as  the  other  inhabitants. 

Anf.  Granted. 

Art.  XX.  The  prefent  currency,  namely,  affignats,  (hall  con- 
tinue to  be  received. 

Anf.  Refufed  to  acknowledge  affignats  as  money,  until  an  ul- 
terior arrangement. 

Art.  XXI.  The  National  domains,  which  have  been  fold 
in  conformity  to  the  exifting  laws,  fhall  be  preferved  to  the  pur- 
chafers. 

Anf.  This  aiticle,  not  being  of  a  military  nature,  fhall  be  re- 
fer ved,  as  the  preceding  one,  for  future  arrangement. 

Art.  XXII.  The  Commonalty  fhall  continue  to  enjoy  the  pro- 
perties which  they  at  prefent  poflefs,  both  moveable  and  im- 
moveables, efpecially  the  corn  which  they  have  in  magazines, 
for  the  fubfiflence  of  the  inhabitants. 

Anf.  Anfwered  as  the  preceding  article.  With  regard  to  the 
magazines  of  corn,  they  fhall  be  difpofed  of  for  the  benefit  of 
the  perfon  to  whom  they  of  right  belong. 

Art.  XXI 1 1.  The  colleges,  hofpitals,  and  other  charitable 
eftablifhments,  fhall  continue  in  the  free  and  peaceable  enjoy* 
ment  of  all  their  property,  moveable  and  immoveable* 

Anf.  Granted  for  all  legitimate  property. 

Art.  XXIV.  All  debts  contracted  before  and  during  the  fiege 
by  the  municipality,  the  general  council  of  the  commonalty,  and 
the  other  con  ft  it  u  ted  authorities,  whether  liquidated  or  to  be 
liquidated,  fhall  be  held  as  lawfully  and  juftly  contracted. 

Anf.  The  debts  contracted  by  the  garrifon,  the  military,  citi- 
zens and  inhabitants,  of  whatever  description,  fhall  be  liquidated 
to  the  fatisfaflion  of  the  parties. 

Art.  XXV.  If  any  difficulty  in  the  terms  and  conditions  of 

the  capitulation  fhould  occur,  it  fhall  be  underftood  in  the  moft 

favourable  fenfe  for  the  garrifon  of  the  place  and  its  inhabitants. 

Anf.  All  the  anfwers  abov<?  mentioned  being  clearly  exprefled, 

this  article  is  without  an  ohje£t.

Letter  from  General  Fet  rand,  Commander  in  Chief  at  Valenciennes \ 
to  Frederick,  Duke  of  York,  commanding  the  Combined  Armies* 
befieging  that  Place,  dated  July ',  1793,  in  the  fecond  Tear  of  the 
Republic* 

€*  Upon  the  receipt  of  your  letter  I  afTembled  the  council  of 
war;  and  as  foon  as  we  became  acquainted  with  the  articles  it 
contains,  it  appeared  very  evident  to  us,  that  the  promife  you 
had  made  to  us  yeftcrday  was  withdrawn  :  for  in  the  articles 
you  now  propofe,  no  mention  is  made  of  an  honourable  capitu- 
lation. 

€€  In  confequence,  I  perfifl,  as  well  as  the  other  members  of 
the  general  council  of  war,  in  my  demand  of  the  lit  article 
being  entirely  preferved.  We  moreover  demand,  that  Citizens 
Cochon  and  Brie,  Reprefentatives  of  the  People,  be  allowed  to 
accompany  the  garrifon.    We  perfift  in  the  lid  article  in  our 
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demand,  that  a  field  piece,  either  a  four  or  an  eight  pounder,  with 
its  carriage,  be  allowed  to  each  battalion.  We  perfift  alfo  in 
the  Hid  article,  as  far  as  the  allowance  of  three  days  to  the  gar- 
rifon  to  leave  the  place. 

"  Andlaftly,  in  the  Vlth  article,  reducing  however,  our  de- 
mand to  fix  waggons  inftead  of  twelve ;  and  that  nothing  fliall 
be  changed  in  the  articles  VIII.  X.  XI. 

"  I  have  the  honour  to  fend  you  fix  Commiffioners,  as  welt 
civil  as  military ;  they  will  deliver'this  letter  to  you,  and  are 
authorifed  to  treat  with  you,  having  full  power  for  that  effcd.

"SIR,  I  have  the  honour  to  enclofe  vou  a  lift  of  the 
garrilou  of  Valenciennes,  as  it  ftood  at  the  end  ofthefiege,  with 
that  of  the  ftotes  which  were  taken  in  that  town.  It  was  com- 
puted that  between  6  and  70CO  men  marched  out  of  the  place, 
the  reft  being  fick  or  wounded,  part  of  which  remain  in  the  hof- 
pitals,  and  pare  followed  in  waggons.  The  garrifon  was  efcor- 
ted  to  the  firft  advanced  pofts  of  the  enemy.  Accbunts  have 
been  fince  received  of  their  having  retiied  to  different  parts  of  the 
country. 

"  I  had  the  opportunity  of  mentioning  to  you,  in  a  former 
letter,  that  the  conduct  of  the  troops  under  the  more  immediate 
command  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  has  been  fuch  as  to  merit  the 

higheft 
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higheft  commendation ;  and  it  would  be  unjuft  not  to  obferve, 
that  equal  praife  is  due  to  thofe  of  bis  imperial  Majefty. 

«'  Thefe  were  commanded  by  General  Count  de  Ferraris,  an 
officer  of  diftinguifhed  abilities,  of  which  he  furnifhed  ample 
proofs  upon  this  occafion. 

**  The  (lege  was  conduced  with  great  {kill  and  fcience  by  CoU 
Fromm,  chief  engineer.  The  artillery  was  under  the  command 
of  General  Unterberger,  and  appears  to  have  been  perfectly  well 
directed,  by  its  effect  upon  the  enemy's  works,  and  the  number 
of  guns  which  were  found  difmounted  upon  the  ramparts. 

"  Juft  as  the  army  arrived  upon  its  ground,  a  party  of  the  ene- 
my, coming,  as  it  is  fuppofed,  from  Bouchain,  attacked  an  ad- 
vanced party  of  Havoverians.  They  were  driven  back  with 
fome  lofs,  by  fix  fquadrons  of  Hanoverian  cavalry.  His  Royal 
Highnefs  Prince  Erneft  was  perfonally  engaged,  and  diftinguifh- 
ed himfelf  upon  this  occafion.

"  Sir,  I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  the  enemy  have 
been  driven  firm  the  camp  which  they  occupied  behind  the 
Scheldt,  and  obliged  to  fall  back  with  precipitation  upon  Arras, 
the  only  retreat  which  was  left  them.  The  front  of  this  camp, 
which  has  been  commonly  called  the  Camp  de  Cafary  was  cover- 
ed by  the  Scheldt,  its  left  bv  theCenfe,  both  of  them  ftrengthen- 
ed  by  inundations,  and  protected  by  works,  and  its  right  by  the 
fortrefs  of  Cambray  ;  behind  this  lie  the  wood  and  heights  of 
Bourlon,  which  were  likewife  fortified  with  the  utmoft  care. 
The  Britifh  troops,  feven  battalions  and  fix  fquadrons  of  Hano- 
verians, two  battalions  and  five  fquadrons  of  Heflians,  and  four 
battalions  and  ten  fquadrons  of  Auftrians,  marched  from  their 
refpedtive  camps  the  morning  of  the  fixth,  and  joined  the  fame 
evening  in  a  camp  near  St.  Aubert,  under  the  command  of  his 
Royal  Highnefs.  This  body  marched  the  following  morning, 
in  one  column,  by  the  villages  of  St.  Hilare,  Boufliere,andWam- 
baix,  and  forming  afterwards  into  two,  croffed  the  Scheldt  at 
Creveloeur  and  Manieres.  During  the  march,  a  body  of  caval- 
ry appeared  upon  the  right  flank  towards  Cambray,  but  they 
were  driven  back  in  great  confufion  by  the  appearance  of  fome 
cavalry  deftined  to  attack  them,  and  a  few  {hot  from  the  Aus- 
trian light  artillery. 

44  The  troops  had  been  eleven  hours  upon  their  march  when 
they  Teached  Manieres,  and  the  hear  was  ex»reme;  it  was  confe- 
quently  impoffihle  to  proceed  any  farther,  and  a  camp  was  taken 
upon  the  adjoining  heights. 

"  In  the  evening,  juft  after  the  13th  light  dragoons  had  been 
watering  their  horfes,  Lieutenant-C  lonel  Churchill  obferved  a 
fqu.idron  of  French  cavalry  at  a  fmall  di (lance;  he  immediately 
took  one  fquadron,  which  happened  to  be  in  readinefs,  leaving 
orders  for  the  other  to  follow,  and  charged  them  with  fo  much 
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rigour  and  fuccefs,  that,  befides  killing  feveral,  he  took  twa 
officers,  forty-four  privates,  and  fixty  horl'es.  Sir  Robert  Lawrie 
advanced  with  the  16th  regiment  to  the  fupport  of  the  15th. 

"  Upon  the  fame  day,  a  column  of  the  Auftrians,  under  the 
command  of  General  Clairfayt,  advanced  upon  Youy  and  Thun 
L'Eveque,  poife fling  t hem fe Ives,  with  little  oppoution,  of  all 
the  ports  upon  the  right  of  the  Scheldt,  A  third  column,  under 
General  Col lo redo,  marched  upon  Navres,  to  be  in  readinefs 
to  co-operate  with  either  of  the  former,  as  circumftances  might 
direct. 

"  His  Royal  Highnefs  put  his  corps  again  in  motion  upon  the 
morning  of  the  eighth,  having  divided  it  into  three  columns,  di- 
rected upon  the  villages  of  Graincourt,  Anneux,  and  Cantain, 
with  the  intention  of  attacking  the  enemy  upon  the  heights  of 
Bourlon;  but  it  was  dilcoverrd  that  they  had  gone  off  in  the 
night;  and,  as  there  was  reafon  to  believe  that  the  army  behind 
the  Scheldt  had  done  the  fame,  his  Royal  Highnefs  took  the 
whole  of  the  cavalry  (two  fquadrons  of  the  Greys  and  the  Auf- 
train  regiment  de  la  Tour  excepted)  and  went  in  purfuit.  He  fell 
in  with  the  rear-guard  at  the  village  of  Murguion,  where  two 
pieces  of  cannon,  the  artillery-men  belonging  to  them,  and  feve- 
ral other  prifoners,  were  taken  by  the  nth  light  dragoons  and 
the  huffars  of  Barco.  The  enemy,  in  their  retreat,  fet  fire  to  the 
village,  which  occafioned  a  considerably  delay,  there  being  no 
other  pa flage  than  the  bridge  aciofs  the  rivulet  upon  which  it 
ftands.  This  obftacle  was  at  lail  overcome,  and  the  enemy  were 
followed  to  the  next  defile,  by  the  village  of  Villers.  A  large 
body  of  cavalry,  appearing  to  be  betwixt  3000  and  4000  men, 
withfome  battalions  of  infantry,  and  eight  pieces  of  cannon,  were 
feen  upon  the  oppofite  heights.  They  continued  their  retreat; 
and,  as  no  advantage  feemed  likely  to  accrue  from  farther  purfuit, 
the  troops,  after  halting  there  fome  time,  returned  to  the  camp, 
which  had  been  pro  poled  to  be  taken,  near  Bourlon.  Several 
waggons  were  taken  upon  this  and  the  former  day. 

u  General  Clairfayt  crofled  the  Scheldt  at  daybreak  when  he 
found  the  enemy's  camp  entirely  abandoned. 

u  Lieutenant-General  Avinfky,  who  commanded  a  fmallerco- 
lumn  upon  the  right,  fell  in  with  a  pod  near  Hordaing,  killed 
feveral  of  them,  and  took  thirty  prifoners. 

"  The  lols  of  the  Combined  Army  has  been  very  inconfider- 
able.  I  enclofe  that  of  the  light  dragoons,  the  only  troops  under 
the  immediate  command  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  who  have  fuf- 
fered  at  all. 

"  It  is  difficult  to  afcertain  the  lofs  of  the  enemy ;  they  have 
fuffered  upon  feveral  occafions  :  there  are  about  1 50  prifoners, 
and  a  great  many  deferters."

Late  laft  night  one  of  his  Majcfty's  meflengers  arrived  with  a 
difpatch  from  Colonel  Sir  James  Murray,  Adjutant-General  to 
the  forces  under  the  command  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke 
of  York,  to  Mr.  Secretary  Dundas,  of  which  the  following  is  a 
copy. 

Menin,  Augujl  19,  1793. 

"  Sir,  I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  the  army  marched 
from  Turcoin,  upon  the  morning  of  the  1 8th,  to  a  camp  near 
this  town.  The  Hereditary  Prince  of  Orange  made  an  attack 
the  fame  day  upon  the  French  ports  of  Mauvaix,  Blaton,  and 
Lincelles.  This  was  in  fome  degree  advantageous  to  the  opera* 
tions  of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  as  it  ferved  to  cover  his  march,  and 
'  to  kegp  the  enemy  in  a  ftatc  of  uncertainty  in  regard  to  hit 
defigns. 

"  The  former  of  thefe  attacks  mifcarried  ;  in  the  latter  his  Se- 
rene Highnefs  fucceeJed  without  much  lofs.  About  one  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  the  enemy,  in  their  turn,  attacked  the  poft  of 
Lincelles,  and,  as  it  afterwards  appeared,  in  great  force.  The 
Prince  of  Orange,  who  had  made  large  detachments  from  his 
camp  for  thefe  different  enterprifes,  requefted  of  his  Royal  High- 
nefs to  fend  three  battalions  to  the  fupport  of  his  troops.  The 
three  neareft  battalions,  which  happened  to  be  thofe  of  the  firft, 
Coldfiream,  and  third  regiment  of  guards,  were  accordingly  or- 
dered to  march,  under  the  command  of  Major:General  Lake,  for 
that  purpofe.  Upon  their  arrival  at  Lincelles,  they  found  the  poft 
in  the  pofleffion  of  the  enemy.  The  Dutch  troops,  having  been 
t;   forced  to  abandon  it,  had  retreated  by  a  road  different  from  that 

by 
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by  which  the  Britifti  had  advanced.  To  have  fallen  back  in  this 
flotation  nroft  have  prefented  the  enemy,  evidently  fupefior  in 
numbers,  an  opportunity  of  entirely  defeating  the  detachment. 
General  I*ake  embraced  a  refolution  worthier  of  the  troops  which 
he  commanded,  and  which  has  been  attended  with  glory  and  fuc- 
cefs.     He  determined  upon  an  immediate  attack. 

"  The  enemy  occupied  a  redoubt  of  uncommon  fize  and 
ftrength  upon  a  height  adjoining  to  the  high  road,  in  front  of 
the  village  of  Lincelles.  The  road  itfelf  was  defended  by  other 
works,  ftrongly'  palifadoed;  woods  and  ditches  covered  their 
flanks.  The  battalions  were  inftantly  formed,  and  advanced 
under  a  very  heavy  fire,  with  an  order  and  intrepedity  for  which 
no  praife  can  be  too  high.  After  firing  three  or  four  rounds,  they 
ruined  on  with  their  bayonets,  fiormed  the  redoubts,  and  drove 
the  enemy  through  the  village.  At  the  end  of  the  village  the 
latter  rallied  under  the  protection  of  other  troops,  and  kept  up, 
for  fome  time,  a  fevere  fire  :  but  they  were  again  defeated,  and 
fo  entirely  put  to  the  rout,  that  they  have  not  fince  appeared  in 
that  quarter.  They  loft  eleven  pieces  of  cannon,  two  of  which 
had  been  before  taken  from  the  Dutch.  There  are  about  fifty 
prifoners.  The  number  of  killed  and  wounded  cannot  be  afcer- 
tained  with  any  precifion;  it  i*  calculated  at  between  two  and 
300  men.  By  the  concurring  teftimony  of  thefe  prifoners,  the 
enemy  had  twelve  battalions  upon  the  pott,,  and  muft  have  been 
upwards  of  5000  men. 

«  I  am  forry  to  add,  that  fuch  difficulties  could  not  be  over- 
come without  confiderable  lofs.  The  fall  of  two  gallant  officers, 
and  the  brave  men  who  have  iuffered  upon  this  occafion,  muft  be 
matter  of  regret.  It  can  only  be  imputed  to  the  ability  of  Major 
General  Lake,  and  the  extraordinary  valour  of  the  officers  and 
men,  that  the  lofs  has  not  been  ft  ill  greater.  The  condudr.  of 
Colonel  Grin  field,  Colonel  Hulfe,  and  Colonel  Pennington,  has 
reflected  honour  upon  themfelves,  and  merited  his  Royal  High- 
nefs's  warmeft  approbation.  Equal  praife  is  due  to  Major 
Wright,  and  the  officers  and  men  of  the  royal  artillery  attached 
to  the  battalions. 

ic  As  foon  as  the  retreat  of  the  Dutch  troops  was  known,  feve- 
ral battalions  were  ordered  from  camp  to  fupport  the  guards.  They 
arrived  after  the  a 61  ion  was  at  an  end,  but  remained  to  ftrengthen 
the  poll  (which  the  Dutch  had  by  this  time  re-occupied)  during 
the  night.  They  returned  to  camp  this  morning.  The  French 
made  an  attack  this  day  upon  the  Dutch  poft  at  Roubaix,  in  which 
they  have  been  repulfcd  with  confiderable  lofs. 

«•  The  works  of  Lincelles  have  been  deftroyed,  and  the  poft 
left  unoccupied.

<c  Sir,  I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that  his  Royal 
Highnefc  marched  from  Furnes  upon  the  evening  of  the  22d, 
with  the  befieging  army,  in  order  to  attack  the  camp  of  Ohivelde, 
and  approach  the  town  of  Dunkirk.  He  advanced  in  three  co- 
lumns, the  cavalry  along  the  ftrand,  a  column  of  infantry  upon 
the  road  which  leads  by  the  canal  dtreftly  upon  Glvm\ta>  *vA  ^ 
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third  to  the  left.    The  advanced  polls  of  the  enemy  were  driven 
back,  with  the  lofs  of  two  or  three  men  wounded ;  and  night 
coming  on,  the  enemy  halted  within  a  ihort  diftance  of  the  vil- 
lage of  Ghivelde.     The  enemy  abandoned  their  camp  in  the 
night :  they  afterwards  quitted  a  redoubt,  in  which  they  left  four 
iron  guns;  and  the  army  took  up  its  ground  within  a  league  of 
the  town.    There  was  a  great  deal  of  firing  in  the  evening  at  the 
advanced  pods  in  the  gardens  and  enclo Cures,  which  are  in  front 
of  the  camp  and  upon  the  Dunes,  in  which  the  regiment  of  Star* 
ray  and  O'Donnel   (Auftrian)  have  had  upwards  of  fifty  men 
killed  and  wounded;  the  enemy   were  driven  back,   and  this 
morning  every  thing  is  quiet.

"  I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  Field-Marfhal  Freytag  has 
taken  two  of  the  enemy's  polls,  with  four  pieces  of  cannon,  and 
fixty  prifoners,  with  very  little  lofs. 

"  It  is  not  in  my  power  to  give  a  more  detailed  account  of  the 
fuccefles  of  this  army.  7  he  Field-Marfhal  will  tranfmit  an  ac- 
count of  his  operations  as  foon  as  his  other  important  occupa- 
tions will  permit.

"  Sir,  I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that  his  Royal 
Highnefs  intended  upon  the  24th  to  attack  the  enemy,  who  were 
flill  pofled  at  fome  diftance  from  Dunkirk,  in  order  to  get  pof- 
fetflon  of  the  ground  which  it  was  neceflary  to  occupy  previous  to 
the  fiege.  They  haftened  the  execution  of  his  defign  by  attack-

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ing  the  out-pofts  between  the  canal  of  Furnes  and  the  fea.  Lieu- 
tenant-General Dalton  advanced  with  the  referve,  which  was 
encamped  upon  that  fide,  to  their  fupport.

towards  the  conclufion  of  the  attack.  The  lofs  of  this  excellent 
officer  mull  be  fe\erely  felt.  1  he  courage  and  ability  which  he 
has  difplayed  in  the  courfe  of  many  campaigns,  railed  him  to  the 
higheft  rank  of  eftimation  in  the  nrmy  in  which  he  ferved. 

"  His  Royal  Highnefs  has  likewife  to  lament  that  of  Colonel 
Eld,  of  the  Coldftream  regiment,  and  of  other  valuable  men. 
The  troops  behaved  with  their  ufual  courage.  The  two  Britifli 
battalions  which  were  engaged  were  commanded  by  Colonel 
Leigh  and  Major  Mathews,  and  th<  grenadier  battalion  of  the 
Heffiansby  Lieutenant-  Colonel  Wurmb.

Their  attack  was  chiefly  directed  againft  the  right, 
where  they  kept  up  a  heavy  fire  for  fome  time;  but  the  14th  regi- 
ment of  infantry,  commanded  by  Major  Rofs  (Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Doyle  being  ill)  and  the  Auftrian  regiments  of  Starray 
and  Jordis  being  ordered  up  to  fupport  that  part  of  the  pofition, 
they  were  driven  back  into  the  town.  The  behaviour  of  the 
troops  is  worthy  of  every  commendation. 

"  I  am  forry  to  add  that  the  lofs  has  been  confiderable,  though 
that  of  the  enemy  was  much  greater.  I  inclofe  a  return  of  that 
which  the  Britifh  troops  have  fuftained;  and  that  of  the  Auf- 
trians  is  about  150  men  ;  the  Hef&ans  were  very  little  engaged. 

"  It  is  with  infinite  regret  I  mull  add,  that  Colonel  Moncrief 
has  received  a  wound  of  the  moft  dangerous  kind.  1  he  lofs  of 
an  officer  of  fpirit,  activity,  and  genius  like  his,  muft  ever  be 
feverely  felt;  and  it  is  particularly  to  be  lamented  at  the  prefent 
moment.

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James  Murray,  Adjutant-General  to  the  forces  under  the  com- 
mand of  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  York,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  copy  : 

Furnes,  Sept.  9,  1793. 

"  Sir,  it  is  with  extreme  forrow  that  t  have  to  acquaint  you 
with  the  unfortunate  event  of  an  attack  which  the  Fiench  army 
made  upon  that  of  Held-Marfhal  Freytag  upon  the  8th  inft. 
The  latter, was  ported,  as  I  have  had  the  honour  of  informing 
you.  at  Hoivlfchoote,  the  right  upon  the  Canal,  the  left  extend- 
ing towards  Leyrel. 

"  The  enemy  had  made  an  attack  the  preceding  evening,  in 
which  they  had  heen  repulfed  ;  hut  upon  that  day  attacking  upon 
every  point,  notwithstanding  thegreatcft  exertions  of  hravcry  in 
the  troop,  and  of  ability  in  General  Wal modern,  who  then  com- 
manded them,  they  fucceeded  in  forcing  the  centre  of  his  line. 
He  retired  behind  the  imall  canal  which  runs  from  Buifatn  to 
Steenkirk. 

44  The  lofs  has  been  very  fevere.  His  Royal  Highnefs  has  not 
as  yet  received  any  return,  nor  have  any  farther  particulars  been 
tranfmitted.  Many  gallant  officers  have*  fallen.  The  whole  lofs 
in  the  different  acl  ions  is  fuppofeJ  to.£e  near  1500  in  killed, 
woun  ied,  and  miffing;  that  of  the  enTOy  has  been  unqueftion- 
ably  greater.  Three  pieces  of  cannon,  and  between  200  and 
300  prifoners,  have  been  taken.  I  undcriland  that  the  Hano- 
verians have  loft  the  fame  number  of  cannon. 

"  Upon  the  7th  his  Koyal  Highnefs  fent  two  battalions  of 
Heffians  to  General  Walmoden's  fupport:  but  finding  that  aid 
to  be  ineffectual,  he  was  reduced  to  the  neceffity  of  collecling  his 
whole  force,  by  abandoning  the  pofition  he  had  taken  near  Dun- 
kirk. Thirty- two  cf  the  heavv  guns,  and  part  of  the  ftorts 
provided  for  the  fiege,  were  left  behind,  there  being  no  means  of 
carrying  them  off.  i  he  army  marched  laft  wight,  and  encamped 
this  morning  near  Adinkerque. 

iC  It  appears  that  the  enemy  had  collecled  force  for  this  enter- 
prize  from  every  quarter  of  the  country,  from  the  armies  of  the 
Rhine  and  the  Mofelle,  and  p.irticulaily  that  which  had  occupied 
the  Camp  der  Ca;far.  They  were  c  -mmanded  hv  General 
Hoik  hard,  who  is  faid  by  the  prifoners  (though  with  what  de- 
gree of  truth  cannot  be  afcertained)  to  have  heen  mortally 
wounded  at  Rexpccde. 

"  In  the  retreat  i-pon  the  night  of  the  6th,  his  Royal  TTighnefe 
Prince  Adolphus  and  the  Field  Marihal  were,  for  a  fhort  time, 
in  the  pofflffion  of  tile  enemy.  A  palrole  of  cavalry,  which 
ought  to  have  been  in  their  front,  having  taken  another  road, 
they  went  into  the  village  of  Rexpcede,  through  which  one  of 
the  colums  was  to  pafs,  but  which  was  then  occupied  by  the 

enemy* 
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enemy.  His  Royal  Highnefs  was  {lightly  wounded  with  a  (word 
upon  the  head  and  arm ;  but  1  have  the  Satisfaction  to  fay,  that  no 
bad  confequences  are  to  be  apprehended.  1  he  Field-Marfhal  was 
wounded  in  the  head,  and  1  am  happy  to  add,  only  in  the  fame 
degree.  He  bus  however,  been  unable  fince  that  time,  to 
take  the  command  of  the  army.  Captain  Ouflar,  one  of  his 
Royal  Highnefs's  aides-de-camp,  was  killed,  and  another.  Cap- 
tain Wangenheim,  very  feverely  wounded. 

iC  From  this  fituation  his  Royal  Highnefs  and  the  Field-Mar- 
fhal  were  relieved  by  the  intiepidity  and  prefence  of  mind  of 
General  Walmoden,  who  upon  difcovering  that  the  enemy  were 
in  the  pofleflion  of  Rexpoede,  hnd  immediately  collected  a  body 
of  troops,  attacked  it  without  heiitation,  and  defeated  them  with 
great  flaughter. 

"  I  mull  repeat  that  nothing  could  exceed  the  fleadinefs  and 
good  behaviour  of  the  troops  in  thefe  repeated  ergagements. 
Lieutenant-General  Sir  William  Erfkine  commanded  the  rear- 
guard, and  muvh  is  due  to  his  con  ;uc)  and  military  (kill.

troops  of  his  Imperial  Majefty.  At  midnight  the  town  ceafed 
firing,  and  an  officer  came  out  with  the  terms  on  which  thegar- 
rifon  propofed  to  capitulate.  Thefe  terms  were  rejected,  in  fo 
far  as  they  deviated  from  the  point,  which  General  Clairfayt 
had  refolved  to  infift  upon,  namely^hat  the  garrifon  (hould  be 
prifoners  of  war.  This  condition,^hough  combated,  did  not 
appear  unexpected;  and  the  officer,  on  quiting General  Clairfayt, 
gave  a ffu ranees  that  the  ftipulations  he  had  confented  to  would 
be  accepted. 

"  At  the  moment  of  difpatching  my  meflenger,  the  capi- 
tulation is  not  a&ually  figned  :  but  as  rrince  Cobourg,  Gene- 
ral Clairfayt,  and  Count  Mercy,  have  feverally  confirmed  to' 
me  the'furrender,  and  authorifed  me  to  communicate  it  to  your 
Lordfhip,  I  hope  my  doing  fo  will  not  appear  hafty.

OPERATIONS  OF  THE  ARMIES  ON  THE  RHINE. 

From  the  London  Gazette,  March  2,  1793. 

Munich >,  February  17. 

Accounts  are  juft  received  of  the  Duke  of  Deux  Pontes  very 
narrow  efcape  from  an  army  of  3,000  French,  who  have  taken 
pofleffion  of  his  refidence  of  Callberg,  near  Deux  Ponts.  His 
Serene  Highnefs  received  intelligence  of  their  approach  on  the 
evening  of  the  9th  in  ft  ant  from  one  of  his  peafants,  and  had  but 
juft  time  to  efcape,  with  the  Duchefs  and  the  ladies  of  her  court. 
The  French  took  poffeflion  within  an  hour  afterwards,  and  have 
plundered  that  very  colli y  refidence.  The  Duke  and  Duchefs 
arrived  fafe  at  Manheim  the  following  day, 

Frankfort,  March  9, 

Konigftein  furrendered  to  the  P ruffians  yefterday,  and  the  late 
French  garrifon  which  had  occupied  that  fortrefs,  confiding  of 
about  440  men,  are  arrived  in  this  city* 

P ruffian  Head- Quarters  at  Gunterfblum,  March  31. 

The  corps  under  the  Prince  of  Hohenlohe  patted  the  Rhine 
near  Bingen  the  29th  of  March,  ad  advanced  to  Arnfheim. 
The  flying  corps  under  Colonel  SzekeJy  purfued  the  enemy, 
who  were  retreating  from  Kreutznach  to  Worms,  as  far  as  Al- 
zey,  without  having  been  able  to  annoy  them  or  overtake  them. 
We  went  with  the  grand  army  from  Bingen,  in  the  direction  of 
Arnfheim  and  Odernheim,  to  Alzheim.  By  this  movement  we 
cut  off  a  part  of  Cuftine's  army,  who  retreated  to  Worms,  in  a 
way  that  re  fern  bled  a  flight  more  than  a  retreat.  Many  prifoners 
were  made  by  the  way. 

On  the  30th  we  took  the  garrifon  of  Alzheim  prifoners,  con- 
fiding of  a  ciptjin  and  60  horfe,  of  whom  not  one  e reaped. 

The  French  garrifons  of  Genfheim,  Eick,  and  Hamm,  con- 
firming of  two  batralions  of  infantry  and  four  cannon,  united  their 
forces,  with  a  view  to  occupy  the  Chauflee  leading  to  Worms. 
Woiffrath's  huffars  attacked  them,  took  a  cannon,  and  fome 
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prifotieri*  The  enemy  then  retreated  behind  the  Old  Rhine, 
near  Eich ;  towards  evening  they  (hewed  themfclves  upon  the 
Chauffee  near  Rhine  Turcheim.  Lieutenant-Gene  -al  Prince 
of  Wurtemburg  got  before  them  with  his  regiment  of  cavalry, 
and  Prince  Louis,  the  King's  fon,  charged  them  with  three  fqua- 
drons  of  the  dragoons  of  Anfpach  and  Bareuth  with  fuch  vigor, 
that,  aflifted,  by  the  riding  artillery  under  Captain  Mcyler,  he 
forced  them  to  Jay  down  their  arms.  There  were  three  can- 
nons taken,  with  fix  colours,  the  military  cheft,  and  1 200  pri- 
soners, among  whom  were  forty  officers. 

The  King  appointed  his  fon  to  the  rank  of  Colonel,  and  ex- 
preffed  his  marked  approbation  of  the  Prince  of  Wurtemberg. 
The  Trince  of  Hohenlohe,  Colonel  Szekely,  and  General  Koh- 
ler  purfued  the  enemy's  rear-guard,  which  was  pofted  near 
Hombourg,  attacked,  routed  it,  and  took  a  great  number  of 
prifoners. 

Towards  night,  when  we  were  in  quarters  at  Aizheim,  the 
enemy  appeared  towards  Mayence:  they  were  the  garrifons  of 
Oppenheim  and  Nierflein,  which  had  been  cut  off.  The  Prince 
of  Hohenlohe  went  to  meet  them,'  with  the  battalion  of  Martini 
and  his  own  regiment :  they  (lood  the  fire  of  the  artillery,  but 
retreated  when  they  found  them felvei  within  mufquet  foot. 

On  the  31ft  the  army  united  ;  one  part  facing  towards  Worms 
and  the  other  towards  Mayence.  Our  pofts  extend  to  Nierftein 
on  the  Mayence  fide,  and  to  Ofthofen  on  the  Worms  fide.  The 
enemy  has  fct  fire  to  his  magazines  at  Worms  and  Neuhauflen. 
At  Bingen,  Kreutznach,  Alzey,  and  Nierftein  we  have  taken 
four  magazines.  In  the  expedition  we  have  made  near  2000  pri- 
foners.    We  have  loft  hardly  100  killed  and  wounded. 

April  1. 
Colonel  Szekely  has  juft  reported  that  he  is  marching  toward 
Frankendal,  to  fave  if  poffible,  the  magazine.     The  enemy  has 
evacuated  Worms.    Our  advanced  parties  were  yefterday  at  Og- 
gerftein. 

CobUntXy  April  1. 
A  detachment  from  the  French  army,  of  about  2000  men 
has  been  defeated  by  Prince  Louis  of  Pruflia,  at  a  village  behind 
his  Pruffian  Majefty's  head-quarters.  In  this  a&ion  above  90O 
men  and  45  officers  (of  whom  four  were  field  officers)  were  taken 
prifoners  :  the  Pruffians  alfo  took  five  pieces  of  cannon  and  two 
pair  of  colours. 

The  Pruffians  have  reached  the  banks  of  the  Rhine  near  Op- 
penheim, and  cut  of  all  "the  communication  between  France  and 
Mayence;  which  is  hemmed  in  en  every  fide.  On  the  night 
of  the  31ft  Ultimo,  his  Pruffian  Majeity  eftablifhed  his  head- 
quarters atGunterfblum;  his  advanced  pofts,  were,  on  one  hand, 
bevond  Oppenheim,  and  on  the  other  at  Worms.     The  Prince 
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Royal  (whd  Commands  the  referve)  is  at  tngeiheim,  betWeeri 
Which  and  the  head-quarters  a  great  body  of  the  army,  is  canton- 
fed  with  its  front  towards  Mayepce.  The  cavalry  occupy  chief- 
ly the  villages  between  Oppenheim  and  Altzey,  fronting  to- 
wards France.  On  the  Right  is  the  corps  of  Auftrians  which 
Prince  Hohenlohe  has  left  under  the  command  of  General  Kalk- 
neuther.  The  Bridge  of  Pontoons  is  removed  from  Bacarach  td 
Bingen. 

Bodcnheim,  May  zi* 

On  the  15th  inftant,  the  advanced  polls  of  the  French  wert! 
tepulfed  from  Bliefcaitel  by  Colonel  Sockule.  Whilft  the  ad- 
*  vanced  ports  were  thus  engaged,  Monfieur  Houchard  endea- 
voured, with  twenty  thoufand  infantry  and  a  confiderable  corps 
of  cavalry,  to  turn  Prince  Hohenlohe's  camp  near  Hombourgand 
<o  take  pofleffion  of  the  important  pofition  of  Kay ferlau tern } 
but  Prince  Hohenlohe,  having  received  intimation  ot  that  inten- 
tion, quitted  Hombourg,  and  returned  with  the  greateft  expedi- 
tion to  Kay  ferlau  tern,  where  he  arrived  only  half  an  hour  before 
the  French  army,  and  thus  fee u red  that  pofition.  The  country 
6f  Deux  Ponts,  Hombourg,  and  Carlfberg,  is,  confequently* 
again  abandoned ;  and  the  French,  upon  taking  pofleffion  of  the 
feveral  towns  deferted  by  the  Pruffians,  committed  great  devas- 
tations.

Article  I.  The  French  army  (hall  deliver  up  to  his  Majefty 
the  King  of  Pruffia,  the  city  of  Mayence  and  Caflel,  together 
with  their  fortifications,  and  all  the  pofls  which  belong  to  them* 
in  their  prefent  Aate;  alfo  the  artillery,  both  French  and  foreign, 
warlike  ftores  and  provifions,  thofc  matters  only  excepted  which' 
are  mentioned  in  the  following  articles. 

Anfwer.     Accepted. 

Art.  II.  The  garrifon  fhall  march  out  with  all  the  honours 
of  war,  carrying  away  their  arms,  baggage,  and  other  effects* 
the  private  property  of  individuals  of  thegarrifo»# 
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Anf.  Granted,  on  condition  that  the  garrifon  (hall  not  ferve, 
during  the  fpace  of  a  year,  againft  the  armies  of  the  Allied  Pow- 
ers ;  and  that,  if  they  carry  away  any  covered  waggons,  his 
Pruffian  Majefty  referves  the  right  of  fearching  them,  in  cafe  ht 
fhould  think  proper.

Art.  V.  1  he  garrifon  fhall  remain  in  the  place  forty-eight 
hours  after  the  fignature  of  the  prefent  capitulation ;  and,  if 
that  time  fhould  not  be  fufficient  for  the  lad  divifions,  a  farther 
delay  of  twenty-four  hours  fhall  be  granted  to  them.

Art.  VI.  The  Commanders  in  Chief  fhall  be  permitted  t# 
fend  one  or  niore  agents,  furnifhed  with  pafTports  by  his  Pruffian 
Majefty,  to  endeavour  to  procure  the  money  neceflary  for  the 
payment  of  the  debts  contracted  by  the  army ;  and  the  French 
garrifon  defires,  that,  until  the  faid  debts  fhall  be  difcharged,  or 
until  an  arrangement  fhall  be  made  for  their  liquidation,  permif- 
fion  may  be  granted  them  to  leave  hoftages,  who  may  rely  on 
bis  Majefty's  protection.

Laft  night  the  Right  Honourable  Lord  George  Conway  arri- 
ved at  the  office  of  the  Right  Honourable  Lord  Grenville,  his 
Majefty's  principal  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  with 
a  difpatch  from  the  Earl  ot  Yarmouth,  of  which  the  following 

is  an  an  extraft.

"  Yefterday  morning  at  three  o'clock,  General  Wurmfcr 
made  his  projected  attack  upon  the  lines  of  the  Lautre,  on  va- 
rious points  at  the  fame  time,  I  have  the  fatisfaclion  to  fay  that 
he  is  in  pofleflion  of  every  part  of  them.  Lautrehourg  furren- 
dered  without  any  conditions,  between  three  and  four  in  the 
evening,  after  being  evacuated  by  the  enemy,  who,  from  the 
prodigious  number  of  redoubts,  of  which  they  were  in  pofleffion, 
and  the  natural  flrength  of  the  pofition,  might  have  held  out  a 
fiege  of  feveral  days. 

"  This  town  reiiftcd  fome  time  longer.  It  is  fur  rounded  by  a 
large  ditch,  and  was  defended  by  redoubts,  from  which  the  French 
cannonaded  the  Auftrians  for  feveral  hours.  It  is  alfo  connected 
with  the  GeiHberg,  a  mountain  which  fo  entirely  commands  that 
place,  that  if  the  French  had  determined  on  deriving  every  ad- 
vantage from  their  fituation,  the  Auftrians  could  not  have  en- 
tered into  poffeffion  of  it,  without  farther  fuccefs  in  the  moon- 
tains.  A  part  of  the  town  was  burnt  in  thecourfeof  the  drag- 
gle >  and  the  French  before  they  retreated,  fet  fire  to  their  maga* 
zines,  both  here  and  at  Alftade.  In  other  parts  of  this  very 
complicated  operation,  in  which  fix  different  columns  had  difttnd 
plans  to  execute,  great  fuccefs  attended  the  Auftrians.  They 
fucceflively  carried  by  affault  all  the  different  redoubts  which  had 
been  conitrufied  in  the  front  of  the  French  camps,  of  which  the 
principal  one  fell  into  their  hands,  with  all  their  tents  ftandingj 
feveral  caifTons,  nine  ftandards,  and  twenty-  fix  cannons  of  very 
great  calibre.  As  thefe  different  adtions  are  but  juft  oyer,  and 
the  Auftrian  corps  are  very  remote  from  each  other,  it  is  impof- 
fible  for  me  to  tranfmit  to  your  Lord  (hip  any  account  of  tht 
killed,  wounded,  or  taken  on  either  fide.  The  army  has  been 
fourteen  hours  under  arms,  almoft  continually  engaged  in  a 
very  active  purfuit,  and  often  expofed  to  a  molt  tremendous 
day. 

We  have  as  yet  no  diftincl  account  of  the  operations  of  the 
Duke  of  Brunfwick's  army  yefterday  in  the  mountain,  but  9 
very  great  cannonade  was  heard  on  that  fide  during  the  whole 
day. 

««  Right  Hon.  Lord  Grcnvlllc? 

IVhiteball,  November  a. 

By  intelligence  received  from  the  Earl  of  Yarmouth,  dated 
JJrpmpt,  Auftrian  Head-Quarters,  Odiober  ap,  it  appears,  that 
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en  the  morning  of  the  17th,  General  Wurmfer,  having  received 
information  that  Haguenau  had  fur  rendered  to  the  advanced  corps 
under  General  Mezaros,  he  immediately  put  the  bulk  of  his 
army  into  motion,  and  arrived  there  that  night,  a  few  hours  after 
it  had  been  evacuated  by  the  enemy,  who  had  made  fo  precipi- 
tate a  retreat,  as  to  neglect  breaking  down  the  wooden  bridges 
over  which  the  artillery  was  to  pafs.  That,  on  the  18th,  the 
French  encamped  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Zorn,  a  fmall  river 
which  runs  through  Brumpt,  but  on  perceiving  fome  interval 
between  General  Mezaros's  advanced  corps,  confiding  of  about 
6000  men,  and  the  other  columns  of  the  army,  they  eroded  the 
river,  and  attacked  him  with  their  whole  force,  in  the  evident 
expectation  of  turning  his  flank,  and  cutting  him  off  from  the 
reft  of  the  army.  The  action  lafled  feven  hours ;  but  upon  per- 
ceiving the  reft  of  the  Au (Irian  army  move  forward,  the  French 
re  croffed  the  river,  and  evacuated  the  heights  and  town  of 
Brumpt,  of  which  the  Auftrians  took  poffeflion.  The  Ibfs  on 
the  part  of  the  French  is  efti mated  at  about  800  men,  and  that 
of  the  Auftrians  nearly  half  that  number,  in  killed  and  wounded. 
That  the  Prince  of  Waldeck  had  advanced  with  his  corps  from 
Seltz,  and  marching  along  the  banks  of  the  Rhine.  That  he  had 
compelled  the  furrender  of  Druzenheim,  and,  after  having  driven 
in  the  garrifon  of  Fort  Louis,  with  fome  lofe,  had  in  veiled  the 
place.  That  in  the  courfe  of  the  night,  the  French  had  aban- 
doned their  former  pofition  on  the  Zorn,  and  retreated,  under 
the  cannon  of  Strafburg.  That  General  Wurmfer  was  at  the 
diftance  of  nine  Kngliih  Miles  from  that  place,* 

In  addition  to  the  accounts  already  publilhed  of  the  forcing  of 
the  lines  of  Weiffembourg  and  Louterbourg,  it  appears  that  th$ 
Auftrian  army  had  beet  ween  feven  and  eight  hundred  men  killed 
and  wounded ;  and  that  the  lofs  of  the  French  amounted  to  be- 
tween three  and  four  thoufand  men  killed,  from  five 'to  fix 
hundred  prifoners,  and  twenty-fix  pieces  of  cannon,  with  their 
ammunition  waggons  and'horfes.  The  retreat  of  the  French, 
on  this  occafion,  was  greatly  favoured  by  a  thick  fog.

Whitehall^  Nov.  12.  By  a  difpatch  from  the  Earl  of  Yar- 
mouth, dated  the  28th  of  October,  it  appears,  that  on  the  25th 
of  that  month  the  right  wing  of  the  enemy  was  completely 
routed,  with  the  lofs  of  four  een  cannon,  a  great  quantity  of 
military  ft  ores  two  howitzers,  all  the  camp  equipage,  and  an 
important  pofition  at  Wanzean,  of  which  General  Wurmfer  im- 
mediately took  poffeflion:  that  the  Auftrians  were  attacked  on 
every  fide  on  the  27th,  but  that  the  enemy  was  compelled  to 
retreat ;  and  that  the  lofs  of  the  latter  on  the  two  days  was  com- 
.  puted  at  30QO  killed,  wounded  and  taken. 

JVhhtbalU 
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Whitehall^  November  23.  This  morning  Lord  George  Con- 
way arrived  here  with  a  difpatch  from  the  Earl  of  Yarmouth, 
dated  Fort  Louis,  November  15,  1 793,  mentioning,  that  the 
Siege  of  that  place  had  been  commenced  by  General  Wurmfer 
on  the  10th  inftant,  and  that  the  Garrifon  had  furrendered  them- 
felves  Prifoners  of  War,  to  the  amount  of  four  thoufand  men, 
on  the  14th.  One  hundred  and  twelve  pieces  of  artillery  of 
different  fizes,  fifteen  caiflbns,  and  a  great  number  of  live  ftock, 
are  alfo  in  the  pofleflion  of  the  Auftrian*.  The  lofs  on  the  part 
of  the  latter  confided  in  twenty-four  men  killed,  and  about 
thirty  wounded. 

Manhe'inXy  December  4* 

On  the  29th  ult.  the  French  troops,  to  the  number  of  30,000 
men,  attached  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick  in  the  intrenchments  of 
Landau,  but  were  repulfed  with  great  lofs.  A  fecond  attack 
was  made  by  them  on  the  30th,  when  they  were  again  compel- 
led to  retreat ;  and  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick  having  learnt,  tht 
following  day,  that  a  body  of  the  French  was  again  formed  at 
Rainftein,-  his  Serene  Highnefs  immediately  marched  to  attack 
them,  and  focoeded  in  driving  them  beyond  Hombourg,  after 
taking  from  them  their  baggage,  artillery  and  ammunition.  On 
the  fame  day,  a  general  attack  was  made  on  the  whole  line  of 
General  Wurmfer's  army,  and  after  an  engagement  which  laded 
the  whole  day,  the  French  were  driven  beyond  Strafbourg. 

Brujpls,  Dec.  20. 

The  particulars  of  the  frequent  aftions  which  General  Wurm- 
fer and  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick  had  with  the  French  army  on  tht 
29th  and  30th  of  November,  and  the  ift  and  2d  of  December," 
have  not  been  yet  received  here,  further  than  that  the  French 
were  repulfed  with  confiderable  lofs  on  thofe  days.  The  num- 
ber of  French  killed,  wounded  and  taken  prifoners,  according 
to  the  beft  accounts,  appearing  not  Jefs  than  15,000  men. 

BruJJils,  Jan.  4* 

Intelligence  has  been  received  here  that  the  blockade  of  Lan- 
dau is  raifed.  It  appears  that  the  French  .had  continued  their 
attacks  every  day  till  the  26th  ultimo,  when  they  advanced 
early  in  the  morning  in  force  again  ft  the  Duke  ofBrunfwick, 
who  was  at  Bergzbern,  with  his  van  guard  commanded  by  Prince 
Hohenlohe.  That  the  grenadier  battalion  ofKleift  and  two  com- 
panies of  chaffeurs  advanced  to  meet  the  French ;  that  they 
were  at  firft  repulfed,  but  that  Prince  Hohenlohe  then  marched 
forward  to  their  fupport,  with  fome  artillery ;  and  that  the  ene- 
my was  at  laft  completely  routed  :  That  towards  midnight; 
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the  attack  was  renewed  on  the  right  of  General  Warmfei's  po(L 
tion,  who  was  compelled  to  retreat,  and  has  fince  croffed  the 
Rhine  in  two  columns.  The  Duke  of  Brunfwick  takes  a  pofition 
to  cover  Mayence.     A  garrifon  is  left  in  Fort  Louis.

u  An  Aid-de-Camp  of  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick  is  juft  arrived, 
with  an  acconnt  that  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick  was  yefterday  at- 
tacked by  the  French  near  Pirmazens;  but  that,  by  a  very  judi- 
cious manoeuvre,  he  turned  their  flank  fo  completely  as  to  fur- 
round  them,  when  fhey  threw  down  their  arms,  and  furrendered 
themfelves  prifoners  or  war,  to  the  amount  of  3000.  He  took 
27  pieces  of  cannon  and  two  howitzers.  The  number  of  the  dead 
cannot  be  afcertained,  as  the  Duke  was  left  in  the  purfuit.  He 
alfo  was  fo  fortunate,  in  the  courfe  of  the  operations,  as  to  burn 
the  baggage  and  tents  of  another  body  of  French,  encamped  near 
Bitche.  While  the  Duke  was  fo  well  employed  on  one  fide,  Ge- 
neral Kalkreuth  was  attacked  in  another  quarter,  but  very  faint- 
ly ;  and  the  a&ion  concluded  by  his  cutting  to  pieces  the  regiment 
emphatically  called  les  Sans  Culottes,  and  taking  67  men  of  ano- 
ther corps. 

Whitehall,  Sept.  21. 

This  morning  one  of  his  Majefty's  meflengers  arrived  at  the 
office  of  the  Right  Honourable  Lord  Grenville,  his  Majefty*s 
principal  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  with  difpatches 
from  the  Earl  of  Elgin,  his  Majefty's  Envoy  Extraordinary  to 
the  Court  of  BrufTels,  of  which  the  following  is  an  extract. 

St.  Amand,  Sept.  16,  1793. 

"  I  have  the  honour  of  enclofing  to  your  Lord/hip,  the  report 
ef  the  recapture  of  Menin,  as  fent  in  by  General  Beaulieu  t# 
Prince  Cobourg. 

«  Sept.  15,  1793. 

"  This  morning  the  French,  to  the  number  of  12  or  14,000 
men,  advanced  from  Wevelghem  to  Bifleghem,  where  they  at- 
tacked the  advanced  pods  on  the  left  of  General  Beaulieu's  army. 
The  attack  was  brifk,  and  would  have  completely  fucceeded  on 
the  fide  of  the  French,  if  General  Beaulieu  had  not  fent  fpeedy 
and  fucceffive  reinforcements  to  the  poft  of  Bifleghem.  The 
French  had  then  recourfe  to  their  numerous  artillery,  in  order 
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to  diflodge  the  Auftrians  from  their  pofitibn  behind  the  Lander- 
beg;  and  they  would  have  been  fuccefsful  there,  if  they  had  not 
fuddenly  found  their  left  turned  by  a  body  of  Auftrian  infantry, 
headed  by  Captain  Malkfham,  of  the  regiment  of  Beaulieu*  who 
attacked  them  with  cannon  on  the  left  flank,  and  alfo  in  the  rear* 
This  movement  of  the  Auftrians  on  the  left  flank  of  the  French, 
had  fuch  an  effedt  upon  the  latter,  that  they  began  to  give  way. 
General  Beaulieu  then  availing  bimfelf  of  this  circumitance, 
charged  them  in  front,  and  put  them  totally  to  flight.  They  re- 
treated towards  Menin.  General  Beaulieu  having  collected  his 
cavalry,  which  had  routed  ihe  French,  waited  for  reports  from 
his  right,  in  order  to  be  affured  that  he  might  purfue  the  enemy 
without  interruption.  Ihe  reports  arrived  about  one  o'clock, 
P.M.  In  consequence,  General  Beaulieu,  without  a  moment'* 
hefitation,  marched  towards  Menin;  the  rather  as  he  had  learnt 
that  General  Lhrbacru  with  four  battalions  and  eight  fquadrons, 
was  on  his  march  from  Rouilaer.  In  the  purfuit,  General  Beau- 
lieu's  advanced  guard  had  feveral  fkirmifhes,  in  which  it  had 
conftantly  the  advantage,  repulfing  the  enemy  quite  to  the  gates 
of  Menin.  At  four  in  the  afternoon,  General  beaulieu  arrived 
with  his  whole  corps  under  the  walls  of  that  town,  and  attacked 
the  French  with  cannon;  at  the  fame  time  heaflaulted  the  ram- 
parts near  the  gate  of  Rouflaer,  when  the,  French,  without  any 
farther  rcfiftance,  totally  abandoned  the  place,  and  pafled  the 
Lys  with  precipitation,  leaving  at  the  bridge  only  a  weak  rear- 
guard, which  was  entirely  killed  or  taken  by  the  Auftrian  troops, 
who  entered  at  the  gate  of  Courtray.  In  this  interval,  General 
Ehrbach  arrived  with  his  corps,  and  immediately  pafled  the  Lys. 
Two  Englifh  fquadrons  joined  the  Auftrian  huffars  in  the  purfuit 
of  the  French,  who  retreated  towards  Roncq.  In  this  a£Uon  we 
loft  about  100  men  killed  or  wounded.  We  are  not  able  at  pre- 
fent  to  compute  the  number  of  prifoners.  At  the  departure  of 
the  meflenger  who  brought  this  agreeable  intelligence,  about  150 
were  arrived  in  the  fquare  of  Menin,  together  with  two  pieces  of 
cannon,  and  18  ammunition  waggons."

The  following  difpatch  from  Colonel  Sir  James  Murray,  Ad- 
jutant-General to  the  forces  under  the  command  of  his  Royal 
Highnefs  the  Duke  of  York,  was  this  afternoon  received  at  the 
office  of  the  Right  Honourable  Henry  Dundas,  his  Majefty's 
principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department. 

Menlriy  Sept.  17,   1793. 
"  S  I  R, 
I  had  the  honour  of  informing  you,  that  upon  the  retreat 
the  Dutch  troops  from  Menin,  his  Royal  Highnefs  intended 
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to  tnkrth  upon  Thouront,  in  order  to  oppofe  the  farther 
pittgrefs  of  the  enemy,  and  to  ad  in  conjunction  with  General 
fitaulieu,  who  commanded  a  corps  of  Auftrians  near  Courtray. 

**  Thh  march  was  etecuted  upon  the  14th.  Lieutenant-Gt- 
fiehrl  Erbach,  with  two  battalions  t>f  Auftrians,  and  two  of  Hef- 
fian  infantry,  and  four  fquadrons  of  Bricifti  cavalry,  under  the 
<dmmand  ot  Major- General  Harcourt,  was  ordered  to  advance 
the  fame  day  to  Roufelaer.  Upon  the  15th,  the  main  body  of  the 
army  advanced  to  R  oufelaer,  and  Lieutenant-General  ErbachY 
corps  to  Ledegheim,  it  being  his  Royal  Highneft's  intention  to 
attack  the  enemy,  and  force  them  to  repafs  the  Lys.  Informa- 
tion was  received  at  Roufelaer  of  the  Prince  of  Cobourg's  being  in 
march  towards  Lifle  with  a  large  body  of  troops,  which  his  Serene 
ffighrfefs  had  put  in  motion,  as  foon  as  he  had  learnt  that  Menin 
was  evacuated. 

"  During  the  march  of  the  army,  the  enemy  had  attacked 
Genera!  Beaulieu's  advanced  ports;  eight  battalions  were  fent  to 
his  fopport ;  hut  the  enemy  had  been  repulfed  before  their  arrival* 

€€  This  appears  to  have  been  only  intended  to  cover  their  re- 
treat, as  they  had  begun  to  evacuate  Menin  early  in  the  morning. 
In  the  courfe  of  the  day,  thev  entirety  abandoned  that  important 
poft,  which  was  taken  potfcffion  of  in  the  evening,  by  Lieu* 
tenant-General  Erbach.  Yefterday  the  arrtiy  marched  again:  a 
camp  was  taken  near  Menin,  and  the  advanced  ports  pufhedon  to 
Werwick,  which  the  enemy  had  likewife  abandoned;  fo  that  by 
thefe  movements,  Auftnan  Flanders  has  been  prote&ed,  and  this 
part  of  it  recovered.     1  have  the  honour,  &c.

«  It  is  with  the  utmoft  fatisfaftion,  that  I  have  it  in  mr 
power  to  inform  your  Lordfhip,  of  the  complete  fuccefs  with 
which  his  Serene  Highnefs  Prince  Oobourg  has  this  day  pafled  the 
Seftibf*,  driven  into  the  entrenched  camp  of  Maubeuge  all  the 
detached  corps  of  French*  and  formed  this  inveftment  of  thi 
camp  and  fortrefs. 

M  Thfe  armf  was  in  march  at  day  break.  General  Clairfayt's 
cdldmrt  croffed  at  flrelaimort,  ind  having  niet  with  very  little 
rifiAance,  wa%  in  a  Very  fbort  time  in  the  pbfitton,  Which  He* 
omling  to  the  dtigofition  it  was  meant  to  take,  between  Aulnote 
and  Bafchamp. 
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"  The  column  of  General  Colloredo  croffed  at  Pont  and  Hau- 
mont,  and  fo  effeftually  were  the  enemy  furprifed  in  the  camp  of 
St.  Remy  Malbati,  that  their  tents  and  baggage  were  taken. 
The  rout  foon  began,  but  the  purfuit  was  interrupted  by  great 
inequalities  in  the  ground;  and  accordingly,  the  lofs  of  the 
French  in  killed  and  wounded,  and  in  prifoners,  did  not  exceed 
the  number  of  200  men.  The  Auflrians,  however,  took  nine 
pieces  of  cannon.  General  Colloredo  has  pitched  his  camp  be- 
tween Haumont  and  the  Bois  dc  Beaufort,  both  of  which  heoc- 
cupies. 

"  General  de  la  Tour  croffed  the  Sambre  between  "Jeumont 
and  Marpent;  and  with  a  degree  of  fuccefs  fimilar  to  that  of 
General  Colloredo's  column,  as  he  furprifed  the  enemy's  camp  at 
BequignKs.  He  took  fome  prifoners,  and  two  pieces  of  cannon; 
and  as  his  march  was  not  much  impeded  by  the  nature  of  the 
country,  he  killed  300  men.  He  has  advanced  to  Cerfontaine, 
where  he  has  taken  up  his  pofition  :  he  occupies  the  foreft  of 
Bonj>ere,  near  Ronfies,  and  his  left  flank  extends  by  Terrere  la 
Petite,  towards  the  corps  of  General  Colloredo,  with  whom  lie 
is  at  this  moment  forming  a  junction.  Colonel  SeckendorfF, 
who  marched  from  Charleroy,  has  advanced  without  much  re- 
finance, to  Colnett. 

"  Prince  Cobourg*s  head  quarters  are  at  Haumont. 

"  In  a  word,  every  objeifc  propofed  in  this  enterprize  hat  been 
obtained,  and  with  the  lofs  of  only  50  men  killed  and  wounded: 
two  or  three  officers  are  flightly  wounded.

A  letter  from  Sir  James  Murray,  Adjutant-General  to  the 
forces  under  the  command  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of 
York,  was  received  this  evening  by  the  Right  Hon.  Henry 
Dundas,  his  Majefty's  principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home 
Department,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy. 

«  SIR,  Engel  Fontaine,  Ofl.  i8f  1703. 

"  I  had  the  honour  of  informing  you,  in  my  laft  di  (patch, 
that  his  Royal  Highnefs,  at  the  earned  requeft  of  the  Prince  of 
Cobourg,  had  marched,  with  a  part  of  the  troops  under  bis 
command,  for  this  place.  They  arrived  here  upon  the  16th. 
The  Prince,  being  acquainted  with  his  Royal  Highnefs's  inten- 
tion, had  been  enabled  to  draw  from  thence  four  battalions,  to 
ftrengthen  his  other  pods ;  a  fifth  battalion  followed  clofe  upon 
his  Royal  Highnefs's  arrival. 

"  The  enemy,  having  colleded  in  extraordinary  numbers, 
attacked  tl\e,  corps  under  the  command  of  General  Clairfayt, 
which  was  polled  with  it*  right  near  Birlempnt/ajid  its  left 
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near  the  village  of  Wattigwies,  upon  the  15th  and  16th.  Upon 
the  former  day  the  left  wing  of  the  enemy  w.<s  entirely  defeated: 
Having  advanced  into  the  plain  which  lay  upon  that  fwle  be- 
tween the  two  armies,  they  were  charged  by  the  Imperial  cavalry, 
and  diiven  back;  with  great  (laughter  and  the  lofs  of  twelve 
pieces  of  cannon.  1  he  attack  which  they  made  upon  the  left 
erf  the  Auftrians  was  more  obftinately  fupported ;  they  were, 
however,  finally  repulfed. 

«*  Upon  the  16th,  the  enemy  having  drawn  the  greateft  part 
of  their  forces  to  the  right,  again  attacked  the  left  of  General 
Clairfayt's  corps,  and  the  village  of  Wattigwies. 

u  They  could  upon  this  fide  approach  within  cannon- (hot  of 
the  Auftrians,  under  cover  of  an  immenfe  wood  called  the  Hay* 
£Avcfncs\  which,  when  they  were  repulfed,  fecured  their  re- 
treat. They  brought  a  great  quantity  of  heavy  artillery  to  the 
edge  of  this  wood,  under  the  protection  of  which  they  attacked 
the  village*  The  utmoft  firmnefs  and  bravery  were  difplayedby 
the  Auftrian  troops  upon  this  occafion.  The  enemy  were  feve- 
rs! times  repulfed  with  great  lofs;  they  were  repeatedly  driven 
from  the  village  after  they  had  carried  it ;  but  being  enabled,  by 
great  fuperiority  of  numbers,  to  bring  continually  frelh  troops 
to  the  point  of  attack,  they  at  laft  fucceeded  in  maintaining  the 
pofieffion  of  that  poll. 

u  The  communication  between  General  Clairfayt's  corps  and 
that  of  General  La  Tour,  which  obferved  the  intrenched  camp 
near  Maubeuge,  being  by  this  means  cut  off,  it  was  judged,  ne- 
ceflary  by  the  Prince  of  Cobourg  to  abandon  the  pofitio:>  which 
had  been  taken,  for  the  purpofe  of  inverting  Maubeuge;  the 
army  repaffed  the  Sambre  in  the  night  without  the  fm ailed  lofs, 
Lieutenant -General  Brnzowfky,  who  commanded  a  detached 
corps  upon  the  left  of  the  army,  defeated  a  corps  which  was  op- 
pofed  to  him,  killed  a  great  number  of  the  enemy,  took  four 
hundred  prifoners,  and  eleven  pieces  of  cannon.  Count  Had- 
dick,  who  was  detached  by  General  La  Tour,  likewife  gained  a 
confiderable  advantage,  penetrated  to  Sobre  Chateau,  and  took 
three  pieces  of  cannon. 

M  In  the  two  engagements,  the  Auftrians  took  twenty-four 
pieces  of  cannon  and  two  howitzers,  without  the  lofs  of  one 
upon  their  part.  They  have  had  about  two  thoufand  men  killed 
and  wounded.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  lofs  of  the  ene- 
my has  been  much  more  confiderable.  The  Auftrians  now  oc? 
copy  the  left  bank  of  the  Sambre.  No  certain  accounts  have 
been  yet  received  of  the  farther  motions  of  the  enemy.

Difpatches  from  Sir  JauK*  Murray,  Adjutai)t»Genei*l  Co  ihe 
forces  tinder  the  command  of  bis  Royal  Hjghnefs  the  Duke  of 
York,  of  which  the  following  are  extradts,  were  received  by  the 
Right  Hon.  Henry  Dun  das,  his  Majefty's  principal. Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Home  Department,  on  Wednefday  Lift  : 


Mxtrafl  of  a  Letter  from  Sir  James  Murray,  Bart,  to  Mr.  Secre- 
tary Dundasf  dated  Tour nay  ,  Od.  24,   1793* 

u  I.  have  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that  the  enemy  made, 
upon  the  21ft  inft.  an  attack  upon  the  advanced  pofts  of  the 
camp  of  Menin,  particularly  thofe  of  Wcrwick  and  Halouin: 
they  were  every  where  repulfed ;  but  the  day  following  they  re* 
newed  the  attack  with  great  violence,  and  at  taft  fucceeded  hi 
gaining  pofleffion  of  Wcrwick. 

"  Menin  being  by  this  means  expofed,  LieutenantrGeneral 
Erbach,  who  commanded  there,  found  it  neceffary  to  evacoite 
the  town,  and  to  retire  with  his  corps  upon  Courtray.  This 
corps  was  compofrd  of  Auftrian  and  Hanoverian  troops.  Ths 
particulars  of  their  lofs  are  not  yet  come  to  my  knowledge*  but 
I  underftandthat  it  amounts,  in  killed  and  wounded,  to  near.  300 
men. 

"  The  enemy  likewife  attacked  the  troops  ported  at  the  camp 
of  Cifoing  upon  the  21  ft,  2  2d,  and  23d,  but  they  were  repulfed 
each  day  with  lofs,  having  had  upon  the  22d  near  400  men 
killed  and  taken.  The  Innifkillings  and  the  16th  regiment  of 
light  dragoons  behaved  with  great  fpirit  upon  this  occafion.  The 
attacks  of  the  enemy  were  chit- fly  dire&ed  againft  the  pofts  of 
Nomain  upon  the  left,  and  Willem  upon  the  right,  of  both  of 
which  they  at  different  times  gained  pofleffion,  hut  were  again 
driven  from  them  by  reinforcements  fent  from  the  camp. 

"  This  day  the  enemy  attacked  the  poft  of  Major-General 
Kray,  at  Orchies.  No  farther  particulars  are  at  prefent  knownt 
than  that  they  have  been  repulfed  with  the  lofs  of  five  pieces  of 


cannon." 


Extra fl  of  a  Letter  from  Sir  James  Murray,  dated  Tour  nay,  Oth 
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«  Accounts  have  been  received  that  the  enemy  advanced  upon 
the  2  2d  upon  Fumes,  which  was  abandoned  at  their  approach* 
They  then  proceeded  againft  Nieuport ;  but  recourfe  having  been 
had  to  the  inundations,  of  which  the  country  near  that  {dice  is 
fufceptible,  they  were  obliged  to  retreat. 

'<  Lieutenant-General  W urmb,  upon  the  lofs  of  Menin,  left 
his  pofition  by  Dixmude  and  Fort  Knocke>  and  is  now  pofted 
«t  Thouroute,  where  he  covers  Bruges,  and  communicates  with 
the corps  mv  Courtray. 

<  "It 
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"  It  is  his  Royal  Highnefs's  intention  to  attack  the  enemy  at 
Meni*  upon  Monday  next.  General  Walrtioden  will  command 
the  troops  employed  qpon  this  fervice,  which  will  be  thofe  under 
Lie  u  ton  a  itf -General  Wurmb,  now  at  Thou  route,  and  the  corps 
which  lately  occupied  the  eump  at  Menin.  The  reit  of  his 
Royal  Highnefs's  forces  will  co-operate  in  different  ways  to- 
wards this  attack;  and  fhould  it  be  fnccefsful,  there  is  reafon  to 
hope  that  upon  this  frontier  every  thing  may  be  re-eftablifhed 
wpon  its  former  footing."

A  difpatch  was  laft  night  received  from  Sir  James  Murray* 
Adjutant-General  to  his  Majefty's  forces  under  the  command  of 
hi*  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  York,  by  the  Right  Honourable 
Henry  Dundas  his  Majefty's  principal  Secretary  of  State  for 
the  Home  Department,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy. 

"  SIR,  Camphin,  Off.  29,  1793. 

"  I  had  the  honour  of  informing  you  in  my  lall  difpatch,  of 
his  Royal  Highnefs's  intention  to  make  every  poffible  effort  for 
the  protection  of  Auftrian  Flanders,  which  fecmed  to  be  in  im- 
minent danger  ft om  the  attempts  of  the  enepiy  upon  the  whole 
frontier  of  that  province. 

.  4i  Confident  with  this  intention,  his  Royal  Highnefs  deter- 
mined to  attack  the  enemy  at  Menin,  upon  the  28th  inftant. 
General  Walmoden,  to  whom  the  execution  of  this  deiign  was 
to  be  intruded,  went,  upon  the  26th,  to  Courtray,  to  take  the 
command  of  the  corps  which  had  formerly  occupied  the  camp  at 
Menin.  Lieutenant-General  Bufche  took  the  command  of  that 
Whkhhad  been  ported  at  Moufcron,  but  which  had  fallen:  back 
10  Warcoing.  The  attack  was  to  be  made  on  different  points 
by  thefe  corps,  in  conjunction  with  that  of  Lieutenant* General 
Wurmb,  which  lay  at  that  time  in  theneighbourhood  of  Thou* 
route. 

Upon  the  morning  of  the  27th  hit*  Royal  Highnefs  marched 
with  the  troops  which  were  encamped  before  Tournay,  tatak* 
up  the  pofition  he  had  formerly  occupied,  between  Baifoux  and 
Cyfoiog,  and  which  had  been  left  fome.days  before*  Different 
pofts,  which  the  enemy  had  eftablifhed  upon  the:  Marque,  went 
driven  back.  A  picquet  of  fig  officers  and  150  men,  which 
had  been  pofted  at  the  village  of  Saingain,  retreated  acrofe  the 
plain  towards  Lezennes;  they  had  nearly  reached:  the laftrmen* 
tiooed  village  when  a  fquadrpn  of  the  2d  dragoon  guards,  led 
#nby  Major  Craufurd,  Aid- de  Camp  to  his  Royal  Highnefs; 
advancing  with  rapidity,  gained  their  right  flank,  and  charged 
them  with  fo  much  vigour  and  fuccefs,  that  not  a  fingte  man; 
etcapod ;  104  prisoner!  were  taken,  and  the  it  ft  killed  upon  the 
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fpot.  The  fquadron  of  the  2d  dragoon  guards  had  only  two 
men  killed  and  one  wounded.  The  other  fquadron  of  the  Queen's 
dragoon  guards,  two  fquadrons  of  the  Royals,  and  a  divifion 
of  Auftrian  light  dragoons,  came  up  in  the  purfuit. 

"  lii  the  mean  time  the  enemy  had  made  progrefs  in  another 
part  of  the  country.  They  had  attacked  Nieuport,  and  pafled, 
though  only  with  a  (mail  body,  the  canal  of  Ypres  at  Shoore- 
back.  In  confequence  of  this,  Lieutenant-General  Wurnb 
had  fallen  back  upon  Ghifter,  in  order  to  cover  Bruges  and 
Oftend. 

"  This  change  of  General  Wurmb's  pofition  rendered  abor- 
tive the  plan  which  had  been  formed  for  the  attack  of  Menin 
upon  the  28th.  His  Royal  Highnefs,  therefore,  ftill  keeping 
that  important  objetft  in  view,  fenta  reinforcement  of  three  bat- 
talions  to  Lieutenant-General  JJufche,  who  had  by  this  time  ad- 
vanced again  with  his  corps  to  Moufcron,  and  diflodged  the 
enemy  from  that  pod,  of  which  they  had  taken  poffeflion  :  and 
it  was  determined  that  the  attack  of  Menin  fhould  be  made  on 
the  29th,  by  the  corps  of  General  Walmoden  and  General 
Bufche  ;  the  former  advancing  directly  upon  the  town  of  Menin, 
the  latter  upon  the  right  bank  of  theLys,  again  ft  the  village  and 
heights  of  Hallouin. 

€C  In  order  10  favour  this  enterprize  by  drawing  the  attention 
of  the  enemy  to anothet  quarter,  his  Royal  Highnefs  Cent,  upon 
the  evening  of  the  28th,  two  battalions  of  Auftrian  infantry, 
and  fome  companies  of  light  trrops,  with  two  twelve  pounders, 
and  two  howitzers,  under  the  command  of  Major-Genera!  Wer- 
neck,  and  two  battalions  of  Britifh  infantry,  the  flank  battalion 
and  that  of  the  3d  regiment  of  guards  with  one  fquadron  of 
the  7th  and  one  of  the  15th  light  dragoons,  with  two  twelve 
pounders  and  two  howitzers  likewife,  to  attack  Lannoy,  which 
the  enemy  had  entrenched,  and  occupied  with  1500  men. 

"  Major-General  Abercrombie  commanded  this  detachment, 
and  he  had  orders  to  expofe  the  troops  at  little  as  poffible,  but 
to  confine  the  attack  to  a  cannonade,  until  the  enemy  (hould  be 
driven  from  their  ponV  This  plan  had  the  de fired  fuccefs.  After 
refifting  fome  time  the  heavy  and  well  directed  fire  of  the  Bri- 
tifh and  Auftrian  artillery,  which  was  gradually  advanced  to 
within  a  very  fmall  diftance  of  the  town,  the  French  gave  way, 
retiring  in  great  diforder,  part  of  them  towards  Lifle,  and  part 
ef  them  towards  Roubay.  They  were  purfued  with  great  fpirit 
by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Churchill,  at  the  head  of  the  two  fqua- 
drons of  light  dragoons,  who  killed  and  wounded  near  I OO  of 
them,  and  took  59  pri Toners.  Several  others  were  killed  and 
taken  by  a  party  of  Auftrian  infantry,  who  entered  the  town. 
There  were  taken  in  all  about  150  prisoners,  and  five  pieces  of 
cannon,  befides  feveiai  tumbnh  &nd  baggage,  waggons.    The 
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killed  are  fuppofed  to  have  amounted  to  between  two  and  three 
hundred. 

"  In  point  of  numbers  the  lofs  upon  our  fide  has  been  very 
inconfidcrable;  but  unfortunately,  Captain  Sutherland,  of  the 
Royal  Engineers,  an  officer  of  acknowledged  merit,  was  killed 
upon  this  occafion.  Though  not  called  upon  to  be  prefent  at 
the  attack,  he  had  been  induced  by  his  zeal  to  accompany  the 
detachment.  1  am  forry  to  add,  that  Lieutenant  Thornton,  of 
the  artillery,  has  loft  his  arm. — The  Auftrians  had  eight  or  ten 
men  killed  and  wounded. 

"  About  theconclufion  of  this  affair,  accounts  were  received 
from  General  Walmoden,  that  the  enemy  had  evacuated  Menia 
the  preceding  night,  and  that  they  had  the  appearance  of  intend- 
ing to  give  up  their  attack  upon  Ypres. 

"  The  march  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  from  Englefontaine,  and 
the  fubfequent  movement  of  the  troops  under  his  command, 
feem  to  have  induced  the  enemy  to  abandon  the  enterprizet 
in  which  they  had  engaged  upon  this  fide  of  Auftrian  Flan- 
ders, and  in  which  they  had  been,  to  a  certain  degree,  fuccefe- 
ful. 

"  By  accounts  from  Nieuport  of  the  28th,  the  French  had 
fummonedthat  town,  and  upon  Lieutenant* Colonel  de  Wurmb's 
refufal  to  furrender,  they  had  ere&ed  batteries  againft  it.  There 
teemed,  however,  to  be  reafonable  grounds  to  expe&  that  the 
place  would  hold  out.  I  underiland  that  the  attack  made  there 
upon  the  24th  was  a  very  fevere  one;  the  53d  regiment  having 
had  Lieutenant  Latham  and  ten  men  killed,  and  Captain  Fer- 
gufon  and  eighteen  wounded.

ccived  at  the  office  of  the  Right  Hon.  Henry  Dundas,  his  Ma* 
jelly's  principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department. 

*     u  Oftena\  OS.  29,   1 7 93,  Three  0 Clock  P.M. 

u  S  1  R, 

"  I  had  the  honour  of  writing  to  you  yefterday  morning  from 
Deal,  to  inform  you  of  my  arrival  there,  and  of  my  intention 
immediately  to  embaik  for  this  place.  We  got  undier  way  be- 
tween ten  and  eleven  o'clock,  and  about  half  pad  (even  in  die 
evening  came  to  an  anchor  in  Nieuport  roads.  In  coafequence 
of  the  account*  1  received  there  from  Captain  Murray  of  the  flate 
of  that  place*  and  the  force  brought  againft  it  by  the  French,.  I 
judged  it  neceflary  immediately  to  difpatch  Major-General  Dun- 
das to  Qftend,  with  orders  to  take  under  his  command  the  43d 
regiment,  and  four  companies  of  light  infantry,  and  to  march, 
with  all  poflible  expedition,  to  the  fupport  of  the  garrifon;  at 
the  fame  time  fending  Colonel  Symes  to  Nieuport,  to  give  the 
Commander  notice  of  my  arrival,  and  of  the  intended  reinforce- 
ment. 

"  The  enemy  kept  up  a  conftant  fire  during  the  greateft  part 
of  the  night,  which  was  anfwered  by  the  garrifon,  and  diftindUy 
feen  from  the  Quebec.  At  about  two  this  morning,  it  became 
more  violent,  and  continued  with  great  brifknefs  on  both  fides. 
When  we  parted  Nieuport,  about  ten,  we  faw  Major-General 
Dundas  on  his  march,  within  two  miles  of  that  place,  and  I  have 
this  inftant  received  a  letter  from  him,  announcing  his  arrival. 
He  fays,  he  finds  every  thing  as  well  as  he  could  expedt;  that 
the  enemy  threatened  much,  kept  a  conftant  fire,  and  had  laft 
night  carried  one  of  the  towers,  within  1700  yards  of  the  place. 
He  has  made  a  requifition  of  feveral  articles  neceflary  to  the  de- 
fence of  the  place,  which  1  have  ordered  to  be  forwarded  to  him 
immediately.  With  the  force  now  on  foot,  aflifted  by  the  inun- 
dation, I  hope  it  may  be  preferved,  and  the  farther  progrefs  of 
the  French  on  this  fide  checked.  Notwithfranding  the  conftant 
fire  kept  up  by  the  enemy,  I  am  rpppy  to  inform  you,  that  the 

loft 


lofs  of  the  garrifon  hat  hitherto  been  inconfiderable :  but  I  bare 
yet  received  no  regular  returns. 

u  The  fervice  has  derived  the  greateft  benefit  from  the  zeal 
and  adivity  of  Rear- Admiral  Macbride,  Captain  Murray,  and 
the  naval  officers  under  his  command. 

"  A  fupply  of  ammunition,  of  which  the  garrifon  was  much 
in  want,  was  this  morning  fent  from  the  fleet,  and  about  100 
feamen,  under  Captain  Rogers  have  been  landed,  to  affift  in 
working  at  the  batteries.  Every  commendation  :s  due  to  the 
gallant  defence  made  by  Colonel  Wurmb,  and  the  garrifon  under 
his  command.

"  The  departure  of  the  cutter,  which  will  carry  this  difpatch, 
having  been  delayed,  I  have  an  opportunity  of  adding,  that  I  havt 
received  account?  from  Major-General  Dundas,  dated  ten  o'clock 
laft  night..  The  fire  from  the  enemy  had  been  violent  during  the 
whole  day,  but  had  ceafed  for  near  three  hours.  The  garrifon 
had  maintained  all  their  polls, 'and  the  troops  remained  all  night 
under  arms  on  the  ramparts.  I  am  juft  fetting  off  for  Nieuport* 
in  order  to  judge  myfelf,  on  the  fpot,  of  the  farther  meafures 
which  it  may  be  neceflary  to  take  for  its  defence."

"SIR, 

4€  My  laft  difpatch  announced  to  you  the  fituation  of  the  gar- 
rifon of  Nieupoit,  as  far  as  I  was  informed  of  it,  to  the  time  of 
my  departure  for  that  place  this  morning.  On  my  road  thither, 
I  was  met  by  feveral  perfons,  with  the  agreeable  intelligence, 
that  the  French  were  retiring,  which  was  confirmed  on  my  ar- 
rival. They  began  their  retreat  in  the  night,  and  a  part  only  of 
the  rear-guard  was  vifible  at  day-break  this  morning.  They  re* 
turned  along  the  road  to  Dunkirk,  fetting  fire  to  every  thing  in 
their  way. 

"  1  went  with  Major-General  Dundas  to  vifit  the  polls  which 
they  occupied;  and,  from  the  extent  of  their  encampment,  I 
fhould  imagine  that  their  numbers  could  not  have  been  lefs  than 
was  reprefented  to  us,  about  8000.  What  Toft  they  may  have 
fuflained  during  the  fiege^  I  have  no  means  of  eftimating. — Ours, 
as  I  have  already  had  the  pleafureof  informing  you,  was  very  in- 
considerable. I  now  enclofe  you  a  regidar  return  of  that  of  the 
42d  and  53d  regiments;,  that  of  the  Heffians  1  have  not  been  able 
to  learn  accurately,  but  it  is  not  greater  in  proportion.  The

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tars,  as  well  as  a  great  number  of  (hot,  {hells,  and  intrenching 
tools.  The  whole  were  fecure,  and  great  part  brought  into  town 
before  I  left  it.  I  have  already  fpoken  in  commendation  of  the 
gallant  behaviour  of  Colonel  de  Wurmb,  and  the  garrifon  under 
his  command.  I  cannot  help  adding,  upon  a  more  exaft  know* 
ledge  of  their  fituation,  when  fir  ft  attacked,  that  the  fafety  of 
Nieuport  is  owing  to  their  courage  and  perfeverance  in  its  de- 
fence, with  means  very  difproportionate  to  the  force  brought 
agaioft  them.  The  artillery,  under  Captain  Both  wick,  with  the 
53^  regiment,  whofe  l^fs  has  been  the  greateft,  have  been  very 
diftinguifhed;  and  I  think  it  only  an  26k  of  juftice  to  mention,  in 
terms  of  the  higheft  approbation,  Major  Mathews,  whofe  long 
fervices  and  particular  exertions  on  this  occafion,  will,  I  hope, 
recommend  him  to  his  Majefty's  notice.  I  feel  alfo  that  much  is 
due  to  the  zeal  and  intelligence  with  which  Major-General  Duo- 
das  undertook,  and  executed  the  fervice  intruded  to  him  after  his 
arrival  at  Nieuport,  as  well  as  to  Colonel  Symes  and  Captain  Ro- 
gers, and  the  officers,  marines,  and  feamen  from  the  fleet.

u  Sir,  I  beg  leave  to  acquaint  you,  that  I  failed  from  the 
Downs  on  Monday  at  eleven,  P.  M.  and  the  following  evening 
anchored  off  Nieuport,  between  feven  and  eight.  The  enemy 
were  firing  upon  the  town  from  their  guns  and  mortar-.  1  found 
Captain  Murray  with  the  fquadron  1  had  detached  to  their  af- 
fjirance  ;  from  him  I  learnt  that  the  garrifon  flood  in  great  need 
of  artillery,  powder,  and  ammunition,  and  were  very  weak  ia 
point  of  artillery-men  ;  60  feamen  were  fent  from  the  ihips,  un- 
der the  command  of  Mr.  Thomas  Gibbs,  A&ing  Lieutenant  of 
the  Triton,  whofe  conduit  has  been  highly  meritorious  ;  a  party 
of  40  feamen  and  marines  from  the  Quebec,  with  a  large  fupply  of 
powder  and  ammunition,  was  fent  on  fhore  in  the  morning,  under 
the  direction  of  Captain  Rogers,  who  requefted  to  command  the 
naval  detachment;  to  his  adtive  zeal  and  ability  the  fer vice  is 
much  indebted.  Lieutenant  Clements,  who  at  prefent  commands 
the  Albion  armed  lhip,  was  kept  in  readinefs  to  force  their  way 
into  the  harbour,  which  was  in  pofleflion  of  the  enemy,  when 
that  meafure  was  deemed  neceffary.  The  detachment  from 
Oftend  were  feen  marching  along  the  11  rand  in  the  morning,  and 
foon  entered  Nieuport.  The  enemy  however,  rendered  our  in- 
tentions ufelefs,  for  they  abandoned  their  enterprize  in  the  night. 
I  refer  to  Sir  Charles  Grey's  lerter  for  the  detail  of  the  military 
operations  refpefting  the  fecurity  of  this  important  poft.  Mr. 
Gibbs  is  the  bearer  of  this  difpatch,  to  whom  I  refer  you  for  par- 
ticulars.

"  Sir,  I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  of  the  fuccefi  of 
an  attack  upon  Marchiennes,  which,  by  order  of  his  Royal 
Highnefs,  took  place  laft  night. 

"  Eight  battalions  were  put  under  the  command  of  Major- 
General  Kray  for  this  enterprize.  They  marched  at  midnight 
from  Orchies  in  three  columns,  each  column  headed  by  two  of- 
ficers, and  60  volunteers,  fupported  by  300  men ;  thefe  were 
not  permitted  to  load.  The  reft  of  the  troops  of  the  different 
columns,  with  their  caqnon,  followed  at  fome  diftance.  A  de- 
tachment from  the  corps  of  Major-General  Otto,  polled  by 
Den  a  in,  marched  about  the  fame  time,  formed  in  four  columns 
in  fimilar  order,  that  the  town  might  be  attacked  at  once  upon 
all  fides.  The  latter  troops  were  difcovered  by  the  enemy's  out- 
pofts,  and  prevented  from  penetrating  by  the  oppofition  which 
they  met  with.  Thofe  under  General  Kray,  one  column  of 
which  advanced  upon  the  high  road  from  Orchies,  and  the 
two  others  upon  the  left  of  it,  got,  about  two  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  within  a  ihort  diftance  of  the  town  before  they  were 
perceived. 

"  The  volunteers  at  the  head  of  the  column,  which  was  upon 
the  road,  fell  in  with  a  picquet  about  200  yards  from  the  gate, 
which  they  furprifed,  killed  the  greater  part  of  it,  and  purfued 
the  reft  fo  clofely,  that  they  entered  the  place  along  with  them. 
The  troops  in  the  town  made  little  refiftance.  After  being  driven 
from  the  market-place,  where  they  had  at  firft  aflembled,  they 
retreated  to  a  convent  near  it.  They  there  propofed  terms  of 
capitulation,  which  General  Kray  confented  to,  as  they  furreu- 
dered  prifoners  of  war,  with  the  fole  condition  of  the  officers 
being  permitted  to  wear  their  fwords. 

"  There  are  1629  prifoners,  officers  included,  mod  of  them 
troops  of  the  line.  There  are  likewife  12  pieces  of  cannon,  and 
22  or  23  tumbrils  taken.  There  are  fuppofed  to  have  been 
about  300  of  the  enemy  killed.  The  lofs  of  Major-General 
Kray's  corps  is  between  70  and  80  killed  and  wounded.  The 
lofs  upon  Major-General  Otto's  fide  is  unknown,  but  it  is  not

«  Upon  the  16th  inftant  Colonel  Salis,  with  part  of  the  garri- 
fon  of  Ypres,  marched  again  ft  Poperinghue,  which  the  enemy 
had  been  in  pofleflion  of  for  fome  time  ;  and  where  they  had  the 
appearance  of  intending  to  eftablifh  themfelves  in  force.  They 
are  however,  driven  from  that  poft,  with  the  lofs  of  45  prifoners, 
of  which  four  are  officen,  one  howitzer,  and  one  tumbril,  which 
were  taken  by  Colonel  Salis,  without  any  lofs  upon  his  part.

The 
detachment  pofted  there,  which  was  a  picquet  from  the  grena- 
dier battalion  of  the  troops  of  Hefle  Darmftadt,  and  half  a  com- 
pany of  the  Imperial  free  corps  of  O'Donnel,  defended  the  poft 
for  fome  time  with  great  gallantry,  but  being  obliged  to  yield  to 
the  fuperiority  of  number,  they  retreated  towards  Sailleul,  whilft 
the  detachment  which  occupied  Leers?  to  avoid  being  furrounded, 
fell  back  to  Eftainbourg.  Major-General  During,  however, 
who  had  repaired  upon  the  fir  ft  alarm  to  the  point  of  attack,  ha- 
ving brought  up  the  light  infantry  battalion  of  Hefle  Darmftadt 
from  Eftainbourg  and  Peck,  and  a  party  of  the  Hanoverian  ca- 
valry, under  the  command  of  Colonel  Linfingen,  having  ad- 
vanced from  Templeuve,  %the  enemy  were  driven  back  in  their 
turn,  and  the  pofts  re-occupied. 

"  The  Darmftadt  troops  had  two  men  killed ;  Captain  Von 
Shonberg  and  feven  men  wounded  :  Captain  Von  Becker,  who 
was  likewife  wounded,  and  four  men  taken.  The  corps  of 
O'Donnel],  had  fix  men  wounded  and  two  taken.    The  Hano- 
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•  -veriari  cavalry,  one  man  wounded.  The  lofs  of  the  enemy  wat 
greater ;  feveral  were  found  dead  about  the  village  of  Nechin, 
and  feven  or  eight  taken,"

"  The  enemy  made  an  attack  the  30th  of  laft  month,  upon  Ge- 
neral Walmoden's  advanced  polls  upon  the  Lys.  They  palled 
that  river,  about  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  at  Comines  and 
Boulbecke,  where  they  had  conftrudted  bridges ;  that  at  Bout 
becke,  under  the  proteftion  of  four  pieces  of  cannon. 

"  At  the  latter  place  they  had  palled  over  with  about  2CO  men, 
when  Major  Linfingen,  with  14  men  of  the  9th  regiment  of  Ha- 
noverian light  cavalry,  and  the  1  ft  battalion  of  grenadiers  of  the 
fame  nation,  with  which  he  had  advanced  upon  the  firft  alarm,  at- 
tacked them  without  hefitation,  though  he  was  expofed  to  a  fe- 
vere  lire  of  grape  fliot  from  the  oppofite  fide  of  the  river.  The 
enemy's  detachment  was  entirely  defeated  and  deftroyed,  five  offi- 
cers and  48  men  being  taken,  and  the  reft  killed.  The  conduct 
and  bravery  of  Major  Linfingen,  ana  the  behaviour  of  the  troops 
under  his  command,  are  fpoken  of  by  General  Walmoden  in 
terms  of  the  higheft  commendation.  The  Hanoverians  had  two 
officers,  Lieutenants  Aly  and  Martin,  wounded,  4  men  killed, 
and  8  wounded. 

"  That  body  of  the  enemy,  which  had  pafled  the  Lys  at 
Comines,  drove  back  the  pofts  of  Ten  Briel  and  Sandtforde, 
which  were  occupied  by  a  company  and  a  half  of  the  Imperial 
free  corps  of  Brun  Laudohn.  A  party  of  about  two  or  three 
hundred  men  penetrated  between  thefe  and  the  other  pofts,  fo  that 
this  detachment  was  almoft  entirely  cut  off^  and  upwards  of  100 
men  have  been  either  killed  or  fallen  into  their  hands.  Upon  the 
arrival  of  a  reinforcement,  which  had  been  fent  by  General  Wal- 
moden to  the  fupport  of  Sandtforde  and  Ten  Briel,  the  enemy 
fell  back,  and  the  different  corps  have  taken  up  their  former  pofi- 
lions."

Intelligence  has  been  received  from  Barcelona,  that  on  the 
20th  ult.  thtf  Spanifh  troops,  which  were  at  Banuls  de  Mar,  at- 
tacked the  town  of  Port  Vend  re,  and  the  entrenchments  on  the 
heights  behind  the  place,  and  carried  them,  after  an  obftinate 
and  bloody  action,  taking  fix  pieces  of  cannon:  that  General 
Cuefta  afterwards  directed  a  fudden  attack  upon  Fort  St.  Elmo, 
where  the  French  had  retired  from  Port  Vendre,  and,  notwiths- 
tanding the  inceffant  fire  kept  up  by  thegnrrifon,  two  battalions 
of  Walloons,  and  fome  other  corps  gained  the  almoft  inacceflible 
heights  by  which  the  place  is  commanded,  and  obliged  thegarri- 
fon  to  furrender  prifoners  of  war:  that  the  guns  of  the  Fort  of 
St.  Elmo  were  immediately  turned  upon  the  town  of  Collieure, 
which  was  given  up  at  difcretion  the  next  morning:  that  on  the 
2 1  ft,  the  Marquis  de  las  Amaiillas,  at  the  head  of  three  columns, 
attacked  the  flank  of  the  batteries  and  entrenchments  in  the  front 
of  the  Spanifh  van  guard  at  Bolo,  carried  three  batteries,  and 
obliged  the  French  to  retreat  to  Banuls  de  Afpres:  that  a  falfe 
attack  was,  at  the  fame  time,  made  on  the  right  of  the  enemy's 
camp  by  a  column  from  Ceret,  commanded  by  the  Portuguefe 
General  Forbes,  and  another  on  the  left,  by  General  Hurrigaray, 
who  fell  in  with  a  column  of  2000  men,  on  their  march  from 
Perpignan  to  the  camp  at  Banuls  de  Afpres,  which  they  charged, 
killed  500  men  on  the  fpot,  and  in  the  purfuit,  took  200  prifon- 
ers, and  two  baggage  waggons,  with  very  inconfiderable  lofs» 
It  is  computed  that,  in  thefe  feveral  actions,  the  Spaniards  have 
taken  70  pieces  of  heavy  artillery,  a  great  quantity  of  cloathing 
and  ammunition,  and  fix  months  provifions  for  10,000  men. 

Account  of  the  Operations  on  the  Jide  of  Italy,  taken  from  the  Lon- 
don Gazette. 

Cagliari,  Jan.  25.  On  the  21ft  inftant  a  French  (hip  of  the 
line,  and  a  bomb-ketch,  appeared  before  the  ifland  of  St.  Peter, 
which  was  immediately  furrendered  to  the  French,  the  Com- 
mandant having  previoufly  retired  to  this  place  with  a  detach- 
ment of  800  men,  and  fuch  provifions  as  they  could  bring  with 
them,  *and  fpiked  the  cannon  they  left  behind.  The  French 
have  alfo  taken  the  ifland  of  Antioch. 

Yeflerday  the  French  fleet,  confifting  of  nineteen  (hips  of 
the  line,  anchored  in  this  harbour.  The  Admiral  fent  a  de- 
tachment of  twenty  men  on  (hore  with  the  national  flag,  and 
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an  officer,  who  demanded  the  furrendcr  of  the  place ;  but  the 
Lieutenant  of  the  port  cautioned  them  not  to  advance;  and 
when  they  arrived  near  the  pratick  houfe,  the  Sardes  killed  the  ' 
drummer  and  fixteen  others ;  the  reft  retreated  to  the  {hip.    It 
is  expe&ed  that  the  town  will  be  bombarded  this  morning. 

Turin ,  Feb.  16th.  Intelligence  has  been  received  here,  that 
on  the  27th  of  January,  the  French  fquadron,  in  the  Galph  of 
Cagliari,  confiding  of  twenty  or  twenty-one  {hips,  of  which 
four  were  bomb  veflels,  and  (even  {hips  of  the  line,  having  ap- 
proached the  city  of  Cagliari,  began  to  bombard  it,  and  were 
anfwered  by  a  brifk  firing  of  red  hot-balls.  This  attack  was 
continued  for  three  days,  when  the  {hips  retired  out  of  the  reach 
of  the  cannon,  but  without  quitting  the  Gulph.  Several  of 
the  {hips  were  damaged  in  their  mafts  and  rigging,  and  one  was 
fet  on  fire  by  a  red  hot  ball,  but  by  the  timely  affiftance  of  the 
others,  the  fire  was  extinguifhed.  The  bombs  produced  no  ef« 
feft  but  upon  the  fuburbs  below  the  city,  and  only  five  men 
were  killed.  During  the  cannonading,  the  French  attempted 
to  land  in  feveral  places  to  procure  provifions,  but  they  were 
every  where  repulfed  by  the  militia,  and  loft  upwards  of  500 


men. 


Turin,  June  1.  Intelligence  has  been  received  here,  that  on 
the  21ft  ultimo,  the  SpaniTh  fleet,  confiding  of  23  {hips  of  die 
line,  and  fix  frigates,  under  the  command  of  Admiral  Borja, 
entered  the  Gulph  of  Palma,  having  taken  one  French  frigate, 
and  obliged  another  to  run  on  Chore  on  the  ifland  of  St.  Pictro. 

Madrid^  June  11.  An  account  has  been  publifhed  by  this 
Government  of  Admiral  Borja' s  late  fuccefsful  expedition  againft 
the  iflands  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Antiocha.

St.  Peter  fur  rendered: 

I.  The  King  and  Spanifh  nation,  being  conftant  in  their  cha- 
ra6teriftic  of  humanity  even  towards  their  enemies,  as  has  been 
always  experienced,  I  agree,  in  the  name  of  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty,  that  the  Commandant  of  Marines,  with  his  foldiers  and 
failors,  {hall  march  out,  with  military  honours,  from  the  for* 
trefs  of  the  ifland  of  St.  Peter,  which  they  occupy,  leaving  all 
their  arms  in  the  place,  and  embarking  as  prifoners  of  war  on 
board  the  King's  {hips,  without  any  officer,  foldier,  failor,  or 
dependent  of  the  French  nation,  being  deprived  of  any  of  their 
property,  in  the  pofleffion  of  which  they  are  to  remain  undif- 

turbed* 

II.  The 
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IF.  The  fame  fliall  be  obferved  towards  the  Commandant  and 
French  land  forces  which  garrifon  the  caftle,  and  all  its  depen- 
dencies. 

III.  That  all  the  veflels,  artillery,  implements,  warlike  (lores, 
and  provifions,  and  all  other  public  French  property,  (hall  be 
at  his  Catholic  Majefty's  difpofal. 

IV.  That  all  the  prifoners  of  war  (hall  be  well  treated  on 
board  the  King's  (hips,  as  every  individual  of  this  defer ipt ion 
in  the  power  of  the  Spaniards  has  always  been. 

V.  Under  thefe  conditions,  the  delivery  of  the  fortrefs  XQ

Intelligence  has  been  received  here,  that  on  the  12th  inftant, 
a  body  of  about  10,000  French  troops  attempted  to  diflodge  the 
advanced  Poftsof  the  Sardinian  army,  at  Raus  and  Authion,  in 
the  County  of  Nice,  commanded  by  the  Generals,  Baron  Calli, 
and  Baron  Dellera,  and  after  an  engagement  which  lafted  near 
eight  hours,  without  interruption,  were  repulfed  on  all  fides,  and 
driven  into  the  Valleys  with  the  lofs  of  about  800  men  killed, 
and  1500  wounded,  befides  a  number  taken  prifoners.  The 
lofs  on  the  part  of  the  Sardinians,  amounts  to  between  40  and 
50  killed,  and  about  200  wounded.

On  the  29th  inftant,  the  French  renewed  their  attempts  to 
diflodge  the  Sardinian  troops  from  the  Pod  of  L'Auchion,'  and 
the  Col.  de  Raus.  They  marched  at  break  of  day,  in  three  co- 
lumns, againft  the  Sardinian  camps,  after  a  brifk  cannonade  from 
their  batteries  on  the  heights,  without  effect.  The  French  were 
repulfed  on  all  fides,  and  completely  defeated,  and  were  purfued 
by  feveral  detachments  of  the  gardinian  troope,  quite  to  their

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entrenchments  at  Belvidere.  The  a£Uon  lafted  five  hours  at 
Auchion,  and  feven  on  ihe  fide  of  Raus.  The  lofs  of  the  French 
amounted  to  500  men  killed;  of  the  King's  troops,  only  a  few 
were  wounded,  and  none  killed.

Intelligence  has  been  received  here,  that  on  the  23rd  inftant, 
the  Span ifh  troops,  under  the  command  of  Don  Ventura  Caro, 
attacked  the  Fort  of  Andaya,  whilft  another  corps  occupied 
the  heights  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  French  camp.  In  the 
courfe  of  the  adlion  the  Spaniards  fpiked  fix  cannon,  drove  jthe 
French  from  their  advanced  work-  and  intrenchment*,  and  after 
having  deftroyed  the  encampment  of  Biriatu,  killed  feveral  of 
the  enemy,  and  taken  a  confiderable  number  of  cattle,  retired 
to  Vera    having  only  fix  men  wounded. 

Acco  .nt<  are  alio  received  from  General  Don  Antonio  Ric- 
cardos,  commander  in  chief  of  the  army  of  Catalonia,  that  on 
the  21ft  inftant,  athody  of  troops  amounting  to  lefs  than  3000 
men  attacked  the  town  of  Goret,  defended  by  more  than  300* 
French,  and  though  the  Spaniards  were  without  any  cannon, 
they  forced  the  town  af  er  an  engagement  of  three  hours,  pat 
the  enemy  to  flight,  and  took  their  cannon.

On  the  5th  infiant,  the  fquadron  under  the  command  of  Ad' 
miral  Borja,  failed  from  Carthagena,  and  in  a  few  days  arrived 
at  Barcelona,  from  whence  it  continued  its  courfe  towards  the 
court  of  Italy.

killed,  a  great  havock  having  been  made  by  the  grape  fhot  and 
fide  arms  ;  and  that  ten  pieces  of  cannon,  fix  cart  load?  of  muf- 
kets,  and  a  quantity  of  baggage  had  been  taken.  The  num- 
ber of  the  enemy  was  reported  to  be  23  or  24,000  men,  though 
by  fome  eftimated  at  no  more  than  20,000.

By  advices  from  Vice- Admiral  Lord  Hood,  Commander  in 
Chief  of  his  Majefty's  fhips  and  vefTels  employed  in  the  Me- 
diterranean,   received  this   evening,    dated  Vi&ory,    off  the 
iflands  of  Hieres,  the  25th  of  Auguft,   1793,  ^  appears  that 
an  intercourfe  had  taken  place  between  his  Lordrti  p  and  Com- 
miffioners  from  Toulon  and  Marfeilles;  that  Lord  Haod  had 
published  a  preliminary  declaration  and  proclamation,  and  re- 
ceived a  paper  in  anfwer,  of  which  copies  are  fub  joined.    And 
by  fubfequent  accounts  from  Captain   Nclfon,  commander  of 
his  Majefty's  fhip  Agamemnon,  dated  Auguft  31,  off  Oneg- 
lia,  to  i\ir.   Trevor,  his  Majefty's  Miniftcr  at  the  Court  of 
Turin,  it  appears  that  a  treaty  relative  to  Toulon  was  brought 
to  a  conclufion,  and  that  on  the  28th  Lord  Hood's  fleet  landed 
1 50c  men,  and  took  poflefiion  of  the  batteries  at  the  mouth  of 
the  harbour.     The  French  fleet  hawled  into  the  inner  road, 
'and  on  the  29th  the  Britifii  fleet  and  the  fleet  of  Spain,  which 
joined  on  the  fame  day,  anchored  in  the  outer  road  of  Tou- 
lon.     It  is  added,  that  Marfeilles  has  been  taken  by  the  Re- 
publican troops  under  General  Cartcaux.

Lord  Hugh  Conway,  Captain  of  his  Majefty's  fhip  the  Le- 
viathan, arrived  here  this  day  with  a  difpatch  from  \  ice  /xd- 
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miial  Lord  Hood,  Commander  in  Chief  of  his  Majefty's  (hips 
and  veiTels  in  the  Mediterranean,  to  Philip  Stephens,  Efq.  of 
which  the  following  is  a  copy. 

"  Viftory,  in  the  Outer  Road  of  Toulon,  Jug.  29,   1 703. 

«  SIR, 

"  In  my  letter  of  the  25th  (of  which  I  herewith  fend  a 
duplicate,  and  alfo  of  its  enclofures)  1  had  the  honour  to  ac- 
quaint you,  for  the  information  of  the  Lords  Commiffioners 
of  the  Admiralty,  of  the  fituation  of  things  at  Toulon  and 
Marfcilles.  Since  that,  feveral  meflages  have  pafled  between 
me  and  the  Sections  of  Toulon  ;  and  having  aflurances  that 
they  had  proclaimed  Louis  XVII.  King,  and  ljad  fworn  to 
acknowledge  him,  and  no  longer  fuffer  the  defpot'fm  of  the 
tyrants  which  at  this  time  govern  France,  and  that  they  would 
be  zealous  in  their  endeavours  to  rcltore  peace  to  the?r  dif  • 
trafted  and  calamitous  country,  I  came  to  the  refolution  of 
landing  one  thoufand  five  hundred  men,  and  take  pofleffion  of 
the  forts  which  command  the  fliips  in  the  road.  bt.  Julien,  a 
turbulent  hot-headed  democrat,  (to  whom  the  feamen  had 
given  the  command  of  the  fleet  in  the  room  of  Trogoffe)  had 
the  command  of  the  forts  on  the  left  of  the  harbour,  and  de- 
clared refiftance. 

"  In  all  enterprizes  of  war,  danger,  more  or  lefs,  is  to  be 
expected,  and  muft  be  fubmitted  to  ;  but,  impr  -fled  w»th  the 
great  importance  of  taking  pofTeffion  of  Toulon,  the  great 
fort  of  Malgue,  and  others  on  the  Main,  in  ftiortening  the 
war,  I  fully  relied,  that  in  cafe  my  endeavours  fhould  not 
fuccccd,  I  mould  be  juf*irlcd  in  running  fome  nfque,  being 
confeious  1  acted,  to  the  bell  of  my  judgement,  as  a  faithful  fer- 
vant  to  my  King  and  country  ;  therefore,  at  midnight  on  the 
27th,  I  made  the  neceffary  arrangements  for  putting  the  troops 
on  ihorc,  as  near  as  pofliblc  to  the  great  fort,  without  their 
being  molefted  by  thole  batteries  in  the  hands  of  >t.  Julien, 
under  the  immediate  protection  of  the  Meleager  and  Tartar, 
fupported  by  the  i  gmont,  Robuft,  Couragcux,  and  Celoffus, 
which  were  all  in  the  fort  by  noon  on  the  28th.  And  I  autho- 
rized Captain  Elphinftone  to  land  and  enter,  at  the  head  of  the 
troops,  the  fort  of  Malgue,  and  to  take  upon  him  the  charge  and 
command  as  Governor ;  and  directed  Captain  Dickfon,  on  his 
anchorage,  to  fend  a  flag,  with  peremptory  notice  to  St  Julien, 
that  fuch  fhips  as  did  not  immediately  proceed  into  the  inner 
harbour,  and  put  their  powder  on  fhore,  ftiould  be  treated  as 
enemies.  All  but  feven,  whofe  crews  ran  off  with  St.  Julien, 
removed  in  the  courfe  of  the  day.

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M  It  is  impoffiblfc  for  me  to  cxprcfs  my  obligation*  to  Don 
Langara,  adequate  to  my  feelings  of  it,  for  the  fingular  ho- 
nour of  his  implicit  confidence  in,  and  good  opinion  of  me, 
in  the  promptitude  his  Excellency  manifested  to  comply  with 
the  wifhes  contained  in  my  fecond  letter  ;  as  his  Excellency 
was  not  content  with  fending  admiral  Gravina,  but  came 
with  his  whole  fquadron,  except  four,  which  he  left  to  bring 
a  body  of  troops  from  the  army  at  Rofellon,  and  made  his  apr 
pcarance  from  the  deck  of  the  Victory,  as  the  troops  from  his 
Majefty's  fquadron  under  my  command  were  in  the  aft  of 
landing.  Admiral  Gravina  came  on  board,  and  upon  my  ex- 
plaining to  him  the  neceflity  of  as  many  Spantfh  troops  being 
put  on  fhore  immediately  as  could  be  fpared,  he  told  me  he 
was  authorized  by  his  admiral  to  pay  attention  to  any  requeft 
I  fliouid  make,  and  undertook  to  prepare  1000  at  leaft,  to  bo 
lauded  this  morning,  under  the  protection  of  the  four  {hips 
I  had  ordered  to  anchor,  and  were  all  in  the  fort  before  twelve 
o'clock. 

"  I  herewith  tranfmit  a  copy  of  Don  Langara's  letter,  in 
anfwer  to  mine  of  the  25th. 

•*  The  corps  of  Carteaux  has  been  at  Marfeilles,  and  com- 
mitted all  manner  of  enormities,  and  is  now  on  its  march  to 
Toulon,  expecTmg  to  join  the  army  near  at  hand  from  Italy. 
The  former  confilts  of  io,cco  men ;  the  number  of  the  latter 
is  not  ascertained  ;  but,  be  it  more  or  lefs,  I  truft  the  whole 
will  make  no  impreffion  even  upon  the  Town  of  Toulon  ; 
upon  the  fort  of  Malguc,  I  am  pretty  confident  they  cannot 
do  it. 

"  Information  has  juft  been  fent  me,  that  Carteaux  has 
planned  to  fend  away  from  iVlarfeilles  all  the  money,  as  well 
as  merchandize,  in  the  town;  the  former  is  faid  to  confift  of' 
four  millions  of  livres ;  but  I  have  planned  to  prevent  him, 
by  having  off"  Marfeilles  two  fhips  of  the  line,  with  orders 
not  to  fuffer  any  veffel  to  fail ;  and  lam  now  fending  two  fri- 
gates, which  I  could  not  fpare  before. 

"  After  having  taken  pofleflion  of  Toulon  and  the  forts, 
I  think  it  expedient  to  iflue  another  proclamation,  which 
Captain  Elphinftonc  tells  me  has  had  a  very  happy  effedl ;  a 
copy  of  which  I  alfo  mclofe.

•'  The  knowledge  of  this  -event  to  the  King  and  his  Ma- 
jefty's  Minifters  appears  to  rne  of  that  magnitude,  that  I  think 
it  expedient  to  adopt  two  modes  of  conveyance,  one  by  the 
way  of  Barcelona,  and  the  other  of  Genoa.

A  letter  hath  this1  day  been  received  from  Vice  Admiral 
Lord  Mood,  Commander  in  Chief  of  his  iVJajefty's  fhips  and 
veflcls  in  the  Mediterranean,  to  \-r.  Stephens,  dated  onboard 
the  Victory,  in  the  outer  Road  of  Toulon,  the  ill  inft.  of 
which  the  following  is  an  extraffc  : 

"  Yeflcrday  afternoon  a  part  of  Carteaux's  armv,  confilling 
of  730  men,  approached  near  Toulon.  Captain  Elphinftorie, 
whom  I  had  appointed  Governor  of  the  great   fort  of  Mal- 
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pic  and  its  dependencies,  marched  out  at  the  head  of  600  troops, 
and  put  it  to  the  rout,  took  four  pieces  of  cannon,  their  ammu- 
nition, &c.  x 

"  Herewith  I  have  the  honour  to  fend  you  Governor  Elphin- 
ftone's  letter;  and  moft  exceedingly  lament  the  lofs  of  a  very 
excellent  officer,  Major  Douglas,  whom  I  had  appointed  Fort- 
Major,  and  whofe  zeal  for  going  out  with  the  troops  could  not 
be  reftrained.  The  ball  entered  his  breaft,  and  was  extracted  at 
the  fhoul'er  blade.      He  died  lail  night. 

"  Upon  the  troops  leaving  the  fort,  the  appointed  fignai  was 
made  for  a  number  of  feamen  that  were  kept  ready,  and  400  were 
on  Ihore  immediately,  to  put  the  fort  out  of  danger. 

"  Rear- Admiral  Goodall  has  taken  upon  him  the  charge  and 
command  of  Governor  of  Toulon,  and  Rear-Admiral  Gravina 
that  of  commandant  of  the  troops. 

"  The  fignai  is,  this  moment,  for  the  convoy's  being  in  fight 
with  a  confiderable  body  of  Spanifh  troops,  from  „the  army  in 
Roufillon."

u  My  Lord,  in  cOhfequence  of  the  information  I  had  the  ho- 
nour to  fend  your  Lordfhip  yetlerday  forenoon,  and  the  repeated 
applications  which  I  had  received  from  the  Committee  of  War 
and   Safety,    I  thought    proper  to  fend  out  a  patrole  towards 
Ollouilet,  to  reconnoitre  the  enemy  and  to  examine  their  force; 
at  the  fame  time  I  ordered  300  Britifh,  and  the  fame  number  of 
Spanifh  troops,  to  be  under  arms,  and  1  directed  the  Committee 
of  War  to  furnifh  a  proportion  of  their  bell  troops,  and  fix  pieces 
of  cannon,  with  ammunition  and  Waggons,  to  be  in  readinefs. 
About  three  o'clock  the   patrole  returned  with  fome  peafantsy 
who  had  been  wounded  by  the  enemy's  dragoons,  who  informed 
me  that  certain  troops  of  Carteaux  were   ported  at  Senary  and 
Ollouiles,  about  five  miles  from  hence,  to  the  amount  of  600  men, 
with  ten  pieces  of  cannon,  and  .a  few  cavalry  :    I    inflantly 
marched  out    with  the  Britifh  and  Spanifh  troops,  taking  the 
road  to  Ollouiles,  having  four  guides  along  with  me,  belonging  to 
that  place,  and  having  left  directions  that  the  French  troops,  with 
the  cannon,  &c.  fiiould  inflantly  follow.  OnthercaJ  I  met  woun- 
ded peafants,  who  informed  mejthat  their  whole  force  was  now 
pofted  in  Ollouiles.     When  we  approached  within  half  a  mile  of 
that  place,  I  obferved  a  party  of  the  enemy  endeavouring  to  gain 
an  eminence  on  our  right.     I  detached  Captains  Haddon  and 
Wemys,  of  the  nth  regiment  of  foot,  to  prevent  this,  and  to 
advance  with  their  parties,  keeping  pofleffion  of  the  high  grounds, 
and  fent  Lieutenant  KnigHt  with  a  party  of  the  fame  regiment, 
on  the  like  fervice,  to  the  left,  both  of  which  duties  were  admi- 
rably executed.     I  then  advanced  with  the  Aide-du-Camg  tc 
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reconnoitre  the  enemy's  fituation,  and  found  they  were  poftcj 
in  the  village  of  Ollouiles,  upon  the  fide  of  a  fleep  hill,  a  deep 
ravine  in  their  front,  with  a  ftone  bridge  over  it,  defended  with 
two  pieces  of  cannon,  and  the  windows  filled  with  mufquetry; 
about  900  yards  farther  up  the  hjll,  at  a  ruinous  cattle,  there  wcrt 
two  more  pieces  of  cannon,  and  the  walls  of  the  vineyards  lined 
with  mufquetry.  It  was  now  half  pad  fix  in  the  evening,  with* 
cut  any  appearance  of  the  French  troops,  or  the  cannon  from 
Toulon  ;  it  became  therefore  necefliry,  either  to  attack  immedi- 
ately or  rt  re;  {  preferred  the  former,  and  ordered  the  flanking 
party  to  keep  up  an  mceflant  firing  upon  the  cannon  at  the  bridge; 
I  then  ordered  the  collumn.unJer  cover  of  a  ftpne  wail,  cautioufly  to 
advance  within  200  yards,  and  then,  being  open  to  the  fire  of  the 
enemy,  to  rufli  forward,  which  was  executed  under  a  very  fevere 
fire ;  when  the  enemy  inftantly  abandoned  their  pofts  on  all  quar- 
ters, leaving  us  in  pofletfion  of  their  cannon,  horfes,  and  ammu- 
nition, two  fland  of  colours,  drums,  &c.  They  were  pnrfued 
up  a  very  fteep  hill  to  the  farther  end  of  the  village.  It  was  now 
become  nearly  dark,  and  the  ammunition  was  expended,  which 
induced  me  to  order  the  troops  to  occupy  the  eminence,  as  we 
were  in  an  unknown  country,  and  abandoned  by  the  guides,  who 
fled  upon  the  fir  ft  fire.  After  halting  for  an  hour,  I  led  the  troops 
back  to  Toulon,  with  the  prifoners  and  cannon,  taken  from  the  ene- 
my, and  on  the  road,  we  met  the  French  troops  and  the  cannon, 
which  ought  to  have  left  Toulon  with  us,  but  which  unfortunately 
had  been  delayed.  From  the  in  form  at  ion  that  we  received  in  the  vil- 
lage, and  from  the  prifoners,  we  found  that  wehad  beaten  the Elitiol 
Cartcuax's  army,  confiding  of  bet  ween  7  and  800  men  and  fome  ca- 
valry, which  had  been  lent  from  Marfeiiles,  for  the  purpofe  of  over* 
awing  Toulon,  and  that  they  expected  to  have  been  joined  the 
next  day  by  400  men,  and  8  pieces  of  cannon.  In  this  little 
affair,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  inform  your  Lord  (hip,  that  the 
condudt  of  the  troops,  thofe  of  his  Majefty  as  well  as  thofe  of 
the  King  of  Spain,  was  highly  meritorious.  Captain  Moncrief, 
of  the  1  ith,  Commandant  of  the  Britifh  troops,  headed  the  co- 
lumn with  a  degree  of  intrepidity  worthy  of  imitation ;  and  Don 
Monteiro,  Commandant  of  the  fcpanifh  troops,  conducted  himfelf 
with  equal  valour.  But  the  credit  of  the  day  was  chiefly  derived 
from  thegre.it  exertion  and  gallant  behaviour  of  Captain  Douglas, 
Town  Major  of  Toulon  ;  and  it  is  with  grief  I  add,  that  he  wa* 
mortally  wounded,  and  is  fince  dead ;  in  mv  mind,  the  King's 
fervice  has  fuftained  a  great  lofs.  The  conduit  of  Enfign  Forfter, 
pf  the  30th  regiment,  my  Aide-du-Carnp,  was  fuch  as  to  give 
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me  the  ftilleft  fatisfa&ion,  and  hope  will  render  him  an  object  of 
attention.

By  a  difpatch,  received  lad  night  from  the  Right  Hon.  Lord 
Mulgrave,  dated  Toulon,  Sept.  8,  1793,  lt  appears  that  his 
Lordfhip  had  arrived  there  on  the  6th,  and  had  been  defired  by 
Lord  Hood  to  take  upon  himfelf  the  command  of  the  troops  until 
bis  Majefty's  pleafure  fliould  be  known.  It  further  appears  that 
one  of  the  advanced  pofts,  appearing  to  be  out  of  the  regular  mi- 
litary line  of  defence,  it  has  been  determined  to  evacuate  it;  but 
before  the  order  for  carrying  that  meafure  into  execution  arrived, 
Carteaux,  the  General  of  the  republican  party  (who  had  collected 
about  5000  men  from  Marfeillesand  Nice  to  harafs  this  garrifon} 
attacked  the  pcft,  and  drove  back  the  Spaniards,  who  had  occu- 
pied it,  with  the  lofs  of  36  men  killed,  two  officers  and  20  men 
wounded,  one  officer  and  15  men  miffing.  Of  two  priefts,  who 
went  out  a  fee  r  the  action  to  give  abfolution  to  the  wounded,  one 
has  been  found  murdered,  and  the  other  is  miffing.  The  corps 
at  this  pofl  confifled  of  400  Spanifh  troops,  and  150  of  the 
French  National  Guards  from  Toulon.  A  detachment  of  the 
Jkitifh  brigade  were  marched  out  of  Toulon  to  cover  their  re- 
treat, which  fervice  they  performed  without  difficulty,  having 
only  one  private  foldier  wounded.

Extract  of  a  Letter  received  yefterday  by  the  Right  Hon. 
Henry  Dundas,  his  Majefty's  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home 
Department,  from  the  Right  Hon.  Lord  Molgrave,  dated  Tou- 
lon, Sept.  16. 

"  Nothing  of  importance  has  occurred  fince  mv  letter  of  Sep- 
tember 8.    The  enemy  have  been  conftantly  in  fight,  and  have 


pufhed  their  pat  roles  very  near  oar  out-pofts,  from  whom  we 
have  occafionally  taken  a  few  pri  (oners;  but  we  have  remained 
on  our  part  constantly  on  the  defenfive,  to  avoid  fatiguing  the 
troops,  who  continue  in  good  health.  The  redoubts  and  fort! 
at  the  out- pelts  are  in  general  fo  considerably,  ftrengrhened  as  to 
leave  little  to  apprehend  from  any  offend  ve  efforts  of  the  enemy; 
though  no  part  of  the  reinforcements,  which  were  required  from 
different  quarters,  are  arrived. 

"  On  the  i  >th,  the  enemy  marched  a  confiderable  corps  of 
troops,  of  which  about  400  infantry  and  200  cavalry  palled  in 
fight  of  our  polls  from  the  eaft  fide  of  the  town,  to  reinforce 
Carteaux's  main  body,  which  is  pofted  on  the  hills  to  the  weft- 
ward.  I  am  certain  of  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  Spaoifli 
Admiral  Gravina,  who  commands  the  troops  of  his  nation  on 
(bore,  and  whofe  aflive  7eal,  accommodating  difpofition,  and 
even  temper,  give  every  poflible  facility  to  the  execution  of  the 
public  fervice.  and  the  fupport  of  the  common  caufe. 

"  It  is  with  the  higheft  fatisfadtion  I  inform  you  that  the 
Britifh  troops  have  very  particularly  diftinguifhed  themfelves  by 
their  moderate  conduit  and  orderly  behaviour.  From  the  inhabi- 
tants I  have  hitherto  only  heard  praifes  of  their  good  order."

By  accounts  from  the  Right  Honourable  Sir  William  Hamil- 
ton, Knight  of  the  Bath,  his  Majefty's  Envoy  Extraordinary 
and  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  at  the  Court  of  Naples,  dated  the 
17th  of  September,  it  appears,  that  on  the  nthCapt.  Nelfon, 
in  his  Majeiiy's  fliip  Agamemnon,  arrived  there  with  difpatches 
from  Lord  Hood,  dated  off  Toulon,  the  18th  of  Auguft;  and  a 
letter  of  the  31ft,  from  Lord  Hugh  Conway,  who  had  left  Tou- 
lon in  the  poffeifion  of  Lord  Hood,  and  met  with  Captain  Nel- 
fon at  fea,  that  Sir  WilKam  Hamilton  having  communicated 
this  intelligence  to  General  A£ton,  2,000  of  his  Sicilian  Ma- 
jefty'sbeft  troops  were  embarked  on  the  16th,  on  board  two  line 
of  battle  fhips,  two  frigates,  two  corvettes,  and  one  Neapolitan 
tranfport  veffel.  That  a  Spanifh  frigate  returning  to  Toulon, 
had  likewife  taken  fome  of  the  troops  on  board ;  that  three  more 
battalions  were  that  night  to  embark  at  Gaeta,  on  board  of  two 
Neapolitan  frigates,  two  brigantines,  and  nine  large  polacres; 
that,  in  a  week  or  ten  days,  the  Neapolitan  government  were  to 
fend  off  to  Toulon  the  remaining  fhips,  and  2,000  more  men, 
with  thirty-two  prces  of  regimental  artillery,  and  plenty  of  pro- 
vifions;  and  that,  fliould  the  wind  remain  as  it  then  was,  thefe 
fuccours  might  reach  Toulon  in  five  days,  or  fooner.

Thedifpatches  of  which  the  following  are  extracts  and  copies, 
were  received  on  Sunday  laft,  at  the  office  of  the  Right  Hon. 
Henry  Dundas,  his  Majefty's  Principal  Secretary  of  Sace  for  the 
Home  Department  : 

Toulon,  Sept.  26,   1693. 

"  On  the  morning  of  the  18th  of  this  month,  the  enemy 
opened  two  mafqued  batteries,  one  of  three,  the  other  of  two 
guns,  at  the  head  of  the  inner  harbour,  at  la  Petit  Garenne. 
An  inceflant  fire  was  kept  up  during  the  whole  of  the  day  be- 
tween the  batteries  of  the  enemy  and  a  gun  boat  and  French 
frigate  manned  by  Lnglifh  feamen,  which  had  been  placed  near 
the  Pouderiere  for  the  defence  of  the  head  of  the  harbour,  and  to 
cover  the  Fort  of  Malboufquet  towards  the  water;  that  fort 
fired  occafionaliy  at  the  enemy's  batteries  with  fome  effefl,  al- 
though they  were  covered  on  that  fide-  by  a  grove  of  pine  trees. 
On  ihe  19th  tKe  enemy  opened  a  frefh  battery,  to  the  left  of  the 
others,  at  Les  Gaux,  and  his  Majefty's  (hip  St.  George,  with 
a  fecond  gun-boat,  being  brought  into  the  Petite  Rade,  a  can- 
nonade continued  during  the  whole  day,  and  towards  evening  the 
batteries  of  the  enemy  were  filenced ;  but  one  of  the  gun  boats 
had  fuffered  fo  much  that  (he  was  towed  off,  and  (he  funk  the 
next  morning,  the  officers  and  men  having  been  taken  out  of 
her. 

"  It  became  neceffary  to  collect  a  force  to  occupy  La  Grafle  ; 
I  took,  therefore,  fifty  men  from  Fort  De  la  Malgue,  the  (Iron- 
geft  and  leaft  expofed  of  our  pods,  and,  by  leaving  but  one  relief 
for  the  duties  of  Toulon,  we  were  enabled  to  collect  350  Spani- 
ards and  150  Britifh,  exclufive  of  officers  and  non-commiflioned 
officers,  the  Spanifh  troops  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Don 
Rafael  Chavaru,  and  the  Britifh  troops  under  the  cammand  of 
Captain  Brereton  of  the  30th  regiment.  The  detachment  embar- 
ked from  Toulon  on  the*20th,  at  twelve  o'clock  at  night,  Ad- 
miral Gravina  and  rnyfelf,  with  all  the  Spanifh  Colonels  of  the 
garrifon,  and  fome  French  engineers,  attending,  to  place  the. 
troops  in  the  poft  they  were  to  occupy.  We  proceeded  acrofs  the 
harbour,  and  landed,  at  about  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  of 
the  21ft,  at  Fort  Balaguier,  and  marched  immediately  forward  to 
itrtconnoitre  the  Heights  de  la  Grafle,  which  confift  of  a  ridge, 
d  vided  at  the  top  by  three  diftindl  knolls,  covered  with  wood, 
with  final  I  dips  or  vallies  between  each,  the  whole  rifing  very 
conGderably  inland,  the  ridge  terminating  with  a  rapid  defcent 
^t  the  weftern  extremity,  which  command  a  complete  view  of . 
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the  whole  extent  of  the  enemy's  pofition  to  the  weftward  of 
Toulon. 

"  It  was  determined  to  take  pofl  on  the  Ioweft  and  eaftern- 
moft  knoll,  which  is  about  five  hundred  yards  from  the  land- 
ing-place. Having  diftri'nited  the  troops  into  the  bed  pofition 
the  pod  would  admit,  Admiral  Gravina  returned  with  me  befort 
noon  to  Toulon,  to  order  the  neceflary  fupplies  for  the  troopit 
and  fome  guns  for  the  defence  of  the  poft,  Colonel  Don  Rafael 
Chaveru  remaining  with  the  command  of  the  poft,  and  Captain 
Brereton  with  the  command  of  the  Britifli  troops  under  him. 
At  about  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  the  enemy  advanced  along 
the  Upper  Knolls  of  the  Hauteur  de  Graffe,  to  the  number,  as 
wehave  fince  learnr,  of  about  (even  hundred  men  ;  and,  having 
driven  in  the  piquets,  began  an  attack  under  cover  of  the  woods, 
forming  themfelves  upon  a  deep  a  (cent,  in  front  on  the  poft,  in 
three  lines,  fo  as  to  have  the  advantage  of  a  triple  fire;  from 
which  our  troops  were,  in  fome  degree,  protected  by  trunks  of 
trees,  rl  he  firing  continued  for  an  hour,  when  the  enemy  were 
repulfed,  with  the  lofs,  on  the  part  of  the  Britifli,  of  one  rank 
and  file,  killed;  one  Captain,  and  three  rank  and  file,  wounded; 
(I  am  happy  to  fay  none  of  them  dangeroufly)  and  of  the  Spa- 
niards, one  rank  and  file,  killed;  and  feven  wounded*  The 
enemy,  by  accounts  we  have  fince  received  from  deferters,  loft 
twelve,  killed,  .  and  one  Colonel  and  twenty-three,  wounded. 
This  attempt  of  the  enemy  ferved  to  convince  the  Spanifh  and 
French  officers  of  the  neceflity  of  occupying  the  advanced  pofi- 
tion at  the  weftern  extremity  of  La  Hauteur  de  Graffe ;  a  Spanifh 
Colonel  was  fent,  at  day-break,  to  take  pofleffion  of  it. 

"  I  went  with  Lord  Hood  and  Admiral  Gravina  to  trace  out 
the  line  of  entrenchments,  and  to  place  a  battery  of  three  twen- 
ty-four pounders  on  a  fpot  which  commands  every  point  within 
their  range.  This  poft  completely  covers  the  outward  roadfted ; 
the  two  knolls  in  the  rear  of  it  being  occupied  by  fmall  detach- 
ments, to  communicate  with  the  landing-place  at  Fort  Balaguier. 
A  reinforcement  of  one  hundred  Spaniards  from  the  fhips,  and  of 
eighty  Britifli  marines  (who  had  been  polled  at  Les  Sablettis  to 
cover  the  Naval  Hofpiral,  which  is  protected  now  by  the  occupa- 
tion of  the  Hauter  de  Graffe)  render  that  poft  fufficiently  ftrong 
to  refift  any  further  attempts  the  enemy  can  make  on  that  fide. 
Tt  is  owing  to  the  active  zeal  and  great  exertions  of  Captain 
Tyler  and  Lieutenants  Seracold  and  Brifbane,  of  the  navy,  with 
the  feamen  under  their  command,  that  heavy  cannon  have  been 
dragged,  with  infinite  labour  and  extraordinary  expedition,  up  a 
very  fteep  afcent,  and  that  this  moft  important  poft  has  been  put* 
in  a  fhorttime,  into  a  itate  of  defence. 

% "  For  the  more  regular  and  convenient  conduft  of  the  fervice, 
t  found  it  neceffary  to  divide  the  fmall  detachment  of  different 

Britifh 
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Britifh  corps  under  my  command  into  two  battalions.  I  have 
put  the  firft  battalion  under  the  orders  of  Captain  Moncrief,  of 
the  nth  regiment,  the  fecond  under  Captain  Brereton,  of  the 
30th  regiment,  the  two  eldeft  Captains  on  this  fervive.  I 
cannot  do  fufficient  juftice  to  the  zeal,  intelligence,  and  activi- 
ty of  thofe  officers,  from  whofe  exertions  I  have  found  the 
greateft  afliftance,  in  the  conftant  attention  which  I  am  obliged 
to  give  to  pofts,  occupied  by  very  inadequate  numbers,  and  at 
diftances  which  render  my  daily  attendance  at  each  of  them  utterly 
impoffible.  Any  mark  of  his  Majefty's  favour  (hewn  to  thofe 
two  old  and  deferving  officers,  I  can  venture  to  affure  you,  will 
not  be  beftowed  on  perfons  either  deficient,  in  zeal  or  ability : 
indeed  I  fliould  not  render  the  juftice  which  1  owe  to  the  fmall 
body  of  Britifh  troops  under  my  command,  if  1  did  not  reprefent 
the  cheerfulnefs  and  alacrity  with  which  they  fuffer  inceffant 
fatigue  in  polls  in  which  they  muft  be  confidered  as  being  con- 
ftantly  on  duty,  and  every  hour  liable  to  attack;  I  can,  however 
venture  to  repeat  my  former  aflurance,  that  (unlefs  ficknefs 
fliould  be  theconfequenceof  the  fatigue)  ourprefent  ftate  of  defence 
is  fuch,  as  may  give  reafonable  grounds  to  be  confident  of  the  fe- 
curity  of  the  place. 

lt  The  conftant  fire  kept  up  by  the  enemy  for  the  laft  four 
days,  has  wounded  one  Lieutenant  of  the  navy,  one  feaman,  and 
four  rank  and  file*  I  have  the  regret  that  Lieutenant  Newnham, 
of  the  navy,  who  commanded  in  Fort  Pomet,  and  whofe  vigi- 
lence,  activity  and  refources,  fupplied  almoft  every  local  defect 
of  his  pofts,  is  neceffarily  removed  for  a  time  from  the  command, 
on  account  of  the  wound  which  he  yefterday  received  in  tho 
thigh.  Lieutenant  Tupper,  of  his  Majefty's  inip  Winfor  Caf- 
tle,  is  fent  to  take  the  command.

iC  Since  I  clofed  my  difpatch  to  you  this  day,  the  firft  divifion 
of  Neapolitan  troops  came  into  the  harbour,  confifting  of  two 
.  thoufand  men,  all  in  perfeft  health,  convoyed  by  two  fhipstf 
feventy -four  guns  each,  two  frigates,  and  two  (loops  : — thcj 
have  been  eleven  days  on  their  paflage.  Two  thoufand  more 
troops  were  to  fail  in  time  days  after  that  of  their  departure,  ami 
a  third  divifion  alfo  of  ?oco  men  were  to  fail  in  twenty  dayi 
from  the  day  on  which  the  firft  divifion  failed.  After  the  con- 
fident manner  in  which  1  have  ventured  to  aflure  you  that  no 
impreflion  was  likely  to  be  made  on  our  pofts,  inadequately gar- 
rifoned  as  they  were  by  our  original  fmall  body,  I  need  hardly 
exprefs  the  comfortable  fecurity  1  feel  with  our  laft  reinforce- 
ments.

"  The  fquadron  under  Admiral  Gell  having  been  delayed  by 
contrary  winds,  I  have  the  opportunity  of  informing  you,  in 
addition  to  my  Lft  difpatches,  that,  on  the  28b  inftant,  the  firft 
divifion  of  the  Neapolitan  troops  difemb'arked  under  the  com- 
mand of  Brigadier  General  Pignatelli.  The  troops  are  in. 
perfrdl  health,  and  ars  a  very  fine  body  of  men,  and  well  ap- 
pointed. 

u  The  detachment  of  the  King  of  Sardinia's  troops  confift 
entirely  of  granadiers  and  chafleurs,  and  are  of  the  beft  of  his 
Sardinian  Majefty's  troops.  I  have  great  confidence  in  the  zeal 
and  willingnefs  exprefled  both  by  the  officers  and  foldiers  of  this 
corps. 

"  It  is  with  extreme  concern  that  I  have  to  inform  you  of  the 
Jofs  which  the  fervice  has  fuftained,  by  the  death  of  Lieutenant 
Newnham  of  the  navy  ;  to  whofe  private  and  profcfllonal  merits 
the  fincere  and  marked  regret  of  the  Spanifh  as  well  as  Englilh 
officers,  who  were  witnefles  of  his  able  and  adlive  conduct,  bears 
the  moft  honourable  teftimony.  His  wound,  which  was  not  at 
firft  judged  to  be  dangerous,  took  an  unfavourable  turn,  which 
proved  fatal  in  a  very  (hort  period.

*  ~  ti  au  e*tra&  was  this  morning  received  at  the  office  of 
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Right  Hon.  Henry  Dundas,  his  Majefty's  Principal  Secretary 
of  State  for  the  Home  Department. 

"  SIR,  Toulon,  ORobtr  3,  1793. 

"  In  my  difpatch  of  the  24th  of  September  I  had  the  honour 
to  inform  you,  that  the  enemy  had  been  more  adfcive  than  pre- 
vious to  that  period ;  they  occafionally  cannonaded  our  different 
pofts,  and  had  approached  bodies  of  men  to  various  points,  to 
attract  our  attention.  On  the  30th  of  September,  at  night,  they 
entered  upon  a  daring  and  defperate  obje£t,  that  met  with  a  moft 
unaccountable  fuccefs,  which  fortunately  was  not  of  long  da* 
ration. 

"  The  poft  of  Faron  being  the  point  at  which  the  enemy  de- 
termined to  make  an  attempt  to  render  themfelves  mafters  of 
Toulon,  they  carried  their  defign  into  execution  on  the  night  of 
the  30th  of  September.  The  piquet  of  60  men,  being  driven 
from  the  Pas  de  la  Malque  about  day  break,  retired  to  the  re- 
doubt of  Faron,  which  they  found  abandoned  by  the  Spanifh 
garrifon  that  had  been  placed  in  it.  The  enemy  tome  time  after 
took  pofleflion  of  the  redoubt,  and  of  the  whole  fummit  of 
this  almoft  inacceflible  mountain.  By  the  pofleflion  of  the  re- 
doubt of  Faron  their  communication  was  open  with  La  Valette, 
and  with  La  Garde,  where  the  head  quarters  of  General  Gar- 
dane  are  eftabliftied ;  from  both  which  places  they  received  con- 
siderable reinforcements.  The  Fort  of  Faron,  which  is  below 
the  redoubt,  having  made  the  fignal  of  being  prefled  by  the  ene- 
my, and  fn  want  of  immediate  fuccour,  Governor  Elphinftone 
added  Captain  Torriano,  with  92  men  of  the  30th  regiment,  to 
the  garrifon  of  that  poft. 

"At  about  feven  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  1  ft  of  Octo- 
ber, the  report  came  to  Toulon,  that  the  enemy  were  in  poflef- 
fion of  the  wholeiummit  of  the  mountain  of  Faron.  The  ab- 
folute  rieceflity  of  an  immediate  attack  of  this  poft  being  obvi- 
ous, the  moft  practicable  means  of  regaining  the  fummit  of 
the  mountain,  in  the  face  of  an  enemy,  who  were  hourly  re- 
ceiving reinforcements,  and  who  were  prepared  for  their  defence, 
became  the  only  fubjeft  of  diflcuflion.  Admiral  Gravina,  Bri- 
gadier-General Squierdo  of  the  Spanifh  troops,  Brigadier-Ge 
neral  Prince  de  Pignatelli  commanding  the  Neopolitan  troops, 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Chavelier  de  Revel,  Governors  Goodall, 
Llpliinftone  and  myfelf,  having  aflembled  at  the  Government- 
Houfe,  and  having  confulted  intelligent  perfons  acquainted  with 
the  poflihle  accefles  to  the  mountain  on  the  fide  of  Toulon,  it 
was  determined  to  make  the  attempt  on  the  weftern  fide.  The 
troops  of  the  garrifon  having  been  aflembled  on  the  parade  -du- 
ring the  time  of  our  deliberation,  I  detached  Captain  Beresford, 
of  the  69th  regiment,  with  56  men,  y?  Fort  Faron,  to  co-operate 
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nnder  the  command  of  Governor  Elphinftone,  in  cafe  any  op- 
portunity  (houlJ  offer  of  making  a  diverfion  on  the  fide  of  the 
redoubt  of  Faron,  in  favour  of  our  main  attack,  if  we  IhouU 
be  fo  fortunate  as  to  reach  the  fummit  of  the  mountain,  which  is 
17 18  feet  above  the  level  of  the  fea. 

<f  The  Britifli  troops  upon  guard  at  the  gate  of  the  town 
having  been  relieved,  i  was  enabled  to  colled  250  Briti(h  rank 
and  file,  to  which  I  added  140  chafleurs  and  163  grenadiers  of 
the  Piedmontefe  troops  (the  remainder  being  difperfed  in  diftast 
pods).  This  corps  compofed  the  column  under  my  command, 
deftined  to  afcend  the  face  of  the  mountain  from  the  Fort  of 
Grand  St.  Antoine.  (I  had  alfo  ordered  500  Neapolitan  troops 
of  the  regiment  de  Bourgogne  to  join  my  column;  but,  from 
the  difference  of  language,  fome  mi  (take  occurred  in  the  delivery 
of  the  orders,  and  thofe  troops  did  not  join  me).  The  column 
of  Admiral  Gravina,  which  took  its  route  towards  the  Valkw 
de  Valbourdin  to  afcend  by  that  pafs,  was  compofed  of  two  com- 
panies of  Piedmontefe  chaueurs,  183  Spanifh  rank  and  file,  400 
Neapolitan  grenadiers,  and  a  detachment  of  100  men  of  the  re- 
giment de  Bourgogne ;  Brigadier-Generals  Squierdo  and  Pigna- 
telli  went  with  this  column.  The  two  columns  marched  from 
Toulon  at  eight  o'clock.  At  the  redoubt  of  Grand  St.  An- 
toine I  formed  the  troop  under  my  immediate  command  in  al- 
ternate hundreds  of  Britifli  and  Piedmontefe,  directing  them  to 
keep  in  fmall  platoons  as  nearly  in  a  line  as  poffible  during 
their  afcent,  and  to  form  to  thefirft  party  that  fhould  arrive  at 
the  fummit.  An  advanced  patty  of  200  of  the  enemy  appeared 
at  the  top  of  the  mountain,  and  gave  their  fire  at  a  great  di  ft  a  nee, 
retiring  immediately,  and  allowing  the  troops  to  gain  the  height 
with  no  other  obftacle,  than  that  which  the  rugged  and  almoft 
perpendicular  acclivity  prefented;  the  labour  and  fatigue  of  the 
afcent  being  confiderably  increafed  by  the  great  heat  of  the  day. 
The  column  of  General  Gravina  gained  the  top  of  the  mountain 
foon  after  us,  without  having  met  with  any  reiiftance.  Captain 
Moncrief,  who  led  the  right  divifion  of  my  column,  pufheil  acrofs 
the  mountain,  and  pofTefTed  himfelf  of  the  Pas  de  la  Mafque, 
which  had  been  abandoned  by  the  enemy.  The  top  of  the  moun- 
tain of  Faron  is  interfered  by  a  fucceflion  of  tranfverfal  heights, 
of  fteep  afcent  from  the  weft,  and  rifmg  fucceflively  to  the  eaft- 
ernmoft  extremity  of  the  mountain,  where  the  redoubt  of  Faron 
is  placed.  We  found  the  enemy  drawn  up  on  the  front  of  this 
laft  riHge.  The  rock  to  the  north,  on  the  right  of  the  pofition 
taken  by  theenemy,  ends  in  a  precipice  above  the  Vollon  de  Fa- 
vieres  ;  the  ground  which  lay  between  the  right  of  theenemy  and 
the  column  under  my  command  is  a  low  ridge,  forming  the  nar- 
row head  of  a  deep  valley,  which  defcends  to  the  fouthward, 
widening  itfelf  by  a  gradual  turn  to  the  eaftward*  fo  as  to  form  a 
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fteep  fide  to  the  left  flank  of  the  enemy's  pofition,  and  ending  on 
the  flat  fummit  of  an  interior  ridge  of  the  mountain,  dire&ly 
above  the  town  of  Toulon. 

4<  The  enemy  were  formed  in  a  line  on  the  front  of  the  emi- 
nence, and  within  mufquet-fhot  of  our  pofition.  In  front  of  the 
right  of  the  enemy's  principal  line,  and  on  the  creft  of  the  ridge 
which  forms  the  head  of  the  valley,  they  had  an  advanced  guard 
of  about  50  men  ;  in  the  rear  of  their  right  flank,  which  did  not 
reach  up  to  the  precipice,  a  body  of  about  200  men  were  placed 
en  echellon.  A  considerable  body  was  placed  en  potence  behind 
the  left  of  their  line ;  and  in  front  of  their  left  flank  was  placed  an 
advanced  guard,  fimilar  to  that  on  the  right ;  in  the  rear,  half 
way  between  the  redoubt  and  the  fir  ft  line,  a  ftrong  column  was 
placed  in  referve ;  and  the  parapet  of  the  redoubt  was  lined  with 
men.  The  poft  of  the  enemy  commanded  very  confiderably 
every  part  of  the  pofition  which  we  were  obliged  to  occupy. 
The  left  column  under  my  command,  arrived  fir  ft:  in  prefence  of 
the  enemy.  I  placed  the  greateft  part  of  it  under  cover  of  a 
riiing  ground,  behind  the  narrow  creft  of  the  valley  over  which 
I  was  to  pafs  when  the  attack  (hould  be  made.  The  column  of 
General  Gravina  being  foon  after  alfo  in  prefence  of  the  enemy, 
he  formed  his  line  on  an  height,  which  extended  beyond  the  left 
of  the  enemy's  pofition,  and  was  feparated  from  the  height  on 
which  I  had  taken  poft  by  a  branch  of  the  great  valley,  running 
to  the  weft  ward,  and  forming  a  dip  between  the  pofts  occupied 
by  our  refpective  divifions.  I  immediately  fent  notice  of  our  be- 
ing in  prefence  of  the  enemy  (by  an  officer,  who  was  obliged  to 
make  a  confiderable  circuit)  to  Goverrfbr  Elphinftone,  who  was 
at  Fort  Faron. 

"  A  brifk  fire,  begun  by  the  advanced  pofts  of  the  enemyf 
took  place  at  this  time  between  them  and  General  Gravina's  line, 
and  a  fire  alfo  commenced  on  the  fide  of  Fort  Faron  by  the  corps 
under  the  command  of  Colonel  del  Porto,  again  ft  the  potence 
(or  return  line)  of  the  enemy's  pofition,  which  could  not,  how- 
ever, at  that  time,  produce  itseffed,  and  was  foon  after  very  jo- 
dicioufly  difcontinued.  As  1  could  plainly  perceive  from  the  poft 
I  occupied,  that  no  impreffion  could  he  made  from  a  fire  acrofs 
the  deep  part  of  the  valley,  and  that  there  was  a  defeft  in  the 
difpofition  of  the  enemy's  left,  I  went  to  the  right,  to  commu- 
nicate my  obfervations  to  General  Gravina;  and  it  was  then 
agreed  that  the  corps  under  the  command  of  that  General  fhould 
defcend,  by  its  right,  into  the  valley,  and  march,  under  cover 
of  the  afcent  on  the  left  of  the  enemy,  to  attack  them  on  that 
flank,  which  they  had  injudicioufly  placed,  upon  the  extreme  fum- 
mit of  the  hill,  fo  as  not  to  have  the  command  of  the  whole  def* 
cent,  as  they  might  have  had  by  placing  them felve?  a  little  below  the 
brow.    It  was  agreed  alfo,  that  the  left  column    under  my  com- 
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mand,  fliould  endeavour  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  enemy 
during  this  movement,  and  that  when  General  Gravina  fhould 
have  attained  a  certain  point,  mould  move  forward,  and  the  ge- 
neral attack  be  made.     On  my  return  to  the  left  (General  Gra- 
vina having  already  begun  his  movements)  1  introduced  my  whole 
force  to  the  view  of  the  enemy.     The  operation  anfwcred  to  oar 
utmoft  wifli.     The  enemy  marched  reinforcements  to  the  right 
of  their  line,  and  appeared  in  expectation  of  an  immediate  attack 
from   my  column.     During  this   period   General  Gravina  pro- 
ceeded down  the  valley,  and  came  unperceived  up  the  fide  of  the 
hill  occupied  by  the  enemy  ;  the  line  of  march  round   this  fteep 
and  rocky  afcent  being  explored,  with  infinite   intrepidity  and 
judgment,  by  Serjeant   Moreno,  of  the  Spanifh    marines,    and 
three  foldiers  of  his  corps,  to  within  piflol-fhot  of  the  enemy's 
line.     The  whole  crcft  of  the  mountain  of  Faron  being   a  hard 
grey   rock   without  vegetation,  and   in  fome  parts  broken  into 
lharp  and  loofe  pieces,  which  render  walking  very  difficulty  the 
march  of  General  Gravina' s  column  was  neceflarily  flow.     As 
foon  as  he  had  got  to  the  point  agreed  upon,  the  Britifh  of  my 
column,  led  by   Captain  Moncrief,  of  the  nth  regiment,  and 
preceded  by   1  homas  Graham,  Efq.  of  Balgeroon  (a  gentleman 
of  independent  fortune,  who  was  attracted  at  Toulon,  by  the 
extraordinary  event  of  iis  being  in  our  pofleffion,  to  whofe  abi- 
lities on  many  occafions  here,  and  to  wh^fe  diftinguifhed  and 
exemplary  gallantry  on  this  occaiion,  the  fervice  has  been  in- 
finitely indebted)  and  the  Piedmontefe  chaffeurs,  led  by  Lieute- 
nant Colonel  the  Chevelier  de  R,evel,  advanced  in  two  columns, 
fupported   by  the  Piedmontefe   granadiers,    under  Colonel  tbo 
Count  de  Forax,  the  ridge  being  too  narrow  to  admit  of  a  line. 
A  very  heavy   fire  frc  m   the  greateft  part  of   the  enemy's  line 
checked  our  progrefs  for  a  fhort  period  at  foraewhat  lefs  than  half 
the  way,  between  the  ground  from  which  we  had  advanced  and 
the  enemy's  port.     Here  a  continued  fire  was  kept  up  between 
the  enemy  and  the  Britifh  and  Piedmontefe  troops,  under  every 
difadvantage  on  our  part  of  a  mo  ft  expofrdand  confined  fituation. 
The  column  of  General  Gravina  in  the  mean  time  advanced  in 
excellent   order,  under  cover  of  the  hill ;  the  two  companies  of 
Piedmontefe  Chafieurs,   with  the  Neapolitan  granadiers  and  Spa- 
nilli  troops,  advanced  with  a  regular  progrefs,  and  well- fupported 
fire,  towards  the  left  of  the  enemy's  line,  whilft  the  detachment 
from  Fort  Faron,  under  Colonel  Comte  del  Porto,  recommenced 
their  attack,  which  they  made  a  real  one,  inftead  of  a  mere  di- 
verfion,  as  at  firft  intended.     At  this  inftant  the  advanced  part 
of  General  Gravina's  column  having  nearly  gained  the  brow  of 
the  hill,    I  perceived  the  left  of  the  enemy's  line  begin  to  waver 
and  crowd  together-  and  ordered  the  Britifh  and  Piedmontefe  un- 
der my  command  to  rufh  forward,  which  they  did  with  the  tit- 
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mod  fpirit  and  alacrity,  under  an  heavy  and  galling  fire  of  the 
enemy,  which,  however,  was  of  very  fhort  duration,  for  the 
whole  line  of  the  enemy,  with  their  different  corps  of  referve 
(400  of  their  troops  having  abandoned  the  redoubt  before  the 
conclufion  of  the  a£tion)  were  thrown  into  confufion,  and  the 
rout  became  general  ;  feveral  were  killed  in  the  purfuit,  but  a 
very  confiderable  number  indeed  were  dedroyed  by  preffing  each 
other  over  the  precipice  in  their  flight;  75  of  th^r  dead  were 
colle&ed,  without  defcending  into  the  valley  to  which  they  fell 
from  the  precipice.  An  officer  and  60  prifoners  were  taken ; 
and,  by  accounts  fince  received  from  deferters,  but  one  quarter 
of  their  original  number  have  rejoined  their  forces.  The  mod 
moderate  calculation  upon  the  accounts  of  the  prifoners  and  de- 
ferters, dates  their  numbers  to  have  been  from  1 800  to  2000  men, 
all  troops  of  the  line,  aud  the  flower  of  La  Bar's  army.  Our 
lofs  has  been  inconiiderable,  compared  with  the  difficulty  and  ha- 
zard of  the  enterprize.  I  have  to  regret  the  lofs  of  Lieutenant 
the  Chevalier  Fabar,  of  the  Piedmontefe  ChafTeurs,  a  gallant, 
a&ive,  and  intelligent  young  officer,  who  was  killed  at  the  com* 
raencement  of  the  fird  attack  made  by  my  column.  The  whol« 
army  heard  with  regret  that  General  Gravina,  in  the  courfe  of 
his  able  and  fpirited  exertions  at  the  head  of  the  Neopolitan  gre- 
'nadiers,  received  a  wound  in  the  leg,  which  obliged  him  to  retire 
from  the  field.  I  am  happy  however  to  add,  that  the  wound  is 
not  likely  to  be  attended  wich  any  ferious  confequences  :  his  placer 
was  ably  fupplied  by  the  courage  and  conduct  of  Brigadier-Ge- 
neral Chevalier  Squierdo  and  Prince  Pignatelli.  I  enclofea  lift 
of  the  killed  and  wounded  of  the  different  nations  ;  the  chief  lofs 
has  fallen  upon  the  column  under  my  command,  from  the  very 
expofed  fituation  in  which  the  attack  was  neceflarily  made,  and 
where  the  Britifti  and  Piedmontefe  troops  judified  the  mutual 
confidence  which  each  feemed  to  repofe  in  trie  deady  fupport  of 
the  other.  Indeed,  Sir,  1  fhould  do  injudicc  were  1  to  parti- 
cularize any  corps  or  any  nation,  where  all  were  fo  equally  me- 
ritorious, not  only  in  the  intrepid  firmnefs  with  which  the  whole 
of  this  brave  body  of  men  encountered  the  dangers  of  a  difficult 
and  al mod  defperate attempt;  but  for  the  patient  fortitude  alfo, 
with  which  they  bore  hunger,  third,  and  fatigue,  the  troops 
having  received  only  a  fmall  portion  of  bread  at  the  time  they 
marched  from  out  of  the  town,  and  being  (from  the  want  of  ne- 
ceffary  fupplies  at  Toulon)  without  canteens,  no  officer  or  foldier 
had  a  drop  of  water  to  refrefli  him  during  the  fpace  of  12  hours; 
in  a  laborious  march  up  precipices  fuppofed  inacceflible,  and  over 
rugged  rocks,  expofed  to  the  heat  of  a  burning  fun,  reflected 
firongly  by  the  natureof  the  ground.  .  I  can  only  fay,  that  th* 
mutual  edeem  and  applaufe  which  the  troops  of  the  different  na- 
tions fo  ftrongly  manifed  towards  each  other,  is  the  mod  honour- 
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able  panegyric  that  can  be  beftowed  upon  them,  I  hare  the  ho- 
nour to  be,  with  great  xefpe&,  Sir,  your  mod  obedient  and 
raoft  humble  fervant,

Laft  night  a  reinforcement  of  355  Piedmontefe  troops  arrived 
from  Sardinia.  The  fecond  divifion  of  Neapolitan  troops,  con- 
fiding of  2000  men,  is  arrived  in  the  harbour.

"  My  Lord,  in  conformity  to  the  plan  fixed  on  for  oar  joint 
operations,  I  went  up  to  Fort  Faron,  and,  by  (hewing  the  bead 
of  different  columns  of  the  troops,  kept  the  enemy  conftantly 
jealous  of  an  immediate  attack  on  the  right,  and  kept  up  a  well- 
dire  died  fire  from  three  twelve-pounders  on  the  redoubt.  But  it 
was  not  only  my  own  opinion,  but  that  of  all  the  officers  com- 
manding corps,  that  adire£t  attack  in  a  work  fo  fituated  and  full 
of  men  was  impracticable ;  I  therefore  ordered  four  parties,  of 
60  men  each,  to  be  ready  to  climb  up  the  hill  the  moment  Gene- 
ral  Gravina  and  your  Lordfhip  fliould  advance  on  the  top  of  the 
mountain,  and  a  column  of  200  to  follow  andfupport  them,  with- 
out firing  until  they  fhould  arrive  at  the  fummit,  and  a  party  to 
turn  the  hill  lower  down  on  the  right,  to  cut  off  or  impede  the 
retreat,  and  all  the  guns  of  the  fort  to  fire  about  50  yards  in  front 
of  the  troops,  and  to  flop  the  moment  I  fliould  make  a  fignal* 
This  plan  was  admirably  executed,  and,  I  hope  produced  thebeft 
efled.  Conde  del  Perefta,  Colonel  of  the  regiment  of  Majorca, 
diftinguifhed  himfelf  much  in  conducing  the  attack.  Captains 
Torriano  of  the  30th,  and  Beresford  of  the  69th,  had  infinite 
merit  for  the  intrepid  manner  they  led  their  men  up  to  an  almoft 
inacceffible  mountain,  under  a  fevere  fire.  The  Commandant  of 
the  Neapolitan  troops,  and  Major  Heuftein,  of  the  regiment  of 
Royal  Louis,  were  not  lefs  diftinguifhed  on  this  occafion,  and 
the  whole  behaved  with  exemplary  firmnefs.  Lieutenant  Alex- 
ander, of  the  Navy,  and  Captain  Dexter,  of  the  Marines,  per- 
formed moft  material  fervices,  by  the  well-diretfled  fire  from 
guns  on  the  enemy's  troops  and  works.  I  have  the  honour  to  be 
your  Lordfhip's,  &c.  G.  K.  Elphinstone."

By  letters  from  Vice-Admiral  Lord  Hood,  and  Brigadier  Ge- 
neral Lord  Mulgrave,  to  Mr.  Secretary  Dundas,  dated  Toulbh, 
the  24th  and  27th  of  laft  iponth,  brought  by  Captain  Cook  of 
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the  Royal  Navy,  it  appears  that  Lieutenant  General  CHara, 

appointed  by  his  Majeity,  Governor  of  that  garrifon  and  its  de- 
pendencies, had  arrived  on  the  laft- mentioned  day  from  Gib- 
.  raltar.  It  alfo  appears  that  the  fir  ft  battalion  of  the  Royals,  the 
1 8th  regiment,  and  a  battalion  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  had  ar- 
rived at  Toulon  with  General  O'Hara ;  and  that  no  event  of 
coniequence  had  occurred.  That  the  enemy  continued  to  work 
at  fome  diftance  from  Toulon,  but  that  they  had  not  opened  any 
new  batteries,  excepting  a  fmall  one  of  two  eight- pounders,  and 
a  mortar  above  Fort  Pomet,  which  it  was  expe&ed,  would  be 
filenced  by  fome  heavy  guns  which  were  to  be  brought  againft 
it. 

That  intelligence  had  been  received  of  the  capture  of  Lyons, 
from  which  it  was  expe&ed  that  the  enemy  would  receive  con- 
fiderable  reinforcements.

«  SIR, 
1  have  the  honour  to  defire  you  will  be  pleafed  to  offer  to  the 
Lords  Com mifTi oners  of  the  Admiralty,  my  fincere  congratula- 
tions on  a  very  brilliant  and  complete  victory  obtained  over  the 
enemy  the  ift  inft.  upon  the  heights  of  Pharon.  The  Britifh 
and  Piedmontefe  troops  compofed  the  column  under  Lord  Mul- 
grave,  and  led  the  way ;  but  his  Lordfhip  gives  full  credit  to  the 
fpirit  and  exertion  of  the  troops  of  every  nation,  and  is  loud  in 
the  praife  of  the  Neapolitans,  who  greatly  diftinguiflied  them- 
felves.  1  tranfmit  for  their  Lordfhips  information,  a  duplicate  of 
the  order  his  Lordfhip  gave  out  next  morning,  with  an  account 
of  the  killed  and  wounded.  The  a 61  ion  was  fhort,  hut  hot. 
The  enemy  had  upon  the  heights  from  1800  to  2000  men,  the 
flower  of  the  eaftern  army,  not  a  fourth  part  of  which  we  are 
well-informed,  ever  returned  to  head  quarters;  for  what  did  not 
fall  by  the  bullet  or  bayonet,  broke  their  necks  in  tumbling 
headlong  over  the  precipices  in  their  flight.  In  the  night  of  the 
30th,  a  very  important  port  above  Fort  Pharon,  was  furprifed 
and  taken;  the  re-poflefling  of  which  being  of  fo  much  confe- 

Juence,  an  attempt  was  immediately  refolved  upon;  and,  in  or- 
er  to  enable  Lord  Mulgrave,  General  Gravina,  and  Governor 
Elphinftone,  with  the  refpe&ive  columns  under  their  commands 

to 
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to  go  out  with  the  greater  force,  I  undertook  the  care  of  Tou- 
lon and  Fort  la  Malgue,  and  had  a  fufficient  number  of  good 
men  on  fhore,  within  two  hours  after  receiving  notice  of  the.  fad 
difafter. 

"  lam  forry  to  inform  their  lordfliips  of  that  gallant  and  able 
officer,  General  Gravina,  being  wounded  in  the  leg;  and  al- 
though there  is  no  doubt  (as  Dr.  Harnefs  aflures  me,  who  has 
the  care  of  him)  of  his  doing  perfectly  well,  he  will  probably  be 
confined  fome  time,  as  the  ball  is  lodged  between  the  two 
bones. 

u  His  Majefty's  (hip  Coloffus,  returned  to  me  on  the  24th, 
from  Cagliari,  and  brought  350  good  troops;  and  I  expect  800 
more  from  Conti,  in  three  or  four  days.  The  fecond  divifion 
of  Neapolitans,  confiding  of  2000,  arrived  laft  night,  and  the 
laft  2000  were  to  leave  Naples  yefterday.  His  bicilian  Majefty 
Nhas  manifefted  the  greateft  readinefs  and  zeal  in  fulfilling  the 
treaty,  and  has  confided  his  fhips  and  troops  folely  to  my  dif- 
pofal,  which  his  Majefty  has  made  known  to  me  from  under  his 
own  hand.

"  Brigadier  General  Lord  Mulgrave  takes  the  earlieft  oppor- 
tunity to  return  his  moft  fincere  thanks,  and  to  ofFeY  the  tribute 
of  his  warmeft  approbation,  to  Captain  Moncritf,  and  the  Bri- 
tifh  officers  and  foldiers,  as  well  as  to  Colonel  Farafs,  Lieutenant-

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allowed,  with  great  refpedt,  to  bear  teftimony  of  the  able  coo- 
du&  of  General  Gravina,  Brigadier  Skirds,  Brigadier -General 
Pignatelli,  and  to  the  gallantry  of  the  officers  and  foldiers  under 
the  command  of  thofe  Generals,  and  moft  particularly  to  the 
Neapolitan  Grenadiers,  whofe  well-direded  fire,  and  fteady  ap- 
proach on  the  left  of  the  enemy's  pofition,  tended  fo  much  to  the 
fuccefs  of  the  day.  Lord  Mulgrave  has  received  fuch  reports 
from  Governor  filphinftone,  of  the  fteady,*  adlive,  and  gallant 
conduct  of  the  Britifh  officers,  and  foldiers  and  feamen,  of  the 
Spanifh  officers  and  foldiers,  and  of  the  regiment  of  Royal 
Louis,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Count  de  Porto,  of  the 
regiment  of  Majorca,  who  adled  on  the  fide  of  Fort  Pharon,  and 
were  not  immediately  within  his  view,  as  induces  him  to  beg 
their  acceptance  of  his  fincere  thanks  for  the  timely  and  effedual 
diverfion  they  made  in  favour  of  the  other  attack. 

"  Lord  Mulgrave  begs  leave  on  this  occafion,  to  exprefs  his 
grateful  fenfe  of  the  friendly  and  important  affi fiance  he  lias  it* 
ceived  in  many  difficult  moments  from  Mr.  Graham ;  and  to  add 
his  tribute  of  praife  to  the  general  voice  of  all  the  Britifh  and 
Piedmontefe  officers  of  his  column,  who  faw  him  with  fo  much 
pleafure  and  applaufc,  the  gallant  example  which  Mr.  Graham 
let  to  the  whole  column  in  the  foremoft  point  of  every  attack.

Extract  of  a  Let er  from  Vice  Admiral  Lord  Hood*  to  Afr.  Stephens, 
dated  Viftorj,   Toulon  Road,  Oftobcr  6,   1793. 

"SIR, 

"  I  beg  vou  will  be  pleated  to  make  known  to  the  Lords  Com- 
rniffioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that,,  upon  receiving  a  preffing  re* 
tqueft  from  Geneni  Paoli  tor  afliftance,  add 'informing  me  at  the 
Fame  time,  that  even  the  appearance  of  a  few  (Hips  would  very 
eflenthlly  ferve  him,  provided  it  ihould  not  be  judged  expedient 
to  make  an  attack  by  them  on  any  of  the  forts,  I  therefore  de- 
termined to  fen\!  three  {hips  of  the  line  and  two  frigates  to  him; 
and.  as  the  feafon  was  too  far  advanced  for  a  Second  Rate  to  gd 
bn  that  coafl,  I  eftabliftied  Captain  Lin4b.ee  as  a  Commodore, 
appointed  Captain  Wood  ley  his  Captain,  and  gave  an  order  to 
Lord  Amelias  Beauclerk  to  command  the  Nemelis." 

Akide,  in  the  Gulph  §f  St.  Florence,  Ocl,  I,   1793; 

"  My  Lord, 

<c  I  have  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordfhip,  that  being 
joined  by  the  ardent  on  the  21ft  ult.  and  it  being  deemed  prac- 
ticable \9  make  an  attack  by  fea  upon  the  tower  and  redoubt  of 
Fornilli  (a  poft  at  the  diftance  of  two  miles  oppofite  the  town 
of  Florence)  I  immediately  gave  the  neceflfary  orders  for  the 
fquadron  to  a&,  whenever  tlie  wind  was  fufficiently  fteady  for 
that  purpofe.  On  the  24th,  the  Courageux  joined,  with  provi- 
fions  from  Leghorn ;  and  on  the  night  ot  the  27th,  the  launches 
of  the  fquadron  cut  out  a  veflel,  which  has  fince  been  converted 
into  a  gunboat.  Having  made  fever al  attempt  (between  the 
21ft  and  30th  ult.)  to  attack  the  above  ports,  which  were  always1 
fruft  rated  by  the  wind  dying  away  as  foon  as  1  drew  into  the 
gulph,  and  experience  having  pointed.out  the  improbability  of 
the  wind's  blowing  fteady  in  a  gulph  of  fuch  depth,  and  fur- 
rounded  by  mountains  of  corifiderable  height,  it  was  deemed  ex- 
pedient to  execute  my  intentions  the  following  morning,  by 
warping  the  Ardent  during  the  night,   into  a  fituation  from 
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whence  file  could  not  only  annoy  the  redoubt,  but  cover  the  ap- 
proach of  the  fquadron.  Captain  Sutton  placed  his  (hip  with  as 
much  judgement  and  precifion,  as  if  the  fervice  had  been  executed 
during  the  day,  and  at  half  pail  three  A.  M.  opened  a  fire,  which 
was  kept  up  without  intermiffion  till  near  eight  o'clock.  By  four 
o'clock,  the  Alcide  was  in  a  fituation  to  open  her  battery  on  the 
enemy's  works  ;  hut  being  too  clofe  to  the  Ardent,  and  a  flaw  of 
wind  rilling  the  fails,  endangered  her  (hooting  oii  the  rocks,  be- 
fore fhe  could  he  anchored  with  fecurity.  The  fails  were  in- 
fiantly  thrown  aback,  and  boats  were  employed  towing,  to  ex- 
tricate her  fiora  this  difficulty.  Captain  Mathews  obferving  the 
Alcide's  fituation,  very  gallantly  (hot  under  her  ftern,  to  cover 
he r,  and  occupied  the  flation  I  had  intended  to  anchor  in.  As 
the  fituation  of  the  Courageux  prevented  the  Alcide  from  open- 
ing her  fire,  except  at  intervals,  I  ordered,  Captain  Woodley  to 
carry  out  warps,  to  move  us  in  10  a  tnore  eligible  fituation,  which 
iervice  was  executed  with  great  alacrity,  and  a  fpirited  fire  again 
opt  ned  on  the  enemy's  pofb. 

"  Although  a  clofe  and  powerful  cannonade  had  been  kept  up 
by  the  fquadron  till  a  quarter  before  eight,  no  vifible  im predion 
was  made,  and  Captain  Sutton  having  reported  the  Ardent  was 
much  damaged,  and  that  in  his  opinion  there  was  no  profpe£r  of 
fuccei's;  and  Captain  Woodley  (who  had  been  on  board  the 
Courageux,  to  inquire  into  the  iiate  of  that  fhip)  having  brought 
a  fimilar  report  from  Captain  Mathews,  who,  as  well  as  Captain 
Woodley  and  himfelf,  agreed  in  the  above  opinion,  1  judged  it 
adv  feible  to  make  the  fignal  for  difcontinuing  the  attack. 

"  The  Alcide  is  not  materially  damaged  in  her  marls  or  rig- 
ging, hut  the  Ardent  and  Courageux  have  fuffered  confiderably 
in  both,  from  being  expofed  to  the  raking  fire  of  the  town  of  Flo- 
fence,  though  every  information  had  aflured  me  the  di fiance 
from  that  place  was  too  great  for  guns  to  have  any  effect. 

Our  failure  is  not  only  to  be  imputed  to  the  falfc  intelligence 
refpecling  the  range  of  cannon  from  the  town  of  Florence,  but 
to  the  want  of  ardour  on  the  part  of  the  Corficans,  who  had 
faithfully  promifed  to  ftorm  the  pofts  on  the  land  fide,  though 
they  never  made  the  fmalleft  movement  to  efFe£t  that  fervice 
duiing  the  action.  I  en  clofe  a  lift  of  the  killed  and  wounded, 
and  of  the  artillery  oppofed  to  the  fquadron ;  and  I  am  happy  in 
teflifying  my  warmeft  approbation  of  the  gallant  manner  in  which 
every  officer  and  man  employed  on  this  occafion  conducted  him- 
felf. I  am  forry  to  find  Mr.  Sheills,  Firft  Lieutenant  of  the 
Courageux,  is  among  ft:  the  number  killed,  and  have  appointed 
Mr%  Peter  Hunt,  a  very  deferving  young  man,  to  adfc  as  junior 
Lieutenant  of  that  (hip,  till  your  Lordfhip's  pleafure  is  known.

I  Lu.  i)  it  was  impracticable  even  to  carry  off  the  field-piece: 
iieirh'i  hd  I  il.rk  it  :ight  to  hazard  remaining  with  the  detach* 
ment  (which  did  not  <  xceed  408)  on  the  height  where  the  bat- 
teries were  erefv:d,  then*  being  no  cover  in  *he  rear,  and  the 
foice  of  the  enemy  immediately  in  our  neighbourhood  on  heights 
above  us  equal  to  12  or  13OO  men,  which  might  have  cut  us  off 
before  your  Lord  ill  ip  could  have  lent  a  reinforcement  to  fuftain 
us,  fr«.m  Toulon. 

From  tnefe  confiderations,  as  foon  as  Lieutenant  Serocold 
reported  to  me  that  he  had  rendered  the  different  guns  and  mor- 
tars unierviceable,  haying  calle&ed  our  killed  and  wounded,  we 
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marched  back  from  our  left  nbout  half  pad  four  in  the  morning, 
and  reached  this  poll  nbout  lix  o'clock.  Our  lof-on  this  enter- 
prize  in  killed  and  wounded,  is  heiewith  inclofed  in  a  return, 
which,  confideriog  ihe  ftrength  of  the  pofition  we  attacked,  that 
was  defended  by  three  hundred  of  the  enemy's  beft  troops,  is  very 
inconfiderable;  hut,  at  the  fame  time,  is  much  to  be  lamented, 
as  they  were  of  the  advanced  guard  of  Britifh,  and  the  heft  of  our 
troops.  The  lofs  of  the  enemy  is  far  more  confioerable;  for  we 
perceived  in  different  places  between  twenty  and  thirty  of  them 
killed;  but,  from  reports  finer  from  deferters,  we  learn  they  had 
upwards  of  fifty  killed  and  as  many  wounded.  We  took  a  Cap- 
tain Lamatalie,  of  the  Chafleurs  du  JJurgoyne,  a  Lieutenant 
Chevalier  of  the  4th  regiment  of  artillery,  and  twenty-three  men, 
prifc:»e,  s,  whom  we  brought  with  us  to  this  poft.

u  Since  my  laft  difpatch  of  the  3d  of  October,  th«  enemy 
had  completed  three  batteries  oppofite  the  Hauteur  de  Grafle, 
one  at  La  Hauteur  des  Moulins,  and  two  to  the  fouthward  on 
the  Hauteur  de  Reinier.  Vice- Admiral  Lord  Hood  being  ap- 
prehenfive  that  the  fleet  might  fuffer  fome  inconvenience  from 
the  batteries  de  Reinier;  and  information  of  the  fituation  of  the 
enemy,  and  of  the  approaches  to  the  batteries,  having  been  re- 
ceived from  an  intelligent  deferter,  it  was  determined  to  make  a 
fortie  from  the  Hauteur  de  Grafle,  on  the  8th  inftant,  at  night, 
for  the  purpofe  of  deftroying  the  enemy's  batteries.  A  detach- 
ment was  ordered,  composed  of  the  whole  of  the  Britifh  troops

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on  that  port,  amounting  to  225  rank  and  file,  under  the  com* 
mand  of  Captain  Brereton  of  the  30th  regiment,  the  Spanifli 
grenadier  company  of  the  regiment  of  Hibernia,  50  men  com* 
nianded  by  Brevet  Lieutenant-Colonel  Nugent,  who  alfo  com- 
manded the  fortie,  a  company  of  Piedmontefe  grenadiers  of  50 
men,  and  50  Albanefe  Neapolitan  troops.  This  corps  marched 
at  half  part  twelve  o'clock  at  night,  and  were  joined  (at  a  point 
agreed  upon)  ajt  one  o'clock  in  the  morning,  by  the  poll  of  I*es 
Sa'dattes  by  a  Captain  and  50  Britilh  marines,  and  a  Captain 
and  5c  Piedmontefe  chaffeurs  ;  the  advanced  guard  of  50  Britilh 
grenadiers,  light  infantry,  and  10  grenadiers  of  Hibernia,  under 
the  command  of  Captain  Stewart  ot  the  25th  regiment.  Lieu- 
tenant Knight  of  the  nth  regiment,  and  a  fubaltern  officer  of 
Hibernia  (whofe  name  ias  not  been  reported  to  me)  furprifed  the 
enemy's  poft,  attacked  the  firft  battery  wiih  their  bayonets,  put 
the  whole  guard  to  Might,  and  purfjued  the  enemy  with  great 
flaughtcr  into  the  fecond  battery,  fupported  by  the  whole  detach* 
jnent,  which  formed  on  the  height,  and  remained  till  Lieutenant 
Serocoldof  the  navy,  with  a  party  of  feamen,  had  taken  mea- 
fures  to  render  the  artillery  of  both  batteries  unierviceable,  and 
had  deftroyed  all  the  ammunition  :  the  ground  between  Grade 
and  the  Hauteur  de  Reinicr  was  fo  in'erfedred  with  ravines  and 
walls  as  to  render  it  impofiihle  to  bring  off  the  mortars  or  guns.

Extracl  of  a  letter  from  the  Right  Hon,  Lord  Mulgrave^  to  Mr.  S#- 
cretary  Dunda>^  dated  Toulon,  Oil.  J  8,  1793. 

Cl  On  the  fyth  of  October,  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
1  perceived  the  army  of  General  Carteaux,  to  the  weftward  of 
Toulon,  to  be  formed  in  line,  and  advancing  from  the  hills  to- 
wards the  redoubt  of  Malboufquet.  1  he  garrifon  of  Toulon 
(leaving  the  neceffary  guard*  and  a  fmall  detachment  to  fee u re 
the  tranquillity  of  the  town)  was  marched  out  to  the  number  of 
about  3000  men,  to  take  a  defenlive  pofition  between  the  re- 
doubts Malboufquet  and  St.  Antoine,  and  behind  the  Riviere 
Neuve,  a  deep  and  dry  canal  lying  north  and  fouth  in  the  front  of 
thofe  redoubts.  Three  bridges,  which  crofled  the  canal  on  the 
roads  leading  to  Brouflian,  Marfeilles,  and  the  village  of  Six 
Fours,  had  been  broken  by  my  orders  foon  after  my  arrival  at 
Toulon.  In  this  pofition  wc  had  not  any  view  of  the  enemy, 
who  were  concealed  by  intermediate  hills  between  their  line  and 
the  plain  occupied  by  the  garrifon  of  Toulon.  1  detached  a  Cap- 
tain, with  70  Britiih  and  30  Piedmontefe  Chafleurs,  to  a  rifing 
ground  (th*  Hauteur  des  Arennes)  beyond  the  Riviere  Neuve; 
to  difcover  the  movements  of  the  enemy,  with  orders  to  remain 
there  till  I  fhould  call  them  in,  if  they  faw  no  confiderable  body  ; 
but  to  return  immediately  if  the  enemy  appeared  in  force,  and  on 
no  account  to  engage  in  any  way  with  the  enemy,  fo  as  to  oblige 
me  to  march  to  their  fupport,as  it  was  not  my  intention  to  make 

any 
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any  attack,  or  to  come  to  a£Uon  beyond  the  Riviere  Nenvej 
the  fmalluefs  of  our  numbers,  the  impofiiHility  of  carrying  oof 
field  artillery  acrofs  the  canal,  and  the  certain  information  I  had 
received  that  the  enemy  had  numerous  batteries  on  the  ftrong 
ground  which  they  occupied,  deteMni.ied  me  to  wait  their  attack 
(if  they  intended  one)  behind  th.  R»v:ere  Neuve,  under  the  pro- 
tection of  the  reJoubts  on  the   flanks  of  our  pofition.     Whilft 
the  p.itrole  cf  90  men  proceeded  to  the  hiil  pointed  out  to  them, 
I  was  employed  in  farming  the  line  of  Bntifh  and  Piedmontefej 
and  two  battalions  of  Neapolitans,   Meffabia  and  Royal  Naples. 
Krjgadier  Generals  Squiredo  and  Pignattlli,  having  gone  to  the 
left  to  place  the  remainder  of  the    Neapolitans  and  the  Spanilh 
troops,  and  to  order  a  patrole  (fimilar  to  that  which  I  had  lent 
out)  to  a  hill,  the  Hauteur  des  Gauds,  in  front  of  the  left  of  our 
pofition.    Before  the  line  wa*  completely  formed,  I  heard  the  pa- 
trole of  Brit' in  engaged  in  a  heavy  fire  with  the  enemy,  and  faw 
fmall   parties  retreating;  I  fent  immediately   the   whole  of  the 
Piedmontefe  ChafTeurs  to  fupnortjhe  patrole  and  bring  them  off. 
The  appearance  of  this  reinforcement,  had  thft  effect  of  ani- 
mating the  advanced  foldiers  of  the  Britifli,  who,  in  fpiteofthe 
rem  -nitrances  of  their  officers,  prefled  forward  upon  the  enemy. 
The  Piedmontefe  followed  their  example;  and,  as  I  found  the 
whole  detachment  were  advancing  upon  the  enemy,  1  was  obliged 
to  march  out  with  200  Britifh,  three  companies  of  thfe  regiment 
de  P'edmont,  and  half  of  each  of  the  regiments  of  Neapolitan 
troops,  leaving  the  remainder  of  my  wing  of  the  army  to  guard 
our  pofition,  and  to  check  the  enemy  if  they  mould  prefs  upon  ul 
on  our  return.  The  patrole  pufhed  on  to  a  confiderable  diftance^ 
and  had  dnven  in  all  the  advanced  parties  of  the  enemv  before  I 
could  bring  them  off,  which,  however,  was  effected  with  no  far- 
ther lols  than  that  which  they  had  fuftained  in  the  rafh  but  fpirit- 
ed  enterprife  of  the  foldiers,  which  obliged  their  officers  to  follow 
them  to  a   diftance  of  a   mile  and   a  half  beyond  the  Riviere 
Neuve.     The  patrole  on  the  left,  with  which  Brigadier- Generals 
Squierdo  and  Pignatelli   had  proceeded,  confiding  of  about  800 
men,  had  gone  forward  near  a  mile  to  the  Petite  Garrenne,  and  in 
fight  of  the  entrenchment  which  the  enemy  had  throw  op  on  thtf 
road  toOiioulles.     As  this  party  had  kept  up  a  continued  fire  oil 
the  advanced  corps  of  the  enemy.   I  apprehended  they  might  be 
in  want  of  ammunition  to  make  good  their  retreat;  and,  having 
regained   La  Hauteur  des  Arennes  with  my  whole  corps,  I  de- 
tached 100  Britifh,  too  Piedmontefe,  and  one  of  the  half  batta- 
lions of  Neapolitans,  to  affift  their  retreat,  who  found  them  pre- 
paring to  return  to  our  line.     The  enemy,  in  all  probability,  ex- 
pected an  attack  from  us,  which  prevented  their  quitting  the'it 
port  to  bring  the  whole  force  upon  our  fmall  detachments,  which 
bad  imprudently  rufhed  forwards*    Night  coming  on,  the  enemy 

(having 
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(having  probably  loft  feveral  men  from  the  vivacity  with  which 
they  were  prefled)  retired  to  their  camp  without  attempting  any 
attack.  The  garrifon  marched  back  to  Toulon  about  ten  o'clock 
at  night. 

"  I  have  the  honour  to  inclofe  you  a  return  of  the  killed  and 
wounded  in  this  fkirmifh,  in  which  I  have  only  to  regret  the  too 
great  impetuofity  of  the  troops  of  the  patrole,  but  have  every 
reafon  to  approve  the  judicious  conduct  of  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Chevalier  de  Revels,  and  of  Captain  Wemyfs  and  Lieutenant 
St.  George,  of  the  i  ith  Regiment,  under  the  circumftane.es  which 
obliged  them  to  go  to  fo  hazardous  a  diftance  from  our  poft  of 
defence. 

"  On  the  15th  in  the  morning,  the  unfortunate  affair  of  Cape 
Le  Brun  took  place.  I  fend  you  a  copy  of  Governor  Elphin- 
(ton's  report  of  this  action  to  Vice- Admiral  Lord  Hood. 

"  As  foon  as  the  report  came  to  me  of  Cape  Brun  being  at- 
tacked, and  requiring  fuccour,  I  ordered  the  garrifon  picquet  to 
turn  out  immediately,  and  the  remainder  of  the  troops  to  get  un- 
der arms,  and  fent  tne  report  I  had  received  to  the  General  Offi- 
cers commanding  the  foreign  troops.  Before  the  picquet  of  100 
men  had  got  beyond  the  gate  of  the  town,  a  report  came  of  out 
troops  having  been  repulfed  from  Cape  Brun,  that  they  had  re- 
tired into  Fort  La  Malgue;  and  that  the  whole  army  of  General. 
La  Poype  had  been  marched  from  La  Garde,  for  the  attack  of 
Cape  Brun,  and  were  at  that  time  in  pofleflion  of  it. 

l€  We  marched  out  of  the  Gate  dMtalie,  as  foon  as  the  garri- 
fon could  be  collected  under  arms,  confifting  of  the  fame  num- 
bers as  the  day  before,  with  eight  field-pieces,  and  two  eighteen? 
pounders,  with  the  addition  of  60  Spanifli  dragoons,  out  of  160 
which  landed  on  the  12th  inftant  (the  remaining  horfes  not  being 
yet  fit  for  fervice. 

*  Having  reconnoitred  the  fituation  of  the  enemy,  I  found 
they  had  abandoned  Cape  Brun,  and  formed  their  whole  force 
farther  to  the  eaft ward,  on  the  Hauteur  le  Pardel,  with  their  left 
covered  by  the  Caftle  St.  Margerite,  which  has  two  twelve- 
pounders  pointed  to  the  land  fide;  their  field-pieces  were  diftri- 
buted  along  the  front  of  their  line.  It  occurred  to  me  that  the 
fnoft  fafe  and  effedfcual  mode  of  diflodging  them  from  their  ftrong 
poft,  would  be  to  march  immediately  forward,  under  protection 
of  the  guns  of  our  forts,  on  the  fide  of  Mount  Faron,  to  proceed 
towards  La  Vallette,  and  ftrifce  off  to  the  Hauteurs  de  Thouars, 
Ibout  a  mile  to  the  eaftward  of  La  Vallette,  and  commanding  La 
Garde,  at  fomething  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  diftance  from 
that  village.  It  was  my  intention  to  occupy  Thouafs  arid  La 
Garde,  by  which  we  mould  command  the  whole  plain  and  the 
two  great  roads,  one  leading  to  Hierres,  and  patting  to  the  eaft- 
ward of  La  Garde,, the  other  paifing  through  La  Valletta  *w& 
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leading  to  Souliers.     Generals  Squierdo  and  Pignatelli,  being  of 
the  fame  opinion  with  me,  we  proceeded  on  the  road  to  La  Val- 
letta, leaving  140  men  with  two  eighteen -pounders  in  that  vil- 
lage (under  the  prote£Hon  of  the  guns  of  Fort-Faron)  to  mafk 
the  Vallon  de  Favieres,  and  prevent  the  enemy  from  fending  re- 
inforcements by  that  pafs  from  their  ports  at  Touris  and  Reveft. 
At  the  commencement  of  our  march,  the  enemy  expe&ed  an  at- 
tack, and  drew  up  their  force  ;  as  we  proceeded,  they  appeared  in 
fome  degree  of  hurry  and  confufion,  and  at  length  quitted  their 
poft  to  march  towards  La  Garde.    Unfortunately,  from  an  error 
of  the  guide,  the  Spanifh  troops  which  led  the  column,  were  car- 
ried beyond  the  point  at  which  they  mould  have  gained  the  Hau- 
teurs de  Thouars ;  and  when  the  rear  divifion  of  the  column, 
compofed  of  the  Britifh  and  Piedmontefe  troops,  which  was  to 
have  formed  the  left  of  the  line,  arrived  at  the  foot  of  the  hill, 
we  found  th:  advance  formed  with  the  right  to  the  Hauteurs, 
and  their  left  extending  towards  La   Vallette.     I  immediately 
marched  the  Britifh  and  Piedmontefe  troops  to  the  top  of  the 
Hauteurs  de  Thouars,  taking  the  right  for  our  pofition ;  the  Spanilh 
and  part  of  the  Neapolitan  troops  came  up  on  our  left ;  Brigadier- 
General  Pignatelli  remaining  with  350  men,  to  keep  up  the  com- 
munication with  the  corps  ported  at  La  Vallette.     It  was  with 
great  regreat,  that  I  perceived  the  enemy  (who  had  prefled  their 
march  rapidly)  entering  La  Garde  at  the  moment  we  poflefled 
ourfelves  of  the  Hauteurs  de  Thouars.     By  the  a&ivity  and  ex- 
ertion of  Colonel  Minichini,  of  the  Albanefe  Neapolitan  corps, 
and  Captain  Collier,  of  the  Britifh  artillery,  we  got  our  field- 
pieces  to  the  top  of  the  hills,  through  very  fteep  and  difficult  paf- 
fages.     The  enemy  made  various  movements,  but  without  at- 
tempting any  thing  more  than  a  cannonade  from  La  Garde,  which 
we  returned,   and  difmounted  one  of  their  guns.     When  night 
fet  in,  they  began  to  remove,  with  their  artillery  towards  Hieres. 
I   fent  forward  a  patrole,  under  Captain  Moncrief,  of  the  nth 
regiment,  confifting  of  100  Britifh  troops,  a  company  of  Pied- 
montefe grenadiers,  and   the  grenadier  company  of  the  SpanUh 
Swifs  regiment  of  Betchar,  to  find  whether  they  had  evacuated 
La  Garde.     This  patrole  was  fired  upon  by  a  ftrong  rear  guard, 
ported  in  the  vineyards,  and  in  the  houfes  of  the  village,  which 
cover  the  fides  of  a  fugar  loaf  hill,  the  top  of  which  is  crowned 
by  an  oldcaftle.  The  main  obje£  of  our  movement  having  been 
obtained,  by  the  retreat  of  the  enemy  from  the  fituation  they  had 
occupied  in  the  morning  near  St.  Marguerite,  it  would  have  been 
highly  imprudent  to  have  facrificed  any  part  of  our  fmall  force, 
in  the  attack  of  a  ftrong  village,  which  we  muft  of  ncceflity  have 
abandoned  next  morning.  The  troops  having  been  much  fatigued 
the  day  before,  and  having  been  left  (by  the  mifmanagement  of 
Jthe  perfons  charged  at  Toulon  with  the  fupply  of  provifions) 

without 
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without  any  food  till  ten  o'clock  at  night,  it  was  at  that  hour 
determined  to  march  back  into  the  town."

"  My  Lord,  I  have  the  honour  to  inform  vour  Lordfliip,  that 
in  confequence  of  the  enemy's  having  repeatedly  appeared  on  the 
important  hill  of  Cape  Brun,  which  overlooks  this  fort,  and 
commands  a  great  part  of  the  harbour,  1  ordered  too  men  of 
Huifteins,  or  battalion  of  Royal  Louis,  to  be  ported  there ;  and 
on  the  14th,  repaired  there  with  the  engineers,  to  prepare  for  its 
defence;  and  after  they  had  marked  out  the  fituatbn  of  an  in- 
tended work,  1  fent  a  reinforcement  of  100  of  the  Regiment  of 
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Koyal  Louis.     On  the  15th  before  day,  the  report  of  rnufquetry 
was  heard,  which  increafed  with  the  light,  and  induced  me  to  or* 
der  100  of  the  30th  regiment,    ico  Neapolitans,  50  Spaniards, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  Royal  Louis,  to  follow  me  there.     By 
the  time  I  got  to  the  bottom  of  the  hill  the  fire  was  become  very 
brifk,  and  1  had   fome  difficulty  to  get  up   by   the  road.     The 
troops  from  La  Malgue  were  nearly  up,  by  a  morter  road  though 
vineyards.     I  detached   Captain  Torriano  of  the  30th,    to    go 
round  the  left  of  the  hill,  and    take  the  enemy  on  their  right 
flank.     This  had  the  defired  effect,  and  they  gave  way.  On  the 
top  of  the  hill  I  found  the  Royal  Louis  defending  themfclves  gal- 
lantly, although  hard  preffed,  but  theout-pofts,  driven  in,  and 
the  men  in  want  of  cartridges.    1  advanced  with  the  frefti  troops, 
and    recovered  our  out-pofts,  after  an  obftina.te  refiftance,    and 
placed    Captain    Tomlinfon,  of  the  30th,  in  the   advance,  the 
Neapolitan  in  the  centre,  Captain  Torriano  on  the  left,  with  the 
Royal  Louis  and  Spantfh  troops  on  the  right ;  and  it  was  near 
an  hour  before  the  enemy  retired.     They  were  fupportcd  by  can- 
non ;  we  had  none.     I  had  previoufly  fent£ft  Aid-deCamp  to  La 
!Malgue   for  cartridges,  and  to    Toulon  for   fupport  of  troops* 
The  enemy,  notwithstanding  they  were  greater  in  force  than  I 
expected,  did  not  feem  difpofed  to  renew  the  attack ;  infomuch, 
that    I  ordered  the  workmen  to  begin  the   redoubt,  vifited  the 
pofts,  and  thrn  returned  to  the  fort  for  the  purpofe  of  hurrying 
up  guns,  ammunition,  provifions,  &c.  and  repeating  my  requeft 
of  men  from  Toulon.     In   half  an   hour   after  1  had    left  Cape 
Brun,  the  whole  army  of  the  enemy  had  advanced  under  cover  of 
woods,  and  fupportcd  by  artillery,  attacked  the  port  on  all  fides, 
and  canied   it  in  confequence    of  numbers,    notwithstanding  a 
moft  diftinguifhed  refiftance.     J  am  forry  to  inform  that,  in  both 
affairs,  many  brave  officers  and  men  fell.     In  the  perfon  of  Cap- 
tain Torriano,  his  Majefty  loft  one  of  the  moft  refpeclable  offi- 
cers  in  Europe.     Were  I  to  enter  upon  the  conduct  of  the  offi- 
cers and  the  men,  I  fhould  fail  in  doing  juftice  to  their  merit.  The 
30th  regiment  did   all  that   men  could  do;  and  the  battalion  of 
Royal  Louis,  although  only  a  few  days  formed,  fought  with  de- 
termined valour.     The  unfortunate  recovery  of  the  poft  was  fo 
immediately  under  your  Lordfliip's  eye,  that  it  is  unneceflfary  for 
pie  to  add  more,  than  that  I  have  the  honour  to  be,  &c.

The  Difpatches,  of  which  the  following  are  a  copy  and  ex- 
tracts, were  received  laft  night  from  Toulon,  by  the  Right  Hon. 
Henry  Dundas,,  His  Majeity's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for 
the  Home  Department. 

SIR,  Toulon,  N§v.  18,  1793. 

On  the  evening  of  the  15th  inftant,  Fort  Mulgrave,  fituated 
on  the  heights  of  Balaguier,  one  of  the  mod  effential  pofls  that 
cover  this  town  and  harbour,  was  vigoroufly  and  repeatedly  at- 
tacked by  a  large  corps  of  the  enemy.  I  have  particular  plea- 
fure  in  mentioning,  that,  on  this  occafion,  the  very  fpi ri ted  ex- 
ertions of  the  Britifli  troops,  ftationed  at  Fort  Mulgrave,  con- 
fiding of  a  detachment  of  the  2d  battalion  of  the  Firft  or  Royal 
Regiment  of  Foot,  commanded  by  Captain  Duncan  Campbell, 
and  of  a  detachment  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  commanded  by 
Lieutenant  Lemoine,  were  the  principal  means  of  repulfing  the 
enemy,  and  faving  that  impo-  tant  poft. 

The  enemy,  from  the  corroborating  accounts  of  different  de- 
ferters,  are  faid  to  have  loft  in  this  attack  about  600  men,  killed 
and  wounded.  Our  lofs,  including  the  Spaniards,  Neapolitan?, 
and  Sardinians,  amounted  only  to  61.  Among  the  wounded 
were  Captain  Duncan  Campbell  of  the  Royals,  and  Lieutenant 
Lemoine  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  who,  I  am  happy  to  add,  are 
now  in  a  favourable  ftate  of  recovery.

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Extra  ft  of  a  Letter  from  their  Excellencies  the  CommiJJioners  at  Tok- 
lon  to  the  Right  Honourable  Henry  Dundas,  His  Majefifs  Prin- 
cipal Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department)  dated  Toulon, 
November  23,   1793. 

We  had  the  honour  of  receiving  His  Majefty's  commiflion,  to* 
gether  with  inftru&ions  for  the  regulation  of  our  conduct,  on 
the  14th  inflant. 

On  the  20th  wedefired  a  deputation  of  the  inhabitants  to  at- 
tend us  at  the  Governor's  houfe.  His  Excellency  thought  it 
beft,  for  the  fake  of  avoiding  all  mifunderftanding,  to  fpeak  on 
this  occafion  from  a  written  paper,  of  which  we  have  the  honour 
to  inclofe  a  copy. 

We  then  read,  according  to  His  Majefty's  commands,  a  de- 
claration in  His  Majefty's  name;  a  copy  of  which  is  inclofed. 

We  delivered  copies  of  thefe  papers  to  the  chief  of  the  deputa- 
tion, and  dire&ed  them  to  he  printed,  publifhed  and  circulated 
as  generally  as  pofiible.

The  difpatches,  of  which  the  following  are  copies  and  an  ex- 
tract, were  yefterday  received  from  Major  General  David  Dun- 
das,  Vice- Admiral  Lord  Hood,  and  Sir  Gilbert  Elliot,  Baronet, 
by  theRight  Honourable  Henry  Dundas,  his  M.ijefiy's  Principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department,  dated  Toulon, 
November  30,  and  December  1,   1793. 

Toulon,  Nov.  30,  1 793* 

SIR, 
I  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  that  the  enemy  having 
opened  a  confiderable  battery  on  the  Height  of  Arenes,  which 
much  annoyed  one  of  our  principal  out-pofts,  (Malboufquet)  it 
became  necefTary  to  attack  it.  Difpofitions  forthat  purpose  were 
made,  and  this  morning,  at  five  o'clock,  a  corps  of  400  Britiih, 
300  Sardinians,  600  Neapolitans,  600  Spaniards,  and  40oFrench, 
under  my  command,  marched  from  the  town.  Notwithftanding 
the  whole  was  obliged  to  crofs  the  New  River  on  one  bridge  only, 
to  divide  into  four  columns,  to  march  acrois  olive  grounds,  in- 
terfered by  ftonc  walls,  and  to  afcend  a  very  confiderable  height, 
cut  into  vine  terafics,  yet  we  fucceeded  in  furprizing  and  forcing 

the 
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the  enemy,  and  were  foon  in  full  pofleffion  of  the  battery  and 
height :  But,  1  am  forry  to  fay,  that,  inftead  of  forming  upon 
and  occupying  the  long  and  narrow  fummit  of  the  hill,  agreeable 
to  orders  and  military  prudence,  the  impetuofity  of  the  troops 
led  them  to  follow  the  enemy,  to  defcend  the  height,  to  afcend 
other  diftant  heights,  and,  atlaft,  in  diforder,  to  encounter  fuch 
fuperior  advancing  numbers,  as  obliged  them  precipitately  to 
retire,  and  to  relinquifh  the  advantages  we  at  firft  gained. 

It  is  with  much  concern,  I  muft  add,  that  Lieutenant-General 
OHara,  who  had  arrived  at  the  battery  on  our  firft  fuccefs,  was 
involved  in  the  confequence  of  this  fudden  reverfe,  was  wounded 
in  the  arm,  and  made  prifoner. 

We  have  to  regret  that  fo  many  gallant  officers  and  men  have 
fuflfered  on  this  occafion.  The  lofs  of  the  Britiftil  have  the  ho- 
nour to  inclofe ;  that  of  the  other  nations  is  not  in  proportion 
great. 

From  General  O'Hara's  abfence,  the  command  devolves  on 
me.  I  fliall  endeavour  to  difcharge  it  to  the  beft  of  my  ability 
and  health,  till  his  Majefty's  farther  pleafure  is  fignified.

Viclory,  Toulon  Road,  November  30,   1793* 
"SIR, 

"  The  enemy  having  ere&ed  and  opened  a  battery  againft  the 
poft  of  Malboufquet,  and  from  which  fliells  would  reach  the 
town  and  arfenal,  Governor  O'Hara  fignified  to  me  yefterday 
his  intention  to  attempt  to  deftroy  it,  and  bring  off  the  guns ; 
and  requefted  fome  feamen  to  be  fent  to  a  poft  he  propofed  to 
withdraw  the  Britifh  foldiers  from.  The  governor  promifed 
not  to  go  out  himfelf,  but  unfortunately  did  not  keep  his  word. 
A  moft  clear,  diftin£r,  and  regular  plan  was  fettled,  and  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  troops  of  each  nation  had  a  copy  of 
it.  The  troops  moved  at  four  o'clock  this  morning,  and  fur- 
prifed  the  redoubt  moft  completely;  never  was  a  fervice  per- 
formed with  more  regularity  and  cxaQnefs ;  but  the  ardour  and 
impetuofity  of  the  troops  (inftead  of  forming  on  the  height 
where  the  battery  was  raifed,  as  they  were  particularly  ordered 
to  do)  led  them  to  rufh  after  the  enemy,  near  a  mile  on  the  other 
fide,  in  a  very  fcattered  and  irregular  manner;  the  confluence 
of  which  was,  the  enemy  collected  in  very  great  force;  and,  in 
the  retreat  of  our  troops,  they  fuffered  extremely.  I  herewith 
tranfmit  an  account  of  the  lois  of  the  Britifh  in  killed,  wound* 
ed,  and  miffing  :  but  Major-General  Dundas  will  give  you  more 
particulars.  The  governor,  moft  unfortunately,  was  wounded 
and  taken  prifoner.  A  furgeon  was  fent  to  him  immediately, 
(by  permiffion  of  General  Du  Gommier,  Commander  in  Chief 
of  the  Eaftern  army  at  the  fiege  of  Toulon)  who  reports  that 
the  governor's  wound  is  a  flefh  one  only  in  the  arm;  but  being 
faint  by  the  lofs  of  blood,  he  was  obliged  to  fit  down  under  a 
wall,  and  there  made  prifoner  of.

Extracl  of  a  Letter  from  Sir  Gilbert  Elliot,  Bart,  to  the  Rigbi 
Hon.  Hen.  Dundas,  his  Majeftys  principal  Secretary  of  State  for 
the  Home  Department. 

"  Toulon,  Dec.  i,  1 793, 

"  Knowing  that  General  Dundas  hasfent  you  an  official  ac- 
count of  the  unfortunate  action  of  yefterday,  and  that  Lord 
Hood  has  alfo  written  on  the  fame  fubjecl,  you  will  not  expect  a 
relation  of  it  from  me.  I  cannot,  however,  lofe  the  opportu- 
nity which  the  meflenger  affords,  of  faying,  that  by  the  unani- 
mous teftimony  of  thofe  who  either  witnefled  the  action,  or  were 
acquainted  with  the  plan,  there  never  was  an  occafion  on  which 
the  difpofitions  were  made  with  greater  ability  and  judgement,, 
or  executed,  as  long  as  the  orders  were  complied  with,  in  a  more 
gallant  or  fpirited  manner  by  the  troops.  It  is  a  real  confola- 
tion  to  know  that  the  courage  of  the  Britifh  was  confpicubus 
from  the  beginning  of  the  action  to  the  end,  and  that  an  excefs 
in  that  good  quality  was  the  true  and  only  caufe  of  the  mifcar* 
riagr.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  General  O'Hara  was,  6U 
•very  occafion,  fo  prodigal  of  his  perfon;  but  the  misfortune* 
which  has  befallen  him,  and  the  fevere  lofs  which  the  fervice  Tuf* 
tains  by  his  capture,  cannot  be  afcribed  eVen  to  this  honourable 
fault ;  for  he  did  not  himfelf  afcend  the  battery  till  it  was  pof* 
fefled  by  our  troops,  and  there  was  reafon  to  fuppofe  the  object 
of  the  day  had  been  obtained.  The  reverfe  was  fo  fudden,  and 
his  prefence  muft  have  appeared  fo  material  towards  reftoring 
order,  and  retrieving  the  error  which  had  been  committed  by 
the  troops,  that  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  if,  with  his  fpirit* 
he  became  expo  fed  to  perfonal  hazard.  His  wound,  though  not 
dangerous  or  ferious,  had  bled  much,  and,  added  to  the  exer- 
tion he  had  before  made,  weakened  him  fo  much,  that  he  could 
not  retire  many  paces  with  the  troops,  but  infifted  on  being  reft 
by  two  foldiers  who  were  conducting  him,  and  whom  he  ordered 
to  proceed  and  fave  themfelve9.

The  mafler  of  a  Neapolitan  bi\g,  jufr  arrived  from  Toulori* 
reports,  that  on  the  17th  inftant  the  French  made  a  general  at- 
tack on  the  advanced  potts  and  forts,  and  particularly  on  Fort 
Balaguier,  of  which  they  gained  poflefTion  J  that  on  the  morn-- 
ing  of  the  1 8th  the  Englifh  fet  fire  to  the  arfenal  and  French 
fleet;  that  on  the  fame  day  the  Neapolitan  troops  embarked* 
and  immediately  failed;  that  the  Englifh  and  Spaniards  remained 
on  fhore,  and  at  that  time  in  pofleffion  of  Fort  La  Malgue;  that 
the  Englifh  and  Spanifh  fleets,  with  fome  French  {hips,  had  an- 
chored out  of  the  reach  of  the  cannon  of  the  place ;  and  that 
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-  tranfports  were  preparing  for  the  embarkation  of  the  French 
Royalifts.

€<  Nothing  very  material  has  happened  here  fince  the  30th  of 
laft  month,  when  I  had  the  honour  of  writing  to  you,  except 
that  the  enemy  has  made  approaches  nearer  to  us  by  fome  new- 
erecled  batteries  ;  one  againft  Malboufquet,  another  againft  Le 
Brun,  and  a  third  againft  the  Hauteur  de  Grade.  The  {hells 
from  two  of  them  did  us  fome  mifchief  on  the  9th  and  loth, 
iince  which  they  have  been  perfectly  filent. 

The  enemy  is  reported  to  be  50,000,  but  I  cannot  credit  their 
being  much  beyond  half  that  number.  By  various  deferters 
that  have  come  in,  which  in  this  refpedt  perfeclly  agree,  we  are 
foon  to  be  attacked  on  all  fides  at  once.  From  the  numerous 
and  important  ports  we  have  to  occupy,  the  troops  are  at  very 
hard  duty,  and  without  relief  fome  way  or  other,  we  (hall  foon 
have  more  men  in  the  hofpital  than  are  lit  for  fervice.

"SIR, 

"  Since  the  affair  of  the  30th  ult.  no  confiderable  event  has 
taken  place.  By  the  repeated  accounts  of  the  deferters  the 
enemy  are  very  much  increafed  in  numbers;  none  ftate  them 
lower  than  30  or  40,000  men. 

"  They  have  fired  of  late  little  from  the  battery  we  were  in 
pofleflion  of.  Four  of  its  guns  were  certainly  difabled.  They 
have  increafed  the  number  of  their  mortars,  which  have  much 
annoyed  our  two  polls  of  Cape  Brun  and  Fort  Mulgrave,  on 
the  heights  of  Balaguir.  We  have  loft  fome  men  at  each,  from 
the  eifed  of  Ihells,  which,  in  fuch  temporary  expofed  fixa- 
tions 
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tions,  cannot  be  fufficiently  guarded  from.  Againft  each  of 
thefe  pofts  they  have  opened  a  new  battery  of  cannon  and  mor- 
tars, but  at  the  other  points  they  have  worked  little.  We  con- 
tinue ftrengthening  our  pofition,  though  we  cannot  expeft  to 
give  it  any  much  more  fubftantial  form. 

"  We  have  in  all  near  11,000  men  bearing  mufquets,  and 
•4,000  fick.  Deferters  all  report  the  intention  of  a  fpeedy  gene- 
ral attack. 

u  This  will  be  delivered  by  Captain  Hill,  a  very  deferving 
young  man,  who  has  been  Aid-de-Camp  to  Lord  Mulgrave, 
Lieutenant-General  O'Hara,  and  myielf.  The  opportunity  of 
his  departure  is  fudden,  and  therefore  1  am  to  beg  you  willexcufe 
the  fhortnefs  of  this  letter.

This  morning  Sir  Sidney  Smith  and  Major  Moncrief  arrived 
at  the  office  of  the  Right  Hon.  Henry  Dundas,  his  Majefty's 
Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department,  with  dis- 
patches from  Vice  Admiral  Lord  Hood  and  Major  General  David 
Dundas,  of  which  the  following  arc  copies  and  extracts. 

ViElory,  Hieres  Bay,  Dec.  20,  1793. 

It  is  my  duty  to  acquaint  you,  that  I  have  been  obliged  to 
evacuate  Toulon,  and  to  retire  from  the  harbour  to  this  an- 
chorage. 

It  became  unavoidably  neceflary  that  the  retreat  mould  not  be 
deferred,  as  the  enemy  commanded  the  town  and  fhips  by  their 
fhot  and  (hells ;  1  therefore,  agreeable  to  the  Governor's  plan,  di- 
je6ted  the  boats  of  the  fleet  to  aflemhle  by  eleven  o'clock,  near 
Fort  la  Malgue,  and  I  am  happy  to  fay  the  whole  of  the  troops 
were  brought  off,  to  the  number  of  near  8,000,  without  the  lofs 
of  a  man;  and  in  the  execution  of  this  fervice  I  have  infinite 
pleafure  in  acknowledging  my  very  great  obligations  to  Captain 
Elphinftone  tor  his  unremitting  zeal  and  exertion,  who  faw  the 
laft  man  off;  and  it  is  a  very  comfortable  fatisfatf  ion  to  me  that 
feveral  thou  lands  of  the  meritorious  inhabitants  of  Toulon  were 
flieltered  in  his  Majefty's  fhips. 

I  propofe  fending  the  Vice  Admirals  Hotham  and  Cofby,  with 
fome  other  fhips,  to  Leghorn  or  Porto  Ferrara,  to  complete 
their  wine  and  provifions,  which  run  very  Ihort,  having  many 
mouths  to  feed,  and  to  remain  with  the  reft  to  block  up  the  ports 
of  Toulon  and  Marfeilles.  Circumftances  which  had  taken  place 
made  theVetreat  abfolutely  neceflary  to  be  effedted  as  foon  as  pof- 
fjble,  and  prevented  the  execution  of  a  fettled  arrangement  for 

Qj2  destroying; 
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deftroying  the  French  fhips  and  arterial.  I  ordered  the  Vqlcan 
firefixip  to  be  primed,  and  Sir  Sidney  Smith,  who  joined  ine  from 
Smyrna  about  a  fortnight  ago,  having  offered  his  fer vices  to  burn 
the  (hips,  I  put  Captain  Hare  under  his  orders,  with  the  Lieu- 
tenants Tupper  and  Gore,  of  the  Victory,  Lieutenant  Pater,  of 
the  Biitannia,  and  Lieutenant  R.  W.  Miller,  of  the  Windfor 
Caftle.  Ten  of  the  enemy's  ihips  of  the  line  in  the  arlenal,  with 
the  Maft-houfe,  Great  Store  houfe,  Hemp-houfe,  and  other 
buildings,  were  totally  deft royed,  and  before  day-light,  all  his 
Majeily's  fh'ps,  with  thole  of  c.paiii,  and  the  two  Sicilies*  were 
put  of  the  reach  of  the  enemy's  ihot  and  Ihells,  except  the  Robuft, 
which  was  to  rec  ive  Capta  n  Liphiurtone,  and  Ine  toll  ;wed  va- 
ry  foon  after,  without  a  iiior  ftriking,  her.  I  have  under  my  or- 
ders Rear  Admit  al  Trof\oiF,  in  tiie  Commerce  de  Mar  lei  lies, 
Puiflant,  and  Pom  pee,  of  the  line;  the  Pearl,  Arethuia  and 
Topaze  frigates,  and  le^eral  larg^  corvettes,  which  I  have  man- 
ned, and  employed  in  collating  wuie  and  provilions  from  the 
different  ports  in  ^pain  and  Italy,  having  been  con  it  ant  ly  in 
want  of  onefpecies  or  another,  and  un  now  at  fhort  allowance. 

Don  Langara  undertook  to  deftroy  the  (hips  in  the  bafon,  but 
I  am  informed,  found  it  not  practicable;  and  as  the  Spanilh 
troops  had  the  guarding  the  powder  veflels,  which  contained  the 
powder  of  the  fhips  i  ordered  into  the  Balons  and  Arf  nal  on  my 
coming  here,  as  well  a;  that  from  the  diitant  magazines,  within 
the  enemy's  reach,  I  requefted  the  Spanilh  Admiral  would  be 
pleafed  to  give  orders  for  their  being  fcuttled  and  funk  ;  but,  in- 
ilead  of  doing  that,  the  officer  to  whom  that  duty  was  entrufted, 
blew  them  up,  by  which  two  fine  gun-boats,  which  I  had  order- 
ed to  attend  Sir  Sidney  Smith,  were  (hook  to  pieces.  The  lieu- 
tenant commanding  one  of  them  was  killed,  and  feveral  feamen 
badly  wounded.  1  am  forry  to  add,  that  Lieutenant  God- 
dard  of  the  Victory,  who  commanded  the  feamen  upon  the 
Heights  of  Grafle,  was  wounded,  but  I  hope  and  truft  not  dan- 
geroufly. 

I  beg  to  refer  you  for  particulars  to  General  Dundas,  refpeS- 
ing  the  evacution  of  Toulon  ;  and  to  Sir  Sidney  Smith,  as  to  th$ 
burning  the  enemy's  fhips,  &C.  on  which  fervice  he  very  much 
diftingdfhed  himfelf ;  and  he  gives  great  praife  to  Captain  Hare, 
of  the  firefhip,  as  well  as  to  all  lieutenants  employed  under 
him. 

It  is  with  very  peculiar  fatisfaflion  I  have  the  honour  to  ac- 
quaint you,  that  the  utmoft  harmony,  and  moft  cordial  under- 
ftandii.g,  has  happily  fuhfifted  in  his  Majefty's  army  and  fleet, 
not  only  between  the  officers  of  all  ranks,  but  between  the  feamen 
and  foldiers  alfo. 

I  herewith  tranfmit  a  copy  of  Sir  Sidney  Smith's  letter  to  roe* 
with  a  lift  of  the  officers  employed  tinder  him,  and  alfo  a  return

Toulon,  December  18,  1793* 

My  Lord, 

Agreeable  to  your  Lordfliip's  order,  I  proceeded  with  the 
Swallow  tender,  three  Englifh  and  three  Spanifli  gun-boats  to 
the  Arfenals,  and  immediately  began  making  the  neceflary  pre- 
parations for  burning  the  French  fhips  and  ftores  therein.  We 
found  the  Dock-gates  well  fecured  by  the,  judicious  arrangements 
of  the  Governor,  although  the  Do  k-yard  people  had  already 
fubftituted  the  three-coloured  cockade  for  the  white  one.  I  did 
not  think  it  fafe  to  attempt  the  (ecu ring  any  of  them,  confider- 
ing  the  fmall  force  1  had  with  me,  and  considering  that  con t eft: 
of  any  kind  would  occupy  our  whole  attention,  and  prevent  us 
from  accom pi iftiing  our  purpofe. 

The  Galley  Slaves,  to  the  number  of  at  leaft  600,  {hewed 
themfelves  jealous  fpe<Elators  of  our  operations. — Their  difpo- 
fition  to  oppofe  was  evident,  and  being  Unchained,  which  was 
unufual,  rendered  it  neceflary  to  keep  a  watchful  eye  on  them 
on  board  the  galley,  by  pointing  the  guns  of  the  Swallow  ten- 
der and  one  of  the  gun- boats  on  them,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  en- 
filade the  quay  on  which  they  muft  have  landed  to  come  to  us, 
alluring  th^m  at  the  fame  time*  that  no  harm  fhould  happen  to 
them  it  they  remained  quiet.  The  enemy  kept  up  a  crofs  lire  of 
fhot  and  (hells  on  the  fpot  from  Malboufquet,  and  the  neigh- 
bouring hills,  which  contribured  to  keep  the  Galley  Slaves  in 
fubjeftion,  and  operated  in  every  refpedfc  favourably  for  us,  by 
keeping  the  Republican  party  in  the  town  within  their  houfes, 
while  it  occafioned  little  interruption  to  our  work  of  preparing 
and  placing  combuftible  matter  in  the  different  ftore  houfes,  and 
on  board  the  {hips ;  fuch  was  the  fteadinefs  of  the  few  brave  fea- 
men 1  had  under  my  command.  A  great  multitude  of  the  ene- 
my continued  to  draw  down  the  hill  towards  the  dock-yard  wall, 
and  as  the  night  clofed  in,  they  came  near  enough  to  pour  in  an 
irregular  though  quick  fere  of  mufquetry  on  us  from  the  Boulm- 
gerie,  and  of  cannon  from  the  heights  which  overlook  iu  We 
.kept  them  at  bay  by  difcharge  of  grape-fhot  from  time  to  time, 
which  prevented  their  coming  fo  near  as  to  difcover  the  infuffi- 
ciency  cf  our  force  to  repel  4  defer  attack*     A  gun-boat  was 
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ftationed  to  flank  the  wall  on  the  out- fide,  and  two  field  pieces 
were  placed  within  again  ft  the  wicket  ufually  frequented  by  tht 
workmen,  of  whom  we  were  particularly  apprehenfive.  About 
eight  o'clock  I  had  the  fatisfa&ion  of  feeing  Lieutenant  Gore 
towing  in  the  Vulcan  firefhip.  Captain  Hare,  her  Commander, 
placed  her,  agreeable  to  my  directions,  in  a  mod  mafterly  manner, 
acrofs  thetier  of  men  of  war,  and  the  additional  force  of  her  guns 
and  men  diminifhed  my  apprehenfions  of  the  Galley  Slaves 
rifing  on  us,  as  their  manner  and  occafional  tumultuous  debates 
ceafed  entirely  on  her  appearance.  The  only  noife  heard  among 
them  was  the  hammer  knocking  off  their  fetters,  which  huma- 
nity forbade  my  oppofing,  as  they  might  thereby  be  more  at  li- 
berty to  fave  themfelves  from  the  conflagration  taking  place 
around  them.  In  this  fituation  we  continued  to  wait  moft 
anxioufly  for  the  hour  concerted  with  the  Governor  for  the  in- 
flammation of  the  trains. 

The  moment  the  fignal  was  made,  we  had  the  fatisfa£tion  to 
fee  the  flames  rife  in  every  quarter.  Lieutenant  Tupper  was 
charged  with  the  burning  of  the  general  magazine,  the  pitch,  tar, 
tallow,  and  oil  ftores,  and  fucceeded  moft  perfedtly;  the  hemp 
magazine  was  included  in  this  blaze:  Its  being  nearly  calm  was 
unfortunate  to  the  fpreading  of  the  flames,  but  250  barrels  of  tar 
divided  ainoi.g  the  deals  and  other  timber,  infured  the  rapid  igni- 
tion of  that  whole  quarter  which  Lieutenant  Tupper  had  under- 
taken. 

The  maft-houfe  was  equally  well  fet  on  fire  by  Lieutenant 
Middleton  ,  of  the  Britannia.  Lieutenant  Pater,  of  the  Britan- 
nia, continued  in  a  moft  daring  manner  to  brave  the  flames,  in 
order  to  complete  the  work  where  the  fire  feemed  to  have  caught 
imperfe£l!y.  I  was  obliged  to  call  him  off,  left  his  retrtat  fhould 
become  impraflicable:  His  fituation  was  the  more  perilous,  as 
the  enemy's  fire  redoubled  as  foon  as  the  amazing  blaze  of  light 
rendered  us  diftin£t  obje£is  of  their  aim.  Lieutenant  Ironmon- 
ger, of  the  Royals,  remained  with  the  guard  at  the  gate  till  the 
laft,  long  after  the  Spanifli  guard  was  withdrawn,  and  was 
brought  fafely  ofFby  Captain  Edge,  of  the  Alert,  to  whom  I  had 
confided  the  important  fervice  of  clofing  our  retreat,  and  bring- 
ing ofFour  detached  parties,  which  were  faved  to  a  man.  I  was 
forry  to  find  myfelf  deprived  of  the  farther  fervices  of  Captain 
Hare:  He  had  performed  that  of  placing  his  firefliip  to  admira- 
tion, but  was  blown  into  the  water,  and  much  fcorched,  by  the 
explofion  of  it.  Lieutenant  Gore  was  alfo  much  burnt,  and  I 
was  deprived  of  him  alfo,  which  I  regretted  the  more,  from  the 
recollection  of  his  bravery  and  a&ivity  in  the  warm  fervice  of 
Fort  Mulgrave.  Mr.  Kales,  midfhipman,  who  was  alfo  with 
him  on  this  occafion,  deferves  my  praife  for  his  conduft  through- 
out this  fervice.     The  guns  of  the  firefliip  going  off  on  both 

fides 
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fides  as  they  heated,  in  the  direction  that  was  given  them,  to- 
wards thofe  quarters  from  whence  we  were  moft  apprehenfive 
of  the  enemy  forcing  their  way  in  upon  us,  checked  their  career. 
Their  fhouts  and  Republican  fongs,  which  we  could  heardiftinS- 
ly,  continued  till  they,  as  well  as  ourfelves,  were  in  a  manner 
thunderitruck  by  theexplofion  of  fome  thoufand  barrels  of  pow- 
der onr  board  the  Iris  frigate,  lying  in  the  under  road,  without 
us,  and  which  had  been  injudicioufly  fet  on  fire  by  the  Spanifh 
boats,  in  going  off,  inflead  of  being  funk,  as  ordered.  The  con- 
cufBon  of  air,  and  the  mower  of  falling  timber  on  fire,  was  fuch 
as  nearly  to  deftroy  the  whole  of  us.  Lieutenant  Patey,  of  the 
Terrible,  with  his  whole  boat's  crew,  nearly  perifhed ;  the  boat 
was  blown  to  pieces,  but  the  men  were  picked  up  alive.  The 
Union  gun-boat,  which  was  neat  eft  to  the  Iris,  fuffered  confider- 
ably,  Mr.  Young  being  killed,  with  three  men,  and  the  veflel 
fhaken  to  pieces.  I  had  given  it  in  the  charge  to  the  Spanifh  of- 
ficers to  fire  the  fhips  in  the  bafon  before  the  town,  but  they  re- 
turned, and  reported  that  various  obltacles  had  prevented  their 
entering  it.  We  attempted  it  together,  as  foon  as  we  had  corn- 
pleated  the  bufinefs  in  the  arfenal,  but  were  repulfed  in  our  at- 
tempt to  cut  the  boom,  by  repeated  vollies  of  mufquetry  from  the 
flag  fhip  and  the  wall  of  the  battery  Royale.  The  cannon  of 
this  battery  had  been  fpiked  by  the  judicious  precaution  taken  by 
the  Governor,  previoufly  to  the  evacuation  of  the  town. 

The  failure  of  our  attempt  on  the  (hips  in  the  bafon  before  the 
town,  owing  to  the  infufficiency  of  our  force,  made  me  regret 
that  the  Spanifh  gun  boats  had  been  withdrawn  from  me  to  per- 
form other  fervice.  The  Adjutant  Don  Pedro  Cotiella,  Don 
Francifco  Riguelrae,  and  Don  Krancifco  Trufello,  remained  with 
me  to  the  laft;  and  I  feel  bound  to  bear  trftimony  of  the  zeal  and 
activity  with  which  they  performed  the  moft  effential  fervices 
during  the  whole  of  this  bufinefs,  as  far  as  the  infufficiency  of 
their  force  allowed  it,  being  reduced,  by  the  retreat  of  the  gun- 
boats, to  a  fingle  fellucca,  and  a  mortar-boat  which  had  expend- 
ed its  ammunition,  but  contained  30  men  with  cutlaffes. 

We  now  proceeded  to  burn  the  Hero  and  Themiftocles,  two 
74  gun  fhips,  laying  in  the  inner  road.  Our  approach  to  them 
had  hitherto  been  impracticable  in  boats,  as  the  French  prifoners 
who  had  been  left  in  the  latter  fhip  were  flill  in  pofTeflion  of  her, 
and  had  (hewn  a  determination  to  refift  our  attempt  to  come  on 
board.  The  fcene  of  conflagation  around  them,  heightened  by 
the  late  tremendous  explofion,  had  however  awakened  their  fears 
for  their  lives.  Thinking  this  to  be  the  cafe,  I  addrefled  them, 
exprefling  my  readinefs  to  land  them  in  a  place  of  fafety,  if  they 
would  fubmit ;  and  they  thankfully  accepted  the  offer,  fhewing 
themfelves  to  be  completely  intimidated,  and  very  grateful  for 
eur  humane  intentions  towards  them,  in  not  attempting  to  burn 
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tliem  with  the  (hip.  It  was  neceflary  to  proceed  with  precau- 
tion, as  they  were  more  numerous  We  at  length  completed 
their  difembarkation,  and  then  fet  her  on  fire.  On  this  occafion 
I  had  nearly  I  ft  my  valuable  friend  and  afliflant,  Lieutenant 
Miller,  of  the  Wind  for  Cafte,  who  had  ftaid  fo  long  on  board 
to  infnre  the  fire  taking,  that  it  gained  on  him  fuddenly,  and  it 
was  not  without  being  very  much  fcorcrud,  and  the  rifk  of  being 
fuflbcared,  that  we  could  approach  the  (hip  to  take  him  in. 
The  lofs  to  the  fervice  would  have  been  very  great,  had  we  not 
fucceeJed  in  our  endeavours  to  fave  him.  Mr.  Knight,  Mid* 
jfhipman  of  the  Windfor  Caftle,  who  was  in  the  boat  with  roe, 
Shewed  much  activity  and  addrefs  on  this  occafion,  as  well  as 
firmnefs  throughout  the  day. 

Ihe  explolion  of  a  fecond  powder  veflel,  equally  unexpected, 
and  with  a  ihock  even  greater  than  the  firft,  again  put  us  in  the 
mod  imminent  danger  of  perifhing;  and  when  it  is  confidered 
that  we  were  within  the  fphere  of  the  falling  timber,  it  is  next  to 
miraculous  that  no  one  piece  of  the  many  which  made  the  wa- 
ter foam  round  us,  happened  to  touch  either  the  f wallow  or  the 
three  boats  with  me. 

Having  now  fet  fire  to  every  thing  within  our  reach,  ex  hand- 
ed our  combuftible  preparations  and  our  ftrength,  to  fuch  a  de- 
gree that  the  men  absolutely  dropped  on  the  oars,  wediredled  our 
courfe  to  join  the  fleet,  running  the  gauntlet  under  a  few  ill-di- 
re died  (hot  from  the  forts  of  Balagnier  and  Aiguillette,  now  oc- 
cupied by  the  enemy;  but  fortunately,  without  lofs  of  any  kind, 
we  proceeded  to  the  place  appointed  for  the  embarkation  of 
the  troops,  and  took  off  as  many  as  tfe  coulJ  carry.  It  would  be 
injuftice  to  thofe  Officers  whom  I  have  omitted  to  name,  for 
their  not  having  been  fo  immediately  under  my  eye,  if  I  did  not 
acknowledge  myfelf  indebted  to  them  all  for  their  extraordinary 
exertions  in  the  execution  of  this  great  national  objedi.  The 
quicknefs  with  which  the  inflammation  tookefFefr,  on  my  fignal, 
its  extent  and  duration,  are  the  heft  evidences  that  every  officer 
and  man  was  ready  at  his  poft,  and  firm  under  molt  p  rilous  cir- 
cumftances ;  I  therefore  fubjoin  a  lift  of  the  whole  who  were  em- 
ployed on  this  fervice. 

We  can  afcertain  that  the  fire  extended  to  at  leaft  ten  fail  of 
the  line,  how  much  farther  we  cannot  fay.  The  lofs  of  the  ge- 
neral magazine,  and  of  the  quantity  of  pitch,  tar,  rofin,  hemp, 
timber,  cordage,  and  gun  powder,  muft  considerably  impede  the 
equipment  of  the  few  (hips  that  remain.  I  am  forry  to  have  been 
obliged  to  leave  any,  but  1  hope  your  Lordftiip  will  be  fatif- 
fied  that  we  did  as  much  as  our  circum'feribed  means  enabled  us 
to  do,  in  a  limited  time,  preflVd  as  we  were  i>y  a  force  fo  much 
fuperior  to  us.  1  have  the  honour  to  be,  &c.

On  Beard  the  Viftory*  Hieres  Bay,  Dec.  21,   1793. 
SIR, 

In  my  letter  of  the  12th  infant  I  ha:l  the  honour  to  acquaint 
you,  tVit  from  the  30th  of  November  to  that  time  no  particular 
event  it.ia  taken  place,  and  that  hi  fire  of  the  enemy  was  lefs 
frequent.  Puiing  this  period  ihey  wtre  daily  r  ceiving  rein- 
forcemerrts  from  every  quarter,  and  both  fides  were  bufily  em- 
ployed, wem  strengthening  our  poits,  and  the  enemy  in  efta- 
bliflii'v,  iicvv  bjtteries  againlt  Cape  Brun  and  Malhoulquet,  but 
principally  aga»nlt  Fort  Mulgrave,  on  the  Heights  of  Balaguier. 

From  all  concurring  accounts  of  defer; ers,  and  others,  the 
enemy's  army  was  now  hetween  30,000  and  40,000  men,  and 
an  attack  upon  our  pods  was  to  be  daily  expefted.  Thefe  from 
their  e(Tential,  though  detached,  fituations,  had  been  feverally 
ftren^thened  in  the  proportion  their  circumlbnces  required,  ha- 
ving i'uch  central  force  in  the  town  as  was  deemed  ntceflary  for 
its  immediate  guard,  and  for  affording  a  degree  of  fuccour  to 
any  point  that  might  be  more  particularly  attacked* 

For  the  complete  defence  of  the  town  and  its  extenfive  harbour, 
we  had  long  been  obliged  to  occupy  a  circumference  of  at  lead 
fifteen  miles,  by  eight  principal  pofts,  with  their  feveral  inter- 
mediate dependent  ones;  the  greateft  part  of  thefe  were  merely 
of  a  temporary  nature,  fuch  as  our  means  allowed  us  to  con- 
flruft;  and,  of  our  force,  which  never  exceeded  i2,coo  men 
hearing  firelocks,  and  compofed  of  five  different  nations  and  lan- 
guages, near  9000  were  placed  in  or  fupporting  thofe  pofts,  and 
about  3000  remained  in  the  town. 

On  the  1 6th,  at  half  pail  two  o'clock  in  the  morning,  the  ene- 
my, who  had  before  fired  from  three  batteries  on  Fort  Mulgrave, 
now  opened  two  new  ones,  and  continued  a  very  heavy  cannon- 
ade and  bombardment  on  that  poll  till  next  morning.  The  works 
funvpjd  much-  The  number  of  men  killed  and  difabled  was 
confiderahle.  The  weather  was  rainy,  and  the  confequent  fa- 
tigue great. 

At  two  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  17th  the  enemy,  who 
had  every  advantage  in  aflembhng  and  fuddenly  advancing,  at- 
tacked the  fort  in  great  force.  Although  no  part  of  this  tem- 
porary pod  was  fuch  as  could  well  refift  determined  troops,  yet, 
for  a  confiderable  time,  it  was  defended  ;  but,  on  the  enemy  en- 
tering on  the  Spanifh  fide,  the  Britifh  quarter,  commanded  by 
Captain  Connolly  of  the  18th  regiment,  could  not  be  much  lon- 
ger maintained,  notwithstanding  leveral  gal i ant  efforts  were  made 
for  that  purpofe.  It  was  therefore,  at  lad,  carried,  and  the  re- 
mains 
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mains  of  the  garrifon  of  700  men  retired'  towards  die  fliore  of 
Balaguier,  under  the  protection  of  the  other  pofts  eftabliftied  on 
fhofe  heights,  and  which  continued  to  be  faintly  attacked  by  the 
enemy,  *s  this  pofttion  of  Balaguier  was  a  mod  eflential  one 
for  the  prefervation  of  the  harbour,  and  as  we  had  no  commu- 
nication with  it  but  by  water,  2200  men  had  been  placed  there 
for  ibme  time  part.  On  the  night  preceding  the  attack  300  more 
men  had  been  fent  oyer,  and  on  the  morning  Af  the  17th  400 
were  embarked  ftill  farther  tofupport  it. 

When  the  firing  at  Balaguier  ceafed,  we  remained  in  anxious 
fufpence  as  to  the  event  till  a  little  before  day  light,  when  a  new 
fcene  opened,  by  an  attack  on  all  our  pofts,  on  the  mountain  of 
Pharon.  The  enemy  were  repulfed  on  theeaft  fide,  where  was 
©or  principal  force  of  about  700  men,  commanded  by  a  moft 
diftinguifhed  officer,  the  Piedmontefe  Colonel  de  Jermagnan, 
whofe  loft  we  deeply  lament ;  but  on  the  back  of  the  mountain, 
near  i8o0%et  high,  fteep,  rocky,  deemed  a  1  moft  inacceffible, 
and  which  we  bad laboured  much  to  makefo,  they  found  means, 
once  more,  to  penetrate  between  our  pofts,  which  occupied  an 
extent  of  above  two  miles,  guarded  by  about  450  men,  and,  in 
a  very  fhort  fpace  of  time,  we  faw,  that  with  great  numbers  of 
men,  they  crowded  all  that  fide  of  the  mountain  which  erer- 
looks  Toulon*  The  particulars  of  this  event  1  am  not  yet  ena- 
bled to  ascertain,  but  I  have  every  reafon  to  think  that  they  did 
not  enter  at  a  Britilh  port. 

Our  line  of  defence,  which,  as  I  have  mentioned,  occupied  a 
circumference  of  at  leaft  15  miles,  and  with  points  of  which 
we  had  only  a  water  communication,  being  thus  broken  in  upon, 
in  its  two  moft  eflential  pofts,  ir  became  neceffary  to  adopt de- 
crfive  meafures,  arifing  from  the  knowledge  of  the  whole  of  our 
aflual  fituation.  A  council  of  the  flag  and  general  officers  af- 
fcmhled.  They  determined  on  the  impra&icability  of  reftoring 
the  pofts  we  had  loft,  and  on  the  confequent  propriety  of  the 
fpeedieft  evacuation  of  the  town,  evidently,  and  by  the  report 
of  the  engineers  and  artillery  officers,  declared  untenable. 
JtJeafures  of  execution  were  taken  from  that  moment.  The  troops 
ivtre  withdrawn  from  the  heights  of  Balaguier  without  much 
interruption  from  the  enemy,  and  in  the  evening  fuch  pofts  as 
neceflarily  depended  on  the  pofleffionof  Pharon  were  fucceffively 
evacuated,  and  the  troops  drawn  in  towards  Toulon.  The  forts 
D'Artigues  and  St.  Catherine  ftill  remained,  together  with  Che 
pofts  of  Sablettes,  Cape  Brun,  and  Malboufquet,  from  which 
J.i ft  the  Spaniards  withdrew  in  the  night,  in  con  fequence  of  the 
fupporting  poft  of  Neapolitans,  atMicifley,  having  left  the  bat- 
tery there  eftabiifhed,  and  abandoned  it  without  orders.  Every 
attention  was  alto  given  to  enfure  the  tranquillity  of  the  town* 

In 
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In  the  night  the  Combined  fleets  took  a  new  ftatkm  in  the  outer 
road. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  18th,  the  Tick  and  wounded,  and 
the  Bntifli  field  artillery,  were  fent  off.  In  the  courfe  of  the 
day  the  poft  of  Cape  Brim  was  withdrawn  into  La  Malgue,  the 
poft  of  Sablettes  was  alfo  retired,  and  the  men  were  put  on  board. 
Meafures  were  arranged  for  the  final  embarkation,  during  the 
night,  of  the  Britifli,  Piedmontefe,  and  Spaniards,  who  occu- 
pied the  town,  and  of  the  troops  of  the  fame  nations,  who  were 
now  at  La  Malgue,  amounting  in  all  to  about  7,000  men,  for 
the  Neapolitans  had,  by  mid-day,  embarked. 

Having  determined  with  Lieutenant-General  Gravina,  com- 
manding the  Spanifh  troops,  that  inftead  of  embarking  at  the 
quays  and  in  the  arfenal  of  the  town,  our  whole  force  Jhould 
aflemble  near  Fort  La  Malgoe,  and  form  on  the  peninfula  which 
from  thence  extends  into  the  harbour,  every  previous  difpofition 
was  made,  and  every  care  taken  to  conceal  our  intention.  The 
arfenal  and  dock-yard  were  ftridtly  guarded.  The  troops  were 
ranged  accordingly  on  the  ramparts,  and  the  tranquillity  of  the 
town  was  much  enfured  from  the  time  the  enemy  began  to  throw 
ihells  and  (hot  into  it,  which  they  did  from  our  late  batteries  at 
Micifley  and  Malboufquet. 

About  ten  o'clock  at  night  fire  was  let  to  the  fhips  and  arfenal. 
We  immediately  began  Our  march,  and  the  evacuation  of  the 
town,  which  it  was  neceflary  fliould  be  made  with  fecrecy  and 
expedition.  The  fort  of  St.  Catherine  having,  without  orders, 
been  quitted  in  the  courfe  of  the  day,  and  poflefledby  the  enemy, 
the  confequent  early  knowledge  of  our  march,  had  we  taken 
the  common  route,  through  the  gate  of  Italy,  and  within  muf- 
quet  (hot  of  that  fort,  might  have  produced  great  inconvenience; 
we  therefore,  by  a  fally  poft,  gained  an  advanced  part  of  the 
road,  and  without  accident  were  enabled  to  quit  the  town,  ar- 
rive at  Fort  La  Malgue,  and  form  on  the  rifing  ground  imme- 
diately above  the  fhore.  The  boats  were  ready,  the  weather 
and  the  fea  in  the  higheft  degree  favourable :  the  embarkation 
began  about  eleven  o'clock,  and  by  day-break  on  the  19th  the 
whole,  without  interruption,  or  the  iofs  of  a  man,  were  on 
board  fhip. 

The  great  fire  in  the  arfenal,  the  blowing  up  of  the  powder 
(hips,  and  other  1;milar  events  which  took  place  in  the  night, 
certainly  tended  to  keep  the  enemy  in  a  date  of  fufpence  and  un- 
cerianty. 

As  the  fecuriry  of  this  operation  depended  much  on  the  pro- 
tection afforded  *rom  the  happy  fituation  of  Fort  La  Malgue, 
which  fo  effectually  commands  the  neck  of  the  Peninfula,  and 
the  judicious  ufe  that  ihould  be  made  of  it*  artllery,  this  im- 
portant lervice  was  allotted  to  Major  Koehler,  with  200  men, 

wl — 
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who,  after  feeing  the  laft  man  off  the  (Lore,  and  fpiking  all  the 
guns,  effected,  from  his  activity  and  intelligence,  bis  own  re- 
treat without  lofs. 

Captains  Elphingftone,  Hollwell,  and  Mathews,  fuperintended 
the  embarkation,  and  to  their  indefatigable  attention  and  good 
difpofi lions  we  are  indebted  for  the  happy  fuccefs  of  fo  import- 
ant an  operation.  Captain  Elphingftone,  as  the  Governor  of 
Fort  La  Malgue,  has  ably  afforded  me  the  inoft  eflential  affift.- 
ance,  in  his  command  and  arrangement  of  the  fcveral  important 
polls  included  in  that  diftricl. 

It  is  impoflible  for  me  toexprefs,  but  in  general  terms,  the  ap- 
probation that  is  due  to  the  conduct  and  merits  of  the  feveral 
commanding  officers,  and  indeed  of  every  officer,  in  every  rank 
and  fituation.  Troops  have  feldom  experienced,  for  fo  long  a. 
time,  a  fervice  more  ha r raffing,  diftreffing  and  fevere;  and  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  regiments  and  marines  have  gone  through 
it  with  that  exertion,  fpirit  and  good  will,  which  peculiarly  dif- 
tinguifh  the  Britifh  foldier.  At  Fort  Mulgrave,  Lieutenant 
Duncan,  fen*  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  was  fo  effentiaUy  ufeful, 
that  to  his  exertions  and  abilities  that  poft  was  much  indebted 
for  its  prefervation  for  fo  long  a  time. 

The  general  fervice  has  been  carried  on  with  the  moft  perfed 
harmony  and  zeal  of  the  navy  and  army.  From  our  deficiency 
in  artillery  men,  many  of  our  batteries  were  worked  by  feamen: 
they,  in  part,  guarded  fome  of  our  polls*,  and  their  aid  was  pe- 
culiarly ufeful  in  duties  of  fatigue  and  labour.  In  all  thefe  we 
found  the  influence  of  the  fuperior  activity  and  exertions  of  the 
Britifh  foldiers. 

It  was  the  con  (Ian  t  attention  of  Lord  Hood  to  relieve  our 
wants  and  alleviate  our  difficulties. 

The  Sardinian  troops  we  have  always  confidered  as  a  part  of 
ourfelves.  We  have  experienced  their  attachment  and  good  beha- 
viour, and  I  have  found  much  affiftance  from  the  ability  and  con- 
duct of  the  Chevalier  de  Revel,  and  from  Brigadier- General 
Richler,  who  commands  them. 

Notwithftanding  the  undefined  (ituation  of  command,  I  found 
every  difpofition  and  acquieicence  in  Lieutenant  General  Gravina, 
commanding  the  Spanifn  troops,  to  execute  every  propofed  mea  , 
furc  which  the  common  caufe  required. 

The  lofs  of  the  Britifh  on  the  17th  at  Fort  Mulgrave,  and  on 
the  Heights  of  Pharon,  amounts  to  about  300  men,  of  which, 
during  the  laft  four  days,  no  exacl  account  could  be  procured: 
And,  as  the  troops,  in  embarking,  were  put  on  board  the  nearefl 
and  moft  convenient  fhips,  till  they  are  again  united  in  corps,  I 
cannot  have  the  honour  of  tranfmitting  particular  returns,  nor 
even  knowing  the  detail  of  circumftances  that  attended  the  at- 
tack of  thofe  pofts.

It  i«  now  about  three  weeks  that,  from  the  unfortunate  accident 
of  General  O'Hara  being  made  prifoner,  the  Government  of 
Toulon  devolved  on  me ;  my  heft  exertions  hnve  not  been  wanting 
in  that  fituation,  and  I  humbly  hope  that  his  Majefty  may  be 
pleated  to  l«.ok  upon  them  in  a  favourable  light. 

1  beg  leave  to  add,  th.it  the  battalion  of  Royal  Louis,  and  two 
independent  companies  of  French  Chafleurs,  raifed  at  Toulon, 
have  behaved,  on  every  occafion,  with  fide'ity  and  fpirir.  They 
embarked  at  La  Malg»ie,  to  the  number  of  about  600  men,  and 
are  now  with  us.

Sunday,  June  2. 

ffT)itehal^  June  1. 

Captain  Maitland,  of  the  63d  regiment,  arrived  this  afternoon 
with  a  difpatch  from  Major-General  Cuyler  to  Mr,  Dundas,  of 

w^hich  the  following  is  a  copy  : 

« 

"  Head  Quarters)  Tobogoy  April  18,   1 793. 
"SIR, 

"  In  my  letter  of  the  4th  inftant,  I  had  the  honour  to  ac- 
quaint ycu,  that  I  then  only  waited  for  the  arrival  of  Vice-Ad- 
miral Sir  John  Laforey,  to  carry  into  execution  the  contents  of 
your  letter  of  the  10th  of  February  laft. 

Having 
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Having  previously  ordered  to,  be  embarked  the  neceflary  artil- 
lery, ftores,  provifion,  and  camp  equipage,  on  board  of  fome 
faft  failing  fchooiurs,  hired  for  the  purpofe,  i  acquainted  the 
Admiral,  upon  his  anival  at  Baibadoes  on  the  ioth  inftant  at 
nocn,  that  we  were  ready  to  proceed. 

His  Majefty's  (hips,  the  Trufty,  of  fifty  guns,  and  Nautilus, 
of  eighteen,  being  equally  fo,  the  embarkation  <  f  the  detachment 
of  royal  artillery,  and  of  nine  companies  of  the  fourth  battalion 
of  the  6oth  regime nr,  took  place  on  the  i  ith  inftant.  Thcfe, 
with  the  two  rlank  companies  of  the  ,9th  regiment,  under  the 
command  of  Major  Dai  Hie,  which  were  brought  from  St.  Kitt's 
by  the  Admiral's  fhip,  rompofed  the  whole  of  the  force  for  the 
expedition,  a  return  of  which  I  have  the  how  u<  herewith  to  in- 
dole to  you.  The  I  rufty,  Nautilus,  and  Hind  fchooners 
being  inefficient  for  the  reception  of  the  troops,  I  accepted 
of  the  voluntary  offer  of  Captain  Spencer,  of  the  merchant 
(hip  Hero,  to  convey  a  part  of  the  fourth  battalion  of  the  60th 
repiment. 

The  i£th  of  April  we  failed;  the  \A*h  inftant,  at  one  o'clock 
>n  the  afternoon,  we  arrived  in  Great  Courland  Bav. 

The  necefTry  orders  having  been  given  for  the  di {Embarkation 
and  difpofition  of  the  troops  on  landing,  the  whole  was  on  fliore 
by  three,  together  with  twenty- five  marines  from  the  Trufty, 
commanded  by  Major  Bright,  which  the  Admiral  moft  readily 
granted  upon  my  application. 

We  immediately  advanced  within  fight  of  the  enemy's  fort, 
whence  1  fent  a  fummons  to  Monfieur  Monteil,  Lieutenant-Co- 
lonel of  the  3 2d  regiment,  and  Commandant  of  the  iiland,  to 
(ui  render.      He  refufed. 

The  fituation  of  the  enemy's  work,  which  they  had  lately 
been  ftrengthening  to  the  utmoft  of  their  power,  was  evidently 
much  ftronger  than  I  had  been  taught  to  believe,  and  every  day, 
jncreafed  this  ftrcngth.  Our  numbers  were  unequal  to  the  ope- 
rations of  a  fiege.  Seeing  there  was  no  time  to  1  e  loft,  1  deter- 
mined to  aflauh  the  poll  that  night. 

The  troops  lay  upon  their  arms  a'  the  place  where  we  had 
halted  until  one  o'clock,  at  which  time  we  formed,  and  marched 
at  half  paft  one,  leaving  the  artillery  under  the  care  of  Lieute- 
nant Hope  and  the  detachment.  We  had  more  than  two  miles 
to  proceed. 

The  men  were  pofitively  forbidden  to  fire,  but  to  truft  en- 
tirely to  the  bayonet;  the  fmallnefs  of  our  number  not  juftify- 
ing  a  diverfion  to  favour  the  general  attack,  which/ was  deter- 
mined to  be  on  the  north -weft  iide,  whete  I  had  reafon  to  believe 
the  work  was  moft  im perfect. 

We  reached  the  town  of  Scarborough  undifcovered,  but  here 
we  were  fired  upon  from  a  houfe  by  foine  of  the  French  inhabi- 
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tants,  which  gave  the  garrifon  the  ahrm;  however,  no  return 
of  lire  or  delay  was  made. 

In  confequence  of  a  negro,  who  fervetl  as  a  guide  to  the  gre- 
nadier?, running  av\ay,  a  part  of  the  column  fep.wated  in  rnoiint- 
ing  the  lull;  this  occafioned  a  delay  and  feparation  that  coui  *■  not 
be  rectified  during  the  night,  which  was  extiemely  daik.  Sej  a- 
rated,  however,  as  they  were,  the  troops  approached  the  fort; 
the  light  infantry  and  a  part  of  the  grenadiers  on  that  fide  where 
the  fort  was  molt  defenceleis,  and  where  the  whole  were  to  have 
made  their  effort. 

The  other  part  of  the  troops  having  taken  the  road  wheh  'ed 
diredlly  to  the  ba;rier,  and  the  enemy's  tire  commercing  on  the 
flank  companies,  the  former  advanced  to  attack  the  barrier,  under 
a  heavy  fire  of  round  and  grape  (hot  and  mufquetry,  u  hich  drew 
the  attention  of  the  enemy  to  this  part  of  ihe  work ;  and  the  flank 
companies  at  that  moment  pi;fhing  forward,  very  gallantly  en- 
tered the  wok;  upon  which  the  enen.y  fur  rendered,  and  the 
humanity  of  the  Britifh  troops  accepted  of  them  as  prifbners  of 
war. 

Great  praife  is  due  to  the  officers  and  men  for  their  behaviour, 
and  particularly  to  Major  Bailhe  and  Major  Gordon,  the  lat'er  of 
whom  left  the  command  of  his  battalion,  and  foliciteJ  to  lead 
the  two  light  companies. 

I  cannot  lufficiently  exprefs  the  obligations  I  am  under  to  Vice- 
Admiral  Sir  John  Laforey,  for  his  ready  an!  zealous  exertions 
and  afl  fiance  to  u  in  every  iiep  of  the  buiinefs.  I  am  alio  greatly 
indebted  to  Luutenant-Colonel  V]yers,  of  t!>e  15th  rcgimrnt. 
and  to  Lieutenant-Colonel  Lloyd,  of  the  royal  artillery.  I  had 
fent  for  the  former  from  Dominica,  as  being  an  officer  of  known 
abilities,  and  had  chofen  him  is  a  proper  perfon  to  beat  the  head 
of  the  Qinrter-Malier  General's  department  in  this  country,  to 
which  I  have  appointed  him  deputy,  until  his  Majefty's  plcafure 
be  known. 

Inclofed  I  have  the  honour  to  fend  you  a  return  of  the  killed 
and  wounded,  and  of  the  priioners  taken  in  the  fort ;  alfo  of  the 
enemy's  artillery  and  llores

Bring  ordered  by  his  Excellency  General  Cuyler  to  proceed 
with  a  flag  of  truce  to  th-*  fcrt,  to  lummon  the  Commandant  ok 
the  French  troops  to  furrender  to  the  Britifh  forces,  I  left  the 
General  at  a  quarter  part  four,  at  the  di fiance  of  three  miles  from 
the  fort,  where  I  arrived  at  half  part  five,  and,  being  blindfolded 
at  thefirit  barres,  was  conduced  to  the  Commandant,  to  whom 
I  delivered  the  following  fummons  : 
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The  Commander  in  Chief  of  his  Britannic  Majefty's  foi«e$, 
defired  me  to„acquaint  the  commanding  officer  of  the  French 
troops,  of  his  having  landed  on  the  ifland  with  a  considerable 
force,  and  is  to  be  fupporteo1  by  a  powerful  fleet  at  an  anchor  in 
fome  part  of  the  ifland.  He  fummous  you  to  furrender  pri- 
foners  of  war,  with  all  the  troops  under  your  order,  The  offi 
jeers  will  be  allowed  their  parole.  Their  baggage  fliall  he  fafe,. 
and  they  will  be  exchanged  as  foon  as  a  cartel  is  fettled  between 
jhe  two  nations.  The  Britilh  General  referves  to  himielf  the 
power  of  exchanging  the  officers  either  in  thjscountiy  or  in  Eu- 
rope.

I  am  obligee?  to  the  JBritifh  General  for  his  information  and 
kindnefs,  and  fhould  betray  the  trull  repofed  in  me  to  furrender 
without  having  tried  the  ft  length  of  the  enemy.  I  have  between 
four  and  five  hundred  men  to  depend  on,  and  will  not  furrender 
until  compelled  to  do  fo  by  a  fupeiior  force  within  this  fort.

"SIR, 

.  c<  I  beg  leave  jto  acquaint  you,  for  their  Lordfiiips'  informa- 
tion, with  the  capture  of  the  ifland  of  Tobago. 

"  I  failed  with  part  of  my  fquadron  from  Barbadoes  the  19th 
tnftant,  accompanying  Major-General  Cuyler,  with  the  land 
forces  deftined  for  the  expedition,  and  put  them  on  (hore  in  this 
bay  on  the  evening  of  the  14th,  where  General  Cuyler,  having 
received  intelligence  that  rendered  it  neceffary  to  lofe  no  time  in 

*T  \v\% 
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his  .advances,  marched  immediately  acrofs  the  ifland  to  Scarbo- 
rough, and  at  three  o'clock  on  the  next  morning,  after  having 
fummoned  ihe  fort  to  furrender,  effectually  ftormed  the  works, 
and  carried  rhem  again  ft  a  ftrong  lefiftance  with  fbme  lofs,  the 
number  of  the  enemy  that  defended  them  being  fully  equal  to 
that  of  his  Majefty's  troops  who  made  the  attack.

I  have  the  honoi:r  to  acquaint  you,  that  the  Iflands  of  St. 
Pierre  and  Miquelon  fur  rendered  at  Uifcretion  to  His  Majefty's 
Forces  on  the  14th  iuftant. 

Jn  obedience  to  His  Majefty's  commands,  fignified  to  me  in 
y>ur  letter  of  15th  of  February,  having  confulted  at  Halifax  with 
Captain  Affleck,  commanding  his  Majefty's  Ihip  Alligator,  I 
embarked  without  lofs  of  time,  for  the  attack  of  thefe  iflands,  with 
a  detachment  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  and  310  rank  and  file,  with 
officers  and  non  commiifioned  officers  tvt  proportion,  of  the  4th 
and  65th  regiments,  on  board  that  fhip,  a  King's  fcooner,  and 
tin e^  iranf  ?orts,  and  Jailed  on  the  7th  mflant. 

On  the  14th  about  day -break,  we  made  the  iftand  of  St.  Pierre; 
and  Captain  Affleck  having  made  a  difpofition  to  proceed  by  the 
Channel  of  Miquelnn,  a  convenient  place  in  that  ftrait  for  de* 
barking  the  troops  offering,  and  our  information  from  different 
quarteis  (however  impeifedl)  giving  us  reafon  to  fuppofe  that  a 
French  frigate  was  in  the  harbour,    and  of  the  farther  defences, 
of  which   we  had  not  been  able  to  gain  any  real  intelligence,   I 
propofed  to  Captain  Afflrft  to  land  the  Loops,  that  an  attack  by 
fea  and  land  might  be  made  at  the  lame  time,  with  which  he  per- 
fectly coincided;  and  accordingly  1  luided,  with  great  part  of 
the  troop*,  in  the  Auce  a  Savoyard,  about  five  miles  to  the  weft- 
ward  of  tlie  town,  and  proceeded  towards  it,   fending  a  fummons 
from  Captain  Affleck  and  myfclf  to  the  Commandant  *or  the  im- 
mediate furrender  of  the  iflind;  when  an  anfwer  bring  returned, 
demanding   Terms  cf  capitulation,  they  were  decidedly  refufed. 
The  troops  continued  their  march,  and  having  reached,  without 
oppofition,  the  heights  a!  ove  the  town,  the  Alligator  at  the  faircc 
time  appearing  in  fight  rf  the  harbour,  the  commandant,  Mon- 
fieur  Danfvillc,  (who  from  Circumftances  was  under  the  Com- 
mune  of  the  iilancl)  furrendered  the  iflands  of  St.  Pierre  and  Mi- 
quelon at  dilcrction,  and  pofTeftion  was  immediately  taken  of  the 
battery  and  places  of  defence  nearvthe  town  and  haibour.

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The  garrifon  confided  of  between  80  and  100  men  only,  but 
there  were  upwards  of  500  French  nftiermen  (exclufive  of  the  in- 
habitants) in  the  town,  who,  had  they  been  prepared  and  well 
armed,  might  have  made  gieat  oppofition.  1  hey  had  likewiie 
begun  to  put  in  a  (late  of  defence  the  battery  of  eight  twenty- 
fix  pounders,  which  erfeclually  defended  the  harbour. 

If,  from  fortunate  events,  no  opportunity  offered  for  the 
*troops  to  diftinguifh  themfelves,  it  would  be  doing  thegreateft  in- 
juftice  both  to  officers  and  men  if  1  did  not,  in  the  flrongeft  terms, 
mention  their  good  conducl,  difcipline  and  regularity,  the  flight- 
eft  depredation  not  having  been  committed  on  any  of  the  inhabi- 
tants by  the  troops  I  have  the  honour  to  command,  in  a  place  ta- 
ken in  the  manner  above  dated.

4  Letter  from  Captain  William  Affleck^  Commander  of  Afaje/lfs 
Ship  Alligator ",  to  Mr,  Stephens,  dated  St.  Pitfte,  May  20,  1793, 
was  this  Day  rcaive   j  of  which  the  fallowing  is  an  Extracl : 

Admiralty- Office,  June  30,   1793. 

I  acquainted  ny  Lords  Commiffionersof  the  Admiralty,  in  my 
letter  of  the  2d  ult.  from  Halifax,  that,  in  obedience  to  their 
lord  (hips'  orders,  I  intended  failing  on  the  6th  indant,  with  Bri- 
gadier-General Ogilvie  and  tra.ifports,  taking  with  me  the  Dili- 
gence armed  fcooner,  to  attack  the  iflands  of  St,  Pierre  and  Mi- 
quelon. 

You  will  be  pleafed  to  inform  their  Lordfliips  the  tranfports 
were  not  ready  to  receive  the  troops  till  the  7th,  on  which  day  I 
failed  with  them,  having  on  board  the  4th  and  part  of  the  65th 
regiments,  with  a  detachment  of  the  Royal  Artillery.  At  two 
A.  M.  on  the  14th,  made  the  ifland  of  St.  Pierre;  hove  to  with 
the  convoy  till  day-break.  Brigadier-General  Ogilvie  propofed, 
as  we  had  intelligence  of  a  French  frigate  being  in  the  harbour, 
(however  imperfedt)  that,  in  order  to  iecure  the  ifland,  it  would 
be  bed  to  effedt  a  landing  on  the  weftward.  I  perfectly  coincided 
with  the  General,  who  accordingly  landed  with  part  oft  he  troops, 
I  ordered  the  tranfports  to  follow,  and  immediately  made  fail  for 
the  harbour.  The  inclofed  fummons  from  the  General  and  my- 
felf  was  immediately  fent  to  the  commandant  for  the  immediate 
furrender  of  the  iflands.  An  anfwer  was  returned,  demanding 
terms  of  capitulation,  but  decidedly  refufed.  Monfieur  Danfe- 
ville,  the  Commandant,  then  fur  rendered  at  difcretion  the  iflands 
of  St.  Pierre  and  Miquelon  to  His  Majefly's  forces.  Their  gar- 
rifons  confided  of  near  100  men,  and  upwards  of  500  French 
fiihermen,  exclufive  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town*  They  were 
putting  their  Battery  in  a  date  of  defence,  mounting  eight  twen> 
ty-fix  pounders  and  four  fix  pounders,  which  effectually  defends 
tlie  harbour.  1  have  captured  eighteen  fmall  veflels  with  fifti, 
and  two  American  fcooners  with  provifions  and  naval  ftorcs. 
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ffis  Britannic  Majeft/s  Ship  Alligator,  off  St.  Pierre  s  Harbour, 

May  14,    1793. 

We  demand  the  immediate  furrender  of  the  iflands  St.  Pierre  and 
Miquelon  to  His  Britannic  Majefty's  Sea  and  land  forces.  No 
(capitulation  will  be  allowed,  but  every  indulgence  granted  to 
prifonersof  war  that  is  cuftomary  from  Britifh  commanders.

Extracl  of  a  letter  from  the  Hon,  Major  General  Bruce,  Commander 
in  Chief  of  his  Majeflys  Forces  in  the  Weft- Indies,  to  the  Right 
Hon.  Henry  Dundas,  one  of  his  Majeflys  Principal  Secretaries  of 
State,  dated  at  Sea,  off  Mart inico,  June  23,  1793.  Received 
Augufl  12. 

"SIR, 

"  In  my  letter  of  the  25th  of  May,  I  had  the  honour  to  ao* 
quaint  you,  that  1  waited  for  the  report  that  Colonel  Myer* 
fliould  bring  from  Martinico,  before  I  came  to  a  final  determina- 
tion refpedting  the  expedition  againft  that  ifland.  He  returned 
the  31ft  ultimo ;  and  the  information  he  brought  was,  that  the 
Planters  had  exprefled  great  confidence  if  we  would rape  down 

immediately 
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immediately,  though  only  with  a  very  fmall  force ;  and  on  the  6fk 
of  this  month  a  Deputation  arrived  here  from  the  Committee  /»- 
tcrmediaire,  with  a  very  earned  requeft  for  affiftance,  Hating, 
that  they  were  then  in  pofleflion  of  fome  very  important  polls  ; 
and  that  our  appearance,  with  a  force  even  not  exceeding  800 
men,  would  encourage  a  great  number  of  the  Royaiifts  to  declare 
themfelves,  who  only  waited  the  arrival  of  the  Englifh  for  this 
pur  pole. 

**  Thefe  representations  induced  me  to  undertake  the  expedi- 
tion ;  and  the  Admiral,  who  has  uniformly  complied  with  every 
requeft  that  I  have  made  him  for  forwarding  the  fervice  in  which 
we  are  engaged,  had  previoufly  confented  to  receive  on  board  the 
fleet  fuch  part  of  the  troops  as  he  could  conveniently  carry,  and 
by  this  means  fave  a  £reat  exp^nce  in  tranfports. 

4<  t  hey  embarked  accordingly  on  the  ioih,  and  arrived  off 
Caze  Navire  on  ti>e  nth.  1  he  officer  who  commanded  the 
Royaiifts,  immediately  proposed  an  attack  upon  the  town  of  St. 
Pierre,  which  he  faid  we  could  eaiily  make  ourfelves  mailers  of; 
and  that  the  influence  of  the  merchants  there  was  fuch  as  would 
procure  the  fubrniflion  of  the  reft  of  the  ifland,  Fort  Bourbon 
alone  excepted  ;  and  that  there  was  even  a  probability  that  this 
place  would  ve:  y  foon  furrender  for  want  of  proviGons. 

"  The  French  engineers  were  all  confident  in  the  fuccefs  of 
this  plan.  Willing  therefore,  to  (hew  how  leady  1  was  in  the 
fupport  of  their  caufe,  I  ordered  the  21ft  regiment  to  land  on 
the  1  ith  at  Caze  Navire,  and  there  take  poft,  which  enabled  the 
officer  who  commanded  the  Royaiifts,  to  colleft  all  his  force  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  St.  Pierre;  he  accordingly  moved,  and  I 
landed  the  reft  of  our  forces  on  the  i6th,  and  joined  him  at  a 
very  flrong  poft  within  about  fi\e  miles  of  St.  Pierre. 

"  The  Britifti  troops  con  fitted  of  the  grenadiers,  light  infan- 
try and  marines  from  the  fleet,  with  the  Carolina  Black  Corps, 
amounting  in  all  to  about  1 100  men.  The  corps  of  Royaiifts 
was  laid  to  be  about  800.  This  force  was  thought  to  be  per- 
fectly adequate  to  the  fervice  propofed.  We  were  retarded  in 
our  operations,  by  the  difficulty  of  bringing  up  the  fix  pounders 
to  their  ftations,  where  they  did  not  arrive  till  the  17th  in  the 
afternoon,  when  the  enemy  made  an  attack  upon  one  of  them, 
but  were'very  foon  driven  back  by  the  piquets  of  the  light  in- 
fantry ;  but,  I  am  forry  to  fay,  with  the  lots  of  Captain  Dunlop, 
•and  three  men  of  the  Royal  Americans. 

"  The  plan  we  had  concerted  was  the  attack  of  two  batteries, 
which  defended  St.  rierre,  the  taking  of  which  would  immedi- 
ately put  us  in  pofleflion  of  that  town. 

"  The  morning  of  the  1 8th  was  the  time  fixed;  and  we  were 

^to    move  forward    in   two  columns,  the   one  confiding  of  the 

Brittfh  troops.. the  other  of  the  Royaiifts.     For   this  purpofe, 

\5e^ 
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the  troops  were  put  in  motion  before  day-break  :  but  nrifoftu* 
nately  fome  alarm  having  taken  place  among  the  Royalifts,  they 
began  in  a  miftake  firing  on  one  another  :  and  their  Commander 
being  feverely  wounded  on  the  occafion,  his  troops  were  im me- 
dately  difconcerted,  would  not  fubmit  to  the  control  of  any  of 
the  other  officers  and  inftantly  retired  to  the  pofr  from  which 
they  had  marched 

"  This  conduit  ftrongly  proved  that  no  dependence  could  be 
placed  on  them,  and  the  attack  againft  St.  Pierre  muft  folely 
have  been  carried  on  by  the  Britifh  troops,  to  which  their  num- 
bers were  not  equal  ;  and,  as  they  luckily  were  not  yet  engaged 
with  the  enemy,  they  were  oul  red  immediately  to  return  to  their 
former  poll,  from  whence  thoy  embarked  on  the  19th  ;  and  the 
21  ft  regiment  likewife  embarked  from  their  poft  on  the  21ft,  the 
navy,  as  ufual,  giving  the  moft  ready  affiftance 

"  As  the  Royalifts  would  certainly  fall  facrifices  to  the  im- 
placable malignity  of  the  Republican  party  as  foon  as  we  quitted 
the  if]  a  net,  it  became  in  a  manner  incumbent  on  us,  in  fupport 
of  the  national  character,  to  ufe  our  utmoft  exertions,  to  bring 
thefe  unhappy  people  from  the  (bore;  and  although  the  neceffity 
of  impreffinK  fuch  veflels  as  could  be  found,  and  the  purchafmg 
provisions  from  the  merchant-veffels  attending  the  army,  will 
incur  a  grear  expence,  1  have  ventered  upon  it,  trufting  to  the 
generous  and  humane  difpofition  exhibited  by  the  nation  on  all 
fimilar  occafions,  and  being  perfectly  afTured  of  finding  in  you 
an  advocate  for  refening  fo  many  unfortunate  perfons  from  cer- 
tain dea'h. 

u  We  therefore  were  employed  in  embarking  thefe  people 
from  the  mth  to  the  21ft.  fiefides  Whites,  there  were  a  num- 
ber of  Blacks,  whofe  fituation  was  equallv  perilous  :  I  have 
diftributed  them  among  the  ifhnds  in  the  beft  manner  that  the 
fhortnefs  of  our  time  would  admit,

Copy   of  a    letter  from  Major  General  lV\ll\a>tfon%  dated  Jamaica, 

Ofi.?j,  1793. 
"  Sir, 
"  I  had   the  honour  to   inform  you,  in   my  letter  of  8th  of 
September,  that  the  next  day,  the  13th  regiment,  the  two  flank 
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companies  of  the  49th,  and  a  detachment  of  artillen*  were  to 
fa»l,  to  take  pofleflion  or  Jertmie,  the  proportions  or  cipituln- 
tion  having  been  accepted.  ' 

c<  Commodore  Ford,  in  whofe  praife  I  cannot  fay  too  much, 
failed  with  the  expedition.  ')  he  greateft  part  of  the  troops  were 
embarked  on  board  his  Majeily's  lhips.  Tranfports  were  nc- 
ceflary  for  the  proviiions  and  itores. 

•'The  whole  arrived  at  Jeremie  the  19th,  in  the  evening; 
and  a  deputation  was  lent  from  the  Council,  requeuing  the  * 
hnglifh  colours,  that  they  might  be  immediately  hoiited ;  but  it 
Was  judged  heft  to  land  early  the  next  morning,  when  the  whole 
tli ft- m barked,  and  the  colours  were  hoifted  at  both  forts,  with 
two  iaiutes  of  twenty-one  guns,  and  anfwered  by  the  Commo- 
dore and  hi*  fijuadron.  The  troops  were  received  with  the 
lcudrf*  acclimations  from  all  ranks. 

"  I  mentioned  in  my  lett  r,  that  a  Monf.  Carles,  of  the  Etat 
Major  of  the  Mole,   was  on  board  of  the  Commodore. 

'•  The  Commodore  only  remained  a  few  hours  at  Jeremic 
after  the  troops  were  landed,  and  failed  for  the  Mole,  where  he 
arrived  the  2 ad,  and  fent  Monf.  Carles  on  fhore.  The  next 
dav  at  feven  in  the  morning,  a  deputation  of  twenty  perfons 
came  dn  board  the  Commodore,  who  was  cruifing  off  the  en- 
trance of  the  Mole,  to  inform  him,  that  they  wi (lied  to  accept 
df  the  fame  capitulation  as  Jeremie,  and  begged  the  Commo- 
dore to  grant  it  them,  which  was  accordingly  done,  and  the 
Europa  failed  tip  the  harbour.  When  the  fort  at  Pre  "que  Ifle, 
faw  the  (hip  under  weigh,  they  fired  three  guns  as  a  fignal,  and 
hpifk'd  the  Engtifh  colours,  the  fame  at  Fort  Orleans;  and  when 
the  Europa  came  to  an  snehor  flie  was  faluted  with  twenty-oifi 
giins  from  all  the  forts  and  all  the  vetfels  in  the  harbour,  which 
Was  anfwered  by  the  Commodore.  Fifty  marines  were  landed, 
under  Captain  Robertfon,  who  took  the  command  of  the  garri* 
fon.  The  Commodore  lent  a  fail-Oiling  fchooner  to  Jeremie 
for  fome  troops ;  the  grenadier  company  of  the  13th  regiment 
was  immediately  embarked,  and  arrived  at  the  Mole  the  28th. 

"It  being  a  place  of  fuch  importance,  and  literally  the  key  of 
8ti  Domingo,  1  judge  it  neceffary  to  ftrengthen  the  garrifon  ; 
accordingly  Lieutenant-Colonel  Danfev,  with  five  companies  of 
the  49th  regiment,  failed  the  7  h  on  board  two  of  the  frigates  ;  and 
I  (hall  order  the  remaining  three  compaines  to  hold  themfelves  in 
readinefs  for  embarkation  on  board  of  another  frigate. 

u  The  packet  not  failing  till  the  2ifr,  and  two  fhips  failing 
the  ioth,  one  for  London  and  the  other  for  Liverpool,  I  have 
the  honour  to  fend  you  a  fhort  {ketch  of  our  operations,  and  fhali 
be  more  explicit  by  the  packet.

•mtil  a  Colonial  Affembly  can  be  formed,  h  s  Britannic  Majefty

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of  the  colony  (except  thofe  of  his  Majefty's  naval  forces  deflined 
for  its  protection)  (hall  always  be  defrayed  by  the  faid  colony.

Art.  XI.  His  Britannic  Majefty's  Governor  of  St.  Do- 
iningo  (hall  apply  to  the  Spanifh  Government,  to  obtain  reiii- 
tution  of  the  negroes  and  cattle  fold  upon  the  Spanifh  territory 
by  the  revolted  flaves. 

Anfwer.     Granted. 

Art.  XII.  The  importation  in  American  bottom?,  of  pro- 
viGons,  cattle,  grain,  and'  wood  of  every  kind,  from  the  Uni- 
ted-State^ of  America,  ihall  he  allowed  at  St.  Domingo. 

Anfwer.  Granted.  On  condition  that  the  American  Pnins, 
which  fnall  be  employed  in  this  trade,  fhall  have  only  one  deck; 
and  tills  importation  Ihall  he  allowed  only  as  long  as  it  (hall  ap- 
pear necefiary  for  the  re-cftabiifhrnent  or  fubfiftence  of  the  co- 
lony, or  until  mealures  have  been  taken  for  putting  it  in  this 
refpfcA  upon  the  fame  footing  as  other  fcnglifti  colonies;  and  an 
exacl  account  ihall  be  kept  of  the  faid  vtffels,  with  the  defcrip- 
tion  of  th  ir cargoes,  and  Ihall  be»tranfrnitted  every  three  months 
to  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  Cqmmiflioncrs  of  his  Ma- 
jefty's  Treafury,  a'*  well  as  to  one  of  the  principal  Secre'aries  of 
State  ;  and  on  no  account  whatfoever  fhall  any  of  the  faid  veflels 
be  allowed  to  take  in  return  any  production  <«f  the  colony,  ex- 
cept molaffes  and  rum.

No  exert  ion  of  mine  (hall  be  wanting  on  thiit  head. 

"  You  have  already  heard  from  Commodore  Ford,  the  fitua- 
tion  and  importance  of  this  poft,  which  nothing  can  more  ma- 
nifeft  than  his  remaining  here  to  protect  us."

Letters  were  this  day  received  from  Commodore  Ford,  Com* 
mander  in  Chief  of  his  Majrfty's  (hips  and  veffels  at  Jamaica, 
to  Mr  Stephens;  of  which  the  following  are  extracts,  together 
with  copies  of  papers  therein  referred  to.

Europa,  Mole  of  Cape  St.  Nicbola,  Sept.  26,  1793. 

"  In  my  letter  of  the  8th  inftant  I  informed  their  Lordfliips 
that  1  was  proceeding  to  Jeremie  with  a  detachment  of  troops, 
commanded  by  Lieutenant -Colonel  Whitelocke  of  the  13th  re- 
giment, to  take  a  poft  at  that  place  in  the  name  of  his  Britan- 
nic Majefty,  agreeable  to  a  capitulation  figned  by  General  Wil- 
Jiamfon  and  Monf.  Charmily;  and  I  have  the  fatisfadHon  to 

ad** 
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add,  that  the  fquadron  arrived  there  on  the  evening  of  the  I9tht 
and  that  the  troops  landed  the  fubfequent  morning,  and  were  re- 
ceived hy  the  inhabitants  with  every  demonftration  of  joy  and 
fidelity,  and  the  Britifli  colours  hoifted  under  a  royal  falute,  with 
the  ufual  ceremonies  on  fuch  occafions.     No  time  was  loft  in 
landing  the  artillery  and  (tores,  and,  as  the  weather  was  fufpi- 
cious,  the  anchorage  bad,  and  a   heavy  fea   fetting  in,    I  judged 
it  heft  to  quit  the   bay  in  the  evening,  there  being  no  danger  to 
be  apprehended  from  the  naval  force  of  the  enr*my  ;  and,  in  or- 
der to  give  Colonel  Whitekcke  an   opportunity  to  fecure  hirn- 
felf  as  toon  as  poflible,  I  directed  Captain   Rowley,  of  his  Ma- 
jetty's  fhip  Penelope,  to  take  the  Iphtgenia,  Hermione,  and  Spit- 
tire  fell  >oner,  under  his  command,  and  proceed  to  Bay  des  Fla- 
inands,  near  St.  Louis,  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  ifland,  and  endea- 
vour by  way  of  a  diveriion,  to  taktf  or  deftroy  fome  me?chant 
fliips  that   were  to  remain  there  during  the  hurricane  months, 
and  I  proceeded    myfelf,  with  the  Europa,  Goelan-brig,   and 
Flying  Fifh  fchooner  towards  the  Mole,  with   Major  Carles, 
a  French  offictr  belonging  to  the  town  of  the  Mole  of  Cape 
St.  Nicholas,  who  had  been  captured  and  carried  into  Naffau,  by 
a  Providence  privateer,   and  afterwards  fent  by  Lord  Dunmore 
to  Jamaica,  where  he  arrived  the  day  before  the  fquadron  failed, 
with  letters  to  the  governor  and  myfelf.     Upon  examination  of 
the  Major,  it  appeared  that  the  garrifon  and  inhabitants   would 
furrender  themielves  to  the  arms  of  Great- Britain,  provided  a 
certain  number  of  troops  could  be  fent  to  fupport  them  ;  and  it 
was  agreed  that  I   fhould  carry  h'm   up  in  the  Europa   to  Je- 
remie;  and,  when  the  troops  were  Ian. ted,  to  fend  him  in  a  flag 
of  truce  to  the  Mole  to  found   their  difpofitions,  and   then  for 
him  to  return  to  Jamaica  and  fix  on  the  plan;  but,  as  1  found 
at  Jeremu.  that  a  fpeedy  attack  on  the  Mole  was  meditated  by 
the  Civ:!  Commiflaries,  I  thought  it  would  be  mod  conducive  to 
his   Ma  if  fly's  fervice   to   proceed  there  myfelf,   in  order  to  give 
all    poiiiole  countenance  to  the   million  ;  and,   in  confequence, 
I  fent  Major  Carles,  on  the  evening  of  the  2ifl,  on  board  the 
Flying-F  ifh  fchooner,  to   be  landed    in   the  night  at  a  certain 
fpot,  and  directed  the  Goelan   to   keep  between  the  Flying-Fifh 
and  Europa,  to  give  him   fupport  if  neceflary.     Soon  after  day 
light,  a  lignal  that  an  enemy  was  in  fight,  was  difcovered  on 
board  the  Flying- Filh ;  and  upon  the  Europa  opening  the  fouth 
point  of  the  Mole,  feveral  armed   veflVls  were  feen  in   chafe  of 
her,  but  which  returned    to  the  town    immediately,  by   which 
circumilance,  Lieutenant  Prevoft  was  enabled  to  join  me,  and 
from  whom    I   was   informed   that  the  Major,  with  three  other 
French  gentlemen,  a  midfhipman  and  boat's  crew,  had  been  ta- 
ken in  landing  by  an  armed  fchooner,  and  carried  to  the  town, 
from  which  1    diew  a  conclufion  not  very   favourable  to  our 
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views,  and  the  day  pafled  in  filent  apprehenfion  fcr  the  MajorV 
lafety  :  but,  abour  five  P.  M.  a  gun  was  fire*!  from  the  Pref- 
qu'ile,  and,  with  joy  I  difcovertd  the  private  iignal,  which  I 
had  previouily  concerted  with  the  French  officer;  on  which  I 
approached  the  battery  as  near  as  poffihle,  under  the  neceffary 
precautions  ;  and,  about  nine  o'clock,  a  boat  came  off  with  fe- 
veral  officers  belonging  to  Dillon's  regiment,  with  profeffions 
of  friendlhip  and  fidelity  to  the  King  ot  Great  Britain ;  at  tht 
fame  time  alluring  me  that  unlets  they  received  immediate  fup- 
port,  all  would  he  loll;  that  the  blacks  and  mulattoes  at  Jean 
Rabel,  amounting  to  eight  or  ten  thoufand,  were  expected 
every  hour  to  attack  them;  that  the  inhabitants,  from  fevert 
duty  and  extreme  mifery,  wi»re  divided  and  relaxed  into  de- 
fpondency,  and  in  contemplation  to  fly  to  America ;  and  that 
their  goods  were  embarked  in  the  vefHs  in  the  port  for  that 
purpofe;  th««t  the  troops  of  rhe  line  (through  the  intrigues  of 
the  Civil  Cbmmiilaries)  mamfelted  ftrong  fymptoms  to  a  gene- 
ral mutiny,  and  th.«t  they  had  ("cut  fifty-five  mutineers  of  Dil- 
lon's regiment  to  Charleiton  the  day  before.  From  thele  cir- 
cumftances,  I  evidently  faw  that  no  time  was  to  be  loft;  and,  I 
determined  fom  that  moment,  to  try  what  could  be  done  with 
the  force  of  :he  fquadron;  to  which  end  I  fent  the  officers  on 
fhore  to  get  the  capitulation  figned  (it  being  exa&ly  the  fame  as 
that  of  Jeremie,  with  the  addition  of  the  laft  article  refpecling 
the  officers  and  troops  of  the  garrifon)  with  whi«  h  they  returned 
foon  after  day  light  in  the  morning;  and,  having  publicly  ac- 
cepted it  en  the  quarter-deck,  with  Vive  le  Roi  d'Angleterre, 
and  three  cheers  on  each  fide,  I  proceeded  to  the  anchorage 
without  hefitation,  hoifted  the  British  flag  on  feveral  batteries, 
and  took  pofleffion  of  the  town  and  its  dependencies  (the  parifh 
of  Bom  bar  de  and  platform  included)  in  the  name  of  his  Britannic 
Majefty,  with  the  marines  of  the  Europa,  commanded  by  Cap- 
tain Rebinfon,  an  officer  of  diftinguilhed  merit  and  abilities  in 
his  proteffion;  and  whom  I  have  di reeled  to  a£l  as  Brevet-Major 
for  the  prefent,  in  order  to  give  him  fuperior  rank  to  the  late 
Commandant,  till  General  VV'illiamfon  can  make  the  ncceflTary 
arrangements;  holding  200  feamen  in  readinefs  to  land  if  neceflV 
ry,  at  a  moment's  warning  ;  and  1  have  the  fatisfadtion  of  inform- 
ing their  Lord  (hips,  that  we  are  in  pofleffion  of  the  fined  har- 
bour in  the  Weft-Indies,  guarded  by  batteries  incredibly  ftrong. 
An  account  of  the  ordnance,  ammunition,  and  military  ftores  in 
the  magazines,  you  will  receive  herewith. 

"I  cannot  conclude  my  letter,  without  expreffingmy  approba- 
tion of  the  firm  and  regular  conduct  of  the  officers,  feamen,  and 
marines  of  the  fquadron  under  my  command,  particularly  Ca;> 
Cains  Gregory  and  Wolley,  whofe  zeal  and  attention  haw-  iw-> 
vnufually  conspicuous  on  this  occafion.  And  1  lliould be  *„;.;. i ..^ 
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in  iuftice  to  the  officers  and  troop?  of  the  garrifon,  if  I  did  not 
(late  their  merit,  in  having ;  f ^  long  refilled  the  dangerous  princi- 
ples vf  the  Civil  CoinmilT.iries,  and  maintained  with  firm  nets 
and  encrgv,  thofe  of  a  monarchical  government  which  no  per- 
fuafion  could  {hake  or  intrigue  confound.

"  In  additon  to  my  letter  of  the  26th  ulr.  vou  will  he  pleafed 
to  inform  their  Lordfnips,  that  the  Flying-Fifti  fchooner,  which 
I  fent  to  Colonel  Whitekcke,  at  Jeremie,  with  a  requifitjon  for 
a  fmall  force  for  the  prcfent,  returned  on  the  28th  ult.  with  the. 
grenadier  company  of  the  13th  regiment;  and  his  Ma  jetty's  (hips 
Penelope  and  Iphigenia  arrived  on  the  nth  and  12th  inftant  from 
Jamaica,  with  five  companies  of  the  49th  regiment,  commanded 
by  Lieutenant -Colonel  Danfey,  whom  Governor  Williamfon. 
has  appointed  commandant  of  this  diftridt.  On  the  arrival  of 
tbefe  {hips,  I  was  informed  of  the  fuccefs  of  the  frigates,  which 
I  had  ordered  to  make  a  diverfion  at  Flamand's  Bay,  near  St. 
Louts;  and  have  enclofed  an  account  of  the  captures  they  made, 
though  their  merchant  fhips,  to  a  confiderable  amount^  had  eXca^- 

x  ^ 
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ed  to  Aux  Caves,  upon  their  receiving  intelligence  of  Britidi 
troops  being  landed  at  Jeremie. 

"  You  will  alio  acquaint  their  Lordfhips,  that  I  fci/ed,  upon' 
my  arrival  here,  a  large  fchooner  in  the  tervice  of  the  Repub- 
lic, commanded  by  Monf.  Anquetin,  formerly  a  lieutenant  of 
the  Jupiter;  and,  as  (he  is  a  very  line  veiTel,  mounting  ten 
lix  and  four  pounders,  I  have  taken  her  into  his  Majefty'* 
fervice.'

u  S I  R,  Fort  St.  George4  Sept   16,   1 793. 

"  Advice  of  the  war  with  France  arrived  at  Fort  St.  George  or* 
tjie  2d,  and  at  Fort  William  on  the  nth  of  June,  from  Mr. 
Baldwin,  his  Majefty's  Conful  at  Alexandra;  and  this  gentle- 
man was  fo  anxious  to  promote  the  pu'olic  iervice,  tfnd  fo  defrr- 
ou&to  enable  the  Company's  governments  to  derive  every  pof- 
fible  advantage  from  his  communication,  that  he  declared  himfelf 
refponfible  in  his  public  chara<Ster  for  the  truth  of  the  informa- 
tion, and  afluYed  them  that  they  might  a£r.  upon  it'with  confi- 
dence; adding,  that  all  the  Britifh  and  Dutch  veffels  in  the 
ports  of  France  had  been  feized. 

tc  Upon  the  receipt  of  this  intelligence,  all  the  finall  faftories 
beldnging  to  the  French  on  the  Continent  of  India,  as  well  as 
their  (hips  in  our  ports,  were  taken  poffeflion  of;  and  the 
government  of  Fort  Su  George  proceeded  immediately  to  make 
preparations  for  the  attack  of  the  important  fortrefs  of  Pondi- 
cherry,  which  place  was  in  full  as  good  a  ftate  of  defence,  as 
when  it  was  attacked  at  the  breaking  out  of  the  laft  war* 

"  It  was  reported  at  Pond'rcherry,  that  confiderable  reinforce- 
ments were  expefted  from  the  ifle  of  France,  under  the  convoy 
of  the  Sybille,  of  forty  guns,  and  three  fmall  frigates ;  and  we 
were  in  fome  doubt  whether  Admiral  Cornwallis,  who  blocked 
Up  the- place  by  fea  with  the  Minerva  frigate  and  three  Indiamen,

would 
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would  have  been  able  to  prevent  the  fuccours  from  being  landed ; 
but  the  Sybille,  which  was  the  only  (hip  of  the  enemy's  ihat 
appeared  during  the  fiege,  went  off  immediately  upon  being 
chafed  by  Admiral  Corn w alii s,  and  has  not  fince  been  hcaid  of  on 
this  coaft, 

'•  [  was  very  defirous  of  giving  my  perfonal  afliftancein  carry- 
ing on  the  laft  piece  of  fervice  that  was  likely  to  occur  during 
my  ftay  in  India,  and  embarked  on  board  a  fmall  French  veffel, 
J  hat  had  been  fuzed  and  arm^d  in  Bengal,  as  foon  as  I  could  avail 
myfelf  of  the  convoy  of  the  Woodcote  Indiaman,  which  had 
bt*en  taking'in  new  malls  at  Calcutta,  and  without  which  I  did  not 
think  1  could  with  prudence  hazard  the  voyage,  at  Jeaft  while  I 
he'd  the  office  of  Governor  General.  The  Triton  lndiaman, 
which  Admiral  Cornwallis  and  Sir  Charles  Oakeley  fenr,  at  my* 
requeil,  on  account  of  the  difficulty  and  uncertainty  in  equip- 
ping the  Woodcote,  arrived  a  few  days  before  we  failed,  and  ' 
v  returned  with  us. 

"  By  the  great  and  meritorious  exertions  or  the  government  of 
Fort  St.  George,  in  tranfporting  the  ordnance,  ftores,  &c.  for  io 
confiderable  an  undertaking,  and  thofe  of  Colonel  Braithwaitc, 
and  of  the  troops  under  his  command,  in  carrying  on  the  attack, 
"our  batteries  were  opened  again  ft  the  place  focner  than  I  ex- 
pected ;  and  the  mutinous  and  djftardly  conduct  of  the  garrifon 
obliged  the  governor  to  furrender  the  forts  feveral  days  before 
my  arrival,  and  before  the  arrival  of  five  companies  of  Bengal 
artillery,  and  twelve  companies  of  lafcars,  which  I  had  embarked 
on  board  of  the  Woodcoote  and  three  other  veffels,  which  were 
likewife  employed  in  bringing  rice,  on  government's  account)  to 
this  prefidency. 

"  1  (hall  beg  leave  to  refer  you,  for  the  particulars  of  the  opera- 
tions againft  Pondicherry,  to  the  inclofed  letter,  and  tlie  accom- 
panying oapers  which  I  have  received  from  Colonel  Braith\^utef 
and  to  his  Aid -de  Camp,  Captain  Braithwaite,  of  the  72  regU 
ment,  who  will  have  the  honour  of  delivering  to  you  my  dif- 
patches ;  and  who  likewife  carries  to  England  the  colours  that 
were  taken  from  the  enemy.

"  My  Lord, 

"As  foon  as  Colonel  Floyd,  under  whofe  command  the 
forces  moll  contiguous  were  aiTembled  at  Wallyabad,  was  in 
force  fufficient,  1  ordered  him  to    march  forward  and  encamu 
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within  a  few  miles  of  Pondicherry ;  and  as  I  knew  all  the  ground 
well,  from  having  ferved  as  iecond  in  command  at  the  laifc  iiege, 
and  from  having  commanded  my  felt  in  Pondicherry  (ome 
months,  I  directed  turn,  as  his  force  in  reafed,  to  occupy  tlie 
Pagoda  of  Villenore,  lying  fouthweft  of  the  Fort,  ^vl  the  village 
pf  Ana,n  Coupang  to  the  iouthward,  which  would  prevent  the 
garrilon  from  drawing  fupplies  from  thofe  parts  of  the  country 
from  which  they  had  been  in  the  habit  of  drawing  them  chiefly, 
and  to  diftrefs  them  as  much  as  he  could  in  that  way,  but  to 
give  cowl,  or  protection,  to  the  villages  in  the  French  diJlri&s 
that  applied  for  it,  and  (hewed  a,ny  difpofition  to  a  I  fill  the  army ; 
I  alio  informed  Colonel  Floyd  of  the  ground  I  intended  to  take 
with  the  army,  which,  having  become  an  entire  foreft,  1  directed 
.  him  to  clear,  and  forwarded  a  fupply  of  tools  to  him  for  \\\^\ 
purpofe. 

"  In  the  mean  time  the  admiral  in  the  Minerva  frigate,  rein*? 
forced  by  three  Indiamen,  blockaded  the  port  mod  effectually, 
and  took  a  veflel  from  the  iflands,  ox)  board  of  which  were  fome 
ftiot  and  {hells,  and  gave  chafe  to  the  Sybille  frigate,  which, 
however,  efcaped,  and  never  appeared  more J  the  intention  of 
this  frigate,  as  we  learned  from  Tranquebar,  was  to  land  fome 
farther  iupplies,  and  an  officer  of  artillery  with  about  150  men, 
and  the  preventing  this  was  a  fervice  of  gre-^t  importance, 

"  By  means  of  the  pod  at  Arian  Coupang,  whiph  is  near  the 
mouth  of  the  river,  and  fome  boats  furnifhed  by  Mr.  Kent- 
Worthy,  the  refident  at  Cuddalore,  the  means  of  a  diredt  and 
fpeedy  communication  with  the  admiral  was  ertahli{heu% 

"  While  thefe  things  were  doing  our  preparations  in  the  Ord- 
nance department  went  brifkly  on,  and  government  took  moil 
a&ive  meafures  to  fecure  fufficient  fupplies,  by  making   large 

Eurchafes  of  rice  on  the  Company's  account,  2nd  by  calling  011 
is  Highnefs  the  Nabob  and  the  Rajah  of.Tanjore,  both  of 
whotn,  it  is  but  juftice  to  fay,  fhewed  much  zeal  to  forward  the 
fervice,  by  ilriking  off  all  cuilomary  duties,  and  holding  ouc 
every  encouragement  to  their  refpedlive  countries  to  furnifh 
fupplies  to  the  army;  and  as  ro  tax  or  impofition  of  any  kind 
Was  allowed  of  in  camp,  the  army  was  abundantly  fupplied. 

u  Having  i\aen  everything  fo  completely  brought  forward, 
I  joined,  and  took  the  immediate  command  of  the  army  on  the 
a8th  of  July.  J  he  grand  park  of  artillery  from  the  Mount 
was  but  little  behind  me,  great  part  of  the  ftores  had  arrived  in 
camp,  and  large  depots  of  them  well  advanced  on  the  road,  an4 
arriving  daily. 

"  I  immediately  rode  over  the  ground  on  which  I  intended  to 
encamp,  and  had  every  reafon  to  be  fatisfied  with  the  progrefs 
fhat  had  been  made  in  clearing  it,  as  it  was  nearly  luffi- 
ciently  cleared  to  admit  of  our  encampment.     On  the  30th  the 
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grand  pa  k  of  artillery,  under  the  conducl  of  Lieutenant  Colo, 
pel  Giels,  halted  a  few  miles  in  my  rear;  and  on  the  31ft,  I 
.moved  forward  with  the  whole,  and  took  up  my  ground  on  the 
Red  Hills. 

tfc  1  then  prepared  jsl  letter  of  fqmmons,to  the  Governor,  Co- 
lonel Profptr  de  Chermont,  which  I  communicated  to  the  ad- 
rniral,  pronoiing  that  he  fhould  alfo  fummon  the  place.  The 
adm  ral  did  me  the  honour  to  approve  my  fummons,  and  re- 
turned  it  to  me,  accompanied  by  one  from  himtelf,  both  of 
which  1  fent  in  with  a  Hag. 

"  I  immediately  reconnoitred  the  fouth  face  of  the  fort,  which 
1  found  greatly  improved  and  much  extended  fince  I  faw  it 
|>rfore,  and  that  by  this  extenfion  of  it,  very  little  ground  was  left 
to  attack  it,  on  account  of  the  contiguity  of  a  branch  of  the 
river  and  fome  fait  works,  and  that  the  ground  was  very  low, 
and  liable  to  be  flooded  if  any  heavy  rain  let  in  ;  and  in  this  opi- 
nion the  Chief  Engineer,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Maule,  concurred; 
I  however  determined  upon  a  poft  at  a  houfe  and  garden  011  the 
famk  of  the  river,  about  1200  yards  from  the  fort,  which  1  re-  , 
fo'ved  immediately  to  occupy,  and  in  fome  meafure  for  if,  and 
brought  forward  to  it  Major  Petrie's  corps  con  filling  of  the 
{lank  companies  of  his  Majeily's  7 ill  and  74th* regiments,  which 
had  been  ftationed  at  Afian  Coupang,  where  I  ft  aliened  a  final! 
party,  now  fully  fufficient  for  all  our  purpofes.  1  cuufrd  Gabions 
and  Fafcines  to  be  brovght  down  to  the  new  poft,  lb  that  thev 
could  be  fen  from  the  fort,  to  deceive  th'.  m  into  an  idea  that  J 
meant  to  attack  that  fide;  and  it  had  the  effeifr,  for  they  brought 
more  guns  to  that  face,  and  kept  up  a  continued  tire,  not  but 
they  ftill  fired  in  every  direction  where  they  faw  any  body,  ex- 
pending feveral  (hot  even  at  individuals.  1  cftablifhed  piquets 
detached  guards  and  patrolss  of  horfe,  which  kept  up  an  uninter- 
rupted communication  between  thefe  polls  and  the  man  piquet 
jn  front  of  the  army,  which  was  wrli  advanced  towards  the 
Villenore  gate  of  the  fort,  under  the  cover  of  a  village  and  large 
garden  houfe.  On  the  next  day  I  reconnoitred  the  1101th  face  of 
the  fort,  which  was  not  fo  ftrong  as  when  I  had  ken  it  before, 
the  works  lurt*  being  much  lower,  though  otherwife  of  the  fame 
conftruilion  as  thofe  we  had  deftroyed  after  the  laft  fiege,  and  [ 
found  1  he  ground  contiguous  mod  favourable  for  an  attack,  a 
yery  light  foil,  and  fo  high  as  convinced  me  it  mull  be  perfectly 
dry,  even  in  a  monfoon;  and  I  caufed  two  of  the  engineer 
corps  to  embark  on  a  country  boat,  and  reconnoitre  the  fea  face, 
and  particularly  the  ftockade  and  defences  behind  the  N.  E. 
pngle  baft  ion ;  and  every  thing  concurring  to  determine  me,  I 
approved,  with  very  little  alteration,  a  plan  of  attack  of  the 
north  face,  calculated  to  work  round  the  N.  £•  angle  into  tliA 
f  01 1  fuggefted  by  the  chief  engineer. 
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I  eftablifhed  the  engineer's  park  in  the  rear  of  the  village  of 
-Mootalpettah,  on  the  bank  of  a  creek  on  the  fea  fide,  under 
cover  of  Major  Vigor's  corps,  confifting  of  the  flank  companies 
of  the  honourable  Company's  I  ft  and  2d  European  Battalions, 
caufed  the  village  to  betraverfed  and  every  thing  well  fee  u  red, 
ami  from  this  I  extended  the  piquets,  guards  and  pat  roles  as  on 
the  right,  to  keep  up  a  communication  with  the  main  piquet; 
and  thus  the  place  was  completely  invefted  from  fca  to  fea.  The 
engineer's  poll  was  fo  fi'uated  as  to  land  every  thing  moft  con- 
veniently fiom  t lie  lea,  and  was  diftinguiflied  by  a  M.  George's 
tiag,  of  which  notice  was  given  to  Madras  and  Cuddalole,  and 
large  quantities  of  the  rice  purchafed  by  Government,  and  great 
i'upplie*  of  Fafcines  and  Gabions,  prepaied  at  Cuddalore  bv  the 
aclivity  of  Mr.  Kent  worthy,  the  refdent,  were  foon  lent  to  it, 
with  a  fnpply  of  boats  to  facilitate  their  landing  ;  and  to  this 
tm\  the  Governor  of  Madras  alfo  very  politely  lent  me  a  farther 
fupply  of  boafs. 

The  pioneers  were  put  under  the  chief  engineer,  and  all  the 
artificers  and  detachments  of  working  men  furnifhed  from  the 
different  corps  to  the  amount  he  defircd,  to  colte£l  and  make  up 
material-,  and  the  progiefs  was  reported  to  me  daily  ;  ami  on  the 
10th  I  found  that  we  might  begin,  with  a  certainty  that  no  want 
of  materials  could  poffibly  prevent  us  from  following  up  the  at- 
tack with  vigour.  1  therefore  refolved  that  night  to  begin  a  bat- 
tery, on  the  well  face  of  the  fort,  on  a  fpot  previoufly  detenu i? 
lied,  it  was  toconfifr.  of  ei»ht  twelve  pounders,  and  two  eight- 
inch  morurs,  and  at  a  diftance  of  about  800  yards ;  was  well  cal- 
culated to  enfilade  the  woiks  of  the  north  face  of  the  fort,  againft 
which  our  attack  was  directed,  and  to  keep  down  the  fire  of  them  ; 
and,  undercover  of  this  battery,  which  I  expected  would  be  rea- 
lty in  eight  and  forty  hours,  1  me?nt  to  break  ground  to  the 
northward  :  But  the  fcire  of  this  battery,  pitched  upon  by  the 
Engineer  to  ani\ver  the  purpofe  of  a  complete  enfilade,  was  in  a 
low,  mpift  ground,  and  the  foil  an  obftinate,  ftiffclay  ;  and  thefe 
caufes  with  the  rains,  which  unfortunately  fet  in  at  this  time 
♦or  a  few  days,  occafioned  the  progrefs  to  be  very  flow  indeed,  and 
pave  the  enemy  fo  much  time  and  Jeifure  to  get  the  exadl  dif- 
tance, that  we  confequently  fufFered  forne  lofs.  I  found  it  im- 
poffihle  to  get  on  with  this  batreiy  with  any  degree  of  celerity  ; 
and  as  every  thing  was  prepared  to  commence  the  attack  to  the 
northward,  I  determined  to  break  ground  on  the  12th  at  night, 
and  made  the  neceflary  arrangement*,  relieving  the  flank  corps 
from  the  Rations  they  had  occupied  by  other  corps,  and  encamp- 
ing them  on  the  left  of  the  line,  fo  as  to  be  moft  ready  to  lupport 
the  attack,  and  for  any  duty  ;  and  appointed  a  ftrong  detach- 
ment, for  the  purpofe  of  covering,  and  ordered  down  Lieute- 
iiant-Colonel  Maxwell)  who  commanded  the  left  wii  g,  to  make 

the 
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the"  proper  difpofitions,  and  to  command  the  whole  during  *he 
night,  but  to  return  to  camp  in  the  morning,  leaving  the  whote 
tinder  the  field  officer,  of  the  trencher.  I  lie  difpolii ions  were 
made  with  great  judgement,  and  a  very  great  work  was  carried 
on  without  interruption  ;  for  though  the  enemy  fhe-'ed  blue 
lights,  and  threw  feveral  fire-balls,  probably  from  hearing  fome 
noife,  it  is  evident  rhey  did  not  difcoyer  the  party,  as  they  fired 
only  a  few  ihot,  and  thofe  very  ill  directed  ;  and  their  main  fire  and 
attention  was  Mill  directed  agaiuft  the  enfilading  batterv,  and  thd 
port  to  the  fouth  ward,  which  they  evidently  wiAiedto  di  (lodge,  and 
where  I  had  that  evening  made  more  (hew 

In  the  morning,  however,  thev  clearly  difcovered  our  intention^ 
and  began  to  fire  very  brifkly  from  all  the  works  on  the  north 
face  of  the  fort  on  our  approaches;  and  this  fire  was  continued 
and  well  uiredtcd ;  and  we  fuiFercd  fome  lofs  fiom  it,  and  particu- 
larly on  the  15th  at  night  w  hen  the  chief  engineer  was  killed 
returning  from  lite  trenches,  till  the  20th  at  noon,  when  I  was  at 
laft  able  to  open  theenuiadirg  battery,  againft  which  the  enemy 
had  kept  up  a  very  inveterate  tire;  but  from  the  moment  that 
opened,  it  was  vifible  their  fire  greatly  flackened,  and  was 
fo  ill  directed,  that  every  (hot  paffed  considerably  over. 

They  however  continued  to  ply  the  woiks  whh  (hells  from  mor- 
tars, covered  by  epaulments,  and  their  fhelh  were  generally  well 
thrown. 

On  the  20th,  in  the  dourfe  of  the  night,  (Capt.  Trapaud, 
who  was  now  at  the  head  of  the  engineer  department,  having 
canied  on  the  works  with  great  fpirit)  a  battery,  which  I  had 
ordered  to  be  eretfed  to  the  right,  and  had  called  the  royal  bat- 
tery, was  completed  to  receive  fourteen  24  pounders,  and  I 
meant  to  have  opened  the  21ft;  but  the  exertions  of  Lieut* 
Col.  Giels  failed,  and  the  guns  could  not  be  $;ot  into  it  that  night. 
On  the  2 1  ft  the  enemy  plied  it  very  brifkly  with  {hells  of  14 
inches  diameter,  and' damaged  two  of  tl*e  merlins  and  two  of  the 
platforms;  but  ihey  were  expeditiously  and  well  repaired  in  the 
courfe  of  the  night,  the  battery  rendered  very  complete,  and 
the  guns  got  into  it;  and  on  the  22d  in  the  morning,  at  day- 
break, 1  went  down,  and  had  the  fatisfa&ion  to  fee  it  opened 
with  great  effect.  1  he  enemy's  fire  was  now  quite  confuted, 
and  gun  after  gun  was  withdrawn,  and  their  embrafures  filled 
with  fand  bags,  and  after  nine  o'clock  they  fixed  no  more,  ex- 
cept now  and  then  a  gun  from  the  mod  diflant  works  to  ths 
North  Eaft,  and  fome  few  fhots  from  the  South  Weft,  intended 
for  the  enfilading  battery,  and  they  threw  but  few  fhells,  while 
on  our  part  an  inceflant  fire  kept  up,  and  a'mut  no<  11  a  moitar 
battery  of  four  ten  inch  mortars,  at  a  final!  diftanceto  the  left 
of  the  royal  battery,  was  opened  upon  the  enemy,  and  well  fer- 

ved. 
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Ved.  At  half  an  hour  paft  four  in  the  afternoon  (tigs  of  truce" 
Were  exhibited  on  all  the  faliant  angles  of  the  Fort ;  upon 
which  orders  were  given  for  our  fire  to  ceafe  every  where,  and 
the  Town- Major  came  out  with  a  flag,  and  a  fliort  letter  from 
the  Governor,  defiring  to  capitulate,  and  to  be  allowed  24  hours 
to  reduce  the  terms  into  form.  In  my  reply  t  refufed  this,  and 
demanded  that  the  place  fhould  be  furrendered  at  Discretion  at 
eight  the  next  morning,  till  when  I  would  ceafe  to  fire,  but  not 
work,  and  I  immediately  difpatched  an  exprefs  to  the  Admiral, 
who  was  gone  to  Cuddalore  for  water,  with  copies  of  the  go- 
vernor's letter  to  me  and  my  reply,  which  the  Admiral  did  me 
the  honour  to  approve.  In  the  night  a  deputation  came  to  me 
from  the  Fort  of  the  Second  in  Command,  Col.  Toufreville*  and 
the  Town-Major,  who  brcught  afecortd  letter  from  the  Gover- 
nor, and  they  dated  the  great  alarm  that  my  anfwer  had  occa- 
fioned,  and  the  univerfal  dread  of  all  claffesof  people  of  the  con- 
fequences  of  a  furrender  at  difcretion,  and  conjured  me  to  abate 
fomewhat  of  the  rigour  of  that  determination,  and  hold  out 
Ibme  afTu ranee  of  fecurity  foi  life  and  private  property. 

Upon  this  1  thought  it  neceflary  to  advife  with  Col.  Floyde 
and  Lieut.  Col.  Maxwell,  whom  I  fent  for,  and  finally  dictated 
thofe  terms  upon  which  the  place  furrendered  the  next  day 
to  Col.  Floyd  and  Lieutenant-Col.  Maxwell,  who  with  detach- 
ments of  cavalry,  artillery  and  flank  companies  from  every 
corps  in  the  lines,  entered  the  place  by  the  Villenore  and  the 
Madras  gates.  They  were  punctually  adhered  to  by  the  French 
Governor,  fo  far  as  he  was  able.  The  place  was  furrendered 
and  evacuated  by  all  the  troops,  but  they  did  not  march  out  in 
that  order  or  under  that  discipline  I  had  prefcribed  :  indeed  they 
were  all  much  intoxicated  ;  and  the  Governor  had  fent  to  prefs 
forward  the  arrival  of  our  troops,  left  the  people  in  this  ftate 
fhould  again  have  recourfe  to  their  arms  and  commit  fome*  out- 
rages, and  our  troops  haftened  their  march;  but  nothing  of  the 
kind  happened,  and  great  part  furrendered  themf  Ives  peaceably, 
without  the  gate,  to  the  parly  ordered  to  conduct  them  to  Arian 
Coupang,  and  the  reft  were  foon  collefled  and  fent  thither. 
Much  anarchy  and  confufion  frem  to  have  prevailed  in  the  place, 
and  the  various  departments  appear  to  have  been  latterly  not  fub- 
iecl:  to  much  method.  1  have  the  honour  to  indole  your  Lord- 
Jhip  a  copy  of  a  return  of  the  ftrength  of  the  garrifon  at  the 
time  it  furrendered,  figned  by  the  Governor.  This  comprehends 
the  whole  except  the  Gardes  Nationales,  compofed  of  the  in- 
habitants, armed,  cloathed  and  difciplined,  and  which  amounted. 
I  am  told,  to  between  2  and  300.  Alfo  copy  of  a  lift  of  trie 
ordnance  and  ftores  collected  by  our  Deputy  Commiflary  Gene- 
ral, figned  by  himfelf ;  but  fome  trifling  articles  have  fince  been 
found  and  many  chefts  of  ftnallarms :  and  more  are  ftill  expecl- 
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ed  to  be  found.  The  colours  of  our  iath  native  battalion  which 
garrifoned  Cuddalore  when  it  was  taken  laft  war  by  the  French 
have  been  found  in  the  arfenal ;  and  thefel  meat)  to  return  to  that 
battalion  :  alfo  a  return  by  the  cafualties  in  the  army  1  had  the 
honour  to  command.  The  lofs  on  the  fide  of  the  enemy  was 
very  trifling  ;  for  from  the  time  our  fire  opened  there  appeared 
to  have  been  but  few  people  on  the  works. 

I  cannot  more  fully  or  ftrongly  exprefs  my  fentiments  to  your 
Lordfhip,  with  regard  to  the  army  I  had  the  honour  to  command, 
than  by  repeating,  what  1  iflued  in  orders  on  the  furrender  of 
the  place,  which  I  requefl  leave  to  quote  to  your  Lordfhip; 
To  thank  corps  or  individuals  in  an  army  fo  fully  entitled  to  his 
warmed  thanksand  approbation.,  cannot  be  attempted  :  He  thanks 
and  approves  the  whole  with  all  his  heart,  and  will  not  fail  to 
fpeak  thefe  his  fentiments  to  his  ^6™©!^.*' 

To  your  Lordfhip,  however,  it  is  unneceflary,  as  you  are  fo 
well  acquainted  with  the  characters  which  compofed  this  army; 
the  zeal,  unanimity  and  fubordination  has  been  fuch  as  muft  lead 
to  fuccefs. 

This  packet  will  be  prefented  to  your  Lordfhip  by  Captain 
Braithwaite  my  firft  Aid- De-Camp,  who  has  had  the  honour  to 
ferve  under  your  Lordfhip,  and  whom  1  beg  leave  to  recommend 
to  your  Lordfhip9,  patronage.  •

Extracl  of  a  Letter  from  the  Governor  and  Council  at  Bengal,  in  their 
Polict'ual  Department^  to  the  Court  of  Direclors,  dated  Bengali 
Jpirl  1,  1193. 

On  the  nth  of  June  we  received  from  the  Governor  in  Coun- 
cil, at  Fort  St,  Gecrge,  by  the  Drake  crui/er,  which  had  ai> 
rived  there  from  Suez  on  the  1  ft,  copies  of  Difpatches,  dated 
the  1 6th  of  April,  from  Mr.  Baldwin,  his  Majefty's  conful  at 
Alexandria,  with  the  detail  of  intelligence  from  Europe,  notify- 
ing in  pofitive,  tcuns,  that  the  French  had  declared  war  againft 
England  and  Holland,  on  the  lft  of  February,  1 793*  We  there- 
ford  iffued  orders,  which  were  effected  without  refiftance,  for 
the  taking  pofleflion  of  Chandernagore  and  the  feveral  French 
factories  in  this  country,  and  lei  zing  the  veflels  here  that  carried 
the  French  flag, 

The  Government  of  Madras  immediately  commenced  the  nc- 
ceffary  prep  nation  for  the  fiege  of  Pondicherry,  where  Colonel 
Floyd,  with  a  detachment,  arrived  on  the  1  ith  of  July  to  block- 
ade it  on  the  Land  fide,  while  the  Commodore,  with  his  Ma- 
jefty's frigate  the  Minerva,  and  three  of  our  China  (hips,  the 
Triton,  Warley,  and  Royal  Charlotte,  were  employed  to  pre- 
vent fupples  from  being  imported  by  fea;  and  the  French  fa&ories 
of  Karical  and  Yanam  have  been  taken  pofleflion  of  by  the  officers 
of  the  Madras  Government.

Charles  Oakley,  Bart.  Governor  of  Madras. 

From  S/.  George,  Aug.  24,  1793. 

Sir,  I  have  the  pleafure  to  inform  yoi»,  that  the  Fort  of  Pondi- 
cherry  fur  rendered  to  our  army,  under  the  command  of  Colonel 
firaithwaite,  on  the  23d  inftant. 

In  confluence  of  intelligence  received  here  on  the  ift  of  June, 
from  Mr.  Baldwin,  that  war  had  been  declared  by  France 
againft  England  and  Holland,  we.ordered  the  army  to  aflemble 
near  Poudicherry,  and  having  prepared  and  forwarded  all  thene- 
ceffary  equipments  for  the  firge'of  that  Fortrefs,  our  operationt 
commenced  early  in  the  prefent  month,  and  have  thus  happily  ter- 
minated. Permit  me,  on  this  occafion,  to  offer  you  my  warmeft 
congratulations,  and  to  exprefs  a  well-grounded  hope,  that  fo 
important  a conqueft  will  afford  complete  fecurity  toourpofleffion 
of  India.  The  French  fettlements  in  Bengal  and  on  the  Malabar 
Coaft  have  all  like  wife  furrendered  to  the  Britifli  arms. 

Our  meafures,  on  the  receipt  of  Mr.  Baldwin's  intelligence, 
were  honoured  by  the  fulleft  approbation  of  the  GovernorGeneral 
in  Council.  Marquis  Cornwallis  determined  to  take  the  firft 
opportunity  of  coming  himfelf  to  the  Coaft;  and,  as  no  frigate 
could  be  fpared  to  convey  him,  he  requefted  the  Triton  Indiamati 
might  be  fent  for  that  purpofe.  She  failed  from  Bengal,  on  the 
31ft  of  laft  month,  and  1  ex  peel  her  return  in  a  few  days*

"  We  have  had  great  fatisfaftion  in  reporting  to  your  ho- 
nourable  Court  that  Pondicherry   was  furrendered  to  the  army 
under  Colonel  Braithwaite  on  the  morning  of  the  23d  inftant.

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u  As  we  forward  this  addrefs  via  Bombay,  we  /ball  embrace 
another  opportunity  of  giving  you  a  detailed  account  of  the  ope-» 
rations  of  the  army.  It  will  be  fufficient  to  mention  here,  that 
riot  a  moment  was  loft  after  our  receipt  of  the  intelligence  of  the 
war,  (which  reached  us  on  the  id  of  June,  in  a  letter  from  the 
Britifli  Conful  at  Alexandria)  in  making  preparations  for  tte 
fiege.  An  enfilading  battery  was  opened  againft  the  fort  on  the 
20th  in(l?nt ;  and  on  the  2-d  a  battery  opened  on  thfe  face  to  be 
attacked,  and  in  a  lhort  time  completely  fiknced  the  enemy's 
guns.  That  fame  evening  the  Governor  fen t  out.  a  deputation, 
with  propofals  to  furrender;  and  ear  y  the  next  morning  our 
troops  took  pofleilion  of  the  place. 

"  We  have  the  honour  to  tranfmit  a  copy  of  Colonel  Braith- 
waite's  laft  difpatch,  with  a  copy  of  the  articles  of  capitulation,

"  Captain  Braithwaite,  my  Aid-de-camp,  will  have  the  honour 
to  deliver  this  to  you;  it  inclofes  copies  of  my  correfpondence 
with  ?/ionfieur  de  Chermont,  and  a  copy  of  the  terms  which 
humanity  alone  induced  me  to  grant  to  the  French  garrifon,

arms  :  however  they  have  been  moftly  colle&ed,  and  will,  before 
night,  be  perfectly  fecured  in  the  church  at  Arian  Coparig.

I  have  faid  in  my  letter  to  Monf.  Chermont,  that,  in  fur- 
rendering  at  difcretion,  he  might  confide  in  the  humanity  and 
generofity  of  a  brave  nation;  but  as  he  defi  res  a  flu  ranees,  to 
quiet  the  minds  of  fuch  as  are  alarmed  at  the  idea  of  furrendering 
at  difcretion, 

I  promife,  that  if  the  place,  with  all  public  property,  ftores, 
ammunition,  arms,  ordnance,  treafure  and  provifions,  is  faith- 
fully delivered  up,  all  private  property  belonging  to  individuals 
fhall  be  faved  and  inviolable :  It  being  underftood  that  arms, 
warlike  or  naval  ftores,  though  in  the  hands  of  private  merchants, 
mud  be"  confidered  as  public  property,  and  faithfully  delivered 
Up  as  fuch. 

II.  The  place  muft  be  furrendered  to  the  troops  that  I  ftiall 
fend  to  take  pofleffion,  as  foon  as  they  appear  at  the  Madras  and 

Val- 
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Vallenour  Gates.  TheEngUfh  troops,  and  the  native  troops  in 
the  Britifh  fervice,  fliall  behave  with  good  order  and  difcipline : 
The  French  troops  mull  do  the  fame. 

III.  The  garrifon  mull  lodge  their  arms  in  the  Arfenal,  and 
march  out  without  arms  or  colours.  They  will  be  coniidered  as 
prifoners  of  war,  and  treated  humanely  as  fuch.  They  fliall  be 
marched  to  Aria  Coupang,  (the  native  troops  excepted,  who 
fhall  have  liberty  to  go  where  they  pleafe)  and  lodged  and  fed 
there,  till  tents,  &c.  can  be  prepared  to  fend  them  to  Madras ; 
and  I  pledge  myfelf  they  fhall  be  fent  to  Europe  by  the  firft  op- 
portunity. 

IV.  With  regard  to  the  Officers,  they  (hall  wear  their  f words, 
and  be  prifoners  on  their  paroles  of  honour,  referving  their  pri- 
vate properties. 

V.  Hoftages,  two  Officers  of  rank,  mull  be  fent  to  me  before 
nine  o'clock  to-morrow  morning,  for  the  faithful  acquiefcence  to 
thefe  terms:  and  on  the  arrival  of  thofe  hoftages  I  will  fend 
troops  to  take  pofTef&on  of  the  place,  and  to  efcort  the  French 
foldiers  to  Aria  Coupang. 

VI.  Rigour  would  juftify  me,  under  prefent  circum fiances, 
in  infilling  upon  harfher  terms;  but  humanity  induces  me  to 
fpare  perfons  and  private  property;  and  the  inhabitants  remain- 
ing in  Pondicherry,  provided  they  demean  themfelves  with  due 
obedience  to  our  Government  and  Laws,  fhall  be  treated  and 
coniidered  as  inhabitants  under  the  prote&ion  of  the  Britifh 
Government. 

VII.  This  is  final.  If  not  acceded  to  by  the  arrival  of  the 
hoftages,  I  (hall  recommence  hoftilities  at  nine  o'clock  precifcly.

Colonel  Braithwaite  has  the  honour  and  happinefs  to  announce 
to  the  gallant  army  under  his  command  the  news  of  the  furrender 
of  Pondichery,  on  terms  dictated  by  himfclf ;  terms,  which  he 
flatters  himfelf  mull  ever  remain  as  a  memorial  to  the  French  na- 
tion, that  no  fuperiority  of  fire,  no  advantage  of  circumrtances, 
no  miiconduft  of  an  enemy,  will  caule  a  Britifli  Commanderto 
deviate  from  that  humanity,  which  is  the  diftinguifhing  charac- 
teriftic  of  a  brave  nation. 

He  has  fpared  the  whole  garrifon  and  the  properties  of  indi- 
viduals, which  the  rigid  law  of  arms  would  have  juftified  him  in 
treating  otherwife.  He  has  fpared  an  enemy  that  continued  to 
z8t  ofFenfively  and  deftrucTively  while  uninoleiled,  but  who  funk 
under  the  ririt  impreflions  of  his  fuperior  force.  Actuated  by  the 
fame  fentimeuts,  he  has  no  doubr  but  that  the  whole  of  the  army 
under  his  command  will  condJer  their  infatuated  and  unfortunate 
prifoners  entitled  (being  now  their  prifoners)  to  their  mod  hu- 
mane attention. 

It  is  not  nectrffary  for  him,  at  this  time  of  day,  to  give  to 
this  fo  eminently  diftinguifhed  army  any  orders  on  that  head; 
the  generals  under  whom  they  have  ferved  have  taught  them 
that  an  enemy  conquered  is  an  enemy  no  more;  and  he  is  con- 
vinced that  the  Britifh  tioops,  about  to  garrifon  Pondichery  a« 
conquerors,  or  about  to  take  charge  of  French  prifoners  will 
convince  both  the  inhabitants  and  their  prifoners,  that  they  can 
be  as  orderly,  generous  and  humane,  in  the  discharge  cf  theie 
duties,  as  they  have  been  active  and  brave  in  the  duties  of  the 
trenches. 

To  a  chearful,  unanimous  and  zealous  perft  verance  in  their  fe- 
veral  duties,  and  to  their  eftaMKhed  character  for  bravery,  muft 
be  attributed  the  iuccefs  of  the  prefent  day  ;  and  their  commander 
will  ever  remember  it  with  pleafure  and  gratitude. 

To  thank  corps  or  individuals  in  an  army,  fo  wholly  entitled 
to  his  warmer!  thanks  and  approbation,  cannot  be  attempted  :  He 
thanks  and  approves  the  whole  with  all  his  heart,  and  will  not  fail 
to  fpeak  thefe  his  fentiments  of  them  to  his  fuperiors.
